He  was  l)orn  January  22,  18*W,  at  Orc»enville,  Rutler 
County.  Alabama  ;  attended  school  at  the  (Jreenviile  C'ollegiate  Insti- 
tute until  ^^3  when  the  family  moved  to  Montgomery.  He  entered  the 
X'niversity  of  Alabama,  October,  1884,  was  graduated  June,  1887; 
has  the  following  degrees  from  the  Tniversity :  A.  H.  1887;  A.  M. 
Hon..  1894 ;  LL.  B.,  1896. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Sara  M((iehee  Clark  on  October  17,  1912, 
and  has  four  children,  Robert  Sterling  Teague,  Jr.,  Peyton  i'hirk 
Teiigue,  Eutfene  Jackson  Teague  and  Dorothy  (Mark  Teague. 

Mr.  Teague  practiced  law  in  Montgomery  as  a  partner  of  Hon. 
<;eorge  Fleming  Moore,  from  1897  to  1901.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
firm  of  the  Teague  Hardware  Comi>any,  organized  in  1892.  In  1901 
he  abandoned  the  practice  of  law  to  take  an  active  part  in  that  busi- 
ness. 

Mr.  Teague  serveil  as  Captain  of  Company  I),  2nd  Regiment, 
Alabama  National  Guard,  1894  to  1890;  Major  and  Judge  Advocate, 
First  Brigade,  Alabama  National  Guard,  18mi  to  1905;  Major  and 
Commissarj'  of  Subsistence,  First  Brigade,  Alabama  National  Gtiard, 
1905,  and  was  commissioned  by  President  McKlnloy  as  Captain  nth 
I'nited  States  Volunteer  Infantry,  May  15,  1898.  He  commanded 
Comimny  M,  and  was  in  Santiago  de  Cuba  from  August  1,3,  181)8,  to 
March  26,  1899. 

He  was  initiated  November  18,  1890,  passed  December  23,  1800,

bama December  6,  1911,  was  successively  advanced,  and  on  December 
€,  1917,  was  elected  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  to  which  office 
he  was  re-elected  on  December  5,  1918. 

lie  was  elected  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  of  Alabama  on  December  1,  1903,  was  successively  advanced, 
and  on  December  4,  1900,  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest  and  served 
one  year. 

In  the  Grand  Council  of  Alabama  he  was  elected  Grand  Master  on 
December  2,  1901,  and  again  on  December  1,  1902,  serving  two  years. 

In  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Alabama  he  was  elected  Grand  Com- 
mander on  May  11,  1905,  and  served  one  year. 

He  received  the  32nd  degree  A.  A.  S.  R.  S.  J.  on  July  29,  1892,  and 
is  a  memlier  of  Holbrook  Consistory  No.  3,  of  Montgomery,  Alabama. 
He  was  elected  a  Knight  Commander  of  the  Court  of  Honor  by  the 
Supreme  Council  A.  A.  S.  R.  S.  J.  on  October  21,  1905,  and  received 
the  33rd  degree  on  January  21,  1908. 

He  was  Venerable  Master  of  Alabama  Lodge  of  Perfection  No.  3. 
of  Montgomery.  Alabama,  from  1897  to  1906,  and  Is  now  the  Master 
of  Kadosh,  Holbrook  Consistory  No.  3,  Montgomery,  Alabama. 

He  is  an  esteemed  and  distinguished  citizen,  a  wise,  accomplished 
and  zealous  Mason  and  is  known  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  State  for  his  activity  and  interest  in  civic,  patriotic  and 
Masonic  affairs.

ADDRESS  OF  RIGHT  WORSHIPFUL  BROTHER  GEORGE  F. 

MOORE. 

M.'.  W.'.  Brother  Lawrence  H.  Lee  then  introduced 
Ri^ht  Worshipful  Brother  George  F.  Moore,  Sovereign 
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Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  33rd 
degree,  A.  A.  S.  R.,  S.  J.,  who  delivered  the  following  ad- 
dress : 

Most  Worshipful  (Irand  Master  and  Brethren: 

I  am  indebted  to  my  good  frieud,  and  Brother,  for  his  words,  that 
sound  to  me  very  much  above  any  merit  tliat  I  may  possess;  but  be 
speaks  to  you  truly  as  to  the  fact  of  my  residence,  real  residence, 
for  no  matter  where  I  may  have  traveled  in  the  past :  no  matter  where 
1  may  go  in  the  future,  the  ties  that  Mnd  me  to  our  great  Common- 
wealth have  never  been  broken,  and  will  never  be  weakened.  I  am  in 
mind,  in  heart,  and  in  allegiance,  an  Alabamian. 

I  well  rememl»er  the  first  visit  that  I  imid  to  this  place  which  is 
now  the  city  of  Birmingham.  I  remember  that  there  were  h)ts  of 
vacant  lots  here  for  sale.  I  remember  that  there  were  people  living 
here.  I  remember  that  there  was  a  hotel,  and  that  the  ai)proach  to  it 
was  over  an  embankment  of  re<l  mud,  l»y  the  way  of  a  twelve-inch 
plank.  The  plank  had  never  visited,  fortunately,  a  planing  mill, 
and  it  was  rough  and  ready,  when  it  behaved  itself  and  didn't  try  to 
turn  over  or  get  on  iMlge.  What  a  contrast  that  scene  was  to  this,  as 
I  look  alKUit  me ;  these  splendid  buildings ;  these  hotels ;  these  streets 
and  sidewalks,  and  this  thronging  multitude  of  people.  The  great 
iron  industry  was  in  its  infancy,  and  Iteil  Mountain  was  only  a  name 
to  conjure  with,  and  only  give  indications  of  the  wonderful  wealth 
hidden  in  Jefferson  County.  The  great  industries  were  just  begin- 
ning, but  by  the  courage,  the  perseverance,  the  pluck  of  the  citizens 
of  Birmingham  and  its  friends,  all  that  was  transmuted  Into  a  great, 
modern  American  city,  which  we  find  about  us  today. 

I  might  continue  these  pleasant  rendniscenses,  but  we  are  here  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  a  building  to  be  used  by  the 
Government  of  the  T'nited  States.  The  Orand  Master  has  announced 
that  it  has  been  "properly  laid."  It  will  be  the  building  in  which 
the  courts  of  the  T'nited  States  will  do  justice  between  man  and  man 
in  the  Northern  Judicial  District  of  Alabama ;  and  it  will  house  in 
part  all  those  agencies  of  our  great  Government  in  the  relations  of 
the  people  to  its  Government. 

The  corner-stone  has  been  laid  properly,  and  we  are  indeed  glad 
that  our  great  Fraternity  has  been  called  ujwn  to  do  this  service. 
May  this  building  be  erected  speedily  and  properly,  and  remain  stand- 
ing until,  in  the  future,  it  may  be  replaced  by  another,  grander,  and 
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more  magnificent,  which  shall  serve  the  like  purposes  for  the  great 
city,  the  metroimlis  of  the  Southwest  of  our  country. 

While  you  have  waited  here  patiently,  and  have  observed  these 
proceedings,  you  have  doubtless  asked  yourself,  Why  Freemasons  are 
invited  to  lay  the  comer-stone  of  public  buildings;  and,  What  are 
the  meanings  of  these  ceremonies  which  you  have  seen ;  and.  Why  are 
corner-stones  of  public  l)ulldlngs  laid  by  any  society  or  fraternity. 
Time  doesn't  suflfice  that  I  should  do  more  than  give  a  brief,  rough 
sketch  In  answer  to  these  queries.  • 

Modern  Freemasonry  was  established  more  than  200  years  ago  In 
I^ndon,  England,  by  four  old  lodges,  and  tive  years  after  the  revival 
of  the  Fraternity,  the  Grand  I^dge  of  England,  the  first  in  the  world, 
laitl  the  corner-stone  of  a  building,  one  of  the  great  churches  of  I^on- 
don.  Saint  Martins  In  the  Fields ;  and  from  that  time  down  to  the 
present.  In  Great  Britain,  England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  and  in  all  its 
#-«>loiiu»s,  Including  our  own  country  until  It  proclaimed  its  Independ- 
ence from  England,  corner-stones  have  been  laid  by  the  Masonic 
Fraternity.  It  would  fill  a  volume  were  I  to  endeavor  to  give  you 
even  tlie  names  and  the  dates  of  the  corner-stones  that  have  been  laid 
by  our  Fraternity,  and  I  must  content  myself  with  calling  attention 
to  only  two,  which,  in  my  judgment,  are  the  most  lmi>ortant  that 
have  ever  been  laid  by  a  Masonic,  or  by  any  other  fraternity. 

Tlie  greatest  building  In  our  Republic  today  is  the  Capitol  in  the 
city  of  Washington.  On  the  18th  day  of  September,  1793,  the  great- 
est man  In  America  at  that  time,  than  whom  no  man  has  been  greater 
from  that  day  to  this,  laid  the  corner-stone  of  that  !)uilding.  That 
man  was  a  Free  Mason,  and  his  name  was  George  Washington.  He 
le<l  the  Masonic  procession.  He  took  In  his  hand  the  gavel,  the  Ma- 
sonic authority ;  and  he  led  the  Brethren,  the  Grand  lx)^^ge  of  Mary- 
land, and  the  Masons  of  Alexandria,  Virginia,  and  of  Maryland,  and 
himself  performed  the  service,  just  like  the  one  you  have  seen  here 
today.  I  have  brought  with  me  the  exact  coi)y  of  the  inscription  on 
that  stone,  which  Is  from  the  documentary  record  published  by  the 
Congres.s  of  the  United  States,  and  it  reads  as  follows : 

"This  southeast  comer-stone  of  the  Capitol  of  the  T'nited  States  of 
America,  In  the  City  of  Washington,  was  laid  on  the  18th  May  of  Sep- 
tember, 1793,  in  the  13th  year  of  American  Independence,  In  the  first 
year  of  the  second  term  of  the  presidency  of  George  Washington, 
whose  virtues  in  the  civil  administration  of  his  country  have  been  as 
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conspicuous  and  beneficial  as  bis  military  valor  and  prudence  have 
been  useful  in  establishing  her  liberties,  and  in  the  year  of  Masonry, 
5793,  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  in  consort  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maryland,  several  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction,  and  Lodge 
No.  22  from  Alexandria,  Virginia,  Thomas  Johnson,  David  Steuart 
and  Daniel  Carroll,  Commissioners ;  Joseph  Clark,  Right  Worshipful 
Master  pro  tempore,  James  lloban  and  Stevens  Ilallette,  Architects, 
Collin  Williamson,  Master  Masons." 

It  has  always  seemed  to  the  American  people  that  a  custom  origi- 
nated in  a  sense,  and  followed  by  George  Washington,  the  first  of  our 
Presidents,  the  man  who  led  the  armies  of  the  United  States  to  victory 
in  the  War  of  Independence,  might  properly  le  followed  throughout 
all  time  by  all  of  the  citizens  of  this  country,  without  regard  to 
religion  or  politics. 

Fifty-eight  years  after  George  Washington  laid  the  foundation 
stone,  the  corner-stone  of  the  Capitol  of  the  United  States,  the  corner- 
stone of  the  extension  of  that  building  was  laid;  and  we  have  an 
account  of  that  also  in  the  archives  of  our  country,  in  the  handw-riting 
of  one  of  the  greatest  of  Americans.  Daniel  Webster  was  then  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  and  here  is  his  account,  taken 
from  the  same  source,  and  Rrethren,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  ask  your 
attention  to  this  remarkable  document : 

"On  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the  TGth  year  of  the  Independ- 
ence of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  the  City  of  Washington, 
being  the  4th  day  of  July,  1851,  this  stone  designed  as  the  corner- 
stone of  the  extension  of  the  Capitol,  according  to  a  plan  approved 
by  the  President  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  Congress,  was  laid  by 
Millard  Filmore,  President  of  the  United  States,  assisted  by  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Masonic  Lodges  in  the  presence  of  many  members  of 
Congress,  of  the  officers  of  the  Executive  and  Judicial  Departments, 
National,  State  and  District,  of  olTicers  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  and 
corporate  authorities  of  this  and  neigh Iwring  cities,  many  associations, 
civil,  military  and  Masonic,  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  Na- 
tional Institute,  professors  of  colleges  and  teachers  of  schools  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  with  their  students  and  pupils,  and  a  vast  con- 
course of  people  from  places  near  and  remote.  Including  a  few  sur- 
viving gentlemen  who  witnessed  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the 
Capitol  by  President  Washington  on  the  18th  day  of  September,  1793.*' 
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if  it  shall  hv  the  will  of  God  that  this  structure  shall  fall  from 
its  h:j>e;  that  its  foundation  he  upturued,  and  this  deposit  brought  to 
the  eyes  of  nieu,  be  it  then  known  that  on  this  day  the  Union  of  the 
I'liittHl  States  of  America  stands  firm;  that  their  Constitution  still 
exists  unimpaired  and  with  all  of  its  original  usefulness  and  glory, 
Rowing  every  day  stronger  and  stronger  in  the  affections  of  the  great 
UhJv  of  the  American  people,  and  attracting  more  and  more  admira- 
tion of  tlie  world.  And  all  here  assembled,  whether  belonging  to 
public  life  or  to  private  life,  with  hearts  devoutly  thankful  to  Almighty 
Go<i  for  the  preservation  of  the  liberty  and  happiness  of  the  Country, 
unite  in  sincere  and  fervent  prayer  that  this  deimsit  and  the  walls  and 
arches,  the  domes  and  towers,  the  columns  and  entablatures  now  to 
lie  ere<ttHl  over  it  may  endure  forever.  God  save  tlie  T'nited  States 
of  America.  Daniel  Webster,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United 
States." 

I  need  not  cite  any  further  instances  of  the  laying  of  corner-stones 
for  public  l)uildings.  for  when  I  have  shown  that  the  rai»ltol  of  our 
C<»untry  in  Washington  was  laid  by  George  Washington,  a  Free 
Mnson.  witli  Masonic  ceremonies,  and  that  this  great  extension  in 
1.S">1  was  laid  by  I^resident  Filmore  with  Masonic  ceremonies  by  the 
Orand  I»dge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  I  think  I  have  establishefl 
one  of  tlie  great  reasons  why  Free  Masons  are  invited  to  lay  these 
corner-stones. 

Hut  tiiere  is  another  reason;  it  is  this:  Free  Masonry  accei>ls  as 
its  UH-nilers  good  men  of  all  religious  creeds  wlio  can  believe  in  the 
exi>tence  <>f  a  God  **unto  whom  it  is  not  folly  to  pray,"  and  in  the 
inmiortallty  of  the  Human  Soul,  and  in  the  Brotherhood  of  Man. 
We  don't  demand  that  any  man  shall  belong  to  any  particular  religion 
if  lie  can  subscribe  to  those  tenets.  There  are.  I  believe,  in  our 
o»MUitry  today  about  170  different  denondnations  or  sects  of  reli'4i<m. 
I  confess  that  would  be  for  me  an  impossible  task  to  differentiate 
l^twfen  them.  We  all  have  our  personal  beliefs.  Masonry  does  not 
Interfere  with  any  man's  politics,  or  his  religion,  provided  lie  can 
agree  to  those  three  principal  tenets  that  I  have  mentioned.  Our 
ance5<tors  when  they  began  this  custom  reasoned  thus :  The  funda- 
mental doctrine  of  the  American  Republic  is  this:  The  separation  of 
chnrcli  and  state.  And  they  believed,  and  they  l)equeathed  the  prin- 
ciples to  us  that  it  would  be  unwise  and  unpatriotic  to  put  the  laying 
of  the  corner-stone,  and  the  declaration  of  the  purpose  of  a  building, 
into  the  hands  of  any  one  religious  denomination  or  sect. 
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The  old  oonstitutious  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  saj*  this,  and 
it  has  come  down  to  us  unaltered,  In  the  edition  of  1723,  and  here  is 
the  pronouncement  of  the  first  Grand  Lodge,  that  of  England:  "If  a 
man  rightly  understands  the  art,  he  will  not  he  a  stupid  attieist  or  an 
irreligious  libertine."  That  Is  at  the  bottom  of  Masonry,  so  to  speak, 
fundamental  principles;  therefore  it  has  gone  on  down  the  ages  that 
all  of  our  people  are  satisfied  with  calling  upon  our  Fraternity  to  lay 
the  corner-stones  of  buildings  which  are  to  be  used  for  the  whole 
public  or  a  whole  conununity.  Of  course,  there  have  been  now  and 
then  some  of  those  who  are  so  bigoted  and  intolerant  that  they  deny 
this  fact,  but  I  believe  that  in  readlug  all  history  absolutely  estab- 
lishes its  correctness,  and  that  this  principle,  long  established,  will 
never  be  violated  as  long  as  Free  Masonry  exists. 

Now,  you  have  asked,  perhaps,  what  Is  the  meaning  of  this  cere- 
mony. You  liave  witnessed  here  certain  ceremonies, — the  use  of  the 
corn,  the  wine,  and  the  oil.  If  that  was  all,  my  Brethren,  and  ladies 
and  gentlemen.  It  might  be  useless  as  a  ceremony,  but  these  things 
are  symbols,  and  symbols  are  the  means  by  which  Free  Masonry 
teaches.  One  of  our  greatest  men  has  said  that  syml>olism  Is  the  soul 
of  Freemasonry."  Symbols  are  to  be  Interpreted  In  accordance  with 
the  Intellectual  and  moral  status  and  the  spiritual  development  of  the 
man  who  undertakes  to  explain  them.  Our  words  are  symbols.  If  I 
use  the  simplest  word  In  the  English  language  It  is  a  symbol  and 
calls  up  In  the  mind  of  the  man  or  woman  who  hears  it  an  image. 
The  word  is  a  symbol  which  calls  up  the  image.  If  I  use  the  word 
**dog,"  it  calls  up  probably  in  every  person  a  different  image.  Some 
see  a  dog  of  one  kind,  and  those,  another ;  some  see  a  dog  that 
belongs  in  a  foreign  country,  but  I  don't  believe  that  any  of  us  see 
here  now  a  German  dachshund  when  I  call  out  the  word. 

These  symbols  are  then  Interpreted  In  this  procedure,  and  in  these 
ceremonials.  It  Is  said  that  the  corn  represents  i)lenty,  and  so  it 
does ;  but  if  we  go  a  little  step  further  the  corn  may  lie  a  symbol  of 
nourishment, — physical  nourishment,  food  for  the  body.  But  we  know 
from  another  statement  that  food  for  the  body  is  pot  all  that  the 
human  being  needs;  he  needs  food  of  another  kind, — mental  food; 
food  for  the  mind, — spiritual  food.  This  ceremonial  therefore  also 
Indicates  that.  And  the  wine,  symbol  of  joy  and  gladness,  it  is  said. 
Yes,  but  it  has  also  and  in  another  system  a  symbol  of  that  joy  and 
exultation  that  comes  from  duty  discharged,  and  from  service  ren- 
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dered  to  humanity.  And  the  oil,  the  refreshment  of  gladness, — peace. 
Aye,  peace, — what  peace?  Not  entirely  the  peace  for  which  we  all 
long  bnt  which  will  not  come  until  the  Hun  troops  in  Europe  are 
beaten.  It  is  the  peace  that  conies  to  an  intellectual  and  spiritual 
man,  and  you  have  heard  the  explanation  given  of  these  implements 
of  the  craft.  Time  forbids  that  I  should  discuss  them  except  to  say 
that  you  heard  the  symbolism  of  the  square,  that  It  is  correctness; 
and  there  has  come  into  our  language  a  phrase  which  is  derived 
from  Masonry,  **acting  by  the  square."  One  interpretation  of  the 
symbol  is  that  it  means  getting  in  accord  with  the  laws  of  nature, 
which  are  God's  laws.  When  we  do  that,  and  approach  the  Reality, 
we  have  become  in  truth  Free  Masons.  Free^  because  we  follow  the 
truth ;  and  the  square  is  an  emblem  of  truth,  and  the  jewel  of  the 
Master  of  the  Ix)dge. 

And,  lastly,  Why  are  corner-stones  laid  at  all?  You  have  heard  the 
exposition  given  here  by  the  Grand  Master,  that  those  deposits  may 
serve  a  useful  purpose  in  the  future  If  the  building  should  be  de- 
stroyed, that  the  deposit  therein  contained  will  give  those  who  come 
after  us  an  idea  of  this  country,  this  city,  our  state,  but  we  hope 
very  much  that  the  deposit  will  not  be  uncovered  for  ages  to  come. 
But,  my  brethren,  there  is  a  deeper  explanation ;  one  into  which  I 
cannot  go  fully.  Let  us  go  back  Into  ancient  times  and  see  if  there 
is  not  another  explanation  of  laying  corner-stones.  If  we  go  back 
ages  ago  we  find  that  at  least  5800  years  ago  the  corner-stone  of  a 
temple  in  Babylon  was  laid  with  impressive  ceremonies,  and  that 
when  the  last  king  of  that  great  country  found  this  corner-stone  he 
celebrated  it  as  one  of  the  triumphs  of  his  reign.  So  we  may  go  back 
that  far  to  find  the  laying  of  comer-stones,  because  such  things  are 
Inherent  in  our  minds,  in  the  minds  of  the  human  race.  The  savages, 
among  the  Dyaks  of  Borneo,  when  they  are  about  to  build  a  house, 
dig  a  hole  for  the  corner-stone.  They  were  guilty  of  the  most  terrible 
of  murders  before  they  were  approached  by  the  other  countries.  They 
would  take  a  slave  girl  and  place  her  in  this  pit  where  the  foundation 
post  is  to  be  put,  and  let  fall  a  heavy  beam  upon  her  head  and  crush 
the  life  out,  because,  they  said,  that  the  human  soul  would  enter  into 
the  i>ost,  thereby  giving  it  stability  and  security.  And  down  through 
the  ages,  even  into  almost  modem  times,  that  course  has  been  fol- 
lowed. In  Europe  there  has  been  found  in  the  altar  of  one  of  the 
churches  in  Denmark  a  lamb,  evidently  burled  alive  for  that  purpose.

And  in  rebuilding  the  dykes  and  rivers,  and  in  other  places,  such 
remains  have  been  found.  And  the  course  of  development  and  evolu- 
tion was  first,  the  human  sacrifice ;  then  the  sacrifice  of  animals ;  then 
the  use  of  vegetables  and  plants,  and  finally^  their  products,  when 
man  developed  and  evoluted  away  from  those  ancient  gross  super- 
stitions. Now,  my  Brethren,  there  is  a  deep  significance  in  that 
idea, — the  laying  of  corner-stones  in  blood.  I  shall  not  take  that  up ; 
you  may  work  it  out  for  yourself  when  you  can  and  as  you  please, 
if  it  interests  you. 

The  most  impressive  ceremony  of  this  kind  that  I  have  witnessed 
was  many  years  ago  when  the  foundation  stone  of  the  Confederate 
Monument,  the  monument  to  the  Confederate  dead,  was  laid  in  the 
city  of  Montgomery,  where  it  stands  uow,  on  the  Capitol  grounds.  At 
that  time  I  held  the  highest  ofl^ice  [  have  ever  held  in  this  (irand 
Lodge,  that  of  Grand  Marshal.  Perhaps  there  may  have  been  some- 
body who  was  less  fitted  for  that  place  that  I,  but  I  don't  know  it. 
It  gave  me,  however,  a  position  in  which  I  witnessed  a  scene  never 
to  be  forgotten,  for  I  stood  by  the  side  of  Jefferson  Davis  as  he  laid 
his  lands  on  the  corner-stone;  and  when  I  saw  his  eyes  dinmied  with 
tears,  in  my  very  soul  I  sympathized  with  the  man  who  was  there 
and  then  the  witness  to  a  great  tragedy, — the  tragedy  of  the  war 
between  the  sections  of  our  country.  But  that  is  a  mere  incident  in 
the  life  of  our  nation.  Its  causes,  its  sorrows  and  afflictions,  and  its 
results  have  been  wiped  out  by  the  genius  of  the  American  people. 
When  I  was  in  California  last  year  I  tell  you  it  afforded  me  pleasure 
and  pride  to  be  able  to  say  to  our  fellow  citizens  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
that  my  native  State  of  Alabama,  in  proportion  to  its  population, 
bad  furnished  more  troops  in  the  Spanish-American  War  than  any 
state  in  the  American  Union. 

Now,  my  Brethren,  our  Allies  and  the  T ' nit ed .States  have  begun 
the  building  of  the  Temple  of  Humanity,  and  it  is  being  laid  in  blood. 
But  when  we  come  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  that  building  in  memory 
of  the  Alabamians  who  offered  their  lives  on  the  altar  of  their 
country,  while  sorrowing,  yet  it  will  not  be  a  tragedy,  for  it  will  be 
with  a  feeling  of  exultation  that  the  victory  which  we  have  won,  not 
only  for  our  country  and  the  world,  but  for  the  principles  of  liberty, 
equality  and  fraternity,  for  which  our  Fraternity  has  always  strug- 
gled. Then  we  will  be  able  to  say,  paraphrasing  the  words  of  the 
JSnglish  poet,  and  declare  that  "Stone  by  stone  we  have  reared  a 
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sacred  fame,  a  Temple  neither  Pagoda,  Mosque  or  Church,  but  loftier, 
simpler,  nobler  and  open-doored  to  every  breath  of  Heaven,  and 
Truth  and  I*eace  and  Love  and  Justice  will  come  and  dwell  therein." 

ADDRESS  OF  BROTUER  J.  THOMAS  HEFLIN. 

Worshipful  Brother  John  H.  Phillips  then  introduced 
Brother  J.  Thomas  Heflin,  who  delivered  the  following 
address : 

Host  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Brethren,  and  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 
I  am  glad  to  tiave  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the  very  interesting 
and  impressive  ceremonies  of  this  day.  I  think  it.  very  fitting  and 
appropriate,  Grand  Master,  that  these  ceremonies  should  be  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  the  oldest  fraternity 
In  all  the  world.  Not  only  is  the  Masonic  Fraternity  the  oldest  frater- 
nity in  the  world,  but  it  is  the  first  organized  effort  to  dignify  labor 
and  exalt  the  laboring  man.  First  secret  society  to  minister  to  the  poor 
and  needy,  first  to  worship  at  the  shrine  of  truth,  and  first  to  cham- 
pion the  cause  of  liberty.  When  princes  and  lords  looked  upon  the 
mass  of  men  as  mere  money-making  animals,  the  Masonic  ear  heard 
and  understood  the  saying  of  Jehovah,  **1  will  make  a  man  more 
precious  than  gold,"  and  the  Order  of  Freemasonry  became  the  torch 
bearer  in  the  march  back  to  the  mountain  summit  of  man*s  proper 
relationship  with  God  and  man.  In  that  day  of  doubt  and  unbelief » 
there  were  men  of  noble  hearts  and  of  heroic  mould.  Something 
called  to  their  better  nature.  Something  reminded  them  of  their 
duty  to  their  fellow  man.  Something  suggested  the  good  of  closer 
relationship,  the  unity  of  purpose  and  higher  standards  of  living  and 
that  something  was  the  spirit  of  the  Most  High.  There  were  already 
in  existence  secret  societies  of  various  kinds,  but  they  were  founded 
upon  the  fallacies  of  heathen  mythology,  and  in  the  great  plan  of 
things,  the  time  had  come  for  the  establishment  of  a  fraternity  with 
God  as  Its  definite  head,  Supreme  Ruler  and  Architect  Then  it  was 
tliat  Freemasonry  was  christened  in  the  House  of  the  Lord,  in  the 
Temple  of  Solomon  In  the  city  of  Jerusalem.  The  building  of  this 
temple  and  the  coming  of  this  order  had  been  prophesied  by  the 
inspired  men  of  the  old  Bible.  The  temple  eclipsed  all  others  in  mag- 
nificence, and  brave  and  true  men  from  every  country  came  to  learn 
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the  secrets  of  Freemasonry,  and  they  went  away  with  a  new  view 
of  life  and  with  a  new  faith  and  friendship,  recognizing  God  as  the 
Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe.  The  cohesive  power  of  this  order 
was  the  spirit  of  the  divine  plan,  manifested  in  the  practice  of  charity, 
and  the  cultivation  and  fostering  of  the  noblest  of  human  virtues.  Its 
membership  ministered  to  the  poor  and  needy  long  before  Christ  came 
\o  teach  them  the  significance  of  the  saying,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it 
unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  did  it  unto  Me."  They  learned  to 
love  another  and  to  bear  one  another's  burdens  long  before  the  new 
dispensation  came.  They  were,  in  fact,  the  Good  Samaritans  of  the 
Old  World.  They  blazed  the  way  and  prepared  the  people  for  the 
coming  of  John  the  Baptist,  who  was  the  forerunner  of  Christ  the 
Saviour. 

A  fraternity  good  enough  to  combat  atheism  and  infidelity  and 
preserve  the  last  copy  of  the  Bible  in  existence  aud  then  become  the 
forerunner  of  the  Church  of  Christ  will  accomplish  good  as  its  hand- 
maid until  every  knee  shall  bow  and  every  tongue  confess  the  one 
living  and  true  God.  The  Masonic  Fraternity  had  to  encounter  cruel 
and  bitter  opposition.  It  has  endured  hardships  and  privations  for 
the  sake  of  principles  that  have  come  down  to  us  through  fifty  cen- 
turies. Freemasonry  opened  its  door  to  rich  and  poor  alike  and  men 
of  courage  and  convictions  knelt  at  its  shrine  and  bore  its  standard. 
At  times  they  were  traduced  and  slandered,  but  the  principles  of  the 
Order  inspired  them  with  courage  and  faith  to  defy  the  scaffold  and 
the  stake.  They  were  as  brave  men  as  ever  fought  with  Iloratius  at 
the  bridge  or  perished  with  Leonidas  at  Thermopylae.  With  lacerated 
hands  and  bleeding  feet,  they  continuetl  the  march  of  the  centuries. 
Atheism  and  infidelity  combatted  them  at  every  step  and  turn,  but 
onward  they  went  clinging  to  their  faith  in  God  and  holding  fast  to 
the  principles  of  brotherly  love. 

The  Order  has  been  the  friend  of  liberty,  progress  and  advancement 
in  every  clime  and  country.  No  tooth  of  time,  no  war's  bloody  hand, 
no  devastation  of  the  years  can  take  from  her  the  bles.sings  and  bene- 
dictions that  came  down  from  Almighty  God  in  the  Temi)le  at  Jeru- 
salem 3,000  years  ago.  Yes,  tyrants  have  time  and  again  decreed  that 
Freemasonry  should  perish  from  the  earth,  and  truly  has  the  Order 
pas.sed  through  the  Gethsemane  of  suffering  and  sore  trial.  Its 
members  have  been  ostracised  and  outlawed  and  some  of  them  have 
been  executed  upon  the  scaffold  and  others  burned  at  the  stake,  but, 
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thauk  God.  from  out  the  torture  aud  flame,  there  arose  the  undying 
<nreM  of  Masonic  faith. 

From  the  cabin  on  the  hillside  and  the  mansion  on  the  mountain 
top,  from  everj'  walk  of  life,  men  have  come  to  swell  the  ranks  of 
the  Order.  From  the  i)rivate  in  the  ranks  in  the  Colonial  army  to 
Washington,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  they  have  worn  the  sqnare  and 
<X)mpass.  Washington,  a  Master  Mason,  was  the  first  Presi<lent  of 
the  United  States,  and  under  Masonic  ceremonies,  he  laid  the  corner- 
stone of  our  nation's  capitol,  and  Masons  were  his  pallbearers  and 
performed  the  last  sad  rites  at  his  funeral.  Today,  without  noise  or 
notoriety.  Freemasonry  is  accomplishing  the  work  whereunto  it  was 
apiKiinted.  No  bad  man  has  any  business  in  the  Order  and  no  infidel 
can  beionie  a  member. 

Brethren,  let  us  strive,  as  the  years  come  and  so,  to  live  closer  and 
closer  to  the  Master,  and  let  us  study  to  show  ourselves  approved 
unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  divining 
the  truth. 

Fellow  citizens,  opiwsition  to  the  union  of  church  and  state  was  in 
existence  before  Jefferson  wrote  the  first  statnte  of  religions  freedom 
that  ever  adorned  the  history  of  the  world.  Freemasonry  has  corn- 
batted  the  creeds  of  popes  and  potentates  who  have  favored  the  union 
of  church  and  state,  and  today  on  the  dividing  line  between  chnrch 
and  state,  Freemasonry  stands  with  flaming  sword,  sublime  and  im- 
movable. 

This  new  and  spacious  building  whose  corner-stone  we  lay  today. 
Is  evidence  of  the  mighty  growth  and  development  of  the  great  city 
of  Birmingham,  and  should  stand  here  as  a  testimonial  to  the  growing 
thought  and  increasing  worth  of  her  people.  Let  us  build  up  the 
waste  places,  develop  our  material  resources  and  make  the  South 
to  blossom  as  the  rose.  But  let  us  remember  that  wealth  of  farm  and 
forest,  factory  and  mine  should  all  be  used,  not  to  degrade  and  drag  man 
down  to  the  level  of  a  mere  money -making  animal,  but  to  produce  a 
happy  race  of  people,  highly  intelligent  and  morally  strong,  contrib- 
uting to  the  nobler  things  of  life  as  each  rises  higher  and  higher 
in  the  scale  of  being. 

Fellow  citizens,  we  are  living  at  a  very  critical  time  in  the  history 
of  the  human  race,  and  we  are  called  upon  to  protect  and  preserve  the 
principles  and  policies  that  make  for  the  safety  and  well  being  of 
mankind.     Oiir  fathers  fought  to  secure  the  liberty  that  we  enjoy 
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today  aud  now  we  are  compelled  to  fight  to  preserve  that  liberty.  The 
people  of  each  generation  are  the  guardians  of  American  ideals  and 
institutions  and  it  has  fallen  to  our  lot  to  protect  and  defend  them  in 
the  most  critical  time  in  our  history.  Are  we  ready  to  take  up  the 
cross  of  our  country  and  follow  our  great  leader,  Woodrow  Wilson, 
as  he  leads  our  army  against  the  enemies  of  America  and  the  enemies 
of  mankind? 

A  war-mad  monarch,  dreaming  of  world  power,  violating  with  im- 
punity his  trealy  ohligatiois  to  us  and  trampling  under  foot  the 
principles  of  international  law,  has  interfered  with  our  trade,  de- 
stroyed our  commerce,  and  denied  to  our  citizens  the  right  to  travel 
upon  the  free  seas.  While  we  were  neutral  and  striving  to  remain 
at  peace  with  Germany,  Germany  denied  us  the  right  to  remain 
neutral  and  without  just  cause  or  lawful  excuse,  made  war  upon  the 
people  of  the  Tnited  States.  The  President  and  the  Congress  did 
everything  in  their  power  to  avoid  war  and  not  until  Germany  had 
broken  the  last  promise  that  she  had  made  to  resi)ect  our  rights  and 
had  destroyed  our  commerce  and  murdered  our  citizens  did  we  take 
up  arms  against  the  German  government.  We  had  to  fight  then  to 
protect  our  rights  and  Ulterties  or  cowardly  refuse  to  fight  and  dis- 
gracefully surrender  them.  We  chose  the  road  of  national  honor 
and  drew  the  sword  to  defend  the  life  of  our  nation  from  the  dangers 
that  threatened  it.  The  nation  that  would  not  fight  when  attacked 
as  we  were  attacked  by  Germany,  is  not  entitled  to  the  love  and 
loyalty  of  its  citizens.  Germany  forced  us  to  put  aside  the  dove  of 
peace  and  the  olive  branch  and  now,  in  the  name  of  a  hundred  mil- 
lions'of  people,  and  with  faith  and  courage  undaunted,  we  present 
to  her  the  lion's  paw  and  the  eagle's  claw. 

Those  charged  under  the  Constitution  with  the  responsibility  of 
providing  for  the  national  defense  have  performed  their  duty  and  the 
government  is  engaged  on  a  mighty  scale  in  the  great  work  of  war 
preparation.  We  are  actually  engaged  in  war  with  a  dangerous  and 
skillful  enemy.  All  that  we  hold  dear  is  involved  in  the  outcome  of 
this  war  and  free  government  everywhere  is  at  stake.  No  man  worthy 
the  name  of  American  citizen  will  do  anything  now  to  embarrass  hia 
country  and  no  man  worthy  to  share  the  blessings  of  this  great  and 
free  government  will  do  or  say  anything  now  that  will  hinder  or 
delay  the  government  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  When  the 
country  is  at  war,  it  Is  the  duty  of  every  citizen   to  get  squarely 
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behind  the  government,  but  if  he  will  not  do  that,  It  then  becomes  the 
duty  of  the  government  to  get  squarely  behind  the  citizen.  One 
euemy  on  the  inside  is  more  dangerous  than  a  dozen  euemies  on  the 
outside  and  we  owe  it  to  the  boys  at  the  front  who  are  fighting  and 
dying  for  our  country  to  close  up  the  ranks  at  home  and  silence  every 
enemy  found  here  in  the  household  of  America.  Our  boys  are  shed- 
ding their  blood  and  giving  their  lives  as  they  kill  the  Hun,  the  deadly 
enemy  of  our  country,  then  why  should  we,  the  homeguards  and 
watchmen,  left  In  charge  of  the  Temple  of  Liberty,  permit  the  sneak- 
ing agents  of  Germany,  alien  or  native  born,  to  rab*e  a  hand  or  lift  a 
voice  against  the  government  of  the  T'nited  States. 

This  splendid  industrial  city  is  contributing  greatly  to  the  war 
work  of  our  country  and  spies  have  dared  to  come  here  to  destroy 
proi)erty ;  to  blow  up  plants  in  the  effort  to  weaken  the  arm  of  the 
government.  They  have  been  arrested  and  their  evil  purpose  pro- 
vented.  The  government's  secret  service  men  have  taken  charge  of 
hundre<ls  of  German  spies  in  the  various  sections  of  the  country.  You 
can  help  the  government  in  this  great  work.  Report  every  person 
who  does  or  says  a  suspicious  thing.  You  are  on  duty  keeping  vigil 
over  here,  while  the  hoys  are  fighting  and  dying  for  us  over  there. 
Take  no  chances.  If  you  have  any  doubt  about  the  suspicious  per- 
son's guilt,  give  the  boys  at  the  front  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  and 
arrest  him.  Make  slackerism  and  pro-Germanism  so  hated  and  de- 
spised here  that  the  desire  for  self-preservation  will  prompt  the 
enemy  to  move  on  to  a  more  congenial  climate.  The  person  who 
goes  al'out  our  country  now  spreading  the  poison  of  sedition  and 
treason,  trying  to  defeat  the  war  i)lans  and  purposes  of  our  govern- 
ment is  a  dangerous  enemy  and  he  ought  to  either  be  driven  out 
of  the  country,  or  executed  in  it.  There  are  only  two  classes  of  people 
in  our  country  now — the  loyal  and  the  disloyal,  the  patriot  and  the 
traitor. 

What  manner  of  man  Is  he  who  will  withhold  from  America  now 
his  enthusiastic  and  whole-hearted  support?  The  freest  and  best 
government  in  all  the  world  is  attacked  by  the  demons  of  military 
desi)otism  in  Germany  and  every  man  and  woman  w^orthy  to  live 
beneath  the  flag  Is  supporting  our  country  in  this  hour  of  its  danger. 

Fellow  citizens,  when  this  awful  war  is  over  and  the  forces  of 
Justice  and  L«iberty  have  prevailed,  how  miserable  and  contemptible 
will  be  the  position  of  the  wretch  who  proved  to  be  unworthy  and 
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unfaithful  at  a  time  wlieu  the  country  needed  him  most.  How  unfor- 
tunate and  heart-rending  for  the  boy  or  girl  of  a  father  whose 
patriotism  is  now  questioned  and  douhted,  to  have  some  one  eml>ar- 
rass  and  humiliate  them  by  saying,  **When  the  country  was  at  war 
with  (Jermany  and  our  liberty  was  at  stake,  your  father  was  a 
traitor."  God  forbid  that  this  unhaijpy  and  humiliating  experience 
shall  ever  come  to  any  boy  or  girl  in  Alabama.  Lt»t  the  careless  and 
thoughtless  citizen  take  heed  lest  by  his  lukewarmness  and  indiffer- 
ence to  his  country,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  placing  uiK>n  his  children  a 
stigma  that  they  cannot  remove  in  a  life-time. 

The  principles  of  right,  justice,  truth  and  liberty  are  the  principles 
for  which  we  battle  at  this  hour.  In  more  than  a  million  American 
homes,  fathers  and  mothers  have  seen  their  boys  put  on  the  uniform 
of  their  country  and  go  forth  to  battle  for  the  rights  and  liberties  of 
our  people.  All  praise  to  the  patriotic  fathers  and  mothers  of 
America.  They  have  contributed  to  their  country's  cause  the  dearest 
and  best  loved  treasures  of  the  heart  and  home.  What  of  the  brave 
boy  in  uniform  at  training  camp  and  battle  front? 

There  he  is  with  the  flag  that  we  love,  defying  danger  and  death 
and  he  stands  between  us  and  the  overthrow  of  our  government  and 
the  loss  of  our  liberty.  All  praise  to  the  American  soldier.  There  is 
no  braver  soldier  than  the  Belgian,  the  French  or  the  English  soldier,, 
but  the  one  possessing  more  of  the  individual  initiative  and  the  one 
most  dangerous  and  daring  of  them  all  Is  the  United  States  soldier 
as  he  battles  for  the  flag  that  he  loves.  The  crusader  never  fought 
In  a  cause  more  holy.  He  fought  to  rescue  the  tomb  of  Christ  from 
the  hands  of  Infidels,  while  our  soldiers  are  fighting  to  foster  and 
preserve  the  principles  that  Jesus  taught  to  the  children  of  men. 

After  Germany  had  infested  our  country  with  spies  who  fomented 
Industrial  disturbances,  destroyed  nundtlon  plants  and  murdered  our 
citizens  working  In  these  establishments,  she  announced  her  purpose 
to  conquer  our  country,  and  Zimmerman,  the  Secretary  of  German 
Foreign  Affairs,  admitted  that  Germany  had  requested  Japan  and 
Mexico  to  join  her  in  making  war  upon  the  T'nlted  States  and  then 
after  breaking  every  promise  that  she  had  made  to  our  government, 
Germany  made  war  upon  us.  Our  desire  to  remain  at  peace  and  our 
persistent  efforts  to  avoid  war  were  not  understood  or  appreciated 
by  Germany.  Germany  construed  our  very  patient  conduct  to  mean 
that  we  were  for  peace  at  any  price  and  that  we  just  would  not  fight- 
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The  Kaiser's  oldest  son,  the  Crown  Prince,  told  Mr.  Gerard,  the 
American  Ambassador  to  Germany,  that  Germany  had  r)00,(XK)  reserv- 
ists in  the  I'uited  States  and  that  Germany  would  call  them  to  the 
colors  and  strike  the  United  States  government  down  before  we  could 
get  ready  to  fight,  and  Ambassador  Gerard  replied  that  we  had 
500.000  telej;raph  iK>sts  in  the  United  States  to  which  we  would  hang 
every  (Jerman  reservist  In  the  country.  The  Kaiser  said  that  we 
were  a  soft  money-loving  people  and  that  our  flag  had  dollar  marks 
on  it  Well,  fellow  citizens,  the  Kaiser  has  already  learned  on  the 
battle  front  in  France  something  of  the  metal  of  the  American  soldier 
and  before  this  war  is  over,  our  flag  will  be  close  enough  for  him 
to  see  the  stars  and  feel  the  stripes. 

Fellow  citizens,  while  all  of  the  other  nations  were  talking  disarm- 
ament, and  "urging  the  settlement  of  all  international  disi^utes  by 
arbitration.  Germany  was  secretly  preparing  for  a  war  of  world  con- 
quest. When  Germany  commenced  this  awful  conflict,  she  was  the 
only  nation  in  the  world  prei)ared  for  war,  and  she  intended  to  con- 
quer the  world  before  the  world  could  raise  and  equip  an  army. 

One  of  the  things  that  will  always  be  remembered  and  cherished 
by  the  lovers  of  liberty  everywhere  is  that  immortal  ten  days  stand 
of  the  brave  Belgians  against  the  barbarian  hordes  of  (Germany. 
Heroic  Belgium,  lone  and  tragic  sentinel  of  civilization,  bleeding  and 
dying,  but  holding  back  the  murderous  Hun  until  France  could  i)re- 
pare  for  the  battle  of  the  Marne.  Belgium  made  it  possible  for 
Frenoli  soldiers  at  the  battle  of  the  Marne  to  defeat  the  German 
army  and  save  the  civilization  of  the  world.  It  was  the  intention  of 
the  German  Kaiser  to  go  through  Belgium  the  first  day  and  to  be  in 
Paris  before  the  end  of  the  week.  When  his  soldiers  first  Invaded 
Belgium,  he  said  to  them,  "On  to  Paris  and  world  dominion."  He 
then  disclosed  the  German  plan  and  purpose  to  conquer  the  world. 
and,  fellow  citizens,  if  he  had  succeeded  in  reaching  Paris  as  he  had 
planned,  God  and  God  only,  knows  what  he  would  have  accomplishetl 
by  now  toward  the  conquering  of  the  world.  All  praise  to  the  brave 
and  heroic  people  of  France.  The  world  owes  to  France  a  debt  of 
gratitude  that  the  clilldren  of  men  can  never  pay.  Hope  on,  trust  on, 
,  fight  on,  brave  France,  we  are  comrades  again  in  the  cause  of  liberty ,^ 
and  just  as  yon  fought  with  us  to  achieve  our  liberty,  we  will  fight 
with  you  to  i^reserve  it  and  to  save  to  the  people  of  France  the 
republic  that  you  love. 
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The  Kaiser  did  not  believe  that  we  would  fight.  He  now  finds  that 
he  was  mistaken.  Old  Uncle  Rufus  used  to  say,  "De  rooster  never 
could  get  no  sense  in  de  fox's  hade,  until  he  looked  way  off  yonder 
and  craned  his  neck."  "And  den  de  fox  say,  what  are  you  looking  at, 
and  de  rooster  says,  I  ain't  looking  at  nothin'  hut  a  pack  of  dogs." 
"AVhich  way  is  dey  goin,'  said  he  fox,  and  de  rooster  said,  dey  aln*t 
er  goin',  dey  are  comin." 

So  it  was  with  the  Kaiser.  We  couldn't  get  any  sense  in  his  head 
until  one  day,  he  said,  *'At  what  are  the  British  soldiers  looking. 
They  are  gazing  intently  at  the  West."  And  the  answer  came,  '*lt  is 
the  United  States  in  arms,"  and  then  the  Kaiser  said,  "What  means 
this  renewed  activity  on  the  battle  front  in  France  and  this  great 
enthusiasm  among  the  French  soldiers  and  what  Is  It  that  causes 
them  to  look  so  eagerly  to  the  West?"  Then  with  united  voices,  the 
French  soldiers  said,  "It  Is  the  United  States  in  arms."  "Which 
way  are  they  going."  said  the  Kaiser,  and  then  soldiers,  descended 
from  the  men  who  fought  with  Washington  at  Valley  Forge  in  achiev- 
ing American  liberty,  said,  "They  are  not  going,  thank  God,  they  are 
coming." 

Fellow  citizens,  the  battle  is  on  between  right  and  wrong,  between 
truth  and  falsehood,  between  justice  and  injustice,  between  Democ- 
racy and  Autocracy,  between  lil)erty  and  military  despotism.  God 
has  permitted  us  to  become  a  rich  and  mighty  nation  and  now  He  is 
demanding  heroic  service  at  our  hands.  The  clock  has  struck  in  the 
tower  6f  our  destiny.  Make  bare  thine  arm  mighty  giant  of  the  West 
and  strike  for  God  and  Humanity. 

The  German  soldiers  have  violated  every  rule  of  civilized  war- 
fare. They  have  conunitted  the  most  brutal  and  heinous  crimes 
that  were  ever  perpetrated  upon  human  beings.  They  burned  homes 
and  churches,  destroyed  fruit  trees  and  poisoned  springs  and  wells 
in  France  and  Belgium.  They  murdered  old  men  and  women  and 
outraged  the  flower  of  their  womanhood  and  they  murdered  babes  in 
their  mother's  arms.  The  woe  and  the  want,  the  suffering  and  the 
sorrow,  the  crimes  and  cruelties  that  He  in  the  wake  of  the  German 
army  are  enough  to  call  down  from  God  Himself  a  consuming  curse 
upon  the  German  cause.  But  some  thoughtless  people  tell  us  that 
we  should  wait  till  they  come  over  here.  My  God !  the  suggestion  of 
such  a  thing!  Here  are  our  mothers  and  wives,  our  sisters  and  our 
daughters.     "Wait  till   they  come  over  here."     No,  no.     God  give 
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US  the  courage  aud  the  strength  to  >Yhip  them  over  there.  We  are 
going  to  whip  tbeiu  over  there.  Our  caune  is  just ;  right  and  liberty 
are  on  our  side,  God  is  with  us  and  we  are  bound  to  win. 

I  believe  that  God  raised  up  David  to  preserve  the  Hebrew  religion 
and  to  save  from  defeat  the  army  of  the  Lord.  I  believe  that  lie 
raised  up  Moses  to  be  the  leader  of  his  people  in  his  day,  and  I 
believe  that  He  raised  up  Woodrow  Wilson  to  be  our  leader  at  this 
trying  time  in  the  history  of  the  world.  Fortunate  indeed  are  we 
to  have  him  for  leader  at  a  time  like  this.  He  is  the  foremost 
statesman  of  his  time,  the  greatest  Intellect  in  the  world  and  the 
master  spirit  of  the  age.  Today  as  our  boys  are  battling  at  tlie 
front,  the  country  demands  of  us  unity  of  purpose  and  concerted 
action,  and  our  great  President,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  expects  of 
us  wbole-hearted  support 

Look  upon  this  flag  and  thanlc  God  that  you  are  an  American  citi- 
zen. It  represents  the  thought  and  purpose,  the  hopes  and  aspirations 
of  the  greatest  nation  of  people  on  tlie  globe.  It  stands  for  principles 
without  which  no  republic  can  last  and  in  the  loss  of  which  human 
liberty  cannot  endure.  It  follows  the  American  citizen  around  the 
world,  whispering  to  him,  ever  and  always,  *'I^,  I  am  with  you',  be 
not  afraid."  It  represents  the  soul  of  the  American  people  and  all 
the  brave  spirits  that  have  loved  aud  cherished  it  encircle  it  now  with 
a  halo  of  light.  That  flag  is  the  symbol  of  an  indissoluble  union  of 
indestructible  states.  It  is  the  banner  of  constitutional  liberty  and 
the  ensign  of  a  nation's  strength  and  solidarity.  Yes,  aud  it  is  the 
battle  flag  of  a  patriot  army. 

Bom  in  the  cause  of  liberty, 

More  than  a  hundred  years  ago. 

We  now  unfurl  that  standard 

With  every  star  aglow. 

It's  the  flag  that  Washington  loved  dearly. 

It's  the  banner  that  Jackson  bore. 

In  their  battles  for  American  rights, 

In  the  trying  days  of  yore. 

I  can  hear  our  soldiers  marching, 
'    I  can  see  that  flag  unfurled, 
And  President  Woodrow  Wilson, 
Still  waves  it  to  the  world. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  the  addresses  the  benediction  was 
pronounced  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  procession  was  then  reformed  and  returned  to  the 
hall  of  Birmingham  Temple  Lodge  No.  636  in  the  same 
order  whence  it  set  out. 

After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the  Grand  Lodge 
w^as  closed  in  Ample  Form.

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(iRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

The  M.'.  W.\  Grand  Master  read  his  annual  address 
as  follows : 

To  the  MoHt  Worshipful  (Ira ml  Loihjc  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masoius 

of  the  State  of  Alabama: 
Brethren: 

I  have  a  jrreat  and  iKH-uliar  pleasure  in  jriviiit:  you  cordial  and 
fraternal  welcome  to  this  tlie  Ninety-eij;htli  Annual  Connnunication 
of  the  Most  Worshipful  (vraud  Ix)dse  of  Alahania. 

To  those  of  us  who  Inive  lHH»n  perniitte<l  t<>  attend  these  ainiual 
meetluj^s  from  year  to  year,  this  is  always  a  pre<i<ms  hour.  Its  Joy 
has  a  bejxinnins  in  anticipation  of  the  time,  as  it  approaches,  when 
we  are  ajjain  to  gather  here  to  report  and  review  the  work  done  during 
the  past  year,  and  to  note  the  things  needed  to  he  done:  and  its 
fruitaj?e  in  the  increasing:  warmth  of  our  handclasps,  and  the  senti- 
ments of  mutual  affection  and  repird  that  eye  speaks  to  eye. 

In  such  a  spirit  do  I  jxreet  you,  veteran  and  newcomer  alike,  and 
invite  you  to  particiimte  in  all  our  pnK*t»edin;rs.  just  as  freely  and 
fully  as  if  you  were  in  yt)ur  own  local  I»d;j:e  r<M)ni. 

Equality  of  opportmdty  is  here  afforded  to  all  to  put  the  impress 
of  their  spiritual  and  Intellectual  lunvers  upon  the  work  to  be  done, 
and  the  policies  to  he  pursutMl.  If,  therefore,  you  have  any  convictions 
as  to  the  thinj^s  done,  or  to  he  acconipllshed,  do  not  hesitate  to 
express  yourselves  fully  hy  written  resoluthni  or  spoken  word. 

Remember  that  each  representative  is  an  intejiral  part  of  the  wliole 
unit,  an<l  entitled  to  his  legitimate  place  in  the  lepal  sovereignty  of 
this  (J rand  Rody. 

The  pe<uliar  pleasure  I  experience  in  assomblini:  this  Annual  Com- 
munication is  found  in  the  difference  of  conditions  from  those  that 
surrounded  us  one  year  a«o  when  you  did  me  the  highest  honor  within 
your  i)ower,  and  placed  in  my  hands  the  gavel  of  your  authority. 

A  contiict  that  involved  all  the  great  nations  of  the  earth  was 
then  raging,  and  no  man  could  foretell  what  the  end  would  be. 

The  principles  for  which  Masonry  has  always  stood  were  In  the 
balances,  having  been  forced  to  the  arbitrament  of  the  sword  without 
the  consent  or  connivance  of  the  free  peoples  of  the  world.  The 
mailed  fist  and  iron  heel  of  Despotism  had  been  laid  heavily  upon 
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strkkeucHl  Belgium  ami  blecnlinj:  France ;  the  mace  of  autocracy  was 
casting  Its  omluous  shadow  over  the  isles  of  the  sea,  and  the  lanes 
and  reaches  of  the  great  deep,  and  had  begun  to  creep  across  the 
sunlight  of  our  own  shores  and  darlten  the  flash  of  the  torch  of  the 
Goddess  of  Liberty. 

For  reasons  imrely  ethical  and  spiritual  our  own  nation  had  thrown 
into  the  conflict  Its  mighty  resources  of  material  wealth  and  man- 
power. In  an  incredibly  short  time  we  had  been  changed  from  a 
I)eaceful  people  quietly  pursuing  our  commercial,  industrial  and 
intellectual  occupations,  into  a  militant  nation  filled  with  armed 
camim  and  resounding  to  the  mighty  clamor  of  great  industrial  plants 
feverishly  turning  out  the  terrible  engines  of  warfare.  The  serried 
tread  of  millions  of  the  sons  of  freedom  was  heard  for  the  first  time 
upon  the  soil  of  Euroi)e,  and  a  new  epoch  had  been  made  in  the 
world's  history,  and  a  definite  advance  in  the  cause  of  humanity  and 
of  civilization. 

Happily,  this  is  now  at  an  end ;  victory  perches  uimu  the  entwined 
flags  of  the  Allies,  and  the  world  is  beginning  to  emerge  from  its 
baptism  of  fire  and  blood,  and  to  take  account  of  the  things  that 
need  to  be  done  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

As  American  citizens,  and  especially  as  men  and  Masons,  must  we 
ever  hereafter  have  our  moments  of  sorrow  and  our  hours  of  pride 
for  the  part  our  nation  took  in  this  awful  struggle.  Sorrow  for  the 
young,  useful  and  devoted  lives  that  were  so  freely  laid  upon  the 
altar  of  world  democracy;  sorrow  for  the  maimed  and  crippled 
heroes  that  are  yet  to  come  to  us  for  rehabilitation :  sorrow  for  the 
bereaved  homes  and  desolated  hearts  of  our  mothers,  wives,  daugh- 
ters and  sweethearts,  who  gave  their  best  that  freedom  might  not 
perish  from  off  the  earth. 

Yet,  must  we  always  hold  high  our  heads  in  proud  recognition  of 
the  gallant  acts  and  indomitable  fighting  spirit  of  our  mighty  sons. 
Always  must  we  take  pride  In  demonstrating  to  the  world  that  the 
sons  of  free  men  may  be  taken  from  the  peaceful  pursuits  of  civil 
life,  and  In  three  months,  trained  to  meet  and  overcome  the  seasoned 
veterans  of  autocracy.  Always  must  we  be  pardoned  for  our  pride 
in  the  fact  that  our  women  were  willing  to  face  any  danger,  undergo 
any  sorrow  and  make  any  sacrifice  that  homes  might  remain  sacred, 
innocence  be  free  to  rear  its  head  among  men,  and  little  children  be 
saved  from  the  ravages  of  barbarous  force.

While  we  rejoice  in  the  success  of  our  priiicii)les,  and  are  proud 
of  the  part  our  country  took  in  the  world  coutlict.  let  us  not  forget 
that  there  yet  remains  much  to  be  done,  if  the  world  is  to  get  out  of 
the  sjicritice  a  benefit  proportionate  to  the  price  paid. 

The  next  twelve  months  will  perhaps  be  the  most  dangerous  iu  tlie 
history  of  the  world.  Men  are  nerve  worn  and  battle  shocljed  and 
ready  to  take  without  a  strugj^le  wliatever  may  seem  to  be  tlie  easiest 
and  tlie  best  and  the  demagogue  and  Jesuit  have  a  wide  and  fertile 
field  for  oiH'ration.  It  behooves  us  therefore  to  keep  ever  In  mind  in 
all  our  words  and  acts  those  principles  that  actuate  us  and  which 
are  so  forcibly  taught  us  here  and  In  our  Ix)dge  room.  It  Is  our 
duty  now,  more  than  ever  before,  to  attempt  to  carry  into  the  world 
the  Nine  (Jreat  Lights  of  the  Master — Veneration,  Charity,  Generosity, 
Heroism,  Honor,  Patriotism,  Justice,  Toleration  and  Truth. 

Our  duty  as  citizens  and  as  patriots  requires  that  we  be  just  as 
unremitting  In  our  efforts  as  we  have  lie<*n  patient,  generous  and  loyal 
hi  our  support  of  the  (iovernment  In  the  great  conflict.  The  victories 
of  l*eace  are  more  important  and  far-reaching  than  the  victory  of 
Arms.  See  to  It  then,  my  brethren,  that  there  be  no  let  up  In  our 
efforts  to  render  valuable  the  sacrifices  that  we  have  made  and  to 
make  secure  the  victory  that  has  been  won. 

And  now,  I  call  your  attention,  and  submit,  to  you,  for  approval 
or  disapjiroval,  a  record  of  my  official  acts  and  doings  as  Grand 
Master  for  the  past  year. 

DECISIONS. 

1.  If  a  <andldate  is  duly  elected  to  receive  a  degree  for  which 
he  has  i»aid  the  fee  a  id  then  falls,  refuses  or  fin<ls  It  Imiwsslble  to 
receive  the  degree,  the  Tx)dge  may,  at  Its  option,  retain  the  fee  or 
refund  same. 

2.  The  "ten  days'  notice,'*  as  per  Article  VII,  Rule  18  of  Constitu- 
tion, means  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

3.  Where  a  local  Ix)dge  Indefinitely  suspends  a  member,  and  no 
a|)peal  Is  taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  I>odge  passing  the  sentence 
of  suspension  can  alone  restore  such  member  to  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry. 

Where  a  Lodge  definitely  suspends  a  member,  and  no  appeal  is 
taken   to  the  (irand  Ixnlge,  such  member  so  suspended  becomes  eo 
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in^tanti  restored,  not  only  to  the  rights  and  privil^es  of  Masonry, 
\i\>on  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  sentence,  but  also  to  member- 
ship In  the  Ivodge  suspending  him. 

When  a  Lodge  indefinitely  suspends  a  member,  and  an  appeal  is 
taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge  from  such  sentence,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
affirms  the  finding  of  the  local  lodge,  but  reverses  the  sentence,  and 
fixes  the  suspension  for  a  definite  time,  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Ix)dge  has  the  effect  to  restore  such  member  to  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  Masonry  ui)on  the  explication  of  the  term  of  the  sentence  as 
fixe<l  by  the  Grand  Ixxlge,  but  not  to  membership. 

In  all  cases  where  the  local  Lodge  is  in  existence  when  a  member 
iKJComes  restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  it  becomes 
the  duty  of  the  Ix)dge  to  issue  a  certificate  under  seal  of  the*  Lodge 
stating  the  facts,  that  such  brother  was  a  member  in  good  standing 
in  said  Lodge,  that  he  had  been  suspended  for  a  definite,  or  indefinite, 
period,  as  the  case  may  be;  that  the  period  had  expired,  and  that  he 
was  therefore  restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  and 
ujHjn  such  certificate  entitled  to  apply  to  any  Lodge  for  affiliation. 

In  case  where  the  Lodge  suspending  a  member  has  become  defunct, 
and  the  member  is  restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry 
by  the  Grand  IxKlge,  the  Grand  Secretary  will  issue  certificate  as 
above.

As  the  horrible  consequences 
of  the  war  begin  to  conje  back  to  us,  more  demands  will  be  made  upon 
the  Home  and  they  must  be  met.  I  therefore  urge  that  you  do  all 
possible  for  the  Institution  which  is  such  a  credit  to  Alabama  Ma- 
sonry and  of  which  we  are  so  justly  proud. 

I  ask  that  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  each  Ix)dge  every  brother  be 
given  opportunity  to  give  something  towards  helping  the  Masonic 
Home  and  I  urge  that  everyone  give  as  liberally  as  possible,  remem- 
bering our  prosperous  condition  as  comparetl  with  the  rest  of  the 
world,  and  letting  his  offering  be  a  sign  of  his  gratitude  and  thankful- 
ness for  the  blessings  we  enjoy,  and  remembering  that  '*in  as  much 
as  you  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these,  ye  have  done  it  imto  me.'*

It  Is  vital  to  Masonry  now.  and  in  all  the  future, 
not  only  in  Alahania  Init  everywhere  in  the  world.  The  movement 
should  have  the  whole-hearted,  enthusiastic  support  of  Masonry,  as  a 
body,  and  of  each  individual  claiming  that  proud  title. 

It  has  the  unqualified  endorsement  of  the  Grand  Officers,  and  the 
Grand  Master  earnestly  urges  every  Mason  to  give  the  movement  his 
active  enthusiastic  support.  To  do  less  would  l>e  unworthy  of  the 
craft.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  labors  of  the  (irand  Ixnlge  have  hecome 
extensive  on  account  of  the  varied  interests  at  stake  and  that  there 
Is  a  disposition  among  many  of  the  brethren  to  leave  its  sessions 
ui>on  the  trains  going  out  cm  Thursday  afternoon,  thus  forcing  a  con- 
sideration of  some  of  the  most  important  legislation  by  a  minority 
representatio!!  of  the  Grand  Ix)dge,  I  deem  it  advisable  to  recom- 
mend that  an  exemplification  of  the  work  by  the  Comndttee  on  Work 
on  the  floor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  dispensed  with. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  committee  report  to  the  Grand  Ixxlge 
only  such  changes  as  have  been  made  In  the  work  since  the  last 
Annual  Communication,  and  if  no  changes  have  been  made,  that  the 
committee  report  simply  that  there  Is  no  change  In  the  work  from  that 
lai^t  adopted. 

I  would  further  suggest  that  If  any  considerable  number  of  the 
brethren  fail  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  committee  while  it  Is 
exemplifying  the  work,  that  then  the  Committee  on  Work  may  hold 
a  session  for  the  purpose  of  exemplifying  the  work  in  one  of  the  Blue 
Uodge  rooms  of  this  Temple,  but  that  this  session  be  confined  to  the 
afternoon  of  Wednesday  or  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

I  had  hoped  and  expected  to  have  with  us  this  morning  the  Grand 
Master  of  Florida.    So  far  I  have  heard  nothing  definite  from  him. 
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He  comes,  if  he  does,  upon  a  matter  and  bringing  a  message  tliat  will 
be  of  interest  to  us  all.  This  matter  will  be  deferred  with  the  hope 
that  he  arrives  to  deliver  his  message  in  his  own  way ;  but  if  we  are 
disappointed  in  his  not  arriving  I  shall  take  the  liberty  of  presenting 
it  to  you  in  a  special  message  later  in  the  session.

I  am  unequal  to  the  task  of  telling  you  just  how  much  I  do  thank 
you.  I  trust  that  the  condug  year  may  bring  peace  and  contentment 
to  you  all.  May  the  best  gifts  of  an  always  generous  providence 
abundantly  bless  you  and  those  dear  to  you  through  all  the  days  that 
are  to  come  to  you.

rROPosiTioN  TO  Amend  Section  21,  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution. 

M.*.  W.'.  Brother  Daniel  A.  Greene  offered  the  following  resolution 
to  amend  Section  21.  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  and  it  was 
referred  to  the  (\>inmittee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence: 

Hr  it  rCf<olvcd,  That  Section  21,  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution  l)e 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

See.  21.  ICverj'  Lodfje  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every 
Annual  Connnunlcation  of  the  Grand  Li>dge,  make  to  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary a  report.  In  writing,  showing  who  are  its  officers  and  members, 
the  dates  of  admission  to  membership,  Initiations,  passings  and  rais- 
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Uv^H,  the  name  t)f  those  peis«ms  rejected,  su^peuded,  expelled,  rein- 
stated, withdrawn  and  dead,  with  the  dates  annexe<i,  since  the  last 
retnrn,  and  for  each  and  every  officer  and  member  returned,  except- 
\iV£  tliose  ministers  who  are  actively  engaged  in  preaching  the  gosi»el. 
^hall  pay  to  the  Grand  Secretary  the  sum  of  .$1.50,  for  each  member 
«>f  the  snlxirdlnate  Loilge,  of  which  ninety  cents  for  each  such  member 
shall  le  set  npnrt  for  the  supi)ort  and  maintenance  of  the  Masonic 
Home,  and  ton  cents  for  each  such  member  shall  be  set  apart  as  an 
cniergeiicy  fund,  which  said  fund  shall  lie  expended  under  the  direc- 
rit>n  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  relief  of  such  persons  or  Lodges  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction  as  may  be  determined  under  the  rules  and 
regulations  which  may  be  adoi>ted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  any  part 
of  such  fund  may  be  appropriated  for  such  punx^ses  or  transferred 
to  other  funds,  as  the  Grand  I»dge  may  determine.  The  balance  of 
said  dues,  namely  fifty  cents,  shall  be  expended  by  the  Grand  I^odge 
for  ordinary  expenses  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  the  Grand  Lodge 
nmy  determine. 

BEPORT  OK  COMMITTEE  ON  MASONIC  JURISPRUDENCE. 

M.'.  W.'.  Brother  George  P.  Harrison,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
(Ml  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  submitted  the  following  rei)ort :

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurlsi»rudence,  to  which  was  referred 
the  resolution  to  amend  Section  21  of  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution, 
rei^nnmend  that  the  same  be  approved  by  the  Grand  I>odge  and 
submitted  to  the  subordinate  Ixidges  as  reiuired  by  Article  VIII  of 
the  Constitution.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  CORRE- 
SPONDENCE. 

W.'.  Brother  Oliver  Day  Street,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  his  Annual 
Report,  which  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  printed  with 
the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge.    (See  Appendix.) 

SPECIAL  REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN 
CORRESPONDENCE. 

W.'.  Brother  Oliver  Day  Street,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing special  reports,  and  they  were  severally  adopted,  with 
the  proviso  that  the  parts  having  reference  to  appropria- 
tions be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance : 
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To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  F.\  d  A.\  if.',  of  Alabama: 

Several  communications  received  by  your  Committee  on  F'orelgu 
Correspondence  have  presented  the  question  as  to  what  shall  be  the 
attitude  and  relation  of  our  Grand  I»dge  and  Masons  of  our  obedience 
toward  those  who  are  members  of  the  various  Scottish  Rite  bodies  in 
other  countries.  There  has  been  or  will  be  introduced  at  this  Com- 
munication a  resolution  requiring  this  committee  to  investigate  the 
claims  to  regularity  of  the  Masonic  bodies  of  all  countries  allied  with 
us,  or  neutral  in  this  war.  In  several  of  these  countries,  at  least,  the 
only  symi)olic  Masonry  existing  is  of  Scottish  Rite  derivation.  It  is, 
therefore,  necessary  that  your  committee  should  have  some  general 
rules  to  guide  it  in  dealing  with  such  Masonry. 

If  the  mere  fact  of  derivation  from  the  Scottish  Rite  nnist  in  all 
instances  lead  to  the  refusal  of  recognition,  then  to  be  consistent  we 
must  not  only  decline  Masonic  intercourse  with  many  of  the  leading 
Masonic  i>ovvers  of  the  world,  but  must  withdraw  recognition  from 
some  with  which  we  are  already  in  fraternal  relations.  We  must 
abandon  this  rule  unless  we  are  content  to  remain  isolated  from  a 
vast  section  of  the  Craft  Universal,  whose  principles,  practices  and 
ideals  are  identical  with  our  own.  At  a  time  when  the  American  peo- 
ple and  American  Masons  are  coming  into  more  frequent  contact  and 
more  intimate  relations  than  ever  before  with  those  of  other  countries, 
we  do  not  believe  that  this  is  a  wise,  fraternal  or  desirable  attitude 
to  assume.  While  all  the  other  institutions  of  the  world  are  drawing 
closer  tt»gether.  shall  only  Masons  and  Masonic  bodies  continue  to 
hold  aloof  from  each  other? 

The  Scottish  Rite  is  too  well  established  and  its  Masonic  character 
too  well  known  to  warrant  any  further  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
so-called  York  IMte  or  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  to  Ignore  it.  We  Isnow 
from  exoteric  evidences  and,  if  we  w^ould,  might  know  from  esoteric 
evidences  also  that  the  symbolic  lodges  of  the  Scottish  Rite  teach 
and  practiic  genuine  Freemasonry.  Their  ceremonies,  it  is  true, 
differ  in  some  particulars  from  our  own,  but  no  more  so  than  do  those 
of  certain  grand  bodies  of  the  so-called  Ancient  Craft.  Their  funda- 
mental teachings  are  the  same. 

In  the  T'nlted  States  and  a  few  other  countries  this  question  has 
been  happily  solved  l)y  the  surrender  by  the  Scottish  Rite  of  all  con- 
trol over  the  first  three  degrees.     There  are  in  such  cases  no  Scottish 
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Rite  symbolic  lodges  to  be  dealt  with,  aud  for  obvious  reasons  it  is  not 
iwssible  or  even  necessary  for  grand  lodges  to  attempt  to  judge  of  the 
Masonic  character  of  the  higher  bodies  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 

There  is.  however,  a  group  of  countries  In  which  there  are  no  regu- 
lar grand  lodges  of  symbolic  Masonry,  or  where,  if  such  exist,  they 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Supreme  Councils.  Of 
court- e  such  grand  lodges  can  not  I  e  re<*ognized  as  Independent,  sov- 
ereign Masonic  bodies,  but  this  is  \:o  reason  why  In  a  proper  case  the 
symbolic  lodes  holding  under  them  or  even  such  grand  lodges  them- 
selves may  not  l)e  recognized  as  Masonic  bodies  simply  and  menil  ers 
of  our  IcMlges  authorized  to  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  them  and 
their  members  authorized  to  visit  our  lodges.  In  other  words.  Inde- 
pendence or  sovereignty  is  not  indispensable  to  the  existence  of  a 
genuine  Masonic  body,  and,  therefore,  logically  should  not  be  indis- 
I)ensable  to  its  recognition  as  a  Masonic  body.  Such  action  would 
offer  no  obstacle  to  the  recognition  of  a  sovereign  grand  lodge  when 
t)ne  should  be  formed. 

A  third  group  embraces  countries  wherein,  alongside  each  other, 
exist  syndiolic  lodges  holding  under  a  Scottish  Rite  Supreme  (^ouncll, 
and  symU^lic  lodges  holding  under  an  independent  sovereign  grand 
hMlge  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry.  This  group  presents  more  perplex- 
ing problems  than  either  of  the  other  groups.  Our  view  is  that  in 
sucli  cases  we  should  not  re<'ognize  the  Scottish  Rite  symbolic  lodires 
of  any  country  as  Masonic,  unless  they  are  so  recognized  by  the  regu- 
lar grand  lodge  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  existing  in  that  particular 
country. 

We  are  aware  that  these  views  are  something  of  a  departure  from 
those  which  have  generally  prevailed  that  nothing  Is  to  be  recognized 
as  genuine  Masonry  which  has  its  origin  from  a  Scottish  Rite  body. 
Xo  uniform  rule  exists,  however,  some  grand  lodges  recognizing  Sym- 
bolic Masonry  of  Scottish  Rite  origin,  and  others  refusing.  S(mie 
grand  lodges  apply  neither  rule  consistently,  in  one  case  recognizing 
such  Masonry,  and  in  another  assigning  such  origin  as  ground  for  its 
refusal. 

Your  committee  has  given  careful  consideration  to  this  subject  and 
we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Rcsohvd:  1.  That  members  of  the  lodges  holding  under  the  Grand 
IxKlge  of  Alabama  may  hold  mutual  Masonic  intercourse  and  com 
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munication  with  the  members  of  the  symbolic  lodges  holding  under 
a  Scottish  Rite  body  hailing  from  any  country  where  there  is  no 
independent,  sovereign  grand  lodge  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  or 
where  the  regular  grand  lodge  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  in  such 
country  recognizes  such  Scottish  Rite  symbolic  lodges  as  regular  gen- 
uine Masonry.  Our  members  may  visit  such  lodges  and  their  members 
may  visit  ours. 

2.  That  recognition  of  a  Scottish  Rite  body  by  the  Supreme  Council 
of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  shall  be  presumptive 
but  not  conclusive  evidence  that  the  symbolic  lodges  holding  under 
it  are  regular  and  practice  genuine  Freemasonry,  but  the  final  deci- 
sion as  to  such  regularity  and  practice  shall  In  all  Instances  rest  with 
this  Grand  Lodge.

the  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of  France  on  the  other,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  extended  to  include  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium 
and  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy.

GRAND  LODGE  OF  CHILI. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  F.\  dc  A.\  M.\  of  Alabama: 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  has  had  referred  to  it 
a  reiiuest  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chill  for  recognition  and  exchange 
of  representatives. 
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This  Grand  Lodge  has  been  in  existence  for  more  than  half  a  cen- 
tury. It  is  sovereign  and  independent,  exercising  control  over  the 
first  three  degrees  only.  According  to  the  most  reliable  information 
we  can  secure  the  lodges  forming  it  derived  from  Scotland  and  Argen- 
tina and  it  was  constituted  in  strict  conformity  to  the  rules  of  Free- 
masonry and  has  never  deviated  from  the  "ancient  landmarks."  It 
requires  a  belief  in  Deity  and  displays  the  Bible  in  its  lodges.  While 
its  ritual  of  the  three  degrees  is  that  used  by  the  Scottish  Rite,  we 
have  it  on  the  authority  of  a  distinguished  Mason  of  the  United 
States,  who  has  been  a  member  and  Senior  Warden  of  a  Chilian  lodge, 
that  this  ritual  differs  from  that  common  In  the  United  States  to  no 
greater  degree  than  do  the  rituals  of  our  several  states  differ  from 
each  other. 

Chili  has  long  been  in  a  settled  condition  politically  and  is  now  one 
of  the  most  flourishing  and  progressive  countries  in  the  world. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  full  recognition  is  hereby  extended  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Chili  (Louis  A.  Navarrete  y.  Lopez,  G.  M.)  as  a  regular 
Masonic  body  and  the  Grand  Master  is  requested  to  arrange  an 
exchange  of  representatives.

GBAND  LODGE  OF  FRANCE. 

To  the  M08t  Worshipful  Orand  Lodge  F,\  d  A,'.  M,\  of  Alabama: 

At  the  last  Communication  of  this  Grand  Ix)dge  your  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  was  directed  to  secure  all  available  Informa- 
tion relative  to  the  present  status  of  Freemasonry  in  France  and 
rei)ort  the  same  to  this  Communication,  with  recommendations. 

Your  committee  has  made  a  careful  investigation  and  was  early 
impressed  with  the  great  confusion  and  lack  of  information  (or  rather 
misinformation)  concerning  French  Masonry  existing  lu  the  United 
States.  It  is  necessary  to  understand  that  the  doctrine  of  exclusive 
territorial  jurisdiction  which  has  proved  so  beneficial  to  American 
Masonry  is  not  and  never  has  been  recognized  in  France.  There 
exist  two  well-known  systems  both  professing  to  practice  genuine 
Freemasonry   throughout  the  same  territorial  jurisdiction   and  yet 
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both  living  ou  terms  of  perfect  liarmony  and  good  fellowship  with 
each  other.  We  refer  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  and  the  Grand 
Lodj^e  of  France.  They  are  entirely  seimrate  and  distinct  l)odlos  and 
In  any  intelligent  examination  of  their  resi)ective  claims  It  Is  neces- 
sary to  liear  this  fact  constantly  In  mind.  Where  this  is  not  done  we 
fre<iuently  find  otherwise  rellal>le  writers  attributing  to  one  of  them 
the  resolutions  and  tlie  acts  of  the  other.  Let  it,  therefore,  be  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  tliis  report  deals  exclusively  with  the  Grand 
I^odge  of  France. 

From  a  letter  dated  July  2(>,  1917,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France 
to  the  (irand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  r>odge  we  quote  the  following : 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  France  was  constituted  In  1804  l)y  the  Su- 
preme Council  33**  for  France  and  the  French  Colonies  to  administer 
and  control  tlie  lodges  working  the  three  degrees  of  Craft  Masonry. 
In  1904,  as  the  result  of  friendly  negotiations  with  the  Supreme 
Council  our  Grand  Lodge  became  a  Sovereign  and  Independent  body. 

As  an  Integral  part  of  the  A.  &  A.  S.  Kite,  our  Masonic  principles 
are  those  common  to  the  Rite  In  general  as  set  forth  In  the  declara- 
tion of  the  Convention  of  Lausanne  in  1S75." 

This  letter  is  signed  by  the  Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Secretary,  the 
<irand  Orator  and  the  Grand  Ti-easurer  and  may,  therefore,  be  taken 
as  official  and  authoritative. 

The  dtH.*laration  of  I^usaune  referred  to  above  so  far  as  material 
to  our  present  inquiry  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Freemason  reveres  God  under  the  name  of  the  Grand  Architect 
of  the  Universe.  Whatever  religion  he  may  profess,  the  Freemason 
practices  the  most  complete  tolerance  towards  those  who  have  other 
convictions.  The  Masonic  alliance  Is,  therefore,  neither  a  religious 
nor  an  ecclesiastical  one.  It  requires  of  Its  members  no  profession 
of  faith." 

For  one  hundred  years  the  (irand  Lodge  was  subordinate  in  a 
greater  or  loss  degree  to  the  Supreme  Council.  In  1879,  what  may  be 
termed  its  modern  history  began.  The  year  1895  witnes.sed  a  very 
material  extension  of  its  rights  and  powers  and  the  year  1904  marks 
Its  conii)lete  Independence,  and  the  consummation  of  an  arrangement 
between  It  and  the  Supreme  Council  quite  similar  to  that  prevailing  in 
the  I'nited  States  !>etween  the  Grand  Lodges  and  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cils of  the  Scottish  Rite,  giving  it  exclusive  control  of  the  first  three 
degrees.  It  is  true  the  lodges  forming  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France 
were  of  Scottish  Rite  origin,  but  this  Is  true  of  other  Grand  Lodges 
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recognized  by  Alabama,  and  even  New  York  and  Ix)uisiana,  and 
lK?rhaim  others  now  have  subordinate  lodges  working  the  Scottish 
iiite  symbolic  degrees.  This  Grand  Ix)dge  has  not  in  the  past  consfd- 
ere<l  this  as  go*Kl  grcuiid  for  refusing  recognition,  and  your  conmiittee 
ib>es  not  so  consider  It  now. 

Through  a  confusion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  with  the  (Jraud  Orient 
of  Frai.ce  It  has  In^en  freiiuently  charged  that  the  (irand  Ixxlge  Is 
atheistical  in  its  teachings.  The  letter  from  which  we  have  quottni 
above  should  1  c  sufficient  to  refute  this  accusation.  Besides  all  the 
(bx-uments  and  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Is  captioned  *'To 
the  (Jlory  of  the  (Jrand  Architect  of  the  Vniverse."  As  further  proof 
we  cite  the  following  from  the  pen  of  Brother  Robert  F.  (iould.  cer- 
tainly one  foremost  Masonic  historian,  in  his  ''Concise  History  of 
Freemasonry/'  (1904)  : 

"Inder  the  auspices  of  the  Supreme  Council,  there  has  of  late  been 
estalklislied  a  Grand  Lope  de  France,  which  works  in  the  three  Craft 
degrees,  while  the  Supreme  Council  itself  takes  sole  charge  of  the 
4-3:^.  Tlie  new  Grand  Ixjdge  is  desirous  of  putting  a  stoj)  to  the  dis- 
cussion in  lodges  of  political  and  religious  questions,  a  practice  which 
distinguishes  the  Masonry  of  France  from  that  of  the  generality  of 
other  countries  where  the  consideration  of  such  questions  is  for- 
bidden. The  atheistical  doctrine  of  the  Grand  Orient  is  not  shared 
by  the  Sui>reme  Council  of  France." 

We  have  seen  alove  that  the  (Jrand  Lodge  of  France  emanated  from 
the  Supreme  Council  and  shares  the  same  views  and  doctrines  with  It. 
The  fact  that  its  constitution  ts  silent  concerning  a.  l)ellef  in  Deity 
proves  nothing;  the  constitution  of  our  own  Grand  Lodge  Is  silent  on 
that  subject. 

It  is  the  conclusion  of  your  committee  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
France  is  a  regular  Masonic  body  and  it  has  been  recognized  as  such 
l»y  the  following  Grand  Lodges,  and  doubtless  others,  within  the  last 
twelve  months,  viz..  Iowa,  Nevada,  Oregon,  South  Dakota,  Texas, 
Kentucky,  Ix>uisiana,  District  of  Columl)ia,  and  New  Jersey. 

We.  therefore,  recommend  the  adoptum  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  F.*.  &  A.*.  M.*.  of  Alabama  hereby 
recognizes  "La  Grand  Loge  de  France'*  as  a  regular,  legitimate  and 
independent  governing  body  of  symbolic  Masonry  and  the  Grand 
Master  is  authorized  and  directed  to  arrange  for  an  e.xchange  of 
representatives.

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GRAND  ORIENT  OF  FRANCE. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  F.'.  &  A.',  if.',  of  Alabama: 

Another  duty  of  your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  to 
inquire  into  the  claims  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  to  recognition 
and  to  report  thereon  our  conclusion  and  reconmiendations.  The  task 
has  proven  a  large  one  and  on  account  of  the  polemical  character  of 
most  of  the  literature  on  the  subject  it  has  been  difficult  to  get  all  the 
facts.  We  believe,  however,  that  we  are  in  possession  of  those  that 
are  material. 

The  Grand  Orient  is  the  oldest  Masonic  organization  existing  in 
France.  According  to  its  own  claims  it  dates  baclc  to  1736,  but  it  ifl 
certain  that  it  has  had  a  continuous  history  under  its  present  name 
from  the  year  1795.  Originally  its  Masonry  was  derived  from  the 
Ancient  Craft  of  England,  but  upon  French  soil  it  underwent  many 
changes  in  organization  and  ritual.  Gradually  it  absorbed  and  tools 
control  of  a  great  number  of  degrees  floating  around  as  Masonic,  but 
in  course  of  time  by  selection  and  elimination  it  evolved  a  system  of 
seven  degrees  of  which  the  basis  is  those  of  Apprentice,  Companion 
and  Master,  corresponding  to  our  first  three  degrees.  From  its* 
origin  till  1809,  the  Grand  Orient  was  recognized  by  and  enjoyed 
the  fraternal  regard  of  all  the  Masonries  of  the  world.  Since  that 
date  many  of  the  grand  lodges  have  refused  to  have  any  Masonic 
relations  with  It. 
The  reasons  assigned  for  this  have  been  the  following: 

1.  Its  system  of  organization  and  government. 

2.  That  it  does  not  respect  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  other  grand 
bodies. 

3.  That  it  does  not  require  the  Foible  to  be  displayed  in  its  lodges. 

4.  That  is  is  agnostic  in  its  teachings. 

5.  That  it  dabbles  in  politics. 

It  is  necessary  to  consider  each  of  these  objections  separately  and 
we  trust  the  brethren  will  bear  with  us  if  this  report  is  somewhat 
lengthy. 

Organization  and  Qovemmcnt, 

Controlling  as  it  does  other  degrees  than  the  first  three,  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Grand  Orient  at  first  appears  to  us  somewhat  complex, 
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^  but  it  Is  sufficient  for  our  purpose  in  this  connection  to  state  tlmt  tlie 

fundamental  body  is,  as  with  us,  the  blue  or  symbolic  lodge.  The 
Sn|)reme  governing  body  Is  the  General  Asseml)ly,  wliich  meets  once  a 
year  and  Is  comiwsed  of  one  delegate  ele<'ted  from  each  lodge  and 

Ioirresixmds  very  closely  to  our  Grand  Lmlge.     The  General  Assembly 
elects  from  others  than  Its  own  members  the  Council  of  the  Order, 
I  consisting  of  thirty-three  members,  who  thereby  become  members  of 

^  the  (Jeneral  Assembly.    This  Council  of  the  Order  exercises  controll- 

j  ing  authority  over  the  Craft  generally  between  sessions  of  the  Gen- 

eral Assembly,  within  the  limits  fixed  by  the  Constitution  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Order.  It  finds  its  nearest  counterpart  among  English 
si)eaking  Grand  I>odges  In  the  Boards  of  General  Puriwses,  so  well 
known  among  Grand  Lodges  of  British  countries.  The  bodies  con- 
j  trolling  the  higher  degrees  known  as  "Chapters'*  and  "Councils"  have 

no  control  whatever  over  the  symbolic  lodges.  The  form  of  govern- 
ment and  organization  of  the  Grand  Orient  has  never  except  by  a 
very  few  been  regarded  as  affording  any  obstacle  to  Its  recognition 
as  a  regular  and  sovereign  governing  body  of  Syml)ollc  Masonry. 

»  Your  committee  have  carefully  read  the  constitution  and  regula- 

tions of  tlie  (Jrand  Orient,  also  an  official  pamphlet  issued  l)y  it 
entitled  **r^  Franc-Macoimerle  du  Grand  Orient  de  France,"  and  we 
have  found  nothing  in  them  to  which  a  Mason  of  the  most  exacting 
ideas  could  ol»ject.  On  the  contrary,  they  afford  many  evidences  of 
the  highest  understanding  and  appreciation  of  Masonic  principles. 

Invasion  of  Jurisdiction. 

In  18<»9  and  Immediately  follow^lng,  many  jurisdictions  severed 
relations  with  the  (irand  Orient  because  It  recogni/AMl  and  established 
relations  with  a  spurious  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Kite  organ- 
lze<l  in  Louisiana  by  one  Foulhouse,  which  Supreme  Council  essayed 
to  charter  syml)olic  lodges  of  the  three  degrees.  At  the  December, 
1801),  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  this  action  of 
the  Grand  Orient  was  severely  criticised  by  the  (irand  Master  and 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  but  no  action  was  taken. 
This  cause  of  discord,  however,  has  long  since  been  removed  and 
the  Grand  Orient  has  amended  its  ways  in  this  regard  so  we  do  not 
consider  this  as  any  longer  material  to  our  present  inquiry. 
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The  Bible  and  Belief  in  Deity, 

It  is  convenient  to  treat  together  tlie  third  and  fourth  objections 
above  enunieratetl.  Be;,'inninj?  in  1878,  there  was  a  very  general 
withdrawal  of  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  by  the  other  Masonic 
powers  because,  as  was  charged,  it  had  professtnl  atlieisni.  What  it 
had  really  done  was  to  strike  from  its  o()nstltution  an  affirmation  of 
a  belief  in  Deity.  In  our  judgment  the  signification  and  importance 
of  this  action  lias  been  greatly  exaggerated.  From  its  foundation  till 
lStl>,  the  constitution  of  the  (Jrand  Orient  contained  no  declaration  of 
a  belief  in  Deity,  yet  during  nil  those  years  the  Grand  Orient  was 
fully  recognized  by  all  the  Masonic  world.  On  August  10,  1840,  the 
(irand  Orient  inserted  the  following  clause: 

"Freemasonry  has  for  its  principles  tlie  existence  of  Deity  and  the 
Immortality  of  the  soul." 

On  Sei)tember  14,  1877.  there  was  substituted  for  this  declaratituj 
the  following: 

"Masonry  has  for  its  principles  nmtual  tolerance,  respect  for  otliers 
and  for  itself,  and  absolute  liberty  of  conscience." 

This  change  placed  the  Grand  Orient  back  precisely  where  it  had 
stood  during  all  the  years  prior  to  1840,  when,  as  already  stated,  it 
was  recognized  without  question  by  all  the  Masonic  world.  It  is  well 
to  bear  in  mind  that  this  change  was  proposed  by  Brother  Desmons, 
a  Protestant  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  who  at  the  time  declared  that 
this  action  was  not  to  be  regarded  as  a  negation  in  any  sense  of  a 
belief  in  Deity.  It  was  done  to  meet  a  charge  made  by  the  Roman 
t'atholic  Church  that  Freemasonry  was  attempting  to  foster  a  spurious 
religion ;  the  purpose  was  to  demonstrate,  as  has  often  been  explained, 
that  Freema.sonry  did  not  attempt  to  usurp  the  function  of  the 
church.  The  wisdom  of  taking  this  action  for  any  such  a  rea.<«ou 
could  only  be  judged  after  a  careful  study  of  the  disturbed  religious 
and  political  <*onditions  of  France  at  that  time.  But  it  should  be 
lK)rne  in  mind  that  it  is  not  the  wisdom  of  the  action  but  the  right 
of  the  (iraiid  Orient  to  take  it  that  we  are  concerned  with.  If  they 
were  within  their  legitimate  rights  and  powers  as  Masons,  then  we 
have  no  right  to  excommunicate  them  because  they  did  what  we 
regard  as  an  unwise  or  mistaken  thing.    That  they  had  the  right  to 
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make  this  alteration  iu  their  constitution  can  not  be  doubted.  They 
«imply  eliminated  what  they  themselves  had  put  in  less  than  thirty 
years  I  efore  and  in  so  doing  brought  their  constitutluu  back  again, 
as  they  contend,  into  strict  conformity  to  the  original  constitution  of 
the  Grand  Loilge  of  England,  which  was  silent  on  both  belief  in  Deity 
and  the  immortality  of  the  soul.  Besides,  the  coiis^titution  of  our  own 
(Jrand  Lcnlge  and  of  many  other  regular  grand  lodges  are  also  silent 
on  both  the>e  subjects.  In  this  regard  the  Grand  Orient  is  today  no 
worse  off  than  the  firand  I/)dge  of  Alabama,  yet  with  astonishing 
int<msistency  it  was  on  this  precise  ground  that  the  Grand  T^odge  of 
Alaiama  in  1878  based  its  action  in  severing  relations  with  the  Grand 
Orient.  The  record  of  that  action  shows  unmistakably  that  it  was 
not  duly  considered  and  was  to  some  extent  at  least,  if  not  decisively. 
Influenced  by  the  fact  that  the  (irand  Orient  had  recently  extended 
recogniti(»n  as  above  stated  to  the  spurious  Ivouislana  Supreme  Coun- 
<'il.  We  may  dismiss  this  j)hase  of  the  question  from  further  consid- 
eration with  the  confident  conclusion  that  there  is  nothing  in  it 
retiuiring  us  to  treat  the  Grand  Orient  as  a  non-Maaonic  body. 

A  year  or  two  later  than  the  above  change  in  its  constitution,  the 
Grand  Orient  made  certain  alterations  in  its  internal  arrangements 
and  ritual.  These  alterations  added  to  the  chorus  of  disapproval  that 
had  artsen  against  that  body.  It  is  now  necessary  to  examine  these 
changes  and  this  is  by  far  the  most  difficult  portion  of  our  task. 

We  have  been  favored  by  the  Grand  Orient  with  a  printed  copy  of 
its  Ritual  of  the  first  three  degrees.  What  we  have  said  al)ove  of  its 
Constitution  and  Regulations  we  can  repeat  with  emphasis  of  this 
Ritual.  It  is  dignified  and  impressive,  agreeing  in  its  outlUies,  with 
tiro  important  exceptions,  with  our  own  ritual,  though  not  so  dramatic 
as  ours.  To  any  thing  actually  contained  in  this  Ritual  no  one  could 
have  the  slightest  objection.  The  two  exceptions  just  alluded  to  are 
in  the  natures  of  omisxiona. 

It  must  be  frankly  admitted  that  the  effect  of  these  omissions  in 
its  ritual  and  practices  was  that  the  Grand  Orient  (1)  made  it  op- 
tional with  its  lodges  to  display  or  not  to  display  the  Bible,  and  with 
its  initiates  to  be  obligated  on  the  Bible,  or  on  such  other  book  as 
they  might  deem  more  sacred,  or  on  no  book  at  all,  and  (2)  that  it 
no  longer  exacted  of  them  a  declaration  of  a  belief  in  Deity.  And 
here  is  where  the  battle  has  raged  hottest  around  the  question  of  the 
recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient. 
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Now  let  us  face  these  questions  squarely  and  not  dodge  them  as 
some  Grand  Ix>dges  have  done.  We  were  once  of  the  oi>inion  that 
these  two  ondssions  barred  the  Grand  Orient  from  the  category  of 
Masonic  bodies,  but  we  have  clianged  that  opinion.  We  have  reached 
the  conclusion  that  according  to  the  original  plan  of  Masonry  neither 
the  display  of  the  Riltle  in  lodge  nor  the  exaction  of  a  belief  in  Deity 
is  essential  to  constitute  a  Masonic  body. 

To  even  approach  a  correct  solution  of  these  questions,  it  is  neces- 
sary for  brethren  to  understand  and  bear  constantly  in  mind  that 
Masonry  throughout  all  parts  of  the  world  is  not  uniform.  It  would 
be  narrow  and  provincial  in  the  extreme  for  the  Grand  I»dge  of 
Alabama  to  draw  the  line  on  another  grand  lodge  merely  because  in 
some  particular  it  departs  from  what  Freemasonry  in  Alabama 
requires.  It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  in  making  the  two  omissions 
above  named  the  (irand  Orient  waived  two  things  wiiich  we  have 
made  essHitial  to  a  Masonic  lodge  in  this  State,  l>ut  we  must  not  fall 
into  the  conceited  error  that  Alabama  Masonry  is  the  standard  by 
which  to  judge  all  others.  To  get  this  universal  standard  we  must 
go  back  to  the  original  plan  of  Masonry  as  exemplified  by  the  earliest 
statement  of  the  laws,  principles,  doctrines  and  practices  of  modern 
Speculative  Freemasonry.  By  universal  agreement  this  is  to  be 
found  in  "The  Charges  of  a  Free-Mason,  extracted  from  the  Ancient 
Records  of  Lodges  beyond  Sea  and  of  those  in  England,  Scotland  and 
Ireland  for  the  use  of  the  Lodges  in  Ix)ndon ;  to  be  read  at  the  mak- 
ing of  New  Brethren  or  when  the  Master  shall  order  it,"  drawn  up 
in  1722  and  lirst  published  by  the  Grand  liOdge  of  England  in  Ander- 
son's First  Book  of  Constitutions  in  1723.  They  appear  in  our 
Monitor  under  the  name  of  ^'Ancient  Landmarks."  It  is  agreed  by 
Masons  everywhere  that  any  organization  claiming  to  be  Masonic 
which  can  measure  up  to  the  requirements  of  these  "Charges"  must 
be  recognized  as  legitimate  Freemasonry.  Dr.  Albert  G.  Mackey 
enumerates  these  "Charges"  as  among  the  documents  of  "sufficient 
authority  to  substantiate  any  principle  or  to  determine  any  disputed 
question  of  Masonic  law." 

The  question  then  is:  (1)  What  do  these  "Ancient  Landmarks" 
re<iuire  concerning  the  Bi))le?  The  answer  is  simple,  "Nothing." 
There  is  not  a  word  in  them  about  the  Bible  and  the  entire  context 
is  convincing  that  nothing  on  this  point  was  required.  Prior  to  the 
promulgation   of   these  "Ancient   Landmarks"   in   1723.   we  have   no 
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erldence  that  any  use  was  made  of  the  Bible  in  lodge  except  tu  obli- 
gate candidates  upon  it,  precisely  as  witnesses  and  jurors  in  court 
were  sworn  upon  It  at  that  date  and  as  we  have  seen  done  within  the 
past  twenty  years.  No  one  ever  supposed  that  the  oath  was  thereby 
made  any  more  binding,  but  It  was  done  only  to  give  form  and  added 
solemnity  to  the  ceremony.  There  Is  no  evidence  that  the  Bible 
performed  any  other  function  in  lodge  until  the  year  1760,  when  on 
motion  of  William  Preston  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  it  was 
made  one  of  the  Great  Lights.  From  that  date  onward  it  has  been 
displayed  by  the  Masonries  of  the  British  Isles  and  most  other  coun- 
tries, but  the  practice  has  never  been  uniform. 

The  Bible  is  not  displayed  on  our  altars  now  and  never  has  been 
for  the  reason  that  Masons  are  required  to  believe  its  teachings.  We 
know  that  there  Is  a  very  large  element  of  the  Craft  the  world  over 
who  do  not  believe  the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament.  We  know 
that  many  individual  Masons  do  not  believe  portions  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. Hence,  unless  we  are  perpetrating  a  grim  mockery,  we  do  not 
employ  the  Bible  as  a  profession  that  we  as  a  Society  accept  all  Its 
teachings  and  doctrines.  Many  of  us  believe  these,  and  none  more 
strongly  than  this  committee,  but  the  point  we  make  Is  that  Masonry 
as  an  organized  society  does  not  and  has  never  exacted  this  belief  of 
Its  members.  It  can,  therefore,  have  no  other  place  In  our  lodges 
than  that  of  a  symbol.  In  the  ritual  of  the  very  Grand  Lodge  that 
first  made  It  one  of  the  Great  Lights,  as  well  as  In  the  ritual  of  many 
other  grand  lodges.  It  Is  to  this  day  termed  one  of  **the  three  greats 
though  emblematical,  Lights  In  Freemasonry.'*  It  Is  a  symbol  of 
Truth,  of  Divine  Truth,  of  all  Truth,  whether  drawn  from  some  book 
of  Revelation  or  from  the  great  Book  of  Nature.  The  stern  logic  of 
the  fact  that  we  are  constantly  admitting  Hindus,  Chinese,  Moham- 
medans, Parsees  and  Jews,  not  one  of  whom  believes  all  the  teachings 
of  the  Bible,  forces  the  conclusion  that  Masonry  regards  the  Bible 
only  as  a  symbol.-  When  our  rituals  and  monitors  tell  us  the  Bible  is 
one  of  the  Great  Lights  In  Masonry  and  that  as  such  It  Is  the  rule 
and  guide  to  our  faith,  It  can  only  be  speaking  symbolically  as  it 
certainly  Is  when  speaking  of  the  other  two  Great  Lights,  the  square 
and  the  compasses.  It  Is  the  rule  and  guide  to  our  faith  because  that 
which  it  symlwllzes,  Truth,  should  rule  and  guide  us  in  our  faith,  and 
in  all  our  beliefs,  thoughts,  words,  and  actions.

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The  date  when  it  was  first  made  a  Great  Ldght  was  long  after  the 
Masonry  from  which  the  Grand  Orient  Is  descended  had  been  carried 
over  from  P:ngland  to  France.  It  is,  therefore,  folly  to  talk  of  the 
Grand  Orient  of  France  or  any  other  grand  body  for  that  matter, 
being  bound  by  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  taken  in 
1760.  Moreover,  the  formula  used  in  England  is  not  *'the  Bible" 
but  "the  Volume  of  the  Sacred  Law,"  which  would  properly  include 
only  the  first  five  books  of  the  Old  Testament. 

Nor  are  we  unsupported  in  the  views  here  expressed.  We  find  our- 
selves in  accord  with  the  highest  Masonic  authorities.  Certainly  one 
of  the  purest  and  ablest  Masons  Alabama  ever  produced  was  Brother 
Daniel  Sayre.  He  was  long  one  of  the  most  distinguished  Chairmen 
of  our  Foreign  Correspondence  Committee.  In  1855  he  dealt  with  the 
question  of  the  office  of  the  Bible  in  the  lodge.  See  his  report  for 
tliat  year,  page  08.  The  Grand  Ix>dge  of  Ohio  had  officially  declared 
that  Freemasonry  requires  of  its  members  a  belief  in  the  Bible. 
Brother  Say  re  declares  that  he  believes  this  "all  wrong."  He  further 
says : 

"That  some  Masons  may  teach  the  divine  authenticity  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures  is  true,  because  some  Masons  are  Christians;  but  Masonry 
docs  nothing  of  the  sort  but  leaves  every  man  to  his  own  opinions 
upon  the  subject  as  it  does  upon  his  politics,  his  religion,  his  profes- 
sion." 

All,  we  presume,  will  admit  that  Dr.  Albert  G.  Mackey  was  one  of 
the  leading  scholars  of  the  Masonic  world  during  the  first  half  of  the 
last  century.  Few  have  etpialled  and  none  have  surpassed  him  in 
the  mastery  of  our  Symbolism.  From  his  "Encyclopedia  of  Masonry" 
we  (|Uote  the  following : 

**The  Bible  is  used  among  Masons  as  the  symbol  of  the  will  of  God, 
however  it  may  be  expressed.  And,  therefore,  whatever  to  any  people 
expresses  that  will  may  be  used  as  a  substitute  for  the  Bible  in  a 
Masduic  lodge.  Thus  in  a  body  consisting  entirely  of  Jews  the  Old 
Testament  alone  may  be  placed  upon  the  altar,  and  Turkish  Masons 
may  make  use  of  the  Koran,  whether  it  be  the  Gospels  to  the  Chris- 
tian, the  Pentateuch  to  the  Israelite,  the  Koran  to  the  Mussulman, 
or  the  Vedas  to  the  Brahman,  it  everywhere  Masonically  conveys 
the  same  idea — that  of  the  symbolism  of  the  Divine  Will  revealed  to 
man." 

The  following  is  taken  from  Kenning's  "Cyclopaedia  of  Free- 
masonry."    Its  author  was  Rev.  A.  F.  A.  Woodford,  a  noted  divine  of 
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his  day  and  at  one  time  Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England.     He  says : 

"While  we  are  very  tender  of  the  conscientious  rights  of  others  and 
would  he  willing  to  recognize  the  methods  most  hinding  on  the  indi- 
vidual conscience  either  of  religious  assent  or  moral  authority  to  the 
individual,  the  Bible  remains  open  in  our  midst  as  an  emblem  of 
Divine  truth  in  which  we  believe  and  of  that  moral  law  which  we 
are  bound  to  obey." 

Brother  William  C.  Peniclc  was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  and 
beloved  Masons  of  Alabama.  He  was  long  Chairman  of  this  Commit- 
tee. He  has  left  on  record  for  us  his  views  on  this  question.  In 
18<>0,  the  Grand  Master  of  Minnesota  had  said  that  "although  a 
Mason  is  not  required  by  the  law  of  the  order  to  reject  a  candidate 
because  of  his  unbelief  of  the  Bible,  yet  I  trust  that  every  Mason 
luiowing  that  a  candidate  entertained  such  unbelief,  would  promptly 
exercise  his  individual  prerogative  and  promptly  reject  him."  Brother 
Penick  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  Grand  Master  of  Minnesota 
had  gone  too  far  and  that  Masonry  did  not  require  a  belief  in  the 
Bible. 

Brother  Joseph  Fort  Newton,  author  of  "The  Builders."  one  of  the 
finest  short  histories  of  Freemasonrj-,  formerly  of  Iowa,  but  now 
pastor  of  one  of  the  greatest  churches  in  I^ndon,  England,  in  the 
November,  1915,  issue  of  The  Builder,  page  254,  says  that  "Masonry 
sees  the  Bible  as  a  symbol  of  that  eternal  Book  of  the  will  of  (Jod." 

Certainly  none  was  ever  more  thorough  master  of  the  symbullsiu  of 
Masonry  than  Brother  Albert  Pike.    He  says : 

**The  Bible  is  an  indispensable  part  of  the  furniture  of  a  Christian 
lodge  only,  because  it  is  the  sacred  book  of  the  Christian  religion. 
The  Hebrew  Pentateuch  in  a  Hebrew  lodge  and  the  Koran  in  a 
Mohammedan  one  belong  on  the  altar;  and  one  of  these  and  the 
square  and  compasses,  properly  understood,  are  the  Great  Lights 
by  which  a  Mason  must  walk  and  work.'* 

In  1915,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  chartered  a  lotlire  in 
China  with  the  expressed  understanding  that  an  Islamite  nii^ht  and 
should  be  obligated  on  the  Koran  and  that  a  Hindu  might  have  the 
Vedas  spread  l)efore  liim. 

Authorities  to  this  effect  might  be  multiplied  indefinitely.  They 
establish  three  things  (1)  that  the  Bible  is  only  a  symbol,  (2)  that 
a  Mason  is  not  required  to  believe  its  teachings  and  (3)  that  some 
other  book  may  be  srbstituted  for  it. 
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If  it  is  a  symboi  only,  if  an  initiate  may  reject  its  teachings  in 
whole  or  in  part,  if  this  power  of  substitution  exists  (and  in  the  light 
of  the  foregoing  authorities  we  do  not  see  how  they  can  be  denied) 
then  the  removal  of  the  Bible  and  replacing  it  with  some  other  symbol 
of  Truth  may  surely  be  done  without  altering  the  essential  character 
of  the  Fraternity.  The  Grand  Orient  did  not,  therefore,  place  itself 
outside  the  Masonic  pale  by  substituting  for  it  the  Book  of  Masonic 
Law. 

The  next  question  in  our  inquiry  is,  (2)  Does  the  failure  of  the 
Grand  Orient  to  exact  of  its  initiates  a  profession  of  a  belief  in 
Deity  deprive  it  of  its  Masonic  character?  TWs  question  is  funda- 
mental and  to  answer  it  correctly  we  must  resort  to  fundamental 
principles  and  to  the  original  authorities.  We  get  little  help  from 
the  mass  of  controversial  literature  that  has  grown  up  around  the 
subject. 

What  then  do  the  "Ancient  Landmarks,"  and  by  these  we  mean, 
as  already  explained,  the  "Charges  of  a  Free-Mason,"  as  they  appear 
in  Anderson's  First  Book  of  Constitutions,  1723,  say  on  this  subject? 
Again  the  answer  is  plain  and  unmistakable.  The  very  first  article 
declares : 

"A  Mason  is  obliged,  by  his  Tenure,  to  obey  the  Moral  Law;  and, 
if  we  rightly  understand  the  Art,  he  will  never  be  a  stupid  Atheist, 
nor  an  irreligious  Libertine.  But  though  in  Ancient  Times  Masons 
were  charg'd  in  every  Country  to  be  of  the  Religion  of  that  Country 
or  Nation,  whatever  it  was,  yet  'tis  now  thought  more  expedient  only 
to  oblige  them  to  that  Religion  in  which  all  men  agree,  leaving  their 
particular  Opinions  to  themselves;  that  is  to  say  to  be  good  men  and 
true,  or  Men  of  Honour  and  Honesty,  by  whatever  Denominations  or 
Persuasions  they  may  be  distinguished;  whereby  Masonry  becomes 
the  Center  of  Union,  and  the  means  of  conciliating  true  Friendship 
among  Persons  that  must  have  remained  at  a  perpetual  Distance." 

Now  let  us  not  forget  that  these  "Charges  of  a  Free-Mason"  profess 
to  be  and  plainly  are  a  faithful  digest  of  the  ancient  teachings  of  the 
Craft ;  that  they  were  compiled  by  an  eminent  Presbyterian  clergyman 
of  the  day ;  that  they  were  expressly  approved  and  published  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England ;  and  that  they  have  ever  since  been  regarded 
by  Masons  the  world  over  as  the  last  word  upon  proper  Masonic 
teaching  and  practice.  In  other  words,  they  are  in  the  Masonic  world 
viewed  in  much  the  same  light  that  Magna  Charta  or  the  Bill  of 
Rights  Is  viewed  in  the  political  world.    Not  that  they  are  absolutely 
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uDchangeable  in  that  they  may  not  be  added  to,  but  any  society  which 
requires  at  the  least  what  these  "Charges"  require  in  this  and  other 
respects  and  which  claims  to  be  Masonic  can  not  be  refused  recog- 
nition as  a  Masonic  body. 

The  quotation  above  Is  positively  every  word  contained  in  these 
**Charges  of  a  Free-Mason"  concerning  God  and  religion.  Now  let  us 
analyze  it  It  declares  that  "in  ancient  times"  a  certain  rule  pre- 
vailed but  that  for  the  present  and  the  future  a  new  one  has  been 
adopted.  It  is  useless  to  inquire  critically  what  that  ancient  rule 
was.  If  it  was  the  same  as  the  new  then  well  and  good.  If  it  dif- 
fered it  must  give  way  in  favor  of  the  new.  So  in  any  event  we  need 
inquire  only  w]iat  does  the  new  rule  require. 

It  obliges  the  Mason  "to  obey  the  moral  law."  It  obliges  him  "to 
that  religion  in  which  all  men  agree."  These  are  the  only  two  obliga- 
iions  placed  on  him  concerning  either  God  or  religion.  If,  however, 
this  article  stopped  here  there  might  have  been  doubt  as  to  what 
religion  is  meant  by  that  "in  which  all  men  agree."  It  proceeds, 
therefore,  at  once  to  define  this  religion  as  meaning  '*to  be  good  men 
and  true,**  or  "men  of  honor  and  honesty."  This  Article  further 
leaves  the  "particular  opinions"  of  Masons  concerning  God  and  re- 
ligion "to  themselves."  Whereby,  it  declares,  "Masonry  becomes  the 
**cent€r  of  union"  for  those  who  otherwise,  because  of  their  differing 
views  on  this  subject,  "must  have  remained  at  a  perpetual  distance." 
The  purpose  is  unmistakable  to  unite  all  "good  men  and  true,"  all 
"men  of  honor  and  honesty,"  all  who  "obey  the  moral  law"  into  one 
society  of  friends,  "whose  "particular  opinions"  and  "denominations 
or  persuasions  concerning  God  and  religion  had  been  keeping  apart 
and  would  otherwise  continue  to  keep  them  apart.  Yet,  two  hundred 
years  after  that  liberal  and  fraternal  declaration,  and  in  spite  of  It, 
we  see  "good  men  and  true,  men  of  honor  and  honesty,"  those  who 
"obey  the  moral  law"  still  being  kept  at  a  distance  from  each  other 
by  "their  particular  opinions,"  by  their  "denominations  or  persua- 
sions" concerning  God  and  religion.  Shall  this  keeping  them  at  a 
distance  be  made  perpetual?  If  so,  one  of  the  great  objects  of  our 
Institution  will  be  defeated. 

This  Article  further  says  "if  we  (i.  e.,  the  author)  rightly  under- 
stands the  Art  he  (the  Mason)  will  never  be  a  stupid  atheist  nor  an 
irreligious  libertine."  Note  the  peculiar  phraseology.  The  compiler 
does  not  say  abeolutely  that  a  Mason  "will  never  be  a  stupid  atheist 
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nor  irreligious  libertiue"  and  his  language  is  very  far  from  meaning 
that  an  atheist  or  irreligious  lil)ertiue  can  not  be  admitted  to  the 
Society.  He  simply  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  a  right  understanding 
of  the  Art  will  lead  away  from  atheism  and  irreligious  libertinism. 

If,  therefore,  we  are  to  deny  the  Masonic  character  of  the  Grand 
Orient  we  must  s^eek  elsewhere  than  in  "The  Charges  of  a  Free- 
Mason"  for  authority  on  which  to  base  the  denial.  There  is  simply 
none  to  be  had. 

We  do  not,  of  course,  know  what  were  the  teachings  and  require- 
ments of  the  Masoulc  rituals  of  1723,  but  we  must  conclude  that  this 
declaration  'Voncerning  God  and  religion"  was  not  In  conflict  with  the 
ritual.  Anderson's  worli  was  examined  and  solemnly  approved  by 
the  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Wardens 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  by  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of 
twenty  particular  lodges,  as  well  as  divers  Brethren  and  Fellows  in 
and  about  the  cities  of  London  and  Westminster.  The  Deputy  Grand 
Master  was  the  distinguished  Dr.  J.  T.  Desaguliers  who  wrote  the 
dedication  for  the  work  and  therein  emphasizes  the  pains  and  accu- 
racy with  which  Dr.  Anderson  had  discharged  his  task.  He  also 
informs  us  that  the  highly  esteemed  Duke  of  Montiigu,  while  Grand 
Master,  gave  It  his  "perusal  and  approbation"  and  that  Grand  Lodge 
also  approved  It  while  the  Duke  was  Grand  Master.  Now  It  would  be 
most  remarkable  if  the  Grand  Ix)dge  and  all  this  array  of  Masons 
and  Masonic  officials  gave  their  Indorsement  to  a  public  declaration 
of  Masonic  principles  concerning  God  and  religion  which  was  In  con- 
flict with  the  teachings  and  requirements  of  their  ritual.  Only  a 
deliberate  purpose  to  mislead  or  defraud  could  have  prompted  such  a 
thing.  Surely  we  are  not  prepared  to  convict  them  of  that.  We  may, 
therefore,  safely  conclude  that  the  laws  and  ritual  of  the  original 
Grand  Ix)dgo  in  1723  required  no  more  of  Its  Initiates  on  the  subject 
of  religion  than  that  they  should  be  good  men  and  true,  men  of  honor 
and  honesty,  ol»eylng  the  moral  law.  No  one  questions  or  has  ever 
questioned  that  the  laws  and  ritual  of  the  Grand  Orient  retpilre  that 
its  memiiers  shall  be  men  of  this  character.  No  one  questions  or  has 
ever  questioned  that  the  personnel  of  the  Grand  Orient  will  compare 
favorably  with  that  of  any  body  of  men  of  similar  size  anywhere  in 
the  world.  Some  have  questioned  but  none  will  ever  again  question 
the  greatness,  tlie  grandeur,  the  nobility  of  the  French  race,  the 
reservoir  from  which  the  Grand  Orient  draws  Its  membership.    The 
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French  people  have  experienced  many  glorious  periods  in  tlielr  history 
but  never  before  were  they  so  universally  acclaimed  as  among  the 
very  greatest  and  bravest  and  most  chivalrous  people  the  world  has 
ever  produced. 

We  do  not  question  the  power  or  the  right  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alabama  to  add  the  requirements  of  a  display  of  the  Bible  and  a 
declaration  of  a  belief  in  Deity.  On  the  contrary,  we  fully  approve 
and  indorse  that  action.  We  should  be  violently  opposed  to  any 
elimination  by  our  Grand  Lodge  of  those  requirements,  because  it 
would  be  an  unwise  and  hurtful  thing  to  do.  We  do  not  challenge  the 
right  of  Scandinavian  Masonry  to  add  the  further  requirement  of  a 
profession  of  Christianity,  but  we  should  be  violently  opposed  to  any 
such  requirement  being  added  by  our  Grand  Lodge.  Our  proposition 
is  ttiat  we  may  claim  the  right  to  add  to  the  original  requirements, 
but  when  we  do  we  must  recognize  the  right  of  others  to  stand 
squarely  upon  them. 

The  Grand  Orient  indignantly  denies  the  charge  that  has  been  made 
against  it  that  it  is  agnostic.  Tliat  it  teaches  or  encourages  its  mem- 
bers in  any  such  views  is  plainly  false.  Its  ritual,  while  demanding 
no  profession,  is  calculated  to  set  any  intelligent  man  to  thinking 
seriously  on  the  subject.  The  Grand  Orient  does  not  pretend  to 
solve  the  riddle  of  human  life.  According  to  its  theory  it  is  for 
Masonry  to  propound  the  problem  and  to  attempt  to  start  its  votary 
upon  a  serious  search  for  the  answer.  It  recognizes  that  at  last 
every  man  must  answer  the  question  for  himself. 

Three  questions  propounded  to  the  candidate  at  his  initiation  have 
this  object.  They  are:  "Have  you  a  religion?"  "What  is  it?'*  "Do 
you  practice  your  religion?"  The  ritual  lays  down  no  answer.  The 
candidate  must  frame  liis  own  answer.  The  legend  of  Hiram  Abif, 
identical  with  our  version  of  it  in  its  general  outlines,  is  introduced 
to  teach  similar  lessons  as  with  us.  The  acacia  is  employed  with  the 
same  symbolism.    A  part  of  the  obligation  of  the  Master's  degree  is : 

"Upon  the  acacia,  symbol  of  rebirth  and  newness  of  life,  (italics 
ours)  I  promise  to  instruct  the  Companions  and  Apprentices  to  labor 
for  the  intellectual  and  moral  emancipation  of  Mankind." 

A  r^ulation  requires  that  the  candidate  shall  be  of  "irreproach- 
able reputation  and  habits."  An  admonition  is,  "In  order  to  employ 
well  your  life,  reflect  upon  death."    Other  portions  of  the  ceremonies 
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having  the  same  purpose  could  be  cited.  The  Masonry  of  the  Grand 
Orient  rightly  understood  Is  not  devoid  of  the  religious  spirit  and 
after  all  that  Is  as  much  as  Masonry  anywhere  attempts  to  accom- 
plish in  the  religious  field.  There  Is  nothing  better  understood  among 
Masons  than  that  it  is  not  a  religion ;  it  is  not  a  religious  Institution 
In  the  sense  that  it  is  an  Instrument  for  the  propagation  of  religious 
doctrines.  It  seeks  only  to  stir  the  religious  spirit,  that  Is  to  say,  to 
beget  an  attitude  toward  religion  that  keeps  the  mind  In  an  open 
and  receptive  mood  for  the  acceptance  of  religious  truth  as  the  Indi- 
vidual may  find  it.  OUr  investigation  convinces  us  that  the  Initiatory 
and  other  ceremonies  and  the  instructions  of  the  Grand  Orient  are 
calculated  to  beget  this  mental  and  spiritual  attitude  towards  things 
religious,  and  that  therefore  it  fulfills  all  the  requirements  of  Masonry 
according  to  Its  original  plans  in  this  regard. 

Political  Activities. 

Another  objection  that  has  been  made  to  the  Grand  Orient  Is  that 
it  dabbles  In  politics.  It  is  very  true  that  in  the  dark  days  of  the 
Third  Republic,  immediately  following  France's  crushing  defeat  by 
Germany  in  1870-71,  when  monarchists  and  clericals  were  trying  to 
reinstate  the  Empire,  Masons,  as  individuals  and  citizens,  ranged 
themselves  on  the  side  of  the  Republic.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  the 
excessive  activities  of  some  of  these  well  known  as  Masons  brought 
discredit  upon  the  Craft  just  as  have  evil  or  overzealous  Masons  done 
on  occasion  In  all  countries.  It  is  also  true  that  even  now  they 
discuss  in  lodge  questions  which  we  deem  iwlitical  and  which  are 
political  In  the  better  sense  of  that  term.  But  the  matter  ends  with 
discussion.  There  is  no  attempt  to  act  on  such  questions  as  a  body. 
The  questions  they  discuss  one  might  also  discuss  to  the  benefit  of 
both  Masonry  and  the  community.  It  Is  strictly  forbidden  to  draw 
the  name  of  Masonry  Into  party  struggles.  Section  15  of  the  Consti- 
tution says: 

*'A11  discussion  of  the  acts  of  the  civil  authorities  and  all  Masonic 
participation  in  the  struggles  of  political  parties  are  forbidden." 

An  official  circular  Issued  In  1885  says  on  this  subject : 

"While,  as  citizens,  the  members  of  the  Grand  Orient  are  free  in 
their  political  actions,  as  Freemasons  they  must  abstain  from  bring- 
ing the  name  and  the  fiag  of  Freemasonry  into  election  conflicts  and 
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the  competition  of  parties.    All  political  debates  at  Masonic  meetings 
are  strictly  forbidden." 

We  do  not  consider  tbis  charge  against  the  Grand  Orient  worthy  of 
serious  consideration.  It  originated  with  their  clerical  enemies  (and 
clerical  in  France  means  Roman  Catholic).  The  charge  was  then 
taken  up  and  frequently  reechoed  by  others  through  ignorance. 

We  can  not  forbear  quoting  the  opinion  of  one  of  the  foremost  and 
most  learned  historians  of  the  Craft,  Brother  J.  G.  FIndel.    He  says : 

"The  excommunication  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Stance  by  the 
Masonic  Grand  Ix)dges  is  an  intolerant  act  of  Popery,  the  negation  of 
the  true  principles  of  the  Craft,  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  cosmo- 
politan Freemasonry.  The  excommunication  of  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  only  proves  the  sectarian  mind  of  the  excommunicating  Grand 
Lodges,  which  have  forgotten  that  Masonry  has  for  its  purpose  to 
unite  all  good  men  of  all  demoniations  and  professions ;  they  profess 
the  separating  element,  and  destroy  the  Craft  and  waste  the  heritage 
of  our  more  liberal  and  more  tolerant  forefathers." 

We  need  only  to  add  that  during  the  past  year  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Kentucky,  Louisiana^  New  Jersey,  Iowa,  and  no  doubt  others  have 
extended  unqualified  recognition  to  the  Grand  Orient.  In  Iowa  this 
action  was  taken  on  the  advice  of  that  splendid  Mason  and  scholar, 
Brother  Louis  Block.  Many  others  have  authorized  mutual  visitation. 
Investigation  is  convincing  them  that  not  only  was  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Orient  within  the  bounds  set  by  the  "ancient  landmarks'*  of 
the  Craft  but  that  the  course  pursued  by  the  grand  lodges  towards  it 
was  unwarranted.  We  have  also  reached  these  conclusions  and  we, 
therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  F.'.  &  A.'.  M.'.  of  Alabama  hereby 
recognizes  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  as  a  regular,  sovereign  and 
independent  governing  body  of  Symbolic  Freemasonry  and  we  author- 
ize and  direct  the  Grand  Master  to  arrange  for  an  exchange  of  Rep- 
resentatives.

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  has  had  referred  to  it 
a  communication  from  the  Italian  National  Grand  I^dge  inviting 
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recognition  and  exchanjje  of  representatives.  It  was,  however,  so 
late  reaching  our  liands  that  we  have  not  had  time  to  make  the  neces- 
sary investigations.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  matter  be 
deferred  nntil  the  next  Annnal  Communication.

GRAND  LODGE  OF  PORTO  RICO. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  F.\  d  A.'.  M.'.  of  Alabama: 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  has  had  before  it  the 
question  of  the  recognition  of  the  Orand  Ix)dge  of  Porto  Rico.  So  far 
as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  regularity  of  this  Grand  Body 
has  never  been  passed  upon  by  the  Grand  Ix)dge  of  Alabama. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico  is  a  direct  derivative  from  and 
creation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cnba.  which  was  recognized  by  Ala- 
bama in  1880  and  with  which  we  are  still  in  fraternal  correspondence. 
This  itself  would  seem  to  establish  for  us  the  regularity  of  Porto 
Rican  Freemasonry,  but  we  have  not  contented  ourselves  with  this. 
We  have  c-arefully  sought  information  from  all  available  sources  as 
to  Masonic  conditions  prevailing  in  that  jurisdiction. 

We  find  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico  is  the  sole,  supreme, 
independent,  governing  authority  over  the  craft  lodges  in  that  island, 
and  that  it  and  its  subordinate  bodies  are  controlled  by  the  same 
principles  and  practices  that  control  the  Masonic  bodies  of  our  own 
State.  Jkloreover,  the  Grand  Liodge  of  Porto  Rico  has  been  recognized 
by  many  of  the  leading  Masonic  jurisdictions  of  the  world.  Our 
failure  to  take  similar  action  in  the  past  seems  to  have  been  the 
result  more  of  oversight  than  of  design.  We  have  l)een  unable  to  find 
any  reason  why  our  Grand  Lodge  and  that  of  Porto  Rico  should  not 
be  in  full  fraternal  relations.  We.  therefore,  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following: 

Resolved,  By  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  F.*.  &  A.*.  M.*.,  that 
tlie  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico  be  and  is  hereby  recognized  as  a 
regular  Masonic  body  and  that  the  Grand  Master  arrange  for  an 
exchange  of  representatives  with  it.

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SUPREME  COUNCIL  OF  SERBIA. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  F.\  d  A.\  M.\  of  Alabama: 
Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  has  received  letters 

and  documents  from  the  Supreme  Council  of  Serbia,  which  on  account 

of  the  war  temporarily  has  its  seat  at  Marseilles,  France,  seeking 

recognition. 
We  courteously  aclinowledged  the  receipt  of  their  communications, 

saying  among  other  things: 

"Permit  me  to  assure  you  that  unbounded  sympathy  and  admira- 
tion exist  among  the  Masons  of  the  I'nited  States  for  your  heroic 
country  and  people.  Nothing  will  afford  me  greater  pleasure  than  to 
be  able,  if  the  facts  warrant  it,  to  recommend  to  our  (irand  I»dge 
the  establishment  of  fraternal  relations  with  your  Grand  liody.'* 

In  view  of  the  tremendous  changes  that  have  so  recently  and  so 
rapidly  taken  place  in  the  unfortunate  but  now  happy  country  of 
Serlila  and  of  the  further  great  changes  that  must  necessarily  take 
place  there  in  the  near  future,  your  committee  deem  it  unwise  to 
attempt  to  make  any  decision  at  this  time.  We  ask  that  final  action 
be  postponed  until  our  next  Annual  Communication  and  that  for  the 
present  we  content  ourselves  with  dispatching  to  our  Serbian  brethren 
the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  F.'.  &  A.*.  M.'..  have 
learned  with  the  keenest  pleasure  of  the  complete  freelni:  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Serbia  from  the  heel  of  her  cruel  despoiler  and  that  the 
meflieval  empires,  which  would  have  destroyed  Serbia,  have  as  a  Just 
retribution  themselves  fallen  in  wreck  and  disaster  befc»re  Serbian 
arms  and  the  arms  of  the  other  liberty-loving  nations  of  the  world.

GRAND  LODGE  "ALPINA"  OF  SWITZERLAND. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  F.\  d  A/.  M.\  of  AJahnwa: 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  has  hnd  under  consid- 
eration the  question  of  recognition  and  exchanjxe  of  representatives 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  *Alpina"  of  Switzerland,  which  is  the  sole 
supreme  governing  bcwly  of  Synil  olic  Masonry  In  that  Uepubllc.  This 
Grand  Body  has  never  before  been  the  sul  ject  of  ofliclal  action  on  the 
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part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama.  It  Is,  therefore,  proper  that 
we  should  state  briefly  the  results  of  our  Investigation. 

The  history  of  the  Grand  Ix)dge  "Alpina"  of  Switzerland  begins 
with  the  founding  of  the  Lodge  of  Hope  at  Berne,  by  the  Grand  Orient 
of  France  in  1803.  In  1818,  this  lodge,  having  severed  its  connection 
with  the  Grand  Orient,  was  erected  into  a  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  modeled  upon  the  Constitutions  of 
Anderson,  but  practicing  the  Schroeder  ritual. 

Freemasonry  was  first  introduced  into  Switzerland,  at  Geneva,  by 
English  Masons,  in  173G.  Lodges  sprang  up  rapidly,  and  in  1737, 
George  Hamilton  was  appointed  I*rovincial  Grand  Master.  It  would 
be  bootless  to  attempt  to  trace  the  devious  course  of  Masonry  in 
Switzerland  during  the  period  from  1737  to  1818.  At  least,  twice  it 
was  practically  stamped  out  of  existence. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  year  181G  found  four  systems  in  existence, 
(1)  lodges  adhering  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  (2)  the  Grand 
Orient  of  the  Helvetic  Rite,  at  Lausanne,  (3  the  Scots  Directory  or 
Rectified  Rite,  at  Zurich  (later  at  Basle),  and  (4)  the  Lodge  of  Hope, 
at  Berne.  The  French  lodges  gradually  dissolved;  the  Helvetic  Rite 
became  dormant  or  extinct;  the  Rectified  Rite  is  mentioned  by 
Brother  Robert  F.  Gould  in  his  History  of  Freemasonry,  Vol.  Ill, 
p.  295,  as  "on  the  wane,  the  antiquated  Templar  system;"  while  the 
Lodge  of  Hope,  as  already  stated,  was  formed  into  a  provincial  Grand 
Lodge  under  the  Grand  Ix)dge  of  England,  and  is  described  as  a  "lusty 
young  giant,  prepared  to  run  his  race  and  confident  of  victory." 

In  1822,  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  the 
Helvetic  Rite  both  dissolved,  and  their  Masters  and  Wardens  then 
formed  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland,  recognizing  three 
degrees  only.  This  left  the  Scottish  Directory,  or  the  Rectified  Rite, 
as  the  only  rival  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  on  July  24,  1844,  these 
were  united,  forming  the  National  Grand  Lodge  "Alpina,"  whose 
constitutions,  in  the  language  of  Brother  Gould,  "were  almost  identi- 
cal with  those  of  England,  both  in  spirit  and  machinery." 

Periodically,  between  1844  and  1869,  the  defunct  Helvetic  Rite,  at 
Lausanne,  sought  to  regain  its  lost  power  and  influence,  but  without 
success.  The  "Alpina"  continued  to  prosper,  reviving  old  lodges  and 
warranting  new  ones.  In  18G9,  the  Helvetic  Directory,  at  Lausanne, 
resolved  itself  into  a  sort  of  Supreme  Council  under  the  name  of  the 
Rectified  Scottish  Helvetic  Directory,  and  began  to  exercise  the  power 
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of  a  Grand  Lodge  to  warrant  symbolic  lodges  of  the  Three  Degrees. 
For  several  years  there  was  a  bitter  struggle  between  it  and  the 
**Alpina,"  but  in  1876,  an  understanding  was  reached  whereby  the 
"Alpina"  secured  exclusive  control  over  the  three  Craft  degrees,  and 
the  Directory  over  the  additional  degrees,  and  its  symbolic  lodges 
joined  the  *Alplna."  The  Supreme  Council,  A.  and  A.  S.  Rite,  has 
entered  into  similar  agreement  with  the  "Alplna,"  thus  bringing 
about  an  arrangement  substantially  the  same  as  exists  between  Sym- 
bolic Masonry  and  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  United  States. 

From  the  foregoing  it  is  apparent  that,  while  there  has  been  an 
infusion  of  certain  strains  of  foreign  blood  into  the  *  Alplna,"  yet  the 
stem  of  Swiss  Freemasonry  is  of  English  extraction.  As  to  origin 
there  can  be  no  sound  objection  to  the  recognition  of  the  "Alplna"  as 
a  regular  Grand  Lodge. 

So  far  as  constitution,  principles,  customs,  and  practices  are  con- 
cerned, we  are  unable  to  find  that  they  anwhere  are  in  conflict  with 
the  best  traditions  and  ideas  of  the  American  Craft.  '  The  "Alplna" 
is  recognized  by  many  of  the  leading  grand  lodges  of  the  world.  We 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  "Alpina"  of  Switzerland  is  hereby 
recognized  as  a  regular,  supreme  governing  body  of  Symbolic  Masonry, 
and  the  Grand  Master  is  authorized  to  arrange  for  an  exchange  of 
representatives.

INTERNATIONAL  BUREAU   FOR  MASONIC  AFFAIRS. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Orand  Lodge  F.\  d  A.\  U.\  of  Alabama: 

There  have  been  referred  to  your  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence several  pamphlets  relating  to  the  International  Bureau  for 
Masonic  Affairs,  having  its  seat  at  Neuchatel,  Switzerland.  It  was 
formed  on  September  6,  1902,  chiefly  under  the  lead  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  "Alplna"  of  Switzerland,  though  it  is  entirely  independent  of 
that  body.  Any  Masonic  body  may  become  a  member  "without  in 
any  way,"  to  quote  its  laws,  "affecting  its  independence  or  its  sov- 
ereignty ;"  in  precisely  the  same  way  that  a  lodge  or  grand  lodge 
might  become  a  member  of  the  National  Masonic  Research  Society 
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of  Aiiamosa,  Iowa,  or  of  the  Correspondence  Circle  of  Quatuor  Coro- 
na ti  Lodj^e  of  I^mdon. 
The  objects  of  the  Bureau  are  thus  set  forth  in  its  statutes : 

*'l.  To  forward  to  the  Masonic  Powers  nuy  resolutions  that  interest 
FretMuasonry  and  that  favour  their  fraternal  relations. 

2.  To  form  a  liiirary  and  archives  for  the  collecting  of  everything 
that  f^mcerns  Universal  Masonry. 

3.  To  e<lit  the  'Bulletin/  the  organ  of  the  Bureau,  at  least  four 
times  a  year  in  various  languages. 

4.  To  publish  an  Annual  of  Universal  Masonry. 

5.  To  publish  occasionally  Important  Masonic  works. 

(>.  To  draw  up  the  Minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Assembly  of  tlie 
l)ele;;ates  and  to  publish  a  summary  of  them  in  the  'Bulletin.'" 

It  can  not  1  e  too  strongly  emphasized  that  in  no  sense  or  degree  is 
anything  in  the  nature  of  a  central  governing  body  intended.  On 
this  point  one  of  its  official  publications  says: 

"It  does  not  dream  of  a  Union  of  all  Grand  Lodges  under  a  com- 
mon head,  of  a  (irand  Lodge,  as  it  were,  al  (ne  all  Grand  Ix)dges.  Its 
sole  and  only  ahn  is  to  effect  a  connection,  a  drawing  nearer  to  each 
other  of  the  Masonic  Powers  of  the  world. 

The  idea  of  creating  an  authoritative  position  for  the  Bureau  has 
never  been  entertained  and  the  originators  would  1  e  the  very  first  to 
repel  such  an  idea  if  it  ever  should  1  e  mooted.  I'nder  no  circum- 
stances will  the  Bureau  I  ecome  a  tribunal  for  the  judging  of  disputes 
or  for  the  settling  of  differences.  The  absolute  autonomy  of  the 
Masonic  (Jroups  will  never  I  e  impugned  by  it  in  any  way,  nor  will  it 
ever  interfere  In  the  internal  affairs  of  any  Lodce  or  Grand  Lodire. 

The  Bureau  is  determined  to  remain  absolutely  neutral  and  to  con- 
f\n('  its  activity  to  the  i>ropag:ition  of  a  more  complete  accpiaintance 
with  the  Freemasonry  of  all  countries,  so  that  these  may  come  to  bet- 
ter know  and  understand  each  other,  as  far  as  their  Masonic  activity 
and  the  influences  which  govern  it.  are  concerned.  This  a]>pears  to 
be  the  only  way  of  surmounting  the  difficultit^  which  at  first  sight 
would  seem  to  stand  in  tlie  way  of  a  general  *rapprochement.' " 

In  brief  its  purpose  is  to  facilitate  the  collection  and  dissemination 
of  Masonic  information  and  to  bring  al  out  a  better  understanding  of 
eadi  other  anionic  the  various  Masonic  liodies  of  the  world.  To  this 
end,  it  contenii»lates,  among  other  thirgs,  the  formation  of  a  library 
and  the  publication  of  its  official  journal,  (called  the  "Bulletin**),  a 
Year  Book,  an  Annual  Report,  and  from  time  to  time  important 
Masonic  works.     Several  volumes  ha\e  already  been  pul  llshed  by  it. 

It  is  supported  I  y  fixed  annual  dues  from  the  adhering  Masonic 
bodies  and  by  voluntary  donations. 
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The  war  has  upset  most  of  its  usual  activities  and  it  has  lately 
directed  Its  efforts  chiefly  toward  war  relief.  In  this  field  It  has  done 
a  work  that  entitles  it  to  the  gratitude  of  thousands  of  destitute  pris- 
oners of  war  in  Germany. 

Now  that  the  war  is  over.  Us  intended  lalmrs  will  he  resumed  on 
a  larger  scale.  Your  committee  is  uf  the  opinion  that  it  is  a  cause 
in  which  this  Grand  Lodge  should  assist,  not  hy  hecoming  a  memher 
for  it  is  too  far  away,  hut  hy  donating  a  small  sum  each  year  in 
exchange  for  its  puhllcations  and  as  an  aid  in  its  work.  In  prose- 
cuting its  inquiries  concerning  the  regularity  of  European  Freema- 
sonry your  committee  will  have  occasion  to  draw  largely  upon  the 
Bureau*s  sources  of  information. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  he  and  the  same  is  herehy 
appropriated  to  the  International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs  in 
exchange  for  complete  sets  of  its  puhllcations  to  date,  so  far  as  the 
same  are  now  available,  one  set  for  the  use  of  this  committee  and  one 
set  for  the  Grand  Lodge  library.  And  that  our  (irand  Secretary  be 
Instructed  to  furnish  to  the  Bureau  In  the  future  a  copy  of  each  year's 
printed  proceedings,  and  that  hereafter  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
per  annum  he  appropriated  to  this  cause. 

Hesolvcd,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  recognizes  the  Bureau 
as  a  useful  instrumentality  in  the  spread  of  Masonic  light  and  knowl- 
edge, and  wishes  it  success  in  its  labors.

Grand  Master,  submitted  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  F,\  d  A.\  M,\  of  Alabama: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Grand  Master's  address  fraternally  submits 
the  following  report : 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  interest  the  address  of  the  Grand 
Master  shows  that  he  has  in  the  work  of  Masonry.  We  feel  that  the 
gavel  in  his  hands  will  always  be  wielded  for  the  greatest  good  and 
that  his  examples  and  teachings  will  ever  reflect  the  honor,  dignity 
and  glory  of  our  beloved  order. 

We  are  greatly  Impressed  by  his  suggestion  of  the  enlarged  respon- 
sibility imposed  upon  us  following  the  terms  of  peace  to  be  made 
between  the  nations  of  the  world  recently  at  war.  The  necessity  for 
sacrifice  for  the  relief  and  comfort  of  the  bereaved  and  afflicted  by 
the  war  will  be  upon  us  for  years  to  come,  and  the  spirit  of  true 
Masonry  calls  upon  us  to  meet  that  necessity  cheerfully  and  wifli

unstinted  Masonic  beneficence.  As  to  this,  your  committee  feels  it 
would  be  well  for  every  Masonic  Lodge  in  tiiis  Jurisdiction  to  have 
a  standing  conmiittee  whose  special  work  shall  be  that  of  constant 
oversight  of  persons  and  families  afflicted  or  bereaved  by  the  war,  and 
promptly  take  measures  for  any  relief  of  which  they  may  be  In  need. 
By  so  doing,  we  exemplify  one  of  the  noblest  principles  of  our  fra- 
ternity. 

We  heartily  concur  in  the  Grand  Master's  suggestion  as  to  Masonry 
granting  every  possible  aid  in  the  work  of  the  Alabama  Illiteracy 
Commission,  and  his  strong  appeal  to  the  Masons  of  Alabama  to  unite 
in  this  .great  movement. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  are  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

We  concur  in  the  nominations  of  the  persons  therein  named  as 
Grand  Representatives  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  of  the  respec- 
tive Grand  Lodges  referred  to  in  the  address. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master 'that  the  exemplification 
of  the  work  by  the  Committee  on  Work  on  the  floor  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  be  dispensed  with  and  that  the  Committee  on  Work  report  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  only  such  changes  as  have  been  made  in  the  work 
since  the  last  Annual  Communication,  is  a  matter  of  such  gravity 
that  your  committee  feels  it  should  be  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  its  full  consideration  without  any  suggestion  from  your  commit- 
tee. We,  therefore,  present  the  question  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its 
consideration. 

We  concur  in  all  dispensations  issued  by  the  Grand  Master  and  in 
all  appointments  made  by  him,  and  in  all  his  other  acts  and  doings.

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master  that 
the  Committee  on  Work  discontinue  the  reporting  of  the  work  in  full 
be  non-concurred  In,  and  that  the  Committee  on  Work  shall  continue 
to  reix)rt  the  work  as  in  the  past. 

ADDRESS  OF  STATE  HEALTH  OFFICER. 

The  Grand  Master  introduced  Brother  Samuel  W. 
Welch,  State  Health  Officer,  who  delivered  a  very  inter- 
esting and  instructive  address,  as  follows : 

Moat  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Brethren: 

I  am  deeply  sensible  of  the  honor  I  enjoy  today  of  addressing  so 
large  a  body  of  serious  minded  men ;  men  who  stand  for  something 
in  the  various  communities  in  which  they  live.  I  am  also  sensible  of 
the  resi>oiisibllity  resting  upon  me  to  do  well  the  task  which  is  before 
me. 

We  are  fond  of  speaking  of  the  problems  which  the  great  World 
War  has  brought  to  us.  Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  the  war  has 
brought  few  problems?  Is  it  not  true  that  the  majority  of  these 
problems  are  as  old  as  the  race,  and  the  war  has  discovered  them 
to  us? 

When  the  call  to  arms  was  sounded,  It  found  us  money-mad.  We 
had  been  preying  upon  our  neighbors,  enriching  ourselves  ou  the 
proceeds  of  the  labor  of  our  fellowman,  until  we  had  come  to  think 
it  was  right.  The  rich  man,  the  prominent  man  politically,  was  the 
standard  of  excellence,  no  one  stopping  to  think  by  what  devious 
paths  he  had  found  his  way  to  prominence  and  to  wealth.  But  when 
home  and  family  and  Institutions  and  country  were  in  danger  of 
destruction  we  found  we  could  not  fight  the  Huns  with  dollars.  It 
took  men.  We  suddenly  discovered  that  a  red-blooded,  right-thinking, 
God-fearing,  healthy  young  man  was  the  nation's  supreme  asset. 

The  times  have  caused  me  to  think  much  on  values,  of  late,  our 
silent  values.  Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  what  the  silent  value  of  light 
was  worth?  Suppose  the  Master  of  all  good  workmen  should  i)ut  His 
hand  over  the  sun,  leaving  the  world  In  darkness,  what  would  we  do? 
And  yet,  I  dare  say,  few  of  us  thanked  Ood  this  morning  for  the  light. 
Did  you  ever  think  of  the  value  of  heat,  fresh  air,  water,  and  what 
the  world  would  be  if  these  silent  values  the  Master  gives  were  sud- 
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denly  taken  away?  Did  you  ever  think  of  the  myriads  of  people  bom 
into  the  world  to  whom  these  supreme  values  were  denied?  Did  you 
ever  stop  to  think  that  every  child  born  into  the  world  had  the  right 
to  demand  its  fair  share  of  the  values  for  its  own  use? 

John  Wesley  is  quoted  as  saying,  on  one  occasion,  that  no  man 
could  worship  God  with  cold  feet;  which  is  another  way  of  saying 
that  no  man  can  worship  God,  or  praise  Him  by  doing  the  great  work 
which  God  and  His  courts  require  of  him,  while  suflPering  with  a 
pain  In  his  head,  another  in  his  back,  and  a  handful  of  some  doctor's 
capsules  in  his  stomach. 

Every  child  born  into  the  world  has  a  right  to  expect  to  be  well  and 
comfortable,  and  when  it  is  not,  someone  has  sinned  against  it.  Those 
who  inherit  weak  bodies,  know  what  life's  supreme  values  are.  Money 
and  position  are  things  of  small  moment  when  we  languish  on  bed» 
of  sickness  and  pain.  I  do  not  wish  to  trespass  on  your  time,  but  I 
would  impress  upon  you,  today,  that  the  health  of  the  nation  is  one 
of  its  supreme  values,  and  I  want  you  to  help  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  do  its  great  work  for  the  people. 

Man's  redemption  of  his  fellow  man  is  a  new  gospel  and  when  we 
go  before  the  people  with  our  propaganda  it  is  like  speakhig  to  them 
in  an  unknown  tongue. 

General  Gorgas  banished  yellow  fever  from  Cuba  and  Panama  and 
he  is  now  about  to  sail  for  South  America,  where  he  will  spend  the 
last  years  of  his  life  banishing  the  disease  from  the  world.  What  a 
crowning  glory  to  a  splendid  life  it  would  be  if  he  could  rid  the  world 
of  this  disease.    I  confidently  believe  he  will. 

Would  you  be  surprised  were  I  to  tell  you  that  malaria  could  be 
banished  from  any  community  in  Alabama  at  a  cost  of  $1.34^  per 
capita.  This  has  been  done  at  Crosset,  Arkansas,  within  the  past  two 
years. 

What  is  true  of  malaria  is  trwe  of  typhoid  fever,  smallpox  and  a 
number  of  other  diseases.  You  do  not  catch  typhoid  fever  unless  yoo 
eat  or  drink  the  discharges  from  the  bowels  of  some  individual  wha 
is  suffering  from  the  disease.  Flies  are  the  usual  carriers.  They 
feed  on  the  discharges  from  the  bowels  of  the  sick  man,  and  then  wipe 
their  feet  on  your  bread  and  butter  or  milk  just  before  you  take  it 
into  your  mouth,  and  yet,  I  dare  say,  only  a  small  per  cent  of  yoo 
have  screens  on  your  houses  to  keep  the  flies  away. 
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I  notice  many  of  you  coughing  and  sneezing.  You  should  not  do 
that  without  covering*  your  mouth  and  nose  with  your  handkerchief. 
That  is  the  way  influenza  Is  spread,  and  when  you  cough  in  your 
neighbor's  face  you  en^nger  his  health  and  maybe  his  life. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  not  been  able  to  serve  the  people  of 
Alabama  as  it  would  like,  because  it  has  had  no  money  with  which 
to  do  the  work.  We  succeeded  this  year  in  securing  from  the  Inter- 
national Health  Board,  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  and  the 
National  Child  Welfare  Bureau,  and  the  Scottish  Rite  Masons  of 
Alabama  $169,000  for  public  health  work  last  year.  If  this  money 
had  not  leen  available,  with  men  from  every  part  of  the  world, 
infected  with  every  known  disease  traveling  about  the  State,  catas- 
trophe would  have  befallen  us.  I  do  not  believe  in  calling  on  the 
V.  S.  Government  for  what  we  can  do  for  ourselves.  Alabama  should 
have  an  appropriation  of  at  least  $150,000  a  year  from  the  next  Leg- 
islature. We  should  use  half  of  it  to  build  a  tuberculosis  sana- 
torium. It  is  an  ironical  situation  when  a  man,  to  get  treatment  for 
this  disease  in  Alabama,  has  to  break  into  the  penitentiary.  We  have 
a  nice  sanatorium  for  the  10,000  shipwrecks  who  go  to  the  Jails,  coal 
mines  and  lumber  camps,  but  none  for  the  two  and  a  quarter  million 
people  who  pay  their  taxes  and  never  expect  to  go  to  jail.  But  I  am 
taking  too  much  of  your  time.  I  am  so  fascinated  by  this  business  of 
redeeming  mankind  from  beds  of  sickness  and  disease,  I  am  in  danger 
of  courting  the  disapproval  of  our  Grand  Master. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  hopes  to  induce  the  next  I^egislature 
to  pass  a  law  compelling  every  individual  infected  with  a  venereal 
disease  to  take  treatment  until  he  is  cured.  We  will  have  some 
difficulty  in  getting  this  bill  passed.  We  want  to  compel  every  doctor 
in  the  State  to  report  every  case  of  venereal  disease  which  comes  to 
his  attention  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  not  by  name  but  by  serial 
number.  This  will  be  hard  to  do.  It  has  been  the  teaching  of  the 
medical  profession  not  to  violate  the  professional  secrets  which  were 
committed  to  it.  We  have  thought  in  terms  of  the  individual.  We 
must  now  think  in  terms  of  the  group.  We  want  to  treat  syphilis  and 
gonorrhea  just  like  we  treat  smallpox.  It  is  far  worse  than  small- 
pox, and  why  should  we  not  protect  ourselves  against  it.  The  war 
has  discovered  this  problem  to  us.  There  has  been  at  least  one  whole 
division  of  American  soldiers  in  the  detention  camps,  disqualified  for 
duty  because  of  these  diseases,  all  during  the  time  of  war.     There 
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have  been  more  than  1,500,000  British  soldiers  disqualified  from  this 
cause.  This  shows  the  magnitude  of  the  proUlem.  The  new  cases 
are  found  among  the  boys  reporting  from  civil  life.  It  is  essentially 
a  civilian  problem. 

I  have  been  interested  in  the  crusade  against  the  prostitute.  There 
are  laws  everywhere  against  the  red-light  districts  and  crusades 
everywhere  against  the  prostitute.  Will  you  tell  me  who  made  these 
women  i)rostitutes?  Who  supports  them  in  their  prostitution?  Is 
there  any  difference  between  a  male  and  a  female  prostitute?  Should 
a  Master  Mason  obligation  to  protect  the  chastity  of  his  brother's 
family  not  apply  to  any  nmn's  family?  Does  being  a  Mason  make 
you  love  your  daughter  more?  Does  it  make  her  any  better  than  her 
sisters  whose  father  is  less  fortunate  and  blessed.  A  gentleman 
rebuked  a  brilliant  woman  not  long  ago  for  walking  the  streets  with 
a  fifteen-year-old  girl  who  had  violated  sex  customs.  He  asked  her 
what  she  meant  by  insulting  her  friends  and  bringing  reproach  on  her 
family  1  y  walking  the  streets  with  a  fallen  woman.  She  looked  him 
in  the  face  and  said :  "I  have  been  walking  these  streets  all  my  life 
with  fallen  men,  and  no  one  seems  to  have  cared  about  it.*' 

Syphilis,  in  my  judgment,  is  the  cause  of  the  major  portion  of  the 
degeneracy  of  the  human  race  today.  We  have  added  in  the  last 
genernticm,  twelve  years  to  the  average  of  human  life,  but  this  saving 
has  been  In  the  first  five  years  of  life.  No  serious  effort  has  been 
made  to  combat  those  things  which  take  men  off  from  forty-five  to 
sixty.  Syi)bilis,  irheritod  or  acquired,  is  the  most  frequent  cause  of 
old  age  In  young  men,  and  until  we  take  some  steps  to  get  rid  of  it,  we 
will  make  small  progress  in  saving  men  in  the  prime  of  their  lives. 
This  is  the  period  in  which  life  is  worth  most  to  the  individual  and 
the  Stale,  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  w^ants  your  co-operation  In 
this  groat  work  of  conservation,  which  it  is  trying  to  do. 

Go  home  and  interest  your  rei)resentatives  in  our  work.  Go  home 
and  let  your  doctor  know  that  you  expect  him  to  protect  you  against 
the  unclean  man  or  woman  with  whom  you  come  in  contact.  Let  him 
know  that  von  expect  blm  to  do  his  part  in  the  great  plan.  Go  home 
and  do  your  part  to  s-ave  your  fellow  man  from  the  anguish  which 
comes  from  looking  into  an  empty  cradle  or  caressing  atone  and  in 
silence  I  lie  likeness  of  his  tirst  born  1  oy  who,  to  expiate  some  other 
man's  crime,  lies  under  the  beautiful  daisies. 
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FIIATEUNAL,  RELATIONS  WITH  FOREIGN  GRAND  BODIES. 

M.\  W/.  Brother  Walter  Smith  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  After  a  year  and  a  half  participation  in  the  world^s 
greatest  war  we  find  American  troops,  among  whom  are  many  Ameri- 
can Masons,  stationed  in  various  countries  of  the  world  and  meeting 
— in  all  but  fraternal  association — friends  and  allies  from  almost 
every  country  and  clime  in  the  world ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Masonic  Fraternity  of  many  of  these  countries  are 
not  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  as  regular  Masons, 
although  some  of  them  are  recognized  as  regular  by  a  considerable 
number  of  other  American  Grand  Lodges ;  and, 

Whereas,  Masonry  should  be  universal,  and  Masons  from  all  climes 
and  all  countries  should  meet  as  brothers,  unless  their  organization 
be  such  as  to  make  this  impossible  or  undesirable;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  be 
required  to  inquire  Into  and  report  as  soon  as  practicable  on  the  mat- 
ter of  the  recognition  of  those  Grand  Bodies  with  whom  we  are  not 
In  fraternal  relations,  and  the  desirability  of  extending  recognition, 
and  entering  into  a  condition  of  brotherly  comity  with  them. 

SYMPATHY  FOR  PAST  GRAND  MASTER  HUGH  S.  D.  MALLORY. 

Worshipful  Brother  Joseph  Dixon  Matlock  offered  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

"Like  the  waves  that  come  to  die  with  a  low  murmur  upon  the  sil- 
ver sands/'  so  passed,  but  a  short  time  ago,  the  spirit  of  the  life  com- 
panion of  our  beloved  Past  Grand  Master,  Hugh  S.  D.  Mallory. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge 
F.*.  &  A.*.  M.*.  of  Alabama,  that  we  extend  to  Past  Grand  Master 
Mallory  our  deep  and  sincere  sympathy  in  this  hour  of  his  sorest  trial, 
assuring  him  of  our  love  and  esteem,  and  pray  for  him  that  comfort 
that  no  human  source  can  afford. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  furnished 
to  Past  Grand  Master  Mallory. 
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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  CONTROL  OF  THE  MASONIC  HOME. 

M.\  W.'.  Brother  Ben  M.  Jacobs,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Control  of  the  Masonic  Home,  submitted  the 
following  report,  which  was  adopted,  and  on  motion  of 
M.*.  W.*.  Brother  Lawrence  H.  Lee,  the  financial  portions 
of  the  report  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  F,\  d  A.'.  M,\  of  Alabama: 

We  herewith  beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  our  sixth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Control  of  your  Masonic  Home.  Something  of  a 
Justifiable  pride  arises  to  the  surface  as  we  think  over  the  six  years 
of  steady  activity,  and  of  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished ;  and 
as  we  cast  a  glance  into  the  future  as  to  what  may  be  reasonably 
expected.  From  the  natural  hesitancy  with  which  we  began  our  work 
six  years  ago,  from  the  doubtings  and  misgivings,  which  beset  us  on 
all  sides,  we  have  moved  steadily  forward,  and  are  now  exulting  in 
the  firm  hold  of  our  Home  upon  the  hearts  of  the  Masons  of  Alabama. 

Today  with  becoming  humility  and  yet  with  confidence  we  come 
before  you,  grateful  to  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  for  his 
watchfulness  over  those  intrusted  to  our  care  and  more  than  ever 
convinced  of  the  need  of  our  Masonic  Home  in  this  State  for  Indigent 
Master  Masons,  their  widows  and  orphans. 

Our  Home  is  now  viewed  with  pride  by  the  fraternity  of  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  and  justly  so,  for  in  taking  care  of,  sheltering  and  edu- 
cating the  fatherless  child,  the  aged  widow  and  the  indigent  brother 
who  has  fought  and  lost  In  the  battle  of  life,  its  aim  has  always  be^i 
to  march  in  the  vanguard  of  progress. 

To  continue  this  work,  your  generous  financial  support  must  be 
relied  on.  The  needs  of  the  Home  are  many.  We  must  lay  particular 
stress,  however,  on  the  fact  that  especially  this  year,  considering  the 
high  cost  of  living,  the  strain  on  our  finances  has  been  very  great. 
We  would  therefore  ask  you  to  remember  the  cause  of  the  widow  and 
orphan  and  the  indigent  brother  and  to  respond  to  their  call  as 
liberally  as  lies  in  your  power. 

As  a  part  of  this  report,  we  are  herewith  attaching  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Home,  also  the  Auditor's  report 

We  wish  to  make  especial  mention  at  this  time  and  call  your  atten- 
tion to  that  part  of  the  report  covering  donations  to  the  Home, 
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amounting  to  $775.00  from  subordinate  Lodges  of  the  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion of  Ohio.  Montgomery  Lodge  No.  11,  of  Montgomery,  Alabama,  had 
conferred  the  degrees  by  request  from  Ohio  on  a  number  of  Ohio  sol- 
diers who  were  located  at  Camp  Sheridan.  Montgomery  Lodge  refused 
to  accept  any  part  of  the  fees.  The  Ohio  Lodges  appreciating  the 
courtesy  and  the  Masonic  spirit  displayed  by  these  big-hearted 
brethren  of  Montgomery  Lodge,  knew  of  no  other  or  better  way  of 
acknowledging  their  appreciation  than  of  making  these  donations.  In 
all  $775.00  have  been  received  from  this  source.  The  thanks  of  this 
Board  are  tendered  to  the  Ohio  Lodges  and  also  the  Worshipful  Mas- 
ter and  brethren  of  Montgomery  Lodge  No.  11. 

At  the  close  of  the  Annual  Communication  of  1017  a  committee  of 
Elizabeth  Armstrong  Chapter  No.  10,  O.  E.  S.,  presented  to  your 
chairman  a  check  amounting  to  $500.00  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 
We  desire  to  make  special  mention  of  this  liberal  contribution  to 
again  call  the  attention  of  our  brethren  to  the  noble  work  of  the 
good  women  composing  this  Order.  They  always  stand  ready  to  aid 
and  assist  in  any  w^ork  that  will  contribute  to  the  upbuilding  and 
strengthening  of  our  Home  and  assisting  in  anything  that  is  under- 
taken by  our  fraternity.  We  trust  that  the  day  will  shortly  come 
that  wherever  there  Is  a  subordinate  Lodge,  one  will  also  find  a 
Chapter  of  the  O.  E.  S.,  composed  of  our  wives,  daughters,  mothers 
and  sisters. 

Brother  W.  W.  Wilson,  Ozark,  Ala.,  who  was  called  to  the  Supreme 
Grand  Lodge  Above,  during  October,  1916,  in  his  will  bequeathed 
$500.00  to  our  Masonic  Home.  $50.00  to  be  paid  October  1st,  after  his 
death,  and  $50.00  on  October  1st  of  each  year  thereafter  until  ten 
consecutive  payments  of  $50.00  each  had  been  paid.  We  wish  to 
report  that  the  first  payment  was  received  by  your  chairman  from 
J.  R.  Dowling,  Executor,  on  March  22,  1918.  The  second  payment^ 
which  is  now  past  due,  will  no  doubt  be  shortly  received. 

On  October  10th,  Brother  Lee  C.  Jones,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Home,  tendered  his  resignation  to  take  effect  on  the  election  of  his 
Boccesaor.  Your  Board  at  Its  Annual  Meeting,  accepted  the  same^ 
to  take  effect  January  1, 1919,  and  elected  Brother  George  H.  Thigpen, 
of  Sylacauga,  to  succeed  him. 

Brother  Jones,  in  severing  his  connection  with  the  Home,  carries 
with  him  the  very  best  wishes  of  the  Board  and  those  who  came  in

contact  with  him  officially.  His  retirement  was  entirely  voluntary. 
He  has  served  the  Home  faithfully  and  efficiently,  and  in  leaving  It, 
he  carries  with  him  the  best  wishes  of  the  Board  of  Ck)ntrol  and  also 
of  all  the  residents  of  the  Home  who  have  been  under  his  charge 
during  the  past  year. 

The  terms  of  four  members  of  the  Board  of  Control  expire  with 
this  term  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Although  the  Board  of  Control  is 
clothed  with  the  power  of  nominating  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  succes- 
sors of  these  members,  it  has  not  thought  it  wise  to  do  so.  After 
consultation  with  a  goodly  number  of  the  Masons  throughout  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  the  Board  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  it 
would  be  of  benefit  to  the  Home  to  have  a  more  widely  diffused  mem- 
bership, and  a  change  in  the  method  of  selecting  the  Board.  Believ- 
ing as  we  do  that  the  interest  of  the  Home  is  of  greater  moment  than 
the  ambition  of  any  man  or  set  of  men,  and  that  this  interest  can 
be  best  subserved  by  selecting  the  Board  as  other  committees  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  are  selected,  and  by  confining  this  selection  to  one  mem- 
ber from  each  of  the  seven  divisions  of  the  State,  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol therefore  recommends  the  adoption  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
following  resolutions : 

That  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Alabama  Masonic  Home,  as  now 
constituted  and  empowered,  be  and  it  Is  hereby  abolished. 

That  In  lieu  thereof  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Alabama  Masonic 
Home  be  created  to  consist  of  seven  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Master,  as  follows: 

One  from  the  First  Division,  composed  of  the  Counties  of  Calhoun, 
Cherokee,  Clay,  Cleburne,  DeKalb,  Etowah,  Jackson,  Madison,  Mar- 
shall and  Randolph,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

One  from  the  Second  Division,  composed  of  the  Counties  of  Lime- 
stone, Morgan,  Lauderdale,  Colbert,  Lawrence,  Franklin,  Marlon, 
Lamar,  Walker  and  Fayette,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of 
two  years. 

One  from  the  Third  Division,  composed  of  the  Counties  of  Winston, 
Cullman,  Blount,  St.  Clair,  Talladega,  Shelby,  Jefferson,  Pickens,  and 
Tuscaloosa,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

One  from  the  Fourth  Division,  composed  of  the  Counties  of  Bibb, 
Chilton,  Coosa,  Tallapoosa,  Chambers,  Lee,  Elmore,  Macon,  Russell, 
Pike  and  Bullock,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
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One  from  the  Fifth  Division,  composed  of  the  Counties  of  Hale, 
Greene,  Perry,  Dallas,  Montgomery,  Autauga,  Lowndes,  Choctaw, 
Sumter,  Wilcox  and  Marengo,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  five 
years. 

One  from  the  Sixth  Division,  composed  of  the  Counties  of  Barbour, 
Dale,  Henry,  Houston,  Coffee,  Crenshaw,  Covington,  and  Geneva,  who 
shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

One  from  the  Seventh  Division,  composed  of  the  counties  of  Clarke, 
Washington,  Butler,  Conecuh,  Escambia,  Monroe,  Baldwin,  and  Mo- 
bile, who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  seven  years. 

That  as  the  term  of  each  of  said  members  now  so  appointed  expires 
the  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  his  successor,  and  the  person  so 
appointed  shall  hold  for  a  full  term  of  seven  years. 

That  the  Grand  Master  may  in  his  discretion  sooner  remove  a  mem- 
ber for  cause  or  for  neglect  of  duty  when  reported  to  him  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

That  all  appointments  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  approval  before  such  appointment  shall  be- 
come binding;  provided  that  the  appointments  made  at  this  term  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  and  remain  binding  until  a  successor  is 
appointed;  and  provided  further  that  should  a  vacancy  occur  upon 
said  Board  of  Trustees  either  because  of  resignation,  death  or  removal 
from  the  State  the  Grand  Master  may.  In  the  interim,  appoint  a 
successor,  and  report  the  same  to  the  next  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  ratification. 

That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  from  its  membership  a 
president  of  the  Board,  and  shall  also  elect,  but  not  from  its  member- 
ship a  secretary  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote 
in  any  matter  before  the  Board. 

That  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  receive  from  the  Chairman  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Control  of  the  Alabama  Masonic  Home  all  books,  accounts, 
money,  securities  and  other  property  of  the  Home  now  held  by  them, 
and  execute  to  them  a  receipt  in  full  for  the  same.  This  being  done 
in  full,  the  bonds  of  the  said  Chairman  and  Treasurer  shall  be  de- 
clared null  and  void. 

That  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  such 
rales  and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  of  the  Home  and  Its 
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affairs  as  to  them  may  seem  beet,  submitting  the  same,  however,  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  approval. 

That  all  the  acts  heretofore  done  by  the  Board  of  Ontrol  be  and 
they  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  until  such  time  as  the  Board 
of  Trustees  may  meet,  organize,  and  make  an  official  change  of  the 
same;  provided  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  not  have  the  power  to 
avoid  any  contracts  made,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  other  party  or 
parties  concerned,  first  had  and  obtained.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  AND  MATRON  OF  ALABAMA 
MASONIC  HOME. 

Montgomery,  Alabama,  November  Ist,  1918. 
To  the  Ohairtnan  and  Board  of  Control  of  the  Alabama  Masonic 
Home: 
My  Dear  Brethren  : — We  herewith  submit  to  you  the  sixth  annual 
report  of  the  Home,  and  desire  to  make  it  as  brief  as  possible,  in 
giving  you  the  salient  facts  in  r^ard  to  the  workings  of  the  Home 
for  the  past  twelve  months.  We  would  feel  amiss  in  our  duty  to  the 
Grand  Artificer  of  the  Universe,  without  first  giving  thanks  to  Him 
for  the  manifold  blessings  and  comforts  He  has  bestowed  upon  us 
during  this  year. 

RESIDENTS. 

At  the  time  of  closing  the  last  report,  we  had  received  a  total  of 
one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  residents  since  the  opening  of  the 
Home;  and  the  total  of  residents  at  the  time  of  closing  the  report 
was  one  hundred  and  twenty-six.  During  this  year  we  have  received 
25  boys,  29  girls,  7  women  and  5  men,  making  a  total  received  into  the 
Home  during  the  year,  of  sixty-six,  which  makes  a  grand  total 
received  into  the  Home  since  opening  244 ;  having  received  during  the 
year  66,  plus  the  126  at  the  time  of  closing  last  report,  makes  a 
grand  total  of  192.  We  have  lost  by  death  this  year  1  man  and  2 
women ;  by  voluntarily  returing  home,  33 ;  making  our  total  loss  dur- 
ing the  year,  36,  and  leaving  our  present  enrollment  53  boys  and  70 
girls,  24  women  and  9  men,  or  a  total  of  156. 
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SCHOOL. 

We  are  not  able  to  report  as  many  pupils  in  the  high  school  as 
were  enrolled  at  the  time  of  closing  the  last  report,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  during  the  year  most  of  the  older  girls  and  boys  have  returned 
home.  We  have  at  present  attending  the  high  school  3  boys  and  7 
girls.  We  have  a  corps  of  teachers  in  our  home  school  that  Is  second 
to  none  In  the  State,  composed  of  Miss  Elizabeth  MUner  as  principal, 
and  her  assistants,  Miss  Alma  Robards,  Miss  Ada  Weir  and  Mrs.  Capl- 
tola  Williams.  Our  music  teacher,  Miss  Kenneth  Ingram,  Is  doing 
•excellent  work.  During  the  summer  months  we  employed  Miss  Ella 
Flemmlng  to  teach  stenography,  and  from  her  efforts  four  girls  grad- 
uated, three  of  them  securing  good  positions  on  completion  of  the 
■course. 

LIBRABT. 

There  have  been  no  volumes  added  to  this  department  during  the 
year,  but  we  have  bad  those  on  band  catalogued  and  are  using  a  card 
system. 

impbo%t:ment. 

The  old  Auditorium  has  been  curtained  off  Into  rooms,  and  Is  being 
used  as  a  larger  Girls*  Dormitory,  thus  making  It  possible  for  us  to 
receive  as  many  new  residents  during  the  year,  as  we  have. 

LODGE  VISITATION. 

We  have  bad  a  goodly  number  of  visitors  from  the  different  lodges 
over  the  State  during  the  year,  but  are  very  sorry  to  have  to  report 
that  we  have  not  been  visited  by  any  specific  Lodge. 

VISITORS. 

We  have  been  visited  during  the  year  by  several  noted  Masons  of 
Ulster  Jurisdictions,  one  of  which  was  visiting  all  the  Masonic  Homes 
east  of  the  Mississippi.  After  bis  Inspection  of  our  Home,  he  was 
profuse  in  his  praise  of  what  the  Masons  of  Alabama  were  doing  for 
their  widows  and  orphans. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION. 

We  have  a  fine  Sunday  school  which  meets  every  Sunday  morning. 
During  the  year  we  have  had  occasional  visits  from  ministers  of 
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Montgomery,  who  have  conducted  religious  services  in  the  Auditorium 
of  the  school  building,  and  were  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  residents  of 
the  Home.  I  hope  the  time  will  come  when  the  Board  can  see  its  way 
clear  to  employ  a  Chaplain,  to  enable  the  residents  to  have  regular 
services.  Quite  a  number  of  the  residents  attend  divine  worship  in 
the  different  churches  of  the  city,  but  we  have  a  great  many  old  people 
that  are  not  able  to  attend,  who  would  like  to  do  so. 

HEALTH. 

We  are  truly  glad  to  report  that  the  general  health  of  our  family 
has  been  exceedingly  good  during  the  year.  It  Is  with  sorrow  that  we 
have  to  report  the  loss  by  death  of  one  brother  and  two  sisters,  as 
follows :

Mrs.  Amelia  Powers Aged  77  years 

We  have  treated,  during  the  year,  in  the  hospital,  one  hundred  and 
nlnety-flve  patients,  the  total  number  days  of  hospital  treatment 
amounting  to  one  thousand  and  fifty. 

Our  medical  staff  has  responded  nobly  to  every  call,  and  should  be 
given  all  praise  for  their  Interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  residents  of 
the  Home.  The  splendid  health  record  of  our  Home  is  due  to  their 
watchfulness  and  to  our  efficient  nurse,  Mrs.  Register,  also  to  the 
nurses  that  preceded  her  at  the  hospital.

There  were  an  average  of  141  residents  for  the  year,  making  the 
per  capita  per  year,  $236.27 ;  per  capita  per  month,  $19.69 ;  per  capita 
per  day,  65.6  cents. 

In  the  last  annual  report  there  were  two  items  credited  to  the 
kitchen  and  dining  room  in  error,  as  follows:  Potatoes  on  hand, 
$600.00,  and  peas  on  hand,  $120.00,  or  a  total  of  $720.00.  These  items 
were  on  hand  on  the  farm,  but  had  not  been  charged  to  the  kitchen 
and  dining  room.  These  are  charged  to  the  kitchen  and  dining  room, 
as  they  were  received  this  year.  The  Farm  Superintendent  also 
reports  a  net  earning  for  the  Farm  and  Dairy  of  $3,612.18.  In  the 
last  report  the  Farm  showed  a  production  as  follows :  Oats,  $131.20 ; 
com,  $406.25 ;  ensilage,  $650.00,  and  hay,  $768.00.  These  items  have 
been  consumed  by  the  Farm  and  Dairy  during  the  year  and  no  charge 
made  against  them.  If  these  Items  had  been  charged  to  the  Farm 
and  Dairy,  as  they  should  have,  there  would  have  only  been  a  net 
earning  to  the  Farm  and  Dairy  of  $1,656.73.  It  is  a  very  hard  matter 
to  get  the  actual  expense  of  operating  the  Home  under  the  present 
system  of  making  our  annual  reiwrt.  Surely,  if  the  farm  expense  is 
taken  into  the  account  as  reported,  we  should  take  credit  for  the  net 
earnings  from  the  Farm,  which  would  cut  the  per  capita  materially.

SPECIAL  MESSAGE  OF  THE  GRAND  MASTER. 

The  M.'.  W.'.  Grand  Master  read  the  following  Special 
Message : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  F.'.  d  A.\  M.\  of  Alabama: 
Bbethben  : — 

On  October  6th  I  received  a  very  interesting  letter  from  Grand 
Master  George  L.  Schoonover,  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  lowa^ 
asking  If  I,  as  Grand  Master  of  Alabama,  would  join  in  a  movement 
to  create  a  National  Masonic  Service  Association,  and  if  I  would  hold 
myself  in  readiness  to  attend  a  convention  looking  to  that  end. 

I  would  be  pleased  to  give  you  the  letter  In  full,  but  can  not  do  so 
here,  as  It  is  of  some  length.  If  desireil  by  you  it  would  be  well 
worth  while  to  have  It  incorporated  in  the  proceedings. 

The  call  for  such  a  gathering  came  to  me  a  few  weeks  later,  but 
the  date  fixed  for  it  was  such  that  I  could  not  attend. 

The  meeting  was  held  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  on  November  26th^ 
27th  and  28th,  and  was  attended  by  representatives  from  the  Grand 
Jurisdictions  of  Delaware,  Florida,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Louisiana^ 
Maryland,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Montana,  New  York,  North  Carolina^ 
North  Dakota,  Oklahoma,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  South  Caro-^ 
Una.  South  Dakota,  Tennessee,  I'tah,  Washington,  and  General  Grand 
Chapter  Representatives. 

Much  of  interest  transpired,  and  it  would  be  not  only  Instructive^ 
but  inspirational,  if  we  could  have  it  read  at  this  time.  However^ 
that  Is  not  practical.  I  had  hoped  to  have  it  properly  presented  by 
Grand  Master  Warlow,  of  Florida,  but  have  heard  nothing  from  him 
so  far. 

I  am  submitting  herewith  the  resolutions  passed  by  that  assembly^ 
and  also  the  constitution  adopted  by  it,  and  recommend  to  you  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  join  in  this  movement,  and  authorize 
delegates  to  be  apiH)inted  to  attend  its  annual  meeting  on  November 
11,  Victory  Day.  1911). 

RESOU'TIONS. 

**Rexo1rcd,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Conference  that  there  be 
organized  among  our  several  jurisdictions  assenting  thereto  a  unit 
or  body  to  be  known  as  '*The  Masonic  World  Service  Administration 
of  the  Inited  States,"  or  by  some  name  CMiually  descriptive  of  its 
functions,  duties  and  powers,  clearly  to  be  defined  in  a  constitutioD 
to  be  adopted  hereafter ; 
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That  membership  therein  shall  be  open  to  all  Masonic  Jurisdictions 
in  the  United  States  of  America  on  an  equal  footing  and  withdrawal 
therefrom  free  at  any  time  on _ days*  notice ; 

That  for  purposes  of  government  said  administration  shall  act  by 
departments  into  as  many  of  which  departments  the  United  States 
of  America  shall  be  subdivided  as  will  produce  the  best  practical 
administrative  results ; 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  department  within  which  occurs 
disaster  of  greater  magnitude  than  a  local  calamity,  forthwith  to 
assemble,  survey  the  need,  appraise  it,  and  advise  all  Jurisdictions 
of  that  need  and  the  amount  required  for  its  relief  as  a  preliminary 
or  complete  remedy,  and  apportion  this  sum  among  the  associated 
Jurisdictions  on  an  equal  per  capita  basts,  predicated  upon  the  total 
membership  of  each  such  jurisdiction. 

That  the  first  purpose  of  the  Administration  shall  be  the  service 
of  mankind,  through  education,  enlightenment,  mediation  and  relief, 
particularly  in  times  of  disaster  and  distress,  whether  caused  by  war, 
pestilence,  fire,  fiood,  earthquake,  or  other  calamity; 

That  it  have  i)ower  to  enter  Into  correspondence  and  association 
with  similar  agencies  In  other  lands  the  better  to  promote  the  Uni- 
versality of  Brotherhood  among  all  men  and  Masonry's  mission  to 
promote  that  God-blessed  cause; 

That  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Administration  may  be  enlarged 
or  curtailed  from  time  to  time,  but  no  jurisdiction  shall  be  bound 
thereto ; 

That  a  Committee  be  appolnte<l  to  form  a  Constitution  in  harmony 
with  this  outline  to  be  submitted  to  this  Conference  for  adoption ; 

That  the  organization  be  presented  to  our  several  Grand  radges 
for  their  consideration  by  a  committee  to  be  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose ; 

That  the  departments  shall  each  meet  at  least  once  a  year  and  as 
much  oftener  as  each  shall  deem  it  desirable ; 

That  there  shall  be  a  general  meeting  of  all  the  departments  at 
least  once  each  three  years ; 

That  a   Secretary  or  Clerk  shall  be  elected  who  shall  call   said 

meeting  when  directed  so  to  do  by  Jurisdictions  for  the 

general  meeting and  by Jurisdictions  in  any  one  depart- 
ment." 
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CONSTITUTION. 

*' Whereas,  The  several  Masonic  Jurisdictions  in  tlie  United  States 
of  America  liave  been  invited  to  attend  a  Conference  of  Grand  Mas- 
ters at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  on  tlie  26th,  27th  and  28th  of  November, 
1918,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  and  talking  action  in  respect  of 
the  present  war  emergency  and  the  opportunity  for  Masonic  service 
in  connection  therewith ;  and 

WhereaSy  Twenty- two  Jurisdictions  have  responded  to  said  call,  and 

Jurisdictions  have  expressed  their  approval, 

in  general  terms,  of  the  purposes  of  said  Conference,  and  have  given 
assurance  in  writing,  of  their  support  through  their  respective  Grand 
Masters;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  made  clear  to  said  Conference  that  the  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity  will  be  enabled  to  render  more  efficient  service  to 
mankind  and  to  fulfill  its  mission  among  men  by  bringing  about  a 
more  perfect  co-operation  among  the  several  Masonic  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions of  the  United  States ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  apparent  that  there  is  a  pressing  need  of  Masonic 
service  among  the  men  with  the  United  States  forces  over  seas  during 
the  period  following  the  signing  of  the  armistice  and  peace  and  recon- 
struction, at  home  and  abroad,  the  duration  of  which  is  wholly  prob- 
lematical ;  and 

Whereas,  The  assembled  representatives  of  Grand  Lodges  have  by 
their  unanimous  expression  agreed  that  the  need  for  service  is  real; 
that  the  opportunity  is  i>resent  and  compelling  and  that  they  unani- 
mously desire  to  participate  in  ami  render  a  more  satisfying  service, 
and  that  to  fail  to  take  some  affirmative  action  in  this  matter  at  this 
time  will  lead  to  irretrievable  injury  and  impairment  of  the  Frater- 
nity's future  usefulness;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  ttiis  Conference  that  plans  be  now  tenta- 
tively fornmlated  for  effective  service  wherever,  and  whenever  the 
opportunity  and  need  to  render  the  same  shall  be  present;  said  plans 
to  be  submitted  to  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  for  consideration 
and  action  therecm ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Rcsolred,  That  there  be  organized  the  MASONIC  SERVICE  ASSO- 
CIATION OF  THE  I  NITED  STATES,  a  voluntary  association  of 
Masonic  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  T'nited  States  of  America,  for 
Service  to  Mankind.

All  Masonic  Jurisdictions  of  tbe  United  States  of  America  sliall  be 
entitled  to  membership  therein  on  equal  footing  on  expressing  their 
approTal  of  this  constitution  and  acceptance  of  the  responsibility  and 
privileges  outlined  therein.  Any  member  shall  be  entitled  to  with- 
draw at  any  time  on  90  days*  notice  provided  It  sliall  have  complied 
with  all  of  its  assumed  obligations.  Such  notice  shall  be  delivered 
by  registered  mail  to  the  Secretary  at  his  postoffice  address. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Service  of  Mankind 
through  education,  enlightenment,  financial  relief  and  Masonic  visita- 
tion, particularly  in  times  of  disaster  and  distress,  whether  caused 
by  war,  pestilence,  famine,  fire,  flood,  earthquake  or  other  calamity ; 
and  presently  and  Immediately  ministering  to,  cherishing,  comforting 
and  relieving  the  members  of  the  Fraternity,  their  dependents  and 
others  engaged  in  the  United  States  forces,  in  the  present  great  war, 
wherever  they  may  be  stationed  and  upon  whatever  duties  engaged 
in  the  service. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

For  the  purpose  of  administration  the  United  States  is  divided  into 
departments  as  follows : 

The  New  England  Division — Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Maine, 
New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont. 

The  Xorth  Atlantic  Division — New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania. 

The  South  Atlantic  Division — Delaware,  District  of  Columbia, 
Maryland.  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Virginia,  West  Virginia, 

The  Gulf  Division — Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Missis- 
sippi. 

The  Great  Lakes  Division — Ohio,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Wis- 
consin. 

The  Central  Division — Arkansas,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Ok- 
lahoma, Tennessee. 

The  Com  Belt  Division — Iowa,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota. 

The  North  Pacific  Division — Idaho,  Montana,  Oregon,  Washington, 
Wyoming. 

The  South  Pacific  Division — California,  Colorado,  Nevada,  Utah. 

The  Southwestern  Division — Arizona,  New  Mexico,  Texas. 
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Upon  the  bccurrence  of  a  disaster  of  greater  magnitude  than  a 
local  calamity,  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions 
within  the  department,  in  which  the  said  disaster  shall  occur,  shall 
appoint  a  committee  to  surrey  the  need,  appraise  It  and  report  forth- 
with its  findings  to  the  department.  The  department  shall  thereupon 
take  action  on  the  report  of  the  committee  to  the  end  that  the  fund 
necessary  shall  be  provided  and  properly  disbursed. 

The  Association  may  enter  into  correspondence  and  affiliation  with 
similar  agencies  in  other  lands  or  under  other  governments,  the  better 
to  teach  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  and  to  promote  the  Brotherhood  of 
man. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Association  may  be  enlarged  or  cur- 
tailed from  time  to  time ;  but  no  member  shall  be  bound  thereby  with- 
out its  express  assent. 

Each  department  shall  meet  annually  on  a  date  and  at  a  place 
to  be  fixed  by  it ;  or  oftener  if  it  shall  so  determine.  A  meeting 
may  be  called  at  any  time  on  the  request  of  three  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions. A  general  meeting,  of  all  departments,  shall  be  held  triennially 
bef^inning  on  the  11th  day  of  November,  1919,  or  oftener  on  the  call  of 
ten  Grand  Jurisdictions.  Notices  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  the 
meetings  shall  be  issued  by  the  Secretaries. 

At  each  meeting,  departmental  or  general,  a  presiding  officer  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  for  the  purposes  of  the  meeting.  Each  depart- 
ment shall  select  a  Secretary  whose  duties  shall  be  to  keep  the  records 
and  attend  to  the  correspondence  of  the  department 

The  sole  officer  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
be  selected  at  the  general  meeting,  and  shall  hold  office  until  the 
next  general  meeting,  or  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Association,  and 
his  functions  shall  be  purely  clerical." 

On  motion  of  M.*.  W.*.  Brother  Lawrence  H.  Lee  the 
proposed  National  Masonic  Service  Association  was  en- 
dorsed and  the  recommendations  of  the  Grand  Master 
were  concurred  in. 

COMMITTEE  ON  WORK. 

W.'.  Brother  Harry  C.  Crelly  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted : 
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Be  it  resolved.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  a  special  order  of  busiueser 
for  the  Committee  on  Work  to  make  their  report  at  the  Wednesday 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  beginning  at  5  P.  M.,  and  continuing  until 
they  have  completed  their  report,  the  refreshment  hour  alone  inter- 
vening. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  APPEALS. 

R.'.  W.*.  Brother  Thomas  Bradford,  Chairman  of  the 
Ck)mmittee  on  Appeals,  submitted  the  following  reports,, 
which  were  severally  adopted  : 

Appeal  of  J.  //.  Craig  from  the  action  of  York  Lodge  No.  211. 

The  transcript  in  this  case  Is  very  full  and  elaborate.  The  appel- 
lant was  present  at  the  trial  and  was  represented  by  able  counsel. 
Both  sides  seem  to  have  had  abundant  opportunity  to  submit  testi- 
mony. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  accused  had  a  fair  trial 
and  that  the  charge  was  sustained,  and  recommend  the  action  of  the 
Ix)dge  be  affirmed. 

Appeal  of  H.  D.  Cobb  in  the  case  of  L.  M.  Allrcd,  of  Wilson  Wil- 
liams Lodge  No.  351. 

Brother  L.  M.  All  red  was  tried  In  Wilson  Williams  Lodge  No.  351 
on  a  charge  of  selling  whiskey,  was  convicted  and  given  a  sentence 
of  three  months'  suspension.  The  appeal  Is  taken  in  the  name  of 
H.  D.  Cobb,  a  member  of  the  Lodge.  The  transcript,  certified  under 
the  hand  of  the  secretary  and  the  seal  of  the  Lodge,  affirmatively 
shows  that  the  case  was  tried  and  disposed  of  at  a  regular  com- 
munication of  the  Lodge.  This  was  in  contravention  of  a  plain 
provision  of  the  Constitution,  which  provides,  "That  the  examination 
of  the  charges  shall  be  in  a  Lodge  especially  notified  for  that  pur- 
poses'—Constitution, Article  VII,  Rule  VI,  Edict  581.  For  the  error 
pointed  out,  the  action  of  the  Lodge  is  reversed  and  the  cause  re- 
manded for  further  proceedings. 

Appeal  of  U.  B.  Hays  from  the  action  of  Birmingham  Fraternal 
Lodge  No.  384: 

It  appears  that  the  accused  had  a  fair  trial  and  that  the  charges 
were  amply  sustained.  The  vote  on  the  guilt  of  the  accused  was  181 
to  38,  and  to  expel  196  to  22.  The  committee  feels  that  justice  was 
done  and  recommend  the  action  of  the  Lodge  be  affirmed.

Appeal  of  Samuel  T,  Gregg  from  the  action  of  Hardy  Howie  Lodge 
No.  459: 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  the  action  of  the  Lodge,  which 
voted  unanimously  for  conviction,  should  be  affirmed,  and  they  so 
recommend. 

Appeal  of  T,  W.  Butler  in  the  case  of  H.  L.  Mc Arthur,  of  Dothan 
Lodge  No,  466: 

The  appeal  is  taken  by  Brother  T.  W.  Butler,  a  member  of  Dothan 
Lodge  No.  466,  aggrieved  because  of  the  decision  of  the  Lodge  based 
on  its  Master's  ruling  on  motion  of  accused  as  to  notice. 

The  transcript  and  testimony  appears  Incomplete  as  before  us,  but 
such  data  as  we  have,  not  only  fails  to  affirmatively  show  that  the 
subordinate  Lodge  gave  sufficient  notice  to  the  accused,  as  provided 
by  Constitution  and  Edicts,  but  Indicates  that  testimony  of  a  profane 
was  used  and  admitted  by  the  Master,  over  the  objection  of  accused, 
which  was  taken  by  the  Lodge  without  sufficient  notice  to  accused. 

For  the  errors  pointed  out,  the  action  of  the  Lodge  is  reversed  and 
the  cause  remanded  for  further  proceedings. 

Petition  of  W.  A.  Wilkie  for  re-instatement  to  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  Masonry,  and  for  a  dimit: 

W.  A.  Wilkie  was  formerly  a  member  of  Stout's  Lodge  No.  666, 
now  defunct.  In  1907  he  was  tried  by  said  Lodge  under  a  com- 
plaint charging  him  with  homicide.  He  was  adjudged  guilty  and 
given  a  sentence  of  15  years  suspension.  He  has  served  ten  years  of 
the  sentence,  submits  evidence  of  an  orderly  life  and  prays  the 
Grand  I-odge  to  re-instate  him  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry 
and  grant  him  a  dimit.  He  was  tried  in  the  circuit  court  for  the 
same  offense,  of  which  his  Lodge  convicted  him,  and  acquitted.  He 
Is  now,  and  has  been  for  some  years,  a  citizen  of  Bryant,  Oklahoma. 
The  c^nnnittee  reconmiends  his  restoration  as  prayed  for,  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  issue  him  a  dimlt. 

Appeal  of  \V.  T.  Miller  from  the  action  of  Joe  Wheeler  Lodge  No, 
611: 

The  testimony  in  this  case  reveals  the  fact  that  the  controversy 
arose  over  the  sale  of  two  acres  of  land  on  which  was  located  a 
church  building. 

The  committee  Is  of  the  opinion  that  a  Masonic  Lodge  is  not  the 
proper  forum  In  which  to  try  controversies  over  the  sale  of  real 
estate,  a  better  way  being  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  land. 
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We  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Lodge  be  reversed  and  the 
proceedings  qnashed. 

Appeal  of  Brother  WiUiam  Daniel  Parliam  from  the  action  of 
Ionic  Lodge  No,  707: 

In  this  case  the  record  is  very  defective  in  that  the  appeal  was  not 
formally  made;  and  the  record  does  not  show  that  the  Lodge  was 
ever  opened  In  due  form. 

Inasmuch  as  the  law  requires  that  the  transcript  must  show  af- 
firmatively that  every  requisite  of  the  Grand  Ix)dge  has  been  com- 
plied with, 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  proceedings  be  returned  and 
that  the  subordinate  Lodge  be  ordered  to  send  them  up  in  a  regular 
and  constitutional  form. 

Appeal  of  R.  B,  Tucky  of  Leon  Lodge  No,  771: 

Your  committee  is  in  possession  of  a  file  of  papers  purporting  to 
set  out  the  trial,  conviction  and  appeal  of  R.  B.  Tuck,  of  Leon  Lodge 
No.  771,  but  which  falls  on  all  these  points  except  that  he  was  con- 
victed of  something  and  expelled.  There  is  no  complaint,  not  a  word 
of  testimony  and  no  appeal.  On  appeals  It  must  be  affirmatively 
shown  by  the  transcript  that  every  requirement  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
has  been  complied  with. — Edict  648. 

As  the  committee  is  unable  to  report  on  the  merits  of  the  case  in 
its  present  form,  they  recommend  that  the  proceedings  be  returned 
with  an  order  to  the  subordinate  Lodge  to  send  them  up  in  a  regular 
and  constitutional  form. 

Petition  of  Troy  Reeves,  formerly  of  Pike  Road  Lodge  No.  204  for 
a  Dimit: 

Troy  Reeves,  formerly  a  member  of  Pike  Road  Lodge  No.  204,  was 
suspended  N.  P.  D.  in  1910.  The  Charter  of  the  Lodge  was  forfeited 
in  1914.  He  petitions  the  Grand  Lodge  for  a  dimlt,  and  the  commit- 
tee recommends  that  the  same  be  granted  on  the  payment  of  $2.00 
to  the  Grand  Secretary.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

Enclosed  herewith  find  Certificate  of  Insurance  on  my  life  for 
$1,000  (representing  a  policy  for  same  amount  and  described  therein, 
which  has  been  lost)  and  receipt  for  the  second  premium  thereon, 
issued  by  the-  New  England  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Co.,  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  and  payable 'to  the  Masonic  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama. 

It  is  my  intention  and  determination  to  pay  the  premiums  on  this 
policy  as  long  as  I  live  and  on  my  death  I  desire  and  request  that 
the  proceeds  of  this  policy  be  known  as  the  Herzfeld  Scholarship 
Loan  Fund,  and  be  used  and  applied  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
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continuously  a  student  at  the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute,  Auburn, 
Alabama,  from  among  the  boys  who  are  residents  of  the  Alabama 
Masonic  Home  and  who  have  graduated  from  a  high  school  course. 

From  said  fund  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  for 
three  successive  years.  Is  to  be  loaned  without  Interest  or  other 
charges  to  a  borrower  to  be  selected  from  the  residents  of  the  Ala- 
bama Masonic  Home  as  herein  provided ;  after  the  expiration  of  said 
three  years  a  second  borrower  Is  to  be  likewise  selected  and  loaned 
two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  for  three  successive  years,  without 
Interest  or  other  charges;  and  so  on,  continuously,  as  long  as  this 
fund  Is  maintained.  Each  loan  of  two  hundred  dollars  Is  to  be  made 
payable  five  years  from  the  date  of  same,  the  borrower  to  sign  a  note 
of  such  form  as  is  satisfactory  to  the  Chairman  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Control  of  the  Alabama  Masonic  Home  named  above,  as 
evidence  of  the  loan  and  his  promise  to  repay  it,  said  note  to  be  pay- 
able to  the  Masonic  Grand  Lodije  of  Alabama.  It  Ls  intended  that  the 
annual  repayments  by  the  borrower  shall  maintain  the  scholarship 
peri)etually :  it  being  the  intention  of  this  plan  to  allow  each  bor- 
rower two  years  after  the  time  for  his  graduation  l-.efore  commencing 
repayments  of  the  annual  loans,  snch  repayments  to  maintain  each 
succeeding  borrower. 

The  amount  of  each  loan  is  to  be  held  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Ala- 
bama Masonic  Home  as  a  deposit  subject  to  demand  of  borrower  and 
to  be  paid  him  as  needed  for  his  expenses  during  the  scholastic  ses- 
sion, while  he  is  a  student  In  good  standing  at  the  Alabama  Poly- 
technic Institute. 

Each  borrower  Is  to  1  e  selected  by  the  Board  of  Control  qf  the 
Alabama  Masonic  Home  from  the  residents,  who  are  sixteen  years  of 
age,  or  older,  of  good  character  and  habits,  unable,  because  of  insuf- 
ficient means  at  his  command,  to  pursue  a  three  years  course  of 
study  at  the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  who  Is  proficient  to 
such  a  degree  in  his  studies  that  he  can  enter  the  Sophomore  class  at 
the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute;  furthermore  he  must  declare  his 
intention  to  complete  a  regular  course  of  study.  In  a  technical  or 
agricultural  branch,  taught  in  said  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute, 
before  being  eligible  to  borrow  from  said  fund.  If  practical,  term 
life  Insurance  to  he  carried  by  the  borrower,  to  prevent  depletion  of 
the  fund  by  his  death,  in  favor  of  the  Masonic  Grand  Lodge  of  Ala- 
bama.

62nd  Annual — Belleviixe — July  18th -19th. 

Lodges,  455 ;  membership,  63,500 ;  gain,  2,650. 

Alabama's  Representative,  Brother  F.  J.  Skinner,  was  again  absent. 
Belleville,  where  Grand  Ix)dge  met,  has  an  interesting  history.  It 
was  first  settled  In  1785  by  Loyalist  refugees  from  the  United  States. 
Till  1816  it  was  known  as  Myer's  Creek.  Its  first  Masonic  lodge,  still 
in  existence,  was  founded  In  1801.  It  received  its  present  name  in 
1816  and  is  now  one  of  the  fiourishing  cities  of  Upper  Canada. 

Cremation. — Gi*and  Master  Sydney  A.  Luke  ruled  that  cremation 
was  no  reason  why  a  deceased  brother  should  not  be  accorded  Ma- 
sonic burial.  Certainly ;  but  one  Grand  Master,  at  least,  held  the 
contrary. 

Educational  Qualification, — Grand  Master  also  decided  that  a  peti- 
tioner who  could  not  read  or  write  was  ineligible  to  initiation.  The 
reasoning  given  by  him  is  not  at  all  convincing.  His  conclusion  is 
opposed  to  history  and  to  the  almost  universal  practice  of  today.  We 
believe  no  hard  and  fast  rule  should  exist  on  this  subject. 

200th  Anniversary. — Brother  A.  T.  Freed  read  a  paper  giving  an 
excellent  account  of  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
on  June  24,  1717.    We  agree  with  him  that  our  fraternity  was  cer- 
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talnlj  In  existence  as  early  as  the  end  of  the  14th  century,  but  do  not 
agree  that  It  was  then  a  "trade  society  and  nothing  else."  Un- 
"donbtedly  it  was  a  trade  society,  but  It  was  something  more;  It  was 
a  speculative  society  also,  teaching  most  If  not  all  of  the  great  and 
distinctive  doctrines  of  our  present  day  Freemasonry.  Our  argu- 
ments to  support  this  view  may  be  found  at  page  153  of  Proceedings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  1917. 

Life  Membership. — A  proposition  authorizing  lodges  to  create  life 
members  was  lost. 

Condition  of  Masonry. — The  committee  on  this  subject  submitted 
another  of  Its  splendid  reports.  If  every  Grand  Lodge  followed  this 
custom  and  then  if  all  Masons  would  read  such  reports  we  could 
expect  great  results. 

Research. — We  find  wise  words  from  a  committee  dealing  with  the 
subject  of  Masonic  study.  Not  only  are  the  brethren  urged  to  make 
a  general  study  of  Masonry  but  each  lodge  is  begged  to  have  a 
competent  brother  write  its  history  with  blogi'aphlcal  data  and 
chronological  records. 

Correspondence. 

Brother  Freed  again  submits  this  report  and  it  Is  in  keeping  with 
his  previous  excellent  work.  He  compliments  our  work,  but  calls 
us  '*Smith."  We  do  not  enjoy  the  honor  of  being  a  member  of  that 
tribe.  We  presume  some  one  of  our  ancestors  was  found  among  the 
malefactors  and  had  his  name  changed  to  Street. 

Solomon, — Brother  Freed  refuses  to  recognize  King  Solomon  as  a 
brother ;  says  there  is  no  evidence  that  he  was  a  Mason  in  any  sense 
of  the  world.  The  Temple  legend  he  i)ron()unces  "as  modern  as  you 
please."  On  such  points  it  is  well  not  to  be  too  cock-sure.  Kenning's 
CyclopiedIa  of  Freemasonry,  edited  l)y  Brother  A.  F.  A.  Woodford, 
^'sees  no  reason  why  the  Solomonic  tradition  may  not  be  in  Itself  sub- 
stantially true,"  and  pronounces  It  "very  ancient."  If  Masons  In 
years  past  were  too  credulous,  there  Is  on  the  other  hand  danger  of 
excessive  iconoclasm  among  us. 

Scottish  Rite. — Brother  Freed  disagrees  "In  toto"  with  the  view  of 
Grand  Master  Jermane,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  that  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry  and  the  Scottish  Rite  "should  be  knit  more  closely 
together."     Craft  Masonry  he  says  "is  sufficient  unto  Itself."     We 
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feel  that  Brother  Freed  takes  a  narrow  view.  There  Is  uo  eoufllct 
in  the  teachings  of  the  two  rites,  and,  with  the  understanding  as  to 
jurisdiction  and  control  of  degrees  which  prevails  in  English  speak- 
ing countries,  there  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  labor  on  the- 
most  intimate  terms. 

Masonic  Ilomes. — Brother  Freed  is  not  an  advocate  of  these  Insti- 
tutions. He  maintains  that  assistance  rendered  to  the  needy  where^ 
they  live  is  "better  than  pauperizing  them  l)y  sending  them  to  a 
Home ;"  that  it  is  "better  than  to  separate  mother  from  children." 

Prince  Edwin  Lefjend. — Brother  Freed  dismisses  this  old  tradition 
of  the  Craft  with  the  statement  that  it  is  fit  only  for  "the  book  of 
Esop*s  Fables."  His  chief  reason  seems  to  be  that  in  A.  D.  926^ 
(when  Edwin  is  alleged  to  have  convened  his  Assembly)  Guthrie  and 
not  Athelstane  was  king  of  Northumbria,  which  included  York.  We 
do  not  regard  this  fact  as  conclusive,  for  the  simple  reason  that  in. 
that  very  same  year  920,  Athelstane  drove  out  Guthrie  and  incor- 
porated Northumbria  into  his  own  kingdom.  It  should  not  be  sur- 
prising If  an  enlightened  monarch  like  Athelstane  should  in  the 
effort  to  reorganize  his  conquest  cause  its  building  craftsmen  to  be 
convened  in  a  general  assembly.  While  we  do  not  pin  our  faith 
implicitly  to  this  legend,  yet  we  regard  the  history  of  the  period  as 
lending  some  corroboration. 

Perpetual  Jurisdiction,  Brother  Freed  declares,  "has  not  a  leg  to 
stand  on."  He  says  that  a  Mason  may  well  have  the  right  to  black- 
ball a  petitioner  to  his  own  lodge  for  no  other  reason  than  that  he  is 
persona  non  (jrata,  but  that  for  such  a  reason  he  has  no  right  to 
"exclude  the  candidate  from  every  other  lodge  in  the  world." 

''York  Rite:' — It  is  a  recent  fashion,  in  which  Brother  Freed  joins, 
to  find  fault  with  this  name.  It  may  not  be  historically  correct,  and 
yet  it  serves  a  useful  purpose.  When  used  It  calls  to  mind  a  cer- 
tain Masonic  rite  or  rather  group  of  rites,  which  Is  clearly  distinct 
from  the  Scottish,  the  French,  the  Swedenborglan,  or  other  rites.  It 
is  a  name  that  Is  likely  to  continue  to  "stick"  at  least  until  some 
one  can  suggest  a  better  name.

Lodges,  132 ;  membership,  19,123 ;  gain,  948. 

Brother  James  F.  Steinbeck,  Alabama's  representative,  was  absent. 

Bi-Centenary, — ^At  the  1916  Annual  the  Grand  Master  was  directed 
to  call  a  special  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge  for  -the  purpose  of 
<^elebrating  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 
He  was  authorized  to  appoint  such  committees  and  incur  such  ex- 
penses as  he  might  deem  proper.  A  committee  appointed  by  him 
recommended  that  such  special  communication  be  not  held  and  that 
the  estimated  cost,  $2*500.00,  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
for  the  relief  of  distress.  Grand  Master  Guy  V.  Sternberg  concurred 
in  the  first  recommendation,  but  not  in  the  second.  The  action  of 
the  Grand  Master  was  approved. 

The  Grand  Master  ''considered  it  to  be  in  the  power  of  the  Grand 
Master  to  revoke  and  set  aside  the  resolution  of  Grand  Lodge."  This 
Is  a  dangerous  doctrine.  If  he  can  set  aside  one  action  of  Grand 
Lodge,  he  can  set  aside  any,  with  the  result  that  the  Grand  Master 
is  superior  to  his  own  creator,  the  Grand  Lodge,  We  think  Grand 
Master  Sternberg's  action  illegal  until  the  approval  of  Grand  I^iOdge 
gave  it  legality. 

Taj-ation. — An  interesting  law  suit  is  in  progress  testing  the  taxa- 
bility of  the  Colorado  Springs  Masonic  Building  Society.  The  Masons 
won  in  the  lower  court,  but  on  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  the  case 
was  reversed.  Later  a  rehearing  was  granted,  but  final  decision  had 
not  lieen  announced. 

Spurious  Rituals  advertised  and  sold  by  the  Allen  Publishing  Co. 
of  New  York,  were  denounced  and  the  statement  made  that  this  firm 
was  comi>osed  in  whole  or  in  part  of  expelled  Masons. 

Clajfs  Meetings. — Grand  Master  Sternberg  issued  an  edict  prohibit- 
ing lodges  from  announcing  meetings  to  be  "devoted  to  or  in  charge 
of  members  of  any  particular  society,  business,  profession,  or  calling, 
and  prohibiting  lodges  from  permitting  any  degree  to  be  conferred 
by  brethren  wearing  the  costume  or  dress  peculiar  to  any  society  or 
vocation." 
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Soldier  Masons*  Dues. — Lodges  were  emi>owered  to  exemi)t  from* 
dues  members  engaged  in  the  military,  naval,  liospital  or  Red  Cross 
service  of  tlie  United  States. 

Military  Lodges. — The  Grand  Master  was  empowered  **at  his  dis- 
cretion" to  Issue  warrants  for  military  lodges  "under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  formulated  by  the  Grand  Master." 

BoUhcvikism  in  America  was  denounced  in  an  oration  by  Brother 
Haslett  P.  Burke.  He  described  it  as  "a  spirit  which  claimed  the 
protection  of  majorities  while  it  repudlate<l  the  obligations  of  minori- 
ties." Russia  affords  a  -tragic  warning  of  the  utter  ruin  this  spirit 
can  work  in  a  great  country  and  among  a  great  i>eople. 

Research, — A  committee  was  created  to  plan  for  and  encourage- 
the  study  side  of  Masonry  among  the  lodges. 

Henry  M,  Teller. — A  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  erecting  a  monument  to  that  late  distinguished  Mason 
and  statesman.  Brother  Henry  M.  Teller.  Few  names  are  more  loved 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  land. 

Panama. — Recognition  of  the  New  Grand  Ix)dge  of  Panama  was 
deferred  till  the  next  Annual. 

CORRKSPONUENCE. 

After  having  written  thirty-three  reports,  Brother  I^awrence  N., 
Greenleaf  retired  because  of  111  health  as  chairman  of  this  committee. 
Few  have  served  in  this  position  so  long  or  with  such  distinguished 
ability.  His  first  rei)ort  was  written  in  1870;  forty-seven  years  inter- 
vened between  his  first  and  his  last.  This  volume  contains  a  portrait 
of  Brother  Greenleaf  which  beams  with  kindness  and  intelligence. 
To  look  upon  that  face  is  to  love  it.  We  regret  exceedingly  to  lose 
him  from  the  Circle.  His  last  three  reports  have  been  written  under 
unusual  difficulties,  with  the  forefinger  of  his  left  hand,  his  left  foot 
manipulating  the  capitals  by  means  of  a  treadle. 

In  his  last  report  Alabama  is  accorded  a  page  and  a  half.  He 
pronounces  our  report  "a  very  excellent"  one,  a  compliment  we  prize- 
coming  from  such  a  high  authority.

Lodges,  t>4;  membership,  5,112;  gain,  307. 

For  the  third  time  at  least  Brother  Charles  P.  Bllderback,  Ala- 
bamans representative,  was  absent. 

Brazil. — Grand  Master  John  D.  Bloomfield  held  that  a  demltted 
member  of  a  lo<lge  holding  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Brazil  could 
not  I  e  received  by  affiliation  Into  an  Idaho  lodge. 

Morntons. — He  also  ruled  that  a  Morman  was  eligible  to  election 
to  receive  the  degrees  of  Masonry  by  initiation. 

Robes. — The  Grand  Master  also  ruled  that  the  use  of  robes  and 
headdress  by  officers  in  conferring  the  degrees  was  "not  in  conformity 
with  the  adopted  work  and  was  not  perndssible.'*  He  thouieht  it  not 
only  destroyed  the  uniformity  of  the  work,  but  would  embarrass  the 
weaker  lodges.    All  his  dec-islons  were  approved. 

Ostentation  and  display  are  always  in  bad  taste  In  a  Blue  lodge. 
No  robe  could  he  more  impressive  or  appropriate  than  the  conven- 
tional suit  of  black.    It  is  both  handsome  and  dignified. 

Red  Cross. — An  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars  was  made  to 
this  caust^. 

Jonas  Warren  Brotcn. — A  worthy  tribute  was  paid  to  the  memory 
of  this  deceased  brother,  who  was  the  patriarch  and  for  many  years 
the  most  distinguished  and  best  beloved  Mason  In  Idaho.  He  is 
credited  with  having  in  18(50  "fired  the  first  big  gun  that  resulted 
finally  In  8tate-wlde  prohibition." 

Food  Conservation. — This  Grand  I^dge  proved  Its  enlightened 
patriotism  by  adopting  a  resolution  pledging  the  "hearty  and  loyal" 
support  of  the  Masons  of  Idaho  to  the  Food  Conservation  program 
outlined  by  Mr.  Hoover. 

Conferring  Degrees. — It  was  declared  "bad  practice  and  without 
Masonic  authority  for  a  brother  who  has.  not  attained  at  least  the 
rank  of  Warden  to  be  permitted  to  confer  degrees  upon  candidates." 
We  think  it  is  all  right  If  done  under  the  eye  and  personal  supervision 
of  the  Master  or  the  Warden  presiding. 

Semi-Ceniennial. — The  50th  Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Idaho  was  celebrated  with  elalwrate  and  interesting  ceremonies. 
They  fill  more  than  forty  pages  of  this  volume,  and  teem  with  Infor- 
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mation  of  a  biographical  and  historical  nature.    We  regret  that  our 
space  is  not  suflficient  to  permit  a  fuller  review. 

COKBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  George  E.  Knepper  gives  us  another  of  his  interesting  re- 
ports. It  is  full  of  information  and  apt  but  brief  comments.  Ala- 
bama is  courteously  reviewed  in  two  pages.  He  pronounces  Grand 
Master  Walter  Smith  **an  enthusiast"  on  the  George  Washington 
Memorial,  at  Alexandria,  Va.  We  are  duly  appreciative  of  his  opinion 
that  our  1916  report  was  an  "excellent  one." 

Courtesy  Degrees, — Brother  Knepper  says  that  he  "hopes  to  see  the 
day  when  degrees  conferred  by  courtesy  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 
If  a  man  receives  the  first  or  second  degree  in  one  jurisdiction  and 
permanently  removes  to  another,  he  should  receive  a  demit." 

That  is  very  well  for  him  who  permatiently  removes,  but  what 
about  the  brother  who  is  only  temporarily  yet  possibly  for  years  away 
from  his  home? 


1840— ILLINOIS— 1917. 

78th  Annual — Chicago — October  9th-11th. 

Lodges,  800:  membership,  157,208;  gain,  8,084. 

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  Chester  E.  Allen,  was  at  his 
post  of  duty. 

.  Flag. — Grand  Master  Ralph  H.  Wheeler  delivered  a  very  fine  ad- 
dress. Anionj;  the  reconunendations  submitted  by  him  was  a  cere- 
mony of  receiving  the  flag  at  the  opening  of  every  lodge.  Its 
ol>servance  was  made  compulsory,  but  we  are  not  informed  as  to  the 
ceremony  further  than  that  it  is  "as  exemplified  by  the  Board  of 
Grand  Examiners." 

War. — The  "unqualified  loyalty"  and  "united  support"  of  Illinois 
Freemasons  were  pledged  to  our  nation.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  of 
Liberty  Bonds  have  been  bought.  Masonic  Bureaus  have  been  estab- 
lished at  all  the  camps  and  forts  in  the  State  and  they  are  doing 
fine  work. 

Military  Lodges. — Grand  Master  Wheeler  reached  the  conclusion 
"that  there  is  no  occasion  for  the  granting  of  charters  or  dispensa- 
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tions  for  military  lodges/'  and  that  clubs  organized  by  Masons  who 
might  find  themselves  thrown  together  in  the  service  would  "serve 
all  the  purposes  of  a  lodge.'*  On  this  subject  our  judgment  and  our 
feelings  are  in  conflict  and  hence  our  opinion  comes  and  goes. 

Advisory  Counsel  of  the  Grand  Master  Is  declared  to  work  well. 
It  is  a  creature  of  the  Grand  Master  and  consists  of  the  Deputy 
G.  M.,  the  two  Wardens,  the  Grand  Secretary  and  the  chairman  of 
the  six  leading  committees. 

Code  Quiz. — A  series  of  questions  and  answers,  based  upon  Masonic 
law,  has  been  compiled  and  is  printed  in  this  volume.  It  is  an  In- 
teresting compilation  and  does  great  credit  to  its  author,  Brother 
Owen  Scott. 

Gift  or  Graft f — Grand  Master  Wheeler  rightly  denounced  a  custom 
tliat  has  grown  up  In  some  of  the  larger  lodges  "of  calling  upon  the 
candidates  raised  during  the  year  to  contribute  to  a  fund  to  be  used 
in  purchasing  a  gift  for  the  Master." 

Clubs, — We  noted  in  our  191G  report  that  Illinois  authorized  Ma- 
sonic clubs,  but  required  them  to  be  closed  during  the  meeting  of  any 
lodge  in  the  same  building.  This  requirement  was  found  to  Incon- 
venience the  club  too  much  and  was  repeale<J.  The  question  Is  to  be 
finally  settled  at  the  1918  Annual.  Why  create  refuges  for  those 
who  care  nothing  for  the  lodge? 

Extravagance. — This  vice  came  in  for  deserved  criticism  by  Grand 
Master  Wheeler.  He  found  that  25%  to  30%  of  the  income  of  lodges 
of  Cook  county  was  spent  on  "entertainment,  refreshment,  and 
cigars."  Upon  his  recommendation  this  expenditure  was  limited  to 
10%  of  income. 

Trial  By  Commission  Is  declared  by  Grand  Master  Wheeler  "the 
best  method  of  adjudicating  Masonic  oflfenses"  ever  devised  In  Illi- 
nois.    Its  use  is  spreading  rapidly  in  that  jurisdiction. 

Advertising. — The  use  of  the  word  "Masonic"  for  advertising  pur- 
poses was  prohibited  with  certain  exceptions.  An  exception  reported 
by  the  Committee  on  Legislation  favored  Masonic  insurance  com- 
panies. One  member,  Brother  James  K.  I^mbert,  submitted  a  minor- 
ity report,  objecting  to  this  exception  and  moving  to  strike  out  the 
words,  "insurance  companies."  We  are  glad  to  note  that  Brother 
Lambert's  motion  was  adopted  by  more  than  two-thirds  majority. 
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Smoking  in  lodge  was  prohibited  and  the  Master  made  responsible 
for  the  strict  enforcement  of  this  law.  It  is  strange  smokers  have 
to  be  forced  to  observe  the  ordinary  rules  of  politeness. 

Liquor  was  given  a  blow ;  persons  engaged  in  the  manufacture  or 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  were  made  ineligible  to  Masonry.  A 
proposition  that  would  exclude  from  the  lodges  those  now  members 
who  continue  in  the  business  went  over  to  the  next  Annual.  "Old 
Booze'*  has  about  lost  all  his  social  standing. 

Orations. — Brother  Oscar  A.  Kropf,  the  Grand  Orator,  delivered  a 
notable  speech.  Among  other  things,  he  said  that  in  this  war  America 
had  bared  her  sword  "for  the  death  thrust  against  the  spirit  of  caste 
in  one  of  its  most  virulent  forms" — Militarism.  He  warned  us  that 
the  bacillus  of  caste  has  broken  out  among  us  in  other  forms,  for 
example,  what  he  denominates  "the  itch  of  exclusiveness,'*  "the 
aggregation  known  as  'high  society,*  *'  and  "our  would-be  aristocracy 
of  wealth."  He  declared  that  the  age-old  question,  "Am  I  my 
brother's  keeper?"  was  ringing  in  the  ears  of  mankind  today  as  never 
before.  **Let  us,*'  says  he,  "center  the  strength  of  our  bodies,  the 
energy  of  our  minds  and  all  the  spirit  and  affections  of  our  souls 
upon  the  correct  answer  to  this  question." 

Another  fine  but  brief  speech  was  from  Brother  Frank  O.  Lowden, 
Governor  of  Illinois.  His  was  a  scathing  arraignment  of  the  idea 
that  the  King  or  the  State  can  do  no  wrong  and  that  the  ordinary 
standards  of  right  and  wrong  do  not  api)ly  to  them. 

Correspondence. 

For  the  second  time  Brother  Charles  H.  Martin  gives  us  an  excel- 
lent report.  It  Is  one  of  the  longest  of  the  year,  filling  just  300  pages. 
Brother  Martin  vacates  the  tripod  and  is  succeeded  by  Brother 
Delniar  D.  Darrah.    We  find  no  reason  assigned  for  the  change. 

Alabama  receives  liberal  treatment,  being  accorded  six  pages. 
Brother  Martin  is  quite  severe  on  the  Alabama  brother  whose  cam- 
paign manager  attempted  to  utilize  the  Masonic  fraternity  as  a 
political  asset.  The  address  of  Brother  James  A.  Bllbro  is  pro- 
nounced "well  worthy"  of  preservation  and  our  1916  report  Is  favor- 
ably criticised.  The  remarkable  astuteness  of  Brother  Martin  is, 
however,  proved  when  he  declares  that  he  suspects  that  this  scribe 
is  an  "ex-'school  ma'am.'  "  We  taught  one  three  months  school  thirty- 
one  years  ago  and  had  hoped  that  we  had  gotten  over  It. 
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Latin  Masonry. — Brother  Martin  is  very  positive  that  there  is  "no 
Masonry  of  the  character  defined  by  the  ancient  charges'*  in  Mexico 
or  South  America.  That  statement  is  too  much  like  the  fellow  who 
believes  that  all  the  virtue  and  statesmanship  is  in  his  political  party. 
We  believe  there  are  true  and  loyal  Masons  and  Masonic  bodies  alto- 
gether regular  and  worthy  of  recognition  In  Central  and  South 
America.  It  should  be  our  effort  to  find  them,  establish  relations 
with  them,  and  learn  to  understand  them.  I^t  us  proceed  carefully 
and  yet  without  the  narrow  provincialism  that  has  so  often  charac- 
terized us. 

Ma.sonic  Homes. — Brother  Martin  is  a  loyal  and  consistent  friend  of 
this  form  of  relief,  but  he  has  learned  what  we  have  on  occasion 
remarked  that  the  "roseate  pictures"  drawn  by  grand  masters,  boards 
of  control,  and  committees  "failed  to  tell  the  whole  truth."  They 
often  conceal  under  some  form  of  camouflage  the  fact  that  the 
institution  Is  badly  managed,  or  that  it  is  unduly  expensive  or  that 
it  threatens  to  swamp  the  grand  lodge  under  an  ever  increasing 
burden  of  debt. 

Study. — Our  Illinois  brother  seems  to  think  that  this  side  of  Ma- 
sonry is  about  to  be  emphasized  too  much.  Judged  by  the  results  so 
far  obtained,  we  do  not  believe  that  the  danger  line  has  yet  been 
even  approached.  We  have  far  greater  fear  of  Masonry  in  its 
various  aspects  being  studied  too  little  than  too  much. 

ratiama. — In  a  special  rei>ort  which  was  adopted,  Brother  Martin 
declared  against  recognition  of  the  Grand  r»dge  of  Panama,  on  the 
ground  that  "every  one  of  the  six  lodges  contributing  to  the  forma- 
tion of  this  grand  body  are  of  so-called  'Scottish  Rite  origin.' "  We 
dealt  briefly  with  this  question  in  our  1917  report,  favoring  recogni- 
tion of  Panama.  We  think  Scottish  Rite  origin  is  not  an  insur- 
mountable obstacle  to  recognition  when  the  body  in  question  has 
demonstrated  Its  adherence  to  the  practice  of  genuine  Freemasonry. 

Aru'icnt  Craft  Masonry  finds  in  Brother  Martin  a  loyal  champion. 
Scottish  Rite,  Shrine,  Grotto,  True  Kindred,  etc.,  all  look  alike  to 
him.  He  declares  repeatedly  that  true  Masonry  "knows  no  distinc- 
tion save  those  of  apprentice,  fellow  and  master." 

Washington  Memorial. — Brother  Martin  is  the  most  caustic  writer 
we  have  read  when  dealing  with  this  subject.  Of  the  much-boasted 
site  of  the  Memorial,  he  says  it  struck  him  as  "a  good  place  to  start 
a  brick  yard,"  and  declares  that  the  assurance  of  the  Grand  Master

of  South  Carolina  that  no  ulterior  motive  is  connected  with  the 
•enterprise  is  "necessary"  and  "timely." 

England's  Action  in  excluding  from  visiting  her  lodges  those  born  in 
«nemy  countries,  though  members  of  the  lodge,  he  pronounces  "can 
neither  be  followed  nor  defended  w^ithout  cutting  loose  from  Masonic 
principles." 

P.  M.  Degree. — He  stands  by  the  opinion  of  Brother  Owen  Scott 
that  the  Past  Master's  degree  is  no  part  of  Masonry. 


185a--CALIFORNIA— 1917. 

68th  Annual — San  Francisco — October  9th-12th. 

Lodges,  379 ;  membership,  60,384 ;  gain,  2,528. 

This  is  a  very  interesting  volume.  The  frontiftpiecc  is  a  handsome 
portrait  of  Grand  Master  Francis  V.  Keesling. 

Condition  of  Craft. — The  Grand  Master's  address  is  filled  with 
<x)ncrete  information,  high  Ideals  and  philosophic  wisdom.  The  condi- 
tions that  conduce  to  prosperity  or  failure  in  the  Craft  are  lengthily 
treated.  He  thinks  the  average  of  achievement  in  California  is  "good, 
in  fact,  excellent."  He  deals  with  "poor  attendance,"  "vigilance  in 
selecting  officers,"  care  on  part  of  investigation  committees,  competent 
instructors,  poor  lodge  financing,  etc.  It  would  be  difficult  to  take 
issue  with  what  he  so  well  says  on  any  of  these  subjects. 

The  Individual. — He  warns  against  the  tendency  to  Institutionalize 
everything  connected  with  the  Craft  and  assures  us  in  substance  that 
the  ultimate  accomplishments  of  Masonry  depend  uiK)n  the  quality  and 
character  of  the  individuals  composing  its  membership.  We  agree; 
it  should  never  be  forgotten  that  first  of  all  Masonry  is  to  teach  us 
"to  subdue  our  own  passions"  and  to  Improve  ourselves,  before  set- 
ting up  to  reform  and  improve  others.  If  we  are  successful  in  these, 
the  others  will  be  added  unto  us. 

War. — The  Grand  Master  appealed  to  all  lodges  to  buy  Liberty 
Bonds  and  he  reported  that  "the  response  was  gratifying."  A  Ma- 
sonic Ambulance  Corps  was  organized,  equipped  and  dispatched  to 
France.  The  Grand  Master  was,  however,  constrained  to  rule  that 
a  lodge  could  not  appropriate  any  of  its  funds  to  the  Red  Cross,  as 
it  was  not  a  Masonic  charity.     If  such  is  the  law  of  California  it 
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should  be  changed;  nothing  should  restrict  a  lodge  in  aiding  any 
worthy  charity  except  its  own  ability  and  the  needs  of  the  cause.  At 
each  camp  in  the  State  one  or  more  brethren  have  been  designated 
to  look  after  the  necessities  and  conveniences  of  Mason  soldiers. 

Military  Lodffes.— The  Grand  Master  declined  to  grant  authority 
for  such  lodges  on  the  two-fold  ground  that  he  was  without  authority 
and  that  it  was  unadvisable.  He  quotes  at  length  from  Grand  Master 
Gilbert  B.  Caibome,  of  California,  and  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  of 
Maine,  in  support  of  his  view.  A  "Roll  of  Honor"  of  those  in  service 
fills  27  pages. 

Masonic  Homes. — ^This  volume  contains  an  interesting  history  of  the 
origin  and  development  of  California's  two  splendid  Masonic  Homes. 
The  Grand  Master  suggested  that  provision  be  made  for  the  admis- 
sion of  "pay  residents,"  but  we  can  not  find  that  any  action  was 
taken  on  this.  As  noted  by  us  last  year,  an  ambitious  plan  was  laid 
to  raise  an  endowment  fund  of  $1,000,000.00  in  one  day,  November  30,. 
1916.  Thirty-four  thousand  dollars  was  realized  on  that  day,  and  on 
June  24,  1917,  $19,544.10  more  was  raised.  They  still  declare  their 
purpose  to  raise  the  million. 

Study  Side. — ^An  intelligent  committee  report  on  this  subject  wa& 
submitted.  Gould's  "Concise  History,"  Mackey's  "EncyclopaHila," 
Newton's  "The  Builders"  and  Pound's  "Philosophy  of  Masonry"  were 
recommended  to  be  read.  An  appropriation  of  $500.00  was  made  to 
provide  lectures  for  the  lodges. 

Visitation. — The  Grand  Master  held  that  one  could  not  visit  a  lodge 
under  an  assumed  name.  Of  course;  the  presumption  would  be  that 
he  was  a  fugitive  from  justice  (or  a  German  spy). 

Corner  Stone. — ^The  Grand  Master  rightly  held  that  laying  a  corner 
stone  had  a  symbolic  meaning  and  the  ceremony  could  not  be  used  at 
the  placing  of  a  tablet. 

Liquor. — The  Grand  Master  held  that  a  stockholder  in  a  corpora- 
tion which  operated  a  saloon  as  a  side  line  might  be  made  a  Mason. 
Grand  Lodge  overruled  him,  holding  that  if  such  stockholder  was 
personally  instrumental  in  its  operation,  or,  If  he  had  the  power  ta 
stop  it  and  did  not  do  so,  he  was  barred.  From  some  utterances  in 
the  G.  M.'s  address,  we  suspect  he  is  not  "sound"  on  the  liquor 
question. 

Past  Masters^  Association. — An  organization  of  this  name  but  ad- 
mitting Wardens  was  formed,  embracing  the  northern  half  of  the 
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^tate.  It  was  evidently  an  ambitious  and  most  astonishing  scheme 
to  control  the  Grand  Lodge.  Its  by-laws  provided  that  all  questions 
"'arising  between  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge"  should  be  settled 
by  the  Association,  **each  Master  and  Warden  having  one  vote,"  and 
that  the  minority  should  be  bound  by  the  result  "when  such  question 
is  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge."  It  was  further  provided  that  all 
<]uestlons  arising  during  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  "should 
he  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  each  member  of  the 
Association  to  vote  with  the  committee." 

We  can  conceive  nothing  more  dangerous  to  the  peace  and  harmony 
of  a  grand  lodge  than  this  scheme  and  are  at  a  loss  to  divine  the 
motives  of  its  creators.  The  Grand  Master  ordered  them  to  dissolve, 
and  his  action  was  approved. 

Early  California  Masonry. — A  most  interesting  address  was  dellv- 
•ered  by  Brother  John  W.  Llnscott  on  the  subject,  "'Influence  of  Early 
Day  Masons  on  the  Social  and  Political  Life  of  California."  The 
story  of  California  from  1847  to  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War  is 
one  of  the  world's  epics. 

Correspondence. 

This  is  the  ninth  and,  we  are  grieved  to  record,  the  last  report  of 
Brother  Edward  Henry  Hart.  He  died  September  26,,  1917,  only  a 
few  days  before  Grand  Tx)dge  met.  He  was  a  Master  craftsman  and 
his  absence  from  the  Correspondence  Circle  will  be  sorely  missed.  He 
is  succeeded  by  Brother  John  D.  Murphey,  of  Oakland,  to  whom  we 
cvtend  a  cordial  welcome. 

Aabama  Is  courteously  and  fraternally  reviewed.  Brother  Hart 
tias  no  doubt  that  we  will  meet  the  "burden"  which  our  Home  is  prov- 
ing. He  pronounces  our  1916  report  "extremely  interesting  and  com- 
prehensive," for  which  we  regret  we  can  not  express  thanks  to 
Brother  Hart. 

Italy. — In  our  1916  rei>ort,  we  noted  that  California  had  condi- 
tionally empowered  the  Grand  Master  to  recognize  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Italy.  Brother  Hart  was  evidently  not  In  accord  with  this  action, 
for  he  tells  us  in  this  report  that  it  is  his  "personal  opinion"  that,  if 
the  Grand  Orient  complied  with  the  one  condition  Imposed,  it  would 
not  "for  other  good  and  sufficient  reasons"  be  entitled  to  recognition 
as  a  "Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Craft  Masons." 
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France. — Grand  Ixxlge  raised  a  strong  committee  to  consider  and 
report  at  the  next  Annual  "some  plan  whereby,  if  possible,  the  breach 
between  French  and  Anglo-Saxon  Masonry  may  be  healed  without 
the  sacrifice  on  either  side  of  any  essential  principle  or  matter  of 
conscience."  In  the  meantime,  the  California  brethren  are  permitted 
"to  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  the  Masons  in  France,  Italy,  and 
Belgium,  and  to  visit  any  of  their  lodges." 


1838— ARKANSAS— 1917. 

7Gth  Annual — Little  Rock — November  20th-21st. 

Lodges,  561;  membership,  22,133;  gain,  607. 

Brother  E.  A.  McCoUoch,  Alabamans  representative,  was  present. 

Food  Conservation. — Grand  Master  J.  S.  Reamey  denounced  by 
s^ircular  the  false  reports  being  circulated  as  to  the  purpose  and  in- 
tent of  the  Food  Administration.  He  called  on  the  wives,  daughters 
and  mothers  of  all  Masons  to  sign  the  pledge. 

War, — A  spirit  of  burning  patriotism  was  manifest.  A  subscrip- 
tion to  Liberty  Bonds  was  authorized;  loyal  support  was  pledged  to 
our  government,  which  was  telegraphed  to  the  President  and  suitably 
acknowledged;  every  Mason  In  attendance  was  urged  to  use  his  best 
endeavor  at  every  communication  of  his  lodge  to  awaken  and  stimu- 
late every  Mason. 

Dimit  to  E.  A, — Grand  Master  held  that  by  unanimous  vote  a  dlmit 
could  be  Issued  to  an  E.  A.  This  ruling  was  reversed.  Grand  Lodge 
holding  that  the  lodge  of  which  he  was  a  member  could  only  waive 
jurisdiction. 

Recognition. — By  resolution  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  Knights  Templar  and  the  Scottish  Rite  of  the  Southern  and 
Northern  Jurisdictions  were  recognized  as  'legitimate  and  genuine" 
Masonic  bodies.  We  should  not  quarrel  with  any  grand  lodge  for 
recognizing  as  Masonry  the  symbolic  lodges  and  degrees  of  the  Scot- 
tish Rite,  where  such  exist.  It  would  be  possible  for  a  Grand  lodge 
to  test  the  Masonic  character  of  such  lodges  and  degrees.  But  how 
Is  a  grand  lodge  of  Master  Masons  to  know  the  Masonic  character 
of  Chapter.  Council,  Commandery  and  Consistory,  whose  degrees  Wn^y 
would  not  be  permitted  to  witness? 
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Petition. — It  was  prescribed  that  petitions  for  the  degrees  embrac- 
ing many  personal  inquiries  to  be  answered  by  the  candidate  were 
Improper ;  that  it  was  not  permissible  to  subject  him  to  any  personal 
questions  "except  those  of  his  previous  residence." 

Orations. — A  splendid  address  was  delivered  by  Brother  J.  S.  Utley 
before  an  open  meeting  at  which  were  present  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Chai)ter  of  the  O.  E.  S.    We  have  space  for  only  this : 

The  draft  law  is  here  to  stay.  It  is  the  fairest  plan  for  raising 
an  army  that  could  be  devised.  The  son  of  the  millionaire  marches 
in  the  ranks  by  the  side  of  the  humblest  citizen  of  the  country.  No 
substitutes  here.  Every  man  must  do  his  own  fighting.  Under  the 
draft  laws  In  former  wars  a  rich  man  could  hire  a  substitute  to  fight 
in  his  place,  but  not  so  here.  This  is  one  war  in  which  it  cannot  be 
truthfully  said  that  it  is  a  rich  man's  war  and  a  poor  man's  fight. 

Masonic  Homes. — There  is  an  excellently  managed  Home  for 
orphans,  which  ran  behind  about  $1,500.00.  There  is  no  Home  for 
aged  Masons  or  widows.  A  proi)osltion  looking  to  establishing  one 
was  turned  down  because  of  the  war  and  the  high  price  of  material 
and  labor. 

Pension. — A  plan  was  adopted  for  the  payment  to  each  Mason  or 
widow  "Indigent  and  unable  to  earn  a  support'*  of  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing $12.50  per  month.  The  fund  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of 
Trustees  and  is  provided  for  by  a  per  capita  tax  of  50  cents.  We 
shall  watch  this  experiment  with  interest. 

Correspondence. 

There  is  a  brief  topical  report  covering  four  pages  prepared  by 
Brother  Storm  O.  Whaley,  Chairman  of  the  Corresi>ondence  Com- 
mittee. He  touches  on  the  war,  the  flag  in  the  lodge,  and  the  Bi- 
centennial. 

Panama. — ^The  new  Grand  Ix)dge  of  this  republic  is  recognized. 

France. — Recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  was  post- 
poned to  the  next  Annual,  but  we  are  not  advised  which  Grand  Lodge 
of  France  is  meant.  Grand  Master  Reamey  recommended  that  "our 
soldiers  in  France  be  allowed  to  visit  the  lodges  in  France,"  but  we 
can  not  find  that  any  action  was  taken  on  that  subject. 
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1830— FLORIDA— 1918. 
80th  Annual — Jacksonville — January  15th -17th. 

Lodges,  241 ;  membership,  14,035 ;  gain,  670. 

Alabama  was  not  represented.  Where  was  Brother  F.  B.  Stone- 
man?    This  is  at  least  three  years  in  succession  he  has  been  absent. 

Deaths. — Among  those  recorded  for  the  year  were  ex-Senator  Pasco 
and  James  Camell,  Past  Grand  Master  and  for  nineteen  years  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Work.  Warm  tributes  were  paid  to  the 
memory  of  l)oth  and  a  monument  was  erected  to  Brother  Camell. 

Trust. — Grand  Master  A.  S.  York  decided  that  a  lodge  could  not 
become  trustee  of  a  fund  to  be  used  for  the  support  of  a  brother  and 
his  wife  and  after  their  deaths  for  their  burial  and  the  upkeep  of 
their  graves. 

Liqui}r. — lie  also  ruled  that  a  bookkeeper  in  a  brewery  was  eligible 
to  receive  the  degrees. 

S.  J.  McLcod. — This  old  brother,  who  edits  a  Masonic  paper  at 
Jacksonville,  entitled  the  Masonic  Journal,  fell  under  the  displeasure 
of  the  Grand  Master.  It  w^as  charged  that  Brother  McLeod  had 
"carried  on  i)ropaganda"  against  the  "work"  of  Florida  and  had 
advised  brothers  to  come  to  him  for  Instruction  and  ignore  the  Com- 
mittee on  Work ;  that  he  had  "unkindly  criticised"  the  grand  officers 
and  "l)eUttled  and  misrepresented  the  'work.' "  The  Grand  Master 
rei»orte<i  that  he  had  threatened  to  issue  an  edict  forbidding  any 
lodge  in  the  State  to  receive  Brother  Mcleod  as  a  visitor.  This  was 
referreil  to  the  Committee  on  Grievances,  which  found  that  Brother 
McLeod  had  "slurred  and  belittled"  the  grand  officers,  the  "work," 
and  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Work.  It  recommended  that 
he  be  not  received  as  a  visitor  In  Grand  Lodge  or  any  subordinate 
lodge  and  that  the  brethren  withhold  their  patronage  from  his  paper. 

Several  features  of  this  action,  we  think,  are  subject  to  criticism. 
First,  we  demur  to  the  proposition  that  a  Grand  Master  can  by  his 
mere  ipse  dixit  "forbid"  a  lodge  to  receive  any  brother  as  a  visitor. 
This  is  a  privilege  of  every  Mason  in  good  standing  of  which  he  can 
be  deprived  only  by  regular  trial.  While  the  Committee  on  Griev- 
ances w^as  a  little  more  cautious,  they  only  "recommended"  that  he 
be  not  admitted  into  any  lodge,  yet  it  can  not  be  denied  that  they 
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convicted  him  ex  parte.  This  is  everywhere  and  under  every  system 
of  jurisprudence  that  values  justice  regarded  as  abhorrent.  Lastly, 
the  spirit  of  boycott  that  is  visible  in  the  request  to  withhold  patron- 
age from  the  brother's  paper  Is  repugnant  to  every  principle  of  Free- 
masonry. X'nderstand,  we  do  not  say  that  Brother  McLeod  should 
not  have  been  dealt  with.  If  he  has  slandered  a  brother.  If  he  has^ 
traduced  and  tried  falsely  to  bring  into  contempt  the  Grand  Lodge, 
its  officers,  or  its  labors,  if  he  has  been  guilty  of  any  other  *'un- 
masonic  conduct*'  (this  is  a  very  broad  term),  he  should  have  beea 
brought  to  trial  by  the  lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  is  sojourn- 
ing. The  fact  that  his  membership  is  in  Georgia  affords  no  obstacle 
whatever  to  his  regular  trial  in  Florida.  We  have  said  this  much 
because  we  regard  the  princii)les  involved  as  fundamental  and  impor- 
tant. 

War. — A  ringing  resolution  of  loyalty  and  support  to  the  govern- 
ment in  the  great  crisis  was  adopted  and  telegraphed  to  President 
Wilson.  Florida  Masons  to  the  number  of  504  were  reported  as  al- 
ready in  the  service.  It  was  resolved  that  no  member  serving  in  the 
war  should  during  its  continuance  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues.  The  issuance  of  cards  "suitably  inscribetl"  to  those  in  the 
service  was  authorized. 

France. — Forida  Masons,  on  motion  of  Brother  Silas  B.  Wright, 
Foreign  Correspondent,  were  authorized  by  resolution  to  visit  lodges 
under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  but  nothing  is  said  in  the  resolu- 
tion about  those  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  This  action  is  similar 
to  but  not  quite  so  broad  as  that  taken  by  our  own  Grand  Lodge.  In 
his  general  report,  Brother  Wright,  deals  briefly  with  the  Grand 
Orient.  He  says  that  the  argument  of  the  (5rand  Master  of  Tx)uislana 
favoring  its  recognition  *'is  based  on  false  premises,"  but  he  does  not 
particularize. 

Scottish  Rite. — Another  very  important  action  taken  was  that 
authorizing  Florida  Masons  to  visit  the  symljolic  lodges  of  the  Scot- 
tish Rite*  in  countries  "outside  of  the  United  States,"  where  the  Scot- 
tish Rite  is  dominant,  and  authorizing  "members  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  lodges  from  countries  where  only  the  Scottish  Rite  prevails"  to 
visit  Florida  lodges. 

We  regard  this  as  a  most  enlightened  step.  Our  views  on  this 
general  question  have  been  already  expressed  in  a  special  report 
found  elsewhere  in  this  volume. 
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Brother  Silas  B.  Wright  Is  still  at  the  helm  here.  This  is  his 
seventeenth  report  and  like  his  others  a  good  one. 

Alabama  Is  generously  allowed  something  over  four  pages  in  a 
careful  review  of  our  1916  proceedings.  Brother  Wright  is  very  flat- 
tering in  his  comments  on  our  report,  pronouncing  it  "excellent"  and 
"almost  every  paragraph  of  special  interest,"  of  all  which  we  are 
duly  appreciative. 

^'Mother-  of  Masonry,** — Brother  Wright  denominates  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  **the  mother  of  all  organized  Masonry."  This  1» 
not  historically  correct.  We  here  reproduce  a  short  article  >vhich 
some  years  ago  we  contributed  to  the  pages  of  Ars  Quatuor  Coro- 
natorum,  Vol.  20,  page  221,  on  this  subject: 

Frequently  throughout  the  recent  literature  of  the  Craft  we  meet 
with  the  statement  that  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  is  derived 
all  the  existing  Freemasonry  of  the  symbolic  degrees  in  whatever 
quarter  of  the  world  It  may  be  found.  For  Instance,  Brother  T.  B. 
Whytehead,  usually  p^very  careful  writer,  in  the  preface  to  Bro. 
W.  J.  Hughan*s  Origin  of  the  English  Rite  of  Freemasonry  (1884), 
says  "that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  is  the  original  mother  of  all 
the  regular  Masonic  Lodges  of  the  Three  Degrees  the  world  over," 
and  the  distinguished  author  of  that  work  in  a  note  on  page  1  says 
that  "it  was  the  parent,  directly  or  Indirectly,  of  every  other  Grand 
Ivodge  in  the  I'nlverse." 

Now.  it  may  be  truthfully  said  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
is  the  "premier  Grand  Lodge,"  that  it  furnished  the  model  for  all 
other  Grand  Lodges,  and  It  may  be  contended  with  much  reason 
that  it  first  suggested  to  the  Masonic  world  the  idea  of  Grand  Lodges. 
But  to  say  that  it  is  the  "mother"  or  '*parent"  of  all  other  regular 
Masonic  Ix)dges  and  Grand  Lodges  is  either  to  use  those  words  in  a 
distorted  sense,  or  to  claim  more  for  it  than  the  facts  of  history 
warrant. 

It  can  not  be  denied  that  there  are  today  in  existence  subordhiate 
Ix>dges  older  than  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  Itself,  and  that  it  is 
also  true  that  the  Grand  Ix)dge  of  both  Ireland  (1720)  and  Scotland 
(1736)  was  organized  by  lodges  having  no  connection  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England.  Moreover,  it  has  been  shown  by  Bro. 
Henry  Sadler  that  the  Grand  Ix)dge  of  the  '"Ancients"  was  formed 
by  IXHiges  which  had  not  l)een  created  by.  and  Masons  who  had  never 
owed  allegiance  to,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

All  three  of  these  Grand  Ix)dge8  were  as  independent  of  and  as 
distinct  from  the  Grand  Ix>dge  of  England  as  they  were  from  each 
other.  Two  of  them  are  still  in  existence,  and  there  are  regular 
Lodges  in  all  parts  of  the  world  created  by  one  or  the  other  of  them, 
wbich  have  never  had  at  any  time  any  connection  with  the  Grand 
Ix>dge  of  England.     It  will  scarcely  be  denied  that  the  "Ancients*** 
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were  far  more  i)otent  In  the  establishment  of  Freemasonry  In  North 
America  tlian  was  the  '^Regular"  Grand  Ixxige.  Down  to  the  present 
day  the  Grand  I^^ge  of  Ireland  and  Scotland  have  been  active  in  the 
creation  of  Lodges  and  the  spread  of  Freemasonry  in  all  English 
speaking  countries. 

How  can  it  then  be  said  with  any  propriety  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  is  the  "mother"  of  all  symbolic  Freemasonry?  Without 
doubt  it  may  be  said  to  have  been  derived,  directly  or  indirectly, 
from  the  British  Isles,  wherever  it  may  now  be  found.  This  should 
be  honor  enough  for  all  three  of  their  Grand  Lodges,  but  to  say 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  is  entitled  to  all  the  credit  is  to 
become  invidious  and  to  distort  history. 

Catholicism. — Brother  Wright  takes  Issue  squarely  with  those  who 
•claim  that  a  good  Catholic  can  be  a  good  Mason.  In  proof,  he  cites 
the  i)apal  bulls  against  Masonry  and  quotes  from  the  Catholic  Encj- 
dopjcdia  which  declares  "that  a  good  Roman  Catholic  can  not  be  a 
good  Mason."  The  laws  of  the  Catholic  church  pronounce  excom- 
munication ui)on  all  who  "enter"  or  "favor"  Freemasonry  or  who  do 
not  "denounce  its  leaders  and  principal  members."  There  was  a  time 
when  excomnnuiication  was  a  fearful  punishment,  but  now  there  are 
millions  of  Masons  who  do  not  even  know  that  they  rest  under  that 
sentenct\ 

(J rand  Masters*  Conferences  do  not  find  favor  in  Brother  Wright's 
•eyes.  He  J^ays  he  has  watched  all  of  them  carefully  and  "has  failed 
to  discover  one  single  item  of  real  good  having  been  accomplished." 
He  thinks  they  are  rightly  named  "a  good  time  and  good  fellowship." 

Bib  Jr. — Commenting  on  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massa- 
chusetts in  191G  authorizing  a  lodge  esta!)lished  by  it  in  China  to 
obligate  Mohammedans  on  the  Koran  and  Hindus  upon  the  Vedas, 
Brother  Wright  quotes  an  instructive  passage  from  Mackey's  Text- 
Book  of  Masonry  which  sustains  the  Grand  I^odge  of  Massachusetts. 

^mokinfj  in  Lodge. — This  habit  which  renders  uncomfortable  all 
those  who  do  not  smoke  Is  severely  rebuked  by  Brother  Wright. 
The  lack  of  consideration  smokers  have  for  others  is  one  of  the 
strange  things  of  human  nature.  The  man  who  would  share  his  last 
crumb  with  you  will  unflinchingly  punish  you  for  hours  with  his 
offensive  fumes. 

(hand  Mastei's  Poivers. — Brother  Wright  says: 

We  hold  high  views  on  the  subject  of  the  powers  and  prerogatives 
of  the  Grand  Master  and  look  ui)on  him  as  being  in  many  things 
superior  to  the  Grand  Ix>dge  itself. 
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We  thought  views  like  these  belonged  to  a  past  age  when  it  was 
generally  taught  and  believed  that  there  were  grand  masters  before 
there  were  grand  lodges.  But  now  that  we  know  that  there  never 
was  a  grand  master  who  was  not  chosen  by  a  grand  lodge,  that  the 
grand  lodge  is  the  creator  and  the  grand  master  its  creature,  it  is 
absurd  to  talk  of  grand  master  being  superior  to  his  grand  lodge,  of 
the  creature  being  superior  to  its  creator.

Lodges,  628;  membership,  43,675;  gain,  1,714. 

Alabama  was  represented  by  that  patriarch  of  Georgia  Masonry,. 
Brother  James  W.  Taylor,  "I^ncle  Jimmle,"  as  he  is  affectionately 
called.  Of  him  this  volume  thus  speaks;  "this  veteran  of  eighty-four 
years,  the  beloved  I'ast  Grand  Master  of  the  Craft,  with  vision  and 
voice  as  strong  as  when  Bull  Run  or  the  Wilderness  were  made 
immortal."  Alabama  Is  proud  of  her  representative  and  hopes  that 
he  may  continue  for  many  years  to  represent  us.  Here's  to  the  health, 
of  "*i;ncle  Jimmie." 

Brother  Taylor  was  one  of  a  committee  of  three  to  bear  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  into  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  and  in  presenting  the  flag  to. 
the  Grand  Master  he  used  these  stirring  words: 

In  the  days  of  long  ago  I  loved  another  flag,  a  love  Intensified  by 
hardships  endured  for  several  years  and  that  love  has  never  died,  but 
rather  have  the  glorious  Stars  and  Stripes  won  not  only  the  love 
expressed  but  a  devotion  that  draws  to  the  battle's  front,  for  my 
aervices  were  tendered  our  Government  so  soon  as  the  recent  declara- 
tion of  war  was  nmde.  I  was  furnished  a  blank  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment, which  1  promptly  filled  and  returned.  Some  of  the  queries  and 
answers  were: 

Q. — Where  did  you  receive  your  education,  and  year? 

A.— Atlanta  Medical  College.  1858;  State  Tniverslty,  Augusta.  1860. 

Q. — Have  you  had  any  military  hospital  service? 

A.— Not  since  the  Civil  War. 

Q. — What  Is  your  age? 

A. — Eighty-four  years. 

Q. — Will  you  serve  if  called  by  the  Government? 

A.— I  win. 

Every  star  in  that  banner  is  a  pa»an  of  liberty,  every  stripe  a  bond' 
proclaiming  the  brotherhood  of  man.    It,  like  the  tenets  of  our  <ireat 
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Order,  has  never  been  trailed  in  the  dust  nor  ever  will  be  while  count- 
less nilllions  rise  in  unified  love  and  exclaim,  •*Tx)ng  live  and  wave 
forever." 

Hearsay  Evidence  was  held  by  Grand  Master  Frank  O.  Miller  inad- 
missible at  a  Masonic  trial.  Undoubtedly  this  Is  the  general  rule, 
though  a  tendency  to  depart  from  it  Is  observable  in  some  jurisdic- 
tions. In  view  of  the  facts  that  non-Masons  can  not  be  compelled 
to  give  testimony  and  that  in  no  case  can  a  legal  oath  be  adminis- 
tered, it  is  our  opinion  that  when  hearsay  Ls  the  best  that  can  be 
obtained  It  should  be  admitted  as  a  measure  of  necessity.  Otherwise, 
the  most  flagrant  ease  of  breach  of  Masonic  conduct  might  go  unpun- 
ished. 

Conferring  Degrees. — None  but  the  three  principal  officers  or  a 
Past  Master  under  Georgia  law  can  confer  a  degree.  There  is  no 
good  reason  why  any  competent  brother  under  the  eye  of  the  Master 
or  of  the  Warden  should  not  do  it. 

Uniform  Work  was  not  adopted  in  Georgia  till  1916.  But  they  are 
now  well  pleased  with  the  results  and  are  putting  in  operation  plans 
to  secure  its  use  in  all  the  lodges.  Grand  Master  Miller  said  that 
"there  had  been  nothing  of  more  importance  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
than  the  adoption  of  the  Uniform  Work."  The  Custodians  of  the 
Work  made  an  Interesting  report  and  recommended  the  preparation 
of  a  cipher  ritual.  This  recommendation  was,  however,  on  motion 
of  that  veteran  Mason,  Max  Mayerhardt,  voted  down. 

War. — A  telegram  was  sent  to  the  President  pledging  the  "undi- 
videtl.  cordial,  and  patriotic  support  *  *  *  In  carrying  to  a  suc- 
cessful and  victorious  end  the  war."  It  was  suitably  acknowledged 
by  the  President. 

France. — A  request  of  the  (irand  Lodge  of  France  for  recognition 
was  referred  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Foreign  Correspondence  Com- 
mittee to  lie  reported  upon  to  the  Grand  Master  "as  promptly  as  pos- 
sible" and  the  Grand  Master  was  authorized  to  act  upon  such  request 
"according  to  the  information  furnished"  by  such  rei>ort. 

Panama. — A  request  for  recognition  from  the  New  Grand  Lodge  of 
Panama  was  laid  over  till  the  next  Annual. 

Belgium. — An  appeal  was  received  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  Bel- 
gium requesting  co-operation  after  the  war  in  forming  a  lodge  in 
Belgium  to  be  known  as  George  Washington  Lodge  and  to  work  In 
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the  English  lang^uage.  The  matter  was  "deferred  until  such  time  as 
relations  may  have  been  established  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Georgia  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium/* 

Recognition. — The  Chairman  of  the  Correspondence  Committee  was 
authorized  to  investigate  the  existing  Grand  Bodies  not  now  recog- 
nized by  Georgia  in  countries  to  which  American  soldiers  may  be 
sent  and  to  report  to  the  Grand  Master  '*who  shall  without  delay 
determine  the  advisability  of  this  (Jrand  Jurisdiction  entering  into 
negotiations  with  such  grand  bodies  for  fraternal  recognition." 

W<i8hington  Memorial. — An  appropriation  of  $1,250.00  to  be  paid 
in  annual  installments  of  $250.00  was  made  to  this  project 

Grand  Master  Miller  delivered  a  very  fine  address  covering  all 
needed  subjects  in  reasonable  length.  As  reiK)rted  on  by  the  com- 
mittee, its  **keynote  was  clearly  business,"  as  a  Grand  Master's 
address  should  be. 

Endowment  for  the  Home. — A  lame  movement  was  inaugurated  to 
raise  $300,000.00  for  this  cau^e.  There  seemed  much  hesitation  and 
uncertainty  as  to  how  to  go  about  It. 

Correspondence. 

This  is  another  good  report  from  the  pen  of  Brother  Raymond 
Daniel.  He  has  an  interesting  introduction  and  for  a  conclusion 
appends  a  digest  of  the  most  Important  decisions  of  the  year.  Ala- 
bama is  accorded  two  pages.  Brother  Daniel  expresses  his  great 
pleasure  in  meeting  Grand  Master  Walter  Smith  in  Atlanta  and  of 
"informally  making  him  an  honorary  member"  of  Brother  Daniel's 
lodge.  He  is  very  charitable  towards  our  11)16  report,  declaring  that 
it  shows  "careful,  detailed  lal>or." 

VorvelVa  Address. — Under  Oklahoma,  he  pronounces  the  address  of 
Brother  Woodson  E.  Norvell  as  *'8i»lendld."  Surely  Brother  Daniel 
took  this  for  granted  and  did  not  read  that  address.  It  is  the  rawest 
appeal  to  cowardice  and  national  dishonor  we  have  seen  anywhere.  If 
America  had  acted  as  Brother  Norvell  thinks  we  should  have  done, 
we  would  have  enjoyed  the  contempt  of  mankind  for  all  time  to 
come.

02nd  Annual — Topeka — February  20th -21st. 

Lodges,  418;  membership,  48,157;  gain,  2,473. 

This  year,  Alabama's  representative,  Brother  John  M.  Kinkel,  was 
present. 

Owing  to  the  duties  of  Grand  Master  Charles  E.  Lobdell  as  a 
member  of  the  Federal  Farm  Ix)an  Board,  most  of  the  labors  and 
resix)nsibllities  of  the  grand  mastership  fell  upon  Deputy  G.  M. 
William  I.  Stuart.  Brother  Lobdell  delivered  a  short  but  finished 
address  of  little  over  four  pages,  the  greater  part  of  which  dealt  with 
the  war.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  submitted  a  full  report  of  his 
official  acts. 

Masonic  Home. — It  will  be  recalled  that  on  December  22,  1916,  the 
buildings  of  the  Home  were  destroyed  by  fire.  For  a  time  the  gloom 
was  pronounced,  but  Kansas  Masons  are  not  of  the  kind  to  live  long 
in  such  an  atmosphere.  They  at  once  began  to  rebuild  by  voluntary 
donations,  with  the  result,  as  stated  by  Grand  Master  Lobdell,  "there 
arises  on  the  ruins  of  the  former  Home  a  much  more  modern  and 
practical  structure."  The  amount  contributed  was  $140,015.12.  Only 
twenty  lodges  failed  to  respond,  but  the  only  individual  contribution, 
so  far  as  we  can  make  out,  was  from  Brother  Dave  Freemeyer,  of 
Lake  City.  The  per  capita  cost  of  maintaining  the  dependents  natur- 
ally showed  an  Increase ;  from  $198.22  in  1916  to  $277.72  in  1917. 

Parades. — Deputy  Grand  Master  Stuart  refused  to  issue  a  dispensa- 
tion to  a  lodge  to  join  a  prade  as  Masons  in  a  patriotic  demonstra- 
tion on  the  ground  that  a  Masonic  parade  was  not  permissible  except 
on  occasions  of  laying  a  corner-stone  or  dedicating  a  hall.  Moreover, 
he  thought  that  our  duties  as  citizens  being  greater,  than  our  duties 
as  Masons,  it  was  more  becoming  to  us  to  join  in  such  demonstrations 
as  citizens  merely.  Brother  Stuart  was  clearly  right,  and  Grand 
Lodge  approved  his  action. 

Military, — The  Deputy  Grand  Master  also  ruled  against  issuing 
dispensations  for  military  lodges.  He  supported  his  conclusion  with 
the  citation  of  strong  arguments  made  by  grand  Masters  during  the 
Civil  War.  After  a  conflict  between  our  feelings  and  our  judgment, 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  Brother  Stuart  reached  the  correct  deci- 
sion. 
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Orand  Lodge  Building. — For  the  first  time,  Grand  Lodge  met  in  its 
new  "oflPice,  library,  and  museum  building,"  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$105,000.00.  Several  plates  show  it  to  le  beautiful  and  well  ar- 
ranged." 

History  of  Lodges.— Much  material  of  this  Itind  has  l)een  gathered, 
but  not  edited.  Efforts  had  been  allowed  to  lag  because  of  inadequate 
arrangements  for  the  safekeeping  of  the  materials,  but  now  that  the 
new  building  is  finished.  Grand  Secretary  Wilson  thought  that  activi- 
ties should  not  only  be  renewed,  but  more  comprehensive  plans  should 
be  adopted.  We  fail,  however,  to  find  that  this  suggestion  was  acted 
on. 

Orations. — Brother  Austin  M.  Keene  delivered  an  eloquent  address 
in  which  he  dwelt  extensively  on  the  antiquity  and  early  history  of 
Masonry.  His  elegant  npeech  Is  nuich  marred  by  some  of  his  historical 
statements.  For  example,  he  seriouply  declares  that  Masonry  was 
"not  in  its  infancy  when  it  witnessed  the  coming  of  Christ,"  and  that 
it  **antedated  Rome  and  Athens ;  •  the  years  of  Confucius,  Buddha, 
David  and  Solomon."  He  also  says  that  Athelstane  (who  lived  in  the 
tenth  eenturj')  "in  the  seventh  century  granted  to  his  brother  Edwin 
a  charter  for  a  Grand  I-^dge  at  York*'  and  that  Prince  Edwin 
**became  its  Grand  Master."  He  does  not  Intimate  that  there  is  any 
doubt  about  any  or  all  of  these  matters. 

Panama. — Recognition  of  the  new  grand  lodge  of  this  republic 
was  deferred  to  the  next  Annual. 

John  C,  Kctcheson. — A  much  regretted  death  during  the  year  was 
tliat  of  Brother  John  C.  Ketcheson,  who  was  engaged  in  printing  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodffo  for  the  rOth  consecutive  time.  He  Is 
declared  to  have  been  **a  true  Mason  In  every  sense  of  the  word"  and 
to  liave  enjoyed  *'the  respect  and  love  of  all  with  whom  he  came  In 
contact. 

COBRESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Matthew  M.  Miller,  for  the  sixteenth  time,  presents  this 
report,  and  It  is  not  necessary  to  say  that  It  Is  a  good  one.  He 
covers  seventy  volumes  in  120  pages.  He  is  very  kind  to  our  1916 
report,  saying  that  it  is  "the  most  carefully  prepared  and  one  of  the 
most  complete  reviews"  that  had  reached  him  for  1917.  We  also 
tliank  him  for  his  cordial  welcome  to  us  into  the  Circle. 
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Brother  Miller  also  says  that  Grand  Master  Walter  Smith  "shows 
a  true  grasp  of  the  Masonic  situation'*  and  he  pronounces  the  address 
of  Past  Grand  Master  Bllbro  a  "model." 

Obituaries. — On  this  subject  Brother  Miller's  rule  is  ours.  He  says 
he  "seldom  notices  general  obituaries."  The  matters  are  so  fully 
dealt  with  by  Grand  Masters  and  other  committees  that  our  efforts 
would  be  largely  a  mere  repetition. 

Suicide. — Brother  Miller  declares  that  to  refuse  Masonic  burial  to 
a  brother  committing  suicide  is  a  relapse  to  the  barbarism  of  ances- 
tors, who  burled  a  suicide  in  the  middle  of  a  crossroads,  driving  a 
stake  through  the  body. 

We  could  quote  many  other  good  things  from  this  report,  but  space 
forbids. 


1800— KENTUCKY— 1917. 

117th  Annual — Louisviule — Octobeb  16th-18th. 

IxMiges,  590;  membership,  46,(>i0;  gain,  1,666. 

Grand  Master  James  N.  Saunders  delivered  a  comprehensive  ad- 
dress filling  about  thirty  pages. 

Visitation. — Upon  his  recommendation.  Grand  Lodge  defined  its 
attitude  towards  the  members  of  lodges  of  other  jurisdictions  in 
these  clear  and  sound  terms : 

A  Mason,  made  in  a  just  and  lawfully  constituted  Lodge,  may  visit 
Lodges  of  a  jurisdiction  other  than  his  own,  provided  the  Grand 
Lodge  having  jurisdiction  over  the  Lodge  he  proposes  to  visit  has 
Issued  no  edict  of  non-Intercourse  against  the  Grand  Ix)dge  to  which 
the  Lodge  of  his  membership  owes  obedience ;  and 

Conversely — A  Mason,  made  in  a  Lodge  duly  constituted  by  a  Grand 
Lodge,  may  visit  lodges  of  another  jurisdiction,  provided  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  which  the  Lodge  of  his  membership  owes  obedience  has 
issued  no  edict  of  non-intercourse  against  the  Grand  Lodge  to  which 
the  lodge  he  proposes  to  visit  owes  obedience. 

In  our  1916  report,  p.  203,  we  expressed  similar  views.  It  is 
utterly  illogical  and  false  to  say  that  every  grand  body  which  has 
not  been  formally  recognized  Is  without  the  Masonic  pale. 

War. — Grand  Master  Saunders  declares  truly  that  we  are  at  war 
"for  the  rescue  of  civilization  from  the  clutch  of  barbarism."     By 
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formal  resolution  Grand  Lodge  pledged  to  the  President  the  "unquali- 
fied loyalty  and  support  of  the  Masons  of  Kentucky.  Two  thousand 
dollars  was  donated  to  the  Red  Cross. 

200th  Anniversary. — On  June  23rd,  at  Crab  Orchard,  the  found- 
ing of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  celebrated  with  a  burgoo 
(whatever  that  is),  music,  speech  and  song.  It  is  estimated  that 
more  than  10,000  were  present.  The  cost  to  Grand  Lodge  was 
$2,347.42.  It  seems  that  none  of  the  speeches  were  deemed  worth 
preserving  in  this  volume. 

Grand  Secretary's  Salary. — Grand  Master  Saunders  vigorously  op- 
posed increasing  the  Grand  Secretary's  salary  from  $1,500  to  $2,000. 
Among  other  reasons  assigned  was  that  Grand  Lodge  furnished  him 
a  stenographer  "who  so  largely  relieves  him  of  his  duties  of  the  office 
as  to  enable  him  to  act  as  a  traveling  salesman  for  a  wholesale 
mercantile  establishment." 

Temple, — This  continues  a  losing  enterprise.  The  committee,  how- 
ever, which  was  appointed  in  1916  to  sell  the  property,  could  not 
agree  among  themselves  what  to  ask  for  it  and  nothing  was  done. 
Two  real  estate  experts  valued  it  at  $201,000.00.  The  proiK)sal  to 
sell  is  for  the  time  being  dropped  and  the  building  leased  to  a  sub- 
sidiary of  the  Keith  Syndicate. 

Home. — ^This,  "the  first  Masonic  Home  in  the  T'nited  States,"  is  still 
fiourishing,  though  pressed  for  funds  and  room.  Grand  Master  Saun- 
ders expressed  his  conviction  that  Institutional  life  was  injurious  and 
dwarfing  to  children.  He  recommended  a  "village"  of  cottages  each 
housing  "from  six  to  twelve  children,"  each  cottage  under  the  care 
of  a  '^cottage  mother'*  and  having  its  "private  yard  and  garden, 
fowls  and  other  accessories.'*  A  committee  was  api)olnted  to  confer 
with  the  directw^  of  the  Home  and  report  back  at  the  next  Annual. 
We  shall  watch  with  Interest  for  this  report. 

German  Subject. — Grand  Master  Saunders  very  correctly  ruled,  we 
think,  that  a  German  subject,  member  of  a  Kentucky  lodge,  who  while 
on  his  way  to  Germany  to  enlist  In  her  armies,  was  captured  and 
imprisoned  in  England,  should  not  be  expelled  because  a  subject  of 
an  enemy  state  and  should  not  be  suspended  for  nonpayment  of 
dues. 

Appeal;  Trial. — A  brother  was  convicted  of  a  very  immoral  Ma- 
sonic offense  and  sentenced  to  be  reprimanded.  A  brother  deeming 
this  punishment  too  light  appealed  to  Grand  Lodge.    The  reprimand, 
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however,  was  administered.  Tbe  Grand  Master  held  that  the  punish- 
ment having  been  Inflicted,  Grand  Lodge  could  not  remand  the  case 
for  another  trial.  But  Grand  Ix>dge  took  a  more  sensible  view,  cut  all 
the  beautiful  red  tape  with  which  the  Grand  Master  had  embellished 
his  decision,  and  ordered  the  brother  expelled. 

Military  Lodges. — Grand  Master  Saunders  Issued  dispensations  for 
military  lodges  in  two  Kentucky  re^nients.  Their  right  to  make 
Masons  was  carefully  restricted  to  members  of  their  respective  regi- 
ments who  are  residents  of  Kentucky. 

Honor  Roll — It  was  ordered  that  hereafter  there  be  printed  in  the 
proceedings  the  names  of  every  Mason  Joining  the  army  with  his 
company  and  regiment  and  the  name  and  number  of  his  lodge. 

France. — The  edict  of  non-intercourse  with  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  adopted  in  18r)9  was  declared  "selfish"  and  that  the  reason 
therefor  had  long  ceased  to  exist.  It  was,  therefore,  "revoked, 
repealed  and  held  for  naught."  We  construe  this  as  equivalent  to 
the  granting  of  full  recognition  to  the  Grand  Orient. 

Masonic  Unity. — A  carefully  prepared  resolution  offered  by  Brother 
Henry  Pirtle  provided  for  a  commission  with  the  following  powers : 

The  Commission  on  Masonic  Unity  is  charged  with  the  duty  of 
investigating  and  inquiring  into  the  character  and  status  of  the  gov- 
ernment and  organization  of  the  Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  throughout  the  globe,  including  also  an  investigation  of  the 
rites  and  ceremonies  there  practiced,  with  especial  relation  to  the 
ceremonies  of  the  symbolic  degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow 
Craft  and  Master  Mason  as  conducted  in  the  Unitetl  States. 

This  commission  shall  investigate  the  similarities  and  the  differ- 
ences and  distinctions,  if  any,  between  the  Freemasonry  of  Kentucky 
on  the  one  hand,  and  that  of  each  other  State  and  country  whose 
conditions  shall  be  the  subject  of  investigation. 

It  shall  lie  the  duty  of  the  commission  to  compile  and  file  with  the 
Grand  Secretary  a  list  of  the  several  bodies  of  Freemasonry  through- 
out tbe  world  which  claim  or  exercise  powers  of  government  in 
Masonic  matters  over  other  Masonic  bodies,  and  such  bodies  as  exer- 
cise or  claim  power  or  authority  to  establish  other  bodies  of  Free- 
masons, In  which  list  shall  be  stated  such  facts  as  may  be  disclosed 
on  investigations  by  the  commission  In  regard  to  any  such  bodies 
and  rites  and  ceremonies  of  Freemasonry  practiced  under  their  au- 
thority. In  such  list  shall  also  be  stated  any  other  facts  known  to 
the  connnisslon  concerning  such  bodies  and  concerning  allied  mat- 
ters, If  the  commission  believes  same  to  be  of  value  to  this  Grand 
I>odge.  The  history  of  the  establishment  and  authority  of  all  such 
bodies  shall  also  be  stated  as  nearly  as  the  commission  can  do  so. 

It  Is  expressly  declared  that  the  appointment  of  the  Commission 
on  Masonic  T'nity  Is  for  the  sole  purpose  of  producing  a  unity  of 
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pnri>osc«  aims,  fraternal  relations  and  essential  procedure  in  Masonic 
matters  among  the  several  Masonic  governments  of  the  world,  and 
does  not  refer  to  a  unity  in  or  exchange  of  form  of  organization  or 
government  of  any  l)ody  of  Masons,  nor  to  a  centralization  of  gov- 
ernment or  authority  in  any  body. 

The  Commispion  on  Masonic  I'nity  is  authorized  and  empowered, 
in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  bring  the  great 
cause  of  universal  Freemasonry  to  the  attention  of  all  Grand  Lodges 
and  sovereign  governing  bodies  of  Freemasonry,  of  all  rites,  degrees 
and  organizations,  as  well  as  all  bodies  of  Freemasons  organized  into 
allied  or  appendant  bodies,  organizations  and  orders,  with  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  cause  receive  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  per- 
sons and  bodies  addressed,  and  the  appointment  of  a  committee  for 
the  purpose  and  with  the  powers  similar  to  those  of  the  Commission 
on  Masonic  Unity,  whenever  deemed  expedient. 

From  time  to  time  the  commission  shall  report  to  this  Grand  Ix^dge 
its  proceedings,  and  also  conclusions  from  its  investigations,  and  any 
recommendations  for  action  by  this  Grand  Lodge  which  the  commis- 
sion believes  should  be  taken  to  further  the  cause  of  universal  Free- 
masonry. 

We  regard  this  as  an  enlightened  and  highly  significant  action.  A 
distinguished  commission  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Brothers  Henry 
Plrtle,  W.  W.  Clarke,  and  A.  M.  Hughes.  We  shall  look  for  an  able 
report  from  them.  The  task  assigned  them  Is  a  huge  one  and  should 
not  be  done  hastily  or  superficially. 


Correspondence. 

We  are  here  confronted  with  another  .splendid  piece  of  work  from 
the  pen  of  Brother  William  W.  Clarke.  Alabama  Is  treated  gener- 
ously. Tiie  addresses  of  Grand  Master  W^alter  Smith  and  Past  Grand 
Master  Bilbro  are  quoted  from  lilerally  and  with  approval.  Brother 
Clarke  is  kind  enough  to  pronounce  our  lOlG  report  "admirable."  For 
this  and  for  his  cordial  welcome  to  us  we  are  duly  appreciative. 

Corrcftpondence  Rep^^rt. — Brother  Clarke  has  very  clearly  define<l 
ideas  as  to  what  such  a  report  shimld  be, — a  combination  of  an 
account  of  business  transacted  with  a  fearless  but  courteous  and 
brotherly  discussion  of  Masonic  practices  and  principles  involved. 
His  ideas  on  this  point  accord  precisely  with  ours,  but  he  can  do  it 
80  much  better  than  we  can. 

Perpetual  Jurisdiction. — Several  times  he  lucidly  and  convincingly 
points  out  the  absurdities  and  inconsistencies  of  this  doctrine  which 
he  declares  is  rapidly  becoming  obsolete. 
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Public  Installations. — On  these  occasions  Brother  Clarke  declares 
that  "dull  monotony  certainly  has  an  inning."  For  this  reason  he 
opposes  them. 

Education. — We  fully  agree  with  our  able  brother  wherein  he  com- 
bats any  requirement  that  a  petitioner  must  be  able  to  read  and 
write.  He  says  such  a  ruling  would  in  ye  ancient  times  have  re- 
stricted the  Order  mostly  to  priests. 

There  are  many  other  interesting  matters  in  this  report  but  we 
are  forced  to  desist. 


1812— LOUISIANA— 1918. 

107th  ANNU.VL — New  Orleans — Febbuaby  4th-Gth. 

Lodges,  229;  membership,  19,378;  gain,  1,073. 

Why  is  It  that  Alabama's  representative,  Brother  Charles  E. 
Cormier,  Is  never  present  at  Grand  Ix)dge,  although  residing  in  New 
Orleans? 

Necrology. — Departing  from  our  custom,  we  must  stop  to  note  the 
death  of  Brother  William  M.  Baker,  grand  lecturer  of  Louisiana. 
Some  years  ago  we  formed  his  acquaintance  while  he  was  a  witness 
and  we  of  counsel  In  a  law  suit.  That  brief  acquaintance  made  an 
Impression  which  we  have  never  lost.  His  handsome,  intelligent  and 
kindly  face  was  not  one  to  be  soon  forgotten.  We  are  not  surprised 
to  see  from  the  tributes  paid  his  memory  that  he  was  greatly  admired 
and  beloved  by  his  brethren. 

That  eminent  brother,  Charles  F.  Buck,  also  passed  away  during 
the  year,  beloved  and  lamented  by  Masons  everywhere. 

Grand  Master  John  W.  Armstrong  delivered  a  very  comprehensive 
address.  Our  only  criticism  Is  that  it  was  too  long — eighty-seven 
pages. 

Ref<t  Rooms. — For  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  Masons  and  soas 
of  Masons  In  Camp  Beauregard  near  Alexandria,  Grand  Master  Arm- 
strong established  a  Masonic  Rest  Room  In  that  city,  appolnte<i  a 
Secretary  to  have  charge  of  It  and  caused  the  expvnises — $19i>.9r»  - 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  Grand  Lodge  treasury.  He  also  recommended 
that  similar  steps  be  taken  at  Gerstner  Aviation  Field,  near  St 
Charles,  and  at  Jackson  Barracks,  Camp  Nlcholls  and  the  Naval 
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Station  at  New  Orleans.     A  moderate  appropriation  was  made  for 
this  work. 

War, — Tbe  Grand  Master  by  circular  letters  urged  the  Masons  and' 
the  lodges  to  give  generously  to  the  Red  Cross  and  to  buy  Liberty 
Bonds.  Liberal  response  was  made  to  both  appeals.  He  also  urged 
them  to  economize  and  aid  the  Food  Administration  by  omitting 
wherever  possible  the  accustomed  Masonic  banquets.  He  called 
attention  to  the  generous  provisions  made  by  the  Masons  of  France 
for  the  comfort  of  the  brethren  In  the  Allied  armies.  To  quote  the 
language  of  the  invitation  of  our  French  brethren : 

Here  our  Brethren  will  always  find  devoted  Masons,  speaking  their 
language,  ready  to  answer  all  Inquiries  and  furnish  any  useful 
information  they  may  require;  to  assure  them  a  fraternal  help  in  all 
circumstances,  to  keep  in  touch  by  corresponding  with  them,  to  visit 
them  In  case  they  are  111  or  wounded,  to  serve  as  Intermediary  be- 
tween them  and  their  relatives,  etc. 

The  usefulness  of  this  Central  Bureau  will  at  once  be  apparent  to 
you,  not  only  for  our  Brethren  who  are  In  the  army,  but  also  to  those 
near  and  dear  to  them  and  who  in  their  thoughts  will  follow  them 
'across  the  Atlantic  and  who  will  know  that  they  are  not  left  to  them- 
selves and  abandoned  amongst  the  dangers  of  every  day  life,  but  that 
a  fraternal  and  helping  hand  Is  always  extended  to  them  in  case  of 
need. 

Chain  Letters. — More  than  a  hundred  of  these  nuisances  came  to 
the  hands  of  the  Grand  Master.  He  denounced  them  In  a  circular 
and  **ordered"  all  chain  letters  to  be  disregarded  unless  sanctioned 
by  the  Grand  Master. 

Workinfj  the  Lodges. — A  ''certain  organization"  having  formed  com- 
mittees to  atteud  the  Blue  lodges  and  solicit  members  from  among 
them,  Grand  Master  Armstrong  Issued  a  circular  letter  forbidding 
such  practices. 

Liquor  was  unanimously  hit  another  blow.  A  resolution  was 
offered  providing  that  a  candidate  for  Masonry  should  not  be  en- 
gaged in  selling  liquor  *'at  retail."  On  motion  "at  retail"  was  stricken 
out  and  the  resoluticm  then  adopted  without  a  dissenting  voice.  "Old 
Booze"  is  catching  It  on  every  side;  his  only  friends  now  are  the 
"True  Blues." 

Bantards. — The  Grand  Master  ruled : 

That  Inasmuch  as  this  Grand  Ix>dge  is  working  under  the  Ancient 
Charges,  we  cannot  accept  any  but  those  who  are  descended  from 
honest  parents,  and  one  that  is  born  out  of  wedlock  is  not  descended 
from  honest  parents. 
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A  majority  of  the  committee  approved  this  decision.  A  minority 
of  the  committee  reported : 

We  hold  that  when  a  man  Is  legitimate  by  birth  or  under  the  laws 
of  the  state,  he  is  '*bom  of  honest  parents"  as  required  by  the  ancient 
rules  and  regulations. 

l^ow  will  some  one  tell  us  from  this  what  Grand  Lodge  really  did 
liecide?  We  think  they  tried  to  say  the  sensible  thing  that  a  bastard 
If  otherwise  qualified  is  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees  of  Masonry. 

Feton, — Grand  Master  held  that  one  who  had  been  convicted  of  a 
felony  and  served  a  term  in  the  penitentiary  was  ineligible.  The 
Committee  on  Masonic  Law  thought  that  after  "a  full  pardon"  his 
petition  might  be  received.  This  was  adopted.  We  think  both  wrong. 
The  conviction  may  have  been  a  mistaken  one  or  the  applicant  may 
have  shown  unmistakable  evidences  of  repentance  and  reform.  In 
such  case,  it  should  not  rest  with  one  who  is  perhaps  not  a  Mason, 
although  a  governor,  to  say  whether  the  man  should  be  made  a 
Mason. 

Correspondence. 

This  is  the  eighteenth  effort  of  Brother  Herman  C.  Duncan  and 
while  able  and  interesting  on  the  whole  is  very  unequal  in  its  several 
parts.  He  shows  himself  opposed  to  the  "Wisconsin  relief"  idea  and 
ridicules  "perpetual  Jurisdiction."  The  most  valuable  parts  of  this 
report  are  those  where  he  discusses  foreign  grand  bodies. 

Recognition, — On  this  subject  Louisiana  Is  very  1  liberal,  some  think 
prodigal.  The  fault  we  find  with  their  actions  at  this  Annual  is  that 
they  do  not  give  the  facts  on  which  they  base  their  conclusions  of 
regularity.  We  think  Masons  not  only  of  Tx)uislana,  but  elsewhere 
are  entitled  to  the  information  the  (Jrand  Lodge  or  its  committees 
may  be  In  possession  of  concerning  a  foreign  grand  bo(b'.  In  years 
gone  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  had  unwisely  shackled  Itself 
with  an  edict  to  the  effect  that  recognition  by  it  of  one  grand  t)ody 
in  a  country  was  to  declare  clandestine  all  Masous  or  Masonic  bodies 
not  of  its  obedience.  For  example,  to  recognize  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  was  to  declare  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  clandestine,  though 
they  mutually  recognize  each  other.  So  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to 
get  rid  of  this  handicap.  It  then  quickly  recognized  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Nlcaraugua,   the  Grand  Orient  of  France,   the  Grand  Lodge  of 
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France,  the  Supreme  Council  of  Argentina  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Panama. 

Argentina, — In  recognizing  the  Supreme  Council,  we  are  only  told 
that  in  that  country  "there  are  two  bodies  claiming  Jurisdiction,  a 
Supreme  Council  and  a  Grand  Orient"  and  that  "we  find  the  Supreme 
Council  a  regular  and  legitimate  governing  body  of  Freemasons.'' 

France, — A  "prominent  officer"  of  the  Grand  Orient  wrote  to  say" 
that  the  Grand  Orient  "recognizes  that  the  Grand  Architect  lays 
down  designs  for  the  worltlngs  of  the  craftsmen."  Brother  Duncan 
wrote  asking  whether  this  declaration  was  "a  personal  one  or  had 
the  authority  of  the  Grand  Orient."  To  this  Inquiry  no  reply  had 
been  received.  We  also  learn  that  the  lodges  of  the  Grand  Orient 
work  in  IiYench  rite  while  those  of  the  Grand  Lodge  work  in  the- 
Scottish  rite,  but  that  "there  is  no  fundamental  difference  between, 
the  two  bodies  in  the  matter  of  ethics  or  philosophy ;"  that  "there- 
is  entire  harmony  between  the  two  bodies."  We  also  learn  that  it 
was  because  of  invasion  of  Louisiana's  Jurisdiction  and  not  because 
of  any  action  touching  the  Bible  or  the  G.  A.  O.  T.  U.  that  Louisiana 
in  18(59  severed  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient.  As  the  latter  body 
had  long  ceased  to  give  this  offense  full  recognition  was  advised  and 
extended. 

yicarngua. — Concerning  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  country,  Brother 
Duncan  tells  us  this : 

This  Grand  rx)dge  has  a  history  similar  to  the  others  of  Central 
America,  and  its  claims  for  recognition  are  parallel.  Its  Lodges  were 
originally  warranted  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  Central  America, 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite ;  the  Grand  I^odge  is  Independent 
and  supreme,  and  in  all  respects  conforms  to  the  requii^nitnts  of 
recognition. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Nicaragua  has  now  become  firmly  established, 
is  independent  and  sole  and  exclusive  authority  in  Symbolic  Masonry 
in  that  Republic  and  therefore  entitled  to  our  recoguition. 

There  Is  much  more  in  this  report  that  we  would  like  to  notice  but 
can  not.

254th    Semi-Annual — Baltimobb — May   8th. 
131BT  Annual — Baltimore — November  20th. 

Lodges,  116;  membership,  18,552;  gain,  752. 

Brother  Charles  W.  Zimmerman  represented  Alabama  at  the 
Annual. 

To  the  "Baltimore  Fund,"  being  raised  by  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
Grand  Lodge  donated  $1,500.00  and  other  Masonic  bodies  and  indi- 
viduals contributed  $20,000.00  additional. 

Museum. — A  report  on  this  subject  showed  the  addition  of  a  num- 
ber of  interesting  curios,  chief  of  which  were  thirty-three  pieces  of 
glassware  exhumed  near  Haiflfa,  Palestine,  and  supposed  to  have  been 
made  by  the  ancient  Phcpuicians. 

Brother  James  Douglas  McLachlin,  Brigadier  General,  British  Mili- 
tary Attache  at  Washington,  and  an  official  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland,  was  present  as  a  visitor,  received  a  cordial  welcome  and 
delivered  a  happy  but  brief  speech. 

Grand  Master  Thomas  J.  Shryock  presented  to  Grand  Lodge  a  hand- 
•some  bronze  bust  of  George  Washington. 

For  the  thirty-third  time.  Brother  Shryock  was  chosen  Grand 
Master,  but  to  the  infinite  loss  of  Maryland  Masons  and  to  the  keen 
sorrow  of  Masons  everywhere  he  was  not  spared  to  serve  the  term. 
He  died  February  3,  1918.  One  of  the  most  remarkable  leaders  of 
the  Craft;,  thus  passes  off  the  scene  of  action. 

COBRESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Henry  Branch  again  presents  this  report :  it  is  his  fifth. 
He  covers  02  Jurisdictions  in  ninety-two  pages.  This,  like  his 
previous  reports,  is  characterized  by  frequent  trenchant  but  brief 
comments. 

Alabama  is  given  one  and  a  half  pages.  The  address  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Bilbro  is  quoted  from.  Brother  Branch  thinks  a  great 
mistake  was  made  by  our  failure  to  create  the  office  of  grand  lec- 
turer. He  extends  us  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  Round  Table  and 
.pronounces  our  1916  report  as  having  been  prepared  with  "care." 
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Comer-Stone. — We  agree  with  Brother  Branch  that  whether  a  Ma- 
sonic emblem  or  inscription  should  be  put  on  a  corner-stone  laid  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  Is  for  the  decision  of  "the  people  who  build." 


1789—CONNECTICUT— 1918. 

130th  Annual — ^Hartfobd — February  6th-7th. 

Lodges,  110;  membership,  28,114;  gain,  1,163. 

Alabama  was  represented  by  Brother  Edgar  H.  Parkman. 

War, — Grand  Master  L.  J.  Nickerson  was  burning  in  his  expression 
of  patriotism,  and  denounced  German  methods  as  *'a  brutality  and 
barbarism  never  before  known  in  the  annals  of  civilization,"  He  went 
on  record  as  of  the  opinion  that  the  formation  of  military  lodges  was 
not  desirable.  He  did  not  approve  the  Idea  of  Masons  raising  "a 
great  national  fund  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  and  providing  for  the 
comforts  and  convenience  of  Masons  engaged  in  the  war."  He 
thought  this  would  be  **too  much  of  a  spectacular  performance."  We 
do  not  regard  this  reason  as  sound.  The  only  question  should  be 
whether  such  an  activity  is  needed.  The  Grand  Master  directed  the 
creation  of  an  Honor  Roll  of  all  Masons  serying  in  the  war. 

Masonic  Home. — Steps  are  being  taken  to  replace  the  present 
framed  structure  with  modern  fire-proof  buildings  at  a  cost  of 
1150.000. 

Chain  Letters, — This  nuisance  was  severely  condemned  by  the 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge.  It  was  declared  that  "such  letters 
are  in  effect  unmasouic" 

Panama. — The  new  Grand  IxHlge  of  this  republic  was  recognized. 
No  reasons  assigned. 

San  Salvador. — The  -Grand  Lodge  "Cuscatlan,"  San  Salvador,  was 
also  recognized,  but  no  statement  is  made  of  the  reasons  on  which 
this  action  is  based.  We  think  that  an  action  so  important  as  this 
should  be  preceded  by  a  statement  of  facts  and  reasons. 

Correspondence. 

For  the  fifth  time,  Brother  George  A.  Kies  submits  an  interesting 
and  instructive  report.  Alabama  is  reviewed  appreciatively  in  four 
pages,  and  liberal  quotations  are  taken  from  our  1917  report. 
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Lord's  Prayer. — In  reply  to  those  who  thluk  that  out  of  considera- 
tion for  the  feelings  of  Jewish  brethren  the  liOrd's  Prayer  should 
not  be  used  In  lodge,  Brother  Kles  very  sensibly  replies : 

We  have  seen  our  own  P.  G.  M.,  Luke  A.  Lock  wood,  quoted  as 
stating  that  the  Lord's  Prayer  was  not  original  with  Jesus,  but  was  a 
part  of  the  ancient  Jewish  liturgy.  Knowing  Lockwood's  care  in 
securing  proof  for  all  of  his  statements,  we  are  inclined  to  believe 
in  the  correctness  of  this.  Further,  what  single  word  is  there  in  the 
whole  Prayer  which  refers  to  Christianity?  It  is  essentially  mono- 
theistic and,  as  such,  should  not  wound  the  feelings  of  any  thinking 
Hebrew. 

Washington  Memoriah — Brother  Kies  does  not  think  there  is  any 
fouadatlon  for  the  fears  of  some  that  this  movement  may  become  an 
entering  wedge  for  a  National  or  General  Grand  Ix>dge. 

England. — Brother  Kies  does  not  share  in  the  criticisms  that  have- 
been  passed  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  for  refusing  to  allow 
Masons  born  In  enemy  countries  to  visit  her  lodges.  He  attributes 
this  course  to  a  desire  to  head  off  one  form  of  "crafty  Germaa 
espionage"  and  contrasts  England's  "apparent  lack  of  malevolence'* 
with  "the  brutal  language  employed  by  German  Grand  Lodges"  when 
severing  relations  with  Masons  in  enemy  countries. 

France. — Grand  Master  decided  that  (Connecticut  Masons  could  not 
visit  or  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  members  of  the  Grand  Orient 
or  Grand  I^odge  of  France.  He  exjiressed  a  hope,  however,  that  "some 
proper  solution"  might  be  found.  He  called  attention  that  the  Con- 
ference of  Grand  Masters  at  Washington,  I).  C  had  delegated  ta 
Brother  I^urtin  R.  Ginn,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, the  duty  of  interrogating  the  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lddge 
of  France  whether  they  would  not  be  willing  to  restore  to  their  laws 
a  requirement  of  a  belief  in  Deity.  He  expressed  the  opinion  that 
until  this  is  done  those  bodies  "could  not  expect  fraternal  recogni- 
tion." A  si)ecial  committee  agreed  with  the  Grand  Master  and  its 
report  was  adopted. 

Physical  Qualifications. — On  this  question  Connecticut  adheres  quite 
closely  to  the  ancient  rule,  the  applicant  must  be  able  to  receive  proper 
Instructions  and  must  be  able  to  conform  to  all  the  necessary  require- 
ments. 

Digest. — Connecticut  has  never  had  a  formal  code  of  laws  drawn 
up.  As  stated  by  the  Grand  Master  it  is  "governed  by  a  system  of 
unwritten  law."  A  committee  was  raised  to  digest  the  rules  which 
have  in  course  of  years  been  settled  as  the  law  of  Connecticut.

Lodges,  30 ;  membership,  10,830 ;  gain,  304. 

Besides  the  Annual,  this  volume  contains  the  proceedings  of  two 
Stated  and  one  Special  Communication. 

Non-Sectarian  University, — This  project  was  noticed  by  us  in  our 
1916  report  We  disapproved  of  the  idea  of  a  so-called  "National 
University"  maintained  by  Masons.  We  thought  an  institution  of  a 
national  character  at  the  Capital  should  be  supported  by  the  Federal 
government.  Brother  Baird  construed  our  remarks  as  doubting  the 
wisdom  of  an  **unsectarian  university."  Nothing  could  have  I  een 
further  from  our  meaning.  A  National  University  at  our  Federal 
capital  should  by  all  means  be  uusectarian.  Neither  do  we  think  it 
should  be  supported  by  or  under  the  control  of  Masonry.  If  Protest- 
ants are  apathetic  to  conditions  in  the  District,  wake  them  up. 

Masonic  Clubs. — These  organizations  appear  to  be  quite  popular; 
there  are  13  with  a  membership  of  3,000.  In  other  Jurisdictions  they 
liave  not  proved  so  satisfactory.  P>ery  institution  styling  Itself 
Masonic  should  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  regular  Masonic 
organization. 

Employment  Bureau. — The  succe<;8  of  this  enterprise  was  such  it 
was  ctmtinued  for  a  year  and  each  b  dj:e  was  assessed  10  cents  per 
capita.    Grand  I^dge  appropriated  $1,000. 

Flag. — A  ceremony  for  receiving  and  displaying  the  flag  of  our 
country  In  every  lodge  when  open  was  reported,  but  action  thereon 
posti)oned  till  the  Stated  Communication  in  May,  1918. 

Sffmbolism  of  Masonry. — This  was  the  subject  of  an  unusually 
instructive  address  delivered  at  the  Stated  Communication  in  May, 
1917,  by  Brother  George  F.  Moore,  Grand  Commander  of  the  South- 
ern Jurisdici:lon  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  All  Alabama  Mas(ms  feel  a 
special  Interest  in  Brother  Moore,  who  is  a  native  of  this  State. 

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  Wallace  Streater,  for  some 
reason,  was  not  present  at  any  of  the  meetings  of  this  year. 

War. — Patriotism  and  war  activities  came  In  for  much  notice. 
There  was  evident  a  resolution  to  make  any  sacrifice  necessary  to 
achieve  a  complete  victory  over  the  organized  brutality  known  as  the 
German  Empire.     Among  other  specially  thoughtful  provisions  are 
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what  are  termed  "War  Homes."  by  which  any  soldier  Mason  tem- 
porarily in  the  capital  city,  will  be  furnished  free  of  charge  a  bed 
and  breakfast  at  the  homes  of  the  Masonic  brethren  of  Washington 
City. 

France. — Formal  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
France.  A  sharp  distinction  was  drawn  between  it  and  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France  which  should  never  be  lost  sight  of  when  studying 
French  Masonry. 

Argentina. — ^The  Grand  Lodge  of  Argentina  was  also  recognized, 
but  no  reasons  for  this  action  are  vouchsafed.  We  should  like  much 
to  have  from  Brother  Baird  his  views  concerning  the  origin,  history 
and  practices  of  this  body. 

Correspondence. 

This  Is  another  fine  report  from  the  pen  of  Brother  George  W. 
Baird.  Alabama  1916  is  given  three  pages  of  review.  He  regrets  we 
did  not  take  action  concerning  the  International  Masonic  Bureau  of 
Switzerland.  The  rei>ort  of  our  Committee  on  Appeals  Is  pronounced 
"particularly  good."  Several  features  of  our  report  meets  the  ap- 
proval of  Brother  Baird,  of  which  we  are  duly  appreciative. 

France. — He  is  mistaken  when  he  thinks  we  doubted  the  facts 
given  by  him  concerning  French  Masonry.  We  know  he  is  too  careful 
a  writer.  Alabama,  however,  did  not  sever  relations  with  the  Grand 
Orient  in  1800  because  the  latter  recognized  spurious  Masonry  in 
Louisiana.  It  did  so  in  1878  because  of  the  Grand  Orient's  action  con- 
cerning the  Bible  and  a  belief  in  Deity.  Not  until  1912  did  Alabama 
decide  against  the  claims  of  the  (irand  Ix)dge  of  France.  The  whole 
question  both  as  to  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  I^dge  is  being 
again  carefully  examined  by  Alabama. 

Latin  Masonry. — While  on  the  whole  quite  liberal  in  his  views. 
Brother  Baird  thinks  I^tin  Americans  **do  not  understand  Masonry 
as  we  do."  Indeed,  he  declares  that  "they  seem  to  be  impossible  as 
Masons." 

International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs,  In  Switzerland,  finds  a 
warm  friend  in  Brother  Baird,  who  pronounces  our  page  on  that 
subject  as  "fine."    We  submit  a  special  re|K)rt  on  this  matter. 

Recognition. — Brother  Baird  declares  that  he  regards  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Norway  and  the  Grand  Orients  of  the  Netherlands  and  Italy 
as  legitimate  and  regular  Masonic  bodies. 
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1821— MISSOURI— 1917. 

97th  Annual — St.  I^uis — September  18TH-20Tn. 

Lodges,  645;  membership,  70,144;  gain,  3,291. 
Alabama  was  present  In  the  person  of  Brother  A.  M.  Hough, 
War. — The  loyal  support  of  the  70,000  Masons  of  Missouri  was 
pledged  to  the  President  In  a  telegram  burning  with  patriotic  fervor. 
Grand  Master  Edward  Hlgbee  severely  arraigned  the  "quality  of 
mind  of  Germans  which  rejoices  in  the  killing  of  women  and  chil- 
dren." 

Miliiarjf  Lqdfjcs. — Grand  Master  Hlgbee  seemed  to  favor  the  forma- 
tion of  military  lodges  as  he  quotes  extensively  the  argiuuents  of 
others  favoring  them.  But  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported 
adversely  and  its  report  was  adopted. 

Historicah — On  October  4  and  5,  1916,  Missouri  Lodge  No.  1  of 
St.  LouLs  celebrated  its  centenary.  It  appears,  however,  that  an 
earlier  lodge  at  St.  Genevieve  died  out  during  the  war  of  1812. 
Among  its  members  were  the  pioneer  merchants  Pierre  Chouteau  and 
Bartholomew  Berth  old. 

Bi'Centenary  of  the  Grand  Ix)dge  of  England  was  suitably  cele- 
brated at  the  evening  session  of  the  second  day  of  Grand  Lodge. 
There  was  a  programme  of  music,  and  addresses  were  delivered  by 
ex-Governor  A.  M.  Dockery,  Brother  E.  Combie  Smith  and  Brother 
William  F.  Kuhn.  That  of  Brother  Kuhn,  "The  Evolution  of  the 
Operative  Into  the  Speculative  Craft,  the  Revival  of  1917,"  is  espe- 
cially interesting  to  Masons.  A  beautifully  engraved  address  was 
forwarded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

'"Dotage.'' — Grand  Master  Hlgbee  defined  this  term  as  not  synony- 
mous with  old  age.  "Dotage  is  feebleness  or  Imbecility  of  under- 
standing or  mind,  childishness  of  old  age ;  senility." 

Funeral. — Grand  Master  ruled  that  he  found  nothing  In  Masonic 
law  "which  would  authorize  the  holding  of  funeral  services  over  the 
grave  of  a  deceased  brother  after  his  burial."  This  Is  frequently  done 
in  Alabama  when,  because  of  Inclement  weather  or  other  unavoidable 
reason,  the  funeral  ceremony  can  not  be  held  at  the  time  of  Inter- 
ment. 
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Advertising. — Using  Masonry  as  a  means  of  business  advertising 
was  severely  condemned  as  "selfish  and  mercenary  and  violative  of 
the  fundamental  principles  of  Freemasonry.** 

Library, — Steps  were  taken  to  create  a  library  and  to  make  avail- 
able for  use  those  books  already  owned  by  Grand  Lodge,  but  which 
had  "been  of  use  to  no  one  within  the  memory  of  men  now  living." 
It  is  surprising  to  learn  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  great  jurisdic- 
tion has  been  so  indifferent  on  this  subject. 

Honor  Roll. — A  resolution  was  adopted  providing  for  the  compila- 
tion and  publication  of  a  complete  list  of  Missouri  Masons  serving 
In  the  war. 

Panama. — Recognition  of  the  new  Grand  Tx)dge  of  this  republic 
was  deferred  for  want  of  time. 

France. — The  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  were 
refused  recognition.  The  Grand  Orient  was  declared  "an  atheistic 
and  political  body,"  while  the  Grand  Lodge  was  pronounce<l  "not 
strictly  an  atheistic  organization,  yet  it  is  not  deistic." 

Overhearing  Masters. — While  the  Master  is  theoretically  possessed 
of  great  powers  In  the  lodge  and  no  appeal  lies  from  his  action,  yet 
Grand  Master  Higlice  showed  that  the  brethren  were  not  without 
remedy.  lie  removed  from  office  a  tyrannical  Master,  and  this  action 
was  approved. 

CORKE  SPO  N  DENCE. 

Again  Brother  C.  C,  Woods  writes  this  report ;  it  Is  his  eighth  and, 
like  his  others,  a  good  one.  lie  comments  favorably  on  the  1916 
address  of  Grand  Master  Walter  Smith  and  quotes  liberally  from  it. 
He  pronounces  our  pen  "facile"  and  our  report  "unusually  compre- 
hensive in  its  plan  and  withal  very  satisfactory."  In  our  1016  report 
we  wrote  lirother  Woods  down  as  opposing  one  lodge  conferring  the 
E.  A.  degree  "by  courtesy  for  another."  Brother  Woods  disclaims 
any  such  opinhm  and  wonders  how  we  got  this  idea.  Brother,  look 
at  your  1915  report  under  "W\ashington." 

Recognition. — Missonrl  recognizes  the  following  Grand  Lodges  not 
recognized  by  Alabama ;  namely,  Chill,  Denmark,  Eclectic  Union, 
Egypt,  France  (National  and  Independent),  Germany  (National), 
Netherlands,  Norway,  Royal  York  of  Prussia,  San  Salvador,  Saxony, 
Sweden,  Three  Globes,  York  of  Mexico,  Zur  Eintracht,  Zur  Sonne.

1318T  Annual — Tbenton — April  17th-18th. 

Lodges,  200;  luemliership,  47,481;  gain,  3,100. 

Alabauia  was  represented  in  the  person  of  Brother  Austin  H. 
McGregor. 

War. — Grand  Master  William  M.  Thompson  can  apparently  see  no- 
silver  lining  to  the  war  cloud.    He  says : 

We  detect  only  the  mad  passions  of  men  incited  by  fanatical  devo- 
tion to  effete  institutions  and  rotten  traditions,  and  the  senseless  love- 
of  ruin.  Is  this  the  true  manifestation  of  the  so-called  modern  spirit?^ 
If  so,  an  enemy  to  civilization  is  abroad  on  the  earth. 

We  see  all  this,  but  we  see  something  more.  We  see  the  peaceful^ 
law-abiding,  JIberty-loving  nations  of  the  world  combining  to  put 
down  an  international  highwayman  and  freebooter.  We  see  them, 
making  such  sacrifices  of  life  and  wealth  in  this  cause  as  the  world 
never  before  dreamed  of.  W\»  see  national  and  international  Justice 
growing  even  in  the  presence  of  cruelty  and  injustice  as  it  never 
grew  before.  We  see  the  spirit  of  individual  self-sacrifice  mounting 
like  great  flames.  We  see  real  liberty  spreading  to  all  the  world 
except  to  the  Central  Powers;  and  we  see  I.  W.  W.-ism  and  Bol- 
shevikism  discredited  in  the  minds  of  all  sane  men.  It  is  demon- 
strated before  our  very  eyes  that  the  two  extremes,  autocracy  and 
anarchy,  are  equally  destructive  to  human  happiness,  and  teaches 
us  that  the  safety  zone  is  somewhere  between  the  two.  These  are 
lessons  the  world  needed  and  they  have  come  none  too  soon. 

France. — Frank  and  full  recognition  was  accorded  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  France,  but  a  more  dubious  course  was  taken  towards  the 
Grand  Orient.  After  reciting  that  in  1871,  New  Jersey  laid  an 
interdict  on  the  Grand  Orient  **for  its  constructive  disregard  of  the 
American  doctrine  of  exclusive  jurisdiction,"  Grand  Lodge  contented 
Itself  merely  with  declaring  this  interdict  "rescinded."  No  mention 
was  made  of  the  Grand  Orient's  attitude  as  regards  the  Bible  and 
belief  in  Deity. 

Flag. — Grand  Master  Thompson  api»roved  of  the  flag's  being  visible 
in  the  lodge,  but  did  not  approve  of  its  being  used  to  drai)e  or  dccorate- 
the  altar.    He  thought  the  East  the  proper  place  for  it,  and  we  concur.. 
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Parades  for  any  purpose  than  "work  strictly  Masonic"  were  for- 
bidden by  the  Grand  Master  and  his  action  was  approved. 

Language. — It  was  ordered  by  Grand  Lodge  with  the  hearty  ap- 
proval of  all  the  lodges  affected  that  "work"  should  no  longer  be 
conducted  in  any  language  except  English. 

Temples. — This  volume  is  adorned  with  several  beautiful  cuts  of 
New  Masonic  Temples. 

Recognition. — Somewhat  halting  and  apologetic  recognition  was 
extended  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the 
Republic  of  Panama. 

Correspondence. 

For  the  thirteenth  time  this  report  Is  from  the  pen  of  Brother 
Robert  A.  Shirrefs.  It  Is  up  to  his  usual  standard,  which  is  all  the 
praise  necessary.  It  Is  characterized  by  occasional  short,  pithy  com- 
ments.   Alabama  is  given  a  little  over  three  pages. 

lie  says  that  the  addresses  delivered  at  our  Bi-Centenary  exercises 
dealt  "most  instructively"  with  their  respective  subjects.  Our  1917 
report  he  pronounces  an  improvement  over  that  of  1916. 


1731— IRELAND— 1917. 
St.  John's  Day,  December  27tu. 

The  Grand  Master,  the  Earl  of  Dououghmore,  was  absent  on  a  gov- 
ernmental mission  to  India.  The  year  before  he  was  on  duty  in 
France.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Sir  Charles  A.  Cameron,  pre- 
sided. 

This  pamphlet  of  56  pages,  while  In  no  sense  "proceedings,"  affords 
much  evidence  of  the  state  of  the  Craft  in  Ireland. 

Despite  the  war  and  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  country.  Ma- 
sonry showed  remarkable  progress  along  all  lines.  There  was  a  large 
increase  In  membership  and  the  various  financial  receipts. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  said: 

It  is  an  extraordinary  thing  to  say  that  year  after  year  since  the 
war  commenced  the  number  of  members  recruited  has  been  greater 
and  greater. 
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Seven  new  warrants  for  the  establishment  of  new  lodges  were  is- 
sued during  the  year. 

Patriotism. — If  we  may  judge  from  this  pamphlet  Sinn  Feinism 
and  Bolshevililsm  have  not  poisoned  the  pure  spirit  of  patriotism 
among  the  Freemasons  of  Ireland.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  deliv- 
ered an  address  breathing  devotion  to  country  which  was  cordially 
applauded.    Among  other  things,  he  said : 

Every  one  of  us,  1  think,  has  to  lament  the  death  of  relatives  or  of 
near  friends.  There  has  never  been  in  the  history  of  the  world  such 
a  deplorable  loss  of  life  as  has  taken  place  within  the  last  three 
years,  it  is  of  melancholy  significance  to  us  on  act'ount  of  the  large 
number  of  our  Brethren  who  have  given  up  their  lives  or  have  been 
maimed  for  life  in  heroically  fighting  for  their  King  and  their  Coun- 
try. I  should  venture  to  say  that  there  is  not  a  single  IvOdge  in 
Ireland  the  niembers  of  which  have  not  contributed  to  one  or  other  of 
these  two  great  armies.  Many  of  them  I  know  have  their  Rolls  of 
Honor. 

America. — Concerning  our  own  country  in  the  war  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  said : 

We  may  console  ourselves  with  the  reflection  that  the  wars  of  this 
country  for  several  centuries  past  have  all  been  successful  wars 
with  one  solitary  exception,  and  in  that  war  we  were  defeated  by  peo- 
ple of  our  own  race,  the  inhabitants  of  the  North  American  Colonies. 
Now  happily  that  great  English  speaking  Republic  is  united  with  the 
English  speaking  Empire  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  war  to  a 
successful  issue.  The  enormous  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States  and  their  enormous  pecuniary  resources  enable  us  to 
speak  with  almost  certainty  as  to  the  final  victory  which  will  crown 
our  united  efforts.  Hope  now,  with  me  at  all  events,  is  changed  into 
absolute  certainty,  for  I  verily  believe,  and  I  am  sure  you  believe 
also,  that  with  the  assistance  of  our  great  English  speaking  Allies, 
with  their  countless  numbers  and  great  resources,  this  war  will  cer- 
tainly be  terminated  victoriously  to  our  cause  before  our  next  St. 
John's  Day  meeting  comes  round. 

In  the  meantime,  Brethren,  keep  up  your  hearts.  I  think  there  is 
much  in  the  rallying  cry  of  "Carry  on,"  which  was  the  watchword  In 
great  circles  in  England  some  time  ago.  To  be  depressed  is  foolish 
and  unreasonable,  therefore  let  us  be  hopeful,  but  not  exuberant. 
There  Is  a  great  difference  between  exul)erance,  which  is  unsuited 
to  the  present  time,  and  hopefulness.  Let  us  be  hopeful  that  our 
period  of  anxiety  and  anguish  is  near  its  termination,  and  that  within 
another  year  we  shall  be  restored  to  harmony,  peace  and  plenty 
(applause). 

Chetwode  Crawley  Memorial. — This  tribute  to  Ireland's  distin- 
guished and  beloved  Masonic  scholar  took  the  form  of  a  Masonic 
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library,  the  nucleus  of  which  was  Brother  Crawley's  personal  library. 
A  photograph  of  the  library  serves  a  frontispiece  to  this  pamphlet. 
Suspended  in  it  is  a  portrait  of  Brother  Crawley  painted  by  Mr. 
Dermot  O'Brien,  President  of  the  Royal  Hibernian  Academy.  The 
library  is  being  carefully  and  scientifically  catalogued. 

Degrees  hy  Courtesy  may  be  now  conferred  by  Irish  Lodges  at  the 
request  of  any  English,  Scottish  or  Irish  lodge.  As  to  lodges  of  all 
other  countries,  the  old  rule  continues  that  the  candidate  must  first 
affiliate  as  an  E.  A.  or  F.  C.  with  the  Irish  lodge  to  obtain  a  degree. 

Appeals  for  Charity  by  circular  must,  according  to  a  decision  of 
the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  be  first  approved  by  the  Provincial 
Grand  I»dge  or  in  certain  cases  by  Grand  Ix)dge. 

Lodge  Names. — The  custom  of  naming  lodges  for  living  persons  was 
declared  "undesirable"  and  "of  comparatively  recent  date  in  Ireland." 

Chain  Letters  came  in  for  condemnation,  as  they  are  being  con- 
•demned  by  Grand  Lodges  everywhere.

Portraits  of  Grand  Master  George  S.  Norfleet  and  of  Past  Grand 
Masters  John  Nichols,  Ilezekiah  A.  Gudger,  Leo.  D.  Ileartt,  Charles 
H.  Robinson  and  Francis  M.  Winchester  adorn  this  volume.  There 
is  also  a  beautiful  cut  of  the  Masonic  home. 

Alabama  was  present  in  the  person  of  Past  Grand  Master  S.  M. 
Gattis. 

Grand  Master  Claud  L.  Pridgen  delivered  his  address  before  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  uniform  of  a  Major  of  the  medical  department  of  the 
United  States.  He  referred  at  length  to  the  war  and  was  flred  with 
patriotism. 

Recognition. — Applications  for  recognition  were  received  from  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  San  Salvador  (Cuscatlan),  France  and  Panama, 
which  were  referred  to  the  Correspondence  Committee.  The  Grand 
Master  strongly  recommended  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
France,  but  no  action  was  taken  on  any  of  these  applications  as  the 
■Correspondence  Committee  reported  that  it  had  not  had  time  to 
consider  them. 
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Military  Lodges, — Grand  Master  Pridgen  issued  a  warrant  for  the 
formation  of  a  lodge  attached  to  the  113th  Field  Artillery.  A  Ser- 
geant was  named  as  Master;  a  Brigadier-General,  Senior  Warden; 
and  a  Colonel,  Junior  Warden. 

Honor  Roll.— Gr&ud  Secretary  William  W.  Wlllson  Is  collecting 
data  for  the  compilation  of  a  list  of  all  North  Carolina  Masons  who 
enter  the  war.    He  already  has  nearly  400  names. 

Flag, — Grand  Master  Prigden  did  not  approve  draping  the  altar 
with  the  flag,  but  Grand  Lodge  urged  that  one  be  suitably  displayed 
in  every  lodge. 

Decisions. — Whether  there  was  anything  of  Interest  In  the  mass 
of  chaff  reported  as  "decisions,**  we  do  not  know.  The  Jurisprudence 
Committee  felt  it  necessary  to  *re-iterate"  their  request  that  Grand 
Masters  do  not  report  as  decisions  matters  on  which  there  have  been 
former  similar  rulings. 

Masonic  Homes. — There  Is  in  this  volume  an  interesting  summary  of 
this  form  of  Masonic  activity  in  the  various  grand  jurisdictions  of 
England  and  the  United  States. 

CORBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Marshall  DeT^ncey  Haywood  for  the  second  time  presents 
this  report.  It  Is  a  well  written  account  of  business  done,  accom- 
panied with  well  chosen  quotations.  Brother  Haywood  gives  but  lit- 
tle of  himself,  though  he  shows  a  sure-footedness  when  dealing  with 
matters  historical.

This  volume  Is  embellished  with  handsome  portraits  of  Past  Grand 
Masters  William  B.  Walton  (1911-'12),  Marine  R.  Williams  (1912*13), 
Nathan  Jaffa  (1913-*14),  and  Alonzo  B.  McMIllen  (1916-*17). 

Traveling  Bihle,  which  was  started  out  on  Its  journeys  In  1909  by 
Equity  Lodge  No.  878,  Chicago,  was  suitably  received,  Inscribed  and 
dispatched  on  Its  travels. 

Liberty  Bonds  have  been  bought  to  the  amount  of  $10,000. 
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Electioneering  for  lodge  officers  was  severely  censured  and  a  dis- 
tinguished committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  reports  of  such 
practices  in  a  certain  lodge. 

Record  Books, — A  resolution  was  adopted  requiring  the  Grand 
Secretary  to  furnish  and  the  lodges  to  provide  themselves  at  actual 
-cost  with  "standardized  lodge  records,  including  historical  registers 
and  all  forms."

97tu  Annual — Indianapolis — May  28th-29th. 

Lodges,  562 ;  membership,  82,568 ;  gain,  4,721. 

For  the  third  time  at  least,  Alabama's  representative.  Brother 
Walter  O.  Bragg,  was  absent. 

A  most  interesting  preliminary  meeting  was  held  before  the  open- 
ing of  Grand  Lodge.  There  were  patriotic  songs  and  music,  but  the 
event  of  the  occasion  was  an  address  by  Brother  Albert  W.  Funk- 
honser.  Despite  his  Teutonic  name,  he  showed  himself  100  per  cent 
American.    We  can  only  quote  this : 

Our  God  is  not  the  Prussian  Gott.  The  Kaiser's  Gott  is  not  God^ 
but  a  horrible,  sacrilegious  counterfeit;  made,  created  and  sponsored 
by  the  Beast  of  Berlin  to  suit  his  own  fancy  and  convenience. 

Flag. — A  beautiful  representation  of  Old  Glory  adorns  the  fly-leaf. 
A  ceremony  for  receiving  and  saluting  the  flag  In  lodge  was  thought 
by  Grand  Master  Elba  L.  Branigin  to  be  an  Innovation  in  the  body 
of  Masonry.  He  expressed  a  view  voiced  by  us  in  our  1917  report, 
pp.  44,  118.    He  said : 

In  addition,  I  beg  to  note  that  such  a  ceremony  as  contemplated 
must  of  necessity  Include  a  salutation  or  other  recognition  of  this 
emblem  as  the  Flag  of  Our  Country,  and  until  Masonry  sees  fit  to 
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exclude  from  Its  membership  all  i>er8on8  not  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  such  ceremony  will  impose  a  rite  upon  members  of  the  Order 
under  allegiance  to  other  governments. 

The  Jurispmdence  Committee  and  Grand  Lodge  concurred  with 
the  Grand  Master. 

Centennial  of  the  founding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  was 
celebrated  at  a  meeting  at  which  Senator  Theodore  E.  Burton,  of 
Ohio,  was  the  orator  of  the  occasion. 

Per  Capita  Tax. — For  many  years  this  has  been  only  25  cents,  but 
on  account  of  the  increased  cost  of  things  this  was  increased  to  40 
cents. 

Masonry  Not  a  Social  Cluh. — Daniel  C.  Roper,  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue,  held  early  in  1917  that  Masonic  lodges  are  "social 
clubs"  and  therefore  subject  to  the  Federal  tax  upon  all  fees  for 
membership.  Past  Grand  Master  Frank  E.  Gavin  prepared  an 
elaborate  brief  and  thereby  convinced  the  Commissioner  of  his  error. 
He  reversed  his  ruling,  deciding  that  a  Masonic  lodge  is  not  a  social 
club  and  hence  not  subject  to  the  tax.  Judge  Gavin*s  brief  is  printed 
In  this  volume  and  is  a  convenient  and  exhaustive  source  of  learning 
on  this  point. 

Dues. — Subordinate  lodges  were  authorized  to  exempt  from  dues 
members  in  the  military  or  naval  service. 

Processions. — Grand  Lodge  went  on  record  as  holding  that  a  lodge 
could  engage  in  only  purely  Masonic  processions  and  hence  could  not 
unite  as  a  lodge  in  a  patriotic  parade. 

Honor  Roll. — Grand  Secretary  Calvin  W.  Prather  on  his  own  initia- 
tive compiled  a  list  of  all  Indiana  Masons  in  the  military  or  naval 
service.    It  fills  C3  pages  of  this  volume. 

Rccof/nition. — A  very  sweeping  resolution  was  adopted  permitting 
any  Indiana  Mason  during  the  period  of  the  war  to  visit  or  hold 
Masonic  intercourse  with  any  foreign  lodge  or  Mason  where  he  might 
l>e  stationed  in  Allied  countries,  and  conversely  permitting  any  foreign 
lodge  or  Mason  to  visit  or  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  Indiana 
lodges  or  Masons. 

Work. — Grand  Lecturer  Graham  complained  greatly  at  the  lack 
of  uniformity  of  the  "work"  and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Indiana  has  no  monitor  which  conforms  to  their  monitorial  work. 

Study. — Intelligent  steps  are  being  taken  to  stimulate  a  systematic 
study  of  Freemasonry  in  its  various  aspects. 
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Language  Question. — A  proposition  indorsing  a  bill  before  the- 
legislature  prohibiting  the  teaching  in  the  primary  schools  of  any 
language  except  English  was  ruled  out  of  order  on  the  ground  that 
it  was  ''purely  political." 

We  do  not  think  this  a  ix)litical  question  at  all,  and  are  certain 
it  is  not  ''purely"  political  in  the  true  sense  of  the  rule  which  forbids 
Freemasonry  to  engage  in  politics.  By  this  rule  we  understand  that 
the  lodge  is  not  to  dabble  with  questions  of  a  political  nature  in  a 
partisan  manner.  But  surely  it  is  not  true  that,  as  soon  as  a  question 
begins  to  interest  the  public,  it  must  no  longer  be  permitted  to  interest 
Masonry.  Such  a  rule  would  make  Masonry  a  perfectly  harmless 
institution,  it  is  true,  but  at  the  same  time  it  would  make  it  a  useless 
one.  The  partisan  politicians  by  seizing  a  question  can  not  withdraw 
it  from  the  attention  of  the  moral  institutions  of  the  country,  like 
Freemasonry  and  the  church.  It  is  preposterous  that  the  selfish  and 
oftimes  corrupt  politicians  shall  say  to  them,  *'Now  you  stand  back 
while  we  settle  the  question." 

Correspondence. 

This  is  Brother  Elmer  F.  Gay's  fifth  report  and  as  in  his  others 
he  quotes  with  good  taste  and  judgment,  but  comments  little. 


1717— ENGLAND— 1917-18. 

These  procee<Ungs  come  in  the  form  of  five  pamphlets,  being  Minutes 
of  the  Especial  Grand  Lodge  held  June  23,  1917;  a  Masonic  service 
held  June  24,  1917,  and  the  Quarterly  Communications  of  September 
5  and  December  5,  1917,  and  March  6,  1918. 

Bi-Centcnary  of  the  founding  of  this  Grand  Ix)dge  was  celebrated 
by  a  vast  assemblage  of  Masons  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  London, 
on  June  23,  1917.  The  Grand  Master,  the  Duke  of  Connaught,  who  is 
a  brother  of  the  late  King  Edward  VII,  presided  and  delivered  an 
address.  A  telegram  of  loyalty  and  devotion  was  sent  to  the  King, 
who  replied  in  happy  terms  alluding  to  the  "traditional  loyalty"  of 
British  Freemasons. 

This  pamphlet  briefly  recounts  the  origin  and  growth  of  Free- 
masonry in  England  during  the  last  200  years.     It  began  with  four 
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lodges  In  1717  aud  In  1917  had  3,226  actively  at  work.  Delegations 
from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Ireland  and  Scotland  attended,  and  there 
were  visitors  from  the  United  States.  Canada,  Australia  and  South 
Africa.    To  those  from  America,  the  Grand  Master  thus  spoke : 

To  our  American  Brethren,  we  say  how  sincerely  we  recognize  that 
spirit  of  love  of  truth  and  loyalty  to  freedom  which  has  led  their 
Nation  to  join  with  our  own  and  with  our  Allies  in  the  present  strug- 
gle. (Cheers.)  From  Its  beginning  we  have  felt  that  the  cause 
which  we  defend  is  tliat  of  Masonic  Brotherhood  in  its  noblest 
aspects  (Hear,  hear),  and  that  the  victory  of  our  cause  will  ensure 
the  spread  throughout  all  lands  of  the  three  Grand  Principles  on 
which  our  Order  is  founded,  and  the  triumph  of  which  was  never 
more  necessary,  and,  we  trust,  never  more  assured,  than  it  is  at  this 
liour.     (Loud  cheers.) 

Among  the  congratulatory  messages  was  one  from  English  civilians 
interned  at  the  notorious  German  prison  camp,  at  Ruhleben,  Ger- 
many. 

On  the  day  following  this  celebration,  Sunday,  June  24,  a  service 
was  held  at  Koyal  Albert  Hall  at  which  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Birming- 
ham, Grand  Chaplain,  delivered  a  noble  address  on  the  duty  of  Ma- 
sonic Citizen  Service. 

Sir  Edward  Letchtcorth,  who  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century 
had  served  as  Grand  Secretary,  was  forced  by  ill  health  to  resign  at 
the  September  Quarterly.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  expressed 
extreme  regret  at  the  loss  of  his  services.  Out  of  recognition  of  his 
merit,  his  salary  of  $10,000  per  annum  was  continued  to  him.  The 
many  prayers  for  his  restoration  to  health  were  unavailing,  and  we 
perform  the  sad  duty  of  recording  his  death.  Steps  were  taken  to 
provide  a  Masonic  Memorial  to  his  memory. 

AntJumy  Saycr, — Resolution  was  adopted  Instructing  the  Board  of 
General  Purposes  to  place  a  memorial  in  the  church  of  St.  Paul, 
Coven  t  Garden,  to  Anthony  Sayer,  the  first  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

Food  Conservation, — A  strong  appeal  was  made  to  Masons  at  the 
December  Quarterly  to  "observe  the  utmost  practicable  abstinence" 
in  the  matter  of  food.  This  request  was  strongly  emphasized  by  the 
Food  Controller,  Tx)rd  Rhondda,  who  as  it  happened  was  also  Senior 
Grand  Warden.  It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  record  the  death 
•of  this  distinguished  official  and  Mason. 
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Chain  Prayer, — An  animated  discussion  arose  over  tlie  appearance 
of  this  perennial  nuisance  in  England.  A  proposition  was  adopted 
urging  all  to  destroy  such  letters  upon  receipt. 

Appeals  for  Relief  by  lodges  or  individual  Masons  were  forbidden 
to  be  circulated  unless  first  approved  by  the  Grand  Master. 

We  have  received  two  other  thin  pamphlets,  one  giving  an  account 
of  the  Annual  Grand  Festival  held  April  24,  1918.  On  this  occasion 
the  Duke  of  Connaught  was  again  installed  Grand  Master;  T^rd 
Ampthill,  Pro  Grand  Master  and  Thomas  Frederick  Halsey,  Deputy 
Grand  Master.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  congratulated  the  Grand 
Master  upon  his  "safe  return  from  his  visit  to  that  city  and  those 
scenes  so  closely  associated  with  the  ancient  traditions  of  our  Order."^ 

The  Grand  Master  replied  in  part  as  follows : 

I  thank  the  G.  A.  O.  T.  U.  for  having  protected  me  on  my  voyages 
by  sea  and  land.  I  can  bring  the  best  reports  of  the  (Jrand  Lodges  of 
the  Soudan  and  Egypt.  To  me  it  was  a  special  edification  as  Grand 
Master  of  English  Freemasonry  to  have  been  able  to  visit  Jerusalem 
and  other  places  so  deeply  connected  with  the  history  of  the  Craft 
Believe  me,  Brethren,  that  our  presence  in  the  Holy  Land  is  warmly 
welcomed  by  the  inhabitants  and  I  hope  it  may  be  productive  of  last- 
ing good. 

We  doubt  not  that  the  people  of  Jerusalem  are  glad  to  be  rid  of 
the  "terrible  Turk,"  but  this  is  the  first  knowledge  we  have  received 
that  there  is  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Soudan. 

The  second  pamphlet  is  the  Proceedings  of  the  Quarterly  of  June 
5.  1918. 

A  silver  wedding  present  costing  100  guineas  for  the  King  and 
Queen  on  the  approaching  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  their  marriage 
on  July  6,  1893,  was  ordered. 

It  was  ordered  that  clerks  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  as  may 
be  called  under  the  Military  Service  Act  should  receive  from  Grand 
Tx)dge  a  bonus  which  with  their  pay  as  soldiers  would  be  equivalent 
to  their  salaries,  and  that  their  places  be  held  open  for  them  on  their 
return. 

Much  discussion  arose  over  proposed  amendments  to  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  but  they  are  of  only  local  interest. 
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1912— PHILIPPINES— 1918. 
6th  Annual — Manila — January  22nd. 

Ixxlges,  43;  membership,  2,894;  gain,  1,055. 

Alabama  was  represented  by  Brother  Bruce  S.  Wright,  who  Is  also 
Grand  Orator  and  delivered  a  notable  oration. 

Grand  Master  William  H.  Taylor  was  absent  in  the  States  on  ac- 
count of  his  health.  Deputy  Grand  Master  Manuel  L.  Quezon  pre- 
sided and  read  the  Grand  Master*s  address. 

State  of  Craft. — The  union  last  year  of  the  Anglo  Saxon  and  Lati» 
Masonries  of  the  Islands  has  already  proved  its  wisdom.  The  Craft 
Is  flourishing.    We  will  allow  Grand  Master  Taylor  to  speak  to  us : 

Our  progress  continues  to  be  most  remarkable.  The  spirit  of 
Masonrj*  in  these  Islands  has  never  shown  more  brilliantly  and  each 
day  but  adds  to  its  luster.  I  never  have  been  in  a  jurisdiction  where 
the  members  as  a  whole  take  their  Masonry  so  seriously  as  do  our 
Brethren.  It  is  a  dally  in.splration  to  better  work  and  nobler  deeds 
just  to  meet  and  mingle  with  you  all.  Our  unification  has  given  a 
spiritual  uplift  to  our  lodges  and  to  our  members  the  beneficial  effects 
of  which  cannot  be  exaggerate<l.  May  we  press  on  in  our  faith  doing 
that  gootl  each  day  that  our  hands  may  find  to  do. 

The  sole  Portuguese  lodge  came  in  during  the  year,  leaving  only 
one  regular  lodge  in  the  Islands  not  connected  with  Grand  Ix)dge. 
It  liolds  under  Scotland  and  hope  is  felt  that  It  will  soon  join  in. 
American  and  Spanish  names  figure  about  equally 'in  the  proceedings. 
Of  this  union  of  Anglo-Saxon  and  I-atin,  Grand  Master  Taylor  said  i 

Seldom  has  such  a  situation  arisen,  as  exists  with  us  where  adepts 
In  both  Anglo-Saxon  and  Latin  Masonry  have  been  united  in  the 
same  Grand  I»dge.  It  is  our  duty  therefore  to  give  to  the  world 
tlie  benefit  of  our  knowledge  and  to  bring  Iwth  the  members  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  and  those  of  the  I^tin  Lodges  of  the  world  to  a  realiza- 
tion of  the  sincerity  of  the  adherence  of  the  other  to  our  common 
ideals.  We  Itnow  under  what  difficulties  our  Brethren  of  Latin 
Masonry  labor,  especially  those  located  in  certain  countries,  as  most 
of  them  are,  where  iwwerful  infiuences  are  constantly  working  for 
their  hinderance  and  suppression  and  where  ever  their  official  mail 
t^Idom  ever  reaches  them. 

Panama  was  recognized  in  an  interesting  report  upon  Its  origin  and' 
regularity. 

Qualified  Recognition,  so  far  as  to  permit  mutual  visiting,  was 
given    the   Grand   Lodge  of   France,   the   Independent  and    Regular 
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■Grand  Lodge  of  France,  the  Grand  Lodge  Alplna  of  Switzerland  and 
the  Grand  Orients  of  France  and  Belgium. 

Decisions. — For  the  second  time  in  succession  Grand  Master  Taylor 
•did  not  find  it  necessary  to  render  any  worthy  of  report,  (iood. 
Deputy  Grand  Master  made  one,  that  one  with  the  left  hand  off  at 
the  wrist  was  eligible.    Grand  Tx)dge  approved. 

Bi-Centenary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  F^ngland  was  celebrated  during 
the  year  with  Southern  Cross  lodge  as  host,  and  Grand  Master 
Taylor  dispatched  a  suitable  letter  of  congratulations  and  good 
wishes  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  But  Grand  Master  Taylor 
falls  into  error  when  he  says  that  "every  regular  grand  lodge  traces 
its  very  existence  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England."  Those  of  Ireland 
and  Scotland  in  no  degree  trace  from  that  of  England. 

(icueaiogy  of  Philippine  Masonry  is  graphically  det)icted  by  a  chart 
showing  tlie  various  grand  bodies  that  have  contributed  to  its  blood. 

Study, — In  this  important  subject  Grand  Lodge  continues  to  show 
its  intelligent  interest.  A  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Master  to  carry  on  the  work  and  the  Grand  Lodge  requested  each 
lodge  to  ai)point  a  like  committee  and  to  adopt  the  course  of  study 
outlined  in  The  Builder. 

Oovenwr\s  Reception. — The  entire  Grand  lx)dge  was  cordially 
received  by  the  Governor-General  at  his  "palace,"  for  which  a  vote 
of  ai)preciation  was  extended. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Thi.s  is  the  second  report  prepared  by  Brother  Newton  C.  Comfort. 
It  lays  "particular  stress  on  the  pertinent  business  activities  of  each 
Grand  Lodge,"  upon  decisions  of  interest,  but  the  compiler  tells  us 
he  has  refrained  from  criticism.  Along  this  chosen  line  he  presents 
4in  excellent  piece  of  work.  He  is  very  kind  to  our  1916  report, 
saying  it  is  a  "decideilly  creditable  addition  to  our  literature."  He 
quotes  extensively  from  our  various  reports  and  addresses. 
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1808— OHIO— 1917. 
108th  Annual — Spbingfield — October  17th-18th. 

Lodges,  546;  membership,  114,297;  gain,  7,254. 

Alabama  was  represented  by  that  distinguished  Ohio  Mason, 
Brother  Nelson  Williams. 

Grand  Master  Joel  C.  Clore  made  this  eloquent  reference  to  Amer- 
ica's participation  in  the  war: 

.  The  end  of  this  struggle  is  not  in  sight,  but  there  can  be  but  one 
outcome.  That  spirit  which  should  permeate  the  very  soul  of  every 
American  citizen,  that  spirit  which  made  possible  the  Boston  Tea 
Party,  that  spirit  which  gave  the  revolutionary  patriots  the  Inspira- 
tion to  create  and  the  courage  to  sign  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence, that  spirit  which  led  Washington  and  I^Fayette  on  to  victory 
when  defeat  seemed  certain,  that  spirit  which  gave  Lincoln  almost 
supernatural  vision  to  plan,  and  General  Grant  the  power  to  act 
wisely  in  the  preservation  of  this  Union — in  and  through  all  of 
which  Masons  and  Masonry  have  played  so  large  a  part — that  spirit 
still  lives  in  the  hearts  of  all  true  Americans,  bigger  and  braver  and 
grander  than  ever,  and  will  guide  our  intrepid  leaders,  followed  by  the 
noblest  manhood  that  ever  bared  their  breasts  to  the  storm  of  battle, 
carrying  aloft  the  Stars  and  Stripes  to  victorj',  for  the  Grand  Archi- 
tect of  the  Universe  still  reigns  in  heaven,  and  He  will  see  that 
justice.  lil)erty,  and  the  rights  of  humanity  prevail  on  this  earth. 

Military  Lodges, — Grand  Master  (More  was  very  decided  in  his 
opinion  again.st  chartering  military  lodges.  He  said  they  were 
uime<es.«<ary  in  this  country  and  "impracticable  on  the  fighting  fields 
in  Kuroi)e.''  But  Grand  Lodge  did  not  concur  and  granted  a  dispensa- 
tion for  **Ohio  Military  T^odges"  and  adopted  rules  and  regulations  for 
such  lodges. 

War  Relief. — An  "Emergency  War  Fund'*  was  created  'for  the 
benefit  of  soldiers  and  sailors  at  home  and  abroad  who  are  Mastms 
and  of  their  wives  and  children,  widows  and  orphans,  or  those  who 
are  dei>endent  upon  them.'*  Grand  Lodge  appropriated  $5,000  to  this 
fund  and  called  for  voluntary  contributions  from  Individuals  and 
lodges. 

Dcf^Jiions. — For  the  second  time  In  succession  the  Grand  Master 
found  it  unnecessary  to  render  any  new  decisions.  Smaller  jurisdic- 
tions please  take  notice. 

Masonic  Home. — It  seems  the  Home  had  been  refusing  admission 
to  "ho.sidtal  or  helpless  cases,"  lo  "women  who.  although  daughters 
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of  Masons,  bave  reached  the  age  of  niatiirity."  to  Masous  of  Ohio 
**who  had  lived  in  other  jurisdictions  for  definite  periods."  After 
full  investigation  and  report  l)y  a  committee  Grand  Ijodge  decided 
that  one  of  the  main  purposes  of  the  Home  was  l)elng  defeated  by 
this  rule  of  exclusion. 

Queensland. — ^An  exceedingly  tardy  recognition  was  extended  to 
tlie  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland.  This  action  was  accompanied  with 
an  interesting  special  report. 

History. — Ohio  has  already  pul)lished  a  three-volume  history  of 
Masonry  in  that  State  and  is  gathering  date  for  a  fourth  volume. 

Correspondence. 

Brother  Nelson  Williams  presents  for  the  seventh  time  this  rei)ort. 
He  is  (lulte  generous  with  Alabama,  giving  us  nearly  four  pages.  He 
pays  us  what  we  count  greast  praise,  saying  that  we  are  "very 
modest."  We  also  appreciate  the  cordial  welcome  to  the  Circle  ex- 
tended by  Brother  Williams. 

Washington  Memorial. — On  this  subject  Brother  Williams  says: 

We  have  heard  so  many  suggestions  as  to  what  may  happen  when 
this  memorial  is  finally  Imllt  that  we  are  having  some  trouble  in 
deciding  in  our  own  mind  just  what  is  liacli  of  the  project. 

Flat/. — Brother  Williams  does  not  symi)athize  with  ostentatious 
displays  or  ceremonies  touching  the  flag  of  our  country.    He  says: 

While  we  like  the  old  flag  as  well  as  any  one,  and  would  go  as  far 
to  defend  it  as  any  one,  we  can  not  resist  the  feeling  that  from  a 
Masonic  standi)oint,  the  flag  business  is  lielng  carried  to  extremes  In 
some  of  our  Grand  .Turisdictlons. 

He  seems  In  doubt  about  the  propriety  of  the  action  of  Ix)uisiana 
in  resuming  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Prance. 

Arourhcr. — He  thinks  that  sitting  with  one  In  a  Scottish  Rite 
Consistory  Is  "legal  information"  that  such  one  is  a  Master  Mason. 

'Public  Installatifms. — He  believes  in  the  custom  quite  common  with 
us  of  installing  lodge  officers  i»ulillcly. 
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1884— SOUTH  AUSTRALIA— 1918. 
34th  Annual — Adelaide — April  17th. 

Lodges,  79;  membership,  6,165;  gain,  145. 

Alabama  was  represented  in  the  person  of  Brother  George  L. 
Young. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  (Jeneral  Purposes,  Brother  Alfred 
M.  Simpson,  died  September  28,  1917.  His  death  was  a  great  loss  to 
South  Australia  and  to  Masonry  generally. 

War  Relief  Fund. — Grand  Master  Eustace  B.  Grundy  had  hoped 
that  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  brethren  at  the  front  might  be  created, 
but  he  was  forced  reluctantly  to  give  up  tlie  idea,  saying  that  on 
account  of  other  heavy  calls  he  saw  "small  prospect  of  success  at 
present.** 

Grand  Secretary  Charles  U.  J.  (ilover  was  congratulated  by  Grand 
Lodge  on  his  election  to  the  chief  magistracy  of  the  city  of  Adelaide. 

Correspondence. 

This  report  is  by  a  committee  of  ten.  but  Alabamans  proceedings 
had  not  been  recolveil.  It  is  a  good  review  in  ninety  pages  of  fifty 
jurisdictions. 

19(H— QUEENSLAND— 1916-17. 

This  thin  pamphlet  of  104  pages  contains  the  proceedings  of  four 
Stated  Communications.  It  shows  Masonry  in  Queensland  making 
substantial  progress.  Little  business  outside  the  routine  was  trans- 
acted. 

Philippines  (Grand  I^odge)  was  recognized  and  exchange  of  repre- 
sentatives recommended. 

Grand  Master  A.  M.  Ilertzberg,  despite  Ill-health,  attended  all 
meetings  except  one  and  traveled  6, 700  miles  during  the  year.  Grand 
r»dge  congratulated  him  on  his  (JTith  birthday  and  50th  anniversary 
of  his  arrival  in  Queensland.  He  has  been  Grand  Master  for  eight 
years  but  at  the  June,  1917,  meeting  Brother  James  Stodart  was 
elected  his  successor,  and  his  handsome  i)ortrait  adorns  this  volume. 
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We  regret  to  record  that  Brother  Hertzberg,  who  was  the  best  beloved 
Mason  in  Queensland,  died  during  the  year  just  past. 

Our  representative,  Brother  D.  W.  Coulter,  presented  his  commis- 
sion and  answered  the  roll  call  at  the  March,  1917,  Communication. 

No  report  on  correspondence. 


1791— RHODE   ISLAND— 1917. 
127th  Annual — Providence — May  218T. 

Lodges,  37;  membership,  9,832;  gain,  364. 

Alabama's  representative.  Brother  Herbert  Ambrose  Rice,  was 
present  and  was  cliosen  Grand  Master,  an  honor  in  which  we  take  a 
share  of  pride. 

Physical  Qualifications. — We  noted  last  year  that  it  had  been 
referred  to  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  to  report  whether  the 
Standing  Order  on  this  subject  should  be  liberally  or  strictly  con- 
strued. It  required  that  one  must  be  able  *'to  perform  every  part  of 
the  work."  It  was  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  if  by  aid  of  **arti- 
ficial  means  controlled  by  himself"  he  could  comply  with  the  ritual, 
it  was  sufficient. 

Philippines. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  these  Islands  was  recognized. 

Altar. — At  a  special  Comnlunication  for  the  consecrating  of  the 
altar  of  a  lodge.  Brother  E.  Tudor  Gross,  Grand  Warden,  delivered  a 
most  interesting  address  on  "The  Altar  of  Masonry,"  giving  its  origin, 
meaning  and  significance. 

Cremation. — Grand  Master  Norris  G.  Abbott  decided  that  a  Ma- 
sonic funeral  service  could  not  be  held  over  the  cremated  remains 
of  a  brother  *'unless  they  were  to  be  entombed  or  interred."  We 
think  this  error.  The  burial  service  is  not  so  fixed  or  unchangeable 
that  it  could  not  be  varied  to  suit  the  circumstances. 

Economy. — Grand  Master  thought  a  simple  dinner  just  before  meet- 
ing of  the  lodge  to  be  paid  for  by  those  dining  well  and  proper.  But 
he  urged  that  an  elaborate  or  expensive  banquet  under  war  conditions, 
when  the  cry  is  for  food  conservation,  would  be  little  becoming  to 
our  Fraternity. 

Bicentenary. — Steps  were  taken  to  suitably  observe  this  impor- 
tant occasion  on  June  24.

Regalia, — A  brother  proposed  the  adoption  of  regalia  "to  conform 
substantially  to  that  in  nse  in  the  (iraiid  Lodge  of  England  and 
Massachusetts."  The  Jurisprudence  Committee  made  the  following 
very  sensible  report: 

The  Committee  have  given  careful  study  to  the  recommendation 
and  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  inadvisable,  for  the  present 
at  least,  to  adopt  such  regalia  as  suggested. 

Where  the  use  of  such  regalia  is  the  result  of  ancient  custom  and 
tradition,  it  has  a  certain  significance  and  symbolism.  But,  In  the 
opinion  of  tJie  Committee,  to  adopt  such  regalia  without  the  justifica- 
tion of  such  ancient  custom  and  use  would  not  add  to  the  dignity  of 
the  Fraternity  or  its  Officers. 

No  correspondence  report. 


173G- -SOUTH  CAROLINA— 1917. 
1818T  Annual — Chari^ston — December  11th-12th. 

Lodges,  272 ;  membership,  18,064 ;  gain,  607. 

In  giving  the  above  date  of  the  origin  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South 
Carolina,  we  merely  adopt  the  date  officially  claimed  by  it.  We  say 
this  that  we  may  not  lecome  the  innocent  victim  of  the  righteous 
wrath  of  Brother  Johnson  of  Massachusetts. 

For  the  third  successive  time  Alabama's  representative,  Brother 
W.  K.  Livingston,  was  conspicuous  by  his  absence. 

War. — The  Grand  Ix>dge  dispatched  a  telegram  to  President  Wilson 
expressing  its  "full  accord  and  sympathy  with  him  in  this  trying 
hour  of  our  country's  history."  The  purchase  of  $100,000  of  Liberty 
Bonds  was  authorized  "provided  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  do  so 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees."  Per  capita  of  Masons  in  the  service  was 
remitted  provided  the  lodge  did  not  collect  dues  from  them. 

Decisions. — Grand  Master  R.  A.  Cooper  rei)orted  15  pages  of  decl- 
sioDS.  The  most  solemn  replies  are  given  to  absurdly  simple  ques- 
tions. Much  of  it  is  fatherly  advice  as  to  the  lest  manner  of  dealing 
with  perplexing  sitnations.  For  example,  one  brother  wrote  to  know 
what  to  do  with  a  would-be  suicide.  The  Grand  Master  thought 
his  act  probal)ly  due  to  mental  aberration  and  that  the  lodge  should 
make  every  effort  to  restore  him  to  his  right  mind.  Could  Solomon 
improve  on  that? 
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Fortune  Is  certainly  smiling  on  Grand  Master  Cooper.  In  addition 
to  being  honored  with  the  highest  office  in  the  gift  of  his  Masonic 
brethren,  he  got  married  during  the  year,  while  only  a  few  days 
ago  he  was  elected  governor  of  his  state.  We  suspect,  however,  that 
Brother  Cooper  had  a  share  in  shaping  the  tide  that  led  on  to  these 
several  fortunes. 

Correspondence. 

Again  Brother  James  L.  Michie  gives  us  one  of  the  best  reviews 
of  the  year.  It  is  his  eighth.  He  is  very  kind  to  our  1916  report, 
pronouncing  it  "interesting  and  instructive."  He  is  puzzled  over 
the  granting  in  1915  of  "duplicate"  charter  to  Lodge  No.  C  on  the 
Alabama  list.  He  wonders  how  "the  signatures  of  the  original 
signers  of  the  charter  of  this  old  lodge"  were  obtained.  He  asks 
us  to  tell  him.     We  will  let  Brother  Beauchamp  explain : 

At  every  annual  we  have  several  extra  charters  signed  in  blank, 
which  are  filed  away  for  such  contingencies.  As  to  No.  6,  I  think  a 
brand  new  charter  was  issued  it,  and  it  may  be  that  it  was  a  mistake 
to  call  that  a  "duplicate." 

Brother  Michie  gives  us  an  interesting  bit  of  history  touching  the 
origin  of  the  name  of  his  grand  body, — "Ancient  Free  Masons  of 
South  Carolina." 

France. — Brother  Michie  is  not  favorably  impressed  with  the  claims 
of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  to  recognition.  In  an  interesting  dis- 
cussion of  this  subject,  he  says: 

Should  Louisiana  resume  relations  with  the  atheistic  Grand  Orient 
of  France,  it  would  behoove  other  grand  Jurisdictions  to  reconsider 
their  relations  to  Louisiana. 

J\  M.  Dcyree. — He  is  a  steadfast  champion  of  this  degree,  and  thus 
upholds  it : 

Fifty  Jurisdictions  of  the  English-peaking  world  recognize  the 
Degree,  while  only  twenty  fall  to  do  so.  This  also  might  be  correctly 
termed  "a  survival  of  an  old  custom,"  one  we  would  dislike  very 
much  to  see  abandoned.  It  has  antiquity  and  long-established  aistom 
to  support  it,  and  is  first  cousin  to  a  Landmark. 

Mexico. — Of  the  York  Grand  Lodge,  he  says: 

Well,  we  do  not  know  one  valid  claim  that  Grand  (?)  Lodge  has 
for  Fraternal  Recognition.     It  is  composed  of  Foreigners,  formerly 
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owing  allegiance  to  the  Supreme  Council  A.  &  A.  S.  Rite,  originally 
was  one  Lodge,  but  split  itself  into  three  Lodges  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  a  Grand  Lodge,  which  it  called  •'The  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de 
Mexico"  (the  name  of  the  original  Subordinate  I.K)dge),  and  subse- 
quently— when  Past  Grand  Master  Levi  left  it  and  started  another 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  same  name — changed  it  to  **The  York  Grand 
Lodge  of  Mexico." 

The  York  Grand  (?)  Lodge  is  the  oflfspring  of  the  Scottish  Rite, 
it  disowned  its  mother,  it  is  an  olta  podrida^  originally  one  Lodge,  cut 
itself  up  into  three  Lodges,  called  itself  a  Grand  Lodge  and  claimed 
to  be  Sovereign  and  Independent.  Its  own  literature  condemns  it. 
It  circularized  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  asking  their 
views  in  regard  to  dividing  its  sovereignty  with  the  Valle  Grand 
Lodge,  whereby  the  York  Grand  I^odge  was  to  work  in  the  "York  or 
American  Rite**  and  charter  only  English-speaking  Lodges,  while 
the  Valle  Grand  Ivodge  was  to  work  in  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the 
Spanish  language.  The  replies  receiveil  put  a  quietus  on  such  a 
division.  Even  had  such  an  arrangement  been  carried  out,  how 
could  they  work  their  way  into  each  other's  Lodges?  That  which  is 
first  in  the  one  is  second  in  the  other,  and  rice  versa. 

History, — Brother  Michie  breaks  a  lance  with  Brother  Melvin  M. 
Johnson  over  the  seniority  of  St)uth  Carolina  Masonry  over  that  of 
Massachusetts. 

There  are  many  other  things  in  this  excellent  report  we  would  like 
to  refer  to  but  have  not  the  space. 


1905— ALBERTA— 1918. 
13th  Annual — Edmonton — May  29th. 

Ix>dges,  106;  membership,  7,984;  gain,  470. 

Alabama's  representative,  R.  B.  Ferguson,  was  again  absent  from 
his  post. 

War  Relief  Fund. — For  this  cause  about  $13,000  was  raised  during 
the  year.  Grand  Master  W.  M.  Connacher  laid  the  matter  heavily 
upon  the  lodges  and  expressed  regret  that  the  fund  had  not  reached 
the  $25,(X)0  mark.  He  showed  that  40,000  Canadians  had  been  killed 
and  more  than  00,000  more  recorded  as  wounded  or  missing.  Still 
he  declared  that  Canada  **in  a  material  sense  was  practically  un- 
touched.**   He  further  said : 

The  glory  won  by  our  men  on  the  battle  fields  of  Europe  will  never 
fade  from  the  history  of  the  Nation  and  the  memory  of  their  heroic 
deeds  will  be  as  laurels  and  coronets  to  our  children  forever. 
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Panama. — Recognition  was  refused  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama 
for  the  reason  that  the  lodges  forming  it  derived  from  Scottish  Rite 
sources.  In  our  report  recommending  recognition  of  this  Grand 
Body  we  did  not  deem  this  sufficient  ground  for  refusal. 

France. — Recognition  was  "without  ceremony"  withdrawn  from 
the  "Independent  and  National  Grand  Lodge  of  France."  Alabama 
refused  it  in  the  first  instance. 

The  Grand  Orient  of  France  is  leing  given  consideration  by  a 
special  committee  which  will  report  at  the  next  annual.  The  able 
report  (1918)  of  Brother  S.  H.  Goodwin,  of  Utah,  on  this  subject  is 
reprinted  In  full. 

George  H.  lloghin. — This  distinguished  brother  leaves  Alberta  to 
reside  in  British  Honduras.  Brother  Hogbin  has  been  one  of  the 
pioneers  and  leaders  of  Masonry  in  Alberta.  He  presided  over  the 
convention  which  organized  the  Grand  I>odge  in  1905,  and  was 
chosen  Grand  Master  in  1908.  His  removal  is  a  grief  and  great 
loss  to  his  Alberta  brethren. 

COBSESPONDENCE. 

This  report  Is  by  Brother  II.  Darling,  and  is  a  first-class  summary 
of  50  jurisdictions  in  79  pages.  He  compliments  and  quotes  from  this 
writer's  address  on  "Speculative  Masonry  before  A.  D.  1717,"  and 
also  from  Brother  Lawrence  Lee's  address. 

Grand  Masters. — Brother  Darling  takes  issue  with  the  Corre- 
spondence Committee  of  the  Philippines  upon  their  dictum  that 
Grand  Masters  are  the  creatures  of  Grand  Lodges.  He  says  he 
was  "under  the  impression  that  the  office  of  Grand  Master  existed 
prior  to  the  formation  of  the  first  Grand  Lodge  in  1717."  All  the 
latest  and  best  Masonic  authorities,  Brother,  such  as  Gould,  Hughan, 
Lyon  and  Chetwode-Crawley,  agree  that  there  Is  no  historical  basis 
for  the  claim  that  there  was  ever  a  grand  master  prior  to  1717. 

War. — Brother  Darling  extends  us  a  hearty  welcome  into  the  war. 
He  says  he  rejoices  beyond  his  ability  to  state  that  brethren  of  the 
United  States  are  with  them  in  this  struggle. 
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1871— BRITISH  COLUMBIA— 1918. 
47th   Annual — Victoria — June  20th. 

Lodges,  80 ;  membership,  7,951 ;  gain,  146. 

Brother  W.  A.  Haslam,  Alabamans  representative,  was  again  absent. 

A  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Douglas  Corsan,  in  full  uniform  of  a 
major  in  the  Medical  Corps,  serves  as  a  frontispiece.  He  delivered 
an  address  of  four  pages  which,  so  far  as  an  outsider  could  see, 
covered  the  ground.  lie  did  not  find  it  necessary  to  render  any 
decisions  for  which  he  gave  credit  to  the  intelligence  of  the  Wor- 
shipful Masters. 

One  Cent  Fund,  by  which  is  meant  a  voluntary  fund  of  one  cent 
per  annum  for  each  member,  had  netted  a  "fair  amount."  Its  con- 
tinuance was  decided  upon  and  it  was  placed  under  the* control  of 
the  Grand  Master  and  a  committee. 

Honor  Roll. — This  fills  forty  pages,  but  Is  not  complete.  It  shows 
the  killed,  wounded,  missing,  etc.  Opposite  some  names  is  printed 
"left  the  service."    We  do  not  understand  this  way  of  getting  out. 

HistoricaL — A  committee  is  gathering  data  for  the  history  of  the 
several  lodges.  Brief  abstracts  of  some  of  these  ai)pear  in  this  vol- 
ume. This  \s  far  more  valuable  stuff  than  much  that  some  volumes 
of  proceedings  contain. 

Recognition  of  the  CJerman  Grand  Ix)dge  Zur  Sonne  and  of  the 
Symbolic  Grand  I^odge  of  Hungary  was  withdrawn. 

Lecturer. — The  establishment  of  this  office  was  de<ided  to  be  pre- 
mature. 

Dues. — The  per  capita  of  Masons  engaged  in  the  military  or  naval 
service  was  remitte<l  where  the  lodge  exempts  them  from  dues. 

War. — Resolutions  were  adopted  expressing  sympathy  for  those 
who  had  lost  friends  or  relatives  in  the  war ;  recognizing  the  neces- 
sity of  prosecuting  it  to  a  successful  issue  and  pledging  their  support 
to  the  last  man  and  the  last  dollar. 

Correspondence. 

Brother  DeWolf  Smith  gives  us  his  twenty-seventh  report;  it  is  a 
fine  piece  of  work. 

France. — He  is  a  doughty  opponent  of  extending  recognition  to  any 
of  the  grand  bodies  of  France,  but  thinks  full  recognition  more  con- 
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sistent  than  merely  authorizing  mutual  vlsttation.  In  taking  this 
last  named  action,  he  thinks  this  committee  and  our  Grand  Lodge 
were  "suffering  from  the  emotional  insanity  which  is  just  now  sweep- 
ing, over  the  United  States."  He  also  disapproves  of  our  recognition 
of  Panama  because  of  the  Scottish  Rite  origin  of  its  lodges.  On  the 
whole  he  is  quite  complimentary  to  our  report,  pronouncing  it  "admir- 
able." He  declares  our  Home  "dear"  in  more  senses  than  one,  and 
thinks  such  plan  of  relief  a  mistake  except  when  undertaken  by  the 
very  strongest  grand  lodges. 

Spanish. — He  considers  it  "impertinent"  that  we  should  complain 
that  the  grand  bodies  of  Spanish-speaking  countries  do  not  i)rint 
English  editions  of  their  proceedings.  He  asks  who  would  expect  us 
to  print  proceeilings  in  Spanish.  The  rebuke  is  deserved.  Go  to  work 
and  learn  Spanish  or  get  a  brother  to  review  such  proceedings  who 
can  read  Spanish.    It  is  a  beautiful  language  any  way. 

Patiama. — Brother  DeWolf  Smith  quotes  with  approval  and  at 
length  the  instructive  report  of  Illinois  1917,  refusing  recognition  to 
Panama  because  of  its  Scottish  Rite  origin. 

Bible.— On  this  subject  Brother  DeWolf  Smith  says : 

It  is  true  that  all  people  do  not  regard  the  Bible  as  the  revelation 
of  Divine  will.  Some  claim  that  only  what  we  know  as  the  Old 
Testament  is  of  Divine  authority ;  others  acknowledge  the  Koran,  and 
still  others  hold  other  books  in  veneration,  but  all  regular  Masons 
must,  and  do,  believe  that  there  is  a  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe, 
and  that  He  has  revealed  His  will  to  man.  The  docmnent  containing 
that  revelation  is,  for  any  particular  people,  its  Volume  of  the  Sacred 
Law,  and  whatever  it  may  be.  must  be  displayed  in  the  Lodges  of  that 
particular  country.  No  one  can  claim  the  Book  of  Constitutions,  or 
a  blank  book,  as  of  any  Divine  authority ;  and  in  substituting  one 
of  these  for  the  Volume  of  the  Sacred  Law,  the  French  have  put 
themselves  outside  the  Masonic  pale — if,  indeed,  they  ever  were 
within  it. 

San  Salvador. — He  dubs  this  grand  body  (Cuscatlan)  as  only  a 
qua.si  grand  lodge. 

Philippines. — He  is  disgusted  with  the  admission  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Philippines  of  those  lodges  deriving  from  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Spain.  He  says  if  this  had  been  done  a  year  sooner  that 
Grand  Ix>dge  would  not  have  been  generally  recognized. 

From  Proceedings  of  British  Columbia  1918,  we  learn  that  in 
March,  1917,  the  following  interesting  change  in  its  laws  was  made 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England: 
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It  has  for  years  been  a  rule  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  that 
no  military  man  below  the  rank  of  Corporal  may  be  Initiated  into 
its  Lodges,  except  as  a  serving  Brother,  but  representations  having 
been  made  to  the  Board  that  it  had  never  been  contemplated  that  the 
rule  would  apply  In  times  like  the  present,  when  practically  the  whole 
nation  was  imder  arms,  that  body  saw  the  reasonableness  of  that 
view,  and  introduced  a  resolution  removing  the  restriction.  This 
resolution  was  subsequently  adopted,  and  now  every  Lodge  may 
"judge  for  itself  as  to  the  qualifications  of  such  candidates  for  admis- 
sion as  are  in  the  armed  service  of  the  Crown." 


1820— MAINE— 1918. 
00th  Annual — Portland — May  7th -9th. 

Lodges,  20G;  membership,  32,453;  gain,  598. 

Alabama  was  again  represented  in  the  person  of  Brother  Gustavu» 
H.  Cargill. 

Military  Lodges. — In  line  with  "the  great  majority  of  grand  masters 
in  this  country,**  Grand  Master  Waldo  Pettingill  decided  against 
military  lodges. 

Honor  Ron  of  Masons  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  their 
country  is  being  compiled.  It  is  estimated  that  it  will  number  near 
2,000  at  the  present  time. 

France. — A  special  committee  to  consider  a  resolution  recognizing- 
the  Grand  Orient  of  France  seemed  very  much  in  the  dark  concern- 
ing French  Masonry.    They  were  given  till  the  next  Annual  to  report. 

War. — A  patriotic  telegram  was  sent  President  Wilson  pledging 
the  loyalty  of  the  33,000  Masons  of  Maine.  It  was  suitably  acknowl- 
edged by  the  President. 

100th  Anniversary  of  Grand  Lodge  was  suitably  celebrated  on 
May  8th. 

Panama, — ^The  new  Grand  Lodge  of  this  republic  was  recognized 
and  declared  constitutionally  organized  by  regular  lodges. 

Correspondence. 

The  report  on  this  subject  is  for  the  sixteenth  time  the  work  of 
Brother  Albro  E.  Chase.  Alabama  1917  is  given  careful  review  in 
three  pages.  He  quotes  liberally  from  our  rei)ort.  The  features  of 
Brother  Chase's  work  are  brevity,  judicious  quotation  and  occasional 
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pointed  comments.  He  disagrees  altogether  with  the  idea  that  degrees 
should  not  be  conferred  by  a  competent  brother  who  has  not  attained 
to  the  rank  of  Warden. 


1733— MASSACHUSETTS— 1917.      . 
184th  Annual — Boston — Decembeb  27th. 

Lodges,  272 ;  membership.  75,685 ;  gain,  3,186. 

This  volume  also  contains  the  proceedings  of  three  quarterly  and 
several  special  communications.  It  is  beautifully  printed  by  the  Lip- 
pincotts,  aid  ornamented  with  a  number  of  plates. 

We  shall  not  attempt  a  detailed  review,  but  shall  touch  only  a  few 
'Of  the  more  interesting  features. 

J^anama. — On  February  1st,  1917,  a  District  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
Canal  Zone  was  erected  at  Cristobal  with  Major  Herbert  A.  White, 
Judge  Advocate  for  the  Canal  Zone,  as  its  first  District  Grand  Master. 

This  volume  is  replete  with  valuable  information  concerning  Free- 
masonry in  Panama  in  general  and  especially  relating  to  the  new 
•Grand  Lodge  of  that  republic.  It  confirms  us  in  our  opinion  of  the 
■correctness  of  our  action  in  recognizing  that  Grand  Body.  We  also 
get  a  few  interesting  side  lights.  One  is  the  existence  of  two  regular 
lodges  holding  under  Scotland  composed  almost  wholly,  if  not  exclu- 
sively, of  negroes.  These  lodges  were  not  invited  to  join  in  forming 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

Again ;  Massachusetts  recognized  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Panama  over  the  Canal  Zone.  Then  by  treaty  the  Grand 
Lodge  attempted  to  grant  exclusive  authority  to  Massachusetts  to 
establish  lodges  in  the  Canal  Zone.  Should  any  other  jurisdiction 
deem  it  worth  while  to  dispute  this  claim  of  Massachusetts  an  inter- 
esting question  would  arise.  Our  own  opinion  is  that  the  Canal  Zone 
Is  so  distinct  politically  from  the  republic  of  Panama  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Panama  had  no  jurisdiction  over  the  Canal  Zone,  and  that 
the  latter  is  open  territory  until  an  independent  Grand  Lodge  is 
organized. 

Bi-Centenary  of  the  Grand  Iy>dge  of  England  was  appropriately 
•observed  at  the  Quarterly  of  June  13,  1917.  Brother  Charles  T. 
Gallagher  delivered  a  notable  and  instructive  address  which  must  be 
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read  to  be  appreciated.  It  is  Illustrated  with  numerous  interesting 
plates  and  portraits. 

Symbolism, — Brother  Roscoe  Pound  furnishes  for  this  volume 
another  of  his  scholarly  addresses.  His  subject  this  time  is  **A 
Preface  to  Masonic  Symbolism."  It  is  one  of  the  most  thoughtful 
utterances  we  have  ever  read  concerning  the  origin,  development 
and  nature  of  symbols. 

New  Lodges. — The  formation  of  new  lodges  has  been  so  hedged^ 
about  that  large  towns,  notably  Revere  with  a  population  of  25,087, 
could  not  obtain  the  necessary  consent  of  neighboring  lodges.  A 
constitutional  amendment  was  adopted  curing  this  situation.  Touch- 
ing this  action.  Past  Grand  Master  M.  M.  Johnson  submitted  a  report 
full  of  valuable  and  interesting  history. 

France. — Brother  Charles  T.  Gallagher  discusses  the  question  of 
Masonry  generally  in  France.  Of  the  Grand  Lodge,  (not  the.  Grand' 
Orient,  bear  in  mind),  he  says  it  should  receive  recognition  "if  it 
could  find  some  way  to  provide  that  its  Masonic  service  or  cere- 
monial should  require  the  candidate  to  acknowledge  a  belief  in  Deity,. 
or  at  least  a  recognition  of  a  Supreme  Being  in  his  obligation.'*  But 
the  interesting  portion  of  what  he  has  to  say  is  that  he  learns, 

that  the  Grand  lodge  of  France  is  ready  to  adopt  measures,  if  It  has 
not  done  so  already,  that  will  bring  their  ritual  within  the  require- 
ments of  English  speaking  Grand  Lodges  as  to  the  one  obligation, 
referred  to. 

Parades. — Grand  Master  Leon  M.  Abbott,  discussing  this  question;, 
declares : 

It  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  established  principles  of  our  con- 
duct that  we  participate  publicly  in  nothing  that  is  not  strictly  Ma- 
sonic. 

He  then  cites  history  and  quotes  from  high  authorities  to  support 
his  ruling. 

Thaddeus  Mason  Harris:  Freemason. — An  interesting  feature  of 
this  volume  is  an  account  of  a  Memorial  Service  in  honor  of  this 
distinguished  brother  who  died  April  7,  1842/  Reverend  Roger  S. 
Forbes,  Pastor  of  the  First  Church  of  Dorchester,  delivered  the 
memorial  address. 

Anti-Masonry. — Among  the  lectures  arranged  for  this  year  was  one 
on  Anti-Masonry  by  Brother  Emery  B.  Gibbs.    It  is  a  valuable  con- 
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tributlon  to  the  Masonic  history  of  the  period  beginning  with  the 
disappearance  of  the  notorious  William  Morgan  in  1826. 


1882— ARIZONA— 1918. 
36th  Annual — Tucson — Febbuaby  12th-14th. 

Lodges,  25 ;  membership,  8,149 ;  gain,  273. 

This  volume  is  prefaced  with  an  Honor  Roll  of  those  Masons  of 
Arizona  who  have  entered  the  military  or  naval  service  of  their 
Country.    It  is  beautifully  printed  in  four  colors. 

Mexico. — On  recommendation  of  Grand  Master  Charles  C.  Woolf 
It  was  decided  that  Arizona  would  not  recognize  any  so-called  Masonic 
Orand.  Body  in  Mexico  "until  the  situation  in  Mexico  is  improved :" 
a  very  wise  decision  according  to  our  view. 

Clubs, — Grand  Master  Woolf  oracularly  declared  that  Masonic 
clubs  "properly  conducted  are  most  excellent  and  can  produce  most 
beneficent  results,  but  like  many  other  good  things,  if  not  properly, 
handled,  on  right  principles,  may  be  the  source  of  difficulties."  Aye ; 
there's  the  rub.  What  is  "properly  conducted"  and  what  is  "on  right 
principles?"  The  lodge  should  be,  in  addition  to  its  other  functions,  a 
■club  where  Masonic  entertainment  and  instruction  can  be  had.  Other 
clubs  furnish  all  the  loafing  facilities  as  well  as  healthful  recreations 
required. 

The  remainder  of  this  volume  is  devoted  to  routine  and  local 
affairs.    There  is  no  report  on  correspondence. 


1875— MANITOBA— 1918. 
43bd  Annual — Winnipeg — June  12th-13th. 

Lodges,  77;  membership,  7,600;  gain,  207. 

We  note  the  presence  after  two  years  absence,  of  Alabama's  repre- 
sentative, Brother  Joseph  S.  Armitage. 

War. — ^This  subject  affords  a  topic  for  everj*  Grand  Master.  Brother 
P.  E.  Kellett  was  no  exception.  He  arraigned  both  Germany's  motives 
and  her  methods,  paid  tribute  to  the  cause  of  the  Allies  and  to  our

noble  dead.  The  Bi-Centenary  was  celebrated  by  the  raising  of  a 
8i)ecial  fund  which  increased  the  investments  of  Grand  Lodge  from 
.$38,836.94  to  $80,205.68.  An  Honor  Roll  of  fifteen  pages  appeai-s, 
noting  the  killed,  wounded,  etc.  St.  John's  Lodge,  Winnipeg,  boasts 
the  greatest  number,  99. 

Removal  of  Master, — Grand  Master  Kellett  removed  from  office  a 
W.  M.  who  ordered  the  secretary  of  his  lodge  not  to  send  out  circu- 
lars of  Grand  Lodge  calling  for  contributions  to  the  Bl-Centenary 
Fund. 

Fiftieth  Anniveraary  of  the  introduction  of  Masonry  in  the  Province 
was  celebrated  by  Northern  Lights  I^dge  of  Winnipeg. 

Physical  Qualification, — On  this  subject  Grand  Master  Kellett  wisely 
said: 

Our  fraternity  is  not  in  any  sense  a  Benefit  Society.  If  the  bars 
are  talseu  down  almost  altogether,  it  will  undoubtedly  result  in  our 
having  added  to  our  memliershlp  a  great  many  who  would  lie  a 
cliarge  against  the  fraternity  for  the  balance  of  their  natural  lives. 
In  that  case,  in  place  of  $100,000.00  we  might  need  a  Benevolent  Fund 
of  $1,000,000.00.  Can  we  raise  such  a  fund?  It  was  never  the  inten- 
tion of  our  Institution  to  have  any  for  its  members  but  such  as  were 
not  only  able  to  help  themselves,  but  were  also  able  and  willing  to 
help  others.  It  seems  to  me  that  safety  lies  in  adhering  pretty 
closely  to  the  original  intent. 

I  would  recommend  that  in  all  cases  of  physical  disability,  it  he 
insisted  on  that  an  applicant  for  membership  be  not  only  able  to  sup- 
port himself,  but  also  able  and  willing  to  contribute  to  the  assistance 
of  those  in  need. 

fitndy. — There  is  a  committee  on  Masonic  Research  and  Education 
and  it  is  putting  forth  intelligent  efforts  to  encourage  the  study  of 
Masonry  in  its  many  aspects. 

Politics  and  Reliyion. — Grand  Master  Kellett  is  not  in  sympathy 
with  that  conservatism  which  bars  from  our  lodges  "the  discussion 
of  national  politics  and  religious  subjects."  It  appears  to  him  that 
it  "has  served  its  pun^o^^C*  and  that  "its  usefulness  is  past.'*  He  rec- 
ommends that  "this  hampering  legislation  be  removed  and  that  a 
readjustment  be  made  so  that  any  lodge  shall  feel  free  to  discuss  any 
topic  of  social  or  moral  import,,  but  with  the  distinct  proviso  that  no 
resolutions  are  to  be  passed  regarding  any  of  these  questions." 

Labor  and  Capital, — This  comes  in  for  elaborate  consideration  by 
Grand  Master  Kellett.  He  was  unable  to  offer  a  solution  and  Grand 
Lodge  ventured  none. 
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Latin  Masonry. — Anglo-Saxon  Masonry  Is  too  slow  for  Grand  Mas- 
ter Kellett.    lie  says : 

Whence  shall  we  take  the  Inspiration  for  our  future  work?  Latin 
Masonry  furnishes  us  an  example,  which,  lu  my  opinion,  represents 
more  nearly  than  w^e  do,  the  real  design  of  the  Institution.  No  one 
can  deny  its  great  heneflt  to  the  citizenship  of  the  countries  in  wlilch 
it  exists.  It  is  a  force  for  good  whose  influence  is  felt.  We  might 
do  worse  than  to  modify  our  own  conceits,  and  literally  as  well  a& 
figuratively  "look  to  the  East." 

France. — ^The  attack  of  the  New  York  Times  on  French  Masonry 
is  also  treated  and  the  reply  of  C.  Corneau,  President  of  the  Council 
of  the  Grand  Orient,  Is  published  in  full.  The  question  of  recognizing 
the  Grand  Orient  was  again  deferred  till  the  next  Annual. 

Three  Less  Light. — It  was  decided  that  their  proper  location  wa& 
one  "in  front  of  each  of  the  three  principal  officers'  chairs." 

Soldier  Graves. — A  movement  was  encouraged  to  mark  with  a 
suitable  Masonic  emblem  the  graves  of  all  Canadian  Masons  wha 
have  paid  the  great  sacrifice  on  the  battle  fields  of  France. 

International  Bureau. — The  sum  of  ^200.00  was  appropriated  to  the 
International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs,  located  in  Switzerland. 
We  regard  this  as  money  worthily  spent. 

Correspondence. 

This  is  the  work  of  a  new  pen.  Brother  A.  L.  Crossin.  Ilis  work  is 
very  well  done  but  as  he  adopts  the  topical  plan  it  does  not  lend  itself 
to  review% 


1844— IOWA— 1918. 
75th  Annual — Ottumwa — June  IItii-ISth. 

Lodges,  520;  membership,  61,889;  gain,  2.916. 

This  handsome  volume  has  for  frontispiece  an  excellent  portrait  of 
retiring  Grand  Master,  John  W.  Barry.  We  despair  of  being  able  to 
do  Justice  to  its  contents. 

France. — Grand  Master  Barry  in  his  splendid  address  exhaustively 
covers  the  general  question  of  French  Mason r>-.  It  is  one  of  the- 
most  lucid  discussions  we  have  seen  of  this  subject,  and  concludes- 
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-with  a  recommendation  favoring  the  unqualified  recognition  of  both 

the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France. 

Physical  Qualifications. — The  law  on  this  subject  was  amended  so 

«^  to  render  eligible  one  who  by  means  of  "artificial  parts  or  limbs" 

is  able  to  conform  to  all  the  ceremonies.    Lodges  are  cautioned  that 

the  discretion  entrusted  to  them  "must  be  exercised  with  care  and 

prudence." 

Smoking  in  Lodge  was  given  a  severe  and  deserved  rebuke  by 

Grand  Master  Barry.    lie  said  that  "a  due  regard  for  others  should 
be  a  distinguishing  characteristic  of  every  Mason."    So  mote  it  be. 

Patriotism. — ^Thls  volume  teems  with  fine  utterances  and  resolutions 
on  this  subject,  but  the  finest  of  all  is  the  oration  by  Brother 
Lafayette  Young.  His  estimate  of  Germany  and  things  German 
approaches  about  as  nearly  to  our  own  as  anything  we  have  read.  It 
is  not  favorable  to  say  the  least. 

Library. — The  reports  of  the  Librarian  and  the  Committee  on 
Library  are  full  of  interest.  The  Library  grows  in  volume,  interest 
and  value  every  year.  We  see  here  what  a  small  beginning  religiously 
followed  will  in  course  of  time  produce.  The  first  appropriation  in 
1846  was  only  $5.00. 

Sunday. — Grand  Master  Barry  granted  dispensations  for  lodges  to 
meet  on  Sunday  to  confer  degrees  on  soldiers  who  could  not  receive 
them  at  any  other  time.  While  recognizing  the  worthiness  of  the 
motive,  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  held  that  the  Grand  Master 
was  without  power  to  grant  such  a  dispensation. 

Grand  Representatives. — Some  years  ago  Iowa  abandoned  the 
custom  of  appointing  representatives  near  other  Grand  Lodges,  but 
decided  that  such  was  necessary  in  order  to  give  tangible  evidence  of 
their  recognition  of  French  Masonry. 

Research. — It  is  scarcely  hecessary  to  say  that  this  enlightened 
Grand  Lodge  is  continuing  its  activities  along  the  line  of  Masonic 
study.  The  committee  on  this  branch  of  activity  reported  that  they 
hoped  to  furnish  to  the  lodges  during  the  incoming  year  three  lec- 
tures by  this  scribe  on  the  "Symbolism  of  the  Three  Degrees."  The 
committee  were  kind  enough  to  say  that  these  lectures  "*have  aroused 
great  interest  and  established  their  value  in  throwing  more  light  on 
our  ritualistic  work." 
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COBBESPONDENOE. 

This  report  is  again  and  for  tlie  tentli  time  the  work  of  Brother 
Louis  Block.  Last  year  we  put  in  a  middle  initial  D.  Brother  Block 
objects,  says  it  is  "too  infernally  suggestive.''  You  misunderstand. 
Brother  Block,  D  stands  for  "Dear." 

Alabama  is  accorded  seven  pages.  The  address  of  Grand  Master 
Smith  is  fully  treated  and  highly  complimented.  Of  our  report  on 
French  Masonry  he  says,  "*We  must  confess  that  we  like  the  tone 
of  the  whole  report."  Approval  like  this  from  such  a  source  makes 
up  for  disapprovals  that  have  come  from  other  sources.  Our  general 
report  he  pronounces  "excellent." 

"Filled  with  Masonic  lore"  and  "well  worth  reading  by  Masonic 
students  far  and  wide"  is  his  verdict  on  the  address  of  this  writer 
at  the  Bi-Ceutenary  celebration.  Thanks,  Brother  Block.  The  ad- 
dress of  Brother  Lawrence  H.  Lee  on  the  same  occasion  is  also  quoted 
approvingly. 

There  is  a  wealth  of  good  things  in  this  fine  report  but  time  and 
space  both  forbid  that  we  linger  longer  with  it. 


1853— MINNESOTA— 1918. 
65th  Annual — St.  Paul — January  IGth-ITth. 

Lodges,  2(>8 ;  membership.  35.377 ;  gain,  1,535. 

This  neat  volume  is  prefaced  with  a  fair  portrait  of  retiring  Grand 
Master  Albert  Berg. 

Research. — Grand  Master  Berg  extended  an  invitation  to  Brother 
George  L.  Schoonover  to  attend  this  Grand  Lodge,  who  accepted  and 
delivered  an  address  on  Masonic  liesearch  work  in  Iowa.  A  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  creating  a  special  committee  on  this  subject. 

Military  Lodges. — Grand  Master  Berg,  in  keeping  with  the  action 
of  most  other  Grand  Masters,  declined  to  grant  dispensations  for 
anny  lodges.  The  Committee  on  Ancient  I^andmarks  approved  this 
action. 

Making  Masons  at  Sight. — The  Committee  on  Ancient  Landmarks, 
while  viewing  this  as  a  prerogative  of  the  Grand  Master  "of  which 
he  cannot  be  deprived,"  yet  deemed  it  "doubtful  whether  it  should  be 
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exercised  except  in  the  most  extreme  cases  and  the  most  pressing 
circumstances."  It  is  bosh  to  talk  about  prerogatives  of  a  Grand 
Master  of  which  the  grand  lodge  cannot  deprive  him,  in  the  light 
of  the  fact  that  grand  masters  .are  the  creatures  of  grand  lodges. 

General  Grand  IjOdge. — A  proposition  looking  to  this  end  was  em- 
phatically turned  down  by  (irand  r^iodge  as  "directly  contrary  to  the 
plan  of  Masonic  territorial  jurisdiction  universally  in  practice  in  this 
country." 

Liberty  and  Autocracy, — On  this  general  subject  Brother  Harry  R. 
Gearhart  delivered  an  oration  showing  the  growth  of  free  govern- 
ment in  the  world  and  severely  arraigning  Germany  and  her  rulers. 

Honor  lioll  of  Masons  in  the  service  of  their  country  fills  forty- 
four  pages. 

Correspondence. 

Brother  Irving  Todd  gives  us  another  of  his  "double  distilled" 
reports;  it  being  his  twenty-ninth.  As  usual  he  comments  seldom 
but  no  one  can  put  more  of  business  done  in  a  few  lines  than  Brother 
Todd.  Alabama  is  carefully  reviewed  and  practically  everything 
worthy  of  attention  is  compressed  into  two  and  a  half  pages.  We 
appreciate  the  cordial  welcome  into  the  guild  extended  to  us  by 
Brother  Todd. 

1818— MISSISSIPPI— 1918. 
100th  Annual — Natchez — February  19th-20th. 

radges,  372 ;  membership,  20,775 ;  gain,  308. 

This  Is  a  volume  of  unusual  interest  containing  as  it  does  the 
ceremonies  celebrating  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
Grand  Lodge  at  Natchez  on  July  27,  1818.  It  Is  elaborately  Illus- 
trated with  portraits  of  many  of  the  grand  masters  and  other  grand 
lodge  officials  of  former  years. 

The  volume  is  introduced  with  the  minutes  of  the  convention  that 
formed  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  publki  address  of  Brother  M.  R.  Grant 
briefly  reviewing  the  growth  both  of  the  State  and  the  Masonic 
fraternity  is  full  of  historic  interest. 

Alabama  was  represented  by  Brother  George  D.  Riley.  Grand  Mas- 
ter G.  Frederick  Cullens  delivered  an  interesting  address  touching 
only  on  local  matters. 
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Incorporating  Lodges, — In  our  1916  report  we  noted  that  a  defunct 
lodge  was  trying  to  retain  its  property  despite  a  Masonic  law  escheat- 
ing it  to  Grand  Lodge.  The  lodge  had  been  incorporated  by  laws  of 
the  State.  Grand  Lodge  won  in  the  lower  court  but  the  lodge 
appealed  and  the  Supreme  Court  reversed  the  lower  court.  On  account 
of  the  importance  of  the  question  involved,  that  of  the  power  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  over  its  subordinates,  Grand  Ix)dge  is  preparing  to  carry 
the  case  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  This  is  further 
evidence  of  the  inadvisabillty  of  allowing  subordinate  lodges  to 
become  incorporated  under  the  State  laws. 

Symbolism  of  Masonry. — On  this  subject  Brother  M.  R.  Grant  de- 
livered a  masterly  address.  It  should  be  read  by  every  Freemason 
who  wishes  to  obtain  something  of  an  understanding  of  the  true 
meaning  of  our  Symbols.  The  following  quotation  synopsizes  the 
central  idea  of  the  address : 

The  great  leading  Masonic  Symbol  is  that  of  temple  building.  Man 
has  always  been  a  progressive  builder,  and  his  progress  through  the 
centuries  from  the  time  he  first  emerged  from  his  primeval  cave  can 
be  traced  by  the  character  of  his  buildings.  That  being  the  case,  our 
ancient  masters  very  judiciously  and  wisely  adapted  as  their  leading 
and  paramount  Symbol  the  Temple  of  King  Solomon,  that  wonderful 
temple  as  described  in  the  Bible,  in  the  construction  of  which  there 
was  not  heard  the  sound  of  hanmier  nor  axe,  nor  any  tool  of  iron. 
The  difiFerent  parts  of  which  went  together  so  silently  and  so  smoothly 
as  to  present  the  appearance  of  the  work  of  the  Supreme  Architect 
of  the  Universe.  A  perfect  Symbol  of  that  "House  not  made  with 
hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens"  is  the  temple  of  human  character,  and 
this  Symbolism  of  character  building  runs  like  an  unbroken  thread 
through  all  the  dramas  of  Masonic  initiation. 

Flag. — So  long  as  the  war  continues  every  lodge  was  ordered  to 
drape  its  altar  with  the  flag  of  the  United  States. 

Honor  Roll  of  members  in  the  service  beautifully  printed  in  three 
colors  fills  twenty  pages.  At  the  head  of  each  page  are  draped  the 
flags  of  the  United  States,  England,  France  and  Italy. 

CORBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Henry  C.  Yawn  presents  his  second  effort  on  Correspond- 
ence. As  heretofore  he  ventures  only  occasional  comments  confining 
himself  chiefly  to  summarizing  the  business  done.

6lBT  Annual — Omaha — June  4th-5th. 

Lodges,  275;  membership,  26,585;  gain,  1,541. 

This  Grand  Lodge  has  improved  and  at  the  same  time  lessened  the 
cost  of  its  Proceedings  by  abandoning  the  electrotype  process  and 
by  putting  on  light  weight  paper  covers  instead  of  the  heavy  straw- 
board. 

AlnLania  was  present  in  the  person  of  Brother  Alpha  Morgan. 

(irand  Master  Frederick  L.  Temple  delivered  a  brief  but  compre- 
hensive address  dealing  only  with  local  matters. 

TVorA:.— lie  dwelt  upon  the  difficulties  of  disseminating  the  uniform 
work.  Their  troulles  along  this  line  do  not  differ  materially  from 
our  own. 

Honor  Roll  of  those  who  have  entered  the  service  of  their  country 
comprises  about  1,500  names. 

Dues  and  Fees. — The  minimum  fees  for  the  degrees  were  fixed  at 
$40.00,  and  a  proposition  to  make  the  annual  dues  to  the  lodge  not 
less  than  $4.00  went  over  to  the  next  Annual. 

Large  Lodges. — A  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  restrict- 
ing a  lodge  to  a  membership  of  not  exceeding  400  also  went  over. 

Panama. — On  account  of  the  Scottish  rite  origin  of  the  lodges 
forming  this  Grand  Lodge  recognition  was  refused.  There  is  no 
uniformity  of  action  on  this  subject  among  grand  lodges.  Some 
grand  lodges  have  recognized  grand  lodges  of  Scottish  rite  origin  and 
refused  recognition  to  others  on  that  ground.  We  have  tried  in  a 
special  report  to  lay  down  a  rule  that  will  give  uniformity  to  our 
own  action  at  least. 

There  Is  no  report  on  Correspondence,  which  we  regret,  as  Brother 
John  A.  Ehrhardt  Is  one  of  the  ablest  penmen  seated  at  the  Round 
Table. 
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1789— NEW  HAMPSHIRE— 1918. 
129th  Annual — Concord — ^May  15th. 

Lodges,  80 ;  membership,  11,284 ;  gain,  173. 

Alabama  was  not  represented  at  the  Semi- Annual  on  December 
29th,  but  at  the  Annual  Brother  Homer  H.  Hutchinson  appeared  for 
us. 

Grand  Master  Abraham  Lincoln  Garmon  delivered  a  brief  address 
dealing  wholly  with  local  and  routine  matters. 

Honor  Roll  of  Masons  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  their 
country  has  been  prepared.  Also  the  Service  Flag  of  Grand  Ixwige 
bearing  over  500  stars  was  borne  into  the  hall  with  proper  cere- 
monies. 

.^Var, — There  is  a  full  review  of  the  McAdoo  Conference  at  Wash- 
ington and  also  of  the  New  York  Conference  but  as  we  have  shown 
elsewliere  nothing  for  the  Craft  really  worth  while  was  accomplished 
at  either.  We  have  a  very  keen  feeling  that  Freemasonry  has  not 
measured  up  to  its  full  possibilities  in  this  war.  May  we  not  hope 
for  a  more  adequate  meeting  of  the  problems  of  peace? 

Correspondence. 

Brother  Harry  M.  Cheney  is  again  the  author  of  this  report,  being 
his  twelfth.  He  follows  his  usual  lines  which  means  concise  accounts 
of  business  done  with  occasional  brief  pregnant  comments.  He  says 
it  is  a  man's  job  to  see  that  Freemasonry  "performs  its  mission 
without  chasing  any  of  the  isms  of  the  day." 

Side  Degrees. — He  does  not  see  red  when  the  Scottish  rite  or  Tem- 
plarism  is  mentioned,  but  says  that  he  has  "grown  into  the  belief 
that  they  are  Masonic."

IxHlges,  267 ;  membership,  24,042 ;  gain,  1,577. 

This  ample  volume  contains  the  minutes  of  four  Quarterly  and 
two  Special  communications  all  between  September  13,  1916,  and 
July  11,  1917.    It  deals  exclusively  with  routine  local  matters. 

Bi-Centenary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  era  was  marked  with  the  sending 
of  an  appropriate  address  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

Honor  Roll  of  Masons  in  the  service  of  their  country  contains  more 
than  2.300  names,  of  whom  120  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice. 

Correspondence. 

This  is  by  a  committee  of  which  Brother  S.  Scott- Young  is  chair- 
man. Brother  Scott-Young  in  a  special  report  gives  expression  to  a 
feeling  we  have  often  experienced,  namely,  that  our  reports  are  not 
read.     He  says  he  is  sometimes  inclined  to  ask,  "Cui  bono?'* 

Our  idea  is  that  at  present  the  chief  value  of  these  reports  is  to 
keep  the  various  Masonic  jurisdictions  more  in  harmony  as  to  views 
and  practices  than  would  otherwise  be  the  case.  We  believe  that  in 
this  they  pay  for  the  labor  and  cost  of  preparing  and  publishing  them. 

Alabama  for  some  reason  finds  no  place  in  this  report. 

Brother  Scott-Young  says  that  the  two  outstanding  features  of 
Craft  activity  of  the  year  are: 

First,  the  patriotic  zeal  with  whl2h  American  grand  lodges  have 
entered  into  the  war,  and  second,  the  spirit  of  research  and  study 
which  grows  apace. 

1781— NEW  YORK— 1918. 
137th  Annual — New  York — May  7th-9th. 

Lodges,  867 ;  membership,  211,293 ;  gain,  7,578. 

On  September  10,  1917,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  reconvened  '^for  the 
transaction  of  such  business  as  the  present  war  emergency  may 
require."  At  this  meeting  Alabama  was  represented  by  Brother 
George  L.  Fischer,  but  at  the  1918  Annual  he  was  succeeded  by 
Brother  George  E.  Marks. 
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Sea  and  Field  Lodges, — At  the  adjourned  communication  the  Grand 
Master  was  authorized  to  create  by  warrant  lodges  in  cantonments, 
training  camps,  on  vessels  and  in  regiments  or  other  military  units 
at  the  front  if  he  deemed  it  expedient.  Under  this  authority  he  on 
October  6,  1D17,  issued  warrant  for  Sea  and  Field  Lodge  No.  1.  There 
is  an  interesting  report  of  its  activities,  all  having  so  far  been  con- 
fined to  New  York  City.  A  decision,  approved  at  the  1918  Annual, 
however,  prohibits  any  such  lodge  exercising  its  powers  "in  a  terri- 
tory which  contains  a  duly  constituted  Grand  Lodge  with  which  New 
York  is  in  friendly  relations." 

France. — At  the  September  meeting  the  general  question  of  French 
Masonry  was  discussed.  Mutual  visitation  was  allowed  but  the  ques- 
tion of  recognition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence. This  committee  at  the  1918  Annual  asked  for  further 
time. 

Ehlers,  Fjduard  M.  L. — There  is  an  appreciative  sketch  of  this 
distinguished  Mason  who  was  so  long  New  York's  much  beloved  Grand 
Secretary. 

Bi'Centenary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  celebrated  at  the 
Masonic  Home  at  Utica  on  June  24,  1917.  Brother  Charles  Carroll 
Abbotson  delivered  an  address  dealing  mainly  with  the  state  of 
society  in  England  in  1717. 

War  is  dealt  with  in  many  aspects.  A  ringing  resolution  of 
patriotism  was  adopted  and  there  is  a  beautiful  plate  in  four  colors 
showing  the  flags  of  the  United  States  and  our  Allies  draped  around 
the  seal  of  Grand  Lodge.  A  Plan  and  Scope  for  a  War  Relief  Fund 
was  adopted. 

Belgium. — Grand  Jjodge  being  at  refreshment.  Miss  Suzanne  Silver- 
cruys,  the  daughter  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  Belgium,  and  her  chap- 
eroue  were  introduced.  Miss  Silvercruys  gave  a  remarkable  but 
heart-rending  account  of  the  horrors  experienced  by  her  and  her 
friends  in  the  first  hours  of  the  war.  Only  demons  could  be  guilty 
of  the  atrocious  acts  committed  by  the  hellians  we  call  Huns.  Of 
America's  entry  into  the  war  she  said : 

We  have  been  waiting  for  you  from  the  first  day;  from  the  first 
day  we  have  waited  for  you,  for  you  Americans ;  we  liave  made  you 
our  ideal,  and  you  are  going.  We  knew  you  were  coming,  knew  you 
would  join  us  in  this  big  fight  for  justice  and  civilization.  We  knew 
you  would  come  to  right  the  wrong  little  Belgium  is  suffering,  and 
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we  were  just  waiting  for  you.  We  waited  a  long  time,  but  we  knew 
you  would  come  in  the  end.  We  used  to  wear,  as  I  said  before,  your 
flag.  Well,  after  a  while  the  Belgian  people  in  Belgium  were  forbid- 
den to  wear  the  Belgian  flag,  and  then  they  wore  the  Belgian  flag 
under  the  American  flag.  (Applause.)  Already  then  Amerfca  was 
protecting  Belgium. 

r.  if.  C.  A.— Brother  Charles  W.  Whitehair,  a  "Y"  worker  who 
had  l:een  in  France  delivered  another  enthralling  address,  depicting 
conditions  in  the  front  lines  and  the  indomitable  courage  and  deter- 
mination of  the  French  and  British.  Brother  Whitehair  declared  that 
both  Nations  would  fight  till  there  was  not  a  man  left. 

Panama  was  recognized  but  there  was  no  statement  of  reasons. 

RosicruManiam. — Grand  Historian  Ossian  Lang  presented  another 
of  his  scholarly  reix>rts  bearing  on  the  origin  of  Freemasonry.  His 
subject  this  time  was  "Derivation  of  the  Substance  of  Freemasonry 
and  Development  of  the  Royal  Art  (with  Special  Reference  to  As- 
sunie<i  'Rosicrusian'  Origins).'*  Quotation  can  give  no  idea  of  the 
Interest  and  value  of  this  discourse  but  we  quote  the  following  touch- 
ing the  sources  of  our  Symbolism : 

1.  Purely  Roffy  Cross  Symhota. — Jacob's  ladder;  rough  and  perfect 
Ashler;  Sun,  Moon,  and  Master  of  the  Lodge;  flaming  star;  three 
Grand  Masters;  three  columns;  two  pillars;  circle  between  parallel 
lines;  point  within  a  circle;  sacred  delta  (triangle);  oblong;  three, 
five  and  seven  steps. 

2.  Symbols  Which  Operative  Gild  and  Brethren  of  the  Rosy  Cross 
Had  in  Common. — Square;  compasses;  level;  plumb;  trowel;  bee- 
hive ;  hour  glass ;  cassia. 

3.  Purely  Masonic. — Three  windows;  twenty-four-inch  gauge; 
gavel;  trestle  board;  tesselated  border. 

The  first  and  second  lists  might  have  been  extended.  We  hope  to 
have  given  enough,  however,  to  suggest  the  indebtedness  of  Free- 
masonry to  the  Rosy  Cross. 

Brother  Lang  was  by  resolution  requested  "to  combine  into  one 
continuous  historical  account  the  results  of  his  studies  as  presented 
in  his  several  reports  to  Grand  Lodge  during  the  last  three  or  four 
years." 

He  was  also  asked  to  prepare  and  present  to  the  next  Annual  "a 
summary  account  of  the  history  of  Freemasonry  in  the  State  of  New 
York." 

Knights  of  Columhus. — As  an  appendix  to  this  volume  appears  the 
entire  correspondence  between  Grand  Master  Penney,  of  New  York,. 
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and  other  grand  masters  concerning  the  action  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment In  granting  to  the  Knights  of  Columbus  privileges  In  the  canton- 
ments which  were  denied  to  other  fraternities. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

This  reix)rt  Is  very  brief,  far  too  brief.  It  Is  only  the  barest 
account  of  business  done  with  quotations  from  addresses  and  reports. 
The  most  Interesting  portion  Is  that  relating  to  European  and  South 
American  grand  bodies. 


190»— OKLAHOMA— 1918. 
10th  Annual — McAlester — Febbuaby  26th-28th. 

Lodges,  443;  membership,  32,335;  gain,  2,815. 

Again  Alabama's  representative,  Brother  Florlan  H.  Nash,  was 
absent.  This  Is  at  least  three  times  in  succession.  Should  not  Ala- 
bama get  another? 

War, — Grand  Master  Samuel  W.  Hogau,  In  his  address,  sets  out 
the  circular  letter  prepared  by  a  conference  of  grand  masters  at 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  In  September,  1917,  addressed  to  lodges  and  Ma- 
sons generally  covering  many  phases  of  war  conditions.  Grand 
Master  Hogan  was  a  member  of  the  committee  which  drafted  the 
circular  and  It  contains  many  valuable  suggestions. 

France, — A  resolution  authorizing  visitation  by  Oklahoma  Masons 
of  lodges  of  the  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of  France  was  de- 
feated and  the  whole  question  referred  to  the  Grand  Master  for  his 
action. 

Oration. — Brother  Woodson  E.  Norvelle  delivered  an  address  full 
of  patriotism  and  of  condemnation  of  Germany.  In  this  respect  It 
compares  favorably  with  his  address  at  the  1917  Annual. 

"Father"'  Murrow. — By  confusing  this  venerable  brother  with 
Brother  James  B.  Morrow  we  announced  last  year  the  death  of 
"Father"  Murrow.  We  are  delighted  to  rectify  our  mistake.  "Bother" 
Murrow  attended  this  Annual  and,  though  feeble  from  age,  delivered 
a  brief  address.    Long  may  be  continue  to  the  delight  of  his  brethren. 
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COERESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Thomas  C.  Humphrey  gives  us  his  seventh  report  on  this 
■subject.  As  In  hLs  others,  he  abstains  from  comment  but  quotes 
with  good  taste.

Lodges,  149;  membership,  15,851;  gain,  &48. 

Where,  oh,  where  was  Brother  E.  D.  Brlggs?  For  the  third  time 
at  least  he  was  not  present. 

Grand  Master  W.  G.  Shell enbarger's  address  covers  twenty-four 
pages,  and  deals  with  a  variety  of  topics,  mostly  local. 

France, — He  ruled  that  an  Oregon  Mason  could  not  visft  the  lodges 
of  either  France  or  Belgium,  because  "Not  recognized  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,"  yet  he  expressed  his  willingness  to  extend  recognition.  Grand 
Lodge  accordingly  declared  for  the  re-establishment  of  "full  fraternal 
relations"  with  both  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
France.  Thus  the  stream  continues  to  swell  with  the  prospects  that 
soon  it  will  sweep  away  all  barriers  between  the  Masonrj-  of  France 
and  that  of  the  rest  of  the  world.  This  question  is  also  quite  fully 
dealt  with  by  Brother  David  P.  Mason  in  his  general  report  on 
Foreign  Correspondence. 

Militarif  Ijodycn. — The  Grand  Master  let  it  be  known  that  he 
would  ret  use  warrants  to  establish  such  lodges,  and  hence,  petitions 
w  hich  were  in  course  of  preparation,  were  not  presented. 

An  Eloquent  Oration  by  Brother  William  Wallace  Youngson  on 
"The  Temple  of  Masonry"  enriches  this  volume.    We  quote  this ; 

He  who  would  describe  the  Temple  of  Masonry  must  be  a  poet,  a 
musician  and  a  seer — a  master  of  melodies,  echoes,  and  long,  far- 
sounding  cadences.  Now,  as  always,  it  toils  to  make  man  better,  to 
refine  his  thought,  to  purify  his  dream,  to  broaden  his  outlook,  to  lift 
liis  altitude,  to  establish  in  amplitude  and  resoluteness  his  life  in  all 
its  relations.  All  its  great  history,  its  vast  accumulations  of  tradi- 
tions, its  simple  faith,  its  solemn  rites,  its  freedom  and  its  friend- 
stiips  are  dedicated  to  a  high  moral  ideal,  seeking  to  tame  the  tiger 
in  man,  and  bring  all  his  wild  passions  into  obedience  to  the  will  of 
God.    Unwearingly  it  holds  aloft  in  picture  and  in  dream  that  temple 
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of  Character  which  It  Is  the  noblest  labor  of  life  to  build  in  the  midst 
of  the  years,  and  which  will  outlast  time  and  death.  It  has  no  other 
mission  than  to  exalt  and  ennoble  humanity,  to  bring  light  out  of 
darkness,  beauty  out  of  angularity ;  to  make  every  hard-won  inherit- 
ance more  secure,  every  sanctity  more  hallowed,  every  hope  more 
radiant. 

Masonic  Home. — Steps  were  taken  to  raise  funds  for  this  purpose 
and  its  erection  and  equipment  was  authorized  as  soon  as  $50,000  is  in 
hand. 

Panama  was  recognized,  the  committee  quoting  at  length  from  the 
proceedings  of  Massachusetts  for  its  reasons. 

Honor  Roll  of  Masons  **flghtlng  to  make  the  world  safe  for  democ- 
racy" fills  ten  closely  printed  pages. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

This  report,  being  the  eighth  by  Brother  David  P.  Mason,  confines 
itself  mainly  to  abstracts  of  business  transacted  with  many  well 
chosen  quotations.  The  reporter  offers  few  (and  these  very  brief) 
comments  of  his  own.  Alabama,  1017,  is  allotted  three  pages  of  care- 
ful review  marked  with  several  passages  from  Grand  Master  Smith's 
address.  Our  report  is  pronounced  "excellent"  of  which  we  are  duly 
appreciative. 

1916— PANAMA— 1917-*18. 
Second  Constitutional  Period. 

This  neat  volume  in  Spanish  is  labeled  "Annual  for  the  Second 
Constitutional  Period"  (to  give  its  English  equivalent)  and  contains 
one  hundred  and  twelve  pages.  There  are  the  minutes  of  four  Quar- 
terly, four  "solemn"  and  one  Annual  session. 

The  important  transactions  of  the  year  were : 

1.  Legislation  touching  initiations,  conferring  of  degrees,  and  affilia- 
tions. 

2.  Creation  of  two  new  lodges,  Atlantida  No.  6,  at  Colon  and  Pacific 
No.  5,  at  Panama,  the  latter  to  work  the  York  rite  in  English. 

3.  The  making  of  William  M.  Jones,  a  prominent  Mason  of  the 
Canal  Zone,  an  Honorary  Member. 

4.  Exchange  of  representatives  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chili. 
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5.  Exchange  of  ratifications  on  June  24,  1917,  of  the  treaty  between 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  Panama  and  Massachusetts.  On  this  occasion 
District  Grand  Master  of  the  Canal  Zone  was  present  and  represented 
Massachusetts.  He  was  presented  with  the  pen  with  which  the  treaty 
was  signed. 

6.  Presentation  by  Past  Grand  Master  M.  M.  Johnson  of  Massachu- 
setts and  William  H.  L.  Odell  to  Grand  Lodge  of  a  sword,  Bible, 
square  and  compasses. 

7.  Recognition  by  Grand  Lodges  of  Venezuela,  South  Dakota,  New 
Hampshire,  Alabama,  Connecticut,  Salvador,  and  Costa  Rica. 

8.  Visit  from  Grand  Master  Emilio  de  Mezerville,  of  Costa  Rica, 
who  brought  formal  notice  of  recognition. 

This  young  Grand  Ix)dge  gives  promise  of  becoming  a  leader  in 
Masonic  thought  and  activities  in  South  America.  Its  location  and 
intimate  touch  with  Massachusetts  we  trust  will  serve  to  promote  a 
more  correct  understanding  between  the  Masonries  of  the  two  Amerl- 
<^n  continents. 

This  Grand  Lodge  now  boasts  ten  lodges,  but  we  are  not  able  to 
ascertain  its  total  membership. 

During  the  year  an  invitation  was  received  from  the  Scottish  Su- 
preme Council  SS**  of  Argentina,  to  participate  in  an  International 
Masonic  Conference  for  Latin  America  to  convene  at  Buenos  Aires, 
on  May  25,  1918.  Panama  replied  that  while  sympathizing  with  the 
movement  she  was  unable  to  send  a  delegate. 

A  question  of  jurisdiction  of  liOdges  of  the  Canal  Zone  holding 
under  Massachusetts  over  English  citizens  residing  in  the  Republic 
of  I*anama  has  arisen  between  the  District  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Canal  Zone  and  Panama.  The  question  depends  upon  the  proper 
construction  of  the  treaty  between  Massachusetts  and  Panama,  and 
was  still  unsettled. 

Correspondence. 

There  is  a  very  well  prepared  report  on  this  subject  from  the  pen 
of  (Jrand  Secretary  Jos6  Oiler,  covering  nine  jurisdictions.  Among 
these  is  Alabama  1917,  to  which  is  allotted  two  pages.  Grand  Master 
Smith's  address  is  declared  "extremely  interesting."  The  resolution 
recognizing  Panama  is  quoted  and  our  report  on  that  subject  pro- 
nounced **lucid"  and  "based  on  correct  data."    He  extends  to  us  a 
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fraternal  handclasp  with  "thanks  on  his  lips"  and  "joy  in  his  heart,'^ 
We  fully  reciprocate,  brother,  the  pleasure  of  being  in  fraternal  touch 
with  your  very  promising  Grand  Body.  Of  the  "piece  of  architec- 
ture" which  this  writer  read  at  the  Bi-Ceutenary  celebration,  entitled, 
"Speculative  Freemasonry  Before  1717,"  Brother  Oiler  speaks  in  com- 
plimeutary  terms. 

Time  does  not  permit  us  to  labor  over  this  interesting  volume,  as 
we  do  not  read  Spanish  readily.

Lodges,  507;  membership,  131,954;  gain,  5,306. 

The  minutes  of  four  Quarterly  Communications  also  api)eared  in 
this  volume.  There  is  a  fine  engraved  portrait  of  Israel  Israel,  Grand 
Master  18()3-'0r). 

Washinf/ton  Memorial. — Grand  Master  Louis  A.  Watres  briefly 
reported  his  attendance  at  the  meet  lug  of  the  Association  having 
this  project  in  charge.  In  our  191G  report,  we  expressed  surprise 
that  the  Grand  Ix)dge  of  Pennsylvania  with  Its  great  resources  had 
contributed  nothing  to  this  cause.  Brother  Thomas  F.  Penman,  in  his 
report  this  year  on  Correspondence  says.  "When  Pennsylvania  gets, 
started  on  the  project  do  not  be  surprised  if  her  name  led  all  the 
rest."  And  tJien  sure  enough,  along  comes  Penn'a  and  donates 
$10,000,  alK)ut  double  what  any  other  jurisdiction  has  done.  In  the 
language  of  a  well-known  personage,  "Bully  for  Pennsylvania.*' 

Chain  Letters  were  "strictly  prohibited"  (meaning  of  course  those 
of  a  Masonic  nature)  by  Grand  Master  Watres  In  a  circular  letter 
to  the  lodges. 

IH-Centenary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  observed  by  dis- 
patching a  congratulatory  message  to  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge,  which 
was  appreciatively  acknowledged  by  Brother  Edward  Letchworth^ 
Grand  Secretary. 

George  W.  Guthrie,  distinguished  Mason,  ex-mayor  of  Philadelphia^ 
late  Ambassador  to  Japan,  passed  beyond  the  veils  during  the  year. 
Fine  tributes  to  his  memory  appear  In  this  volume. 

Porto  Rieo. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Island  was  recognized  with 
no  reasons  assigned  either  for  the  action  or  for  the  delay  In  taking  it. 
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EmpJoyment  Bureau  is  shown  by  its  works  to  be  a  needed  institu- 
tion and  that  it  is  being  managed  most  wisely  and  efficiently.  Sal- 
aries paid  by  the  positions  secured  during  the  year  amounted  to 
$000,000  per  annum. 

Temple. — Pennsylvania  has  one  of  the  finest  in  the  world  and  when 
built  was  deemed  adequate  for  all  time,  but  Grand  Master  Watres  says 
Grand  Lodge  has  outgrown  it  and  that  it  is  already  difficult  to  find 
adequate  meeting  space. 

Banquets. — Grand  Master  Watres  spoke  loudly  and  truly  against 
the  wastefulness  of  Masonic  banquets  when  every  nation,  but  our 
own,  of  the  twenty  engaged  in  this  great  war  is  threatened  with 
famine.  He  declared  that  the  money  thus  wasted  by  the  lodges  of 
Pennsylvania  alone  amounted  annually  to  approximately  a  quarter  of 
a  million  dollars. 

War  Relief  Fund, — He  suggested  that  this  money  might  much  bet- 
ter be  put  into  a  War  Relief  Fund.  The  suggestion  was  actetl  on  and 
a  large  fund  has  already  resulted.  It  is  proposed  to  raise  at  least 
$250,000. 

Past  Grand  Master  Williain  H,  Taylor  of  the  Philippine  Grand 
Lodge  was  present  at  the  Quarterly  held  December  5,  1917,  and  was 
received  with  suitable  honors. 

Library, — ^The  report  on  this  subject  was  submitted  by  that  distin- 
guished man  and  Mason,  John  Wannamaker.  It  is  very  interesting 
and  there  is  appended  a  short  list  of  the  most  interesting  lM»uks  and 
manuscripts  in  the  library. 

Black  Ball. — Grand  Master  Watres  had  to  take  proceedinjrs  aiiainsi 
two  brethren  for  what  he  deemed  an  abuse  of  the  "black  ball."  l.nt 
discreetly  abandoned  them.  On  this  subject  he  uttered  these  sound 
words: 

Private  piques,  business  transactions,  and  personal  differences. 
which  do  not  relate  to  the  character  of  the  petitioner,  have  no  place 
in  Freemasonry,  and  the  Lodge,  whose  members  continue  to  abuse  the 
ballot  by  such  practices,  deserves  to  lose  its  Warrant.  A  connnunity 
is  better  off  without  a  Masonic  Lodge  than  with  one  which  stamps 
as  unworthy  a  petitioner  for  any  other  than  a  truly  Masonic  reason. 
While  the  black  ball  has  its  place  in  Freemasonry,  it  should  he  used 
only  in  the  true  Masonic  spirit. 

Military  Lodges. — Grand  Master  Watres  declined  to  warrant  such 
lodges.  He  stated  that  Pennsylvania  had  not  issued  any  such  war- 
rant since  1832. 
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Beneficiary  Society. — Grand  Master  Watres  deplored  the  growing 
tendency  In  certain  quarters  to  "regard  the  Fraternity  as  a  beneficial 
order."  Such  a  view  he  felt  would  cause  persons  to  seek  membership 
that  they  might  be  served  rather  than  that  they  might  serve  others. 
This  perverted  or  rather  Inverted  view  of  our  Society  should  be  dis- 
countenanced wherever  it  appears. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

This  report  is  for  the  second  time  the  w^ork  of  the  pen  of  Brother 
Thomas  F.  Penman,  and  he  sustains  the  mark  he  made  in  his  first. 
Alabama  is  given  two  pages.  He  is  kind  enough  to  say  that  our 
first  effort  in  this  field  "would  pass  for  the  work  of  a  veteran."  He 
connneuts  appreciatively  on  Grand  Master  Smith's  address. 

War. — On  America's  entry  into  the  war  he  thus  comments: 

President  Wilson  tells  us  that  we  are  in  the  war  "to  make  the 
world  safe  for  democracy."  The  proposition  is  altogether  true  and 
worth  fighting  for.  But  if  it  is  too  altruistic  for  some  of  our  people 
to  appreciate,  if  their  vision  is  too  limited  for  that,  they  ought  at 
least  to  be  able  to  understand  that  we  are  fighting  to  make  the  United 
States  safe  for  democracy ;  for  just  so  .sure  as  autocratic  Germany 
wins  the  present  war,  our  democracy  will  t)e  seriously  menaced  by 
insatiable  German  conquest,  and  we  will  have  to  fight  on  American 
soil  for  the  life  of  our  (Jovernment.  We  might  have  avoided  the  war 
for  a  time  had  we  been  willing  to  bend  the  knee  to  the  Kaiser  and 
bow  our  beads  to  his  mandates ;  to  sacrifice  our  honor,  our  dignity  and 
rights ;  to  stultify  ourselves  as  a  sovereign  nation.

Alabama  was  represented  by  Brother  Walter  Nutt.  Grand  Master 
\V.  W.  Williamson  delivered  an  address  of  moderate  brevity  fully 
covering  all  necessary  matters. 

Mafionic  Veterans  Home. — The  (Jrand  Master  without  committing 
himself  called  attention  to  the  prolable  necessity  of  something  of  the 
sort  to  take  care  of  the  disabled  brethren  on  their  return  from  the 
war.    No  further  action  was  taken. 

I  nitrd  Slutrs  and  the  U'flr.— Of  our  entry  into  the  struggle  the 
Grand  Master  ssiid  : 
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We,  of  the  Masonic  tie,  long  knew  by  word  of  moutli  and  written 
page,  that  the  sympathies  and  longings  of  our  brethren  in  the  South 
were  with  us  in  our  determination  to  slay  the  beast  which  had  reared 
its  defiant  head,  indeed  there  can  hardly  be  any  doubt  that  from  the 
moment  that  great  Armauda  sailed  from  our  shores  in  the  autumn 
days  of  1914  across  the  ocean  to  fight  on  foreign  soil  for  those  prin- 
ciples Masons  hold  most  dear,  that  epochal  event  not  only  affected 
our  own  land,  but  affected  the  whole  continent  of  America,  and  made 
it  inevitable  that  sooner  or  later  our  neighbors  would  respond  to  the 
call  of  the  blood  and  to  the  call  of  liberty,  and  today  we,  Masons  of 
Quebec,  welcome  our  kinsmen  as  brothers  in  arms,  who  thereby  have 
linked  together  at  last  the  English-speaking  nations  of  the  world  in  a 
conmion  cause,  and  may  this  union  promote  a  speedy  and  victorious 
peace  and  continue  for  the  benefit  not  only  of  our  own  peoples,  but  of 
the  whole  world. 

As  we  read  this  prayer  of  Brother  Williamson  for  a  "victorious 
peace,"  news  comes  of  the  signing  by  (Jermany  of  the  drastic  armis- 
tice agreement,  amounting  practically  to  unconditional  surrender. 
For  four  years  through  disai)iMiintments  and  dreads,  this  has  l>een 
the  supreme  desire  of  our  heart,  to  see  the  free  natlous  of  the  world 
triumph  over  tyranny  and  barbarism  and  to  see  Gerniany  aid  her 
vassal  states  utterly  prostrate  after  decisive  victory  over  them  on 
the  field  of  battle,  and  now  we  have  it.  The  result  has  been  so  sud- 
den and  the  reverse  of  fortune  so  complete  in  less  than  four  months 
as  almost  to  stagger  belief.  Four  nuniths  n^o  it  seemed  that  (Jermany 
would  win  in  spite  of  all  the  heroism  and  sacrifices  of  the  armies  and 
peoples  of  the  Allies.  Today  we  behold  not  only  her.  but  Bnljraria, 
Austria-Hungary  and  Turkey  shattered  into  atoms.  No  such  wi\ck  of 
empires  has  the  world  ever  seen.  Now  those  responsible  for  this 
holocaust  and  for  the  barbarous  manner  in  which  it  has  been  wajjed, 
should  receive  collectively  and  individually  the  punishment  each 
deserves,  as  a  warning  to  all  who  may  come  after  them.  Justice 
would  cry  out  should  some  of  them  be  allowed  to  escape. 

A  sinister  symptom  that  seems  to  be  rapidly  developing  in  Ger- 
many and  spreading  elsewhere  is  that  of  Bolshevism,  sometimes 
called  Socialism,  but  is  really  the  old  criminal  movement  of  Nihilism 
or  Anarchy  making  Its  appearance  under  a  new  name.  Masons 
throughout  the  world  can  do  civilization  no  greater  service  than  to 
fight  this  dangerous  movement.  We  have  it  even  here  in  America, 
only  it  is  yet  too  cowardly  to  raise  its  head.  When  it  does  raise  it 
here  chop  it  off. 
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Grand  Secretary  Will  H.  Whyte,  to  the  great  loss  of  Masonry  In 
Quebec,  departed  this  life  during  the  year.  He  was  buried  by  Grand 
Lodge  with  full  Masonic  honors  and  many  warm  tributes  were  paid  to 
his  memory  at  this  Communication. 

Bi-Centcnary. — In  commemoration  of  this  event  Grand  Secretary 
Whyte  prepared  a  pamphlet  giving  "a  concise  and  authentic  sketch  of 
the  events  leading  up  to  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land in  1717,  with  a  short  history  of  the  development  of  Masonry  on 
the  American  continent."  It  was  the  last  important  piece  of  work 
undertaken  by  Brother  Whyte. 

Correspondence. 

Brother  E.  T.  D.  Chambers  for  the  twenty-ninth  time  presents  this 
report.  He  opens  with  a  topical  introduction  filling  some  fifteen 
pages  and  treating  such  subjects  as  the  War,  German  Masons  in 
ICiifflaud,  (leneral  Grand  I»dge  Absurdity,  Masonic  Homes,  Non- 
Atlendanoe,  Mission  of  Freemasonry  and  Growth  of  the  Craft. 

In  reply  to  those  who  would  make  of  our  Society  a  general  reform 
movement,  he  says  that  they  are  "forgetful  of  the  fact  tliat  the  most 
powerful  influence  for  good  that  the  Craft  can  exert  is  that  proceed- 
ing from  the  personal  character  and  efforts  of  the  individual  Mason." 

Brother  10.  T.  1).  Chambers  for  the  twenty-ninth  time  presents  this 
excellent  review.

Alabama  was  represented  by  Brother  Bobert  Young  who  was 
chosen  Grand  Master  at  this  Annual,  and  whose  portrait  serves  as  a 
frontispiece. 

Grand  Master  James  McCauley  delivered  a  thoughtful  address. 

Fifttf  Yrarn  of  Confederation  of  the  seven  Canadian  Provinces  was 
dwelt  upon  with  pardonable  pride  to  the  Grand  Master.  He  said 
among  other  things: 

Our  prayer  will  continually  rise  that  there  may  be  given  to  us, 
leaders  of  like  strengtl|,  of  the  same  perspicacity,  soundness  of  judg- 
ment, breadth  of  vision,  and  unselfishness  of  purpose,  in  order  that

this  fair  Dominion  may  bear  her  full  sliare  of  world-wide  service  to  a 
greater  humanity. 

Fall  of  Jerusalem  was  another  interesting  and  important  topic 
touched  upon  by  the  Grand  Master.  It  is  an  event  especially  inter- 
esting to  Freemasons. 

War. — These  words  breathe  the  resolution  of  the  Allied  Nations 
never  to  quit  this  war  till  tyranny  and  barbarism  has  been  crushed : 

No  matter  how  long  it  takes,  or  what  further  sacrifices  are  neces- 
sary, Canada  Is  ready  and  willing  to  expend  all  to  put  down  tyranny, 
oppression  and  all  that  German  militarism  stands  for,  for  all  time 
to  come. 

May  it  be  the  joyful  task  of  your  Grand  Master  at  our  next  Annual 
Communication  to  welcome  you  with  the  glad  words,  "Peace  Is  estab- 
lished,'* and  In  the  words  of  M.  W.  Bro.  Anderson,  "The  glorious  era 
of  democracy  has  arrived,  and  the  people  of  the  world  may  live 
together  uncursed  by  the  fear  of  war." 

Much  of  this  prayer  has  already  been  answered,  but  we  fear  that 
instead  of  an  era  of  democracy  having  arrived  in  some  quarters  it  is 
to  be  there  an  era  of  anarchy  and  violence.  Every  Mason  should 
set  himself  to  the  task  of  aiding  in  the  preservation  of  law  and  order 
throughout  the  world  and  especially  in  his  own  land. 

Courtesu  Degrees. — Scotland  notified  Saskatchewan  that  hereafter 
Scotland  would  confer  the  second  and  third  degree  by  courtesy  on 
request  of  any  grand  lodge  which  extends  the  same  courtesy.  Here- 
tofore a  Scotch  lodge  would  do  this  only  at  request  of  another  Scotch 
lodge. 

Research. — The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Craft  requested  District 
Deputies,  in  their  inspections  and  reports,  to  give  more  attention  to 
the  encouragement  of  Masonic  study  and  not  to  confine  themselves  so 
exclusively  to  the  "work." 

Visitation  of  lodges  under  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  Belgium  and 
Italy,  and  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  by  Masons  of  Saskatche- 
wan was  allowed.  The  question  of  full  recognition  was  deferred  for 
further  inquiry.  The  Independent  and  Regular  National  Grand  Lodge 
of  France  was  recognized.  Most  grand  lodges  consider  this  so-called 
grand  lodge  a  Joke. 

There  is  no  general  reiK>rt  on  correspondence. 
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1875— SOUTH  DAKOTA— 1918. 
44th  Annual — Abebdeen — June  11th-12th. 

Lodges,  148;  membership,  12,908;  gain,  682. 

Alabama  was  not  represented,  for  the  reason  it  seems  that  Ala- 
bama has  no  representative  near  South  Dakota. 

Grand  Master  Fred  H.  Rugg  delivered  an  address  dealing  mainly 
with  local  and  routine  matters. 

Military  Lodges. — Contrary  to  his  own  personal  preference  and  In 
conformity  to  what  he  conceived  to  be  the  desire  of  the  war  authori- 
ties. Grand  Master  Rugg  declined  to  warrant  military  lodges. 

France, — ^The  Grand  Lodge  of  France  was  given  full  recognition 
as  a  sovereign  grand  lodge  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry.  No  effort  was 
made  to  assign  reasons.  However,  in  his  general  report  on  Corre- 
spondence, Brother  Samuel  A.  Brown  makes  it  quite  plain  that  he 
regards  refusal  to  recognize  French  Masonry  on  the  ground  that  it 
does  not  require  a  belief  in  Deity  as  the  application  of  a  religious 
test,  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  Masonry.  No  action  was  taken  touch- 
ing the  Grand  Orient. 

Library. — South  Dakota  is  making  intelligent  efforts  to  build  up  a 
library  commensurate  with  the  needs  and  dignity  of  a  Grand  Lodge. 

Honor  Roll  of  Masons  in  the  army  or  navy  embracing  twelve  hun- 
dred and  sixteen  names  is  contained  in  this  volume.  No  attempt  is 
made  to  show  casualties. 

Flag. — The  flag  was  received  at  the  opening  of  Grand  Lodge  and 
there  was  on  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  a  formal  raising  of  a  large 
flag  of  our  Country  on  the  Temple  grounds.  There  is  a  large  folding 
inset  picture  of  this  scene. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

This  incomplete  report  is  the  work  of  Brother  Samuel  Augustus 
Browne.  On  the  night  of  February  4th,  1918,  he  laid  down  his  pen 
at  midnight  and  died  suddenly  of  heart  trouble  the  next  day.  It 
was  his  nineteenth  effort  in  this  field  and  is  fully  up  to  liis  others, 
which  is  great  praise. 

We  grieve  to  part  with  Brother  Browne,  as  he  was  one  of  the 
most  welcome  of  our  circle.  In  his  death  South  Dakota  Masonry  has 
sustained  a  grievous  loss.

We  have  only  received  the  Proceedings  of  the  Half- Yearly  Com- 
munication held  at  Hobart  on  August  30,  1917. 

Bi-Centenary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  observed  by  the 
dispatch  of  a  congratulatory  address. 

Honor  Roll., — About  150  Masons  of  Tasmania  have  entered  service 
in  the  war.  A  form  of  "pass-port"  printed  in  English,  French  and 
German  is  furnished  to  each  one.  It  recommends  the  bearer  to  the 
good  offices  of  Masons  with  whom  he  may  come  in  contact. 

Honorary  Installed  Master, — A  proposition  to  create  this  honorary 
rank  was  turned  down.    Good ! 

Official  Terms. — A  proposition  to  place  a  limit  on  the  number  of 
years  a  brother  might  hold  office  as  Grand  Master,  Pro  Grand  Master, 
or  Deputy  Grand  Master  was  disapproved  so  far  as  relates  to  Grand 
Master,  but  as  to  the  latter  two  a  limit  of  four  years  was  fixed. 

Board  Meetings, — Friction  again  developed  over  the  place  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes.  A  proposition  to  have 
one  meeting  each  year  at  Launceton  (in  the  North)  was  warmly 
opposed.  So  many  divergent  views  developed  that  it  was  postponed 
to  the  next  Annual. 

Red  Cross. — ^The  private  lodges  during  the  year  contributed  nearly 
13,000  to  the  Red  Cross. 

No  general  report  on  Correspondence. 

1813— TENNESSEE— 1918. 
104th  Annual — Nashville — Januaby  30th-31st. 

Lodges, ;  membership,  30,256 ;  gain,  998. 

Alabama  was  not  represented  owing  to  the  absence  of  Brother 
B.  Lfc  Branch. 

Gavel,  made  of  timber  from  one  of  the  boats  sunk  by  General  N.  B. 
Forrest  at  Johnson ville,  in  Tennessee  River  in  1862,  was  presented 
to  Grand  Lodge.  It  had  lain  in  the  water  55  years  and  had  turned  a 
beanttful  black. 

Flag. — During  the  war  each  lodge  was  ordered  to  display  the  flag 
of  the  United  States  in  its  East. 
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Bi'Oentenary  of  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  lodges  by  a  circular  issued  by  Grand  Master  John  T. 
Peeler  and  historical  subjects  suggested  for  their  discussion. 

Burial, — It  was  held  by  Grand  Master  and  approved  by  Grand 
Lodge  that  burial  services  could  not  be  conducted  at  a  brother's  grave 
at  any  other  time  than  Interment 

P.  M.  Degree  was  held  not  to  be  necessary  to  entitle  a  master  elect 
to  installation  and  to  preside. 

Military  Lodges  were  not  looked  upon  with  favor  by  Grand  Master 
Peeler.    He  thought  much  confusion  would  result 

Wilkimt  Tannehill  was  declared  to  have  rendered  "incomparably 
greater  service  to  the  Fraternity  in  Tennessee  than  any  other  in  the 
past  or  than  can  ever  be  rendered  by  any  member  in  the  years  to 
come."  Steps  were,  therefore,  taken  to  remove  his  and  his  wife's 
remains  from  the  old  Nashville  Cemetery  and  to  re-inter  them  in  Mt 
Olivet  Cemetery. 

Scotland. — Reply  was  made  that  Tennessee  reciprocated  the  cour- 
tesy of  conferring  degrees  at  the  request  of  Scotch  lodges,  which  will 
lead  to  Scotland  conferring  degrees  at  the  request  of  Tennessee 
lodges. 

France, — Recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of 
France  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
Grand  Wardens  and  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Alien  Enemy. — The  admission  of  any  alien  enemy  into  a  lodge  was 
forbidden. 

Honor  Roll,  filling  twenty  pages,  appears  in  this  volume. 

COBBESPON  DENCE. 

Brother  Henry  A.  Chambers  presents  this  review  again  and  like 
his  others  is  a  good  piece  of  work.  We  would  like  to  linger  with  it 
but  space  forbids. 
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1837— TEXAS— 1917.

Lodges,  893 ;  membership,  71,366 ;  gain,  3,042. 

To  adequately  review  tliis  immense  volume  of  1,000  pages  in  the 
limited  space  at  our  command  is  obviously  impossible.  The  Grand 
Master's  address  is  out  of  all  reason  in  length,  125  pages.  Then  548 
pages  are  devoted  to  the  rosters  of  lodges. 

Alabama  is  again  represented  by  Brother  O.  M.  Longneclcer. 

Patriotism. — Grand  Lodge  pledged  the  lives,  honor  and  property  of 
Texas  Masons  to  the  aid  of  our  government 

Recognition  was  refused  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  Brazil ;  the  Grand 
Orient  Barranquilla  of  Columbia,  South  America;  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Peru,  Costa  Rica,  and  Panama.    Alabama  recognizes  the  last  two. 

France. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  France  was  fully  recognized  but 
nothing  Is  said  about  the  Grand  Orient  No  reasons  are  given  for 
either  action. 

Army  Camps  in  Texas  was  another  dwelt  upon  at  length  by 
Grand  Master  Frank  C.  Jones.  He  also  alluded  to  the  discrimination 
of  Secretary  of  War  Baker  in  favor  of  the  Catholic  Knights  of  Colum- 
bus in  the  camps. 

Masonic  Bureau  has  been  organized  by  the  French  Masons  in  Paris 
to  minister  to  the  need  of  Masonic  soldiers  of  allied  nations.  Grand 
Master  laid  before  Grand  Lodge  a  letter  received  by  him  from  the 
Grand  Orient  on  the  subject 

Bi-Centenary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  not  overlooked. 
The  Grand  Master  called  the  attention  of  the  lodges  to  the  events  in 
a  letter  and  many  of  the  lodges  properly  observed  the  important  oc- 
casion. 

Decisions. — Eleven  pages  of  them.  There  is  much  chaff  but  whether 
there  is  any  grain  we  do  not  know.  Time  is  too  valuable  to  sift  the 
mass. 

Research. — Grand  Lodge  is  giving  attention  to  this  important  sub- 
ject. The  National  Masonic  Research  Society  and  its  organ,  "The 
Builder,"  are  strongly  endorsed  and  its  course  of  study  recommended 
to  the  lodges. 

Old  Masons. — Those  who  had  been  Masons  for  more  than  40  years 
were  introduced  to  Grand  Lodge.    There  were  41  of  them  and  W.  L. 
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Davidson  easily  outdistanced  tlie  others,  having  66  years  to  his  credit. 
He  attended  Grand  Lodge  in  1855. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

This  report  is  the  work  of  Brother  John  L.  Terrell,  but  owing  to 
his  continued  ill-health  is  incomplete.  It  covers  only  sixteen  jurisdic- 
tions and  fills  53  pages.  Yet  in  this  brief  report  Brother  TerriU  gives 
evidence  of  the  fine  worlc  he  would  have  given  had  his  health  per- 
mitted. 

Lord's  Prayer. — Some  one  objected  to  the  use  of  this  prayer  in 
lodge  for  fear  of  offending  the  sensibilities  of  some  JewLsh  brother. 
Brother  Terrill  thus  answers  him : 

Can  Brother  Wright  point  out  a  single  word,  syllable  or  letter, 
mark,  figure  or  character,  in  the  whole  of  the  Ixird's  prayer  that  is 
or  possibly  could  be  objectionable  to  a  Jew?  Very  many  times  we 
have  knelt  hand-in-hand  with  a  Jew  and  together  repeated  the  Lord's 
prayer,  and  we  never  heard  of  one  making  objection. 


1872— UTAH— 1918. 
47th   Annual — Salt  Lake — January  15th-16th. 

Lodges,  20;  membership,  2,727;  gain,  122. 

Alabama  was  represented  by  James  W.  Cherry,  Grand  Orator. 
This  volume  is  a  very  neat  one  and  we  wish  to  thank  Grand  Secre- 
tary Freeman  A.  McCarty  for  his  marginal  notes  which  greatly  facili- 
tate the  work  of  a  reviewer. 

PatriotUtm. — Grand  Lodge  telegraphed  the  President  that  the  Ma- 
sous  of  Utah  would  **Keep  the  fires  of  patriotism  burning"  In  support 
of  the  government  war  policies. 

Research. — In  an  effort  to  encourage  study  of  Masonry  in  its 
various  aspects  the  Committee  on  this  subject  secured  Brother  Joseph 
E.  Morcombe,  of  Iowa,  and  Robert  I).  Graham,  of  Colorado,  to  deliver 
two  lectures.  Of  Brother  Morcombe*s  lecture  on  "Dynamic  Masonry," 
Grand  Master  Charles  F.  Jennings  said  that  it  "was  of  a  character 
to  which  we  can  not  give  the  endorsement  of  the  Grand  Lodge."  Of 
that  of  Brother  Graham  on  "Hidden  Mysteries  of  Freemasonry,"  he 
said  that  it  was*  "entertaining  and  pleasing"  but  hardly  "met  the 
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requirements  of  the  situation."  The  Committee  did  not  concur  with 
the  Grand  Master  that  such  lectures  be  discontinued. 

Decisions. — Grand  Master  won  our  heart  by  saying  that  he  ren- 
dered no  "official  decisions,"  but  answered  many  "informal"  questions 
by  a  reference  to  the  law.  He  rebuked  "officers  holding  high  stations 
in  the  lodges"  who  make  no  attempt  to  settle  such  questions  by 
simply  referring  to  the  Code. 

Bi'Ccntenary  was  observed  in  most  of  the  lodges  with  special  pro- 
grams. 

Masonic  Clubs. — Grand  Master  Jennings  thinks  there  is  a  "splen- 
did field"  for  such  organizations  "looking  after  the  social  interests 
of  the  brethren."  Why  can  not  the  lodge  do  this?  Why  attach  a 
fifth  wheel? 

Military  Lodges  fared  no  better  at  the  hands  of  Grand  Master 
Jennings  than  at  those  of  nearly  all  other  grand  masters.  The 
opinion  has  been  well  nigh  universal  that  conditions  In  this  war  are 
not  favorable  to  such  lodges. 

National  Masonic  Council  for  War  Defense. — A  resolution  was,  after 
hesitation  and  discussion,  adopted  favoring  the  convening  a  Confer- 
ence of  Grand  Lodges  and  "other  Masonic  organizations"  for  the 
formation  of  such  a  council. 

France. — Brother  S.  H.  Goodwin,  Chairman  of  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence Committee,  presented  an  exhaustive  and  enlightening  re- 
port of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  Logically 
his  arguments  led  to  unqualified  recognition  but  he  seemed  to  hesi- 
tate at  the  last  moment  and  recommended  no  more  than  that  Utah 
Masons  be  permitted  to  visit  lodges  and  to  hold  Masonic  intercourse 
with  members  of  those  Grand  Bodies. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Sam  H.  Goodwin  gives  us  another  of  his  excellent  reviews. 
Alalmma  1916  is  allotted  two  full  pages.  It  seems  that  he  and 
Brother  Walter  Smith  hailed  originally  from  the  same  town  in  Maine. 

Swiss  Masonry. — ^He  thinks  the  Grand  Lodge  "Alplna"  should  be 
recognized  and  that  financial  aid  should  be  given  the  International 
Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs.  We  recommend  both  of  these  In  special 
reports.  We  appreciate  greatly  the  very  kind  words  spoken  of  this 
committee.  There  Is  much  else  of  interest  in  this  review  and  a  very 
interesting  conclusion,  but  we  have  not  space  for  more.

125th  Annual — Burlington — June  12th-13th. 

Lodges,  103 ;  membership,  14,887 ;  gain,  354. 

Alabama  represented  by  Past  Grand  Master  Eugene  S.  Weston. 

Grand  Master  David  A.  Elliott  delivered  a  brief  but  all-sufficient 
address. 

France, — He  asked  for  a  careful  reconsideration  of  the  claims  of 
French  Masonry  to  recognition.  "Let  us,  therefore,  accord  to  our 
brethren  of  that  stricken  nat4on  a  just  and  impartial  consideration 
of  their  claims."  The  Chairman  of  the  Foreign  (Correspondence  Com- 
mittee submitted  a  report  quite  unfavorable  to  recognition,  but  Grand 
Ivodge  took  no  action,  postponing  the  question  till  the  next  Annual. 

Soldiers;  Jurisdiction  Over. — A  resident  of  Vermont  in  a  training 
camp  in  New  York  State  petitioned  there  for  the  degrees  and  received 
them.  The  Grand  Master  laid  the  matter  before  Grand  Ix)dge  but 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  rei>orted  that,  as  New  York  had  a 
law  making  any  person  serving  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
States  eligible  without  regard  to  residence,  the  matter  should  drop. 

Old  Lodge  Record. — A  Brother  Tuttle,  a  dealer  in  old  and  rare 
books,  had  come  into  i)ossession  of  the  old  minute  book  of  Center 
Lodge  No.  6,  of  Rutland,  covering  the  period  1814  to  1849.  He  gen- 
erously presented  it  to  Grand  Ix>dge. 

CORBESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master  Charles  H.  Darling  presents  this  report  for  the 
second  time.  Again  he  pursues  the  topical  plan  and  demonstrates 
how  interesting  a  report  framed  on  this  line  can  be  made.  He  deals 
with  a  number  of  interesting  questions  in  29  pages. 

Burial. — He  takes  issue  with  the  proposition  that  a  brother,  dying 
while  charges  are  pending  against  him,  is  entitled  as  of  right  to 
Masonic  burial.  He  argues  strongly  and  we  think  correctly  that  in  all 
cases  a  discretion  Ls  vested  in  the  Master  of  the  lodge. 

Judge  Advocate. — He  discusses  most  lucidly  the  defects  in  the  sys- 
tem prevailing  in  most  jurisdictions  of  settling  questions  of  Masonic 
law,  that  is  to  say,  by  the  Grand  Master  upon  any  sort  of  question 
that  may  in  any  manner  find  its  way  to  him.     Some  grand  masters' 
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addresses  are  in  the  matter  of  "decisions**  frightful  to  contemplate. 
Oh,  how  tired  some  of  them  make  us ! 

We  believe  no  question  should  be  decided  by  any  official  or 
tribunal  till  it  comes  up  in  an  actual  case  and  where  discharge  of 
duty  requires  the  official  or  tribunal  to  decide  it.  A  "decision"  given 
under  any  other  circumstances  is  but  the  individual  opinion  of  the 
person  giving  it,  however  much  he  may  attempt  to  dignify  it  by  put- 
ting it  in  a  report  or  address. 

We  also  believe  that  it  would  be  an  improvement  to  have  a  perma- 
nent official  to  do  this  work  whether  we  call  him  "Judge  Advocate" 
or  something  else. 

f^tockwclVs  Address.— The  splendid  address  of  Brother  Walter  L. 
Stock  well,  of  North  Dakota,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Bi-Centenary  of 
the  Grand  r.«odge  of  England  is  reproduced  in  its  entirety.  Among 
what  he  terms  the  "more  important  historical  addresses"  delivered 
at  Bi-C'entenary  celebrations,  he  lists  that  delivered  by  this  Scribe 
before  the  Grand  I»dge  of  Alabama,  December,  1917.  Of  course  we 
are  duly  appreciative. 


1889— VICTORIA— 1917. 
Founded  Mabch  20th,  1889. 

Lodges,  224 ;  membership,  17,126 ;  gain,  1,314. 

Four  Quarterlies,  March  21,  June  20,  September  19,  December  19, 
1917. 

Alabama  was  not  represented  during  the  year. 

This  thin  volume  is  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  local  routine 
matters. 

War. — Grand  Master  C.  Carty-Salmon  at  the  Quarterly  of  March 
21st  expressed  hopes  for  "an  honorable  and  conclusive  peace"  in  the 
very  near  future.  It  was  to  come  at  last  but  not  soon,  and  only  after 
terrible  trials  and  losses  of  the  flower  of  every  continent  of  the  world. 
The  Grand  Master  little  dreamed  when  he  uttered  this  hope  that  just 
one  year  from  that  date  Germany  would  t>egin  her  most  ambitious 
and  most  nearly  successful  attempt  to  win  the  war. 

In  Memoriam, — Grand  Master  Carty-Salmon  who  has  been  in  office 
since  April  28,  1914,  died  on  September  15,  1917.     He  was  greatly 
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beloved  by  the  Masons  of  Victoria,  and  at  a  Lodge  of  Sorrow  held 
for  him  on  December  3,  1017,  many  lofty  tributes  were  paid  to  his 
memory. 

ni-Centvnarii. — Grand  Master  Carty-Salmon  on  March  31st  dis- 
patched a  suitable  congratulatory  address  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  in  commemoration  of  its  200th  anniversary. 

RvHftrch. — A  proposition  to  exenn)t  Lodges  of  Research  from  jny- 
nient  of  grand  lo4lge  dues  provoked  animated  discussion  and  it  was 
finally  decided  to  leave  this  matter  to  the  joint  action  of  the  Grand 
Master  and  the  Board  of  (General  Purposes. 

GraiMl  Se<retary  C.  J.  Barrow,  who  for  the  first  time  in  14  years 
was  aljsent  from  Grand  T^dge,  could  not  attend  the  Quarterly  of 
Decemlcr  10th  because  of  a  serious  surgical  operation.  He  was 
reported  as  imi>roving  rapidly  In  health. 

Lof/aliy. — We  scarcely  understand  the  following  resolution  passed 
by  Grand  IxMlge: 

That  in  view  of  the  present  grave  crisis  in  the  affairs  of  the  Em- 
pire, and  the  various  causes  at  work  in  creating  dissension  in  Aus- 
tralia, the  Board  urges  all  Freeniasons,  irrespective  of  party  consid- 
erations, as  loyal  subjects,  to  assist  by  every  means  in  their  power  the 
Government  of  the  Commonwealth  in  carrying  into  effect  all  such 
measures  as  it  considers  necessary  to  enable  the  resources  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Empire. 

Speaking  to  this  resolution  the  President  of  the  Board  of  (>eneral 
Purposes  used  the  following  language: 

At  a  time  like  the  present,  pregnant  with  the  possibility  of  national 
peril,  one  might  reasonably  expect  that  the  people  of  Australia  would 
be  united  in  one  great  singleness  of  purpose,  concentrating  their 
efforts  in  loyal  response  to  the  natlon*s  need.  But  what  do  we  find? 
We  find  a  clamorous  section  of  the  community  throwing  every  con- 
ceivable obstacle  in  the  path  of  national  unity.  We  find  their  leaders 
shouting  seditious  sentiments  from  the  public  platform;  we  find  their 
manhood  pushing  their  way  into  patriotic  gatherings  and  remaining 
seated  with  their  hats  on  while  the  National  Anthem  is  being  sung. 

One  conducting  himself  in  America  after  the  manner  here  indicated 
would  have  been  in  danger  from  both  the  law  and  his  enraged  fellow 
citizens. 

No  report  on  Corresi)ondence. 
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1778— VIRGINIA— 1918. 
140th  Annual — Richmond — Februaby  12th-14th. 

I-odges,  324;  membership,  27,141;  gain,  807. 

Alabama  was  represented  by  Brother  John  W.  Kellam.  Last  year 
he  was  absent  and  in  our  1917  report  we  asked  "Where  was  he?" 
Brother  Joseph  W.  Eggleston  answers: 

Well,  Brother  Kellam,  who  is  Alabama's  representative,  is  our  only 
Past  Deputy  Grand  Master,  having  the  unique  distinction  of  being 
only  man  to  decline  election  to  the  Grand  East,  which  would  have 
been  unanimous,  too.  He  lives  beyond  our  inland  sea,  Chesapeake 
Bay,  and  Ls  a  busy  physician. 

Grand  Master  Ernest  L.  Cunningham  delivered  an  excellent  and 
very  readable  address,  for  aught  that  it  was  rather  lengthy. 

Grand  Master  Henry  Knox  Field  died  during  the  year  to  the  great 
grief  and  loss  of  his  Virginia  bretliren.  It  is  the  fourth  time  Virginia 
has  lost  her  Grand  Master  while  in  office. 

Qualification  ft  of  Orand  Master, — Brother  Cunningham  thus  defined 
them  and  modestly  expresse<l  the  opinion  that  he  did  not  possess 
them : 

Observation  covering  a  period  of  about  six  months  has  convinced 
me  tliat  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Virginia  should  be  an  expert 
in  mechanics  and  building  operations,  be  versed  in  both  civil  and 
Masonic  law,  should  be  a  financier  and  also  a  i)eace-maker,  and 
should  be  thoroughly  equipped  to  master  the  problems  arising  out 
of  the  conduct  of  a  home  caring  for  children.  He  should  have  ability 
to  make  a  pretty  good  speech  without  notice.  He  should  know  how 
to  refuse  a  request  and  yet  so  phrase  the  words  denying  the  request 
that  the  Brother  whose  request  is  denied  is  convinced  that  he  is 
actually  being  done  a  favor.  He  should  combine  in  one  man  the  best 
qualities  of  an  executive  officer  of  a  corporation  as  well  as  having 
his  heart  responsive  to  sentiment  and  filled  to  overflowing  with  the 
true  spirit  of  fraternity. 

War, — Grand  Master  Cunningham's  address  burns  with  patriotism 
and  with  detestation  for  the  spirit  that  rules  Germany.  He  urged 
food  conservation  and  economy  and  the  purchase  of  government 
securities  to  the  limit.  He  appointed  a  special  committee  of  distin- 
guished brothers  to  consider  all  ways  in  which  Masonry  might  assist 
In  winning  the  war. 
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Honor  Roll  is  one  of  the  most  complete  we  have  seen.  It  gives  In 
tabular  form  name  and  lodge  of  the  brother,  his  rank,  branch  cf 
service,  company,  regiment,  and  division  and  where  stationed.  A  lift 
thus  prepared  is  of  real  value. 

Mil  it  art/  Lodges  were  disapproved  for  what  appears  to  us  to  be  very 
sound  reasons. 

Tan  pi  V. — The  proposition  had  been  advanced  to  buy  a  new  site  and 
erect  a  new  Temple,  but  Grand  Master  Cunningham  after  careful 
examination  and  rei)ort  of  an  architect  decided  that  there  was  no 
necessity  to  build  a  new  Temple,  that  at  a  moderate  expense  all 
needed  changes  could  be  made. 

France. — A  special  committee  to  report  on  the  application  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  France  for  recognition  reported  adversely  and  the 
rcr>ort  was  adopted.  Its  conclusions  are  much  discredited  by  the 
maimer  in  which  its  report  hopelessly  confuses  the  Grand  Orient, 
the  Supreme  Council  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France.  The  committee 
holds  the  Grand  Lodge  resi>onsible  for  the  actions  and  utterances  of 
the  Grand  Orient.  There  never  did  exist  any  official  connection 
between  the  two,  but  this  report  declares  that  the  Grand  Ix)dge  Is  "an 
integral  part"  of  the  Grand  Orient.  Virginia,  however,  has  recog- 
nized the  Independent  and  Regular  National  Grand  Lodge  of  France. 
Few  other  grand  lodges  have  done  so. 

Flag. — (irand  Master  ruled  that  while  it  was  very  proper  to  display 
the  flag  in  lodge.  It  should  not  be  used  in  any  part  of  the  ceremonies 
either  in  opening  or  closing  or  in  conferring  degrees.  Eminently 
correct. 

Recognition. — This  very  conservative  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Egypt  and  Yorli  of  Mexico,  neither  of  which  Is 
recognized  by  Alabama. 

CORBESPON  DENCE. 

This  is  the  twentieth  reiwrt  from  the  pen  of  Brother  Joseph  W. 
Eggleston  and  this  name  is  a  guarantee  that  it  is  one  of  the  best  of 
the  year.  It  combines  succinct  synopses  of  business  done  with  apt 
quotations  and  judicious  comments.  Alabama  1916  is  given  three 
pages.  lie  denominates  our  failure  to  arrange  our  reviews  in  alpha- 
betical order  as  a  **jumble"  and  predicts  that  when  our  period  of 
"intensive  training"  is  over  we  will  return  to  the  alphabetical  order. 
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Our  present  plan  fits  In  better  with  our  own  convenience  and  if  we 
abandon  it,  it  will  be  from  a  desire  to  convenience  our  brother  review- 
ers. He  hails  us  as  "one  reviewer  who  understands  the  Past  Master 
degree." 

Rite. — Brother  Eggleston  lays  down  this  dictum  touching  the  regu- 
larity of  Masonic  bodies: 

The  ritual  does  not  settle  the  Rite,  but  the  allegiance  to  a  superior 
governing  body  does.  We  recognize  only  sovereign  and  independent 
Grand  Lodges.  Their  ritual  Is  not  our  concern.  Louisiana,  New  York 
and  California  permit  Lodges  to  use  the  Scottish  Rite  ritual. 

Public  Installations. — Brother  Eggleeton  bitterly  opposes  these,  says 
they  can  only  be  prompted  by  a  silly  vanity.  We  do  not  concur  in 
this.  There  are  splendid  lessons  taught  in  the  installation  cere- 
monies which  would  greatly  benefit  those  not  Masons  if  Judiciously 
pointed  out  by  a  competent  brother.  The  oflPicers  of  the  lodge  sym- 
bolize the  officials  of  civil  society;  the  Justice,  the  moderation,  the 
firmness  with  which  they  discharge  their  functions  typify  the  Justice, 
the  moderation,  the  firmness  with  which  civil  officials  should  per- 
form theirs;  the  obedience  which  the  Mason  renders  to  the  rightful 
exercise  of  authority  by  his  lodge  superior  Is  typical  of  the  duty 
which  the  citizen  is  under  to  obey  lawful  authority  until  it  is  changed 
by  lawful  methods.  This  Is  a  lesson  all  men  should  learn  and  the 
necessity  was  never  greater  than  now  when  anarchy  under  specious 
names  Is  raising  Its  hateful  head  among  nearly  all  the  peoples  of  the 
world.    Masons  have  a  great  duty  here  to  perform. 

The  Ancients. — This  serves  to  call  to  our  memories  names  of  those 
who  were  giants  in  their  day : 

There  was  a  time,  some  thirty  years  ago,  when  Drummond,  of 
Maine;  Vaux,  of  Pennsylvania;  Drinkard,  of  Virginia;  Robbins,  of 
Illinois;  Pafvln,  of  Iowa,  and  Vlncll,  of  Missouri,  were  called  the 
Big  Six  of  the  corps  of  reviewers.  A  Mason  could  turn  to  their 
reviews  today  and  learn  much.  Will  our  successors  class  any  of  us 
of  today  with  them? 

Philippines, — Brother  Eggleston  voices  the  most  emphatic  protest 
we  have  seen  against  the  absorption  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  of  twentj'-seven  lodges  of  the  obedience  of  the 
Spanish  Grand  Orient. 

Seniority. — Brother  Eggleston  does  not  concede  this  distinction  to 
either  Massachusetts  or  South  Carolina.    He  says  : 
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Our  oldest  Masonic  building  (1785)  is  nowhere  disputed,  and  our 
Grand  Lodge  seal  (1778)  marks  ours  as  the  oldest  of  the  existing 
Grand  Lodges,  but  we  "wage**  no  controversy.  We  have  reason  to 
believe  that  Masonry  was  here  in  the  senior  English  colony  earlier 
than  elsewhere,  but  the  vandalism  of  three  great  wars  has  deprived 
us  of  the  record  proof.  We  will  try  to  make  ours  the  best  Masonry 
anyhow  so  that  it  will  flourish  longer  than  any  other  and  then  be 
senior. 

Atncricans  and  Canadians, — After  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  Canadian 
soldiers  of  this  war,  Brother  Eggleston  says : 

Our  troops  are  now  going  to  the  front,  but  we  should  not  boast 
till  they  "go  over  the  toj)"  and  show  that  they  are  worthy  of  compan- 
ionship with  those  heroic  Canadians.  This  is  written  November  15, 
1017. 

Any  one  would  know  it  was  written  before  Belleau  Wood,  Seiche- 
prey,  Cantlgney,  Chateau-Thierry,  the  Second  Marne,  St.  Mihiel,  the 
Argonne  forest  and  Sedan,  names  that  will  live  forever  in  the  history 
of  both  France  and  the  United  States.  The  mere  mention  of  them  Is 
sufficient  to  bring  to  the  eyes  tears  of  l>oth  rejoicing  and  sorrow. 


1858— WASHINGTON— 1017. 
GOth  Annual — Seattle — June  12Tn-14TH. 

Lodges,  200 ;  membership,  22,573 ;  gain,  875. 

Alabama  was  represented  by  Grand  Master  George  R.  Malcomb. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  brief  but  full  enough;  only 
ten  pages  but  nothing  of  importance  seems  to  have  been  omitted. 

Identification  ^'Cards'*  made  of  aluminum  and  printed  in  English, 
French  and  German  were  authorized  for  use  of  Washli>gton  Masons 
serving  in  the  war. 

Panama. — Recognition  of  this  Grand  liOdge  was  referred  to  the 
Corresjwndence  Committee  and  the  Grand  Master. 

Military  Lodges.— Action  of  the  Grand  Master  declining  to  warrant 
such  lodges  was  approved. 

Sea-faring  Man,  as  used  in  Masonic  law  determining  the  lodge  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  of  a  petitioner,  was  declared  to  include  a  man 
actually  living  on  ship  or  boat,  whether  on  fresh  or  salt  icater. 
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yew  Monitor, — The  Grand  Secretary  was  authorized  to  have  the 
Monitor,  embracing  the  changes  adopted  by  Grand  Lodge,  printed. 

Brother  Bishop  Francis  W.  Keator  delivered  an  eloquent  though 
very  brief  address.  He  lauded  the  democratic  spirit  which  pervades 
Masonry. 

Bi'Cenienary. — In  observation  of  this  event  there  was  spread  on 
the  minutes  and  printed  In  the  proceedings  a  brief  account  of  the 
organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  June  24,  1717. 

Correspondence. 

This  report  Is  again  the  work  of  Brother  Ralph  C.  McAllister.  He 
abandons  the  "topical  form'*  heretofore  used  by  him  and  reverts  to 
the  "review"  method.    He  makes  no  promise,  however,  for  the  future. 

In  this  he  has  given  us  an  excellent  review  of  business  of  the 
various  grand  lodges  with  few  comments  of  his  own  and  these  very 
brief.  Alabama  1916  is  allotted  two  pages.  Grand  Master  Smith's 
address  is  pronounced  "very  readable'*  and  our  report  a  "splendid 
paper."  He  is  at  sea,  as  we  are  ourselves,  in  the  attempt  to  under- 
stand the  meaning  of  the  amendment  to  our  law  relating  to  "physical 
qualifications." 

1900— WESTERN  AT^STRALIA— 1916*17. 
18th   Annual — Perth — Apru.  26th,   1917. 

IxMiges,  97 ;  membership,  4,131 ;  gain,  23. 

This  volume  also  contains  the  proceedings  of  the  Quarterlies  of 
July  27  and  October  26,  1916,  and  of  January  25,  1917. 

Alabama's  representative.  Brother  U.  W.  Burke,  was  absent. 

A  fine  portrait  of  Grand  Master  C.  O.  L.  Riley,  Archbishop  of  Perth 
and  Chaplain-General  of  the  Commonwealth  Forces,  in  his  full  uni- 
form of  chaplain,  adorns  this  volume.  His  Is  one  of  the  most  striking 
figures  and  faces  we  have  ever  seen.  His  fine  chin  and  nose  and 
massive  brow  bespeak  a  man  of  unusual  intellect  and  resolution. 
In  the  summer  of  1916  he  left  for  the  battle  front  and  the  ship  on 
which  he  was  sailing,  the  "Iverna,"  was  torpedoed  and  sunk  In  the 
Mediterranean.  Many  lives  were  lost  but  Brother  Riley  was  saved. 
He  returned  to  Australia  early  in  April,  1917. 
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honor  Roll  of  Masons  of  the  jurisdiction  in  military  service  of 
their  country  numbered  320  but  was  not  complete.  Thirty-three  were 
listed  as  having  given  up  their  lives  for  their  country. 

Loyalty. — A  message  of  "unswerving  loyalty  and  devotion  to  make 
every  sacrifice  to  secure  final  victory"  was  at  the  October  meeting 
dispatched  to  the  King. 

Address. — At  this  meeting  also  an  elegant  but  brief  address  was 
given  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  on  the  three  great  Masonic  prin- 
ciples, Brotherly  Love,  Relief,  and  Truth. 

Social  Side. — At  the  January  Quarterly  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
uttered  these  appropriate  words: 

Our  Fraternity  is  a  moral  institution  opening  its  doors  to  good 
men  of  every  sect  and  opinion.  Although  it  instructs  us  in  morality, 
it  is  not  a  gloomy  teacher.  It  bids  us  not  to  consecrate  our  hours  to 
solitude.  Society  is  a  true  sphere  of  human  virtue,  and  to  be  pleasing 
to  the  G.  A.  one  must  mix  with  and  make  himself  useful  to  his  fellow- 
men.  We  should  never  forget  that  Freemasonry  is  a  social  institution, 
and  that  its  very  sociality  is  another  of  its  great  charms. 

Philippine  Grand  Lodyc  was  after  careful  inquiry  recognized  as  a 
regular  Masonic  body. 

Correspondence. 
A  good  rei)ort  in  review  form  by  a  committee  of  several  members 
appears  in  this  volume.  Alabama  1916  fell  again  to  Brother  F.  A. 
McMuUen,  who. gives  it  a  careful  review  in  four  pages,  but  without 
comment,  lie  quotes  from  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Smith  and 
Past  Grand  Master  Bllbro  and  also  from  our  general  and  special 
reports  on  Correspondence. 


1900— WESTERN  AUSTRALIA— 1917-'18. 
19th  Annual — Perth — April  25th,  1918. 

Lodges,  98;  membership,  4,277;  gain,  146. 

Alabama  not  represented,  Brother  U.  W.  Burke  being  again  absent. 

This  volume  contains  the  minutes  of  three  Quarterlies  as  well  as 
of  the  Annual. 

Grand  Master  Riley  gave  this  short  sketch  of  some  of  his  experi- 
ences at  the  front : 
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There  have  been  moments  during  the  past  12  months  when  I  have 
tliought  it  quite  possible  that  I  should  never  see  the  goldflelds  any 
more.  One  such  moment  was  at  our  last  Communication  here  when  I 
was  warned  that  I  should  never  come  back  again  If  I  went  to  the 
F*ront.  Other  such  moments  have  lieen  when  I  have  seen  shells 
bursting  quite  near  me  and  wondered  where  the  next  would  fall — or 
"When  my  bed  shook  because  enemy  airmen  were  dropping  bombs 
close  by — or  worst  of  all  when  1  heard  a  torpedo  burst  under  me 
when  I  was  on  a  transport. 

Bi-Ventenary, — At  the  July  Quarterly  the  (»raud  Master  gave  an 
address  in  which  he  gave  this  Interesting  glimpse  of  social  conditions 
in  England  when  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge  was  formed  in  1717 : 

It  will  be  interesting  to  go  liack  for  a  moment  and  take  a  glimpse 
at  the  days  and  the  conditions  of  life  when  the  first  (U'and  I^)dge 
came  into  existence.  The  i)opulation  of  England  at  that  time  was 
al)out  the  same  as  that  of  Australia  today.  (Jeorge  I.  had  just  come 
to  the  throne ;  the  rebellion  in  favor  of  the  Scots  by  the  Old  Pretender 
had  been  quelled  the  previous  year,  and  thus  failed  the  attempt  to 
restore  the  exiled  Ilouse  of  Stuart;  the  South  Sea  Bubble  had  not 
burst  but  was  becoming  inflated;  Carlyle  dubbed  the  period  as  "the 
age  of  prose,  of  lying  and  of  sham."  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  said 
to  be  the  golden  age  in  English  literature,  when  Addison  and  Steele 
were  at  their  best,  and  when  the  rhythmic  lines  of  Poi»e  rang  in  the 
ears  of  those  whom  he  delighted.  But  these  writers  only  interested 
and  influenced  the  few;  the  manners  of  the  time  were  coarse  and 
vulgar,  and  murders  in  Tx)ndon  were  frequent  and  often  unpun- 
ished. Many  of  the  streets  were  kept  in  total  darkness  at  nights,  and 
but  little  daylight  was  admitted  to  the  homes  because  windows  were 
taxed.  In  place  of  taxi-cabs  there  were  sedan  chairs,  and  for  long 
journeys  between  towns  the  ordinary  passenger  coaches  were  said  to 
have  made  good  progress  when  they  did  twenty-three  miles  a  day. 

A  suitable  address  was  also  dispatched  to  England  which  was 
presented  In  time  for  the  celebration  on  June  25,  1917. 

yew  Railroad. — At  the  October  Quarterly,  Grand  Master  Riley 
declared  they  were  meeting  on  a  day  that  would  "never  be  forgotten 
in  the  history  of  this  State."  He  referred  to  the  final  completion  of 
the  new  railway  connecting  Western  Australia  with  New  South  Wales 
and  the  other  Australian  states,  thereby  removing  its  isolation.  One 
can  appreciate  the  meaning  of  this  to  Western  Australia  when  he 
remembers  that  the  west  coast  of  Australia  is  about  as  far  from  the 
east  coast  as  is  Ixm  Angeles  from  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and 
that  a  desert  more  formidable  than  ours  lies  between.  To  make  the 
building  of  this  railroad  possible  water  had  to  be  piped  hundreds  of 
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miles.     It  was  one  of  the  greatest  tasks  In  railroad  building  ever 
undertaken  and  it  is  not  strange  that  the  Grand  Master  was  elated. 
Physical  Qualification. — Grand  Master  Riley  laid  down  this  rule : 

That  a  candidate  is  eligible  for  initiation  who.  though  not  perfect 
in  his  limbs,  is  able  substantively  to  comply  with  and  go  through  the 
ceremonies  required  in  the  various  degrees." 

Honor  Roll  had  increased  by  April,  1918,  to  G43  brethren  of  whom 
(5C  had  made  the  great  sacrifice. 

Deputy  Grand  Master  A.  C.  McCallum  volunteered  for  any  service 
for  which  he  might  be  needed  and  was  selected  as  one  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Trench  Comforts  Fund.  He  at  once  went  to  France, 
where  he  was  still  laboring  in  April,  1918.  The  work  is  somewhat 
similar  to  that  done  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

Masonic  Bureau  in  France. — At  the  January  Quarterly  the  Grand 
Master  called  attention  to  this  Bureau  maintained  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  (irand  Orient  of  France,  at  Paris,  and  for  their  kind  offers  of 
assistance  he  tendered  the  thanks  of  Grand  Lodge. 

France. — It  is  somewhat  striking,  however,  that  despite  this  the 
(Jrand  Ix)dge  of  Western  Australia  could  not  recognize  the  Grand 
Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of  France  as  Masonic  bodies. 

.Xeir  Grand  Master. — At  the  January  Quarterly  Grand  Master  Riley, 
who  had  served  so  successfully  for  fourteen  years,  voluntarily  retired 
and  the  Governor-General  of  the  State,  Rt.  Hon.  Sir  William  Ellison- 
Macartney,  K.  C.  M.  G.  (whatever  this  means)  was  chosen  as  his 
successor.  Brother  Ellison-Macartney  is  a  very  distinguished  man 
and  Mason.  Fntll  recently  he  was  Governor-General  of  Tasmania 
and  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  that  State. 

Brother  Riley  was  chosen  Pro  Grand  Master. 

Loihjes  of  Instruction  were  authorized  by  the  Grand  Master  to  be 
opened  by  Deputy  (J rand  Master  McCallum  for  the  benefit  of  Masons 
at  the  battle  front.  This  power  was  limited  to  Brother  McCallum 
and  he  was  perscmally  responsible  for  the  doings  of  such  gatherings. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Like  ours  this  review  is  not  arranged  In  alphabetical  order.  Ala- 
bama 1917  fell  again  to  Brother  F.  A.  McMullen,  who  does  his  work 
well  but  without  comment.

Alabama  represented  by  Brother  J.  A.  Miller. 

Oraiid  Master  Charles  E.  Carringau  delivered  an  interesting  ad 
dress. 

The  Three  Less  Lights,  he  ruled,  could  not  be  placed  on  a  single 
pedestal  of  triangular  form  but  must  be  arranged  arotmd  the  altar 
In  the  East,  South  and  West,  respectively. 

Flai/,  according  to  another  ruling,  may  properly  be  displayed  any- 
where in  the  lodge  except  on  the  altar;  that  the  laws  of  Masonry 
prescribe  what  should  go  on  the  altiir  and  nothing  else  should  appear 
there. 

Objeetion  to  Initiation  after  favorable  ballot  is  equivalent  to  a  black 
ball,  but  after  initiation  must  be  followed  with  charges  to  prevent 
advancement. 

Expulsion  Without  Trial. — The  Grand  Master  excommunicated 
without  trial  a  Master  Mason  on  the  ground  that  In  his  petition  he 
falsely  represented  himself  to  be  21  years  old.  We  think  charges 
should  have  been  preferred  and  the  brother  given  a  trial.  It  is  a 
dangerous  precedent. 

Correspondence. 
For  the  twenty-sixth  time  this  report  Is  the  work  of  Brother  George 
W.  Atkinson  and  Is  fully  up  to  the  standard  of  his  previous  ones, 
which  means  that  It  is  one  of  the  best.  Alabama  1916  Is  very  gen- 
erously given  four  pages.  Grand  Master  Smith's  address  Is  declared 
a  "valuable  contribution  to  Alabama  Masonry."  About  the  financial 
troubles  we  are  having  with  our  Home,  Brother  Atkinson  says : 

My  position  has  always  been  that  such  institutions,  which  are 
always  expensive  to  maintain,  should  not  be  undertaken  unless  a  fund 
is  on  hand,  or  in  sight,  sufficiently  large  to  maintain  them,  without 
overburdening  the  Grand  Lodges.  I  have  never  believed  it  to  be  the 
course  of  wisdom  to  borrow  money  for  such  purposes,  because  Grand 
Lodges  are  often  impoverished  and  the  brethren  oppressed  by  such 
unbusiness-like  methods. 

He  quotes  in  its  entirety  our  report  declining  recognition  of  tht* 
Supreme  Council  33",  A.  and  A.  S.  Rite,  of  Argentina.    Our  general 
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report  on  Correspondence  he  pronounces  "an  extraordinary  produc- 
tion/' which,  of  course,  is  highly  appreciated  coming  from  the  source 
it  does,  lie  turns  the  joke  on  us  about  our  suggesting  shortening 
Correspondence  reports,  while  ours  is  some  GO  pages  longer  than  his. 

We  have  long  felt  drawn  to  Brother  Atkinson.  Now  we  under- 
stand it.  He  says  he  belongs  to  three  secret  societies,  the  Freemasons, 
the  Methodist  Church,  and  the  Republican  party.     So  do  we. 

Clubs. — We  find  ourselves  in  agreement  with  Brother  Atkinson 
again.  He  says  he  has  thought  and  still  thinks  that  they  will  "prove 
narniful  and  In  no  respect  helpful  to  legitimate  Freemasonry.'* 

Panama. — Brother  Atkinson  thinks  we  can  not  recognize  Panama 
w^ithout  recognizing  the  Venezuelan  and  Columbian  grand  bodies 
from  which  emanated  its  constituent  lodges.  The  old  simile  of  water 
not  rising  above  its  source,  is  not  applicable  to  any  problem  into 
which  the  human  equation  enters.  Again,  he  thinks  the  exercise  of 
jurisdiction  in  the  Canal  Zone  by  Massachusetts  forbids  recognition 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama  as  an  Independent,  sovereign  body, 
lie  forgets  that  the  doctrine  of  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction  is  by 
no  means  universally  accepted.  In  the  second  place,  for  all  practical 
purposes,  Panama  and  the  Canal  Zone  are  two  separate  and  distinct 
political  units. 

TAqttor. — lie  contemplates  with  evident  satisfaction  the  disappear- 
ance of  "booze.*'    He  says : 

However,  it  looks  to  me  like  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  "the 
ardent"  Is  on  Its  last  legs  In  this  country,  anyway.  Hence,  It  cannot 
be  a  disturber  in  Masonry  much  longer.  It  seems  to  be  doomed  and 
is  retreating  Into  the  shades  of  "innocuous  desuetude." 


1843— WISCONSIN— 1018.

Ix)dges.  280;  membership,  34,877;  gain,  1,578. 

Alabama  was  represented  by  Brother  Charles  E.  George,  Past 
Senior  Warden. 

Grand  Master  Wlllard  S.  Grlswold  delivered  an  interesting  address 
of  moderate  length.  We  quote  this  passage  which  stirs  our  Imagina- 
tions as  well  as  our  emotions : 
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What  a  dream  is  this!  Bank  clerks,  salesmen  and  farmer  boys  a 
few  months  back,  are  now  engaging  the  enemy  In  mortal  combat  above 
the  clouds  which  hang  over  the  trenches  In  i'rance.  France !  a  word 
never  long  out  of  our  thoughts  and  our  talk.  And  there  is  Soissons 
and  Noyon  and  Ypres  and  Rheims  and  St.  Mthiel  and  Pont  au  Mous- 
son  and  Cantlgney — who  shall  ever  forget  the  village  of  Cantigney 
which  American  arms  so  gloriously  captured  and  now  hold,  and  also 
this  latest  battle  at  Chateau-Thierry  where  our  soldiers  of  the  sea 
proved  their  valorous  worth.  What  strange  names  are  these  which 
hold  our  thoughts  in  bondage  through  all  these  anxious  days!  Lib- 
erty motors,  battle  planes,  U-boat  destroyers,  transport  ships,  canton- 
ments, government  operation  of  railroads,  food  restriction  in  this 
garden  of  the  earth,  what  new  and  unfamiliar  subjects  now  fill  our 
minds  and  arrest  our  attention  after  the  lapse  of  only  a  short  year! 

Alien  Enemy. — Grand  Master  Griswold  correctly  held  that  the  peti- 
tion of  an  alien  enemy  might  be  received  but  the  propriety  of  electing 
him  in  war  times  was  another  question. 

Research  Is  being  encouraged  by  Wisconsin  but  Grand  Lodge  de- 
clined to  "recommend  to  the  members  of  the  Craft  In  Wisconsin  their 
investigation  of  the  activities  of  the  National  Masonic  Research 
Society  as  at  present  conducted."  The  reason  assigned  was  that  to  do 
80  was  to  indorse  the  magazine  published  by  the  Society,  "The 
Builder.'*  We  think  Grand  Lodge  might  with  the  greatest  propriety 
and  without  Indorsing  or  being  responsible  for  anything  have  recom- 
mended investigation.    We  Masons  are  sometimes  too  squeamish. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Aldro  Jenks  is  again  and  for  the  twenty-flrst  time  author 
of  this  report.  Someone,  presumably  the  Grand  Secretary,  is  respon- 
sible for  the  statement  in  the  minutes  that  it  is  the  "best  Corre- 
spondence report  extant."  We  shall  not  deny  the  truth  of  this 
statement  because  It  is  a  very  fine  one,  as  we  would  naturally  expect 
from  Brother  Jenks,  but  we  do  deny  the  propriety  or  good  taste  of 
a  secretary  injecting  into  his  minutes  criticisms  either  favorable  or 
unfavorable. 

Alabama  is  given  five  pages,  a  most  generous  allowance.  We  think 
technically  he  is  correct  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  could  not 
revoke  the  commissions  of  representatives  of  other  jurisdictions. 

Scottish  Rite. — Brother  Jenks  is  evidently  one  of  those  who  thinks 
that  no  grand  lodge  Is  entitled  to  recognition  which  traces  back  to 
lodges  of  Scottish  rite  origin,  lie  say«  Panama  should  be  refused  on 
that  ground. 
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France. — For  recognizing  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Orient  of 
France  he  says  rx)uiRiana  "ought  to  have  stricken  from  its  ritual 
the  statement  that  no  atheist  can  be  made  a  Mason  and  deleted  from 
its  ceremonies  every  reference  to  the  Holy  Bible  as  the  Great  Light 
of  Masonry.'*    He  returns  to  the  attack  again  in  his  Conclusion. 

1874— WYOMING— 1917. 
43bd  Annual — Cheyenne — September  12th-13th. 

Ix)dges,  34 ;  membership,  3,701 ;  gain,  183. 

Grand  Master  Herbert  J.  King  presided  and  delivered  an  address 
dealing  wholly  with  routine  matters. 

Courtesy  Degrees. — He  called  attention  to  the  fact,  not  generally 
understood,  that  Wyoming  lodges  conferred  only  the  Fellow  Craft 
and  Master's  degrees  by  courtesy  for  other  lodges.  The  lodge  electing 
the  petitioner  must  give  him  the  Entered  Apprentice  degree. 

Flap. — Grand  Master  issued  a  circular  letter  burning  with  patriot- 
ism and  "ordered"  all  lodges  "to  procure  and  display  in  their  lodge 
rooms  the  Flag  of  our  Country."  Would  it  not  have  been  in  better 
taste  and  more  certainly  within  his  powers  for  him  to  have  '"sug- 
gested," "requested,"  or  "urged"  the  lodges  to  have  done  this  and  left 
the  "ordering"  to  the  Grand  Lodge?  But  is  there  any  limit  to  the 
powers  of  grand  masters  any  way?  Is  there  not  the  inherent, 
inalienable,  indestructible  prerogative  of  a  grand  master  to  do  as  he 
pleases  with  or  without  law?  Did  not  grand  masters  first  create 
grand  lodges?  Did  Masons  create  grand  masters  or  did  grand  masters 
first  create  Masons? 

Honor  Roll. — Grand  Lodge  directed  that  each  lodge  keep  a  book 
showing  the  names  of  all  brothers  who  had  entered  the  military  or 
naval  service. 

Correspondence. 

Brother  Joseph  M.  Lowndes  gives  us  another  report  on  this  subject. 
As  he  eschews  comment,  about  all  we  can  say  of  it  is  that  he  gives 
excellent  reviews  of  the  Masonic  doings  and  conditions  of  the  various 
Jurisdictions. 
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YORK  GRAND  LODGE  OF  MEXICO,  1918. 

Though  not  in  fraternal  relations  with  this  Grand  Body  we  give 
the  following  as  matter  of  Information.  The  York  has  17  lodges  with 
a  total  membership  of  i;031,  a  loss  of  100  during  the  year.  Two 
lodges  were  also  lost  during  the  year.  It  claims  to  be  recognized  by 
29  grand  lodges  In  the  United  States,  four  In  Australia,  the  three  of 
the  British  Isles,  three  In  Central  and  South  America,  two  In  Canada, 
by  Hamburg  and  by  the  Philippine  Islands, — 43  In  all.  At  a  Special 
Communication  held  in  Mexico  City  for  the  purpose  of  dedicating  the 
New  Lodge  Rooms,  Brother  Sidney  Ulf elder  delivered  an  address 
containing  some  Interesting  Information.  We  quote  this  relating  to 
the  origin  and  history  of  York  Grand  Lodge : 

In  1824  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  chartered  the  following  five 
lodges  In  the  City  of  Mexico : 

Toleranlca  No.  450. 

Lux  Mexlcana  No.  451. 

Rosa  Mexlcana  No.  452. 

Federal  lata  No.  453  and 

Independenda  No.  454. 

These  five  lodges  then  formed  a  York  Rite  Grand  Ix)dge  under 
name  of  "Gran  Logla  Naclonal  Mexlcana."  It  chartered  later  other 
lodges,  but  owing  to  revolutionary  disturbances,  somewhat  similar  to 
those  aCnictlng  the  country  at  present,  also  foreign  wars,  the  existence 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  fitful  up  to  the  time  of  the  French  Interven- 
tion. The  predominance  of  the  Catholic  Party  In  Mexican  i)olltlcs, 
and  the  natural  suspicion  of  all  secret  societies  prevented  the  open 
growth  of  Masonry,  so  that  at  this  time  practically  all  the  lodges 
chartered  by  the  original  Grand  Lodge  had  ceased  to  exist  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  really  but  a  name.  The  one  exception  to  this  condi- 
tion was  La  Union  Fraternal  lodge,  located  In  the  City  of  Mexico, 
with  a  membership  of  about  200  and  composed,  mostly  of  foreigners 
of  various  nationalities.  This  lodge,  so  far  as  we  know,  was  kept 
open  continuously  and  was  all  that  remained  of  the  original  Mexican 
Grand  Lodge.  It  was  sharply  divided  into  French,  German,  and 
Mexican  members  with  a  small  sprinkling  of  Americans.  In  18C0  and 
for  some  years  thereafter,  its  Master  was  Brother  James  C.  Lohse, 
who  liad  been  raised  a  Master  Mason  In  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  work  of  this  lodge  was  carried  on  In  French,  English,  Spanish, 
and  German  languages.  It  being  In  reality  four  lodges  but  using  one 
charter,  the  other  charters  having  been  lost  or  destroyed  during  the 
disturbances  referred  to.  Brother  Ix)hse,  who  still  living,  was  a 
remarkable  man,  presiding  as  Master  over  the  separate  meetings  of 
the  lodge  working  in  the  four  languages. 

In  18C5,  under  the  guidance  of  Brother  Cunha  Reis,  an  accredited 
representative  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction, 
Brother  Lohse  was  Induced  to  divide  this  lodge  Union  Fraternal  Into 
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what  he  claims  were  its  original  parts,  making  thereby  three  separate 
lodges;  one  "Union  Fraternal"  working  in  Spanish,  one  "Emules 
d'Hlram"  working  in  French  aud  one  "Eintracht"  working  in  Ger- 
man. These  three  lodges  then  constituted  themselves  Into  a  Grand 
Lodge,  claiming  they  were  the  original  Grand  Lodge  of  1824,  which 
they  named  Grand  Lodge  "Valle  de  Mexico."  This  Grand  Lodge 
has  been  in  active  and  continuous  existence  from  1865  to  date. 

From  this,  after  many  trials  and  tribulations,  was  evolved  its  pres- 
ent York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico  in  1910,  when  the  Grand  Lodge 
adopted  a  constitution  modeled  after  the  American  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions. 

At  the  next  annual  communication  in  1911,  this  Grand  Lodge  Valle 
de  Mexico  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  a  resolution  making  its  ofificial 
language  English  and  changing  its  name  to  York  Grand  Lodge  of 
Mexico  and  tonight  you  see  us  established  in  our  new  quarters,  better 
and  stronger  than  ever  to  carry  on  the  work  and  to  inculcate  the 
moral  ideals  as  laid  down  to  us  by  York  Rite  Masonry. 

We  regret  that  Brother  I'lfelder  did  not  give  an  account  of  the 
split  which  resulted  in  the  formation  of  two  Grand  Bodies, — the 
York  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  T^dge  Valle  de  Mexico. 

The  finances  of  this  Grand  Body  seems  to  be  in  fairly  good  shape 
showing  funds  on  hand  $2,038.80,  "on  basis  2  to  1"  (whatever  that 
means ) . 

Soliciting  a  proxy  from  any  lodge  officer  is  made  a  Masonic  offense 
punishable  by  expulsion.  Grand  Lodge  has  a  custom  of  appointing  a 
proxy  for  any  unrepresented  lodge. 

Controversy  arose  over  chartering  Solomon  Lodge  U.  D.  to  work  in 
the  French  language  but  in  the  York  rite. 

We  have  carefully  searched  for  but  failed  to  find  a  word  anywhere 
in  this  pamphlet  breathing  sympathy  or  good  will  for  the  United 
States  or  her  Allies  in  this  war.  They  seem  to  be  stirctly  neutral. 
We  note  a  generous  sprinkling  of  such  names  as  Uhlfelder,  Mobler, 
DeGrees,  tiergman,  Pelzer,  Herival,  Braham,  Loevy,  Koffroth,  Gais- 
man.  Held,  Schroeder. 

There  is  an  excellent  report  on  Correspondence  by  Brother  Wayne 
A.  White.  He  expresses  appreciation  of  the  fair  review  we  made 
last  year  of  his  Grand  Body  but  he  says  recognition  is  what  they 
desire,  not  good  will  or  fair  words.  The  desire  is  natural.  He  dis- 
approves of  our  recognition  of  Panama  because  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
origin  of  the  lodges  forming  It. 
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CONCLUSION. 

We  have  received  and  reviewed  the  proceedings  of  all  grand  lodges 
with  which  we  are  In  correspondence  except  those  of  Costa  Rica, 
Cuba,  Delaware,  Hungary,  Michigan,  Montana,  Nevada,  New  Bruns- 
wiclc.  New  Zealand,  North  Dakota,  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward 
Island  and  Scotland. 

WAB   AND   PEACE. 

When  we  began  this  report  it  looked  like  the  forces  of  barbarism 
and  autocracy  were  going  to  win ;  as  we  close  it,  peace  with  complete 
victory  for  the  cause  of  international  honor,  morality  and  justice  is 
at  hand.  For  which  praised  be  the  Lord!  On  yesterday  (November 
21,  1918)  the  greatest  naval  surrender  in  all  history  occurred  in  the 
North  Sea.  Not  since  Carthage  yielded  to  Imperial  Rome  has  any- 
thing comparable  to  it  taken  place.  After  years  of  threat  and  bluster 
by  Germany  as  to  what  she  would  do  to  the  rest  of  the  world,  she 
makes  a  surrender  which  is  lioth  ignominious  and  dishonorable.  Had 
she  possessed  the  Spartan  spirit  of  France,  or  Belgium,  or  Serbia,  or 
Italy,  or  England,  or  our  own  South,  she  would  not  have  laid  down 
her  arms  before  even  her  soil  was  invaded.  She  proves  herself  not 
only  brutal  but  cowardly.  But  the  cruel  man  has  always  been  a 
coward. 

TIIE  KING  BUSINESS. 

The  "divine  right"  of  kings  was  never  at  so  low  an  ebb  as  at  the 
present  moment.  The  thought  is  repugnant  to  every  man  who  values 
freedom.  Hereafter  the  king  who  enjoys  a  secure  seat  on  his  throne 
will  do  so  only  because  his  people  want  him.  For  example  King 
.  Albert  of  Belgium.  His  title  will  be  not  by  "divine  right"  but  by  the 
right  of  his  people  to  choose  their  own  form  of  government  When  this 
fact  is  universally  recognized  the  kings  we  have  will  be  better  ones. 
But  as  this  decayed  "divine  right"  disappears  Into  the  limbo  of 
things  outgrown  and  discarded,  let  us  not  substitute  for  It  another 
that  Is  worse,  the  "divine  right"  of  the  mob.  If  this  war  has  taught 
thoughtful  men  anything,  it  must  be  that  there  is  no  safety  for  life, 
liberty,  or  property,  for  the  high  or  the  low,  the  rich  or  the  poor, 
peasant  or  patrician,  except  in  a  reign  of  law  and  justice.    If  laws 
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are  violated  and  injustice  prevail,  let  free  men  correct  the  abuses  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law.  We  have  no  quarrel  with  any  political 
party  or  phas*e  of  political  thought  which  seeks  to  convert  others  to 
its  views  by  argument  and  appeal  to  reason.  But  any  man  or  body 
of  men  who  by  resort  to  violence  or  threats  thereof  attempt  to  force 
their  peculiar  views  on  others  or  to  compel  others  to  yield  to  their 
demands  are  public  enemies  and  should  be  unsparingly  dealt  with  as 
such.  In  the  same  category  falls  the  man  who  by  demagogic  appeals 
to  class  differences  or  prejudices  would  set  one  group  of  the  people  in 
angry  array  against  another. 

In  counteracting  all  such  baneful  Influences  Masons,  who  are  taught 
to  be  both  patriotic  and  law-abiding,  will  find  a  large  field  in  which 
to  wield  their  influences  for  good. 

Finances. — As  last  year,  we  have  as  a  rule  omitted  this  topic  in  the 
body  of  our  report  because  the  story  would  have  been  much  the  same 
in  each  jurisdiction.  No  serious  financial  difficulties  have  attended 
any  Grand  Lodge. 

Masonic  Homes. — For  like  reasons,  we  have  not  treated  this  subject 
under  the  several  jurisdictions.  All  are  moving  along  successfully 
and  nearly  all  are  struggling  with  the  question  of  funds.  In  nearly 
every  instance,  the  demands  are  growing  more  rapidly  than  the 
revenues. 

State  of  the  Craft. — In  every  jurisdiction  there  is  growth  both  in 
members  and  the  various  branches  of  Masonic  activity.  Especially 
is  there  a  tendency  to  throw  off  the  narrow  conservatism  that  has 
characterized  our  Craft  and  to  enter  more  into  the  live  questions  and 
movements  of  the  times.

GRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

The  M.'.  W.'.  Grand  Master  read  his  annual  address 
as  follows : 

To  the  Moat  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 

Masons  of  Alabama: 
Brethren  : 

I  am  gratified  to  see  so  many  of  you  present  to  participate  in  the 
proceedings  about  to  follow,  and  help  to  make  the  history  that  is 
to  be  written  of  the  Ninety-ninth  Annual  Communication. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  meet  you  and  to  greet  you,  both  per- 
sonally and  as  brethren  of  the  Mystic  Tie.  And  to  that  pleasure  is 
added  the  thought  of  gratitude  for  the  confidence  you  have  reposed 
in  me  for  the  past  two  years,  and  the  uniform  courtesy  and  consid- 
eration given  me  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  high  office 
you  have  so  generously  intrusted  to  my  keeping. 

Many  matters  of  interest  to  the  Craft  in  Alabama  will  be  brought 
to  your  attention ;  perhaps  some  of  more  than  local  interest  may 
arise.  I  hope  you,  and  each  one  of  you,  will  not  fall  to  remember 
that  as  Masons,  and  as  representatives  of  your  local  bodies,  you  are 
vitally  concerned  in  whatever  is  to  be  transacted,  and  I  feel  confi- 
dent that  you  will  bring  to  the  solution  of  every  question  the  wisest 
judgment  and  best  thought  of  which  we  are  capable. 

These  matters  will  arise  in  the  usual  way,  and  be  disposed  of  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  our  business,  I  am  sure. 

It  would  be  very  comfortable  if  we  could  say  so  much  for  the 
grave  and  momentous  questions  confronting  the  world  in  this  period 
of  transition  from  a  basis  of  war  to  a  basis  of  peace. 

All  history  teaches  that  each  period  of  desperate  struggle  is  fol- 
lowed by  a  time  of  equally  violent  reaction.  It  Is  not  surprising 
then  that  the  reaction  following*  upon  the  great  and  devastating  war 
should  swing  further  in  eflFect  than  ever  before.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered also  that  for  some  years  past  a  real  reaction  has  been  in 
progress.    Until  the  war  it  was  proceeding  by  easy  and  natural  steps. 
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but  nevertbelefls  there  was  to  be  noted  an  increasing  revolt  against 
the  arid  and  unsatisfying  rule  and  extreme  dogmatism  of  mate- 
rialistic science. 

The  tension  of  the  war  and  the  relaxations  that  followed  has  accele- 
rated the  reactionary  movements  already  in  progress,  and  it  will  not 
be  surprising  if  the  tendency  is  to  an  unwise  and  detrimental  ex- 
treme. Strong  men  accustomed  to  conflict,  hardened  by  discipline, 
grown  ruthless  as  to  methods  and  careless  as  to  consequences,  may, 
perhaps,  go  to  the  extreme  of  atheism  and  anarchy,  with  violent 
revolution  as  their  ultimate  object  but  these  are  the  minority. 

The  masses,  nerve  worn  and  exhausted  of  spirit,  will  gladly  cast 
aside,  for  a  time,  the  senge  of  personal  responsibility  and  even  of 
duty,  and  will  be  content  to  walk  in  paths  that  present  the  fewest 
difficulties. 

In  religion,  for  instance,  they  will  listen  to  the  voice  that  speaks 
with  seeming  authority  rather  than  to  the  stern  dictates  of  reason, 
and  yield  to  that  form  of  religion  or  church  which  offers  its  con- 
solations at  the  cheapest  rate. 

The  pride  and  the  necessities  of  the  strong  and  self-reliant  are 
personal  service,  reasoned  conduct  of  life  and  freedom  of  conscience, 
but  men  worn  to  the  raw  with  pitiless  grindings  will  shirk  the  oner- 
ous requirements  involved  in  the  retention  of  such  soul  possessions. 

Whatever  the  masses  may  surrender  to,  there  will  yet  remain 
those  who  are  trained  to  think,  and  who  will  not  under  any  condi- 
tions forego  their  mental  habits,  and  these  will,  in  the  meantime, 
surely  submit  every  institution  to  the  most  searching  analysis. 
Neither  governments,  churches,  nor  fraternities  will  be  exempt, 
whether  upon  the  plea  of  necessity,  or  sanctity,  or  antiquity. 

Against  them  all  will  be  brought  the  Indictment,  in  many  counts, 
that  they  failed  utterly,  in  time  of  crisis,  to  perform  that  part  for 
the  weal  of  humanity  that  they  were  designed  to  take. 

Against  government,  that  it  allowed  dynastic  interests  or  special 
privileges,  whether  of  capital  or  labor,  to  prevail  against  the  wel- 
fare of  the  whole  people ;  that  its  systems  of  diplomacy  were  worth- 
less in  that  they  broke  down  utterly  in  the  face  of  national  jealousies 
and  greed. 

Against  the  churches,  that  their  teachings  for  two  thousand  years, 
has  not  been  able  to  minimize  in  the  least  the  evils  of  strife;  that 
the  great  message  of  Peace  and  Good  Will  upon  the  earth  was  no 
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more  than  a  formal  utterance  upon  the  lips  of  priests,  and  found 
no  influence  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  men. 

Against  fraternities,  our  own  in  particular,  as  the  most  ancient  and 
most  widely  spread,  because  the  boasted  "Brotherhood  of  Man"  was 
little  more  than  a  phrase,  easily  and  quickly  forgotten  in  the  heat 
of  passion;  that  precepts  most  elaborately  set  forth,  had  not  been 
transmuted  into  action,  nor  urged  with  unity  of  purpose. 

What  answer  shall  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  this  institution  of 
immense  potentialities  and  pitiable  accomplishment,  liave  as  an  ade- 
quate defense  to  this  indictment? 

Will  we  be  satisfied,  or  can  we  satisfy  the  thinkers,  with  the 
.sophistry  that  has  heretofore  led  to  a  shirking  of  the  larger  duty — 
the  plea  that  Masonry  operates  only  in  and  through  the  individual? 
To  gain  to  larger  good  this  answer  will  not  suffice. 

Good  of  any  sort  worth  estimating  is  gained  in  this  world  only  by 
mass  movements  of  ordinary  but  earnest  and  faithful  men — ^not  by 
any  number  of  isolated  saints  mumbling  prayers,  or  announcing 
pleasing  dogmas — the  underlying  idea  of  fraternity — the  greatest 
reason  for  its  existence — is  to  gain  force  by  organization,  to  improve 
by  discipline,  and  to  turn  the  many  to  an  united  effort  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  worthy  purposes. 

Fortunately  there  is  time  to  bring  words  to  the  test  of  action. 
But  it  is  needed  now,  and  imperatively,  that  there  be  dear  altru- 
istic purpose  full  in  view;  wide  as  the  world  and  as  comprehensive 
as  the  race,  with  an  intensity  pervading  the  whole  Graft  that  will 
balk  at  no  obstacle  on  the  path  to  accomplisliment 

Let  us  have  done  with  barren  formalisms  and  uttered  formalitiea, 
and  seek  by  every  means  to  gain  to  an  understanding  of  the  needs 
of  men.  Let  us  break  down  once  and  for  all  time  the  petty  barriers 
that  ignorance  and  prejudice  have  erected  betwen  us  and  our  breth- 
ren. 

Good  citizenship  implies  more  than  a  mere  negative  goodness, 
merely  refraining  from  law  breaking  of  any  sort  Duties  of  a  posi- 
tive nature  are  imposed  and  these  are  incumbent  upon  us  as  a  part 
of  our  masonic  obligation.  It  can  be  insisted  that  we  are  bound, 
even  more  than  others,  to  support  the  institutions  oi  the  Republic 
and  to  uphold  the  American  Ideal  and  principles.  That  sudi  insti- 
tutions and  principles  are  akin,  in  very  essence,  to  the  ideas  and 
Ideal  of  masonry,  is  plain  to  those  within  and  without  the  Frater- 
nity. 
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Our  Ideals  must  become  the  World's  Ideals. 

And  now  permit  me  to  submit  to  you  an  account  of  my  official 
acts  done  in  the  interim. 

DECISIONS. 

1.  When  a  Master  Mason's  daughter  marries  a  profane  she  loses 
rights  as  a  daughter  of  a  Master  Mason  and  the  death  of  her  hus- 
band does  not  restore  said  rights. 

2.  Edict  356  of  1919  Manual  is  construed  to  mean  when  there 
are  two  or  more  applications  for  initiation,  advancement  or  affilia- 
tion, separate  ballots  must  be  had  on  each.

ica, Walker  County,  to  be  known  as  Craft  Lodge  No.  807.  I  ap- 
pointed William  Hendrix  to  be  the  Master  of  said  Lodge,  Giles  Wil- 
son Jones  to  be  the  Senior  Warden  and  Jasper  Burdett  Craft  to  be 
the  Junior  Warden.

At  the  Ninety-eighth  Annual  Communication,  the  Grand  Lodge 
passed  a  resolution  creating  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Alabama 
Masonic  Home  to  supersede  the  Board  of  Control,  and  requiring  the 
Grand  Master  to  appoint  Feven  members,  one  for  each  Maponic  Divi- 
sion of  the  State,  and  for  a  term  of  years  corresponding  to  the  Divi- 
sion In  which  the  appointee  lived. 

In  conformity  with  the  resolution,  I  made  the  following  appoint- 
ments : 

1st  Division — H.  G.  Earnest,  Anniston,  1  year. 

2nd  Division — E.  C.  Liudsey,  Florence,  2  years. 

3rd  Division — Ben  M.  Jacobs,  Birmingham,  3  years.

5th  Division — Lawrence  H.  Lee.  Montgomery,  5  years. 

fith  Division — W.  J.  Renfroe,  Dothan,  0  years. 

7th  Division — Byron  C.  Plclcens,  Mobile,  7  years. 

Brother  Pickens  removed  from  the  Jurisdiction,  and  tendered  his 
resignation,  whereupon  I  appointed  Brother  Shelton  H.  Hendrix  to 
succeed  him. 

I  submit  these  appointments  for  confirmation  by  you  as  contem- 
plated in  said  resolution. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  one  in  attendance  at  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
visit  and  Inspect  this  splendid  institution.  Much  of  its  I  eauty  and 
usefulness  is  lost  in  the  endeavor  to  tell  you  of  it.  It  Is  only  by 
personal  observation  that  Its  real  work  and  worth  can  le  brought 
fully  home  to  you.  Visit  it  and  see  It  as  it  Is,  and  carry  home  a  cor- 
rect impression  of  what  is  being  there  accomplished,  rcrmlt  me  to 
say,  however,  that  it  is  a  credit  to  the  fraternity,  and  is  beginning 
to  become  what  we  have  dreamed  It  should  be. 

The  Superintendent.  Brother  George  H.  Thigpen.  has  1  een  able, 
with  the  assistance  of  a  very  capable  corps  of  co-workers,  and  by  his 
own  splendid  personality,  to  get  complete  and  harmonious  codperation 
of  the  residents  and  the  attachees,  and  to  raise  the  moral  and  spirit- 
ual atmosphere  to  a  ver>'  high  plane. 

He  should  have,  and  when  properly  appreciated,  he  will  have  the 
hearty  codperation  of  every  Mason  in  Alabama,  who  feels  any  inter- 
est in  the  welfare  of  those  committed  to  our  care;  and  who  does 
not? 

SGL 
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The  buildings  we  have  erected  are  full  to  overflowing,  and  otbers, 
as  much  in  need  of  our  assistance  as  those  already  there,  are  knock- 
ing at  our  doors  for  admission.  We  cannot  afford  to  deny  them 
longer,  and  must  provide  means  for  caring  for  thein. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  tell  me  that  we  are  in  immediate  need  of  at 
least  twenty  more  bedrooms,  and  that  a  cottage  in  keeping  with  tbe 
architecture  already  erected,  and  fireproof,  can  be  erected  for  about 
$35,000.00. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  authorize  bonds  in 
not  less  than  that  amount  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent  inter- 
est, running  for  fifteen  years,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  building 
another  cottage. 

The  call  of  the  widow  and  orphan  is  ever  with  us  and  if  we  are 
true  Masons  it  must  ever  tug  at  our  heart-strings.  Our  Masonic 
Home  is  an  institution  of  which  we  may  well  be  proud  and  its  inter- 
ests should  ever  be  kept  before  us.  We  are  doing  a  great  work  and 
must  meet  its  demands  in  the  spirit  our  Order  teaches  we  should 
perform  all  our  duties. 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  the  past,  I  issued  the  following 
circular  to  the  Lodges  urging  them  to  make  donations  to  this  Institu- 
tion which  is  so  dear  to  us:

NECROLOGY. 

The  ever-swinging  scythe  of  the  Angel  of  Death  has  not  spared  our 
beloved  Order  but  has  taken  full  toll  of  the  brethren  of  our  subordi- 
nate Lodges  and  in  a  very  great  many  of  them  the  Altar  and  Jewels 
are  draped  with  the  black  badge  of  sorrow  for  dearly  beloved  mem- 
bers ;  some  of  the  Lodges  having  lost  their  best  and  most  enthusiastic 
workers,  and  to  them  all  our  heart  goes  out  In  sympathy  and  sorrow 
for  the  burden  of  grief  they  bear. 

Our  oflPicial  family  of  Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers  has  not  I'een 
spared  the  past  year.  One  of  our  oldest  mem^ers  and  most  zealous 
workers  has  answered  the  final  summons  and  now  waits  our  coming 
in  the  Celestial  Lodge  Above. 

On  December  8,  1918,  only  a  few  days  after  the  closing  of  our  last 
Grand  Lodge,  Past  Grand  Secretary,  George  Alburtus  Joiner,  laid 
down  the  working  tools  of  mortal  life. 

As  a  token  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  our  departed  Brother,  I 
issued  the  following  circular:

Brethren  :     It  becomes  my  official  duty  to  announce  to  you  that  on 

Sunday,  the  8th  day  of  December.  1918,  the  invisible  hand  of  death 

removed  from  our  midst  our  esteemed  and  well  beloved  Brother 

George  Alburtus  Joiner, 
Past  Grand  Secretary. 
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Brother  Joiner  was  not  well  while  attending  the  Annual  Communi- 
cation of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  December  4th  and  5th,  and  left  for  his 
home  In  Talladega,  Alabama,  before  the  close  of  the  meetiiig.  He 
was  forced  to  take  his  l)€d  on  his  arrival  there  and  died  on  the  Smi- 
day  following. 

Thus  ends  a  life  of  usefulness  and  of  worthy  example  which  we 
may  all  emulate  with  profit.  The  Craft  has  lost  an  earnest  and 
zealous  worker — one  who  was  ever  ready  to  do  more  than  his  share 
of  the  labor;  one  whose  counsel  was  always  wise;  one  whose  hand 
was  always  guided  by  justice  and  whose  heart  was  ever  expanded  by 
benevolence. 

That  he  was  ns  active  and  as  well  beloved  in  the  affairs  of  his  home 
town  and  of  his  State  the  following  sketch  will  amply  prove. 

HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 

George  Alburtus  Joiner  was  bom  in  Talladega.  Alabama,  October 
23,  1843,  the  son  of  James  Harvey  and  Rachel  (Williamson)  Joiner. 
His  father  was  one  of  the  Grand  High  Priests  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
whom  (lOd  called  to  his  reward  September  6,  1881. 

Brother  Joiner  began  his  career  as  a  printer  on  the  •*Talladega 
Watchtower."  a  weekly  pai:er  founded  by  his  father  and  later  merged 
with  *'The  Ro|x>rter,"  and  outside  of  his  term  of  service  In  the  Navy 
of  the  Confe<ieracy.  his  activities  were  mainly  identified  with  the 
town  of  his  birth. 

As  a  student  he  was  remarkably  successful,  having  held  at  the 
opening  of  the  Civil  War,  that  much  much  coveted  honor,  a  certificate 
of  adniisFlon  to  the  Annapolis  Naval  Academy,  but  promptly  fore- 
went his  original  intention  at  the  1  ehest  of  duty,  which  called  him 
to  realize  his  ambition  elsewhere.  Accordingly  when  the  war  broke 
out  he  declined  this  appointment  and  entered  the  Confederate  Army 
as  a  private  In  Co.  B,  1st  Alagama  Regiment,  serving  as  such  untU 
January  'Zi,  1S(:3,  when  he  was  ap|)ointed  by  President  Jefferson 
Davis  to  the  Confederate  Naval  Academy,  graduating  sixth  in  his 
class  of  twenty-six  in  July,  18(^. 

l'r>on  his  gradnntion  he  became  a  leadhig  participant  in  the  naval 
warfare  that  marked  the  great  conflict,  and  was  one  of  the  officers 
of  the  battleship  \ashrille  when  paroled  at  Mobile  in  1865.  The 
modesty  of  his  heroic  s|)lrit  precluded  his  mentioning  the  notable  part 
he  played  In  the  naval  engagements  of  the  war,  but  the  following 
extract  from  the  "History  of  the  Confederate  States  Navy"  reveals 
the  man.  "Passed  Midshipman  George  A.  Joiner,  who  was  officer 
of  the  deck  of  the  Xashrille  when  she  was  surrendered,  was  ai>- 
polnted  in  the  C.  S.  Navy.  January  23,  18(53,  and  was  stationed  at 
the  Drewry's  Bluff  Batteries  on  the  James  River  until  the  succeed- 
ing summer,  when  he  was  ordered  to  a  class  on  the  school  ship, 
Patrick  Henry.  In  the  spring  of  18r>4  he  became  aide  to  Commodore 
W.  H.  Parker,  hi  command  of  the  Kichmotul  and  was  also  made  sig- 
nal officer.  In  the  movement  to  confront  General  Butler's  landing  at 
Bermuda  Hundreds  in  May,  Mr.  Joiner  conunaiulc<l  a  howitzer  in  the 
naval  contingent,  and  afterwards  returned  with  his  class  to  the 
school-ship,  graduating  in  July,  1804,  as  No.  6  of  the  class.  In  the 
detail  of  midshipmen  then  ordered  to  rei)ort  at  Mobile,  he  and  Wil- 
liam Carroll,  now  of  Pine  Bluff,  Arkansas,  were  specially  designated 
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as  aides  to  Admiral  Buchanan,  but  they  did  not  reach  that  city  until 
after  his  capture.  Mr.  Joiner  was  assigned  to  the  ironclad  Huntsvill€f 
Lieutenant  Commander  Julius  Myres,  and  was  present  at  the  various 
engagements  of  that  ship  with  the  Federal  batteries  during  General 
Cably's  Investment  of  Mobile.  He  was  once  slightly  wounded,  and  in 
company  with  a  sailor  named  Kelly,  distinguished  himself  by  replacing 
under  the  enemy's  fire,  the  ensign  of  the  ship,  which  had  been  shot 
away  in  the  course  of  an  action  in  which  her  smokestack  was  per- 
forated fifty-seven  times.  When  it  was  decided  to  sink  the  Hunts- 
ville  upon  the  evacuation  of  Mobile,  Midshipman  Joiner  was  left  in 
charge  of  the  boat's  crew  that  scuttled  her,  and  was  the  last  person 
to  leave  the  deck  after  cutting  the  feed-pipes  of  the  boiler.  He  then 
went  to  duty  on  the  Nashville,  and  on  May  10th,  18(55,  received  at  the 
gangway  of  the  vessel  the  Federal  Officer,  Lieutenant  Hamilton,  sent 
to  receive  her  surrender.  Her  colors  had  been  struck,  the  officers  and 
crew  gathered  on  deck  as  they  were  hauled  down  and  saluted  them 
with  raised  eyes  while  tears  flowed  freely." 

Early  in  life  Brother  Joiner  gave  his  allegiance  to  the  Baptist 
Church  and  never  departed  from  its  teachings.  In  point  of  years  of 
membership  he  was  the  oldest  member  of  the  church  and  throughout 
his  life  was  active  in  the  work  of  the  church  and  Sunday  school.  As 
a  student  of  the  Bible  and  as  a  teacher  in  the  Sunday  school  he  had 
few  equals.  He  was  senior  deacon  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Talladega. 

In  civic  affairs  Brother  Joiner's  relations  were  wide.  After  return- 
ing home  from  a  distinguished  service  in  the  Confederate  Navy,  he  at 
once  became  Identified  with  the  affairs  of  his  home  town.  He  had 
served  the  city  as  alderman  and  city  clerk.  His  county  he  had  repre- 
sented in  the  Legislature  several  times.  In  addition  to  his  public 
service  his  private  business  relations  were  extensive.  He  was  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  of  the  Talladega  Cotton  Factory  and  president 
of  the  Joiner  Drug  Company  as  well  as  the  owner  of  valuable  real 
estate. 

His  acquaintance  and  friendships  were  more  than  state-wide.  As  a 
prominent  nieml  er  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  he  was  one  of  the 
most  widely  known  and  distinguished  Masons  of  the  State,  frequently 
honored  by  that  body.  As  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Alabama  Schools  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  he  had  served  for  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  being  first  named  a  member  by  Governor 
E.  A.  O'Neal,  father  of  Governor  Emmett  O'Neal.  In  this  capacity 
he  had  rendered  the  State  and  its  unfortunate  children  a  great  ser- 
viqe.  The  work  of  these  schools  absorbed  much  of  his  attention,  and 
he  never  lost  an  opportunity  to  advance  their  interests.  He  was  asso- 
ciated with  the  national  organizations  of  these  schools  and  frequently 
attended  their  meetings  where  he  was  a  prominent  figure. 

Brother  Joiner  had  led  an  active  life  and  In  his  relations  to  his 
fellow  man  was  ever  open  and  above  board.  As  a  friend  was  heard 
to  remark,  "he  always  took  sides,  he  never  stood  on  or  near  the  line, 
but  got  way  over  and  was  on  the  right  side  of  every  moral  question." 

Of  his  immediate  family,  he  is  survived  by  his  wife,  one  daughter, 
Miss  Enfield  Joiner,  a  son.  Manly  R.  Joiner,  his  daughter-in-law,  Mrs. 
Manly  R.  Joiner,  and  a  little  granddaughter,  and  to  whom  the  fra- 
ternity throughout  the  State  tenders  sincerest  sympathy. 
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MASONIC  HI8T0BT. 

He  was  initiated  May  3,  1867,  passed  June  8,  1867,  and  raised  July 
6,  1867,  In  Talladega  Lodge  No.  261,  of  Talladega,  Alabama.  He 
served  this  Lodge  as  Worshipful  Master  during  the  years  1883  to 
1887  Inclusive. 

He  received  the  Capitular  degrees  on  October  15,  1888,  In  Talla- 
dega Chapter  No.  23,  of  Talladega,  Alabama. 

He  received  the  Cryptic  degrees  In  Sam  Thompson  Council  No. 
43,  of  Birmingham,  Alabama,  on  June  19,  1912,  and  dlmltted  there 
from  to  become  a  Charter  member  of  Talladega  Council  No.  67,  of 
Talladega,  Alabama,  July  25,  1912. 

He  was  knighted  In  Talladega  Commandery  No.  17,  of  Talladega, 
Alabama,  on  March  6.  1906. 

In  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Grand 
Secretary  by  Grand  Master  Myles  J.  Greene  on  October  25,  1888, 
serving  as  such  until  the  Annual  Communication  holden  In  December 
following.  He  was  appointed  Grand  Secretary  by  Grand  Master 
George  M.  Morrow  on  June  30,  1892,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  M.*.  W.'.  Brother  Myles  J.  Greene,  serving  as  such  until  the 
Annual  Communication  holden  in  December  of  that  year. 

He  served  on  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  also  on  the  Committee 
on  Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  a  number  of  years. 

In  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Alabama  he  was  appointed  Assistant 
Grand  Secretary  by  Grand  High  Priest  Joseph  H.  Johnson  on  October 
25,  1888,  serving  as  such  until  the  Annual  Convocation  holden  in 
December  following.  He  was  appointed  Grand  Secretary  by  Grand 
High  Priest  James  T.  Beck  on  June  30,  1892,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  M.*.  E.'.  Companion  Myles  J.  Greene,  serving  as  such 
until  the  Annual  Convocation  holden  In  December  of  that  year. 

He  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  for  a  number  of  years. 

As  a  tribute  to  our  departed  Brother,  It  Is  my  order  that  this 
memorial  be  read  In  open  Ix>dge  at  the  first  regular  Communication 
after  Its  reception ;  that  It  be  spread  upon  the  Lodge  book  of  records, 
and  that  the  altar  and  jewels  be  draped  In  mourning  for  sixty  days 
thereafter.

BECOMMENDATIONS. 

1st.  Our  Constitution  was  adopted  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Grand 
Body  when  in  its  infancy,  and  has  been  outgrown.  It  needs  revision, 
and  our  By-Laws  and  Edicts  need  to  be  harmonized  and  simplified. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  be  raised  to  submit  to  the  next 
Annual  Communication,  a  revision  of  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and 
Edicts,  and  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  cover  their  expenses. 

2nd.  Since  the  establishment  of  the  Alabama  Masonic  Home  the 
Permanent  Trust  Fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge  has  been  covered  each 
year  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Home  as  an  endowment  fund,  and  has 
been  used  so  far  for  buildings  and  maintenance. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Lodge  has  issued  bonds  and 
may  have  to  continue  to  do  so  in  aid  of  the  Home,  I  recommend  that 
the  resolution  covering  this  Permanent  Trust  Fund  into  the  funds 
of  Masonic  Home  be  rescinded,  and  that  the  Permanent  Trust  Fund, 
consisting  of: 

Dispensations  for  New  Lodges, 

Charter  Fees, 

Sale  of  Manuals, 

Certificates  issued, 

Proceeds  of  sale  of  property  of  Defunct  Lodges, 
be  made  a  sinking  fund  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  our  bonds  as  they 
become  due,  and  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Permanent  Trust  Fund, 
consisting  of  the  Grand  Master,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  Grand  Secre- 
tary, be  made  Trustees  of  the  "Sinking  Fund,"  with  power  to  invest 
same  in  approved  securities. 

I  further  recommend  that  an  amount  l>e  taken  from  the  General 
Fund  each  year  sufficient,  when  added  to  the  Permanent  Trust  Fund, 
to  raise  the  Sinking  Fund  to  |2,500.00. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  again  assure  you  of  my  very  great  apprecia- 
tion of  the  honor  you  have  done  me  and  the  courtesy  you  have 
shown  me. 

I  have  had  the  cooperation  of  my  associate  Grand  Officers  and 
the  untiring  and  great  aid  of  our  most  efficient  Grand  Secretary 
and  his  assistant,  than  whom  there  are  none  better. 

It  is  a  matter  of  sincere  congratulation  that  the  young  men  of 
the  country  are  loolcing  for  some  organization  with  a  purpose  and 
whose  ideals  correspond  with  the  principles  of  Americanism,  and 
that  our  fraternity  is  being  augmented  at  such  a  great  rate.  Per- 
haps never  before  in  the  history  of  Masonry  has  there  been  such  a 
marked  increase  In  Its  numbers.  This  is  not  only  true  of  the  Blue 
Lodges,  but  of  all  the  other  Masonic  Bodies. 

It  is  a  most  hopeful  sign  of  the  times  and  presages  a  future  peace 
and  prosperity  for  our  beloved  land  and  country.

DECLARATION  OF  MASONIC  FAITH  AS  TO  GOD  AND  THE 
HOLY  BIBLE. 

Most  Worshipful  Brother  James  A.  Bilbro  submitted 

The  following  ''Declaration  of  Masonic  Faith  as  to  God 

and  the  Holy  Bible/'  and,  on  motion,  same  was  adopted 

and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  comply  with  the 

instructions  relative  thereto : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  A.'.  F.*.  d  A.',  M,\  of  Alabama: 

Two  matters,  dangerous  to  the  integrity  of  Masonry,  are  being 
pressed  upon  the  attention  of  the  Craft  In  some  Masonic  Jurisdictions, 
which  are  these: 
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1st.  That  a  belief  in  God  is  not  essential  to  membership  in  the 
Order. 

2nd.  Tliat  the  Holy  Bible  displayed  on  Masonic  altars  as  the 
First  Great  Light  In  Masonry  is  used  simply  as  a  symbol  and  that 
its  precepts  have  no  Masonic  recognition. 

As  to  these  matters,  the  M.*.  W.*.  Grand  Lodge  A.'.  F.'.  &  A.'.  M.*. 
of  the  State  of  Alabama  makes  this 

"DECLABATION  OF  MASONIC  FAPTH  AS  TO  GOD  AND  THE  HOLY  BIBLE.'' 

A.  We  believe  in  God,  that  He  is  the  Father  of  us  all  and  that  He 
is  the  Creator  of  Heaven  and  Earth  and  all  things  therein.  We 
believe,  as  we  teach,  that  we  should  reverence  and  adore  Him  and 
implore  His  aid  In  all  our  laudable  undertakings,  and  esteem  Him 
as  the  Chief  Good. 

B.  We  believe,  as  we  teach,  that  no  atheist  can  be  made  a  Mason, 
and  that  no  one  should  be  made  a  Mason  without  a  profession  of 
bdief  in  God. 

C.  We  cannot  affiliate,  masonically,  with  one  who  denies  the 
existence  of  God. 

D.  We  believe  that  the  Holy  Bible,  the  First  Great  Light  in 
Masonry,  is  more  than  a  symbol.  We  believe,  as  we  teach,  that  the 
Holy  Bible,  sometimes  in  our  work  called  the  "Holy  Scriptures,"  and 
sometimes  called  the  "Holy  Writings,"  is  the  inestimable  gift  of 
God  to  man;  that  Masonry  has  accepted  this  gracious  and  divine 
gift  as  containing  an  expression  of  God's  Will,  and  that  its  precepts 
are  the  rule  and  guide  to  our  faith  in  God  and  our  unerring  guide 
in  the  discharge  of  our  duties  to  God,  our  neighbor  and  ourselves. 

E.  We  believe  that  God  and  the  Holy  Bible  are  essential  to  Ma- 
sonry. 

The  R.'.  W.*.  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  instructed  to 
transcribe  the  above  "Declaration  of  Faith"  upon  a  separate  page  of 
the  minutes  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  M.'.  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Alabama  thus  declares 
its  faith  in  order  to  emphasize  the  excellence  and  glory  of  Masonry, 
and  to  protest  against  any  propaganda  that  God  and  the  precepts 
of  the  Holy  Bible,  our  First  Great  Light,  are  not  essential  to  Ma- 
sonry. 

The  R.*.  W.*.  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  forward  to 
each  subordinate  Lodge  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  the  above  "Declara- 
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tion  of  Faith''  for  its  consideration  at  such  time  as  the  subordinate 
Lodge  may  determine.  Each  subordinate  Lodge  is  requested  to  rec- 
ord said  "Declaration  of  Masonic  Faith"  on  its  minutes,  take  action 
thereon  and  report  such  action  to  the  R.'.  W.'.  Grand  Secretary  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  on  or  before  its  next  regular  Annual  Communica- 
tion. Such  report  is  to  be  endorsed  upon  the  above  **Declaration  of 
Faith"  as  follows:

in  fighting  tuberculosis  in  Alabama  next  year.

SPECIAL  REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN 
CORRESPONDENCE. 

W.'.  Brother  Oliver  Day  Street,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing special  reports,  and  they  were  severally  adopted : 

To  the  Moat  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  A.*.  F.*.  d  A.",  if.*,  of  Ala- 
bama: 

In  view  of  the  action  taken  at  our  last  Annual  Communication 
relative  to  the  attitude  of  this  Grand  Lodge  towards  Scottish  Rite 
Symbolic  Lodges  and  brethren  of  Scottish  Rite  origin  in  foreign 
countries,  appearing  on  pages  86,  87  and  88  of  our  printed  proceed- 
ings, we  submit  for  the  information  of  Grand  Lodge  and  of  our 
brethren  generally  a  list  of  Supreme  Councils  outside  of  the  United 
States  recognized  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdic- 
tion of  the  United  States,  viz.,  Argentina,  Belgium,  Brazil,  Canada, 
Central  America,  Chile,  Colon  (Cuba),  Columbia,  Dominican  Repub- 
lic, Ecuador,  Egypt,  England  and  Wales,  France,  Greece,  Ireland, 
Italy,  Paraguay,  Peru,  Portugal,  Scotland,  Serbia,  Switzerland,  Uru- 
guay and  Venezuela. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  are  two  Supreme  Councils 
in  Italy.  The  one  above  referred  to  is  that  at  the  head  of  wMch 
is  Rev.  William  Burgess  and  whose  address  is  Piazza  del  Gesu  47, 
Rome. 

There  are  also  two  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Argen- 
tina. The  one  recognized  by  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States  is  that  at  present  or  lately  presided  over  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Gol- 
farini  and  which  had  its  seat  at  1242  Calle  Cangallo,  Buenos  Ayres. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Mexico  is  recognized  by  the  Northern 
Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  and  Brother  John  H.  Cowles,  Secre- 
tary General,  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  Southern  Jurisdiction 
will  soon  do  likewise. 

Our  information  is  that  there  are  no  Symbolic  lodges  holding  under 
the  regular  Supreme  Councils  in  the  following  coontries,  namely, 
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United    States,    Canada,    England   and    Wales,     Ireland,     Scotland, 
Switzerland,  and  doubtless  others  of  which  we  are  not  advised.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  A.\  F,\  d  A.\  M.\  of  Ala- 
hama: 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  acting  under  the 
within  named  resolution  adopted  at  your  Annual  Communication  in 
December,  1918,  beg  leave  to  report: 

The  first  step  taken  by  us  in  executing  your  command  was  to  pre- 
pare and  dispatch  to  the  various  bodies  of  the  world,  claiming  to  be 
Masonic,  the  following  Circular  of  Inquiry : 

GRAND  LODGE  A/.  F.\  &  A.'.  M/.  OF  ALABAMA. 

CIRCULAR   OF    INQUIRY. 

At  its  last  Annual  Communication  held  December  4th-5th,  1918,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

'"Whereas,  After  a  year  and  a  half  participation  in  the  world's 
greatest  war  we  find  American  troops,  among  whom  are  many 
American  Masons,  stationed  in  various  countries  of  the  world  and 
meeting — In  all  but  fraternal  association — friends  and  allies  from 
almost  every  country  and  clime  In  the  world ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Masonic  Fraternity  of  many  of  these  countries  are 
not  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  as  regular  Masons, 
although  some  of  them  are  reco;;uized  as  regular  by  a  considerable 
number  of  other  American  Grand  Lodges;  and, 

Whereas,  Masonry  should  be  universal,  and  Masons  from  all  climes 
and  all  countries  should  meet  as  brothers,  unless  their  organization 
be  such  as  to  make  this  impossible  or  undesirable ;  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  be 
required  to  inquire  into  and  report  as  soon  as  practicable  on  the  mat- 
ter of  the  recognition  of  those  Grand  Bodies  with  whom  we  are 
not  in  fraternal  relations,  and  the  desirability  of  extending  recogni- 
tion, and  entering  into  a  condition  of  brotherly  comity  with  them.'* 

This  resolution  was  prompted  by  a  genuine  desire  on  the  part  of  our 
Grand  Lodge  to  establish  fraternal  relations  with  all  the  regular 
Masonic  Powers  of  the  world.  To  facilitate  this  aim  information 
is  sought  by  appealing  directly  to  each  Power.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
following  will  be  furnished  as  fully  and  expeditiously  as  possible : 

1.  Time,  place  and  circumstances  of  the  formation  of  your  Grand 
Body,  and  the  number  of  lodges  participating  therein. 
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2.  Whence  the  lodges  uniting  to  form  your  Grand  Body  derived 
their  charters,  so  far  as  iwssible  to  give.  The  territory  over  which 
your  Grand  Body  claims  jurisdiction. 

3.  A  brief  history  of  the  subsequent  development  and  growth  of 
your  Grand  Body  and  its  present  status,  number  of  lodges,  member- 
ship, etc. 

4.  The  exact  title  of  your  Grand  Body  and  the  Rite  or  Rites  it 
administers  or  controls. 

5.  Whether  your  Grand  Body  controls  any  decrees  other  than  the 
first  three  of  Entered  Apprentice.  Fellowcraft  and  Master,  and  if  so 
what  they  are. 

6.  What,  if  any  control,  your  so-called  higher  Bodies  have  over 
the  first  three  degrees. 

7.  Whether  your  Grand  Body  is  the  only  one  claiming  to  exercise 
legitimate  Masonic  authority  in  your  territory.  If  not.  please  name 
all  others  regardless  of  Rite,  whether  regarded  by  your  Grand  Body 
as  regular  or  not.  Kindly  give  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  chief 
officers  and  the  Rite  or  Rites  they  practice. 

8.  If  any  are  not  recognized  by  your  Grand  Body  please  note 
briefly  the  reason  why  you  do  not  recognize  them. 

9.  What  relation  or  understanding  exists  between  your  Grand 
Body  and  the  bodies  of  other  Rites. 

10.  Any  other  matter  you  deem  of  interest  or  importance. 

It  is  our  desire  to  make  this  survey  of  the  Masonries  of  the  world 
complete  and  accurate. 
Please  help  us.

We  have  received  many  replies  but  they  were  not  as  numerous 
nor,  in  many  instances,  as  enlightening  as  we  could  have  desired. 
However,  we  have  learned  much  concerning  the  Masonries  of  the 
world  which  we  did  not  previously  know.  This  we  shall  endeavor 
to  spread  before  you  In  what  follows,  as  succinctly  and  clearly  as 
possible,  and  with  such  recommendations  as  appear  to  us  warranted 
by  the  facts. 

We  have  given  as  far  as  we  are  able,  in  each  instance,  the  grand 
lodges  recognizing  the  particular  grand  body  under  con.sideration, 
but  we  are  aware  that  this  information  is  very  far  from  complete. 
It  is  accurate  as  far  as  it  goes,  because  in  compiling  it  we  have  con- 
fined ourselves  to  the  list  published  by  each  grand  lodge  showing 
the  grand  lodges  recognized  by  it.  These  lists  are,  however,  them- 
selves incomplete.  Lists  published  by  grand  lodges  purporting  to 
show  grand  lodges  recognizing  them  have  been  ignored,  as  they  fre- 
quently overstate  the  case  as  greatly  as  the  other  class  of  lists 
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understate  it.  On  th|8  subject  a  great  lack  of  knowledge  exists,  many 
grand  secretaries  and  correspondence  committees  being  unable  to  state 
what  grand  bodies  are  recognized  by  their  respective  grand  lodges. 
This  is  one  of  the  first  things  we  attempted  to  do  when  we  became 
chairman  of  this  committee,  to  compile  a  list  of  grand  bodies  recog- 
nized by  the  Grand  Ix>dge  of  Alabama,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired 
that  this  work  be  carefully  done  for  each  grand  lodge. 

I.   ABGENTINA. 

From  the  best  information  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  there  are 
two  rival  Masonic  Grand  Systems  in  Argentina.  One  of  these  is  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  &  A.  S.  Rite,  formerly  domiciled  at  2310 
Calle  Cangallo,  Buenos  Ayres,  but  later  at  its  Central  Temple,  Barto- 
lome  Mitre  2520.  It  was  at  last  account  presided  over  by  Viueente 
Biagini  33",  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  its  Grand  Secretary 
was  Juan  M.  Caime  33^ 

The  rival  Supreme  Council  33**,  A.  &  A.  S.  Rite,  Is  or  was  lately 
located  at  1242  Calle  Cangallo,  Buenos  Ayres,  and  was  presided  over 
by  Dr.  J.  A.  Golfarinl.  Relations  l.etween  the  two  bodies  have  been 
very  acrimonious.  In  a  letter  to  us  from  Grand  Secretary  Caime, 
the  Golfarini  body  is  denounced  as  composed  of  expelled  Masons 
and  in  a  later  letter  from  the  same  source  their  expulsion  is  attributed 
to  their  having  **8tolen  the  funds  of  the  Order."  They  were  also 
charged  with  germanophlllsm.  Brother  J.  W.  Norwood,  in  Light 
vol.  2,  p.  105,  pronounces  the  (iolfarinl  body  as  the  "regular  Argentine 
Scottish  Rite,'*  but  the  (iraud  Lodere  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in 
1917  recognized  a  Grand  Lodge  apparently  aflflliated  with  the  Supreme 
Council  of  which  Caime  Is  grand  secretary.  Brother  George  W. 
Balrd,  in  a  report  rendered  by  him  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  1916  (page  105),  obviously  confuses  these  two 
bodies.  In  case  of  each  of  these  Supreme  Councils,  there  seems  to 
be  a  Grand  Lodge  affiliated  with,  if  not  appendant  to  It.  Late  in 
1917  announcement  was  made  that  all  the  rival  Masonic  bodies  had 
been  harmoniously  united  but  this  was  indignantly  denied  by  the 
Caime  body  in  January,  1918,  and  their  determination  declared  never 
to  unite  with  the  Golfarini  body.  Our  Circular  of  Inquiry  addressed 
to  these  various  bodies  failed  to  elicit  any  reply. 

The  Golfarini  body  is  recognized  by  the  Southern  Supreme  Coun- 
cil of  the  rmted  States,  A.  &  A.  S.  Rite  and  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
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Cuba  and  Victoria.    Some  body  is  recognized  by  Tasmania  bat  we 
cannot  figure  out  which  It  Is. 

In  view  of  the  uncertain  state  of  Blue  Masonry  and  of  the  bitter 
controversy  among  the  Masonic  factions  of  Argentina,  we  recommend 
that  it  be 

Resolved,  That  no  action  be  taken  at  this  time  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
A.'.  F.'.  &  A.'.  M.'.  of  Alabama  touching  Freemasonry  in  Argentina. 

n.   AUSTRIA. 

Until  since  the  signing  of  the  armistice  on  November  11,  1918,  all 
Masonic  meetings  were  forbidden  in  Austria  but  this  did  not  prevent 
Austrian  Masons  organizing  and  holding  lodges  at  Pressburg,  Hun- 
gary, and  its  vicinity.  On  December  8,  1918,  as  we  learn  through  the 
International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs,  Switzerland,  14  of  such 
lodges,  holding  under  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary  and 
practicing  St.  John's  Masonry,  assembled  and  formed  "provisionally" 
the  "Grand  Lodge  of  Vienna."  Its  constitution,  according  to  its 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  Adolph  Kapratch,  and  Its  Grand  Secretary, 
Heur>'  Glucksmann,  is  modeled  upon  that  of  the  Symbolic  Grand 
Lodge  of  Hungary,  which  latter  is  sponsoring  the  new  body.  The 
address  of  its  officers  is  "Vienna  I,  Dorotheergasse  12.'*  Though  we 
have  been  for  many  years  in  fraternal  correspondence  with  the 
Symbolic  G.  L.  of  Hungary  we  think  this  new  body  should  not  be 
recognized  until  it  has  proved  its  adherence  to  true  Masonic  principles 
and  practices. 

m.  BELGIUM. 

The  Masonic  body  in  this  country  which  first  demands  our  atten- 
tion Is  the  Grand  Orient,  of  which  Brother  Charles  Magnette,  distin- 
guished lawyer  and  member  of  the  Belgian  Senate,  is  Grand  Master. 

No  extended  history  of  Masonry  in  Belgium  Is  necessary.  Prior 
to  1814,  the  Belgian  lodges  were  appendant  to  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France.  Next  they  belonged  to  a  union  of  Belgian  and  Dutch  lodges. 
The  Grand  Orient  was  formed  February  25th,  1832,  and  has  enjoyed 
a  continuous  existence  since.  The  government  of  the  Grand  Orient 
is  vested  In  a  body  of  delegates  chosen  by  the  several  lodges.  Tbe 
delegates  elect,  from  among  themselves,  the  grand  officers  for  a  term 
of  three  years.    It  now  boasts  23  lodges  and  about  2,500  members. 
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The  Grand  Orient  controls  only  the  first  three  degrees,  leaving 
only  the  so-called  higher  grades  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scot- 
tish Rite.  As  regards  doctrine  and  practice,  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Belgium  is  in  practically  the  same  category  as  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France.  No  lengthy  discussion,  therefore,  of  its  right  to  recognition 
is  necessary;  what  we  said  in  our  report  last  year  concerning  the 
Grand  Orient  of  France  being  equally  applicable  here.  The  following 
grand  jurisdictions  at  least  recognize  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium, 
Tiz:  Arkansas,  Canada,  Cuba,  Maine,  Maryland,  Queensland,  Utah 
and  Victoria. 

We,  therefore, ,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  A.*.  F.'.  &  A.'.  M.'.  of  Alabama 
hereby  recognizes  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  as  a  regular,  sov- 
ereign and  independent  governing  body  of  Symbolic  Masonry  and  the 
Grand  Master  is  requested  to  arrange  for  an  exchange  of  representa- 
tives. 

IV.   BULOABIA. 

We  learn  through  the  International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs, 
Switzerland,  that  a  so-called  Grand  Lodge  of  Bulgaria  was  formed 
at  Sofia  on  November  27,  1917.  This  seems  to  have  been  the  work  of 
a  single  lodge  "Zatla"  at  Sofia.  It  claims  jurisdiction  over  all  the 
"lodges,  hearths,  and  brethren  of  the  First  to  the  Third  degree" 
throughout  the  kingdom.  The  lodge  "Zaria"  was  founded  by  the 
Grand  Ixxlge  of  France  and  its  action  in  setting  up  independently 
was  with  th<»  approval  of  that  (Jrand  Body  and,  as  claimed,  "In 
perfect  agreement  with  the  brethren,  members  of  the  Masonic  hearths 
dispersed  over  the  different  districts  of  the  Bulgarian  fatherland." 
The  new  body  is  dedicated  "to  the  glory  of  the  Grand  Architect  of 
the  I'niverse."  and  pledges  itself  to  follow  "strictly"  the  "fundamental 
principles  of  Universal  Freemasonry."  In  fact  no  exception  can  be  taken 
to  its  declaration  of  principles.  It  will  use  "the  statutes,  general 
rules,  rituals  and  mementos,"  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  until  its 
own  can  be  elaborated.  It  appeals  for  general  recognition.  The 
Grand  Secretary*s  address  is  Dr.  N.  Semeuoff,  Rue  Asparoull  31, 
Sofia. 

Bulgaria  has  in  the  recent  war  so  discredited  all  things  Bulgarian 
and  it  appearing  that  this  so-called  grand  body  has  been  formed  by 
a  single  lodge,  we  do  not  recommend  its  recognition. 
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V.  DENMARK. 

The  Masonry  of  Denmark  belongs  to  what  is  known  as  the  Chris- 
tian group,  that  is  to  say,  those  receiving  as  candidates  only  profes- 
sors of  the  Christian  religion.  The  group  also  embraces  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Norway  and  Sweden  and  the  Grand  National  Lodge  of 
German  Freemasons  at  Berlin.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  is  the 
sole  governing  body  of  Craft  Masonry  in  that  country.  Its  chief  pecu- 
liarities are  its  Christian  character  and  the  fact  that  the  king  of 
Denmark  is  ex  officio  head  of  the  Order,  but  these  clearly  do  not 
affect  its  Masonic  character.  Denmark  is  recognized  by  New  York, 
Cuba,  Victoria,  Western  Australia  and  doubtless  others.  We,  there- 
fore, recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Ix)dge  A.'.  F.*.  &  A.*.  M.'.  of  Alabama 
recognize  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  as  a  sovereign  governing 
body  of  Symbolic  Masonry  and  the  Grand  Master  Is  requested  to  ar- 
range an  exchange  of  representatives. 

VI.  HOLLAND. 

The  only  Masonry  which  concerns  us  In  this  country  is  tliat  of  the 
three  degrees  controlled  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  the  Netherlands. 
This  body  is  much  older  than  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  and  its 
Masonic  character  and  regularity  has  never  been  questioned  in  any 
quarter.  The  Grand  Body  is  In  fraternal  correspondence  with  Mon- 
tana, Canada,  Cuba,  District  of  Columbia,  Louisiana  and  Philippine 
Islands.  It  would  border  on  presumption  for  us  to  "recognize"  this 
Grand  Body,  but  in  order  to  keep  the  record  straight  we  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  A.'.  F.'.  &  A.*.  M.*.  of  Alabama 
hereby  expresses  Its  appreciation  of  the  Masonic  character  of  the 
Grand  Orient  of  the  Netherlands  having  its  seat  at  The  Hague,  and 
the  Grand  Master  is  requeued  to  arrange  an  exchange  of  representa- 
tives. 

VII.   ITALY. 

For  our  purposes  it  is  useless  to  extend  our  researches  back  of  the 
year  1859.  Beginning  in  1735  and  extending  to  1820,  many  lodges 
and  grand  bodies  were  formed  in  the  various  States  of  Italy  but  in 
1820  all  of  them  had  been  suppressed.  From  1821  to  1856,  says 
Brother  Robert  F.  Gould  in  his  History  of  Freemasonry,  *'Dot  a 
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lodge  existed  In  any  part  of  what  is  now  the  Kingdom  of  Italy.'*  The 
one  important  fact  that  stands  out  during  the  early  and  confused 
period  from  1735  to  1821,  Is  that  Freemasonry  In  Italy  had  its  oiigin 
from  England. 

THE  GRAND  ORIENT. 

In  1859,  some  Masons  at  Turin  constituted  themselves  into  a  lod^e, 
working  the  modern  Italian  rite,  or  as  Brother  Gould  declares  "pure 
English  Masonrj\"  In  December,  1861,  the  representatives  of  twenty- 
two  lodges  met  at  Turin  and  on  January  1,  18G2,  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Italy  at  Turin  was  proclaimed  with  the  Chevalier  Nigra  as  Grand 
Master  and  General  Garibaldi  as  Honorary  Past  Grand  Master.  Only 
three  degrees  were  recognized  and  the  organization,  says  Brother 
Gould,  in  most  respects  "followed  the  arrangement  of  the  Grand 
IxMlge  of  England."  At  this  period  the  (»rond  Orient  was  subject  to 
the  charge  of  meddling  in  i>olitics,  but  its  activities  in  this  field  have 
been  greatly  reduced  in  recent  years.  There  ensued  during  the  ten 
years  from  1803,  a  period  of  struggle  with  bodies  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  in  which  the  latter  achieved  nmch  of  a  victory. 
In  1873,  however,  all  the  rival  bodies  and  factions  became  united 
in  the  present  Grand  Orient  of  Italy.  Under  it  Brother  Gi  u'd  says 
that  "the  quality  of  Italian  Masonry  has  improved  at  the  expense  of 
its  quantity**  and  that  "innvorthy  members  and  disreputable  lodges 
have  been  relentlessly  weeded  out.'* 

A  letter  addressed  December  18,  1918,  to  the  International  Bureau 
for  Masonic  Affairs,  Neuchatel,  Switzerland,  relative  to  Masonic  con- 
ditions in  Italy,  brought  the  following  reply: 

"In  reply  to  your  favor  of  December  18th.  relative  to  Freema- 
sonry in  Italy,  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  there  exists  in  Italy  the 
following  regular  and  retov'nlzed  Bodies: 

"1.  The  Grand  Orient  of  Italy,  Palazzo  gia  Giustlnlani,  via  Dogana 
Veochia  n.  29  p.  p.  Roma. 

**2.    The  Supreme  Council  at  the  same  address. 

**3.    The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Symbolic  Rite,  same  address. 

"Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Orient  is  Bro.  Ernesto  Nathan,  past 
Mayor  of  Roma. 

"Besides  these  regular  Bodies,  there  are  in  Italy  sevetal  Grand 
IXHiges  that  are  not  recognized  by  any  Jurisdiction  of  other  countries. 
There  is  a  Grand  Lodge  in  Florence,  another  at  Naples;  they  are 
practicing  rites  of  a  rather  occultist  and  mixed  character,  borrowed 
of  rituals  fallfen  long  ago  into  desuetude.**

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We  also  sent  to  the  Grand  Orient  a  copy  of  oar  Circular  of  Inquiry 
and  received  as  a  reply  copy  of  a  communication  it  had  dlspatdied 
to  the  Grand  FxMlge  of  Kentucky.  From  this  and  other  documents 
we  learn  that  the  Grand  Orient  Is  dedicated  'To  the  Glory  of  the 
Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe**  and  has  for  Its  motto  "Liberty — 
Eqna  1  Ity — Fratem  I  ty /* 

Concerning  the  Supreme  Council  headed  by  the  Rev.  William  Bur- 
gess and  the  MoFt  Serene  National  Italian  Grand  I»dge  (see  Infra), 
the  Grand  Orient  over  the  signature  of  its  Grand  Master,  Ernesto 
Nathan,  says: 

"Whether  in  our  Country  we,  and  we  only,  are  recognized  as  the 
Italian  Masonry,  both  by  the  National  and  Local  Authorities  as  by 
people  at  large,  you  can  easily  ascertain,  apart  from  my  statements, 
by  asking  information  on  the  subject  from  your  Ambassador  or  your 
Consuls  in  Italy.  When  the  promoter  of  the  latest  schism,  the 
Evangelical  Pastor,  Rev.  Fera,  died,  it  was  broken  up  by  an  agree- 
ment in  which  the  schismatic  IxMlges,  In  all  their  desirable  elements, 
were  taken  over  nnd  incorporated  with  ours;  part  of  its  skeleton,  in 
its  grisly  eloquent  significance,  remains  yet.  the  skull  animated  by 
the  brains  of  another  Evangelical  Pastor,  the  Rev.  William  Burgess, 
who  unfortunately  has  to  live  down  the  scandals  of  a  so-called  Ma- 
sonic (tovernment  manned  by  somewhat  doubtful  characters,  mixed 
up  in  the  corruption  of  Caillaux  and  Bolo  Pacha ;  some  now  in  prison 
awaiting  Judgment,  some  trepidantly  free  or  in  prudential  exile.  The 
poor  remnant  may  continue  to  exist,  it  certainly  will  not  flourish,  use- 
ful In  its  way  to  prove  a  rule  by  its  exception." 

A  distinguished  New  York  brother,  an  Italian  by  race  and  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  Italian  Masonry,  writes:

"Right  Worshipful  Brother: 

"I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  valued  favor  of  the  6th  Inst. 
and  of  a  co[»y  of  your  proceedings  and  as  per  your  suggestion  I  am 
writing  today  to  Brother  Oliver  D.  Street,  of  Guntersvilie.  to  Inform 
hlui  that  the  National  (irand  Lodge  of  Italy  is  a  clandestine  body 
formed  some  years  ago  by  a  few  secessionist  members  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Italy,  the  only  legitimate  Ma.sonic  organization  whose 
diplomas  have  lieen  always  accepted  by  all  foreign  Jurisdictions  and 
specially  by  the  Grand  I»dges  of  Louisiana.  (California  and  New 
York  where  several  Italian  Masons,  myself  included,  have  affiliated. 

"The  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Ix>dge  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
Charles  Smith,  signed  also  an  edict  against  the  admission  of  Masons 
belonging  to  the  so-called  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Italy  and  you  can 
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peruse  the  same  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  of  1912-1913. 
The  Edict  is  still  in  force  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

**I  hope  therefore  that  your  Grand  Lodge  not  only  will  not  ignore 
the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Italy,  but  wiH  consent  to  the 
application  sent  by  Past  Grand  Master  Nathan  for  the  official  recog- 
nition of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy. 
"With  best  thanks  in  advance  for  your  interest,  I  1  eg  to  remain, 
"Very  resiJeetfuUy  ard  fratonKiUy  y.iin.. 

"Andrea  Diana, 
"Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York." 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  perceived  that  at  the  addre.ss  "Palazzo 
Gia  Giustiniani,  via  Dogana  Vecchia  n.  29  p.  p.,"  Rome,  there  are 
three  Masonic  bodies  working  in  apparent  concord,  to-wit :  (1)  the 
Grand  Orient,  (2)  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Kite,  and 
(3)  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge.  Our  information  is  that  the  Grand 
Orient  and  the  Supreme  Council  are  entirely  indCi  endent  of  <>ath 
other,  though  working  In  harmony.  The  Supreme  Council  dit^claims 
In  favor  of  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge  all 
Jurisdiction  or  control  over  the  first  three  degrees  and  restricts  itself 
to  the  4th  to  33rd  degrees  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 

It  Is  also  our  information  that  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodt^e  is  not 
independent  of  the  Grand  Orient  but  that  the  latter  exercises  final 
control  over  the  first  three  degrees  though  only  mediately  through 
the  Grand  Ix>dge.  In  other  words,  the  sovereign  governing  body  of 
Symbolic  Masonry  in  this  system  is  the  (irand  Orient  aid  not  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Orient  system  of  government  is  not  well  understood  by 
Masons  of  English-speakiug  countries,  but  the  differerce  I  etween 
that  system  and  our  own,  that  of  independent  Grand  Lodges,  is  a 
difference  only  of  policy  and  organization  and  not  one  of  principle. 
Many  distinguished  Masonic  authorities  have  contended  that  this 
difference  is  nevertheless  so  radical  as  to  preclude  the  recognition  of 
Grand  Orients  by  Grand  Lodges.  However,  after  exhaustive  discus- 
sion and  a  long  struggle  over  the  question,  the  practices  of  grand 
lodges  have  not  been  in  accord  with  this  contention.  Many  Grand 
Lodges  now  and  have  for  many  years  recognized  Grand  Orients.  The 
true  inquiry  now  seems  generally  to  be.  Does  the  body  In  question 
teach  and  practice  genuine  Freemasonry?  If  this  question  can  be 
answered  affirmatively,  then  the  form  of  its  government  is  not 
regarded  as  controlling.    Of  course  a  body  claiming  to  be  Masonic 
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aiid  seeking  recogDition  as  sach  should  be  able  to  show  that  its  origin, 
even  if  irregular,  was  not  clandestine,  or  at  least  an  established  and 
fixed  status  as  a  Masonic  body  must  be  shown  for  such  a  length  of 
time  as  reasonably  to  warrant  the  conclusion  that  it  was  not  of 
clandestine  origin. 

We  feel  confident  that,  tested  by  this  standard  it  can  not  be  said 
that  the  origin  of  the  Grand  Orient  precludes  its  recognition. 

The  Grand  Orient  is  recognized  by  Nevada  (conditionally),  Minne- 
sota, New  York,  Canada,  Cuba  and  probably  by  British  Columbia, 
District  of  Columbia,  Queensland,  Tasmania,  Victoria,  and  others. 

We  have  sought  for  reasons  why  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  should 
not  be  recognized  as  a  legitimate  Masonic  body.  We  find  only  one 
of  any  plausibility  and  that  is  the  Grand  Orient  has  invaded  the 
Jurisdiction  of  at  least  five  American  grand  Jurisdictions  and  estab- 
lished lodges  at  Denver,  Colo. ;  Boston,  Mass. ;  Newark,  N.  J. ;  Phila- 
delphia and  Pittsburg,  Pa. ;  and  at  CoUinsvllle.  111.  But  these  actions 
were  taken  many  years  ago  and  the  Grand  Orient  is  not  now  estab- 
lishing and  has  not  for  many  years  established  any  lodge  in  North 
America. 

In  the  above  action,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  Grand  Orient  com- 
mittefl  a  serious  mistake  and  breach  of  fraternal  courtesy, — one  that 
has  no  doubt  for  many  years  prevented  its  recognition  by  the  grand 
lodges  of  North  America  generally.  At  the  same  time  it  must  be 
conceded  that  the  Grand  Orient  did  not  thereby  breach  a  Masonic 
landmark,  the  doctrine  of  exclusive  territorial  Jurisdiction  is  not  a 
landmark  but  has  proved  itself  an  extremely  wise  iK>licy  which  is 
being  more  and  more  generally  adopted  every  day.  It  can  not  be 
truthfully  or  logically  said  that  a  grand  lodge  by  invading  the  Juris- 
diction of  another  grand  lodge  absolutely  puts  itself  outside  the 
Masonic  pale.  It  may  be  that  the  grand  lodge  whose  Jurisdiction  Is 
violated  would  be  Justified  in  withdrawing  fraternal  intercourse,  but 
other  grand  lodges  are  not  hound  to  do  likewise,  though  they  may  do 
so  as  a  moral  protest  where  a  contumacious  spirit  is  manifested. 
The  officials  of  the  Grand  Orient  have,  however,  several  times  given 
assurances  of  their  desire  to  put  an  end  to  this  condition,  but  the 
fact  must  be  recognized  that  these  lodges  are  In  existence  and  the 
Grand  Orient  can  not  incontinently  abandon  them  and  their  mem- 
bers to  a  Masonic  death.  We  believe  that  if  American  grand  lodges 
and  especially  those  which  have  been  invaded  will  take  up  the  ques- 
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tioD  and  deal  witb  It  in  a  more  fraternal  spirit  the  difficulties  can 
be  solved.  It  may  not  be  amiss  to  say  bere  that  Alabama  recognized 
the  Grand  Orient  in  1867  and  that  this  recognition  has  never  been 
formally  withdrawn,  though  exchange  of  representatives  has  been 
allowed  to  lapse. — Alabama  Cor.  Bep.  1916,  p.  204.

Lodge 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  which  has  Its  seat  in  Washington  and 
indeed  by  various  Gr.*.  Lodges  in  the  United  States  of  America,  as 
may  be  seen  by  a  glance  at  the  list  of  Gr.*.  lodges  with  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  (irand  Secretaries  printed  on  page  159  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1917. 

Br.  Palermi  has  recently  been  elected  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  Italy. 

Please  to  nominate  your  Grand  Representative  in  our  Gr.*.  Lodge 
and  to  let  us  know  the  name  of  a  Brother  to  be  nominated  our  Grand 
Representative  in  your  Grand  Lodge.

I  beg  to  advise  yon  that  your  letter  does  not  contain  sufficient 
information  to  enable  us  to  judge  of  the  regularity  of  your  Grand 
Body.  I  should  be  pleased  to  have  a  brief  history  of  its  origin  and 
development  and  of  its  present  status.  I  infer  that  it  Is  a  component 
part  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Italy.  Am  I  correct  in  ttiis  conclu- 
sion? If  so,  kindly  advise  me  something  concerning  the  history  of 
your  Supreme  Council  and  who  is  its  present  head.  I  should  also 
like  to  know  what  control  the  Supreme  Council  exercises  over  your 
Grand  Ivodge. 

It  is  difficult  to  secure  reliable  information  here  and  I  am.  there- 
fore, com[)elled  to  appeal  to  you.  Could  you  supply  me  with  a  printed 
copy  of  your  constitution  and  of  your  ritual  of  the  three  blue  degrees? 

I  must  frankly  say  that  until  we  are  fully  advised  our  Grand 
LcKlge  can  not  extend  recognition  to  your  Grand  Body.  I,  trust 
therefore,  tnat  I  may  have  an  early  and  full  reply.

We  also  sent  a  copy  of  our  Circular  of  Inquiry,  above  set  out,  and 
in  due  course  received  the  following  reply : 

Rome,  30  January,  1919. 
Oliver  D.  Street,  Esq., 

Chairman,  etc. 
Dear  Brother : 

I  received  your  letter  of  18th  December,  1918,  for  which  I  thank 
you. 

For  your  information  I  beg  to  give  you  the  following  details : 

In  Italy  there  has  existed  since  the  beginning  of  the  year  1875  a 
Sui)reme  Council,  Anc.  &  Ace.  Scottish  Rite.  This  Supreme  Council 
was  legally  recognized  at  the  Congress  of  Washington  in  the  year 
1012  by  all  the  other  Supreme  Councils.  Our  Supreme  Council  was 
presided  over  at  that  time  by  Brother  Saverio  Fera.  Brother  Saverlo 
Fera  died  at  the  end  of  1916.  He  was  succeeded  by  election  by  Br. 
Leonardo  Hicdardi,  of  Naples.  Brother  I^eonardo  Ricclardi  in  May 
of  1918  resigned,  forced  by  old  age  and  sickness.  After  election  his 
place  was  taken  by  Br.  William  Burgess  of  Rome. 

Up  to  this  time  all  the  degrees,  the  three  blue  degrees  Included, 
were  given  in  the  name  of  the  Supreme  Council  to  which  all  the 
I^odges  had  sworn  obedience.  To  conform  to  the  old  Landmarks  the 
Supreme  Council  decided  to  create  a  Grand  Lodge  and  to  give  to 
this  institution  the  exclusive  and  independent  administration  of  the 
blue  degrees  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Masonry.  The  Grand  Lodge 
had  its  first  meeting  in  March,  1919. 

The  Grand  I^Kxlge  is  composed  of  the  Worshipful  Masters  of  all  the 
lodges  together  with  a  delegate  from  each  lodge,  this  latter  to  be 
elected  with  a  delegate  from  each  lodge,  this  latter  to  be  elected  every 
two  yenrs  by  each  lodge.  The  administration  of  the  Grand  IxKlge  is 
confided  to  the  Grand  Master  and  his  officers,  elected  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  "one  third  of  them  every  two  years."  The  only  connection 
between  the  Grand   Lodge  and  the   Supreme  Council   is  tliat   the 
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Supreme  Coancll  promised  not  to  have  under  Its  Jurisdiction  lodges 
up  to  the  ttiird  degree,  and  to  obliges  its  members  to  be  also  mem- 
l)ers  of  one  of  the  lodges  under  the  obedience  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  On 
the  contrary,  the  Grand  Lodge  promised,  to  observe  always  the  fol- 
lowing landmarlcs: 

1.  The  old  rites,  tokens,  pass  and  secret  words.  2.  The  three 
blue  degrees.  3.  The  visiting  rights.  4.  The  belief  in  the  existence 
of  the  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe.  5.  The  belief  in  a  life  after 
this  earthly  one.  6.  Having  the  8.  L.  In  the  lodge  opened  at  the 
chapter  of  S.  John,  and  the  giving  of  the  oath  on  the  S.  U  7.  The 
autonomy  of  every  lodge.  8.  The  necessity  of  having  Masonic  meet- 
ings and  the  performance  only  of  Masonic  worlc  in  I^dge.  *  9.  The 
governing  of  a  Lodge  by  a  Worshipful  Master  and  two  Wardens. 
10.  The  control  by  the  Grand  Master  as  bead  of  the  Grand  Orient  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  his  right  to  preside  over  every  lodge  and  meet- 
ing. 11.  The  right  of  appeal  from  a  condenmation  by  a  Ix)dge  to  the 
Grand  Lodge.  12.  The  governing  and  installing  of  lodges  only  in  its 
jurisdiction.  This  with  the  exception  of  one  lodge  at  Salonica  and 
three  at  Tunis.  13.  To  treat  only  with  those  Grand  Lodges  who  are 
observing  rigorously  these  old  landmarks. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Italy  and  its  Colonies  has  been  formed  by  the 
Lodges  in  the  described  way  and  has  elected  Br.  Raoul  Palermi  as  its 
Grand  Master.  It  is  governed  absolutely  independently  by  its  Grand 
Orient.  One  of  the  lodges  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  our  (irand  Ix>dge 
in  Rome  is  an  English-American  Lodge  working  in  English  under 
the  name  of  **Anglo-Saxon  Lodge."  It  numbers  several  Americans 
as  members. 

Neither  the  Supreme  Council  nor  the  Grand  I^dge  have  ever  in- 
vaded foreign  Juiisdictions  by  founding  lodges  or  triangles  in  lands 
where  there  are  existing  regular  Masonic  j)owers.  We  have  never  had 
nor  will  ever  have  lodges  in  America. 

In  the  year  1908  a  i)art  of  the  Italian  Masons  who  did  not  like  to 
observe  the  old  landmarks,  especially  those  numbered  4,  5.  6,  7.  8,  10, 
12  and  13  al)ove  mentioned,  detached  themselves  from  the  Supreme 
Council  and  founded  and  absolutely  Irregular  Masonry  with  its  own 
Supreme  Council  and  its  own  Grand  Orient,  giving  themselves  very 
strange  regulations  and  not  ol)serving  at  all  the  old  landmarks. 
They  have  special  lodges  for  socialists,  for  atheists,  and  so  on.  The 
election  of  their  Grand  Master  is  made  directly  by  the  lodges,  they 
have  no  real  Grand  Lodge,  only  a  (irand  Orient,  which  is  under  the 
control  of  their  Supreme  Council,  and  what  is  still  stranger  is  that 
their  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  is  elected  with  interference  of 
the  Grand  Orient.  They  have  founded  lodges  In  England,  in  North 
and  South  America,  so  that  in  Pittsburg  and  other  cities  several 
AmeHcan  citizens  have  got  their  grades.  Their  paper  "Ri vista 
Massonica*'  states  that  they  have  lodges  and  are  founding  lodges 
everywhere  out  of  the  Italian  Jurisdiction. 

Their  symbols  and  rituals  are  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  their 
principal  occupation  is  to  meddle  In  politics  and  to  have  influence  on 
the  government  Their  lodges  are  not  indei)endent  and  they  oblige 
their  lodges  to  put  influence  on  the  members  to  vote  in  political  elec- 
tions as  indicated  by  the  Grand  Orient 
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They  have  tried  directly  and  indirectly  several  times  to  fose  them- 
selves with  our  Grand  Lodge ;  kut  up  to  the  present  inasmuch  as  they 
do  not  promise  and  solemnly  declare  to  observe  the  old  Landmarks, 
we  cannot  Join  them.  For  these  reasons  it  is  absolutely  false  that  we 
have  fused  with  the  Grand  Orient  presided  over  by  Ernesto  Nathan, 
or  with  their  Supreme  Council  presided  over  by  Mr.  Ferrari.  It  is 
with  these,  as  we  call  them  "The  Masons  of  the  Giustinian  Palace** 
(where  they  have  their  seat),  that  you  have  been  in  correspondence. 
I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  regards 
and  hope  that  we  may  enter  as  quickly  as  possible  into  good  and 
brotherly  Masonic  relations.

It  is  significant  that  this  Grand  Body,  though  seeking  our  recog- 
nition, gives  no  account  of  the  circumstances  or  causes  leading  to  its 
creation.  It  would  seem  that,  if  conscious  of  the  correctness  of  their 
action  in  forming  a  new  Masonic  system  in  the  face  of  one  already 
established,  they  would  not  fail  to  give  a  circumstantial  account  as 
to  why  they  took  such  steps.  Their  silence  when  they  should  and 
naturally  would  speak  argues  strongly  against  them. 

From  this  letter,  however,  we  gather  some  facts.  This  Fera  Su- 
preme Council  is  of  recent  origin,  it  does  not  claim  to  date  further 
back  than  1875.  Our  information  from  other  and  reliable  sources  is 
that  it  is  much  more  recent  than  this;  that  in  fact  the  year  1908 
witnessed  its  formation  by  a  faction  of  schismatics  seceding  from 
the  Grand  Orient.  Our  investigations  lead  to  the  conclusion  that 
this  secession  was  not  caused  by  any  Masonic  principle  involved  but 
probably  by  personal  pique  or  ambition.  At  the  head  of  the  seceders 
was  Saverio  Fera,  who  proceeded  to  organize  another  Supreme  Coun- 
cil and  appendant  thereto  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  Italy  for  the  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,"  which  in  due  course  was  "created"  by 
said  Supreme  Council  into  "The  Most  Serene  National  Italian  Grand 
Lodge,"  by  which  name  it  is  now  known.  Until  1818,  the  blue  degrees 
were  given  in  the  name  of  the  Supreme  Council,  to  which  all  the 
lodges  had  sworn  obedience.  Its  first  meeting  as  a  pretended  inde- 
pendent Grand  I-«odge  was  held  In  March,  1919.  So  far  as  we  can 
learn  only  one  grand  lodge  has  recognized  the  Serene  National  Grand 
Lodge,  namely,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

By  some  undivinable  means,  the  Fera  (now  Butgess)  Supreme 
Council  has  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  recognition  of  the  Supreme 
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Councils  (Soathern  and  Northern)  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
but  according  to  the  information  we  have  some  of  the  leading  Scottish 
Rite  bodies  of  this  country  refuse  to  recognize  Fera  and  his  Supreme 
Council  and  Grand  Lodge. — 4  American  Freemason,  p.  13. 

In  1912,  Saverio  Fera,  Grand  Master  of  the  Serene  Grand  Lodge  of 
Italy,  visited  New  York  but  the  Grand  Master  of  that  Jurisdiction 
refused  to  receive  him  ofTlciaDy.  The  Scottish  Rite  bodies  of  New 
York  also  refused  to  receive  him  as  a  visitor,  notwithstanding  that 
Fera*s  Supreme  Council,  of  which  he  was  Sovereign  Grand  Com- 
mander, is  recognized  by  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States.  A  very  anomalous  situation  was  thus  presented,  the  Scot- 
tish Rite  Masons  of  New  York  choosing  to  follow  the  lead  of  the 
Grand  Master  rather  than  that  of  their  own  Supreme  Council. — 
Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1914,  p.  89. 

The  Correspondence  Committee  of  New  York  in  its  1914  report 
rebuked  Grand  Master  Saverio  Fera  for  claiming  that  it  alone  repre- 
sented regular  Italian  Freemasonry  and  for  charging  that  all  other 
Italian  Masonic  bodies  practiced  Masonry  for  political  purposes  only. 
The  >'ew  York  Committee  expressed  the  opinion  that  "Ancient  Craft 
Masonry  in  Italy  was  Identified  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  be- 
yond doubt"— Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1915,  pp.  52,  58 ;  lb.  1914,  p.  89. 

OBAND   LODGE   AT   FLORENCE. 

The  official  title  of  this  Grand  Body  seems  to  be  **The  Serene  Grand 
Lodge  of  Italy  for  the  Scottish  Rite."  Our  Circular  of  Inquiry  for- 
warded to  it  at  its  late  address,  "18  via  Petraplana,"  was  returned 
"mlssent."  If  it  is  acknowledged  by  any  grand  body  outside  of  Italy, 
we  are  not  aware  of  the  fact.  It  is,  however,  evidently  In  good 
standing  with  the  Grand  Orient,  as  a  deputation  from  it  attended  the 
installation  in  1918  of  Ernesto  Nathan  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Orient.  Gould's  History  (1887)  shows  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  at 
Florence  to  have  removed  to  Rome  in  1873  and  there  became  a  part 
of  the  Grand  Orient  and  we  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  how  and 
why  another  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Orient  sprang  up  there.  We 
have  not  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  us  to  venture  any  opinion 
concerning  this  Grand  Body. 

We  reach  the  conclusion  that  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  is  entitled 
to  recognition  and  we  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 
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Re$olved,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  A.*.  F.'.  &  A/.  M.*.  of  AlatMuoa 
that  the  reeognitiou  extended  by  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1867  to  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Italy  le  and  the  same  is  hereby  renewed  and  the 
(«rand  Master  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  renewal  of  an  exchange 
of  representatives. 

Our  conclusion  is  that  the  Most  Serene  National  Italian  Grand 
I>odge  is  irregular  and  schismatic  and  is  not  entitled  to  recognition. 
We  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  A/.  F.\  &  A.'.  M.*.  of  Alabama 
views  the  so-called  "Most  Serene  National  Italian  Grand  Lodge"  as  a 
schismatic  body  and  all  Masonic  intercourse  with  it  and  with  l>odie6 
and  Masons  of  its  obedience  is  interdicted. 

MEXICO. 

Masonry  both  of  the  York  and  Scottish  Rites  was  introduced  into 
Mexico  early  in  the  last  centur>-.  Five  lodges  chartered  by  New  York 
in  1820  formed  a  Grand  I.K>dge  in  October  of  that  year  for  the  govern- 
ment of  Craft  Masonry  in  that  Republic. — Trans.  Leicester  Lodge  of 
Research  1912-'13,  p.  110. 

There  soon  ensued  between  the  partisans  of  the  two  Rites  a  bitter 
struggle  which  was  carried  into  politics.  It  would  seem  that  each 
Masonic  faction  attempted  to  utilize  the  political  parties  of  the  day 
and  that  the  imlitical  parties  in  turn  attempted  to  utilize  the  Masonic 
factions. 

In  1833,  certain  of  the  leading  brethren  of  both  rites  in  order  to 
put  an  end  to  the  unseemly  struggle  and  to  place  Masonry  on  a  proper 
basis  formed  the  Grand  Orient  of  the  Mexican  National  Rite.  This 
was  a  compromise  system  coiissisting  of  the  three  degrees  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry  and  six  others  practically  borrowed  from  the  Scottish 
Kite.  The  compromise  did  not  succeed  and  soon  the  Mexican  Na- 
tional Rite  found  itself  also  drawn  hito  the  political  mfelstrom. 

By  the  year  lsr>l),  the  warring  factious,  namely,  the  "Yorkinos" 
(partisans  of  the  York  Rite)  and  the  "Escoseses"  (partisans  of  the 
Scottish  Rite)  had  Just  about  succeeded  in  exterminating  each  other. 
A  few  fragments  of  each  remained  but  nothing  worthy  of  recognition 
as  organized  Masonry.  At  this  period  there  existed  at  Mexico  City 
a  lodge  "I'nion  Fraternar'  chartered  about  1855  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Cartigena,  New  (iranada  (Columbia),  which  will  be  noticed  further 
in  the  course  of  this  report. 
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The  year  1859,  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  for  Masonry  in 
Mexico  but  not  one  of  peace  and  prosperity.  In  this  year,  Brother 
Albert  Pike,  the  then  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  dispatched  Brother  Lafon  Ladebat 
to  Mexico  with  instructions  to  attempt  to  place  Masonry  in  that  coun- 
try on  a  sound  basis.  It  has  been  stated  (but  we  are  unable  to  say) 
that  Ladebat's  instructions  forbade  his  establishing  Scottish  Rite 
bodies  with  authority  over  the  first  three  degrees.  If  such  were 
Ladebat's  instructions,  he  violated  them  by  creating  at  Vera  Cruz 
a  Supreme  Council  claiming  jurisdiction  over  the  Blue  degrees,  and 
it  began  to  establish  lodges  throughout  Mexico. 

Thereupon  the  fragments  of  the  old  Mexican  National  Rite  and  of 
the  old  Scottish  Rite,  still  lingering  in  the  Republic,  began  to  take 
notice.  The  former  attempted  a  renewed  organization  in  1863,  and 
the  latter  on  December  27,  1865. 

Thereupon  ensued  a  brief  struggle  between  this  new  Supreme  Coun- 
cil of  the  Scottish  Rite  and  the  Ladebat  Supreme  Council  but  this 
was  ended  in  1868  by  the  union  of  the  two.  During  the  same  year  a 
loose  sort  of  fusion  was  brought  about  between  this  united  Supreme 
Council  and  the  Grand  Orient  for  the  Mexican  National  Rite.  The 
Grand  Orient  retained  control  over  its  own  ritual  and  Internal  gov- 
ernment. It  seemed  that  at  last  Masonry  in  Mexico  was  about  to 
close  its  wrangling  and  present  a  solid  front  for  the  spread  of 
Masonic  principles.  But  this  imlty  was  of  short  duration.  About 
1870,  the  **Supreme  Grand  Orient  of  the  Scottish  Rite"  was  formed, 
claiming  exclusive  Jurisdiction  over  all  Scottish  Rite  Symbolic  lodges. 
A  little  later  about  1872,  the  Mexican  National  Grand  Orient  severed 
its  understanding  with  the  Supreme  Council.  There  also  sprang 
upon  about  the  same  time  what  was  called  the  "Reformed  Scottish 
Rite'*  but  it  was  regarded  as  clandestine  by  nearly  all  Mexican 
Masonic  bodies.  We  mention  these  Scottish  Rite  bodies  because  they 
have  had  an  ineradicable  share  in  the  creation  of  such  Masonry  as 
may  now  exist  in  Mexico.  Not  even  the  York  Grand  Lodge  has  been 
unaffected  by  these  influences. 

The  Supreme  Council  and  the  Mexican  National  Grand  Orient  seem 
to  have  renewed  their  loose  compact  about  the  year  1882.  This  year 
marks  the  beginning  of  another  epoch  in  the  history  of  Mexican 
Masonry. 
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It  would  be  in  vaiu  as  well  as  profitless  to  our  present  purpose  to 
attempt  to  trace  further  the  devious,  obscure  and  confused  path  of 
Masonic  history  in  Mexico  prior  to  1882.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  at 
that  date  all  Masonry  of  the  Craft,  Symbolic,  or  Blue  degrees,  except 
possibly  a  few  lodges  of  the  old  Mexican  National  Rite,  had  fallen 
under  the  control  of  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  of  which  there  were  at 
least  three,  contending  with  each  other  for  supremacy.  There  were 
so-called  grand  lodges  in  several  of  the  states  of  the  Mexican  republic, 
but  they  owed  and  acknowledged  their  allegiance  and  sul)ordiuation 
to  the  higher  bodies  of  the  Scottish  Rite 

To  summarize,  it  seems  that  at  this  period  (1882)  there  existed  in 
Mexico,  ( 1 )  a  small  remnant  of  the  old  Grand  Orient  of  the  Mexican 
National  Rite,  (2)  the  united  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
controlling  the  4th  to  33rd  degrees,  with  Its  subordinate  grand  lodges 
In  various  states,  controlling  the  three  degrees,  (3)  the  Reformed 
Scottish  Rite,  very  weak,  and  (4)  the  Supreme  Grand  Orient  of  the 
Scottish  Rite,  exercising  control  over  the  first  three  degrees  only,  also 
very  weak. 

It  was  under  these  circumstances  that  early  in  January,  1882,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the  Island  of  Cuba  chartered  three  Sym- 
bolic lodges  at  Vera  Cruz.  On  January  28,  1883,  these  three  lodges 
formed  a  grand  Lodge  at  Vera  Cruz  under  the  name  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Symbolic  Mexican  Grand  Lodge  So  far  as  we  can  ascertain 
its  organization  was  In  strict  accord  with  the  rules  for  the  erection 
of  an  Independent  grand  lodge  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Supreme  Council  and  Its  subordinate  grand  lodges 
bitterly  resented  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon  and  the 
Island  of  Cuba  In  establishing  these  lodges,  claiming  It  was  an  inva- 
sion of  tbelr  territory  but  Cuba  Justified  Its  course  by  insisting  that 
in  the  absence  of  any  independent  grand  lodge  of  Ancient  Craft  or 
Symbolic  Masonry  In  Mexico  that  country  was  unoccupied  territory. 
Thereupon,  in  their  effort  to  head  off  this  movement,  the  Supreme 
Council  undertook  in  April,  1883,  to  establish  In  Mexico  City  a 
**Central  Grand  Lodge"  to  hold  Jurisdiction  over  all  Symbolic  lodges 
in  the  Republic,  but  this  aroused  so  much  opposition  on  the  part  of 
its  own  subordinate  lodges  and  grand  lodges  that  the  movement  was 
dropped,  and  a  decree  promulgated  May  27,  1883,  whereby  the  Su- 
preme Council  absolutely  and  unconditionally  surrendered  control  of 
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Symbolic  Masonry  to  the  grand  lodges  then  existing  in  the  several 
states  or  that  might  thereafter  be  erected. 

The  Independent  Symbolic  Mexican  Grand  Lodge  at  V^ra  Cruz 
announced  from  the  very  beginning  that  Its  purpose  was  not  to  monop- 
olize for  itself  the  whole  of  Mexico,  but  that  it  would  gladly  sur- 
render the  territory  of  any  State,  except  Vera  Cruz,  to  a  regular 
grand  lodge  as  soon  as  one  was  formed  therein.  The  result  of  the 
combined  actions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Supreme  Council  was 
that  soon  there  were  independent  grand  lodges  in  many  of  the  Mexi- 
can states.  Conditions  thus  seemed  auspicious  for  the  orderly  devel- 
opment of  Freemasonry  along  lines  that  have  proven  so  wholesome 
in  other  countries. 

On  December  24,  1880,  by  solemn  treaty  the  Supreme  Council  again 
renounced  forever  its  claim  over  the  three  Symbolic  degrees  and  the 
old  Grand  Orient  of  the  Scottish  Rite  disbanded.  This  was  part  of 
a  plan  well  conceived  but  mistakenly  executed  whereby  all  Symbolic 
Masonry  was  to  be  united  in  one  central  governing  body  for  the  entire 
Republic.  Accordingly  in  February,  1890,  there  was  formed  the 
"Gran  Dieta  Simbolica,"  to  which  the  several  state  grand  lodges  were 
to  be  subordinate,  with  Porfirio  Diaz,  the  then  President  of  Mexico, 
as  Grand  Master  and  Dr.  Ermilio  G.  Canton  as  Grand  Secretary.  The 
position  of  President  Diaz  seems  to  have  been  purely  nominal  and 
Dr.  Canton  was  in  fact  the  real  head  of  the  **Gan  Dieta.*' — 10  Ars 
Q.  C,  p.  68.  It  started  off  auspiciously  and  at  the  height  of  its  pros- 
perity held  under  its  sway  17  state  grand  lodges  and  about  225  lodges. 
Its  position  was  analogous  to  what  would  be  that  of  a  General  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  United  States  of  America,  so  often  proposed  but  as 
often  rejected.  It  practiced  only  the  Three  Degrees  and  while  the 
Scottish  Rite  ritual  of  tbese  degrees  was  the  official,  lodges  were 
allowed  to  work  in  the  York  Rite.— 7  Ars  Q.  C.  p.  73. 

The  following  Masonic  organizations  seem  to  have  been  in  existence 
which  did  not  unite  in  the  formation  of  the  "Gran  Dleta*'  and  which 
never  united  with  it,  namely,  (1)  the  fragment  of  the  Mexican 
NaUonal  Rite,  (2)  the  Reformed  Scottish  Rite,  (3)  the  I'nlted  Mexi- 
can Grand  Lodge  of  Vera  Cruz,  (4)  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Federal 
District,  and  (5)  the  Indei>endent  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Federal  Dis- 
trict, an  entirely  different  body  from  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  the  Fed- 
eral District."— 6  Ars  Q.  C,  p.  115.    Though  it  has  been  claimed  that 
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the  Reformed  Scottish  Rite  and  the  Mexican  National  Rite  were 
both  already  dead. — 7  lb.,  p.  72. 

The  alleged  discarding  of  a  declaration  of  a  belief  in  Deity,  the 
alleged  removal  of  the  Bible  from  its  altars,  and  the  alleged  admis- 
sion of  women,  proved  its  ultimate  undoing.  We  say  "alleged"  be- 
cause all  theFe  charges  were  denied.  On  July  1,  1901,  the  "Grand 
Dieta"  dissolved.  It  had  been  practically  dead  since  1895,  several 
of  its  most  influential  grand  lodges  having  withdrawn.  In  the  early 
'90's  the  statement  was  made  that  the  Grand  Orient  of  the  Mexican 
National  Rite  consisted  of  only  a  "few  lodges"  but  was  respected 
lecause  it  was  "the  first  Masonic  organization*'  in  Mexico  and  for 
the  great  men  whom  it  had  numbered  among  its  members;  tliat  it 
was  preserved  "as  a  kind  of  souvenir." — Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1892, 
p.  135. 

With  the  dissolution  of  the  "Gran  Dieta"  in  1901,  began  another 
era  of  independent  State  grand  lodges,  and  this  era  was  still  prevail- 
ing when  Masonry,  like  everything  else  in  Mexico,  was  torn  to  atoms 
by  the  Revolution  still  In  progress. 

The  Republic  of  Mexico,  like  our  own,  consists  of  separate  States 
and  Territories  and  a  Federal  District.  The  States  are  twenty -seven 
In  number  and  the  Territories  three.  Theoretically  with  them,  as 
with  us.  there  may  be  one  sovereign  grand  lodge  in  each  State,  In 
each  Territory  and  In  the  Federal  District.  A  recent  communication 
received  by  your  Committee  from  the  Grand  Ix)dge  "Benito  Juare«" 
in  the  State  Coahulla,  says: 

"(Jenerally  speaking  there  is  a  grand  lodge  In  every  State  of  the 
Republic,  founded  when  at  least  three  Symbolic  lodges  had  been 
installed  In  the  State.  In  no  State  of  the  Republic  can  there  be  two 
grand  lodges  at  the  same  time,  because  Blue  Masonry  is  prohibited 
to  Invade  territories  occupied  by  another  grand  lodge.  After  a  grand 
lodge  has  occupied  a  vacant  territory  and  has  Installed  three  lodges, 
these  will  form  their  own  grand  lodge  for  that  State." 

This  wholesome  policy  does  not,  however,  appear  to  have  been  nor 
Is  it  now  universally  observed  by  Mexican  Masons  or  grand  bodies. 

Our  Information  is  that  at  present  there  are.  or  recently  were,  four 
grand  lodges  In  the  Federal  Dlstrlci:,  each  claiming  to  be  sovereign 
and  Independent,  and  each  exercising  Jurisdiction  not  only  in  the 
District  but  in  several  States.    They  are : 
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1.  The  Grand  Lodge  V^alle  de  Mexico,  Mexico  City. 

2.  The  York  Grand  Lodge,  Mexico  City. 

3.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Federal  District,  Mexico  City  . 

4.  The  Independent  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Federal  District,  Mexico 
City. 

We  are  not  certain  that  the  one  numbered  three  of  the  foregoing 
is  still  in  existence  and  the  one  numbered  four  is  the  creature  of  the 
so-called  Reformed  Scottish  Rite  and  is  regarded  as  clandestine.

Our  Circular  of  Inquiry  was  sent  to  all  of  these  grand  lodges  but 
replies  were  received  from  York  of  Mexico,  Valle  de  Mexico,  Cosmos, 
Benito  Juarez,  Nuevo  I..eon,  and  Vera  Cruz  only.  Brother  E.  V. 
Anaya.  a  member  of  the  supreme  Council,  A.  &  A.  S.  Rite,  of  Mexico, 
stated  in  American  Freemason  for  March,  1918,  that  Tamaultipas  at 
Tampico,  Occidental  at  Guadaljara,  and  Oriental  at  Merida  were 
then  working  regularly.  There  have  been  and  may  yet  be  other 
grand  lodges  in  the  Republic  not  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  list 
The  statement  is  made  in  Ars  Q.  C.  (1897),  vol.  10,  p.  68,  that  each 
estate  of  the  Republic  had  its  own  grand  lodge. 

Valle  de  Mexico. — The  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico,  Mexico  City, 
lojjically  conies  in  for  first  treatment.  It  was  formed  in  1865.  The 
charge  has  1  een  made  that  brother  James  C.  Lohse  arbitrarily  divided 
lx)(lge  "I'nion  Fraternal,"  into  three  lodges,  namely,  "Union  Fra- 
ternal." "Emules  d*Hiram,'*  and  "Eintracht,"  and  that  these  tlu-ee 
then  united  to  form  the  Grand  Lodge  "Valle  de  Mexico."  Brother 
Ix)hse  and  the  "Valle  de  Mexico,"  on  the  other  hand,  claimed  that  this 
division  was  but  the  separation  of  "Union  Fraternal"  into  its  "origi- 
nal parts"  (whatever  this  means)  and  that  the  formation  of  the  three 
lodges  out  of  one  was  under  the  circumstances  entirely  regular.  Your 
Committees  confesses  its  inability  with  the  lights  before  it  to  decide 
the  point. 

"Valle  de  Mexico"  claims  some  sort  of  descent  from  the  old  Grand 
Ivodge  founded  in  1826.  The  best  information,  however,  that  we 
have  been  able  to  get  is  that  "Union  Fraternal"  lodge,  from  which 
"Valle  de  Mexico'  was  formed,  was  chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
(or  Grand  Orient,  or  Supreme  Council)  of  Cartigena,  New  Granada 
(now  United  States  of  Columbia),  a  Scottish  Rite  body,  at  some  date 
prior  to  1855.     See  Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1902,  p.  91. 
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The  ''Valle  de  Mexico"  claims  to  have  lodges  In  the  States  of  Guana- 
juato, Jalisco,  Aguas  Callentes,  Hidalgo,  Sonora,  Zacatecas,  and 
Lower  California. 

Until  1878,  "Valle  de  Mexico**  worked  in  subordination  to  the  Scot- 
tish Rite  bodies  but  in  that  year  it  declared  its  Independence. 

Upon  the  formation  In  February,  1890,  of  the  ill-starred  "Gran 
Dleta  Simbolica"  at  Mexico  City,"  "Valle  de  Mexico"  became  one  of 
Its  constituent  grand  lodges  as  "Valle  de  Mexico,  No.  1,"  that  Is  to 
say,  it  was  recognized  as  the  senior  grand  lodge  upon  the  roll  of  the 
"Gran  Dleta."  It  never,  however,  surrendered  its  Independence  com- 
pletely. It  adhered  to  the  "Gran  Dieta"  until  August  13,  1895,  when 
It  again  declared  Its  independence,  and  remained  independent  at  least 
until  1910,  since  which  time  there  are  charges  and  evidences  that  It 
has  again  fallen  under  Scottish  Rite  control  at  least  in  part 

So  far  as  we  can  ascertain  the  only  grand  lodges,  recognized  by  us, 
which  recognize  the  "Valle  de  Mexico"  are  Cuba,  Indiana,  Louisiana, 
Queensland,  and  Tasmania.  It  claims  others  but  the  claim  is  not 
borne  out  by  their  lists. 

•  It  has  been  several  times  refused  recognition  by  Alabama.  See 
Proceedings  1902,  p.  91;  1905,  p.  56;  1906,  p.  79;  1911,  p.  166;  1913, 
p.  170. 

At  one  time  the  "Valle  de  Mexico"  gave  promise  of  developing  Into 
a  regular  and  well  ordered  Masonic  governing  body,  but  about  1910, 
It  fell  strongly  under  the  influences  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Supreme 
Council  of  Mexico.  This  led  to  a  disruption  in  1910,  resulting  in  the 
formation  of  two  grand  lodges,  each  styling  Itself  "Valle  de  Mexico." 

The  merits  of  this  division  have  been  the  subject  of  acrimonious 
dispute.  Each  charged  and  still  charges  the  other  with  causing  it 
by  its  unlawful  and  irregular  practices.  Each  claims  to  have  had 
the  support  of  a  majority  of  the  lodges  and  Masons  of  the  original 
"Valle  de  Mexico."  The  faction  under  consideration  still  calls  Itself 
"Valle  de  Mexico"  while  the  other  faction  in  1911,  changed  Its  name 
to  "York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico,  legitimate  successor  to  Grand  Lodge 
Valle  de  Mexico." 

At  the  1911  Annual  of  York  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  there- 
of, J.  J.  Reynoso,  gave  the  following  account  of  this  schism: 

"At  the  last  Annual  Session  of  this  grand  body  (April,  1910),  we 
had  32  lodges,  of  which  five  were  under  dispensation  with  a  total 
membership  of  1,426.    At  that  session  we  regret  to  say  that  some 
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of  the  representatives  of  7  lodj^es  expressed  themselves  as  dissatisfied 
with  the  election  as  decided  hy  a  large  majority  vote  and  left  the 
(Jrand  Lodse  room.  These  lodges  were  Benito  Juarez  No.  3,  I'nlon 
No.  0,  Felix  Diaz  Xo.  7,  I^altad  No.  15.  Ignacio  Ramirez  No.  20.  all 
chartereil.  of  the  Federal  District.  These  lodges  together  with  Benito 
Juarez  No.  24  of  Guadalajara,  commenced  agitating  for  a  separation 
of  the  lodges  working  under  the  Scottish  Rite  ritual  from  those 
working  under  the  York   ritual. 

It  was  lielieve<l  that  such  separation  couhl  he  amicahly  arranged 
and  the  discussion  of  such  an  arrangement  I  etween  the  Interested 
parties  had  even  reached  the  point  of  the  drawing  up  of  a  basis  of 
separation  which  was  signed  by  the  Committees  of  the  Scottish 
Ritual  lodges  of  the  Federal  District  and  of  the  York  Ritual  IxMlges 
of  the  F'ederal  District,  to  be  submitted  to  all  of  the  lodges  of  the 
Jurisdiction,  when  on  June  23.  1910.  we  were  astounded  to  learn  that 
the  7  Scottish  Ritual  Lodges  above  mentioned  had  held  a  secret  meet- 
ing, without  advice  to  the  other  lodges  of  the  jurisdiction  and  then 
and  there  declared  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Grand  Ix>dge  (April. 
1010)  irregular  and  the  elections  illegal  and  proceeded  to  elect  them- 
selves as  officers  of  the  (irand  Lodge  "Valle  de  Mexico."  Among 
these  representatives  was  our  (irand  Secretary,  who  tunied  over  to 
the  seceders  the  offices  and  records  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Secretary.  They  then  demanded  of  the  other  lodges  of  the  jurisdic- 
tion by  telegraph  that  such  lodges  join  them  within  three  days  or  be 
declared  irregular." 

To  this  demand  two  other  lodges  under  charter  and  three  under  dis- 
pensation yielded,  making  a  total  of  13  lodges  which  Joined  in  the 
new^  movement.  To  an  impartial  observer  the  merits  of  this  con- 
troversy appear  to  rest  with  the  York  Grand  Lodge  and  this  division 
appears  to  have  been  due  to  two  causes,  racial  prejudices  and  the  age- 
old  antagonism  in  Mexico  between  the  York  and  Scottish  Rites.  The 
new  *'Valle  de  Mexico"  carried  with  it  nearly  all  lodges  and  Masons 
speaking  Spanish,  while  the  "York  Grand  Ix)dge"  carried  with  It 
nearly  all  those  speaking  other  languages.  In  1011,  the  York  changed 
its  official  language  to  English.  Manuel  Levi,  who  led  the  "V^alle 
de  Mexico"  faction,  is  now  the  Sovereign  (irand  Commander  of  the 
Mexican  Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  It  Is  very  doubtful 
if  the  present  "Valle  de  Mexico"  Is  Independent  of  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cil. Its  adversaries  charge  and  evidence  indicate  that  It  is  not.  We 
do  not,  however,  wish  to  be  understood  as  attempting  to  Judge  the 
question  either  of  its  origin  or  of  its  subsequent  regularity.  We 
desire  further  Information. 

York  Grand  Lodge. — This  Grand  I^odge  owes  Its  existence,  as  above 
stated,  to  a  dissension  that  arose  in  1010  In  the  bosom  of  the  old 
Grand  Ix)dge  "Valle  de  Mexico."     The  "York"  carries  upon  Its  seal 
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the  legend  "Organized  October,  1825,"  tut  this  can  te  regarded  only 
afl  a  flourish  and  as  a  suggestion  that  the  genuineness  of  its  Masonry 
traces  baclt  in  some  way  through  the  old  "Valle  de  Mexico**  and 
"Union  Fraternal"  lodge  to  the  old  Mexican  Grand  Lodge  formed  in 
1825.  This  thread  of  descent  must,  however,  be  admitted  to  be  of  an 
exceedingly  tenuous  nature. 

The  following  grand  lodges,  recognized  by  us,  recognize  the  "York," 
namely,  Arizona,  Arkansas,  Colorado,  Costa  Rica,  District  of  Colum- 
bia, Cuba,  Idaho,  Kansas,  Manitoba,  New  York,  Philippine  Islands, 
Prince  Edward  Island,  Texas,  Utah,  Victoria,  Virginia,  and  West 
Virginia.  It  also  claims  recognition  by  California,  Connecticut,  Geor- 
gia, Indiana,  Iowa,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Mississippi, 
Missouri,  Montana,  Nevada,  New  Hampshire,  New  Mexico,  North 
Dakota,  Ohio,  Oregon,  South  Dakota,  England,  Ireland,  New  Bruns- 
wick, New  South  Wales,  Scotland,  San  Salvador,  South  Australia 
and  Tasmania,  but  their  lists  do  not  bear  out  this  claim.  Further 
information  concerning  it  will  be  found  in  our  general  Reports  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  for  the  year  1916,  p.  195 ;  1917,  p.  213 ;  1918, 
p.  Ill,  and  also  for  the  present  year. 

The  "York"  was  refused  recognition  by  Alabama  in  1913,  pp.  170- 
176. 

The  York  Grand  Lodge  does  not  restrict  Itself  to  the  Federal  Dis- 
trict but  has  lodges  in  the  States  of  Sonora,  Chihuahua,  San  Luis 
Potosi,  Pueblo,  Jalisco,  Nuevo  Leon,  Hidalgo,  Tamaulipas,  Guana- 
juato and  perhaps  others.  It  claims  jurisdiction  over  "all  Symbolic 
York  Rite  Masonry  throughout  the  Republic  of  Mexico." — Alabama, 
1912.  p.  32-33. 

This  claim  of  jurisdiction  in  States  outside  of  the  political  subdivi- 
sion in  which  the  "York"  is  located  has  been  denounced  by  some 
grand  lodges  as  in  violation  of  the  doctrine  of  exclusive  territorial 
jurisdiction,  so  Jealously  maintained  by  American  grand  lodges. — 
Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1912,  pp.  81-2.  The  "York"  replies  that,  so  far 
as  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  is  concerned,  the  entire  Republic  of  Mexico 
Is  unoccupied  territory,  thus  invoking  another  well-settled  Masonic 
doctrine.  It  claims  that  so-called  Mexican  grand  lodges  are  either 
non-existant  or  are  subordinate  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Supreme  Council. 
United  MeMcan  Grand  Lodge. — We  have  already  given  an  account 
of  the  formation  at  Vera  Cruz  of  the  "Independent  Symbolic  Mexican 
Grand  Lodge"  in  Januaiy,  1883,  with  7  lodges.    In  June,  1883,  a  rival 
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body  called  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Vera  Cruz**  was  erected 
as  an  independent  grand  lodge,  claiming  to  have  been  first  organized 
in  1869.  If  this  date  be  the  true  one,  it  was  as  a  subordinate  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite  and  it  did  not  claim  indei>«id- 
eiice  until  after  the  Supreme  Council  in  April  1883  renounced  its 
control  over  the  Blue  degrees.  About  1885.  these  two  grand  lodges 
united  forming  the  **rnlted  Mexican  Grand  Lodge  of  Vera  Cruz." 
It  maintained  Its  independence  of  the  "Gran  Dieta." — ^Alabama  Cor. 
Rep.  189G,  p.  95.  It  Is  recognized  by  Louisiana  and  Cuba.  Frankly, 
it  can  prove  about  as  strong,  if  not  stronger,  case  of  regularity  of 
formation  than  any  of  the  Mexican  grand  lodges. 

The  receipt  of  our  Circular  of  Inquiry  sent  this  Grand  Lodge  was 
acknowledged  April  30,  1919,  and  we  were  advised  that  it  had  been 
referred  to  their  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations.  We  have,  how- 
ever, to  date  received  nothing  further  from  it.  It  was  stated  In  1913, 
that  this  grand  lodge  was  strongly  dominated  by  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cil of  the  Scottish  Rite.— Trans.  Leicester  Lodge  of  Research  1912-13, 
p.  119. 

(Jrand  Lodge  of  Federal  District. — This  Grand  Lodge  was  formed 
at  Mexico  City,  on  June  23,  1883,  by  fourteen  Symbolic  lodges  of  the 
Scottish  Rite.  No  lodge  of  the  York  Rite  participated.  Carlos  K. 
Ruiz  was  chosen  Grand  Master.  At  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
Temple,  another  so-called  grand  lodge  was  formed  with  Porflrlo  Diaz, 
the  then  President  of  Mexico,  as  its  nominal  Grand  Master.  The 
Ruiz  body  quickly  secured  complete  ascendancy  over  its  Diaz  rival. 
In  March,  1896,  President  Diaz  was  elected  Honorary  Grand  Master 
of  the  Ruiz  body.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Federal  District  did  not 
unite  with  the  "Grand  Dieta.'*— Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1896,  p.  95.  Ala- 
bama declined  to  recognize  this  Grand  I.K)dge  in  1885.  In  1891,  Grand 
Master  G.  W.  Tyler,  of  Texas,  stated  that  the  "Federal  District" 
then  had  no  subordinate  lodges  but  this  charge  was  immediately  and 
indignantly  denied.  Brother  Carlos  K.  Ruiz  from  1883  was  the 
enlightened  leader  in  propagating  the  idea  of  an  indei)endent  grand 
lodge  in  each  state  of  the  T'nited  States  of  Mexico  with  Jurisdiction 
over  the  territory  of  the  State  and  with  exclusive  control  of  the  first 
three  degrees.  In  short  he  seems  to  have  grasped  completely  the 
system  that  has  worked  so  well  in  our  country. 

*ro^i?io«."— This  Grand  Body  in  1890  joined  the  "Gran  Dieta 
Simbolica"  but  in  1806  it  proclaimed  its  independence  of  that  body. 
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It  had  trouble  with  its  coustituent  lodges  and  by  1903,  is  alleged  to 
have  been  reduced  to  a  single  lodge.  In  this  year  enough  members 
were  taken  from  this  lodge  and  two  other  lodges  were  formed  of  them 
under  charters  from  the  United  Mexican  Grand  Lodge  of  Vera  Cruz. 
The  three  then  "reorganized"  the'  Grand  Lodge  "Cosmos." 

A  somewhat  different  version  of  thLs  "reorganization*'  obtained  cur- 
rency to  the  effect  that  this  one  lodge  was  arbitrarily  divided  into 
three  and  that  these  reorganized  "Cosmos." — Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1909, 
p.  41.  We  confess  we  do  not  know  what  the  precise  facts  were.  It 
continued  to  work  and  to  grow  slowly  until  the  present  disturbances 
began  in  that  country,  as  a  result  of  which  several  of  its  lodges  fell 
asleep.  Another  '^reorganization"  was  had  and  according  to  a  com- 
munication recently  received  from  it  by  your  committee  it  now  boasts 
five  lodges  with  a  membership  of  about  400.  The  Supreme  Council 
33°,  A.  and  A.  S.  Rite,  has  by  treaty  recognized  the  Grand  Ix>dge  "Cos- 
mos" as  the  sole  governing  body  of  Symbolic  Masonry  in  the  State  of 
Chihuahua.  Its  works  are  according  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Ritual.  It  Is 
recognized  by  Connecticut  and  Louisiana.  It  also  claims  recognition 
by  California  and  New  Mexico,  but  the  lists  of  recognized  grand  bodies 
published  by  them  do  not  support  the  claim.  Alabama  refused  it 
recognition  in  1905. — Alabama  Proc.  1905,  p.  56;  See  also  Alabama 
Proc.  1908,  p.  91. 

At  one  time  the  "Cosmos"  was  generally  held  to  be  Irregular  by  not 
only  the  grand  lodges  of  the  United  States  of  America  but  by  some 
of  those  of  Mexico,  on  the  alleged  ground  that  It  excluded  the  Bible 
from  Its  lodges.  We  do  not  know  Its  present  attitude  on  that  ques- 
tion but  we  do  know  that  Its  lodges  are  dedicated  "To  the  (Jlory  of 
the  Grand  Architect  of  the  T'nlverse"  and  that  Its  documents  are 
80  Inscrtbed.— 22  Ars  Q.  C,  p.  216.  A  writer  in  1913,  made  the 
statement  that  "Cosmos"  was  then  strongly  dominated  by  the  Su- 
preme Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite. — Trans.  Leicester  Lodge  of  Re- 
search, 1912-13,  p.  119. 

**B€nito  Juarez.'' — From  this  Grand  Lodge,  named  for  the  great 
Mexican  citizen  and  President  Benito  Juarez,  we  have  received  a 
very  full  reply  to  our  Circular  of  Inquiry. 

It  was  founded  at  Sattlllo,  State  of  Coahulla,  in  1890,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  **Gran  Dleta  Simbollca."  Upon  the  dissolution  July  1, 
1901,  of  the  "Gran  Dleta,"  It  assumed  Independence  and  sovereignty. 
It  now  claims  Jurisdiction  over  two  Imiwrtant  States  of  Coahulla  and 
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Durango.  On  April  29,  1906,  the  Grand  Lodge  ''Progreso,*'  whidi 
al8o  claimed  Jurisdiction  over  Coahuila  and  tiad  its  seat  at  Torreon, 
united  with  "Benito  Juarez.**  **Progre8o**  bad  been  formed  in  1905 
by  three  lodges  under  the  G.  L.  Santos  Degollado." 

At  present  **Benito  Juarez**  has  nine  lodges  working  with  a  mem- 
bership of  over  3C0,  while  several  other  lodges  are  sleeping,  owing 
to  the  political  conditions.  It  controls  only  the  first  three  degrees 
and  professes  to  obser^-e  the  *'Ancient  Charges  and  landmarks  as 
laid  down  by  Dr.  Anderson  in  1721.*'  The  official  ritual  of  the  three 
degrees  is  that  of  the  Scottish  Rite  but  any  lodge  may  employ  "any 
regular  and  recognized  ritual**  it  may  desire.  "Benito  Juarez**  claims 
not  to  have  failed  to  hold  a  single  meeting  at  the  appointed  time, 
notwithstanding  the  political  conditions  prevailing  in  Mexico.  It 
also  professes  to  work  in  conformity  to  the  **ancl«it  landmarks  and 
customs**  and  that  it  has  never  intermeddled  in  politics  or  religion 
and  has  constantly  respected  the  de  facto  authorities  who  have  gov- 
erned the  State.** 

Af/nas  Calientes. — This  Grand  Lodge  was  in  existence  in  the  '80^8 
but  when  or  under  what  auspices  it  was  formed  we  do  not  know. — 
Alabama  Cor.  Hep.  1892,  p.  133.     If  not  dead,  it  is  now  dormant 

Campeache. — This  Grand  Lodge  was  formed  before  June,  1885,  and 
in  IHHii  declared  Its  independence  of  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies  which 
created  it.    We  know  nothing  of  its  present  condition. 

Gminajuato. — This  Grand  Lodge  was  in  existence  in  1883  with  six 
lodges. — 3  Gould's  His.,  p.  372.  Its  present  condition  or  whether  in 
existence  we  do  not  know. 

Hidalgo. — Formed  as  an  Independent  body  about  1885  by  six  Mexi- 
can, three  F^ngllsh,  two  French,  and  one  Italian  Lodge.  Whether  it 
still  weathers  the  i)olitical  storm  we  do  not  know. 

''Independent  Grand  Lodge  of  Federal  District,'* — This  body  Is  to 
be  distinguished  from  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  the  Federal  District*' 
mentioned  above  and  seems  to  be  appendant  or  subordinate  to  the 
Reformed  Scottish  Rite.  It  is  considered  clandestine  by  all  the  Mexi- 
can Masonic  bodies  excepting  the  Reformed  Scottish  Rite,  (if  such 
l)e  still  In  existence). 

''Jacob  DeMolay." — A  grand  lodge  of  this  name  existed  in  the  State 
of  Tamaulipas  In  1887.— Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1887,  p.  90.    Whether 
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still  claiming  existence  or  whether  It  was  changed  or  merged  into 
the  Grand  Lodge  •*Ignacio  Ramirez"  or  *Llght  of  the  Frontier  No.  14'* 
we  have  not  ascertained. 

Juarez. — Of  the  time,  place,  or  circumstances  of  the  organization 
of  this  body  we  hav^  been  able  to  learn  nothing.  We  only  know  that 
it  was  working  In  1918. 

Loiter  California. — This  Grand  Lodge  was  formed  about  18S4  by 
the  Scottish  Rite  bodies.— Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1887,  p.  68.  We  do 
not  know  its  present  status,  if  it  exists. 

Mexican  yaiional  Rite. — There  is  a  Grand  Lodge  of  this  name, 
claiming  jurisdiction  over  Symbolic  Masonry  throughout  the  Republic, 
which  is  not  recognized  by  the  other  Mexican  Masonic  bodies.  It  Is 
not  the  old  "Mexican  National  Rite,"  which  has  been  dead  for  several 
years,  but  It  is  a  new  organization  "arrogating  to  itself  a  name  and 
origin  to  which  it  Is  not  entitled.*' 

Morelos. — This  grand  lodge  was  in  existence  as  a  Scottish  Rite 
subordinate  in  1883  with  five  lodges.— 3  Gould's  His.,  p.  372.  On 
May  23,  1885,  it  declared  itself  independent.— Alabama  Cor.  Rep. 
1886.  p.  66. 

yorth  Tamaultipaa. — This  grand  lodge  under  the  name  of  "Light  of 
the  Frontier,  No.  14"  was  in  existence  in  1892  as  a  sulK>rdlnate  of  the 
-''Gran  Dleta."  The  "No.  14"  means  it  was  the  fourteenth  grand 
lodge  on  the  roll  of  the  "Gran  Dleta."— Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1892, 
p.  130.  It  was  recognized  by  Louisiana  and  Georgia.  We  know  noth- 
ing concerning  its  recent  fate. 

yueva  Leon. — ^Thls  grand  lodge  was  formed  by  lodges  chartered  by 
the  United  Mexican  Grand  IxMige,  Vera  Cruz.  It  refused  at  one  time 
to  place  the  Bible  on  its  altars  on  the  ground  that  it  is  "a  sectaHan 
book  which  has  no  place  in  Freemasonry,"  and  thereby  called  down 
upon  itself  much  adverse  criticism.  This  rule  is  now  changed  and 
the  Bible  is  regarded  as  a  fundamental  requisite. — 22  Ars  Q.  C,  pp. 
216-217. 

We  know  this  Grand  Lodge  is  still  in  existence  because  your  Com- 
mittee is  in  receipt  of  a  circular  from  it,  dated  September  15.  1919, 
in  which  it  appeals  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  for  a 
better  understanding  not  only  between  the  Masonries  but  between 
the  peoples  of  the  two  countries.  The  spirit  manifested  in  this  circu- 
lar Is  in  every  wa>'  commendable. 
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Oaxaca. — Formed  about  1883  as  a  Scottisb  Rite  Subordinate. — Ala- 
bama Cor.  Rep.  1886,  p.  65;  lb.  1887,  p.  68.  It  was  reorganized  as  an 
independent  body  on  February  5.  1886.  Said  to  be  still  working  in 
1909.— 22  Ars  Q.  C,  p.  216. 

Occidental  Mexican,  Jalisco, — In  existence  in  1883,  as  a  Scottish 
Rite  subordinate,  with  seven  lodges. — 3  Gould's  His.,  p.  372.  Inde- 
pendent in  18S9  but  In  1890  passed  under  the  control  of  the  "Gran 
Dieta.''     Independent  again  in  1901,  and  still  working  as  such. 

Puebla. — In  existence  in  1883,  as  a  subordinate  to  the  Scottish  Rite 
bodies,  with  six  lodges. — 3  Gould's  His.,  p.  372.  Became  independent 
in  1885.— Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1886,  p.  66.  In  1909  had  been  dormant 
**for  some  years." — 22  Ars  Q.  C,  p.  216. 

Tatnaulipas, — After  a  slumber  of  some  years  was  revived  in  1909.— 
22  Ars  Q.  C,  p.  216.    Do  not  know  its  present  status. 

Tlaxcala. — In  existence  in  1883  as  a  subordinate  to  the  Scottish 
Rite  bodies,  with  five  lodges.  Became  independent  in  1885.  Passed 
under  the  control  of  the  "Gran  Dleta"  in  1890.— 3  Gould's  His.,  p. 
372 ;  Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1886,  p.  65-6. 

Vicente  Ouerrero. — In  existence  in  the  '80's  but  we  know  nothing  of 
its  present  condition. — Alabama  Cor.  Rep.  1892,  p.  133. 

Yucatan, — In  existence  in  1883,  as  subordinate  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
bodies,  with  six  lodges. — 3  Gould's  His.,  p.  372.  Was  recognized  by 
Louisiana.    Working  actively  in  1918  as  an  independent  body. 

Of  the  remaining  grand  bodies  listed  in  the  above  table  we  have  no 
further  information  than  there  shown. 

Owing  to  the  unsettled  conditions  In  Mexico  both  from  the  Masonic 
and  the  political  point  of  view,  not  to  speak  of  any  other  reason,  we 
do  not  recommend  recognition  of  any  of  the  Mexican  bodies  claiming 
to  be  Masonic. 

We  append  the  three  following  Interesting  letters  touching  Mexican

We  have  In  our  possession  your  Circular  (without  date)  relating  to 
the  action  taken  by  your  High  Bodies,  seeking  to  find  a  way  to  enter 
into  relatlouH  with  all  Masonic  Powers  in  both  the  Hemispheres,  the 
institution  being  of  Universal  character;  and  requesting  that  you  be 
given  the  Information  as  per  questions  in  said  Circular : 

In  replying,  we  are  honored  to  state  that  It  has  and  always  will  be 
of  great  responsibility  to  the  Masonic  populace  to  remain  lofty  in 
their  Ideals  without  sacrificing  In  any  way  the  proper  egoism  for 
the  good  of  Universal  Brotherhood.  It  is  for  this  reason,  that  the 
activity  of  your  Grand  Lodge,  in  seeking  relations  with  all  Lodges,  is 
worthy  of  great  praise  and  set  an  example  of  the  highest  Masonic 
spirit  which  is  justly  deserved  by  a  Grand  Lodge  composed  of  ele- 
ments of  such  Large  Virtues,  Firm  Tolerance  and  love  for  the  insti- 
tution. Proof  of  that  Masonic  Spirit  has  been  given  In  so  noticeable 
a  manner  in  the  Circular. 

Complying  with  your  Just  and  Noble  desires,  we  give  you  the  In- 
formation that  you  desire,  giving  this  in  concrete  form  so  as  to  avoid 
a  lengthy  explanation. 

This  Grand  Lodge  Is  derived  from  the  extinct  Grand  Symbolic 
Regimen  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico,  which  in  Its  time  surged 
from  the  entlnct  Grand  Jxydge  "Santos  Degollado'*  universally  accept- 
ed and  recognized. 

Our  archives  date  from  the  year  1878.  Before  the  Revolutionary 
movement  of  1910,  this  Grand  Lodge  was  composed  of  45  Lodges. 
Afterwards  and  in  view  of  the  abnormal  existing  conditions,  we  have 
22  active  Tiles  with  strong  hopes  of  elevating  15  other  Lodges  that 
are  dormant. 

Our  Jurisdictional  Territory  embraces  the  Federal  District,  States 
of  Mexico,  Guanaquato,  Jalisco,  Aguas  Callentes,  Hidalgo,  Sonora, 
Zacatecas  and  Lower  California. 

The  exact  title  of  our  Grand  Body  is  *'Orand  Lodge  of  Ancient 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  Valley  of  Mexico,'* 

We  have  in  our  Ritual  all  the  Rites  that  are  universally  recog- 
nized and  we  only  control  in  our  Jurisdiction  the  three  degrees  of 
Primitive  Masonry. 

The  Philosophical  Degrees  are  circumscribed  to  their  radius  of 
fundamental  action,  absolutely  not  mixing  In  the  Symbolic  Regimen. 

In  the  Territory  of  the  Republic  there  are  various  Sovereign  and 
Independent  Grand  Lodges  existing,  and  even  when  in  some  States  of 
the  Union  two  or  more  Grand  Lodges  have  or  exercise  Masonic  au- 
thority, that  authority  rests  only  and  exclusively  in  the  territory 
ocmipled  by  the  Lodges  of  their  obedlehce  without  interfering  in  the 
Regimen  and  Sovereignty  that  each  otie  controls. 
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In  the  territory  of  the  Republic  there  is  a  Grand  Lodge  existing 
that  calls  itself  **Rito  yadoital  Mexicano''  and  which  the  other  Grand 
Lodges  existing  in  said  territory,  do  not  recognize.  There  are  many 
reasons  that  have  caused  similar  state  of  affairs,  among  them,  the 
fact  that  the  true  and  legal  '*Riio  Naeionat  Mexicano'"  has  ceased 
to  exist  several  years  past,  the  said  body  arrogating  a  title  and  origin 
to  which  they  are  not  entitled. 

Our  relations  with  Bodies  of  other  Rites  are  Fraternally  ess«itial 
as  we  consider  the  Brothers  that  perform  and  instruct  the  York  as 
well  as  the  Scottish,  Rite  Fair  and  Just. 

We  find  our  Archives  to  be  honored  with  correspondence  of  that 
Ctrand  Lodge  during  the  year  1908  and  for  unknown  reasons,  our  re- 
lations have  remained  in  suspense  since  that  time. 

We  believe  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  effectively  realize  the  Fun- 
damental Principles  of  Brotherhood  and  that  is  only  accomplished  by 
exercising  Tolerance  and  a  great  desire  for  Union  and  Prosperity 
which  are  absolutely  essential  in  this  great  cause. 

The  (irand  Ix)dge  A.*.  F.'.  &  A.*.  M.*.  of  Alabama  is  worthy  of 
great  Honor,  having  initiated  with  such  energy  and  good  will  the 
Symliol  of  Fortitude  and  can  rest  assured  that  the  fruit  of  their  la- 
bors will  lie  reaped  by  the  good  impressions  left  in  all  hearts  of  the 
great  work  verified  by  the  Sacred  I^ws  of  Justice  .ind  Duty. 

For  better  understanding,  we  enclose  the  Treaty  between  this 
(Jrand  I^dge  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  33  degree  and  last  Gr :. 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States  of  Mexico,  not  giving  you  more  data  concerning  our  Interna- 
tional Relations  and  list  of  friendly  guarantees  with  the  Grand  Sym- 
bolic Bodies  of  the  Exterior,  as  it  would  make  this  letter  too  lengthy. 

Receive  therefore,  our  sincere  and  enthusiastic  applause  and  that 
flattering  success  will  crown  your  Noble  efforts. 

We  greet  you  with  the  highest  honors  that  you  deserve  and  to 
which  yon  are  entitled.

Reply  to  Circular  of  Inquiry  Received  from  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabatna, 

Nos.  questions: 

1.  Regarding  time,  place  and  circumstances  of  the  formation  of  our 
Grand  Lodge,  I  enclose  herewith  a  booklet  in  the  English  language, 
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•*The  History  and  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Coahuila,  Ben- 
ito Juarez,"  and  with  reference  to  the  number  of  lodges  participat- 
ing; there  are  at  present  nine  subordinate  lodges  in  this  jurisdiction 
and  several  more  lodges  which  are  not  working  now,  due  to  our  po- 
litical commotions,  will  soon  begin  work  again. 

2.  The  reply  to  the  first  part  of  this  question  will  be  found  in  the 
enclosed  pamphlet.  Our  territory  comprises  the  States  of  Coahuila 
and  Durango.  The  State  of  Coahuila  is  the  third  largest  in  extension 
in  the  republic  of  Mexico  and  one  of  the  very  richest  in  mines,  agri- 
culture aud  cattle.    The  State  of  Durango  is  also  extensive  and  rich. 

3.  This  question  is  also  answered  in  the  booklet.  At  present  there 
are  more  than  three  hundred  active  members. 

4.  The  exact  title  of  our  Grand  Body  is  in  the  Spanish  language: 
**Gran  I^gia  *Benito  Juarez'  de  Antlguos.  Libras  y  Aceptados  Nasones 
del  Estado  de  Coahuila,*'  or  in  English:  "Grand  Ix)dge  "Benito 
Juarez'  of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masous  of  the  State  of  Coa- 
huila. Benito  Juarez  was  a  prominent  figure  in  the  republic,  a  great 
Mason,  and  considered  by  all  Mexicans  as  one  of  the  great  men  of 
America,  and  In  Latin  America  he  is  given  the  title  of  "The  well-de- 
serving of  all  America." 

5.  The  Grand  Lodges  of  this  republic  control  only  the  three  Sym- 
bolic Degrees,  or  Blue  or  St.  Johns  Masonr5%  the  other  degrees,  from 
the  fourth  to  the  33rd.  belong  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  33rd.  and  last  degree  of  the  republic  of  Mexico,  resid- 
ing at  Mexico  City.  Since  several  years  ago  the  Masonry  of  this  re- 
public celebrated  a  treaty  whereby  the  Symbolic  Bodies  became  inde- 
pendent and  sovereign,  united  in  Grand  Ixniges  with  well  defined 
jurisdictions.  Generally  speaking,  there  is  a  Grand  Lodge  in  every 
state  of  the  republic,  which  was  founded  when  at  least  three  sym- 
bolic lodges  had  been  installed  in  the  state.  In  no  state  of  the  repub- 
lic can  there  be  two  Grand  lA)dges  at  the  same  time,  because  Blue 
Masonry  is  prohibited  to  invade  territories  occupied  by  another  Grand 
Lodge.  After  a  Grand  Lodge  has  occupied  a  vacant  territory  and 
has  installed  three  lodges,  these  will  form  their  own  Grand  Ixxlge  for 
that  state. 

6.  The  Grand  Ix>dge  of  the  State  has  jurisdiction  over  all  lodges 
of  her  dependency,  although  the  subordinate  lodges  are  free,  inde- 
pendent and  sovereign  with  regards  to  their  interior  government. 
The  latter  are  united  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  constitutional  cove- 
nant and  they  owe  her  obedience,  within  the  law,  and  while  they 
govern  themselves  freely  they  must  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the 
movement  of  their  members,  of  the  treasury  and  a  resume  of  the 
work  of  the  lodge.  They  are  represented  in  the  Grand  Lodge  by  dele- 
gates, with  right  to  vote,  they  assist  in  the  making  of  laws  and  in  the 
elections  of  the  Grand  Officers.  Sentences  of  the  subordinate  lodges 
pass  to  her  for  review  and  revision,  in  case  of  non-conformity  of  a 
decision.  Aside  from  this,  although  the  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  is  of  the  official,  each  lodge  has  the  privilege  to  work 
in  any  regular  and  recognized  rite  she  may  desire,  by  giving  notice 
to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Instruction  is  given  to  the  brethren  in  all  rites 
and  besides  the  old  sciences,  which  comprise  the  Royal  Art,  the  mod- 
em, social  and  political,  are  also  studied. 
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7-10.  The  seventh  and  eighth  questions  are  partly  answered  in  pre- 
vious replies.  There  are  treaties  of  friendship  in  force  with  several 
Masonic  Grand  Bodies  in  this  republic  and  also  foreign,  maintaining 
friendly  relations  with  the  whole  Latin  American  continent  and  sev- 
eral European  Grand  Lodges,  with  whom  we  are  in  correspondence. 
The  Supreme  Council  of  the  33rd.  and  last  degree  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Hite  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico  maintains 
friendly  relations  since  many  years  with  all  Supreme  Councils  in- 
cluding the  Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States 
of  America  and  was  represented  at  the  Grand  Convention  at  Laus- 
sanne,  Switzerland,  and  forms  part  of  the  Confederation. 

Our  Grand  Ix>dge  has  its  residence  in  Torreon,  state  of  Coahuila, 
and  its  members  have  not  missed  working  a  single  day  set  for  its 
meetings,  notwithstanding  the  political  disturbances  the  country  is 
undergoing,  and  in  conformity  with  our  ancient  landmarks  and  cus- 
toms it  has  never  intermeddled  in  politics  or  religion  and  has  con- 
stantly respected  the  dispositions  of  the  de  facto  authorities  who 
have  governed  the  State. 

Recognized  by  all  masonic  authorities  in  the  republic  our  members 
have  found  protection  and  help,  whenever  needed,  and  liberal  as  our 
rite  is,  we  do  not  make  distinctions  in  nationality,  religion  or  race  of 
a  brother  to  give  him  assistance. 

As  I  have  said  before,  we  do  not  limit  ourselves  to  extend  our 
relations  to  the  Grand  Bodies  of  this  republic  only,  we  are  also  in 
connection  with  foreign  Bodies,  particularly  Latin- American,  and  if 
we  in  the  past  have  ueplected  our  sister  republic  to  the  north,  the 
reason  Is,  that  we  have  been  informed  that  those  who  do  not  belong 
to  the  York  Rite,  profess  the  Protestant  religion,  and  express  them- 
Felves  in  correct  Fnglish,  have  been  slighted,  a  thing  which  we  have 
regretted  very  much  and  which  has  been  the  cause  that  numerous 
Mexicans  living  in  the  State  of  Texas  seek  the  Mexican  National 
Rite. 

God  grant  that  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  in  a  spirit 
more  fraternal,  less  egoistic  and  more  in  accordance  with  the  Con- 
stitutions of  the  Scottish  Rite  and  with  the  Old  Landmarks,  will 
inaugurate  a  new  era  of  good  relationship  between  the  regular  Grand 
Ix)dges  of  the  two  Americas  and  in  this  manner  shall  be  the  Sons 
of  the  Widow  better  fulfill  our  great  mission  and  enable  us  to  help 
the  whole  word  In  these  dlfiPicult  times.

This  Grand  Lodge  was  united  to  the  "Grand  Dieta"  in  1890,  and 
proclaimed  its  independence  in  1896  according  to  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  all  the  constituent  Lodges. 

In  1899  entered  a  treaty  of  Alliance  and  Friendship  with  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  33  Gr.*.  of  the  A.*,  and  A.*.  S.*.  R.*.  for  the 
Masonic  jurisdiction  of  Mexican  Republic.  In  this  Treaty,  which 
is  actually  in  force,  it  is  recognized  the  territorial  jurisdiction  for 
the  Estate  of  Chihuahua,  of  the  Grand  "Cosmos"  Ix)dge. 

Sonie  disturbances  among  its  membership  were  the  cause  for  the 
apostasy  of  two  of  its  constituent  Ix)dges.  and  in  order  to  avoid  this 
abnormal  condition,  from  one  of  the  loyal  Lodges  were  taken  the 
necessary  members  to  constitute  two  new  Lodges,  that  under  license 
started  to  work  at  once,  and  a  short  time  after,  such  new  Lodges 
were  granted  its  Letter-Patent  issued  by  the  Grand  I'Uited  Mexican 
Lodge  of  Vera  Cruz,  which  is  one  of  the  most  reputed  and  credited 
as  regular  in  this  Republic. 

Previous  to  the  above  proceedings,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
ly03.  was  started  the  reorganization  of  the  Grand  I^odge  "Cosmos" 
with  the  help  of  the  Grand  United  Mexican  Lodge  of  Vera  Cruz, 
represented  by  the  V.*.  Bros.  Rafael  L.  Molina,  who  duly  installed 
the  officers  of  the  constituent  IxKlges  "Coustancia  y  Trabajo  No.  1," 
"Mariano  Escobe  Do  No.  2"  and  "Hidalgo  No.  3." 

In  19()1  were  entered  friendship  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California,  and  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico,  U.  S.  A. 

In  1903  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  appointed  as  Garaut  of  Friend- 
ship l)efore  this  Grand  Lodge  Cosmos,  to  the  Bros.  Rafael  L.  Molina. 

The  work  of  encreasement  of  the  institution  was  continued  unin- 
terrupted until,  misfortunely,  the  political  events  of  our  country 
came  to  interrupt  such  work. 

Having  1  een  proclaimed  sleeping  some  of  the  constituent  I>odges 
of  this  High  Corp,  it  was  reorganized,  and  now  are  in  active  and 
regular  work,  the  following  I^odges  that  constitute  the  "Grand  Cos- 
mos Ivodge":

The  above  five  Lodges  are  In  actual  work  with  a  membership  of  no 
less  than  four  hundred  all  together,  under  the  A.*.  A.'.  S.*.  Rite, 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  State  Cosmos  of  Chi- 
huahua, which  is  the  only  one  Masonic  Power  recognized  by  the 
following  Hige  Corps  for  the  three  simbolic  degrees:

NOB  WAY. 

In  reply  to  our  circular  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Norway  we 
have  received  a  very  full  and  Interesting  reply  in  a  beautiful  hand- 
writing in  English.     From  It  we  learn  the  following: 

I'ntil  June  24,  181)1,  Masonry  in  Norway  was  administered  by  a 
Provincial  Lodge  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden  but  on  this  date 
the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Norway  was  formed  by  King  Oscar  II, 
the  then  head  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden. 

The  first  lodge  In  Norway  was  St.  Olaus.  formed  in  1749.  In 
1818,  it  united  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden.  The  Provincial 
Lodge  of  Norway  was  formed  In  1870.  Grand  Lodge  now  has  under 
its  jurisdiction  1  Provincial  Lodge  at  Droutheim,  12  St  Johns'  lodges 
and  3  St.  Andrew's  lodges.  There  is  also  1  Stewards  lodge.  The 
total  membership  of  its  subordinate  bodies  is  about  5,900. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Norway  works  according  to  the  Swedish  Rite 
and  controls  the  degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellowcraft  and 
Master,  and  in  addition,  8  so-called  "higher  degrees."     It  seems  to 
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be  governed  by  a  "Supreme  Council."  During  the  war  this  body 
"decided  not  to  enter  into  connection  with  any  new  Masonic  power." 
It  is  stated  by  its  grand  secretary,  however,  that  "when  peace  is 
restored  tliis  decision  is  likely  to  be  altered."  In  view  of  this  general 
policy,  we  think  no  steps  towards  recognition  or  exchange  of  repre- 
sentatives should  be  taken  at  present. 

It  may  be  proper  to  add  that  Norwegian  Masonry  belongs  to  the 
Christian  branch  of  the  Craft  and  rigorously  eschews  politics. 

There  Is  also  a  Provincial  Lodge  working  under  the  German  Grand 
Lodge  "Zur  Sonne"  at  Beyreuth.  It  has  three  subordinates  and  is 
recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Norway  as  regular  Masonry. 

"Besides  these,"  to  quote  from  the  letter  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
"there  work  here  some  other  so-called  lodges.  St.  Olaf,  the  Maria 
(for  women),  and  perhaps  one  or  two  more  which  are  not  recog- 
nized and  have  no  intercourse  with  our  Grand  Lodge  as  they  are 
working  according  to  rites  which  cannot  be  acknowledged  by  us  as 
Freemasonry."  Norway  is  in  correspondence  with  New  York,  Cuba, 
Philippine  Islands,  and  doubtless  others. 

SWEDEN. 

Masonry  had  an  early  introduction  into  Sweden,  that  is  to  say  in 
1735.  There  it  experienced  quite  a  chequered  history,  being  swept 
along  in  the  tide  of  the  so-called  Strict  Ohscrvance  or  Templar  sys- 
tem of  Masonry.  From  the  influence  of  this  misfortune  it  has  never 
escaped,  but  finally  there  was  evolved  the  so-called  Swedish  Rite 
consisting  of  nine  degrees,  namely,  1st  to  3rd,  St.  Johns;  4th  and 
5th,  St.  Andrew's,  and  4  degrees  of  so-called  Knights. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden  was  founded  in  1759.  It  now  controls 
28  St.  John's  lodges;  13  of  St.  Andrew,  and  4  provincial  lodges.  Its 
total  membership  is  16,645.  No  other  Masonic  body  claims  jurisdic- 
tion within  the  boundaries  of  Sweden. 

The  Masonry  of  Sweden  seems  to  be  a  very  peculiar  product.  It 
requires  a  belief  in  Christianity.  The  king  and  princes  of  the  reign- 
ing family  fill  by  right  its  chief  offices  and  its  teachings  are  said 
to  be  a  mixture  of  the  Freemasonry  of  England,  of  the  "Scots" 
degrees,  of  Templarism,  Rosicrucianism  and  the  mystic  doctrines 
of  Emmanuel  Swedenborg.  So  far  as  we  have  learned  the  only 
Canadian  or  American  Grand  Lodge  recogizing  it  is  that  of  New 
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York.  Brother  Gould  pronoimces  it  a  **in€re  soi-disant  connectioo 
of  the  great  Masonic  families,**  and  Brother  G.  W.  Spetch  declares 
that  it  has  *'hardly  a  vestige  of  Masonry  left**  as  the  same  is  Ildowd 
and  practiced  in  England. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Swedish  royal  family,  and  therefore 
presumaMy  Swedish  Freemasonrj',  was  in  full  sympathy  with  Ger- 
many in  the  late  war.  The  Swedish  government  even  allowed  itself 
In  the  most  shameless  manner  to  be  used  by  Germany  as  a  tool. 

With  the  present  lights  we  do  not  advise  that  any  st^)s  le  taken 
looking  to  the  establishment  of  fraternal  relations  between  that 
Grand  Body  and  our  own.  The  following  grand  bodies  and  no  doubt 
others  are  in  correspondence  with  Sweden,  viz,:  Arkansas,  New 
York,  Cuba,  District  of  Columbia,  Louisiana  and  Western  Australia.

It  is  hard  to 
put  in  words  the  gratitude  that  the  residents  of  the  Home,  the 
Superintendent  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  fed  for  those  who  have 
been  liberal  and  loyal  to  the  institution.  We  are  assured  that  if 
every  Mason  in  Alabama  could  see  the  Home  just  as  it  is,  the  care 
and  attention,  physically,  mentally  and  morally,  of  those  entrusted 
to  the  care  of  the  Superintendent,  and  the  earnest  tf  ort  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  his  capable  and  loyal  co-workers  to  make  it  a  real 
Home,  there  would  be  no  question  as  to  the  future.  Many  lodges  and 
individuals  have  been  liberal  in  their  contributions  in  money  and 
good  wishes.

As  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Home,  it 
will,  no  doubt,  interest  you  to  learn  that  at  a  Stated  Communica- 
tion of  Keystone  Lodge  No.  778,  A.*.  F.*.  &  A.'.  M.*.,  held  Tuesday, 
September  23,  1919,  the  Lodge  established  a  fund  to  be  known  as 
the  "Keystone  Scholarship  Fund." 

The  specific  purpose  of  this  fund  being  for  the  higher  education 
of  and  industrial  courses  for  children  of  the  Home  after  graduation 
from  the  High  School. 

As  a  nucleus  to  this  fund  six  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated 
by  the  Lodge  and  placed  in  bank  to  the  credit  of  this  Scholarship 
Fund  account,  which  will  be  augmented  from  time  to  time  by  further 
appropriations  as  the  lodge's  fuiids  permit. 

In  this  way  we  hope  to  be  of  real  aspistance  to  some  of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Home  making  good  records  in  the  High  School  and  desir* 
ous  of  a  higher  education.

There  are  many  other  lodges.  Royal  Arch  Chapters  and  Com- 
manderies  in  this  State  amply  able  to  create  such  a  fund,  and  the 
Board  feels  sure  that  they  will  do  so  whenever  the  matter  is  brought 
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properly  to  their  attention.  It  would  be  a  matter  of  great  gratifica- 
tion, not  only  to  the  Board,  but  the  thinking  fraternity  of  the  State, 
if  they  knew  that  when  our  children  tiad  completed  the  High  School 
Course,  they  would  be  able  to  go  to  some  finishing  school  where 
they  might  obtain  such  instruction  as  would  fit  them  for  some  par- 
ticular calling  in  life.  This  is  not  a  dream,  but  must  be  made  a  prac- 
tical reality  if  we  are  to  do  our  whole  duty  by  the  children  of  our 
doceat^ed  bretlin»n. 

Many  of  the  lodges  and  chapters  of  the  Eastern  Star  who  are  not 
able  to  create  a  scholarship  fund,  can  take  some  boy  or  girl  as  their 
ward  and  furnish  the  superintendent  funds  for  clothing  a  particular 
child,  and  thus  greatly  aid  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Home.  Tliis 
would  give  them  something  really  constructive  to  do,  and  would  add 
interest  and  enthusiasm  to  the  members,  especially  if  a  photograph 
of  the  child  thus  taken  care  of  is  hung  in  the  lodge  or  chapter  hall. 

The  Board  feels  that  it  would  be  wanting  in  the  spirit  of  proi^er 
appreciation  if  it  did  not  acknowledge  the  indebtedness  of  the  Craft 
to  the  Superintendent  and  all  his  co-workers  for  their  efficient,  entho- 
siastic,  loyal  and  intelligent  conduct  of  the  Home  affairs  during  the 
year. 

We  are  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  physicians  and  dentists  of  the 
city  for  their  cordial,  efficient  and  free  services  to  the  residents  of 
the  Home. 

The  lodges  of  the  city,  the  Eastern  Star  Chapters,  the  Chapter, 
Commander^',  and  Alcazar  Temple  have  been  especially  Idnd  and  the 
Home  has  been  the  recipient  of  many  courtesies  at  their  hands — all 
of  which  has  been  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  residents. 

While  it  may  not  be  altogether  proper  to  mention  pames,  the  Board 
feels  that  especial  thanks  are  due  Brother  Bert  Gerson,  Brother 
Covington  and  Brother  Lock  wood,  of  Montgomery  Lodge  No.  11,  for 
their  persistent  and  consistent  efforts  to  procure  and  show  proper 
moving  pictures  at  the  Home  each  week.  Their  efforts  have  nearly 
been  crowned  with  success,  and  the  children  and  the  grown  folks  as 
well,  have  greatly  enjoyed  and  appreciated  these  entertainments. 

They  have  been  ably  seconded  in  their  efforts  by  the  Strand  and 
Elmpire  Theatres,  who  have  gladly  furnished  them  reels  without 
charge. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Alabama  Masonic  Home  have  adopted 
the  following  rules  for  admission  of  those  found  otherwise  qualified 
to  enter  the  Masonic  Home,  and  now  submit  them  for  your  approval. 

Rule  1. — Those  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Alabama  Masonic 
Home  are : 

Members  of  subordinate  lodges  in  this  State  who  are  in  good  stand- 
ing at  the  time  of  their  application,  and  who  have  not  been  sus- 
pended N.  P.  D.  or  dimitted  within  two  years  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  application. 

The  wife  of  any  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  in  this  State,  who 
is  himself  entitled  to 'admission  to  the  Home  under  the  rules  govern- 
ing the  admission  of  members  of  subordinate  lodges. 

The  widow  of  any  men^ber  of  a  subordinate  lodge  in  this  State, 
who  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

The  orphan  chil^,  under  16  years  of  age,  of  any  member  of  a 
subordinate  lodge  in  this  State,  who  was  in  good  standing  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  and  who  had  not  been  suspended  N.  P.  D.  or  di- 
mitted within  two  years  prior  to  his  death. 

Any  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  in  good  standing  in  a 
subordinate  Chapter  within  the  State  of  Alabama,  as  well  as  the 
orphan  child,  under  16  years  of  age,  of  any  member  of  a  subordinate 
Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  in  the  State  of  Alabama, 
who  was  in  good  standing  at  the  date  of  her  death,  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  Alabama  Masonic  Home  upon  his  or  her  application 
being  approved  by  the  Grand  Chapter  O.  E.  S.,  and  said  Grand  Chap- 
ter assuming  the  duties  and  obligations  assumed  by  the  local  lodges 
of  this  State  when  approving  application  for  admission  to  the  Home ; 
provided,  such  applicant,  or  mother  of  applicant,  has  not  been  sus- 
pended N.  P.  D.  or  dimitted  within  two  years  prior  to  application  or 
date  of  death. 

No  person  will  be  admitted  in  the  Alabama  Masonic  Home  who  is 
so  physically  deficient  as  to  be  unable  to  partially  care  for  them- 
selves, or  who  is  mentally  deficient,  or  who  is  afflicted  with  tuber- 
culosis, pellagra,  scrofula  or  any  other  communicable  or  infectious 
disease;  or  who  is  jaddlcted  to  the  habitual  use  of  narcotics,  or  any 
habit-forming  drug.

The  cost  of  operating  the  Home  for  t«i  months  ending  October 
31st,  1919,  is  $34,706.07.  This  includes  $1,190.42  debts  brought  over 
from  last  year.  Deducting  this  from  the  total  cost,  we  have  a  bal- 
ance of  $33,557.65. 

The  cost  per  capita  per  month  is  about  $19.73.  This  is  a  very  good 
showing  considering  the  high  cost  of  living.  We  are  paying  at  least 
twenty-five  per  cent  more  for  groceries,  dry  goods,  clotliing,  ^oes, 
hardware,  and  for  day  laborers  tlian  was  paid  last  year.

We  hope  to 
be  ready  for  them  within  the  next  thirty  days.

Keystone  Lodge  No.  778,  Montgomery,  Alabama,  at  a  recent  regu- 
lar communication  appropriated  $600.00  for  the  higher  education  of 
our  boys.  This,  they  say,  is  but  the  beginning  of  larger  things.  Keep 
your  eye  on  Keystone  Lodge. 

OUB  SCHOOL. 

It  is  with  pardonable  pride  that  I  speak  of  our  school.  We  have 
one  of  the  very  best  elementary  schools  in  the  State.  The  teachers 
are  zealous,  earnest,  faithful,  energetic,  enthusiastic  and  loyal.  Our 
children  cannot  fail  to  have  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  true,  the 
beautiful,  and  the  good  since  they  are  placed  under  the  tuition  of 
those  who  have  such  lofty  ideals.  Twenty-two  of  our  boys  and  girls 
who  have  finished  the  course  here  are  now  attending  the  Sidney 
Lanier  High  School,  and  they  are  making  good. 

LIBBABT. 

We  have  received  about  three  hundred  volumes  for  our  library 
during  the  year,  and  several  citizens  of  Montgomery  have  contributed 
quite  a  number  of  magazines  and  other  periodicals. 
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OUB   SUNDAY    SCHOOL. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  decided  not  to  let  the  Board  of 
Trustees  pay  for  our  literature  and  other  expenses  of  the  Sunday 
School.  Accordingly,  we  began  to  take  regular  collections  each  Sun- 
day morning.  To  our  surprise,  the  treasury  grew  so  strong  that  we 
were  able  not  only  to  pay  for  our  literature,  but  to  contribute  lib- 
erally to  help  the  distressed. 

We  have  given  to  orphanages,  to  the  family  of  Policeman  Barbaree, 
who  lost  his  life  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  we  have  paid  for 
fifty  new  song  books,  and  we  have  $20.00  in  the  treasury  today. 

We  study  our  lessons,  and  we  are  searching  the  Scriptures  daily. 
As  a  result  of  the  study  of  the  Word  and  the  efforts  our  teachers 
in  the  Sunday  School,  sixty  of  our  children  have  united  with  various 
churches. 

ESach  evening  before  beginning  their  studies,  the  children  hold  a 
short  prayer  service  conducted  by  the  boys  and  girls.  It  is  truly 
uplifting  to  hear  them  pray  for  the  good  Masons  who  have  erected 
this  Home  for  them,  and  for  the  Elastern  Star  women  who  have 
provided  our  hospital,  and  who  are  always  going  about  doing  good 
for  the  children. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  Sunday  School  service,  the  ministers  of 
the  city  have  come  to  us,  bringing  helpful  and  Inspiring  messages. 
Blessings  upon  the  heads  of  these  faithful  men  of  God.  They  have 
meant  so  much  to  us. 

OUB  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  unselfish  work  of  the  physicians 
of  our  great  city.  Never  has  one  failed  to  answer  when  called  upon 
to  minister  to  our  sick  and  dying.  Whether  we  called  by  day  or  by 
night.  In  fair  or  foul  weather,  the  answer  has  come  in  every  case, 
"I  will  be  there."  When  we  have  carried  our  children  to  the  office 
for  treatment,  in  every  Instance,  we  were  called  In  when  our  time 
came,  and  our  children  have  always  received  due  consideration.  Not 
only  have  our  Masonic  physicians  responded  to  our  calls,  but  those 
who  are  not  Masons  have  been  uniformly  courteous  and  kind,  treating 
our  children  free. 

The  dentists  have  also  been  mindful  of  the  needs  of  our  children, 
doing  their  work  gratis.    The  Masonic  Home  is  indeed  fortunate  in 
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being  situated  where  professional  men  esteem  it  a  privilege  ratber 
(ban  a  duty  to  serve  tbe  children  of  deceased  Masons.  We  wonder 
if  the  world-at-large  has  any  conception  of  tbe  great  amount  of  work 
that  is  done  annually  by  physicians  and  dentists  alike  for  those  who 
are  unfortunate.  Surely  it  can  be  said  of  them,  "They  love  their 
fellow  men." 

THE   INFIRMABY. 

We  have  treated  one  hundred  twenty-five  cases  in  our  Infirmary 
since  the  first  of  tb^  year.  At  present  we  have  several  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  but  the  children  are  doing  exceptionally  welL 

Our  hospital  is  the  most  beautiful  and  modem  one  in  the  country. 
It  stands  as  a  monument  to  the  thoughtfulness  and  goodness  of  our 
Eastern  Star  ladies. 

THE   FARM. 

Owing  to  continued  rains,  the  farm  has  not  produced  as  much  food- 
stuff as  we  had  hoped  for.  We  are  planning  for  a  great  crc^  next 
year;  and,  if  we  get  the  seasons,  we  will  not  be  disappointed.  We 
will  put  out  2,000  tons  of  stable  yard  manure  and  plow  it  under 
within  the  next  few  weeks  and  have  the  ground  ready  for  early 
plantings. 

OUB   DORMrrOBIES. 

While  our  buildings  are  fire-proof  and  modem  in  every  respect,  still 
they  are  totally  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  hundreds  of  widows 
and  children  who  are  constantly  knocking  for  admission.  Every 
available  bed  is  taken,  and  the  rooms  are  full  to  overfiowlng.  We 
have  now  on  our  waiting  list  twenty-five  applicants  whose  papers 
have  already  been  acted  upon  by  the  committee  on  admission.  We 
cannot  take  more  until  more  room  is  built  or  some  of  those  who  are 
now  with  us  leave.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  brethren  will  not 
expect  us  to  admit  people  when  we  cannot  possibly  house  them.  Let 
us  build  more  room  and  keep  on  building  until  every  deceased  Master 
Mason*s  widow  and  child  who  may  need  our  assistance  shall  be  cared 
for. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  report  the  Superintendent  wishes  to  express  his 
appreciation  of  the  many  courtesies  extended  him  by  tl^e  good  citi- 
zens of  Montgomery,  the  Masons  of  the  diljterant  lodges,  the  good

women  of  the  Eastern  Star  Copters,  and  every  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  If  the  Home  is  approaching  what  a  Masonic 
Home  ought  to  be,  If  any  measure  of  success  has  come  this  way,  the 
praise  is  due  to  the  good  Masons,  Eastern  Star  ladies,  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  faithful  employees.  With  one 
accord  they  have  discharged  the  duties  incumbent  upon  them.  For 
ail  this  we  are  profoundly  grateful,  and  we  here  and  now  promise 
to  do  our  utmost  to  accomplish  greater  things  in  the  future. 

And  now  because  the  lines  have  fallen  to  us  in  pleasant  places, 
because  we  have  a  goodly  heritage,  and  because  our  Heavenly  Father 
has  kept  our  eyes  from  tears,  our  hearts  from  sorrow,  and  our  feet 
from  falling,  we  ascribe  to  Him  all  the  glory  and  honor  and  praise 
forevermore.

W.*.  Brother  William  L.  Lee,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appeals,  submitted  the  following  reports,  which 
were  severally  adopted : 

To  the  M.'.  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  A.\  F.\  d  A.\  M.\  of  Alabama: 

Your  Coniniittee  on  Appeals  reports  as  to  the 

Appeal  of  W.  M.  Huckabee  from  the  action  of  Shiloh  Lodge  yo, 
105 
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expelling  him  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry  for  unmasonic  conduct. 

The  trial  of  the  accused  was  held  in  March,  1915,  at  a  communica- 
tion called  for  that  purpose.  By  unanimous  vote  of  the  Lodge,  he 
was  declared  g[uilty.  The  minutes  of  this  communication  state  the 
accused  "Gave  the  Lodge  notice  he  would  appeal  the  case  to  the 
Grand  Lodge." 

There  is  nothing  before  your  committee  to  show  that  an  appeal 
in  fact  was  ever  taken. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  Shiloh 
Lodge  No.  105  certify  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  the  Lodge  a  copy 
of  the  appeal  and  showing  when  it  was  taken. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  makes  this  report  as  to  the 
Appeal  of  T.  E.  Allen  from  the  action  of  Walnut  Lodge  No.  725, 
We  have  nothing  in  this  case  but  the  appeal,  what  appears  to  be 
some  of  the  evidence  and  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge, 
giving  something  of  the  history  of  the  case  and  what  was  done.    We 
have  no  record  of  a  trial. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  Walnut  Lodge  No. 
725  send  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  a  c*ertifled  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  the  communication  of  Walnut  Lodge  called 
for  the  accused  trial  and  a  copy  of  all  the  proceedings  relating  to 
said  trial. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  make  report  as  to  the 

Appeal  of  W.  W,  Frederick  from  the  action  of  Hacklehurg  Lodge 
No.  526 

suspending  Brother  J.  R.  Carwile  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry  for 
nine  months. 

In  this  case  we  have  no  record  of  any  trial  of  Brother  Carwile. 
There  were  submitted  to  us  what  seems  to  be  the  original  charges 
and  specifications  against  him,  also  a  number  of  original  letters,  re- 
ceipts, checks  and  also  this  statement:  *'Upon  a  vote  of  the  I^KMlge, 
18  voted  guilty  and  4  not  guilty.  Punishment  was  set  at  nine  months 
suspension,  this  August  9,  1919." 

We  recommend  that  all  these  papers  be  returned  to  Hackleburg 
Lodge  No.  526  and  that  the  Secretary'  of  said  Lodge  certify  in  due 
form  the  record  of  the  trial  of  this  case,  which  must  include  certified 
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copy  of  the  <duirge8  and  speelflcmtioiis  and  also  copy  of  all  the  ctI- 
dence. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  report  as  to  an  alleged 

Appeal  of  O.  B.  Self  from  the  action  of  Ba9t  Lake  Lodge  No.  J^. 

The  papers  in  this  case  do  not  show  that  a  special  commnnication 
of  Ka8t  I-ake  I^dge  was  ever  held  for  the  trial  of  the  accused.  Con- 
nected with  the  file  submitted  to  your  committee  is  an  aflTidayit,  sev- 
eral letters  and  notices  in  bankruptcy.  Whether  these  docum^its 
were  a  part  of  the  case  when  it  was  tried,  it  nowhere  appears.  In 
fact,  there  is  nothing  In  the  case  submitted  to  your  committee  rfiow- 
Ing  what  evidence  was  offered  on  the  trial. 

Your  conunittee  therefore  recommend  that  all  the  papers  in  the 
case  I  e  returned  to  East  Lake  Lodge  No.  480,  and  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  Ix)dge  certify  according  to  the  rules  relating  to  Masonic  Trial, 
all  the  proceedings  of  East  Lake  Lodge  in  this  case  to  the  R.*.  W.*. 
(iraiul  Secretary  on  or  before  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  this 
Grand  I-odge. 

Your  Conunittee  on  Api)eals  rei)ort  as  to  the 

Appeal  of  John  Xeicjnan  Jones  from  the  action  of  Wahouma  Lodge 

^'o,  i(j3 

in  tlie  ciise  ngainst  Brother  W.  M.  Atkins. 

In  this  case  there  is  no  certified  record  of  the  communication  at 
which  Brother  Atkins  was  tried,  nor  Is  there  any  evidence  of  the 
accused  having  leen  served  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifica- 
tions against  him. 

We  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  Wahouma  Lodge  No.  763  send 
to  the  (iraiid  Lodge  on  or  before  Its  next  Grand  Communication  t 
properly  certified  record  of  this  trial,  and  also  certified  copy  of  the 
notic  e  to  Brother  Atkins  of  the  charges  and  specifications  In  his  case 
and  when  they  were  served. 

Yonr  Committee  on  Appeals  report  as  to  the 

Appeal  of  D.  D.  Formby  ftxftn  the  action  of  Sawyer  Lodge  No.  93 
iudefli.itely  susi)endhig  him  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry. 

The  present  Secretary  of  Sawyer  Lodge  under  date  of  November 
24,  1010,  wrote  our  R.*.  W.'.  (Jrand  Secretary  that  the  proceedings  In 
this  case  have  never  been  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Lodge. 
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•nie  trial  was  had  last  February.  The  former  Secretary  has  certi- 
fied a  proceeding  which  does  not  set  out  the  testimony,  but  merely 
gives  a  synopsis  of  what  appears  to  be  a  part  of  it 

We  therefore  recommend  that  Sawyer  Lodge  establish  and  have 
recorded  upon  its  minutes  all  the  proceedings  of  the  special  com- 
munication of  the  Lodge  at  which  the  accused  was  tried,  showing 
in  full  when  the  communication  was  held,  the  officers  and  brethren 
present,  the  charges  against  the  accused,  whether  he  was  present, 
and  if  not  present,  whether  he  had  notice  or  was  represented  on  the 
trial — also  all  the  testimony  and  the  action  of  the  Lodge  in  the  case. 

When  said  minutes  are  established,  the  Secretary  of  Sawyer  Lodge 
No.  93  will  certify  a  copy  of  them,  attested  by  him  and  the  seal  of 
the  Lodge,  to  the  R.'.  W.'.  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  or 
before  its  next  Annual  Communication. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  report  as  to  the 

Petition  of  J.  T,  Reid  to  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry, 

Petitioner  was  indefinitely  suspended  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1897. 
It  is  made  to  appear  to  your  committee  that  since  that  time  the 
petitioner  has  led  an  upright  life  and  now  has  the  esteem  and  confi- 
dence of  the  community  in  which  he  lives,  and  that  Blocton  Lodge 
No.  474,  of  which  petitioner  was  a  member  when  he  was  suspended, 
unanimously  request  his  restoration. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  indefinite  suspension 
of  J.  T.  Reid  be  set  aside,  and  that  he  be,  and  is  hereby,  restored  to 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  and  that  Blocton  Lodge  No.  474 
and  Brother  J.  T.  Reid  be  notified  of  this  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  make  this  report  as  to  the 

Appeal  of  T.  J.  Camphell  from  the  action  of  Delta  Lodge  No.  189 
expelling  G.  W.  Young  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry. 

The  record  shows  that  G.  W.  Young  was  tried  at  a  regular  com- 
munication of  Delta  Lodge,  September  5,  1919,  for  unmasonic  con- 
duct, and  all  that  it  shows  in  regard  to  the  trial  is  found  in  these 
words: 

"G.  W.  Young  expelled  for  unmasonic  conduct." 

There  is  no  evidence  of  any  charge  against  Brother  Young,  no  evi- 
dence of  any  notice  to  him  of  the  matter,  if  any,  against  him  and  no 
evidence  of  the  Lodge  being  convened  for  his  trial. 
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Your  couimlttee  recommend  that  the  action  of  Delta  Lodge  No.  1^9 
expelling  G.  W.  Young  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry  be  reveled, 
that  said  expulsion  in  all  things  be  held  for  naught,  that  said  >^rdiet 
of  expulsion  should  not  affect  the  status  of  Brother  Young  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Lodge,  and  that  the  case  le  remanded  to  Delta  Lodge  No. 
1^9  for  further  proceedings  thereon,  if  there  be  any  proceedings 
pending  against  the  brother. 

Your  Committee  on  Apt)eals  report  as  to  the 

Petition  of  R.  L.  WtHght  to  be  r€8tored  to  the  privileges  of  Jf<wonr|f. 

Petitioner  was  tried  by  Lewis  Lodge  No.  614  in  October,  1914,  and 
found  guilty.  No  punishment  was  fixed  by  the  Lodge  and  on  appeal 
by  the  Master  of  the  L<odge  the  Grand  Lodge  Indefinitely  suspended 
petitioner  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry. 

Accompanying  the  petition  in  this  ease  is  a  recommendation  for 
clemency  signed  by  four  persons. 

The  case  against  petitioner,  it  seems,  was  of  a  grave  nature — what 
it  was  is  not  shown. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  consideration  of  this 
petition  be  postponed  until  the  next  regular  Grand  Communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  that  in  the  meantime  Lewis  Lodge  No.  614 
furnish  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  such  matters  as  are 
proper  for  consideration  in  passing  upon  the  petition. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  report  as  to  the 

Petition  of  Joseph  B,  Pollard  to  be  restored  to  the  pririleges  of 
Masonry. 

It  seems  that  the  petitioner  was  a  member  of  Newbern  Ix)dge  No. 
102,  and  that  his  restoration  is  recommended  by  the  W.  M.,  Wardens 
and  a  number  who  sign  as  members  of  the  Ix)dge.  We  do  not  ques- 
tion the  genuineness  of  the  signatures  of  those  signing  the  petition, 
but  refer  to  the  fact  that  they  are  not  attested  by  the  Secretary  with 
the  seal  of  the  Lodge,  to  impress  the  importance  of  having  all  peti- 
tions, appeals  and  recommendations  for  clemency  in  cases  where  the 
Grand  Lo<lge  has  fixed  the  punishment,  properly  attested  by  the 
Secretary  under  the  seal  of  the  Lodge. 

Reasons  have  been  given  your  conunittee  why  the  petition  for 
restoration  should  not  be  granted,  and  In  order  that  your  committee 
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may  be  more  fully  informed  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  your  committee 
ask  that  the  further  consideration  of  the  petition  be  postponed  until 
our  next  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

Your  committee  appends  to  this  report  a  statement  of  inquiries 
to  be  made  of  the  Worstiipful  Master  of  Newbem  Lodge,  but  not 
to  be  published  with  this  report  Your  committee  ask  that  the 
R.\  W.'.  Grand  Secretary  forward  a  copy  of  these  inquiries  to  the 
Worshipful  Master  of  Newbern  Lodge,  and  that  the  Worshipful  Mas- 
ter of  said  Lodge  has  the  members  of  his  Lodge  to  answer  the  same, 
and  that  said  statement  be  then  returned  to  the  R.'.  W.*.  Grand 
Secretary  on  or  before  the  next  Grand  Communication  of  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

Your  Committee  on  Api^eals  report  as  to  the 

Action  of  Spring  Hill  Lodge  No.  536  concerning  the  application 
for  the  restoration  of  O.  W.  Day  to  the  privileges  of  Masonry. 

It  is  certified  to  your  committee  that  Spring  Hill  Lodge,  by  an 
overwhelming  majority,  reconsidered  its  action  recommending  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  restore  G.  W.  Day  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry,  and  then  voted  unanimously  as  being  not  in  favor  of  restor- 
ing said  Day  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  as  he  refuses 
to  be  on  friendly  terms  with  the  brethren. 

We  have  no  petition  l)efore  us  for  the  restoration  of  G.  W.  Day  to 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  and  in  response  to  the  certified 
action  of  Spring  Hill  Lodge  above  referred  to,  your  committee  fra- 
ternally suggest  that  a  cardinal  principle  in  Masonry  is  that  a  broth- 
erly spirit  should  actuate  its  members  in  all  their  conduct  towards 
each  other.  Peace  and  harmony  should  prevail  and  every  moral  and 
social  virtue  should  cement  us.  The  trowel,  one  of  the  most  valuable 
implements  of  the  Craft,  should  be  used  in  all  cases  of  dissension  to 
spread  the  cement  of  brotherly  love  and  affection.  If  one  has  been 
deprived  of  the  trowel,  it  should  not  be  restored  to  him  unless  he  is 
cheerfully  ready  and  willing  to  use  it  as  the  spirit  of  Masonry  re- 
quires.

RcHoUed,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  appropriate  $500.00 
to  the  Auburn  Students  Masonic  Association  of  the  Alabama  Poly- 
technic Institute,  Auburn,  Ala.,  to  be  used  sol^y  in  the  erection  of  a 
building  at  tbe  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute,  for  the  use  of  Masonic 
students  at  the  college,  wherein  they  may  gather  to  discuss  and 
inforu)  themselves  on  Masonry.  Provided,  tliat  tlds  simi  of  money 
be  payable  when  in  the  discretion  of  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Alabama  such  progress  in  securing  money  from  other  sources  shall 
have  been  made  by  said  Association  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  said 
building,  as  will  warrant  the  payment  of  such  appropriation  to  said 
Association. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  APPEALS. 

W.'.  Brother  William  L.  Lee,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appeals,  submitted  the  following  report,  and 
it  was  adopted : 

To  the  M:.  w:.  Grand  Lodge  A.\  F.*.  d  A,\  M.\  of  Alabama: 

Charges  were  preferred  against  Brother  Christopher  C.  Horn,  Mas- 
ter of  (iienwood  I^odge  No.  (545.  which  were  presented  to  the  M.\  W.'. 
(irand  Master.  The  Grand  Master  duly  appointed  a  committee  to 
InvcHtigate  the  same  and  mal^e  report  to  him.  The  committee  re- 
ported to  tbe  Grand  Master  that  they  had  investigated  the  charges 
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and  speciflcations  and  that  they  decided  Brother  Christopher  C.  Horn 
was  not  guilty  as  charged. 

There  is  referred  to  your  committee  a  protest  of  Brother  George 
W.  Thompson  against  the  fiudings  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Master. 

We  do  not  see  that  under  the  law  we  can  take  any  other  action 
in  this  matter  than  to  refer  Brother  Thompson  to  Section  XXV  of 
the  Constitution  and  the  Edicts  and  Decisions  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
Nos.  547  to  550  inclusive,  and  Nos.  660  to  668  inclusive,  in  reference 
thereto. 

Brother  Thompson's  protest  presents  matter  of  grave  concern  in 
reference  to  the  investigation  and  findings  of  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  Grand  Master,  but  such  matters,  nor  any  of  them,  are  infer- 
able from  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Masonry  desires  nothing  but  the  truth,  and  if  in  any  proceedings  by 
its  duly  constituted  authorities,  the  truth  has  been  wilfully  sup- 
pressed, we  think  the  lodge,  or  any  of  its  members,  affected  thereby, 
by  appropriate  action,  may  have  lelief.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MASONIC  JURISPRUDENCE. 

M/.  W.*.  Brother  Lawrence  H.  Lee,  of  the  Committee 
on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  submitted  the  following  re- 
port, and  it  was  adopted  : 

To  the  M:.  w:.  Grand  Lodge  A.'.  F.\  d  A.\  M.'.  of  Alabama: 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report : 

1.  We  approve  of  the  resolution  eudorsiug  the  work  of  the  Anti- 
Tuberculosis  League,  and  recommend  its  adoption  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

2.  We  disapprove  the  amendment  of  Edict  No.  422,  offered  by 
Brother  Henry  Key,  and  recommend  that  it  I  e  not  adopted. 

3.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  and 
that  it  be  given  the  force  and  effect  of  an  Edict :    That  when  a  peti- 
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tion  for  the  degrees  is  received,  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  a  oooi- 
mittee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  into  the  character  and 
standing  of  such  petitioner,  and  that  when  report  of  ecHnmittee  is 
received,  a  ballot  be  spread  upon  said  petition,  and  if  found  clear,  the 
petitioner  shall  be  declared  elected  to  receive  all  the  degrees  of  the 
Blue  IxKige. 

This  election,  however,  shall  not  dispense  with  the  necessity  of  the 
customary  and  necessary  examination  as  to  the  profici^icy  of  the  can- 
didate. And  if  not  found  proficient  by  the  lodge  by  a  viva  voce  vote, 
the  candidate  cannot  be  advanced. 

The  passage  of  this  resolution  does  not  afiTect  the  right  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Lodge  to  interpose  objection  to  the  initiation,  or  advance- 
ment, of  a  candidate,  as  is  now  provided  by  law. 

4.  We  do  not  approve  the  resolution  ottered  by  Broths*  Samu^ 
Stein  authorizing  a  certificate  of  proficiency  to  those  who  have  stood 
the  proper  examination  in  the  Master  Mason  Lesson,  and  we  recom- 
mend that  it  be  not  adopted. 

5.  We  recommend  that  the  incoming  Grand  Master  be  authorized 
and  empowered  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  State  of  Alabama  a  deed 
to  a  certain  lot  of  land  situated  in  the  town  of  Fitzpatrick,  Bullock 
County,  formerly  the  property  of  the  Fitzpatrick  Lodge,  now  defunct, 
it  being  the  wish  of  all  the  members  of  this  defunct  lodge  that  this 
property  be  donated  to  the  State  of  Alabama  to  be  used  exclusively 
for  public  school  purposes. 

G.  In  regard  to  the  request  of  Brother  B.  O.  Masterson  for  a  ruling 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  as  to  his  Masonic  standing,  we  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows : 

Tpou  an  examination  of  the  certified  copy  of  the  entire  proceedings 
in  this  case,  we  find  that  the  action  of  Moulton  Lodge  No.  6  in  for- 
giving Brother  Masterson  was  technically  not  in  legal  form,  as  a 
Lodge  has  no  right  to  forgive  a  member  after  trial  and  conviction. 
However,  the  practical  and  intended  effect  of  this  resolution  of  Moul- 
ton Lodge  No.  6,  which  was  passed  unanimously,  was  to  dismiss  the 
charges  against  Brother  Masterson,  but  the  proper  proceedings  would 
have  been  for  this  to  have  been  done  in  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the 
appeal  which  had  been  properly  taken  by  Brother  Masterson.  Fur- 
thermore, while  the  Edicts  say  that  a  Brother  is  not  entitled  to 
the  privileges  of  membership  while  a  sentence  of  reprimand  has  not 
been  executed,  and  no  appeal  has  been  taken,  yet  the  record  in  this 
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case  shows  that  Brother  Masterson  had  filed  an  appeal,  and  therefore 
the  sentence  against  him  was  suspended  until  the  determination  of 
the  appeal.  The  appeal  not  having  been  perfected,  not  through  any 
fault  of  Brother  Masterson,  but  due  entirely  to  the  accepted  belief 
that  the  vote  of  the  Lodge  forgiving  Brother  Masterson  was  a  dis- 
position of  the  entire  proceedings  against  him,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  while  the  Master  may  bave  been  justified  to  some  extent  in  his 
action  refusing  to  recognize  Brother  Masterson  as  a  member  of  Moul- 
ton  Lodge  No.  6  in  good  standing,  at  the  same  time  upon  a  strict 
construction  of  the  law,  his  privileges  as  a  member  have  never  been 
suspended,  and  he  is  now,  and  has  always  been  a  member  in  good 
standing  since  the  action  of  the  lodge  voting  him  forgiveness.  As 
the  entire  proceedings  are  before  us,  and  in  order  to  make  tbe  proce- 
dures regular,  we  recommend  that  the  appeal  taken  by  Brother  Mas- 
terson be  considered  in  this  Grand  Ix>dge  and  that  upon  a  considera- 
tion of  the  evidence  before  us.  Brother  Masterson  be  exonerated  from 
the  charges  against  him,  and  that  he  be,  and  is  hereby  declared,  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  Moulton  Lodge  No.  6  and  entitled  to 
all  its  rights  and  privileges  as  such  member. 

7.  In  regard  to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  the  case  where 
he  stated  that  he  granted  dispensation  to  a  Past  Master  to  open  a 
lodge  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  both  Wardens,  we  hold  that  if 
the  Grand  Master  granted  a  dispensation  for  the  IxKlge  to  be  opened 
by  a  Past  Master  as  such  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  both 
Wardens,  he  was  in  error,  but  the  Grand  Master  evidently  intended 
to  deputize  the  Past  Master  to  act  iu  his  behalf  and  stead  to  open 
tbe  Lodge,  which  he  was  authorized  to  do,  and  for  fear  the  language 
of  the  Grand  Master  might  be  misconstrued,  we  call  attention  to  tbe 
misnomer. 

8.  The  decisions  rendered  by  the  Grand  Master  during  the  year, 
the  committee  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

We  concur  in  decision  No.  2. 

The  decision  No.  1  Is  misleading,  and  we  are  unwilling  to  give  it 
our  approval  in  its  present  shape.  There  may  be  circumstances 
under  which  the  daughter  of  a  Master  Mason  may  lose  her  Masonic 
relation  for  certain  purposes  when  she  marries  a  profane,  but  we  do 
not  see  that  any  general  rule  can  be  laid  down  as  to  when  she  does, 
or  does  not,  lose  this  relation,  and  therefore,  without  attempting  to 
amend  the  decision,  report  and  recommend  that  this  decision  be  non- 
concurred  in. 
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9.  Carrying  oot  the  aoUiorfxatioii  of  the  iBSOftnce  of  Bonds  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  sum  of  $35,000.00  for  the  porpoee  &i  ereothig 
boUdings  at  the  Masonic  Home  your  committee  recommenda  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolntion : 

Be  it  resolved.  That  the  Grand  Master  of  tlie  M/.  W.\  Grand 
lx>dge  A/.  F.'.  &  A,',  M/.  of  Alabama,  and  the  Grand  Secretary, 
be  and  they  are  herelty  authorized  and  empowered  in  the  name  of 
^he  M/.  W/.  Grand  I^odge  A.'.  F.'.  &  A.'.  M.'.  of  Alabama,  to  issoe 
Bonds  in  such  denominations  as  to  them  may  seem  right  and  proper, 
and  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $35,000.00;  that  they  be,  and  tbej 
are  hereby  authorized  to  sign  said  Bonds  in  tlie  name  of  the  M.'.  W.'. 
Grand  L«odge  A.'.  F.*.  &  A.*.  M.'.  and  afHx  the  seal  of  the  Grand 
IxKlge  thereto. 

That  attached  to  said  Bonds  shall  be  coupons,  payable  annually  or 
semi-annually,  evidencing  the  promise  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  pay 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  percent  per  annum,  and  these 
coupons  may  bear  the  signature  of  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand 
Se<Tetary  in  writing  or  a  printed  fac  simile  of  their  said  signature. 
That  said  Bonds  shall  be  payable  on  or  l>efore  15  years  from  the  date 
of  their  issue. 

That  the  M.'.  W.'.  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized,  in  the  name  of  the  M.*.  W.*.  Grand 
Ix>dge  of  Alabama,  to  execute  such  mortgages,  or  deeds  of  trust 
uiK)n  the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure 
the  payment  of  said  Bonds  so  issued.

We  believe,  as 
we  teach,  that  the  Holy  Bible,  sometimes  in  our  work 
called  the  "Holy  Scriptures,"  and  sometimes  called  the 
"Holy  Writings,"  is  the  inestimable  gift  of  God  to  man ; 
that  Masonry  has  accepted  this  gracious  and  divine  gift 
as  containing  an  expression  of  God's  Will,  and  that  its 
precepts  are  the  rule  and  guide  to  our  faith  in  God,  and 
our  unerring  guide  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties  to  God, 
our  neighbor  and  ourselves. 

E.  We  believe  that  God  and  the  Holy  Bible  are  essen- 
tial to  Masonry.

14th  Annual — Galqabt — ^Junb  11th-12th. 

Lodges,  106;  membership,  8,546;  gain,  565. 

Alabama  not  represented,  Brother  R.  B.  Ferguson  being  again 
absent 

A  Special  was  held  February  24th,  1919,  at  which  a  revised  Consti- 
tution and  Ceremonials  were  adopted. 

Grand  Master  H.  Darling  delivered  a  brief  but  altogether  adequate 
address. 

League  of  Nations, — Concerning  this  project  Just  now  exciting  so 
much  interest.  Brother  Darling  propounds  some  very  weighty  ques- 
tions which  he  does  not  attempt  to  answer.    He  says : 

Men  are  asking  today,  as  never  before :  Is  a  "League  of  Nations*' 
possible?  Do  all  or  enough  nations  desire  this  "League"  to  make  it  a 
League  of  Justice?  Is  it  possible  to  have  enduring  Peace  on  a  basis 
of  competition  among  Nations?  What  is  the  difference  between  (a) 
Balance  of  power  and  (b)  Might  is  right?  Can  there  be  any  enduring 
Peace,  or  any  Peace  while  the  policy  of  secret  diplomacy  obtains? 
and  so  on  until  the  mind  is  staggered  by  the  maze  and  confusion. 

The  great  danger  in  any  nation  laying  its  destinies  and  fortunes 
on  vital  questions  in  the  lap  of  other  nations  is  found  in  the  fact 
that  nations  are  still  selfish  and  ambitious,  and  do  not  hesitate  to 
treat  one  another  with  injustice.  We  have  had  many  proofs  of  this 
since  the  signing  of  the  armistice. 

Italy. — ^The  Grand  Master  and  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence both  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  "National  Grand 
Lodge"  of  Italy  denounced  the  Masons  led  by  Ernesto  Nathan  as 
"schismjitic  and  irregular."  They  thought,  however,  that  the  bitter 
attacks  made  on  Nathan  and  his  followers  by  the  Vatican  proved 
"tliat  his  labors  and  methods  were  Masonic  whatever  his  affiliations." 
Action  was  "deferred  until  more  information  is  forthcoming." 

International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs  at  Neuchatel,  Switzer- 
land, was  commended  and  aid  for  it  recommended  but  no  action  was 
taken. 

Physical  Qualifications,— The  rule  on  this  subject  seems  to  allow 
use  of  artificial  means  in  complying  with  the  ritual. 

Financial. — ^The  General  Fund  does  not  seem  to  be  in  good  condi- 
tion.   An  overdraft  of  $1,228.47  was  disclosed. 
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Unrest, — ^The  "rast  eccmomic  and  political  disturbances  whidi 
threaten  to  disrupt  society*'  were  taken  note  of  and  Masons  called 
upon  to  give  their  individual  and  collective  support  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  law  and  order. 

Library,  continues  to  grow  and  our  Alberta  brethr^i  display  a 
legitimate  pride  in  it  Six  sets  of  excellent  books  are  provided  for 
circulation  among  the  lodges. 

Oerman  Masons. — It  was  declared,  upon  report  of  the  Jurisprud- 
ence Ommittee,  that  to  admit  a  German-made  Mason  into  a  lodge 
of  Alberta  would  be  a  Masonic  offense. 

This  decision  is  perhaps  Justified  in  view  of  the  brutal  fashion  in 
which  German  Masonry  denounced  the  Masonry  of  all  countries  with 
which  Germany  was  at  war.  But  it  is  not  in  accordance  with  the 
best  traditions  of  the  Craft. 

France, — ^Brother  H.  Darling,  Foreign  €k>rreepondent,  submitted  a 
report  strongly  recommending  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France.  A  Special  Committee  appointed  to  considef  this  recom- 
mendation concurred  with  Brother  Darling,  but  action  was  deferred 
to  the  next  Annual. 

Panama  was  refused  recognition  because  its  constituent  lodges 
were  chartered  by  the  "Supreme  Council"  of  Venezuela. 

Relief. — An  elaborate  plan  was  adopted  for  the  maintenance  and 
administration  of  the  B^evolence  Fund  of  Grand  Lodge.  It  is  too 
lengthy  to  quote  but  should  be  read  by  all  students  of  this  subject 

Correspondence. 

For  the  second  time  Brother  H.  Darling  presents  this  report  and. 
like  his  former  one,  it  is  a  first  class  piece  of  work.  Alabama  was  not 
received  in  time  for  review. 


1838— ARKANSAS— 1918. 

77th  Annual — Ljttle  Rock — ^Novehbes  19th-20th. 

Lodges,  563;  membership,  23,624;  gain,  1,491. 
Alabama  represented  by  Brother  E.  A.  McCuUoch. 
Grand  Master  Milton  Winham  occupies  31  pages  of  this  volume 
with  his  address.    Much  of  it  is  devoted  to  a  homily  upon  the  beau- 
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ties  and  precepts  of  Masonry,  which  really  have  little  place  in  a 
Grand  Master's  address.    For  example  this : 

Masonry,  my  brethren,  is  a  great  moral  institution,  hoary  with  the 
wisdom  and  experience  of  ages,  yet  fresh  with  the  strength  and 
energy  of  youth.  It  has  served  the  ages  that  are  past,  and  survived 
the  generations  that  are  gone;  and  marked  its  impress  upon  every 
age  of  the  world's  progress.  The  wisdom  of  its  contriv^ce,  the 
strength  of  its  construction,  the  beauty  of  its  skill,  speak  to  us  today 
from  the  ancient  ruins  of  forgotten  splendor  and  from  the  silent 
tombs  of  mummied  grandeur. 

He  visited  the  City  of  Washington,  went  out  to  Mt  Vernon,  and 
th^i  gives  ns  this : 

In  silence,  with  uncovered  head,  and  heart  full  of  emotion,  I  stood 
before  the  grave  of  Washington,  and  beheld  that  "narrow  house 
where  sleeps  his  mortal  remains."  I  thought  of  Cyrus  the  Great, 
now  sleeping  in  his  oriental  tomb  by  that  ancient  river;  I  thought 
of  Alexander  the  Great,  subduing  the  oriental  hosts  at  Arbela,  and 
passing  from  the  stage  of  action  in  a  drunken  orgy;  I  thought  of 
Caesar,  conquering  with  his  legions,  crossing  the  Rubicon,  and  falling 
beneath  the  dagger  of  an  enraged  Brutus ;  I  thought  of  Napoleon,  in 
the  blaze  and  glory  of  Austerlitz,  the  gloom  and  carnage  of  Water- 
loo, and  the  lone  solitude  of  a  barren  rock  in  the  midst  of  a  deso- 
late ocean,  and  I  said  in  my  heart,  before  me  lies  the  ashes  of  a 
man  superior  to  them  all — before  me,  are  the  bones  of  the  world's 
ranking  patriot. 

Good,  but  out  of  place. 

Honorary  Membership. — Grand  Master  Winham  very  correctly 
ruled  that  it  was  bad  taste  for  any  Mason  to  ask  for  Honorary  Mem- 
bership. We  are  surprised  that  any  Mason  had  the  temerity  to 
make  such  a  request. 

I-nimortalitv, — Grand  Master  also  held  that  one  who  did  not  believe 
in  the  immortality  of  the  soul  was  not  eligible  to  the  degrees  of 
Masonry.  The  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Usage  were  discreetly 
silent  as  to  this  decision;  they  had  nothing  to  say  about  it,  while 
approving  or  disapproving  all  others.  They  probably  proceeded  upon 
the  idea  that  the  less  said  about  it  the  better.  It  is  certainly  not 
Masonic  law  unless  made  so  by  Grand  Lodge  enactment.  Not  a 
vestige  of  authority  for  such  a  dogma  can  be  found  in  the  "Charges 
of  a  Free-mason"  as  promulgated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
in  1723. 
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Grand  Master  Winham  submitted  a  formidable  list  of  "recom- 
mendations" and  "suggestions,"  all  of  which  were  referred  to  a  spe- 
cial committee,  which  is  to  report  at  next  Annoal. 

Scottish  Rite. — As  a  result  of  the  unwise  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  a  year  ago  in  attempting  to  decide  upon  the  claims  to  regu- 
larity of  rival  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas 
now  finds  itself  forced  to  take  up  the  gauge  of  battle  for  the  South- 
em  Jurisdiction,  A.  &  A.  S.  Rite,  against  that  branch  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  known  as  "Cemeauism."  Grand  Master  Winham  issued  a  letter 
threatening  expulsion  from  Blue  Lodge  for  joining  Cemeau  bodies. 
This  is  a  beautiful  spectacle,  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Craft  Ma- 
sonry being  made  the  protagonist  of  a  system  of  which  It  can  linow 
nothing.  We  are  certainly  not  hostile  to  the  Scottish  Rite ;  we  are 
a  holder  of  its  32d  degree;  we  appreciate  the  Scottish  Rite  degrees 
as  superlatively  fine;  we  have  even  been  accused  by  the  Foreign 
Correspondent  of  the  York  of  Mexico,  of  "looking  after  the  interests 
of  the  Scottish  Rite,"  but  we  protest  against  a  grand  lodge  being 
made  the  tool  of  a  supreme  council. 

Washitiffton  Memorial. — We  learn  from  this,  volume  and  from 
others  that  an  early  "drive"  is  contemplated  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  money  for  this  project. 

Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  which  has  been  long  recognized  by 
Arkansas  was  felicitated  upon  her  restoration  from  the  German 
Invasion  and  best  wishes  were  expressed  "for  her  prosperity  under 
the  blessings  of  peace." 

COBRESPONDENCE. 

There  is  a  very  brief  general  report  along  topical  lines  by  Brother 
Storm  O.  Whaley.  A  well  written  special  report  by  him  deals  with 
French  Masonry.  He  recommended  that  mutual  visitation  be  al- 
lowed. Brother  Baker  Clark,  Grand  I-.ecturer,  moved  that  the 
Grand  I^dge  of  France  be  recognized.  Finally,  the  whole  question 
was  referred  back  to  the  Committee  for  report  at  the  next  Annual. 
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1832— BELGIUM— 1919. 

We  have  received  no  volume  of  reports  or  proceeding  but  have 
received  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Orient  At  a  plenary 
assembly  held  March  18,  1918,  to  consider  the  relations  of  Belgian 
Masonry  with  the  Masonic  bodies  of  enemy  countries,  the  following 
actions  were  taken : 

I.  The  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  decides  to  break  all  relations 
with  the  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Orients  and  other  Masonic  powers 
in  these  countries:  Germany,  Austria-Hungary,  Bulgaria  and  Tur- 
key. 

II.  The  Lodge  Hansa,  founded  at  Anvers  under  the  obedience 
of  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  by  German  Masons  or  Masons  of  Ger- 
man origin,  is  put  to  sleep  and  its  letters  of  constitution  are  with- 
drawn from  it 

III.  It  has  enacted  Article  11  of  its  statutes  as  follows: 

Masons  of  German,  Austro-Hungarian.  Bulgarian,  or  Turkish  na- 

'  tionality,  forming  part  of  Belgian  lodges,   even   if  they  have  lost 

their  original  nationality  by  virtue  of  naturalization,  shall  not  be 

admitted  into  Belgian  lodges  belonging  to  the  obedience  of  the  Grand 

Orient  of  Belgium. 

Masons  of  the  obedience  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  whose 
Belgian  nationality  arises  from  an  act  of  choice  and  who  are  of 
German,  Austro-Hungarian,  Bulgarian,  or  Turkish  descent,  shall  be 
admitted  into  the  lodges  or  Masonic  meetings  of  Belgium  only  by 
virtue  of  special  decision  of  their  respective  bodies  given  by  a  three- 
fourths  majority  of  voices  and  of  which  a  roll-call  shall  be  laid 
before  the  special  tribunal  established  by  the  decision  of  the  (>rand 
Orient  on  March  16,  1918,  by  either  the  orator  of  the  lodge,  three 
brethren  of  the  lodge,  or  the  Grand  Orator  of  the  Grand  Orient. 

The  brethren  of  Alsace,  Lorraine,  and  those  belonging  to  the  new 
nations  about  to  be  formed  by  the  treaty  of  peace,  shall  be  dealt  with 
similarly  to  the  optlonary  brethren. 

We  have,  also  received  the  following  joint  communication  from 
the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Supreme  Council.  It  is  needless  to  say 
that  American  Freemasonry  has  not  concerned  itself  to  secure 
lighter  terms  for  Germany. 

Frer-Masonby  of  Belgium. 

To  the  Masonic  Bodies  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
Very  Dear  Brethren: — 

German  Free-masons  have  addressed  themselves  to  you  in  an 
effort  to  secure  your  Intervention  with  a  view  to  securing  a  softening 
of  the  conditions  of  the  armistice. 
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We  pray  yon  not  to  accede  to  this  request  until  the  Freemasonry 
of  Belgium  lias  been  able  to  furnish  you  with  documentary  Informa- 
tion. 

The  Freemasons  ot  Germany,  when  appealed  to  by  the  Grand 
Orient  (Grand  Lodge)  of  Belgium  to  place  itself  in  opposition  to 
the  atrocities  and  to  the  deportations  of  working  people  whidi 
overwhelmed  this  unhappy  country,  replied  only  with  words  of  con- 
tempt and  sneering  conc^ning  those  persecutions  and  condemna- 
tions. They  have  thereby  lost  all  right  to  appeal  to  the  generosity 
of  American  Freemasonry.

It  may  be  interesting  to  state  that  Count  d'Alviella  was,  at  the 
time  of  the  German  invasion,  Vice-President  of  the  Belgian  senate^ 
and  to  him,  upon  the  beginning  of  the  German  retirement,  fell  the 
duty  of  establLshlDg  the  first  orderly  government  He  is  not  only  a 
Mason  of  world-wide  reputation  but  one  of  the  leading  scholars  and 
statesmen  of  Europe.

48th  Annual — Vancou-veb — June  19th. 

Lodges,  80 ;  membership,  7,963 ;  gain,  12. 

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  W.  A.  Haslam,  again  failed  to 
answer. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  John  Shaw  fills  only  six  pages  and 
yet  he  seems  to  cover  all  essential  matters.  Other  Grand  Masters 
might  take  notice. 

Lawlessness. — A  resolution  was  adopted  impressing  upon  the 
brethren  their  duty  as  citizens  to  discourage  "all  expressions  of  sedi- 
tion and  rebellion  against  constituted  authority." 

One  Cent  Fund. — We  noted  last  year  the  creation  of  this  Fond 
and  the  placing  of  It  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Master  and  a  com- 
mittee.   The  committee  could  not  agree  as  to  the  purpose  for  which 
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the  Fund  was  raised.  A  promised  resolution  "specifying  the  exact 
purpose  of  the  Fund'*  was  not  forthcoming.  So  our  British  Columbia 
brethren  seem  to  have  some  money  they  do  not  know  what  to  do 
with.    We  are  never  troubled  about  such  questions  in  Alabama. 

Oermany. — A  resolution  was  offered  excluding  from  the  lodges 
both  candidates  and  visitors  of  German  birth.  This  resolution  was 
amended  so  as  to  admonish  that  in  all  such  cases  "due  caution  be 
exercised  by  and  through  Freemasonry's  foundation  stone,  the  bal- 
lot"   This  was  a  prudent  and  at  the  same  time  a  safe  course. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  W.  A.  DeWolf-Smlth  gives  another  of  his  fine  reviews, 
his  twenty-eighth.  The  feature  of  this  report  is  the  bitter  hostility 
he  displays  toward  French  Masonry  and  the  Intolerance  he  manifests 
towards  those  who  do  not  view  that  question  as  he  does.  He  also 
opposes  the  recognition  of  Panama  and  says  that  any  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence Committee  who  would  recognize  that  Grand  Lodge  and 
the  Grand  Orient  of  France  must  consider  Itself  a  Joke. 


1850— CALIFORNIA— 1918. 
69th  Annual — San  Fbancisco — Octobeb  8th-11th. 

Lodges,  383 ;  membership,  64,095 ;  gain,  3,711. 

Grand  Master  William  Rhodes  Hervey  delivered  a  very  fine 
address  covering  48  pages,  in  which  he  touched  upon  many  interest- 
ing and  important  topics. 

Honor  Roll, — More  than  5^50  Masons  of  California  entered  the 
service  of  their  country  in  the  war.  It  is  proposed  to  engrave  their 
names  on  a  bronze  tablet  in  the  Masonic  Temple  when  the  list  has 
been  completed. 

Oermania  Lodge, — ^The  name  of  this  lodge  was  changed  to  Acacia 
and  by  unanimous  vote  an  English  was  substituted  for  its  German 
ritual. 

Study. — Grand  Master  Hervey  strongly  emphasized  the  importance 
of  a  more  intelligent  knowledge  of  Freemasonry  on  the  part  of  the 
members  of  the  Craft  The  Committee  on  this  subject  recommend 
that  those  members  enrolled  as  "Four  Minute  Men"  be  invited  to 
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address  the  lodges ;  tbat  a  corps  of  Masonic  speakers  after  the  plan 
of  the  ''Foor  Minute  Men"  he  organized  tlironglioat  the  juriadiction 
for  the  disctissi<m  of  Masonic  subjects ;  and  that  occasional  lectures, 
followed  by  general  discussion,  be  giTOn  in  each  lodge.  This  report 
was  adopted  but  no  systematic  plan  formulated  to  put  these  recom- 
mendations into  effect 

Hawaii, — Grand  Master  Hervey  officially  visited  the  lodges  in 
Hawaii  during  the  year.  The  sole  Scotch  lodge  in  those  Islands 
petitioned  for  and  was  granted  a  charter  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
CaliforDia.  This  was  with  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land, but  California  found  it  necessary  to  amend  its  laws  in  some 
particulars  before  this  lodge,  as  an  organized  body,  could  be  admitted 
into  the  California  fold. 

Earthquake. — ^Two  Masonic  Halls,  that  at  El  Centro  and  that  at 
San  Jacinto,  were  practically  destroyed  during  the  year  by  an  earth- 
quake on  April  21,  1918. 

Trial, — A  Hawaiian  lodge  holding  under  California  preferred 
charges  against  certain  brethren  residing  in  California.  For  reasons 
of  convenience  the  trial  was  removed  to  a  lodge  in  California. 
Grand  Lodge,  under  certain  sections  of  the  Code,  sustained  this 
action. 

Switzerland  and  Holland, — Mutual  visitation  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
Alpina  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  Holland  was  authorized. 

CMle  and  Italy, — ^Action  on  the  applications  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Chile,  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Italy 
was  postponed  till  the  next  Annual. 

Clandestinism. — Grand  Master  Hervey  reported  that  "Brother 
Henry  M.  Owens  had  been  successful  in  stamping  out  clandestine  and 
Irregular  Masonry*'  in  California.  Brother  Owens,  a  lawyer,  had 
devoted  his  skill  and  time  to  the  prosecution  of  Masonic  fakers. 
Good  for  Brother  Owens! 

Bonds. — Grand  Master  urged  that  all  lodge  officers  handling  funds 
be  placed  under  bond.  An  amendment  was  adopted  requiring  this 
to  be  done.  It  was  also  resolved  that  the  Grand  Master  be  author- 
ized to  arrange  for  a  "schedule  bond"  covering  the  officers  not  only 
of  Grand  Lodge  but  of  the  subordinate  lodges,  when  desired. 

Dues. — An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  adopted  fixing  the 
minimum  annual  dues  to  be  collected  by  a  lodge  from  its  members  at 
$9.00.  ' 
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**CUi88e8,** — ^A  committee  report  was  adopted  disapproving  the  con- 
ferring of  a  degree  upon  groups  or  'classes*'  of  candidates,  but  an 
amendment  effectively  prohibiting  the  practice  was  defeated.  We 
construe  this  as  equivalent  to  saying,  "We  know  it  is  wrong  but  we 
propose  to  do  it" 

Such  a  practice  can  have  no  other  purpose  than  to  convenience 
the  large  lodges.  If  lodges  were  restricted  to  reasonable  size,  it 
would  not  be  necessary  to  initiate  by  the  wholesale.  Innovations  of 
this  kind  should  be  carefully  restricted.  If  not  we  shall  soon  see 
classes  that  rival  those  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Reunions  being  put 
through  the  Blue  lodges. 

Library. — ^A  very  intelligent  and  interesting  report  on  the  Library 
was  submitted.  There  was  last  year  a  scarcity  of  shelving.  Brother 
Fred  H.  Fewster,  who  was  also  Business  Agent  of  the  District  Car- 
penters Council,  took  charge  of  the  situation.  After  procuring  the 
material,  Brother  Fewster  "secured  the  services  of  competent  skilled 
craftsmen  and  on  Saturdays,  and  Sundays  (italics  ours)  the  work 
was  completed  in  true  and  ancient  Masonic  spirit  Fine  for  Brother 
Fewster,  but  what  became  of  the  rule  by  which  '*our  ancient  brethren 
consecrated  the  Sabbath  as  a  day  of  rest  from  their  labors?' 

Oration, — Grand  Orator  Charles  H.  Victor  delivered  an  eloquent 
address  concerning  Masonry  in  the  war  and  its  duty  afterwards.  He 
paid  a  splendid  tribute  to  our  soldiers  and  especially  to  the  marines 
at  Chateau  Thierry. 

Orphans, — ^Amendment  declaring  that  a  son  or  daughter  of  a  de- 
ceased Mason  who  had  married,  or  changed  their  names,  or  reached 
the  age  of  21  were  not  entitled  as  a  matter  of  right  to  Masonic 
charity,  were  defeated,  as  they  should  have  been.  A  Mason's  duties 
cannot  be  measured  by  such  standards. 

"Leu?<«." — A  proposition  to  revive  the  "Lewis"  or  the  practice  of 
Initiating  sons  of  Masons  under  21  years  of  age,  in  case  of  those 
engaged  in  the  naval  or  military  service,  was  rejected.  We  do  not 
object  to  the  "Lewis"  so  much  but  we  do  object  strenuously  to  the 
invidious  distinction  sought  to  be  made  between  those  in  the  service 
and  those  not.  It  is  unmasonlc;  we  should  know  no  such  arbitrary 
or  artificial  distinction. 

Patriotic  Night. — One  evening  of  Grand  Lodge  was  devoted  to  a 
patriotic  service.    There  were  songs,  prayer,  addresses  and  music. 
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France. — One  of  the  very  finest  diflcussions  of  French  Masonry  we 
have  seen  Is  contained  in  this  volmne,  though  it  falls  into  some 
errors.  It  is  the  work  of  a  special  committee  on  French  Masonry 
and  was  presented  by  Brother  William  R.  Hervey.  It  fills  21  pages 
and  we  can  quote  only  a  few  passages. 

It  appears  that  the  Grand  Orient  has  465  lodges  with  35,000 
members  and  the  Grand  Lodge  136  lodges  with  8,500  members.  The 
committee  is  mistaken  in  saying  that  the  Grand  Lodge's  independaice 
of  the  Grand  Orient  dates  only  from  1895.  There  has  never  been 
any  official  connection  between  the  two  bodies. 

The  committee  says : 

Your  committee  are  satisfied  that  the  brethren  of  the  Grand 
Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  are  actuated  by  a  splendid 
Masonic  spirit,  and  exemplify  in  an  honorable  and  unmistakable 
manner  the  principles  of  brotherly  love,  relief  and  truth.  We  think 
the  most  recent  communications  received  by  us  from  these  two 
Bodies  will  fully  justify  our  opinion. 

Territorial  Jurisdiction.— On  this  subject  the  committee  very  cor- 
rectly says: 

In  the  Latin  countries  the  doctrine  of  exclusive  territorial  jurisdic- 
tion does  not  obtain,  but  in  those  countries  each  Grand  Body  is  sov- 
ereign and  supreme,  not  throughout  the  territory  it  occupies,  but 
over  its  subordinate  Lodges  and  their  members.  This  explains  why 
the  Grand  Orient  of  France  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  occupy- 
ing the  same  territory,  are  in  fraternal  and  friendly  relations  eadi 
with  the  other.  It  does  not  seem  necessary  to  the  integrity  and 
maintenance  of  our  doctrine  of  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction  that 
we  shall  force  the  same  upon  our  brethren  of  the  Latin  countries  of 
the  world  who  prefer  to  give  their  adherence  to  a  different  doctrine, 
which  suits  them  better  and  under  which  they  seem  to  live  together 
in  Masonic  peace  and  fraternal  concord. 

Scottish  Rite. — These  views  of  the  committee  are  so  similar  to 
those  declared  by  us  at  our  1918  Communication,  we  cannot  refrain 
from  quoting: 

The  requirement  that  Lodges  must  derive  mediately  or  immedi- 
ately from  regular  organizations  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  does  not 
find  universal  adherence  among  Grand  Bodies.  The  application  of 
the  doctrine  would  serve  to  arrest  the  growth  and  developm^t  of 
MaFonry  in  many  parts  of  the  world,  and  might  forever  destroy  the 
possibility  of  universal  Masonry.  No  harm  could  be  done  by  adopt- 
ing the  principle  of  recognizing,  in  countries  where  no   Symbolic 
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Grand  Lodge  exists,  the  Lodges  and  members  of  a  legitimate  and 
regular  Supreme  Council.  If  we  deny  the  legitimacy  of  Lodges 
originally  founded  under  the  Supreme  Council  or  Grand  Orient 
system,  then  a  large  part  of  the  territory  of  the  world  must,  per- 
foice,  remain  unrecognlased,  and  we  could  have  no  relations  with  the 
Masons  of  South  America,  France,  Italy,  Greece,  Spain,  Belgium 
and  other  countries,  in  all  of  which  lands  are  Supreme  Councils 
recognized  by  the  two  supreme  Councils  of  the  United  States.  It 
seems  to  your  committee  that  a  Just  rule  to  apply  to  the  Masonry  of 
Latin  countries  would  be  to  recognize  Lodges  and  Masons  of  any 
country  where  no  Grand  Lodge  of  Symbolic  Masonry  exists,  pro- 
vided such  Lodges  and  members  are  of  the  obedience  of  a  jurisdiction 
recognized  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  that  country,  and  such  Supreme 
Council  is  affiliated  with  Uie  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Southern  Jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States. 

Bihle, — On  this  point,  the  committee  says: 

Religious  dogmatism  was  not  introduced  into  Masonry  until  170D, 
when  the  Holy  Bible  was,  on  motion  of  Preston,  made  a  landmark, 
and  as  dear  as  this  alleged  landmark  is  to  the  hearts  of  American 
Masons,  we  can  not  thrust  outside  the  pale  of  brotherhood  good 
men  and  true  who  have  not  followed  this  innovation  in  the  body 
of  Masonry. 

If  there  has  been  a  departure  from  the  Ancient  Constitution,  we, 
and  not  our  French  brethren,  have  drawn  away  from  them  and 
asserted  a  dogmatic  landmark. 

Deity. — ^Touching  this  question  the  committee  says  in  part : 

Because  references  to  the  Deity  have  been  stricken  from  the 
French  Constitution  and  the  Bible  does  uot  He  upon  French  altars, 
your  committee  has  no  more  right  to  pronounce  French  Masonry 
godless  and  atheistic  than  It  has  to  assert  that  the  people  of  the 
United  States  are  godless  and  atheistic  because  there  is  no  refer^ice 
to  the  Deity  in  their  Constitution,  or  that  the  schools  of  our  country 
are  atheistic  because  the  Bible  is  not  taught  therein. 

Upon  the  report  of  this  committee,  the  following  resoltfllons  were 
adopted : 

1.  That  the  action  taken  by  this  Grand  Lodge  In  1869,  by  which 
fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  were  severed 
and  forbidden,  be,  and  is  hereby  repealed. 

2.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  establish  fraternal  accord 
and  relation  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  and  exchange  repre- 
sentatives therewith  when  assured  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  France 
that  it  Is  not  invading  the  jurisdiction  of  any  regular  American 
Grand  Lodge. 
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3.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  is  hereby  declared  to  be  in 
fraternal  accord  and  relation  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  and 
that  an  exchange  of  representatives  be  requested  of  that  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  last  clause  in  the  second  resolution  is  to  be  noted.  It  seems 
in  1900  the  Grand  Orient  chartered  a  lodge  in  New  York  and  one  in 
San  Francisco  in  1911.  Brother  Corneau,  President  of  the  Council 
of  the  Order  of  the  Grand  Orient,  In  a  letter  to  Grand  Master 
Hervey,  dated  September  8,  1918,  set  forth  Article  45  of  their  Con- 
stitution, as  follows : 

The  Grand  Orient  of  France  will  not  constitute  any  lodges  in 
foreign  countries  where  there  is  a  regular  constituted  Masonic  Grand 
Body  which  is  in  fraternal  intercourse  with  it. 

Brother  Corneau  then  explained  that  the  above  mentioned  lodges 
would  not  have  been  chartered  In  New  York  and  California  had 
fraternal  relations  existed  with  them  at  that  time.  We  regard  this 
as  a  frank  and  logical  explanation  of  the  matter. 

Military  Persons. — The  Grand  Master  ruled  that  the  exception  in 
the  laws  exempting  persons  serving  in  the  army  and  navy  of  the 
United  States  from  the  requirement  as  to  residence,  applied  only 
to  those  in  the  regular  army  or  navy  and  not  to  those  called  in  for 
service  in  this  work  merely.  Grand  Lodge  dissented  and  declared 
that  it  applied  to  all  regardless  of  how  they  got  into  the  service. 

Correspondence. 

This  report  is  the  work  of  Brother  John  Douglass  Murphy  and  is 
topical  in  form.  There  is  an  Interesting  and  valuable  symposium  of 
what  the  several  grand  lodges  have  done  or  had  to  say  about  French 
Masonry. 

In  explanation  of  the  form  of  his  report,  Brother  Murphy  says: 

What  do  Californians  care  that  in  Illinois  the  Grand  Lodge  opened 
in  ample  form ;  that  practically  all  the  Lodges  were  represented ; 
that  forty  of  the  representatives  of  other  jurisdictions  were  present; 
that  a  cordial  welcome  was  extended  to  distinguished  brethren ;  that 
certain  distinguished  members  were  present  that  were  introduced, 
and  appreciated  responses  were  made;  that  the  printed  proceeding 
is  a  volume  of  excellent  taste ;  that  the  Grand  Master,  judging  from 
his  picture,  is  a  fine-looking  fellow,  etc.?  These  matters  constitute 
a  third  of  the  space  of  the  report  of  each  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions.

With  what  la  here  said  we  quite  agree  and  prove  our  faith  by 
omitting  nearly  all  these  matters  from  our  reports. 

Alabama  1917  is  quoted  from  in  at  least  three  instances,  (1)  our 
report  recommending  mutual  visitation  with  French  Masonry,  (2) 
the  reference  of  Grand  Master  Walter  Smith  to  the  war,  and  (3)  his 
discussion  of  the  question  of  physical  qualifications. 


1855— CANADA    (IN  ONTARIO)— 1918. 
63rd  Annual — Windsor — ^July  17th-18th. 

Lodges,  459;  membership,  66,457. 

A  fine  portrait  of  Grand  Master  W.  H.  Wardrope  adorns  this  vol- 
ume. Alabama's  representative,  Brother  F.  J.  Skinner  was  again 
absent.    Finances  sound  and  membership  Increase  great. 

War. — Speaking  of  the  heroism  of  the  Canadian  army  In  France 
Grand  Master  Wardrope  said: 

May  admiration  for  their  nobility,  love  of  their  courage,  fear  of 
their  contempt  prompt  us  to  the  greatest  self-sacrifice,  the  determina- 
tion that  death  itself  shall  Le  endured  to  obtain  that  victory  that 
awaits  only  those  who  put  their  trust  as  David  of  old  did  in  Al- 
mighty God. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  as  these  words  of  undying  resolution 
were  spoken  the  German  offensive  was  just  at  its  crest.  On  the  very 
next  day  the  rapier  thrust  from  which  they  never  recovered  was 
given  the  Boches  by  the  Americans  and  French  between  Chateau- 
Thierry  and  Solssons. 

The  Committee  on  Condition  of  Masonry  spoke  with  confidence 
and  satisfaction  at  viewing  ''the  two  great  English  speaking  peoples, 
the  greatest  Empire  and  the  greatest  Republic,  now  happllj  fighting 
together  for  the  liberty  of  the  world  against  the  foes  of  freedom." 

Advertising. — The  Grand  Master  held  that  the  use  of  the  word 
"Masonic"  In  the  name  of  a  Club  or  In  an  "incorporated  Board  of 
Benevolence  composed  of  representatives  from  Masonic  lodges"  was 
not  permissible.    The  decision  was  approved. 

John  Ross  Robertson. — In  the  death  of  this  distinguished  Mason 
Ontario  sustains  an  Irreparable  loss.  He  was  the  head  of  a  great 
daily   newspaper,  and  a   noted   philanthropist  in   work   for  better 
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conditions  for  children.  Finally,  he  was  among  the  leading  Masonic 
historians  of  the  world.  His  ''History  of  Freemasonry  in  Canada,** 
his  **History  of  the  Knights  Templar'*  and  his  "History  of  the  Cryptic 
Rite"  have  given  him  a  secure  position  among  our  greatest  Mawonte 
scholars. 

Sir  Mackenzie  Botcell,  the  distinguished  Canadian  statesman,  jour- 
nalist and  Mason  of  more  than  52  years  standing  also  passed  away 
during  the  year  at  the  ripe  age  of  94.  He  retained  his  remaiiaible 
mental  vigor  to  the  last 

Jerusalem. — The  "deliverance"  of  this  ancient  dty  is  declared 
"an  historical  event  of  momentous  Import  to  Masons,"  and  the  prom- 
ise given  that  it  will  be  held  "as  a  sacred  trust  and  pledge  of  a  Just 
and  lasting  peace." 

Theodore  Roosevelt — A  telegram  of  heartfelt  sympathy  was  dis- 
patched to  Brother  Roosevelt  upon  the  death  of  his  gallant  son, 
Quentln. 

State  of  the  Craft. — ^The  report  of  the  committee  on  this  subject 
Is  always  a  striking  feature  of  the  Proceedings  of  Canada.  It  con- 
sists of  a  careful  review  of  the  reports  of  the  twenty-five  District 
Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and  must  have  required  as  much  study  and 
labor  as  the  preparation  of  a  report  on  Correspondence.  It  points 
out  not  only  defects  and  how  they  may  be  remedied  but  how  new 
and  distinct  steps  In  advance  may  be  taken.  Masonry  In  Ontario 
shows  great  progress  financially,  numerically  and  otherwise.  In 
fact,  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  and  most  progressive  jurisdictions  Id 
the  world. 

Correspondence. 

Brother  A.  T.  Freed  gives  us  another  of  his  excellent  reports  on 
this  subject.  Alabama  is  carefully  reviewed  In  four  pages.  Our 
address  on  "Speculative  Freemasonry  before  A.  D.  1717**  at  our 
Bi-Centenary  Celebration  is  pronounced  "very  interesting**  and  \9 
said  to  condense  "the  main  facts  of  English  Masonic  History." 

Antients. — Brother  Freed  seems  to  continue  to  adhere  to  the  idea 
that  the  Masons  who  In  1751  organized  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Antients"  were  seceders  from  the  regular  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
and  says  that  he  has  "yet  to  learn  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland 
ever  warranted  any  lodges  In  England.'*  Brother  Sadler  does  not 
claim  that  Ireland  did  so ;  his  contention  is  that  lodges  meeting  by 
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rancient  right  whose  membership  were  Irish  formed  the  Antient 
Grand  Lodge.  The  fact  that  some  English  joined  them  does  not 
disprove  the  general  proposition. 

P.  M.  Degree. — Brother  Freed  believes  that  every  Master-elect 
should  have  this  degree  conferred  upon  him  in  a  lodge  of  actual  Past 
Masters  before  he  is  installed. 

Anti'Maaonic  Influences. — Brother  Freed  marvels  that  influences 
opposed  to  Masonry  in  the  United  States  should  have  been  strong 
enough  to  exclude  Masons  while  admitting  Knights  of  Columbus  to 
our  army  camps  and  cantonments.  It  is  something  that  Masons  here 
at  home  do  not  understand. 

Panama. — Brother  Freed  strongly  challenges  the  power  of  Panama 
to  grant  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  Massachusetts  over  the  Canal 
Zone.    His  reasoning  seems  unanswerable.

Lodges,  132 ;  meml  ershlp,  20,245 ;  gain,  1,122. 

Alabama's  faithful  representative.  Brother  James  F.  Steinbeck, 
was  at  his  post. 

The  Flags. — At  the  opening  of  Grand  Lodge  the  banners  of  the 
United  States,  England,  France,  Italy  and  Belgium  were  received 
with  their  respective  national  anthems  and  appropriate  speeches. 

France. — Grand  Master  L.  D.  Crain  during  the  year  "modified'* 
the  interdict  which  the  Grand  Lodge  had  laid  upon  French  Masonry 
so  as  to  permit  Colorado  Masons  to  visit  French  lodges  and  hold 
Masonic  intercourse  with  French  Masons.  We  wholly  approve  of 
this  action  except  the  manner  of  its  doing.  The  Grand  Master  based 
Ills  action  upon  "the  authority  vested  in  me  as  Grand  Master."  We 
Imow  of  no  authority  in  a  grand  master  to  "modify"  an  explicit  law 
of  grand  lodge. 

unitary  Lodges, — Grand  Master  Crain  declined  to  grant  warrants 
for  such  lodges  because  assurance  could  not  be  given  that  there 
were  enough  Masons  in  a  "unit  or  division"  to  maintain  a  lodge, 
and  that  there  would  be  sufficient  Colorado  men  In  "such  divisions" 
to  furnish  candidates,  it  being  required  that  only  Colorado  men  be 
received. 
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War  Service. — Grand  Master  Craln  gravely  discusses  the  Confer- 
ence held  May  9,  1918,  in  New  York  to  plan  for  Masonic  service 
in  camps  and  cantonments  in  accordance  with  the  promise  that  had 
heen  given  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  that  Masons  would  be  admitted 
for  that  purpose  and  the  Invidious  discrimination  in  favor  of  the 
Knights  of  Columbus  abolished.  Brother  Craln  seems  to  have  be- 
lieved as  other  Masons  believed,  that  the  War  Department  intended  to 
keep  this  promise.  This  New  York  conference  appointed  a  very 
intelligent  Commission  at  the  head  of  which  was  Brother  Townsend 
Scudder,  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State.  The  War 
Department  expressly  promised  this  Commission  its  aid  in  its  work, 
but  then  proceeded  to  thwart  the  committee's  efforts  with  all  sorts 
of  pretenses  and  excuses,  among  them  that  it  was  feared  spies 
would  be  introduced  into  France  through  its  medium.  When  the 
absurdity  of  there  being  more  danger  on  this  score  from  Masons 
than  from  Knights  of  Columbus  was  pointed  out,  the  ground  was 
shifted  and  it  was  said  if  Masons  were  given  such  permit  all  other 
fraternities  could  claim  like  privileges;  this,  despite  the  fact  that 
at  the  Conference  at  Washington  In  December,  1917,  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  this  ground  had  been  thoroughly  gone  over  before  that 
official  gave  assurances  that  Masons  would  be  admitted  to  the  cainp& 
The  suspicion  intrudes  itself  that  there  never  was  any  intention  to 
admit  the  Masons,  but  it  was  decided  to  be  more  prudent  to  prevent 
it  by  indirection  than  by  frank  denial.  The  methods  adopted  for 
the  circumvention  of  the  Masons  were  so  characteristically  Jesuitical 
as  to  lead  to  belief  that  Jesuit  influences  got  in  their  work. 

O.  M.*8  Prerogatives^  so-called,  was  the  excuse  for  the  defeat  of  a 
sensible  proposition.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  were  directed 
at  the  1917  Annual  to  draft  such  amendments  to  the  Constitution  as 
might  be  necessary  to  make  it  the  duty  of  the  grand  lecturer  to 
instruct  the  officers  and  members  in  the  laws  of  Masonry.  By  a 
remarkable  process  of  reasoning  this  Committee  of  Solons  decided 
that  to  Impose  this  duty  on  the  grand  lecturer  would  abridge  the 
"powers  and  prerogatives'*  of  the  grand  master,  and,  therefore,  they 
failed  to  perform  their  duty.  Is  the  power  of  teaching  Masonic 
law  a  field  into  which  no  one  is  to  enter  except  the  wiseacre  who 
for  the  time  being  happens  to  be  G.  M?  No  wonder  Masonry  is 
regarded  as  ridiculous  by  many  people. 
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Panama, — ^The  new  Grand  Lodge  of  this  republic  was  recognized. 

Henry  M,  Teller, — On  account  of  the  many  financial  demands  that 
will  be  made  on  the  lodges  growing  out  of  the  war,  the  project  to 
erect  a  monument  to  that  distinguished  and  greatly  beloved  Mason 
was  postponed  indefinitely. 

Research, — ^An  intelligent  scheme  for  the  encouragement  of  Ma- 
sonic study  in  the  lodges  was  reported  and  adopted.  A  committee 
of  five  prominent  brethren  were  appointed  to  put  it  into  execution. 

COBBESPOin)ENCE. 

Here  the  voluntary  retirem^it  of  Brother  Qreenleaf  leaves  a  void 
hard  to  fill.  His  able  reviews  will  be  greatly  missed.  Brother 
Stanley  C.  Warner  succeeds  to  this  post  He  gives  a  brief  but  good 
review  in  which  Alabama  is  allotted  two  pages.  We  welcome  Brother 
Warner.

131st  Annual — Habtford— February  6th-0th. 

Lodges,  111;  membership,  29,417;  gain,  1,245. 

Where  was  Alabama's  representative.  Brother  Edgar  H.  Parkman? 
We  feel  sure  there  was  good  reason  for  his  absence. 

Grand  Master  William  F.  English  delivered  a  comprehensive  ad- 
dress of  only  moderate  length. 

Oermany. — ^He  eloquently  pointed  to  the  present  miserable  plight 
of  the  soulless  autocracy  "scientifically  dehumanized  of  truth,  honor, 
Justice  and  humanity"  which  set  out  to  "conquer  and  loot  the  world." 

Liquor. — Grand  Master  English  evidently  has  not  been  deeply  im- 
pressed with  the  "personal  liberty"  outcry  against  prohibition.  He 
says: 

The  long  considered  verdict  against  John  Barleycorn  is  being  ren- 
dered with  marvelous  unanimity  by  the  sovereign  states  of  our  land. 
A  saloonless  nation  in  1920 1    Surely  God  reigns. 

Charity. — Grand  Master  ruled  very  correctly,  we  think,  that  the 
Red  Cross  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  were  charitable  institutions  to  which  a 
lodge  might  donate  from  its  funds. 
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i/ atonic  Home. — A  fund  of  $150,000  is  being  raised  to  build  a 
Home,  work  to  be^  when  one-lialf  of  tliis  amount  is  in  hand.  We 
believe  that  not  onlv  the  building  fund  but  a  substantial  permaneDt 
eiidowDient  carefally  invested  should  precede  actual  building.  A 
systematic  plan  relis^ioosly  adhered  to  would  in  a  few  years  produce 
a  large  fund. 

Army  L/^hIqc. — Grand  Master  English  granted  to  Major  Morris  B. 
Payne,  Master  of  Union  Lodge  No.  33,  a  dispensation  **to  conveoe 
an  occasional  lo<lge  somewhere  in  France  to  confer  the  d^rees  upon 
candidates  elected  by  Union  Hiodge."  He  thus  did  wliat  we  would  not 
tolerate  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  doing  in  Connecticut,  but  is 
French  Masonry  does  not  claim  "exclusive  jurisdiction"  there  will 
be  no  rumpus. 

Foreign  Lanffuatjcs  will  not  hereafter  be  allowed  to  l>e  used  in 
lod^e  work.  The  only  lodge  using  a  foreign  language  liad  volun- 
tarily sul  stituted  English  and  Grand  I»dge  thought  it  a  good  time 
to  fix  the  new  rule. 

Classes  of  Candidates, — On  account  of  the  great  number  of  initia- 
tions in  some  lodges  Deputy  Grand  Master  Wallace  S.  Moyle  declared 
himself  in  favor  of  allowing  a  "class"  to  witness  the  initiation  of 
one  candidate. 

Masonic  Laic. — Committees  are  at  work  revising  the  Regulations 
and  digesting  the  decisions  of  the  grand  masters  of  the  jurisdiction. 

Masonic  Service  Association  projected  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  No- 
vember, 1918,  under  the  leadership  of  Grand  Master  George  L. 
Schoonover,  was  indorsed  and  membership  in  it  accepted. 

COBBESPONDENCB. 

We  have  here  another  excellent  report  from  the  pen  of  Brother 
George  A.  Kies,  it  being  his  sixth.  AlalMuna  does  not  appear  in  it 
for  the  good  reason  no  doubt  that  Brother  Kies  did  not  receive  our 
Proceedings. 

"Letcis." — This  ancient  practice  so  long  discarded  has  nothing  to 
recommend  it  to  present  day  Masonry  according  to  the  views  of 
Brother  Kies.    We  agree  with  him. 

Topical  Plan  for  a  correspondence  report  is  deemed  by  liim  to  be 
"vile."  We  agree  with  him  this  far,  that  they  are  not  rdished  by 
the  Craft,  especially  the  Reviewers. 
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France, — Brother  Kles  is  a  doughty  opponent  of  recognition  of  the 
Grand  Orient  or  Grand  Lodge  of  France  for  the  reason  that  they  do 
not  exact  a  belief  In  Deity  and  do  not  require  a  display  in  lodge  of 
the  Bible. 

Correspondence  Report — He  does  not  relish  colorless  reports  where 
Reviewer  is  not  permitted  to  comment    He  says : 

Record  us  as  a  most  strenuous  kicker  when  it  is  short-sightedly 
proposed  to  confine  such  writers  to  bare  reporting  without  comment. 
Personally  we  learn  more  from  the  Correspondence  report  than  from 
business  proceedings. 

Liquor, — Brother  Kles  evidently  does  not  share  the  views  of  Grand 
Master  English  on  the  liquor  legislation  now  so  generally  adopted  by 
grand  lodges.  He  protests  frequently  and  vigorously  against  laws 
which  would  prohibit  the  initiation  of  the  liquor  maker  or  vender. 
He  says  tills  should  be  left  to  the  test  of  the  ballot.

Lodges,  113;  membership,  8,776;  gain,  1,869. 

At  the  Quarterly  of  June  24,  1917,  the  200th  Anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  commemorated  by  a 
historical  address  by  Brother  Francisco  de  P.  Rodriguez  and  a 
suitable  cablegram  of  congratulations  to  the  G.  L.  of  England.  The 
thanks  of  Grand  Lodge  were  extended  to  Brother  Rodriguez  for  his 
excellent  address. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Panama  and  the  Philippine  Islands  were 
recognized. 

Grand  Master  Curbelo  in  his  Address  alludes,  of  course,  to  the  war 
and  grieves  over  the  terrible  destruction,  loss  of  life,  and  consequent 
sorrow.  He  prays  for  Its  early  termination,  a  prayer  which  we 
rejoice  to  know  has  been  answered.  He  records  the  formation  of 
seven  new  lodges,  certainly  an  encouraging  increase. 

Temple, — Our  Cuban  brethren  have  been  endeavoring  to  secure  a 
suitable  lot  on  which  to  erect  a  Grand  Lodge  Temple  but  the  Grand 
Master  reports  that  this  has  been  thwarted  by  "the  special  behavior 
of  the  legislature."  We  do  not  quite  understand  but  suspect  the 
influence  that  has  brought  about  this  result 
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Library. — Grand  Master  reported  considerable  progress  In  buildiDg 
up  the  library,  650  volumes  having  been  added  during  the  year. 
The  total  now  is  about  4,880  volumes. 

Condition  of  Craft. — It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  Cuba  is  a 
Catholic  countiT,  but  Grand  Master  Curbelo  assures  us  Freemasonry 
has  achieved  a  secure  position  in  the  public  confidence.  Membership 
is  increasing  so  rapidly  that  the  Grand  Master  uttered  a  word  of 
warning  that  greater  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  admission  of 
new  members. 

Press. — We  also  learn  that  the  Masonic  Press  of  Cuba  Is  doing  a 
f?ood  work.  The  chief  are  La  (iran  Logia,  Evf*lu<Hon,  and  El  Palcnque 
Masonico.    Many  of  the  daily  newspapers  carry  Masonic  sections. 

Emhlem. — A  proposition  to  authorize  the  wives,  widows,  unmar- 
ried minor  daughters,  and  minor  sons  of  every  mason  to  wear  a 
distinctive  emblem  by  which  they  might  be  known  as  such  was 
defeated.      , 

Censorship. — A  memorial  was  addressed  to  the  legislature  asking 
for  legislation  that  would  prevent  the  exhibition  of  immoral  moving 
pictures. 

Correspondence. 

This  report  is  again  from  the  pen  of  that  able  and  enlightened 
brother.  Francisco  de  1^  Rodriguez.  It  fills  31  pages  and  covers  in  a 
brief  but  succinct  manner  44  grand  lodges. 

Alabama  Is  given  one  page.  The  address  of  Grand  Master  Smith 
is  carefully  digested  and  our  report  is  pronounced  "very  good  indeed." 
Brother  Rodriguez  is  correct  in  his  surmise  that  we  had  not  received 
the  I'roceedings  of  Cuba  for  the  preceding  year. 

Brother  Rodriguez  feels  aggrieved  at  what  he  construed  to  be 
unkind  remarks  of  Brother  G.  W.  Atkinson,  of  West  Virginia.  We 
are  confident  Brother  Atkinson  did  not  intend  to  wound  our  worthy 
brother's  feelings.  There  is  everywhere  in  the  Fnited  States  the 
kindest  feeling  toward  Cuba  and  all  things  Cuban.  We  are  proud 
that  we  helped  to  put  her  on  her  feet  and  we  wish  for  her  the 
greatest  prosperity.  Cuba's  attitude  during  the  recent  war  has 
greatly  added  to  this  good  will.  We  are  learning  Spanish  more  and 
more  and  it  Is  an  accomplishment  any  one  may  prize  to  be  able  to 
read,  if  not  to  speak,  this  splendid  language.

eOTH  Yeab— Havana— Mabch  23bi>-29th. 

Lodges,  121 ;  membership,  9,865 ;  gain,  1,069. 

These  figures  show  Masonry  is  making  good  progress  in  this  country 
where  it  has  to  contend  with  some  serious  obstacles.  Seven  new 
lodges  were  formed  during  the  year. 

Quarterlies  were  held  June  23,  September  22,  29,  and  December  22, 
1918. 

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  Andres  A.  Valdes,  was  not 
present. 

Grand  Master  Francisco  S.  Curbelo  delivered  a  carefully  prepared 
and  very  interesting  address  dealing  with  domestic  matters. 

Divorce, — ^At  the  June,  1918,  Quarterly  a  memorial  to  the  Senate 
was  adopted  petitioning  it  to  pass  a  divorce  law. 

Private  Schools. — The  Legislature  was,  at  the  September  29  meet- 
ing, requested  to  place  private  schools  under  State  regulation  and 
inspection,  and  to  provide  that  all  teachers  in  such  institutions  should 
bear  the  title  "Cuban  teacher." 

Code. — Steps  were  taken  towards  the  revision  of  the  laws  and  the 
compilation  of  a  Code. 

Columbia. — At  the  December  Quarterly  the  Grand  Representative 
of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Columbia  was  received  and  saluted  in 
proper  form. 

Public  Functions. — At  the  Annual  it  was  ordered  that  Grand  Lodge, 
the  lodges  and  Masons  should  not  participate  as  such  in  public  func- 
tions unless  the  same  were  essentially  patriotic,  national,  oz  humani- 
tarian In  aim. 

Temple. — A  committee  was  appointed  to  lay  before  the  Congress 
of  the  Island  a  request  for  the  grant  of  a  plot  of  ground  in  the  dty 
of  Havana  on  which  to  erect  a  Temple. 

Costa  Rica. — During  the  year  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in 
Costa  Rica  was  a  visitor  and  was  received  with  proper  honors. 

Financial. — ^The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  the  finances 
of  this  Grand  Body  to  be  In  good  condition. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

That  veteran  of  the  Round  Table,  Brother  Francisco  de  Paula  Rod- 
riguez, gives  another  excellent  review. 
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Alabama  1917  is  given  a  page.  Grand  Master  Smith's  address  is 
prouonmiced  "elevated  and  patriotic"  and  our  report  "well  pre- 
pared." 

European  Ma$onry, — ^A  gloomy  picture  is  giv«i  of  Masonry  in 
Europe  with  the  exception  of  that  in  France  and  England. 


1806— DELAWARE— 1917. 
112th  AimuAL— WnaawoTON — Octobes  3bd-4th. 

Lodges,  22;  membership,  3,907;  gain«  209. 

Alabama's  place  was  vacant.  Brother  William  A.  Faries  having 
died  August  0,  1917.    Biay  our  brother  rest  in  peace. 

Grand  Master  Stuart  J.  Horn  delivered  a  mod^  address,  dealing 
with  matters  of  business  and  consuming  only  nine  pages. 

Temple. — In  June,.  1916,  a  movement  was  started  looking  to  the 
arection  of  a  suitable  Temple  for  Grand  Lodge  but  labor  conditions, 
high  cost  of  materials  and  the  great  war  necessitated  delay. 

Jurisdictional  Map. — ^The  completion  of  the  map  designed  to  show 
the  Jurisdiction  of  each  lodge  in  the  State  was  announced.  This 
volume  also  contains  a  description  by  metes  and  bounds  of  the  terri- 
tory appurtenant  to  each  lodge. 

War, — Grand  Master  Horn  referred  to  this  subject,  saying  in 
part: 

That  there  exists  an  alarming  apathy  on  the  part  of  our  people 
cannot  be  denied.  This  lack  of  personal  interest  is  due,  not  to  a 
want  of  real  patriotism,  but  very  largely  to  the  fact  that  we  are 
so  far  from  the  battle  fronts,  that  the  average  man  feels  safe  in 
our  apparent  isolation;  and  to  the  lamentable  fact  that  very  many 
of  our  people  have  lately  come  to  regard  the  Government  at  Wash- 
ington as  something  to  serve  them  and  their  interests,  and  not  to  be 
served  by  them,  and  that  somehow,  or  some  way  it  will  be  amply 
able  to  meet  successfully  any  emergency  that  may  arise  withont 
their  personal  help.  Far  too  many  people  are  unmindful  of  the 
fact  that  no  government  can  successfully  wage  a  great  war  like  this 
one  without  the  earnest,  constant  and  consecrated  help  of  the  people 
who  compose  it 

He  also  reconmaended  a  resolution  pledging  "our  unswerving  sap- 
port,  our  best  efforts  and  our  lives  to  the  end  that  victory  may 
crown  our  arms,"  and  it  was  adopted.    We  can  even  now  scarcely 
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realize  the  awful  dread  and  doubt  that  oppressed  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  people  at  the  time  these  words  were  spoken  and  this  pledge 
given. 

Fto^.— The  opinion  of  Grand  Master  Horn  was  asked  as  to  the 
propriety  of  draping  the  altar  with  a  flag  of  the  United  States.  He 
replied  that  to  him : 

It  seemed  decidedly  unwise  and  imroper  for  an  emblem  so  sacred 
to  be  used  for  such  decoratiye  purposes.  That  the  three  great  lights 
alone  should  rest  upon  the  Altar  and  the  flag  of  our  country  be  dis- 
played upon  its  staff  in  an  upright  position  in  the  East,  on  the  right 
of  the  master. 

We  fully  agree  with  Brother  Horn  and  have  expressed  ourselves 
to  like  effect  elsewhere  in  this  report  The  flag  should  never  be  made 
to  perform  the  office  of  mere  bunting. 

Fanama  and  Peru, — ^The  requests  for  recognition  by  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  these  two  republics  were  referred  to  the  Committees  on 
Jurisprudence  and  Oorrespondence  and  the  Grand  Master  was  "au- 
tfiorized  to  exchange  Representatives  when  recommended  by  the 
committees  and  when  in  his  Judgment  it  shall  be  warranted." 

Dimit, — A  regulation  was  adopted  whereby  a  member  of  a  lodge 
might  petition  another  lodge  for  affiliation  without  a  dimit  but  on 
presenting  a  certiflcate  of  good  standing.  Upon  election  the  electing 
lodge  notifies  the  other  lodge  and  the  latter  thereupon  sends  the 
dimit  direct.  The  absolute  right  of  dimission  is,  however,  preserved. 
We  believe  this  a  step  in  the  direction  of  fewer  unaffiliated  Masons. 

Correspondence. — For  reasons  of  economy  in  printing,  the  Corre- 
spondence r^K>rt  is  not  included  in  this  volume.

113th    Annual — Wilmington — October  2ni>-8bd. 

Lodges,  22;  membership,  4,167;  gain,  257. 

Again  Alabama's  place  is  vacant,  no  successor  having  been  ap- 
pointed to  Brother  William  A.  Faries,  deceased. 

Grand  Master  George  B.  Hynson  delivered  a  business-like  address, 
constructed  upon  proper  lines. 

War, — Grand  Master  Hynson  gave  utterance  to  these  patriotic 
words : 
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The  future  of  our  Republic  and  of  liberal  govemmeDt  eTerywbere 
ifii  now  being  determined  on  tbe  battle-fields  of  Europe.  And  upon 
tbe  decision  rests  the  destiny  of  a  fraternity  such  as  this.  Tlier^m^ 
as  citizens  and  as  Masons,  we  are  impelled  to  put  aside  all  that  te 
trivial,  all  that  is  sordid,  and  l^id  our  Toice,  our  industry,  our 
means,  and  even  our  lives  to  the  maintenance  of  our  ideals. 

An  Innovation, — Grand  Master  Hynson  issued  a  decree  whic^  was 
approved  by  Grand  Lodge  that  '*no  petition  for  m^oobership  tiaJi 
be  received  by  any  lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  from  one  who  is  not  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States." 

We  do  not  indorse  the  provincial  spirit  displayed  by  this  resolu- 
tion. It  is  certainly  contrary  to  ancient  Masonic  usage.  Whethtf 
so  intended  or  not,  it  applies  as  much  to  affiliation  as  to  initiatioiL 
The  result  is  that  a  good  and  true  Mason  of  another  friendly  country 
sojourning  in  this  country  would  be  excluded  from  both  membership 
and  visitation.  Is  it  supposable  that  one  deemed  unfit  for  member- 
ship would  be  deemed  a  fit  visitor?  Then  if  one  is  not  a  fit  visitor 
of  course  no  Masonic  communication  or  intercourse  could  be  had 
with  him.  Logically  such  action,  therefore,  leads  to  our  going  into 
a  Masonic  "hole  and  drawing  the  hole  in  after  us."  Let  the  test  of 
the  ballot  decide  all  such  cases. 

Courtesy  Degrees. — ^The  Entered  Apprentice  degree  can  not,  under 
Delaware  law,  be  conferred  by  courtesy  by  another  lodge  for  the 
electing  lodge,  though  those  of  Fellow  Craft  and  Master  may  be. 

Flag. — Grand  Master  Hynson  ruled  that  there  was  no  law  against 
displaying  the  flag  of  another  country  in  lodge  but  thought  it  should 
not  be  done  except  on  special  occasions.  We  think  this  entirely  a 
matter  of  taste  and  dependent  upon  circumstances,  so  far  as  regards 
the  flag  of  a  friendly  nation.  Of  course  it  would  be  not  only  unma- 
sonic  but  unlawful  to  fly  the  flag  of  an  enemy  nation. 

Work. — Uniformity  of  the  work  was  strongly  urged  by  the  Grand 
Master  and  he  also  recommended  "that  the  Committee  on  Work  go 
over  the  work  carefully  not  with  the  idea  of  general  revision,  but  to 
correct  minor  defects"  and  inaccuracies,  or  errors  in  grammar.  The 
recommendation  was  adopted.  A  revision  of  this  kind  could  consid- 
erably improve  the  Alabama  work. 

Stationery. — ^A  resolution  was  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
uniformity,  dignity  and  good  taste  in  Grand  Lodge  stationer.  It 
appeared  that  each  set  of  grand  officers  had  employed  different 
forms,  some  not  appropriate  to  say  the  least 
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Temple. — ^The  project  of  erecting  a  Grand  Lodge  Temple  was  def- 
initely abandoned  pending  war  conditions. 

Black  Ball, — Grand  Master  Hynson  promulgated  this  succinct  and 
sound  rule  for  guidance  in  exercising  the  ballot  and  it  was  approved, 
Tiz: 

The  right  to  elect  or  reject  a  candidate  is  a  trust  given  to  members 
by  a  lodge  to  be  exercised  for  its  benefit  Whoever  exercises  it  for 
personal  reasons  betrays  his  trust  and  violates  his  obligations. 

The  following  beautiful  poem,  the  product  of  the  pen  of  Grand 
Master  Hynson,  appears  in  this  volume:

That  star-flecked  banner  marked  the  line

Proclaimed  the  blood  our  grandsires  shed, 
For  this  is  the  flag  they  died  for! 

It  graced  the  heights  of  Monterey ;

Oorreapondence, — ^Again  the  report  on  this  subject  is  omitted.  We 
regret  to  lose  the  wise  comments  of  Brother  Guthrie  on  things 
Masonic.

Lodges,  aO;  membership,  11,857;  gain,  1,027. 

Brother  Wallace  Streater,  Alabama's  representative,  was  not 
present  during  this  year.  Last  year  we  noted  his  absence  but  did  not 
then  understand  the  reason.  Now  we  take  great  pleasure  in  recordings 
the  fact  that  he  was  during  both  years  a  Major  in  the  A.  E.  F.  in 
France.  We  trust  that  ere  this  is  written  Brother  Streater  is  badt 
at  his  post  of  peace,  hale,  hearty  and  whole  in  body  and  limb. 

A  fine  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Lem  Towers  adorns  the  volnme' 
as  a  frontispiece  and  there  is  also  an  interesting  sketch  of  him. 

Masonic  Temple. — During  the  year  it  was  bruited  about  tliat  a 
local  trolley  system  contemplated  making  a  '*loop"  completely  around 
the  Masonic  Temple.  This  gave  rise  to  much  difference  of  opinion 
among  the  brethren,  some  desiring  to  lease  the  auditorium  to  the 
trolley  company  for  a  waiting  room,  while  others  strongly  opposed. 
So  much  feeling  was  aroused  over  the  question  that  sev^i  members 
of  the  Masonic  Temple  Association  tendered  their  resignations,  which, 
however,  were  not  accepted.  Strong  resolutions  asking  the  city  gov- 
ernment not  to  grant  a  concession  to  the  company  for  this  purpose 
were  adopted,  but  we  do  not  know  what  was  finally  done.  It  was 
felt  that  the  noise  and  danger  of  the  heavy  trains  circling  the  build- 
ing would"  practically  ruin  it  for  Masonic  uses. 

Flag. — ^A  proposed  ceremonial  for  the  reception  and  display  of  the 
fiag  in  the  lodges  of  the  District  was,  at  the  May  Communication,  on 
motion  of  Brother  George  W.  Baird,  recommitted  and  then  rejected. 
We  heartily  approve  of  the  unfurling  of  a  flag  in  the  East  at  each 
meeting  of  the  lodge,  but  think  a  set  ceremony  an  undesirable  inno- 
vation. 

Language. — A  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  forbidding 
the  use  in  lodge  of  any  other  than  the  English  language  was  re- 
jected. 

Burial. — Likewise,  an  amendment  authorizing  Masonic  burial  of 
Entered  Apprentices  was  rejected. 

Overseas  Relief. — Elsewhere  in  this  report  an  account  is  given 
of  the  efforts  of  New  York,  through  Brother  Townsend  Scud- 
der    and    associates,    to    establish  Masonic  Relief  among  the  A.  E. 
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F.  in  France.  Grand  Lodge  of  D.  C.  made  a  similar  effort  and  finally 
got  Brother  Hugh  T.  Stevenson  headed  for  Liverpool  on  October  6, 
1918,  but  he  did  not  reach  France  till  after  the  armistice  was  signed. 
He  was  back  before  December  27th.  He  reported  that  it  was  not 
possible  at  that  time  (December  27th)  *'to  speak  as  to  what  has  been 
done."  We  regard  this  as  tantamount  to  saying  that  nothing  had 
been  done  up  to  the  time  of  his  departure  for  home.  It  seems  to  us 
that  all  efforts  in  this  direction  should  have  been  abandoned  upon 
the  signing  of  the  armistice. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Qeorge  W.  Baird  is  again  the  author  of  this  report,  being 
bis  nineteenth.  Like  all  his  others,  it  is  a  splendid  piece  of  work. 
Alabama  1917  is  accorded  three  pages  of  courteous  review.  Brother 
Baird's  printer  makes  "ducks  and  drakes"  of  our  name,  getting  it 
••Oliver  Ray  Strut" 

Smoking, — On  this  subject  Brother  Baird  entertains  views  similar 
to  our  own,  which  he  expresses  thus: 

Liberty  is  our  right  to  say  and  do  what  most  pleases  us  provided 
it  does  not  interfere  with  a  like  right  of  others.  As  the  right,  pleas- 
are  and  convenience  of  others  are  interfered  with  by  smokers,  we 
have  always  thought  smoking  should  be  prohibited  in  a  lodge  room, 
except  by  unanimous  consent.  But  we  fear  this  cannot  be  brought 
about.  Consideration  for  others  and  politeness  seem  no  longer  to 
be  taught  in  the  primary  grades  in  school  nor  in  the  homes  of  the 
great  American  public;  so  how  can  we  expect  it  in  lodge  rooms? 

France. — Brother  Baird  is  among  the  best  posted  of  American 
Masons  so  far  as  relates  to  foreign  Masonic  conditions.    He  says: 

"A  personal  letter  from  the  Grand  Orator  of  the  Supreme  Council 
A.  A.  S.  R.,  who  is  also  an  active  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
France,  informs  the  writer  that  the  ^'Independent  et  RegvUere  Grand 
Lodge"  in  France  is  not  recognized  nor  noticed  by  the  legitimate 
Masons  in  that  Republic,  and  that  the  Rite  of  Adoption,  which  has 
been  organized  in  France,  is  in  imitation  of  our  Eastern  Star,  whose 
ritual  has  veen  closely  imitated;  that  the  Masonic  relations  between 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  France;  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  and  the 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  are  cordial.  The  writer  under- 
stands this  as  precisely  the  kind  of  cordiality  that  exists  between  our 
Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Commandery. 

We  have  heard  much  said  against  the  Grand  Orient  which  we 
know  to  be  untrue,  and  we  have  heard  and  read  much  about  the 
displacing   of   the   Sacred   Volume,   which   we   have   combatted   In 
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respectful  words.  So  many  men  talk  who  do  not  know  and  wbo 
have  not  searched  for  facts,  and  they  often  convince  their  hearers, 
as  did  Mark  Antony  at  Csesar*s  funeral.  But  here  we  have  two 
Protestant  ministers  of  the  Gospel  (Grand  Master  Desmonds,  of  the 
Grand  Orient,  and  the  Rev.  Herman  Duncan,  Chairman  of  the  CJom- 
mlttee  on  Correspondence  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana),  who 
are  in  accord  on  this  question.  They  have  searched,  found,  and  have 
the  courage  to  say  what  they  do  know.  We  have  heard  and  read 
do^can*^ation  on  the  Landmarks  by  brethren  who  might  not  be  able 
to  dotiiie  the  word  Landmark,  and  thus  many  have  been  misled. 

We  have  knowledge  that  both  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  In 
France  permit  the  use  of  the  Holy  Bible  in  any  lodge  that  wants  it 
In  English  lodges  the  Bible  is  kept  on  the  Master's  pedestal  oftener 
than  on  the  altar.  The  letter-heads  of  the  Grand  Orient  and  also  the 
Grand  Lodge  show  dedication  to  the  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe, 
which  is  as  much  God  as  the  French  Dieu.  or  the  Spanish  Deus,  or 
the  German  Gott.  The  purpose  of  an  obligation  is  to  bind  the  postu- 
lant, and  if  that  postulant  happens  to  be  a  Mussulman  the  English 
Master  would  obligate  him  on  the  Koran  and  not  on  the  Bible. 

Religion, — Against  the  attempts  of  many  zealous  brethren  to  estab- 
lish religious  tests  he  thus  protests: 

It  is  a  mistake  to  claim  that  Freemasonry  is  a  religion,  or  a  sub- 
stitute for  a  religion.  It  would  not  be  wise  nor  tolerant  to  blend  our 
own  creed  with  Masonry,  nor  try  to  improve  the  Order  by  introduc- 
ing any  more  of  our  creed  into  it,  for  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  exclude 
any  man  because  of  his  religious  belief.  On  the  contrary,  we  declare 
in  our  first  lecture  that  we  unite  men  of  every  country,  sect  and 
opinion  and  conciliate  true  friendship  among  them. 

Descent  of  American  Grand  Lodges  is  exhibited  grapliically  by 
means  of  a  chart  prepared  by  Brother  James  H.  Wroth,  of  New 
Mexico,  and  reproduced  in  Brother  Baird*s  report.  Brother  Baird 
thinks  It  correct  with  one  slight  exception.  We  are  not  so  sure 
about  this — there  Is  nothing  to  indicate  that  either  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ireland  or  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Antients,  Ehigland,  ever  diar- 
tered  a  lodge  in  the  United  States. 
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We  have  received  from  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  six  thin  pamphlets, 
one  containing  financial  statements  and  balance  sheets  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1918;  four  containing  minutes  of  the  Quarterlies  of  Septem- 
ber 4  and  December  4,  1918,  and  of  March  5  and  June  4,  1919 ;  and 
the  other,  the  minutes  of  the  Annual  Festival  of  April  30,  1919. 

The  meetings  of  the  year  1918  were  again  presided  over  by  Deputy 
Grand  Master  Thomas  F.  Halsey,  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master, 
the  Duke  of  Connaught  and  of  the  Pro  Grand  Master  Lord  Ampthlll, 
both  detained  by  their  military  duties.  The  meetings  of  September 
4  and  December  4,  1918,  proved  to  be  very  important.  Among  the 
business  dispatched  were  the  following  matters : 

Admission  of  Memhers. — The  Board  of  General  Purposes  reported 
that  great  laxity  had  prevailed  in  some  quarters  both  as  regards 
reception  of  candidates  and  admission  by  affiliation.  A  series  of 
regulations  were  adopted,  the  declared  purpose  and  effect  of  which 
will  be  ''that  for  the  future  no  candidate  for  initiation  or  for 
jolDing  shall  be  admitted  Into  a  lodge  unless  it  Is  attested  by  those 
responsible  that  he  is  one  whom  they  can  fairly  and  honorably  rec- 
ommend for  membership  of  the  lodge." 

Jurisdiction. — The  American  doctrine  'bn  the  subject  of  Jurisdiction 
over  Masonic  material  received  recognition.  The  following  from  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  was  adopted  unanimously 
amidst  the  display  of  a  most  fraternal  spirit: 

In  regard  to  the  admission  of  Brethren  from  the  various  Grand 
liOdge  Jurisdictions  in  the  TTnlted  States  as  Joining  members  of 
Lodges  in  this  country,  as  well  as  to  the  initiation  of  American  citi- 
zens temporarily  resident  in  England,  the  Board  is  constrained  to 
ask  that  special  caution  be  exercised  lest  the  Masonic  laws  strictly 
enforced  in  America  be  innocently  violated.  As  to  the  former  class, 
it  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that.  In  the  majority  of  the  United  States 
Jurisdictions,  the  Constitutions  do  not  allow  membership  of  two 
Lodges  at  the  same  time,  and,  therefore,  election  to  an  English 
Lodge  would  disqualify  an  American  Brother  from  participating  in 
the  Masonry  of  his  own  land.  Concerning  the  latter,  the  Board 
would  point  out  that,  in  the  United  States  each  Grand  Lodge  has 
sole  Jurisdiction  over  the  residents  within  the  State  or  Territory  in 
which  such  Grand  Lodge  is  established.  According  to  American 
procedure,  an  English  Lodge,  before  it  could  initiate  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  should  have  a  waiver  of  Jurisdiction  from  the  Ameri- 
can Lodge  located  at  his  place  of  legal  residence,  whether  he  be 
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!k>ldier,  sailor,  or  eirUlan,  such  waiT^  to  be  obtained  by  corre^tood- 
ence  between  tiie  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  tlie  Am^ican 
Grand  Lodge  witbin  wboee  jnrisdictlon  tbe  American  citixen  In 
question  legally  resides.  Any  snc^  American  citizen  made  a  Mason 
in  a  foreign  Grand  Lodge  while  a  temporary  sojoomer  away  from 
home  would  not  be  recognized  by  a  Lodge  in  the  United  States  as 
having  been  legally  *inade,*'  unless  under  the  condition  of  waiver 
previously  stated;  and  the  Board  expresses  the  earnest  hope  that 
English  Lodges  will  not  act  in  any  case  without  previous  commun^ 
cation  of  all  the  circumstances  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

This  action,  being  communicated  to  our  Grand  Master  Teagne, 
was  replied  to  by  him  in  part  as  follows: 

I  wish  to  assure  you  that  the  Masons  of  Alabama  appreciate  the 
friendly  and  exalted  Masonic  spirit  of  tlieir  English  Brethren,  and 
that  we  are  sure  the  Report  of  your  Board  of  G^ieral  Purposes 
will  accomplish  the  end  desired. 

This  is  a  very  gratifying  action  on  the  part  of  our  English  bretlirei 
and  amounts  to  a  concession  of  a  point  wliich  in  the  past  they  have 
vigorously  combatted. 

Courtesy  Degrees. — An  amendment  to  the  Regulations  was  also 
adopted  regulating  the  conferring  of  degrees  by  courtesy  by  lodges  of 
England  at  request  of  lodges  of  other  jurisdictions. 

Letchicorth  Fund. — It  was  determined  that  all  monies  raised  for 
this  fund,  after  erection  of  "a  simple  but  suitable  memorial  at  the 
grave  of  the  late  R.*.  W.*.  Bro.  Sir  Edward  Letchworth,"  long  Grand 
Secretary,  should  be  Invested  and  the  Income  devoted  to  the  relief 
of  needy  and  their  dependents  who  cannot  be  aided  from  the  various 
existing  Masonic  benevolent  funds. 

Dress. — War  necessities  having  forbidden  the  use  of  gold  lace,  gold 
embroidery  or  gold  thread  on  clothing,  it  was  ordered  that  undress 
clothing  might  be  used  until  further  ordered  and  that  gold  colored 
lace  might  be  used. 

Library, — Substantial  additions  were  reported  to  the  Library,  all 
donations  from  lodges  and  brethren. 

American  Masonic  Federation. — This  clandestine  organization  was 
the  subject  of  a  warning  given  to  the  English  lodges  and  brethren. 
It  appeared  that  owing  to  lax  methods  a  member  of  the  Federation 
was  admitted  as  a  visitor  to  two  English  lodges. 

Physical  Qualifications, — On  this  subject  the  following  sensible  role 
was  laid  down  on  this  question : 
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The  Board  feel  that  it  is  impossible  to  lay  down  a  hard  and  fast 
rule  as  to  the  Initiation  of  a  Candidate  not  perfect  in  his  body  within 
the  meaning  of  Article  4  of  the  Antlent  Charges,  prefaced  to  the 
Book  of  Constitutions.  Bnt  the  Board  are  of  opinion  that*  when 
the  defect  does  not  render  a  candidate  incapable  of  learning  our  art, 
there  is  no  reason  why  he  should  not  be  initiated,  provided  he  is  able 
to  understand  our  secrets  and  mysteries  and  to  explain  or  exemplify 
them  when  properly  called  upon. 

Each  case  of  this  description  must  be  decided  on  its  merits  by 
the  members  of  the  lodge  to  whom  the  candidate  is  personally 
known,  subject  to  the  investigation  and  approval  of  the  Master  of 
the  Lodge,  who  is  officially  responsible  that  the  Candidate  is  in  a 
condition  to  comply  with  the  requirements  above  named,  and  subject 
also  in  Provinces  and  Districts  to  the  sanction  of  the  Provincial  or 
District  Grand  Master,  and  elsewhere  to  the  sanction  of  the  Grand 
Master,  after  submission  of  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

Relief. — Two  thousand  guineas  were  appropriated  to  the  King's 
Fund  for  Disabled  Soldiers,  Sailors  and  Airmen.  A  Mason  has  been 
placed  at  the  head  of  this  Fund  by  the  King. 

Ruhlehen, — English  Masons  interned  at  this  notorious  civilian 
prison  camp  in  Germany  were  reported  to  have  been  assisted  to  the 
extent  of  nearly  $35,000.00. 

Electioneering, — ^A  brother  who  was  a  candidate  for  parliament 
had  appealed  for  support  on  the  ground  that  "he  was  a  good  Free- 
mason and  a  liberai  supporter  of  the  Masonic  charities."  He  was 
severely  censured  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  such  conduct  declared 
to  be  a  "serious  Masonic  offense." 

Board  of  General  Purposes. — Some  very  spirited  discussions  oc- 
curred over  some  proposed  measures  changing  the  powers  of  this 
Board  and  of  the  General  Committee.  The  controversy  threatened 
to  stir  up  ill  feeling. 

The  meetings  of  the  year  1919  were  presided  over  by  the  Pro 
Grand  Master  Lord  Ampthlll  for  the  first  time  in  nearly  five  years, 
he  having  been  away  on  military  affairs.  His  return  was  happily 
referred  to  by  Sir  Alfred  Bobbins,  President  of  the  Board  of  Gen- 
eral Purposes,  in  a  congratulatory  speech  at  the  March  Quarterly. 

Financial,— TotsA  income  for  the  year  1918  about  $310,000.00;  per- 
manent investments  about  $890,000.00,  which,  however,  showed  a 
depreciation,  according  to  market  prices  prevailing  December  31,  1918, 
of  about  $57,000.00.  A  surplus  showed  in  each  Fund  and  the  net 
credit  balances  of  all  Funds  was  about  $2,000,000.00. 
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These  1019  pamphlets  are  taken  up  almost  entirely  with  uninterest- 
ing details  and  routine  matters.  The  only  items  of  interest  we  find 
are  the  following : 

Princess  Pat. — Formal  approval  was  given  by  Grand  Lodge  to  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  in  presenting  to  Princess 
Patricia  (affectionately  called  Princess  Pat)  a  grand  piano  on  the 
occasion  of  her  wedding.  The  princess  is  a  daughter  of  the  Grand 
Master,  the  Duke  of  Oonnaugh  and  Stratheam,  and  is  oniversallj 
loved  by  the  people  of  Great  Britain.  For  her  was  named  the 
famous  Princess  Pat  Regiment  from  Canada.  Her  interest  in  the 
Royal  Masonic  Institution  for  Girls  has  especially  endeared  her  to 
all  Freemasons.  Like  a  sensible  woman  she  married  a  man  esteemed 
for  his  own  worth  and  not  for  his  rank. 

Deputy  Grand  Master  T.  F.  Halsey,  who  has  presided  with  great 
ability  for  five  years  over  Grand  Lodge  during  the  absence  of  the 
Grand  Master  and  Pro  Grand  Master,  was  honored  by  Grand  Lodge 
having  his  portrait  painted  and  hung  in  Freemasons'  Hall. 

Coat  of  Arms. — The  Freemasons  of  England  have  long  displayed  a 
Coat  of  Arms  but  it  had  never  received  official  sanction.  The  Board 
of  General  Puri)oses  was  "given  authority  to  make  application  to  the 
College  of  Arms  for  a  grant  of  arms  to  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of 
England."  The  purpose  is  to  associate  the  Arms  of  English  Free- 
masonry heretofore  in  use  with  the  Lions  of  England,  an  association 
felt  to  be  "the  more  appropriate  in  a  year  particularly  marked  by 
recognition  of  patriotic  endeavor." 

Lodge  Dress. — Tt  was  the  wish  of  the  Grand  Master  that  while 
hostilities  were  in  progress  evening  dress  should  not  be  worn  at  lodge 
meetings.  The  revocation  of  this  request  was  announced  at  the 
March  Quarterly. 

At  the  March  Quarterly,  the  Duke  of  Connaught  was  again  chosen 
Grand  Master  for  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  genuineness 
of  the  esteem  which  British  Freemasons  entertain  for  the  Duke  of 
Connaught  and  there  is  like  absence  of  doubt  that  the  Duke  is  richly 
worthy  of  their  affection  and  good  opinion.  He  is  a  man  of  ability 
and  democratic  sentiments  and  has  made  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land an  acceptable  head  for  many  years — ^indeed  siiice  E^dward  VII 
became  King  of  England. 
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Prince  of  Wales. — The  present  king  of  England  is  not  a  Mason  but 
his  father  was  and  so  now  is  his  son,  the  Prince  of  Wales,  who  was 
recently  admitted  to  the  Craft. 

Publicity, — Disapprobation  was  given  to  "an  increasing  tendency 
towards  the  publication  of  accounts  of  proceedings  at  lodge  meetings 
and  gatherings  immediately  connected  therewith,  which  are  a  depar- 
ture from  Masonic  propriety  and  may  even  lead  to  scandalous  and 
improper  conduct."  Instances  were  cited  where  lodges  had  paid  for 
their  publicity. 

An  Especial  Communication  was  held  at  Royal  Albert  Hall,  on 
June  27,  1919,  to  give  "expression  of  the  Craft's  thankfulness  to 
Almighty  God  for  the  triumphant  termination  of  hostilities  and  its 
gratitude  to  all,  especially  the  many  thousands  of  our  brethren,  who 
on  the  sea,  on  the  land,  in  the  air,  and  in  every  branch  of  the  public 
service,  assisted  to  secure  the  victory  of  civilization  and  freedom  in 
the  great  struggle  thus  closed.'*  All  Grand  Masters  of  the  United 
States  were  invited  to  be  present.  We  have  not  yet  received  the 
official  minutes  of  this  meeting  and  may  note  other  features  of  it 
when  we  do. 


Since  the  above  was  written  we  have  received  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Especial  Communication  of  June  27,  1919,  from  which  we  gather 
the  following  items  of  interest : 

Grand  Master,  the  Duke  of  Connaught,  was  not  able  to  be  present 
on  account  of  illness  from  which,  however,  his  complete  recovery 
was  later  reported. 

There  was  a  large  attendance  of  Grand  officers  and  brethren  and 
representatives  from  about  30  other  jurisdictions,  among  them 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  District 
of  Columbia,  Louisiana,  Florida,  Iowa,  Michigan,  California,  Ne- 
braska, Colorado,  West  Virginia,  Montana,  and  Arizona.  Total  at- 
t^dance  8,390. 

An  Address  to  the  King  was  adopted  expressing  appreciation  of 
the  "self-sacriflce  and  devotion"  during  the  war  not  only  of  the  king 
but  of  the  entire  royal  family  and  wishing  him  "long  life  and  every 
happiness." 

Loyalty, — The  Masonic  tenet  of  loyalty  and  patriotic  devotion  to 
country  was  emphasized  by  Brother  Sir  Alfred  Bobbins,  President  of 
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the  Board  of  General  Purpoaes.    He  dedared  "^fidelity  is  the  essential 
virtue  of  everj*  Freemason.*' 
Thanks. — The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

That  this  Esr)ecial  Grand  Lodge  of  Antient,  Free  and  Acc^ted 
Masons  of  England  records  with  gratitude  and  affection  its  thanks 
to  all  the  Forces  of  the  Crown,  on  the  sea,  on  the  land,  in  the  air,  and 
in  every  direction,  who  contributed  to  the  victory  for  liberty,  civiliza- 
tion and  right  it  celebrates  today.  It  monms  the  loss  of  many  who 
largely  assisted  to  secure  that  triumph,  and  tenders  to  the  bereaved 
its  sincere  sympathy.  It  rejoices  with  those  who  have  returned, 
and  assures  them  that  the  services  of  all  will  remain  an  undying 
memory  among  their  grateful  fellow-countrymen. 

Coat  of  Arms  above  mentioned  was  auttmrized  and  is  described  in 
heraldic  terms  as  follows: 

Per  pale  gules  and  quarterly  azure  and  or  dexter,  on  a  chevron 
between  three  castles  argent  a  pair  of  compasses  extended  of  the 
third,  sinister  a  cross  quarterly  of  the  fourth  and  vert  between.  In 
the  first  quarter  a  lion  rampant  of  the  third,  in  the  second  an  ox 
passant  sable.  In  the  third  a  man  with  hands  elevated  proper  vested 
of  the  fifth  the  robe  crimson  lined  with  ermine,  and  in  the  fourth  an 
eagle  displayed  also  of  the  third,  the  whole  within  a  bordure  of  the 
first  charged  with  eight  lions  imssant  guardant  of  the  third.  For  the 
Crest,  on  a  wreath  of  the  colours  a  representation  of  an  ark  supported 
on  either  side  by  a  cherub  proper  with  the  motto  over  in  Hebrew 
characters  "IIoline^is  to  the  Lord,"  and  for  the  supporters,  on  either 
side  a  cherub  proper. 

Holland. — During  the  war  two  lodges,  composed  of  interned  Eng- 
ILshuieu,  had  been  chartered  in  Holland  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  that 
country,  namely,  Gastvrljheld  and  Willem  van  Oranje.  The  bodily 
transferrence  of  these  lodges,  with  the  full  assent  of  Holland,  to  the 
Jurisdiction  of  England  was  announced  as  Nos,  3970  and  3976. 

Clati(i(\stirmm. — Fake  Masonic  organizations  which  admit  women 
are  oi)erating  in  England.  Warning  was  given  against  them  and 
aniiounceniont  made  that  Intercourse  with  them  would  be  severely 
dealt  with. 

Gavels. — One  presented  by  California  made  of  California  materials, 
gold,  silver,  onyx  and  wood  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  finest  of  Cali- 
fornia trees,  and  the  other  presented  by  Brother  Maj.-Gen.  Sir  David 
Watson,  made  of  a  timber  of  the  ruined  Cathedral  at  Ypres,  were 
greatly  prized  and  added  to  the  museum. 
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Temple, — Steps  were  taken  at  tbe  earnest  suggestion  of  the  Grand 
Master  looking  to  the  erection  of  a  Temple  "worthy  of  the  great 
traditions"  of  English  Freemasonry.  The  Board  of  General  Pur- 
poses declared  it  "the  most  serious  and  extensive  task  Grand  Lodge 
has  ever  undertaken.*'  The  declared  purpose  of  this  great  Temple 
was  a  perpetual  expression  of  "gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
special  blessings  He  has  been  pleased  to  confer  upon  us  both  as 
Englishmen  and  as  Masons,  whereby  we  can  render  fitting  honor  to 
the  many  brethren  who  fell  during  the  war.*' 

Felicitous  speeches  were  made  by  Grand  Master  W.  S.  Farmer, 
of  New  York,  and  Grand  Secretary  F.  W.  Hamilton,  of  Massachu- 
setts, expressing  their  pleasure  at  being  present  and  assuring  our 
English  brethren  of  their  secure  place  in  the  hearts  of  all  Americans.

90th  Annual — Jacksonville — Januabt  218T-23RD. 

Lodges,  237;  membership,  14,749;  gain,  708. 

Again  Alabama's  representative,  Brother  F.  B.  Stoneman,  was 
absent,  for  the  fourth  consecutive  time  at  least. 

Grand  Master  T.  Picton  Warlow  delivered  a  business-like  address 
with  no  attempt  at  lecturing,  sermonizing,  or  fine  writing. 

Spain. — Grand  Master  Warlow  decided  that  a  petition  for  affilia- 
tion could  not  be  entertained  from  one  holding  a  dimit  from  a  lodge 
In  Cuba  holding  under  the  Grand  Orient  of  Spain,  as  Florida  "did 
not  recognize  the  Grand  Orient." 

Oermany, — He  also  ruled  that  one  initiated  by  a  lodge  holding 
under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  Germany,  was  a  clandestine, 
as  that  Grand  Lodge  had  not  been  recognized  by  Florida.  It  ap- 
peared that  the  brother  in  question  had  received  the  degrees  while 
studying  in  that  country.  We  think  this  decision  erroneous.  While 
Florida,  like  our  own  Grand  Lodge,  has  not  been  in  correspondence 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  yet  that  body  has  never  been 
regarded  as  clandestine.  If  the  brother  was  worthy  and  otherwise 
weU  reconunended,  we  do  not  think  his  German  making  should  have 
stood  in  the  way  of  his  affiliation. 

Mawnic  Home. — We  have  heretofore  noted  the  decision  of  Florida 
to  establish  a  Masonic  Home.  She  succeeded  in  1918  in  purchasing 
at  a  bargain  price  a  building  and  grounds  suitable  to  her  needs. 
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Domitton.— Miss  Elizabeth  Harrington  made  a  generous  gift  during 
the  year  of  $5,000.00  on  condition  tliat  six  per  cent  interest  thereon 
should  be  paid  her  during  her  life.  '  The  donation  was  accepted  with 
an  expression  of  thanks. 

Monitor. — A  monitor,  "the  product  of  the  long,  arduous,  and  united 
labors  of  the  Committee  on  Work,"  was  promulgated  with  the  hope 
that  it  would  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Florida  Craft. 

Masonic  Service  Af^sociation,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  was  indorsed 
and  the  Grand  Master  instructed  to  arrange  for  representation  at  Its 
next  meeting,  but  no  such  authority  was  conferred  as  that  given  by 
Oregon. 

Jackson  Lodge. — District  Deputy  Grand  Master  W.  E.  Lewis  dellT- 
ered  an  Interesting  address  before  Jackson  Lodge,  at  Tallahassee, 
on  the  history  of  that  Lodge.  It  was  the  first  established  in  Florida 
and  was  named  for  General  Andrew  Jackson.  Brother  Lewis'  grand- 
father was  the  first  Master  of  the  Lodge. 

Masonic  Journal. — This  magazine,  which  had  been  denounced  by 
Grand  Lodge,  while  edited  by  Brother  S.  J.  McLeod,  was  relieved 
from  this  ban,  as  it  had  passed  into  the  hands  of  Brother  Merlin- 
jones. 

Physical  Qualifications  of  a  petitioner  were  held  to  rest  with  the 
lodge  "without  reference  to  the  Grand  Master." 

Cilizrnship. — The  Jurisprudence  Committee  correctly  reported  (and 
the  report  was  approved)  that  they  could  "find  no  law  or  regulation 
that  requires  that  a  candidate  who  is  otherwise  qualified  must  be  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States." 

COBRESPONOENCE. 

This  is  another  fine  piece  of  work  from  the  pen  of  Brother  Silas  B. 
Wright.  It  is  his  ei;xhtoenth  and  fills  255  pages,  one  of  the  longest 
of  the  year,  hut  all  good.  Alabama  1917  is  given  three  pages  in  which 
the  Reviewer  is  quite  complimentary  both  to  Grand  Master  Smitli 
and  this  Scribe.  We  are  unable  to  call  attention  to  even  a  small 
part  of  it. 

France. — He  evidently  believes  there  is  no  sound  reason  why  the 
Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  should  not  be  fully 
recognized,  but  he  submits  no  recommendation  and  no  action  either 
way  was  taken. 
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1786— GEORGIA— 1918. 
132nd  Annual— Macon — November  26th-27th. 

Lodges,  667;  membership,  49,190;  gain,  5,515. 

"Uncle  Jimmie"  Taylor,  85  years,  was  again  at  his  post  as  Ala- 
bama's representative.  He  also  served  at  this  communication  as 
Deputy  Grand  Master  pro  tern  In  place  of  Deputy  Grand  Master 
Charles  L.  Bass,  who  was  in  France  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  service. 

This  communication  was  postponed  from  October  till  November  on 
account  of  the  influenza  epidemic. 

Grand  Master  William  G.  England  is  one  of  the  few  who  favor 
a  General  Grand  Lodge.  He  expressed  the  hope  that  Georgia  would 
"go  on  record  as  being  in  sympathy  with  the  movement."  The  matter 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  General  Welfare  by  which  it  was 
pigeon-holed. 

France. — The  Grand  Master,  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence, and  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  all  "took  a  whack" 
at  French  Masonry.  The  Grand  Master,  under  a  resolution  of 
Grand  Lodge,  authorized  visitation  of  lodges  holding  under  the 
Grand  Ix)dge  of  France,  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  and  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium.  He  saw  "no  good  and  sufltlcient  reason  why 
fraternal  relations  should  not  be  established  between  these  Grand 
Bodies  and  our  own,"  yet  he  drew  the  line  on  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  because  it  does  not  exact  a  declaration  of  a  belief  in  Deity 
from  its  initiates.  He  evidently  was  not  aware  that  the  position  of 
the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  on  this  question  is  precisely  the  same  as 
that  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  He  recommended  recognition 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  and  an  exchange  of  representatives, 
but  Grand  Lodge  on  advice  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  deferred 
action  till  the  next  Annual. 

The  Grand  Master  also  labored  under  the  mistaken  belief  that  the 
Independent  and  Regular  National  Grand  Lodge  of  France  had  'dis- 
carded the  Book  of  the  Law  and  did  not  require  a  belief  in  God,  or 
allow  the  Holy  Name  mentioned  in  its  ritual." 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  Brother  Raymond 
Daniel,  Chairman,  submitted  two  reports  to  the  Grand  Master,  con- 
taining much  valuable  information.  He  concludes  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  France  is  the  only  Masonic  body  in  that  country  entitled 
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to  serious  consideration  and  recommends  that  visitation  be  allowed 
of  tlie  lodges  of  that  Grand  Body,  and  that  the  question  of  recogni- 
tion of  both  it  and  the  Grand  Orient  be  "deferred."  This  course 
Grand  Lodge  took. 

Italy. — Brother  Daniel  presents  much  interesting  Information  con- 
cerniug  Masonry  in  Italy  but  the  question  of  Its  recognition  was  also 
deferred. 

Bcl{/ium. — Like  action  was  taken  with  regard  to  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Belgium.  Both  the  Grand  Master  and  Brother  Daniel  confessed 
themselves  in  the  dark  as  to  this  Grand  Body. 

Funeral. — Grand  Master  England  held  that  a  Masonic  funeral 
could  be  held  only  at  the  time  of  burial.  The  rule  is  otherwise  in 
Alabama. 

Camp  Activities. — Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge  reached  the 
conclusion  that  Masonic  activities  within  the  camps  was  impracti- 
cable and  undesirable.  Rest  rooms  for  use  of  soldier  Masons  were 
established  in  cities  near  the  camps  and  these  were  found  to  be 
very  greatly  appreciated. 

Home  Endowment  is  being  raised.  Grand  Master  announced  that 
the  fund  had  reached  $55,000.00.  Every  home  should  have  a  perma- 
nent endowment  and  we  doubt  if  any  Grand  Lodge  should  attempt 
a  Home  without  at  the  same  time  taking  steps  to  provide  such  a 
fund. 

Serbia. — The  Supreme  Council  of  Serbia  was  denied  recognition 
for  the  very  sound  reason  that  it  is  a  Scottish  Rite  body  controlling 
many  degrees  of  which  Craft  Masonry  can  know  nothing. 

Panama  was  refused  recognition  because  "its  origin  was  from 
Scottish  Rite  sources."  We  discussed  this  feature  of  this  case  In 
our  1917  reix)rt  and  decided  that  it  presented  no  sound  objection  to 
recognition. 

Brazil. — The  (^rand  Orient  was  held  to  be  "not  a  sovereign  Grand 
Body"  and  its  request  for  recognition  was  declined.  We  are  not  in- 
formed wherein  consists  its  lack  of  sovereignty. 

Argentina. — The  Grand  Orient  of  this  country  was  refused  recog- 
nition because  of  its  supposed  Scottish  Rite  afltiliations.  It  is  said 
that  this  "(Jrand  Body  is  composed  of  two  distinct  factions,  each 
of  which  charges  the  other  with  grave  irregularities."  We  are  left 
in  doubt  whether  this  curious  statement  is  true. 
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Relief. — Only  children  are  admitted  to  the  Home.  A  resolution 
looking  to  the  provision  of  relief  for  "old  and  indigent  Masons,  their 
wives,  widows  and  daughters'*  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
General  Welfare.  This  Committee  reported  that  the  matter  was  not 
"in  their  province"  and  they  **retumed  it  to  the  Grand  Lodge"  where 
it  remained. 

Per  Diem. — Hereafter  per  diem  will  not  be  allowed  Past  Masters 
not  serving  on  committees.  The  per  diem  pay  roll  of  this  communi- 
cation was  estimated  at  $14,000.00.  We  do  not  see  how  Grand 
Lodge  keeps  afloat  financially. 

CORBESPONDENCE. 

This  is  the  third  excellent  review  of  Brother  Raymond  Daniel.  He 
thoroughly  digests  the  business  transacted  and  comments  or  criticises 
very  seldom  except  in  his  introduction  where  he  ably  discusses  a 
variety  of  interesting  subjects.  In  fact  it  may  be  said  that  he 
combines  the  "review"  and  "topical"  forms. 

Alabama  1917  is  allotted  four  pages  and  is  given  a  thorough  review. 
He  is  kind  enough  to  pronounce  our  report  "splendid."  He  says  our 
first  was  "good"  but  our  second  "better."  That  is  encouraging.  He 
takes  issue  with  our  view  that  Masonry  does  not  exact  of  its  initiates 
a  belief  in  immortality,  though  it  teaches  it  in  the  most  impressive 
manner.

Lodges,  65 ;  membership,  5,681 ;  gain,  505. 

An  excellent  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Andrew  Lounsburg  (1918- 
1919)  adorns  this  volume 

Brother  Charles  Himrod  who  had  been  attending  Grand  Lodge 
regularly  for  40  years,  was  Grand  Secretary  4  years,  Grand  Master  1 
year,  and  Grand  Treasurer  29  years,  was  unable  to  be  present.  Grand 
Lodge  remembered  him  with  a  box  of  beautiful  flowers  and  a  tele- 
gram of  fraternal  greetings  and  good  wishes. 

Only  seven  Grand  Representatives  answered  present,  among  whom 
Alabamans,  Brother  Charles  P.  Bilderback,  was  not 
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Masonic  Law. — Grand  Master  Sherman  M.  Coffin  in  Ms  address 
descanted  at  some  length  upon  Masonic  Law.  It  has  long  been  under- 
stood that  the  "landmarks"  are  unalterable,  however  great  the  doubt 
may  be  as  to  what  the  "landmarks"  are.  But  Brother  Coffin  has 
added  another  body  of  unamendable,  Irrepealable  laws.  These  he 
calls  "general  laws"  and  he  defines  them  as  "those  regulations  that 
have  been  enacted  by  such  bodies  as  had,  at  the  time,  universal 
jurisdiction."  Now  we  undertake  to  say  that  no  such  a  Masonic  body 
ever  existed  anywhere  in  the  world.  We  challenge  any  one  to  name 
a  grand  lodge  or  other  Masonic  body  that  ever  claimed  "universal 
jurisdiction."  Brother  Coffin  further  says  that  as  these  •'paramount 
bodies  which  enacted  them  have  long  ceased  to  exist  it  would  seem 
that  they  are  unrepealable.'*  Another  case  verily  of  "laws  of  the 
Medes  and  Persians!"  But  to  make  "confusion  worse  confounded" 
he  says  that  only  so  much  of  these  "irrepealable  laws"  as  were 
"accepted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  at  the  revival  in  1717  and 
adopted  previous  to  the  year  1721,"  are  now  in  force.  We  presume 
that  the  others  are  floating  around  like  disembodied  spirits  seeking 
some  new  grand  body  into  which  they  may  enter. 

War  Work. — Grand  Master  Coffin  showed  commendable  promptness 
and  spirit  in  rallying  the  Masons  of  Idaho  to  the  support  of  the 
Masonic  organization  that  was  to  accompany  "Our  Boys"  to  Europe, 
but  which  a  vacillating,  not  to  say  hostile,  War  Department  was 
thanks  to  some  sinister  outside  influence,  never  to  allow  to  leave 
American  shores.  Masons  should  never  cease  inquiry  till  they  learn 
the  real  reason  for  this  duplicitous  action,  and  then  they  should 
never  forget  the  responsible  parties. 

Military  Lodges  were  decided  to  be  impracticable  at  the  battle  front 
and  besides  we  suspect  that  such  meetings  would  have  been  prevented 
by  the  same  influence  as  prevented  Masons  engaging  in  "war  work." 

France. — The  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of  France  were  both 
refused  rec-ognition  on  grounds  which  we  think  were  fully  refuted 
in  our  last  yearns  reports. 

COBBESPOXDENCE. 

Brother  George  E.  Knepper  is  again  the  author  "of  this  report  and 
in  it  he  maintains  his  previous  high  standard. 

Alabama,  we  regret,  is  missing  from  this  review  but  GO  other 
grand  lodges  are  dealt  with. 
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Flag, — We  note  that  he  shares  our  view  that  to  use  the  flag  of  our 
country  to  drape  a  Masonic  lodge  is  an  improper  use  of  the  flag. 

Cumbersome  Titles, — ^We  are  also  pleased  to  see  that  he  approves 
our  action  in  cutting  out  as  far  as  possible  the  long  titles  so  often 
affixed  to  our  officers. 

Egypt. — Idaho  exchanges  representatives  with  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Egypt. 

1840— ILLINOIS— 1918. 
79th  Annual — Chicago — Octobeb  8th-10th. 

Lodges,  869 ;  membership,  167,286 ;  gain,  10,078. 

Alabama  was  present  again  in  the  person  of  Brother  Chester  E. 
Allen. 

War, — President  Wilson  was  congratulated  on  his  "stand  of  no 
peace  by  compromise*'  and  his  demand  for  "absolute  and  uncondi- 
tional surrender."  After  raising  a  large  sum,  $133,762.85,  for  War 
Relief  among  the  masons  in  the  army  and  navy.  Grand  Lodge  began 
to  "smell  a  mouse"  that  it  was  "doubtful  if  our  representatives 
would  be  permitted  by  the  government  to  go  overseas,"  as  indeed 
subsequently  proved  to  be  the  case.  Grand  Master  Schoonover,  of 
Iowa,  was  present,  delivered  an  address  on  this  subject  and  declared 
his  belief  that  Masons  were  "being  Itept  away  from  that  work  by  the 
insidious  maneuvers  of  an  influence  which  would  like  to  undermine 
the  Masonic  fraternity  as  much  as  it  could."  It  is  impossible  to 
resist  the  conclusion  that  the  War  Department,  if  not  the  entire 
administration,  fell  under  this  baneful  influence. 

Rights  of  Lodges. — Grand  Master  Austin  H.  Scrogin  during  the 
year  laid  down  a  dictum  that  "however  good  the  cause  may  be,  it 
does  not  justify  one  lodge  in  appealing  to  other  lodges  and  brethren 
to  enter  into  any  campaign  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  aim  not 
endorsed  and  approved  by  the  Grand  Master."  We  do  not  say  this 
is  not  the  law  in  Illinois,  but  we  do  say  that  such  is  not  the  law 
in  Alabama  and  should  not  be  'the  law  any  where.  There  is  no 
reason  why  any  Mason  or  any  lodge  may  not  address  other  Masons 
or  lodges  verbally  or  by  circular  without  the  approval  of  the  grand 
master.  We  should  like  to  know  whence  grand  masters  acquired  the 
right  to  dictate  what  shall  or  shall  not  be  discussed  among  the  Craft, 
in  print  or  otherwise.    A  Masonic  censorship  is  just  as  abhorrent 
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as  any  other  sort.  This  is  but  one  more  step  in  the  eifort  of  grtnd 
masters  to  gather  into  their  hands  all  the  reins  of  authority.  It 
wonld  certainly  be  strange  if  Freemasonry,  wliich  prides  its^  on 
its  devotion  to  freedom  of  speech  and  freedom  of  the  press,  should 
itself  tamely  submit  to  being  deprived  of  both  by  usurping  grand 
masters.  Of  course  these  remarks  do  not  apply  to  petitions  seddng 
money ;  there  are  obvious  reasons  why  their  worthiness  should  be 
properly  vouched  for. 

France. — Consideration  of  the  claims  to  regularity  of  EYench  Free- 
masonry was  "deferred  until  the  calmer  counsels  of  peace  may  lead 
us  into  safer  channels  than  those  to  be  found  in  the  vortex  of  war." 

Physical  Qualifications, — There  was  much  talk  In  favor  of  relaxing 
this  rule  for  the  convenience  of  returning  wounded  soldiers  bnt 
nothing  was  done, 

Militarp  Lodges  were  turned  down  by  Grand  Master  Scrogin,  fol- 
lowing the  precedent  set  by  his  immediate  predecessor,  Grand  Master 
Wheeler. 

German  Language  Lodges  were  required  by  the  Grand  Master  to 
discontinue  German  rituals  and  to  use  only  those  in  English.  One 
lodge  refused  and  the  Grand  Master  arrested  its  charter.  We  think 
It  wise  and  proper  to  abolish  the  use  of  any  foreign  language  In 
lodge,  and  yet  we  challenge  the  right  of  the  grand  master  to  pro- 
hibit what  grand  lodge  had  permitted.  When  will  Masonry  evtf 
get  away  from  the  dlvlne-rlght-of-klngs  Idea  that  grand  masters  are 
more  powerful  than  grand  lodges? 

Clubs. — A  committee  on  this  subject,  after  careful  study,  sub- 
mitted an  exhaustlva  report.  It  concluded  that  "the  cost  of  clubs 
Is  extremely  small  and  that  the  advantages  to  the  lodge  far  outweigh 
this  expenditure"  and  "that  the  club  room  tends  to  create  Interest  to 
the  lodge,  to  bring  members  to  the  meetings  and  to  furnish  clean 
amusement  and  entertainment,  freed  from  the  demoralizing  Influence 
of  the  saloon  and  common  pool  room." 

Smoking  In  lodge  was  again  severely  condemned.  It  was  declared 
that  "No  Mason  ought  to  desire  to*do  that  which  in  any  way  gives 
offense  to  a  brother'*  and  that  smoking  was  very  offensive  to  some 
men.    We  respond,  Amen! 

Educational  Qualification, — A  law  was  proposed  and  goes  over  to 
next  year  requiring  all  candidates  for  the  degrees  to  be  "capable  of 
reading  and  writing  In  English." 
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COSBESPONDBNCE. 

Brother  Delmar  D.  Darrah  presents  his  first  report  on  this  subject 
and  it  is  one  of  the  longest,  347  pages,  and  one  of  the  very  best  of 
the  year.  It  is  a  genuine  pleasure  to  read  a  report  so  replete  with 
that  rare  quality,  common  sense.  We  have  not  space  to  cite  all  the 
proofs  that  It  possesses  this  virtue,  but  will  call  attention  to  a  few. 
He  announces  that  he  ''has  studiously  avoided  quibbling  over  trifling 
law  points."  That  is  good  and  he  has  faithfully  carried  out  this  rule. 
He  says  his  criticisms  are  offered  in  a  kindly  spirit  and  not  with 
the  idea  that  all  the  best  in  Masonry  is  centered  in  Illinois. 

Dispensations. — He  shares  our  view  that  many  of  the  so-called 
"dispensations"  of  grand  masters  are  "but  the  means  whereby  a  grand 
master  permits  himself  to  violate  the  law  and  to  escape  without  cen- 
sure." 

Decisions, — He  truly  says  that  "the  decision  habit  indulged  in 
by  most  grand  masters  is  not  only  unnecessary  but  savors  a  great 
deal  of  personal  egoism."  About  the  dullest  pages  of  our  grand 
lodge  Proceedings  are  those  recording  so-called  decisions,  which  are 
often  but  exhibitions  of  ignorance  and  narrowness. 

AlahafMt  is  kindly  and  generously  dealt  with  in  8  pages.  Grand 
Master  Walter  Smith's  address  is  fully  covered  and  our  report  is 
quoted  from  freely  and  apparently  with  approval. 

We  welcome  Brother  Darrah  to  the  Circle  and  predict  for  him  a 
brilliant  record  if  he  continues  on  the  Job  and  maintains  the  high 
standard  of  his  beginning. 

Brother  Darrah  knows  a  good  thing  when  he  sees  it  He  shares 
with  us  the  opinion  that  one  of  the  very  best  things  met  with  each 
year  in  the  many  volumes  which  come  to  the  reviewer  is  the  annual 
report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  of  the  Board  on  the  Condition 
of  Masonry.  We  believe  every  grand  lodge  should  have  such  a  com- 
mittee if  it  would  do  its  work  as  thoroughly  as  does  that  of  Canada. 

Ritual, — ^He  does  not  share  the  idea  that  the  Masonic  ritual  is 
something  sacrosanct  He  ridicules  the  belief  entertained  by  many 
that  it  has  been  handed  down  without  change  "from  time  immemo- 
rial by  God  Almighty  or  somebody  else."  He  declares  that  "ritual 
Is  simply  a  means  to  our  end;  a  vehicle  to  carry  to  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  men  the  great  truth  which  Freemasonry  Inculcates  and 
the  lessons  that  it  teaches." 
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This  report  needs  to  be  read  at  length  to  be  adeqiiat^y  appre- 
ciated.

Lodges,  5^"^;  membership,  88,148;  gain,  5,580. 

Again  Alabama  was  not  represented.  Brother  Walter  O.  Bragg 
being  absent  This  is  at  least  the  foorth  time  in  snceession.  Ala- 
bama requests  any  grand  lodge  whoee  representative  is  absent  from 
the  Grand  liOdge  of  Alabama  three  times  in  succession  to  revoke  his 
commission.  Why  should  not  Alabama  apply  the  same  rule  to  ber 
own  representatives? 

J.  Gardner  Greene. — The  death  of  Brother  Greene  made  it  neces- 
sary for  Indiana  to  appoint  another  representative  near  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alabama.  Grand  Master  Thomas  B.  Bohon  paid  the  follow- 
ing deserved  tribute  to  Brother  Greene,  whose  gallant  death  all  Ala- 
bam  ians  mourn : 

Our  former  representative.  Brother  J.  Gardner  Greene,  being 
lei  lied  on  the  battlefield  in  France.  Brother  Greene  was  Captain 
of  Company  "C,"  167th  Regiment,  A.  E.  F.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
prominent  men  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Alabama,  an  able  lawyer,  and 
bad  a  brilliant  future  in  store  for  him. 

Deciiiions. — Grand  Master  Bohon  was  able  to  answer  all  questions 
by  simply  referring  to  the  General  Regulations  and  former  decisions, 
and  therefore  reported  none  of  his  own.  Is  it  not  strange  that  a 
great  jurisdiction  like  Indiana  can  get  through  a  whole  year  with- 
out a  single  decision  worthy  of  being  reported,  while  In  some  of  the 
smallest  as  many  as  twenty  pages  of  decisions  (so-called)  are  found 
In  the  proceedings? 

Honor  Roll. — The  names  of  Indiana  Masons  entering  the  war, 
9,075  In  number,  are  to  be  perpetuated  by  being  published  In  a  sepa- 
rate volume. 

Dues. — An  effort  to  fix  a  minimum  amount  of  annual  dues  to  te 
t)ald  by  the  member  to  his  lodge  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that 
this  should  be  left  to  the  enlightened  judgment  of  the  lodge.  We 
fully  approve  this  view. 
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Masonic  Service  Association  was  disapproved  and  membership  in 
it  declined  for  the  reason  that  the  emergency  which  called  it  into 
existence — the  war — ^had  passed. 

Work, — Steps  were  taken  to  revise  the  Monitor  so  as  to  make  it 
•conform  to  the  ritual.  ** Short  forms*'  of  initiation  were  disapproved 
and  lodges  directed  to  conform  to  "the  ancient  forms  and  customs 
without  deviation." 

Records. — It  was  ordered  that  "no  records  of  any  lodge  be  kept 
by  the  loose-leaf  method.**  We  heartily  concur  in  this,  because  of  the 
ease  with  which  a  sheet  may  be  removed  or  another  inserted. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Again,  for  the  sixth  time  this  report  is  presented  by  Brother 
Elmer  F.  Gay.  He  is  a  faithful  recorder  of  facts,  quotes  with 
^ood  taste,  and  criticises  but  little.  His  comments  are  brief  but 
lucid.  He  approves  refusal  to  establish  the  old  practice  of  admitting 
a  "Lewis'"  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  opposes  recognition  of 
the  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of  France  because  of  their  stand 
on  the  question  of  the  Deity  and  the  Bible.

Lodges,  532;  membership,  62,472;  gain,  2.964. 

We  despair  of  being  able  to  give  any  adequate  understanding  of 
the  wealth  of  the  splendid  volume  l:efore  us.  It  is  introduced  with 
a  fine  portrait  and  sketch  of  Grand  Master  George  L.  Schoonover. 
The  sketch,  however,  is  by  no  means  adequate  for  one  who  has 
wrought  so  successfully  in  both  the  Masonic  and  the  business  fields. 

The  Annual  Address  of  Grand  Master  Schoonover  is  a  masterpiece 
of  thought  and  good  English.  While  he  departs  in  some  particulars 
from  the  rule  we  have  so  often  laid  down  for  grand  masters  to  follow 
in  preparing  their  addresses,  (namely,  a  plain  business-like  account 
of  their  official  acts),  yet  Brother  Schoonover  does  it  with  such 
distinguished  ability  that  we  forgive  him. 

Bolshevism, — Brother  Schoonover  does  not  linger  with  the  war; 
he  accepts  that  as  a  fait  accompli  and  turns  to  the  problems  which 
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peace  has  brought,  some  as  great  and  threatening  as  were  the  cohorts 
of  the  Kaiser.  Among  these,  he  lists  that  spirit  of  anarchy  which 
we  call  Bolshevism  and  which  not  only  stalks  through  the  countries 
of  the  old  world  but  is  sneaking  through  our  own.    He  says : 

In  common  with  every  other  nation  and  society,  we  must  come  U> 
learn  that  the  ideals  and  the  progress  for  which  mankind  has  fought 
its  way  upward,  step  by  step,  are  as  much  at  stake  In  this  new 
war  as  they  were  when  the  Kaiser  challenged  the  whole  world  to 
defeat  his  ambition.  As  I  see  it  this  is  the  Issue  which  confronts 
us  at  this  very  hour,  an  issue  which  demands  a  firm  application  of 
our  ancient  principle  of  human  freedom  governed,  tempered,  guided* 
and  controlled  by  order,  system,  and  law. 

Let  us  not  deceive  ourselves,  brethren.  There  are  among  us  thou- 
sands who,  recently  coming  to  our  shores,  have  never  contributed 
one  thing  of  value  either  to  the  development  or  to  the  thought  of 
our  country;  whose  ancestors  never  shed  a  drop  of  blood  for  the 
securing  of  its  safety  or  Independence;  to  whom  we  owe  nothing, 
but  who  owe  us  much ;  yet  who  like  the  fabled  serpent  would  strike 
the  breast  that  has  warmed  it  They  would  substitute  bloody  revo- 
lution for  the  orderly  methodg  of  change  provided  by  our  form  of 
government  They  would  strip  the  industrious,  the  provident  the 
intelligent  of  the  fruits  of  their  labors  and  savings  and  distribute  it 
among  the  lazy,  the  vicious,  the  indolent  and  the  envious.  They 
are  by  no  means  confined  to  the  ignorant,  some  of  them  are  higlily 
educated.  Nor  is  it  necessary,  even  wise  to  suppose  that  they  do  not 
sincerely  believe  that  the  methods  they  propose  are  the  best  This  is 
precisely  what  makes  them  dangerous.  A  fanatic  in  an  evU  cause  Is 
the  most  dangerous  of  persons.  On  the  other  hand,  there  Is  no  doubt 
that  many  of  those  of  anarchistic  professions  are  conscious  dema- 
gogues. Together  they  make  a  formidable  and  threatening  combina- 
tion, which  it  behooves  all  lovers  of  orderly  government  to  combat 
with  all  their  power  and  influence.  In  such  a  struggle,  call  it  politi- 
cal if  you  will.  Masons  and  the  Masonic  fraternity  should  not  and 
will  not  be  idle  spectators. 

Grand  Representative  System,  which  was  abandoned  by  lowt 
years  ago,  has  been  revived,  at  least  so  far  as  relates  to  jurisdictloiis 
outside  the  United  States.  Grand  Master  Schoonover  says  '*lt  was  tbe 
only  thread,  even  though  infinitely  small,  by  which  the  several  grand 
Jurisdictions  even  recognized  the  fact  that  they  admitted  the  right  of 
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the  other  to  be  called  Masonic."  We  have  long  felt  that  this  fact 
alone  Justified  the  existence  of  the  system. 

Advisory  Council. — Grand  Master  Schoonover  drafted  the  elective 
grand  officers  and  the  chairman  of  the  chief  committees  Into  an 
"'Advisory  Council"  to  assist  him  In  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  This 
action  was  Indorsed  by  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Council  made  perma- 
nent. 

France. — Financial  assistance  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  In 
Its  relief  work  was  given  by  the  Grand  Master  to  the  extent  of 
$2,000.00  and  $500.00  to  the  Masonic  Club  at  St.  Nazalre.  This 
action  was  approved. 

International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs,  Switzerland,  was  strongly 
approved  by  Grand  Master  Schoonover.  and  $1,000.00  contributed  to 
Its  funds. 

Courtesy  Degrees. — The  Grand  Master  reported  that  when  he  came 
Into  office  he  ascertained  on  Inquiry  that  some  of  the  lodges  were 
charging  for  conferring  degrees  by  courtesy.  He  directed  that  this 
be  stopped  as  to  lodges  outside  of  Iowa,  but  permitted  $7.50,  the  esti- 
mated expense  of  conferring  a  degree,  to  be  charged  against  Iowa 
lodges.  lie  recommended  that  the  lodges  be  prohibited  by  law  from 
charging  lodges  outside  of  the  State,  but  Grand  Lodge  did  not  agree. 

Ministers  of  the  Gospel. — Brother  Schoonover  does  not  approve  con- 
ferring the  degrees  without  charge  on  ministers.    He  says : 

Just  why  a  mlnlFter  should  be  exempted  from  paying  dues  I  have 
never  been  able  to  reason  out.  If  he  truly  desires  to  become  a  Mason, 
and  If  he  respects  at  all  the  relationship  accorded  to  him  by  Initia- 
tion, then  he  surely  ought  not  to  wish  to  be  pauperized  by  special 
provisions  of  this  character.  He  does  not  enter  the  predncts  of  a 
lodge  as  the  representative  of  the  Almighty !  He  comes  in  as  "a  man, 
free-born,  of  lawful  age,  and  well  recommended.'* 

Large  Lodges. — Grand  Master  Schoonover  gives  one  of  the  most 
convincing  arguments  against  overgrown  lodges  we  have  seen.  He 
suggests  a  plan  to  divide  "the  large  lodge  Into  as  many  units  as 
would  make  each  lodge  no  larger  than  200  members."  No  student  of 
this  subject  hereafter  will  have  exhausted  the  sources  of  Informa- 
tion till  he  has  read  what  Brother  Schoonover  says. 

Blindness. — Grand  Master  decided  that  a  lodge  might  elect  a  blind 
member  to  be  Junior  Warden.  The  Jurisprudence  Committee  agreed 
there  was  no  law  to  prevent  this,  but  thought  It  very  unwise. 
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LeirU. — Grand  Master  Schoonover  strongly  recommended  the  re- 
vival of  the  "Lewis"  custom  and  that  learned  Blason,  Brother  Louis 
Block,  Foreign  Correspondent,  agreed  with  him,  but  the  Jorisprudence 
Committee  and  Grand  Lodge  thought  that  this  "change  ought  not  to 
be  made." 

Masonic  Service  Association  organized  at  Anamosa,  Iowa,  in  No- 
vember, 1918,  under  the  leadership  of  Brother  Schoonover  was  in- 
dorsed, membership  accepted,  and  provision  made  for  assisting  in  its 
financial  support. 

Masonic  War  Work. — We  have  elsewhere  noted  quite  fully  efforts 
made  by  the  Masonic  fraternity  under  the  leadership  of  New  York 
to  establish  Masonic  recreation  centers  in  France,  and  the  failure  of 
the  Masonic  agencies  to  secure  pass  ports  until  long  after  the  war 
was  over.  Finally  they  were  tolerated  as  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secretaries. 
We  expressed  the  opinion  under  District  of  Columbia  that  upon  the 
signing  of  the  armistice  all  efforts  to  send  over  Masonic  agents 
should  have  ceased.  We  are  fully  confirmed  in  this  opinion  by  what 
Brother  Schoonover  tells  us.    He  says: 

The  Overseas  Mission  sailed  the  week  of  February  6,  1919,  more 
than  a  year  and  a  half  after  their  original  intention,  and  part  of 
them  returned  to  New  York  on  May  5,  1919.  For  the  following 
smnniary  of  their  findings  and  activities  I  am  indebted  to  Brother 
Sciulder,  chairman  of  the  mission,  who  made  an  exhaustive  report  at 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  the  following  day.  Unfortunately  I 
cannot  now  give  this  report  in  his  own  language,  and  must  for  the 
sake  of  space  summarize  in  a  few  paragraphs  his  most  illuminating 
survey  of  the  conditions  which  they  found  and  the  steps  which  they 
took  to  have  Masonry  play  its  part. 

They  knew  the  fraternity  in  America  to  be  aggrieved  because  it 
had  not  l>een  allowed  to  participate  as  it  had  been  promised  that  it 
should  do,  liccause  that  permission  had  been  in  effect  withdrawn. 
Tht\v  only  guessed  that  our  soldier  brethren  on  the  other  side  had 
longtHl  for  tiieui  to  come,  been  disappointed  that  they  did  not  come, 
and,  finally,  felt  that  they  had  been  neglected  by  Masonry.  They 
had  .ioined  Masonry  for  its  high  aspirations  and  ideals;  they  felt 
that  these  had  not  been  lived  up  to,  and  so  far  as  their  knowledge 
went  in  the  premises,  they  could  only  feel  that  the  neglect  was  due 
to  indifference.  When,  therefore,  our  Overseas  Mission  arrived  Ui 
France  they  found  our  boys  in  khaki  cold.  From  their  viewpoint 
it  seemed  that,  the  mission  having  sailed  when  the  seas  were  safe, 
it  was  adding  insult  to  the  injury,  or  else  gave  ground  for  an  indict- 
ment of  cowardice.  They  were  homesick,  these  boys.  They  had  had 
no  Masonry  to  lean  upon  except  that  of  their  own  construction,  and 
they  were  not  in  a  mood  to  come  home  and  feel  that  the  Masonry 
which  they  left  behind  was  the  same  Masonry  that  they  had  con- 
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ceived  It  to  be.  The  Mission  found  them  filled  with  but  one  Idea, 
that  of  coming  home,  and  they  were  coming  sore  at  heart,  disap- 
pointed, and  critical  of  the  fraternity. 

Despite  the  difficulties  of  travel,  of  delayed  malls,  of  military  disci- 
pline, of  some  opposition  in  government  circles,  of  convincing  the 
overseas  supervisors  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  the  value  of  the. work 
which  the  mission  had  in  view,  they  were  able,  after,  five  or  six  weeks 
of  what  seemed  Inconsequential  accomplishment,  to  begin  to  make 
some  headway. 

From  this  it  is  evident  that  they  were  not  able  to  do  anything  till 
about  the  first  of  April  of  this  year.  Brother  Schoonover  quotes 
Brother  Scudder  as  saying  this  in  substance: 

However  its  work  may  not  have  succeeded  In  measuring  up  to  our 
own  desires,  we  may  be  sure  that  our  soldier  brethren  now  know 
why  we  did  not  get  to  France  sooner,  and  they  know  why  we  had  to 
come  as  we  did  come,  in  the  garb  of  another  agency. 

Yes,  we  know  why,  but  we  don't  yet  know  what  official  or  officials 
were  responsible.  Ode  thing  cannot  be  doubted  and  that  is  the  offi- 
cial, whoever  he  was,  was  under  the  influence  which  kept  us  away. 

MasotUc  Insurance. — An  unsuccessful  effort  was  made  to  get  the 
law  forbidding  the  use  of  the  name  "Masonic"  in  business  amended 
so  far  as  relates  to  the  business  of  insurance. 

English  Masonic  Juhilee. — Grand  Master  Schoonover  announced 
that  he  would  sail  from  New  York  on  June  14th  to  attend  the  Jubilee 
to  be  held  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  on  June  27th  in  celebration 
of  the  triumphant  termination  of  the  war,  an  account  of  which  we 
have  given  under  England.  According  to  promise,  he  and  Grand 
Secretary  Parvln  sailed  and  participated  in  that  great  gathering. 

Honorary  Rank  of  Past  Senior  Grand  Warden  was  conferred  at 
the  1918  Annual  upon  Brother  Fred  J.  W.  Crowe,  Arthur  E.  Waite, 
and  John  T.  Lawrence,  distinguished  Masonic  authors  of  England. 
This  year  the  same  honor  was  conferred  on  Brother  William  Ravens- 
croft,  of  England,  author  of  "The  Comaclnes." 

Study  and  Research. — The  committee  on  this  subject  submitted  an 
Interesting  report,  detailing  work  done  and  outlining  other  work  for 
the  future.  In  this  field  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  easily  is  entitled 
to  first  place.  We  smother  our  modesty  and  reproduce  the  following 
from  the  Committee  as  it  may  prove  of  Interest  to  our  Alabama 
brethren : 
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The  lectures  on  the  "Symbolism  of  the  Three  Degrees,"  by  OHtct 
Day  Street,  of  Alabama,  published  in  **The  Builder,"  and  to  whidi 
we  called  attention  last  year,  tiave  been  printed  and  sent  to  the 
lodges.  These  lectures  were  first  delivered  before  the  Pythagoras 
Club,  of  Birmingham,  Ala.,  and  the  great  interest  displayed  caused 
reque9ts  to  be  made  for  them  to  be  given  before  several  Masonic 
lodges  and  Masonic  clubs.  They  have  been  much  commented  upon, 
and  we  believe  the  brethren  have  found  them  instructive. 

Correspondence. 

We  do  not  know  which  has  contributed  more  to  the  interest  and 
value  of  this  volume,  Brother  Schoonover  or  Brother  Louis  Block, 
author  of  this  his  eleventh  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 
Brother  Block  here  gives  another  of  his  fine  pieces  of  work,  filling 
245  pages.  Every  page  is  replete  with  Masonic  lore  and  wisdom.  Aa 
all  the  Masonic  world  knows,  he  easily  occupies  first  rank  among 
Masonic  scholars  and  writers. 

Alalauia  1918  is  accorded  eight  pages.  lie  cc^ngratulates  us  upon 
having  in  Brother  Teague  "a  grand  master  who  is  able  to  take  a 
broad-minded  and  progressive  position;'*  an  estimate  in  which  all 
Alabama  Masons  will  concur.  Brother  Block  quotes  extensively  from 
our  report  recommending  recognition  of  French  Masonry  and  says 
that  it  is : 

A  masterpiece  of  Masonic  scholarship  and  shows  the  infinite  pains 
used  by  him  to  collect  and  verify  the  facts  of  Masonic  history  before 
proceeding  to  deal  with  this  subject. 

We  quote  this  only  for  the  purpose  of  reassuring  our  brethren  of 
the  correctness  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama 
last  year  concerning  France — as  from  other  sources  has  come  disap- 
proval. 

Brother  Block  quotes  from  the  address  of  Brother  S.  W.  Welch, 
delivered  before  our  last  Grand  Lodge,  and  says : 

We  believe  that  other  Grand  Ix)dge8  could  well  follow  the  example 
of  Alabama  in  having  prominent  brethren  address  them  upon  simi- 
lar subjects,  dealing  with  the  welfare  of  mankind.  Such  a  practice 
would  tend  to  make  Masonry  a  living  force  for  human  service  and 
free  the  institution  from  the  charge  of  being  nothing  more  than  a 
mere  piece  of  machinery  for  the  promulgation  of  a  ritual. 

France. — Brother  Block  is  a  zealous  and  Intelligent  defender  of 
French  Masonry.    In  reply  to  his  critics  who  had  upbraided  him  and 
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Brother   Sam  Henry   Goodwin,  of  Utah,  for  recognizing   "Godless 
French  Masonry/'  he  says : 

Well,  we  had  rather  go  to  the  hot  place  with  Sam  than  walk  the 
golden  streets  with  some  "saints"  that  we  could  name.  Being  of 
the  legal  profession,  we  long  ago  had  our  measure  taken  for  an 
asbestos  suit  and  are  ready  any  time  the  call  may  come  to  make 
things  interesting  for  Old  Nick. 

Although  our  German  brethren  may  not  have  been  open  to  the 
charge  of  alleged  atheism,  a  charge  which  many  American  lodges 
have  not  hesitated  to  fling  at  our  French  brethren,  and  while  they 
may  have  devoutly  pretended  to  believe  in  God  and  may  have  jeal- 
ously kept  .the  Bible  on  the  altar,  nevertheless,  we  have  had  a  lurking 
suspicion  for  sometime  past  that,  not  only  Masonry,  but  the  entire 
civilized  world  as  well,  could  very  easily  dispense  with  both  the 
Kaiser's  God  and  his  Bible. 

It  were  far  better  to  cling  to  French  Masonry  with  its  genuine 
liberty,  equality,  and  fraternity,  even  with  its  alleged  atheism  than 
to  be  sent  to  perdition  with  the  German  Mason's  religion. 

The  German  Mason  protested  he  believed  in  God  and  then  pro- 
ceeded to  act  like  the  devil,  while  the  French  Mason,  making  no 
pretentions  as  to  his  religious  belief,  proceeded  to  sacrifice  all  he 
had  for  his  brother's  sake,  and  thus  proved  himself  worthy  to  be 
known  among  the  sons  of  God. 

The  Masonic  world  will  agree  that  there  is  more  real  brotherhood 
to  the  cubic  centimeter  in  French  Masonry  than  there  is  in  all  the 
Prussian  lodges  put  together,  and  this  despite  the  fact  that  when  It 
comes  to  the  requirements  concerning  theism  and  the  Holy  Bible,  the 
German  brethren  are  one  hundred  per  cent  orthodox. 

Germans. — We  have  Just  seen  that,  while  of  pure  German  blood 
himself.  Brother  Block  can  draw  a  comparison  between  French 
and  German  Masons  altogether  unfavorable  to  those  of  Germany,  yet 
he  shows  his  appreciation  of  a  kindly  word  ^oken  by  Brother  Kies, 
of  Connecticut,  in  behalf  of  the  patriotism  of  German-Americans 
generally.    He  says  : 

Of  the  first  two  volunteer  companies  who  went  to  the  world  war 
from  our  own  county  in  Iowa,  the  majority  of  the  members  consisted 
of  young  American  patriots  of  German  descent,  who  have  since  given 
an  excellent  account  of  themselves  in  battling  against  the  Hun. 

It  is  precisely  upon  such  men  as  Brother  Block  that  the  German 
race  must  depend  for  rehabilitation  of  the  great  name  it  once 
enjoyed. 

Bible, — On  this  subject  Brother  Block  says: 

Up  to  the  year  1760  Masonry  did  not  require  that  the  Bible  should 
appear  upon  the  altar  as  one  of  the  great  lights.    It  was  during 
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that  year  through  the  influence  of  Brother  Preston  that  the  require- 
ment of  placing  the  Bihie  upon  the  altar  was  enacted.  The  ancient 
charges  are  wlH>lly  silent  upon  any  audi  requirement,  and  the  onlj 
religious  qaalificatlon  demanded  by  these  charges  was  that  mem- 
bers of  the  order  should  be  "good  men  and  true,  men  of  honor  and 
honesty,  who  obey  the  moral  law/*  but  that  is  as  far  as  they  went 
These  charges  did  not  even  exact  a  belief  in  Deity. 

Fa triotiJitn.— Brother  Block  detests  the  sham,  who  oft&i  camou- 
flages some  selfish  design  under  the  mask  of  patriotism.    He  says: 

There  are  too  many  so-called  patriots  who  cannot  rest  unless  tliey 
are  i)orsi«teiitly  protesting  their  patriotism  and  flaunting  it  in  the 
faces  of  their  fellow-men.  behig  impelled  thereto  more  by  a  desire 
of  vaunt iuc  their  own  virtues  than  of  any  longing  to  sacrifice  them- 
selves f<»r  the  jrood  of  their  country. 

livlif/ion  of  Ma^ottA. — Brother  Block  asks  and  answers  what  this  is 
in  these  words : 

What  was  this  religion  in  which  all  men  agree? 

The  answer  is  nut  far  to  seek.  It  is  found  in  the  ancient  charges 
themselves  whith  go  on  to  say  that  this  religion  is  that  which  re- 
qiiir<»s  the  brethren  **to  le  good  men  and  true,  or  men  of  honor  and 
honesty.'*  In  other  words  it  is  the  religion  of  morality,  of  goodness 
and  rivrht.  of  truth,  justice  and  fraternal  love.  There  are  plenty  of 
men  \v1h»  howl  their  hard  shelled  religion  from  the  house  tops,  who 
are  very  tar  from  being  "good  men  and  true'*  or  men  of  honor  and 
honesty." 

Nobody  talked  more  about  God  and  religion  than  did  the  Kaiser, 
hut  that  <li(ln*t  keep  him  from  being  the  "Beast  of  Berlin.'* 

Politv  y. — Brother  Bioek  approves  and  encourages  Masons  and  Ma- 
soi  ie  I  odies  to  concern  themselves  witli  political  questions  "In  its 
hi^^her,  Itmrder  and  nobler  sense/*  He  says  that  to  ask  an  organiza- 
tion to  e^ciu'W  religion  and  politics  is  to  ask  it  to  remain  indifferent 
to  two  of  the  most  jmwerful  motives  that  influence  men.  Then  he 
asks,  and  to  ask  is  to  answer: 

Did  the  forefathers  have  in  mind  when  they  adopted  their  stric- 
tures airainst  politics  that  the  fraternity  should  never  mix  in  politics 
even  in  this  nolder  and  higher  and  better  way?  Did  they  intend  that 
Maso'  ry's  attitude  on  the  subject  of  hetter  government  should  forever 
remain  n  negative  one — standing  forever  aloof  and  keep  its  hands 
off?  Are  we  to  go  on  perennially  preaching  moral  precepts,  and  at 
the  same  time  standing  idly  by  and  doing  nothing  to  weave  those 
precepts  Into  the  laws  and  life  of  the  nation?    Is  that  what  Masonry 
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We  realize  full  well  the  dangers  of  dissension  and  disruption  that 
lurk  in  the  path  that  leads  to  an  entrance  into  politics,  and  yet  is 
there  not  some  way  in  which  Masonry  can  avoid  all  these  traps  and 
pitfalls,  and  yet  throw  her  splendid  influence  in  the  public  scales  in 
behalf  of  noble  projects  for  the  betterment  of  our  civic  life. 

ReliffiO'PoHtical  Secret  Society, — Brother  Block  sounds  this  warn- 
ing: 

There  is  rapidly  growing  in  this  country  a  fraternity,  which,  while 
ever  protesting  it  has  no  political  ambitions,  is  none  the  less  flUing 
many  of  our  civil  offices  with  its  members,  and  making  Its  influence 
widely  felt  in  public  affairs.  That  fraternity  is  pledged  to  the  promo- 
tion of  the  interests  of  one  certain  church.  In  its  eyes  the  state  is 
subordinate  to  the  church.  The  state  is,  and  should  be,  merely  the 
vassal,  servant,  and  instrument  of  the  church.  Unlike  the  Masonic 
fraternity  it  entertains  no  scruples  whatever  about  mixing  In  politics. 
It  mixes  and  mixes  persistently.  During  the  war  it  mixed  to  such 
good  effect  that  it  not  only  compelled  you  and  me  to  choose  between 
contributing  to  a  war  relief  fund,  a  large  part  of  which  was  to  be 
administered  by  it  to  the  glory  of  a  sectarian  church,  or  of  appearing 
to  be  a  slacker,  but  it  also  persuaded  our  government  to  deny  pass- 
ports to  our  own  war  relief  agents  until  the  war  was  over,  so  that 
it  might  put  us  before  the  world  in  the  light  of  a  charitable  organiza- 
tion of  vast  pretentions  and  little  or  no  performance,  all  the  while 
parading  itself  as  the  only  truly  patriotic  human  brotherhood. 

Now  that  peace  has  come  we  need  look  for  no  cessation  of  effort 
on  the  part  of  this  fraternity  to  enable  its  church  to  engraft  itself 
upon  the  state,  to  fasten  itself  there  like  a  leech,  and  fatten  itself 
upon  the  life-blood  of  our  civil  government. 

There  are  many  more  good  things  in  this  volume  but  we  must 
desist 
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Lodges,  417 ;  membership,  51,202 ;  gain,  3,045. 

Alabama  was  present  in  the  person  of  Brother  John  M.  Kinkel. 

Grand  Master  William  I.  Stewart  submitted  a  brief  address  which 
dealt,  as  grand  master*s  address  should,  with  matters  of  business  only. 
Orations,  lectures  and  sermons  were  omitted. 

France, — A  brother  wrote  requesting  Grand  Master  Stewart  to 
grant  Kansas  Masons  in  France  the  privilege  of  visiting  French 
lodges.    The  Grand  Master  replied  that  *'A11  French  Masonic  lodges 
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are  under  our  present  condition  clandestine  so  far  as  our  Masonic  law 
is  concerned  ;"  that  "tlie  Masonic  bodies  of  France  do  not  recognize  any 
Deity  and  are  atheistic,"  and  for  those  reasons  declined  the  request 

In  this  there  are  several  errors.  The  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  France  are  not  and  have  never  been  regarded  as  clandestine. 
The  derivation  of  the  Masonry  of  the  Grand  Orient  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  is  as  unquestioned,  as  is  that  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
from  the  Supreme  Council  of  France.  It  is  equally  beyond  question 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  does  recognize  Deity;  its  lodges 
are  so  dedicated  and  all  its  documents  so  inscribed.  The  Grand 
Orient  and  its  members  bitterly  deny  the  charge  that  they  are 
atheistic. 

Brother  Albert  K.  Wilson  submitted  a  lengthy  report  dealing  with 
all  the  French  Masonic  bodies,  with  the  result  that  he  finds  them  all 
unworthy  of  recognition  by  Kansas.  But  his  showing  completely 
disproves  the  charges  of  Grand  Master  Stewart  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  France  does  not  recognize  Deity  and  that  it  Is  atheistic.  He 
quotes  with  approval  the  libel  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  published  by 
C.  L.  Jollols,  the  Secretary  of  the  so-called  Independent  and  Regular 
Grand  Lodge  of  France,  to  the  effect  that  the  old  Grand  Lodge  has 
"mixed  lodges  of  men  and  women."  This  report  by  Brother  Wilson 
Is  full  of  valuable  information  and  is  in  the  main  fair,  though  we  do 
not  concur  in  his  conclusions.  We  think  he  falls  into  another  funda- 
mental error  when  he  says  that  Masonry  has  "always  recognized  the 
Volume  of  Sacred  Law  as  final  authority."  It  Is  perfectly  manifest 
that  so  long  as  we  admit  other  religionists  besides  Christians  we  do 
not  regard  the  Bible  as  authority.  We  have  at  all  times  had  some 
memebrs  who  did  not  accept  any  part  of  the  Bible  as  authority  and 
thousands  of  them  today  utterly  repudiate  one-half  of  it.  The  Bible 
has  been  adopted  by  Masonry  as  the  symbol  of  divine  Truth  pre- 
cisely as  a  much-soiled  apron  Is  sometimes  pointed  to  as  an  emblem 
of  purity. 

Safes. — Grand  Master  Stewart  emphasizes  the  Importance  of  each 
lodge  providing  Itself  with  an  Iron  safe  for  the  safekeeping  of  Its 
records  and  papers.  One  must  become  affected  with  a  species  of  germ 
before  he  contracts  the  fever  for  preserving  documents.  It  Is  greatly 
to  be  regretted  that  this  germ  Is  not  more  prevalent.  This  scribe 
has  been  afflicted  thus  all  his  life*;  his  wife  says  he  scratches  around 
among  his  papers  like  an  old  hen  making  her  nest 
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Lihi'ary. — ^A  similar  germ  must  get  hold  of  someone  before  a  great 
library  can  grow  up.  We  see  unmistakable  signs  that  Grand 
Librarian  Albert  K.  Wilson  lias  this  germ.  All  books  in  the  library 
have  been  indexed  and  the  work  of  indexing  the  Proceedings  is  going 
on  so  that  when  completed  "immediately  reference  may  be  had  to  any 
particular  legislation  or  proceeding"  had  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Kansas.  We  have  felt  the  great  need  of  such  an  index  to  the 
Proceedings  of  Alabama. 

Lodge  Histories, — Renewed  activity  in  securing  information  con- 
cerning the  history  of  the  various  lodges  was  manifested  during  the 
year.  Many  lodges  have,  however,  still  failed  to  respond  to  the  appeal 
of  the  Grand  Secretary  for  information.  It  requires  still  another 
kind  of  germ  to  beget  an  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  this  work. 
Let  us  hope  this  disease  will  spread  not  only  in  Kansas  but  else- 
where. 

Masonic  Home. — It  will  be  remembered  that  on  the  night  of  De- 
cember 22,  1916,  in  the  midst  of  a  driving  storm  with  the  thermome- 
ter below  zero,  the  Masonic  Home  of  Kansas  was  burned.  The  new 
building  Just  completed  was  solemnly  dedicated  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  first  day  of  this  Communication.  On  this  occasion  Past  Grand 
Master  William  L.  Burdick  delivered  an  address  reviewing  the  his- 
tory of  the  Home  and  Brother  William  L.  Hugglns  delivered  an 
eloquent  oration  on  Masonry's  Contribution  to  Democracy." 

The  Committee  on  Chartered  Lodges  departed  from  the  beaten 
path  and  discoursed  lengthily  and  eloquently  "on  the  moral  and 
spiritual  side  of  our  great  work»"  after  the  following  fashion : 

To  the  true  craftsmen  we  must  contribute  our  helpful  influence 
to  the  advancement  of  the  moral  and  spiritual  life  of  those  we 
receive  among  us  from  the  outer  courts  of  the  world.  We  must  be 
able  to  bring  them  to  the  Shekinah  of  the  Sanctuary.  To  do  this  we 
must  have  found  it  ourselves  and  be  fully  dominated  by  its  sweet 
influences.  It  can  only  be  obtained  by  those  fervent  seekers  who 
penetrate  the  Holy  of  Holies,  which  in  this  happy  age  is  open  to  each 
earnest  craftsman.  Then  let  us  strive  to  become  true  citizens  of  Zion 
that  we  may  effectually  worship  In  Its  Temple.  So  much  as  we  fall 
short  of  this  high  standard,  so  near  do  we  become  as  sounding  brass 
and  tinkling  cymbals  and  cast  reflection  and  discredit  upon  our 
ancient  and  honorable  Institution. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

This  report  is  again  the  work  of  Brother  Matthew  M.  Miller  and 
we  are  greatly  grieved  to  record  that  is  his  last.    He  laid  down  his 
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pen  forever  when  this  report  was  not  quite  finished.  Brother  Albert 
K.  Wilson,  who  succeeded  him  as  chairman,  completed  it.  In  the 
death  of  Brother  Miller  not  only  Kansas  but  the  Craft  unlTersal 
suffers  a  great  loss.  He  was  one  of  the  oldest  as  well  as  one  of  the 
very  ablest  of  the  Circle  of  Correspondents.  He  served  his  Grand 
Lodge  in  this  capacity  for  seventeen  years  with  great  credit  to  him- 
self and  the  Grand  Lodge.  As  we  bid  a  sad  adieu  to  Brother  Miller 
we  extend  a  cordial  welcome  to  Brother  Wilson. 

In  this  Brother  Miller's  last  piece  of  work,  Alabama  1917  is  given 
two  pages  of  kindly  review.  Anent  the  appeal  of  Grand  Master 
Walter  Smith  that  our  Masonic  Home  be  put  on  a  **systematic  and 
substantial  basis,"  he  says: 

This  cannot  be  done  in  a  day ;  it  will  take  no  little  time,  thoughtful 
consideration  and  earnest  effort;  but  it  will  have  all  these,  because 
God's  opportunity  and  man's  necessity  have  met,  and  will  not  be  laid 
aside  until  fully  accomplished. 

Brother  Miller  is  charitable  enough  to  say  that  our  address  before 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  December,  1017,  on  Speculative  Masonry  before 
A.  D.  1717,  ^'contains  an  excellent  compilation  of  what  is  known  of 
the  beginnings  of  Speculative  Masonry  In  England  prior  to  1717."  Our 
general  report  for  that  year  he  pronounces  "exceUent." 

Of  our  differing  views  on  "Physical  Qualifications,"  he  says: 

He  disagrees  with  us  for  minimizing  the  physical  part  of  the  per- 
fect man  *as  a  symbol  of  the  abode  of  Deity."  And  we  hold  fast  to 
our  conception  of  Masonry  that  "God  Is  In  his  Holy  Temple"  In  these 
modern  days  more  probably  in  some  prototype  of  the  deformed,  111- 
shapen  Aesop  than  in  the  form  of  the  "perfect  youth"  Paris,  who  set 
the  whole  world  at  war  for  the  possession  of  the  perfect  form  of  Helen 
of  Troy. 


1800— KENTUCKY— 1918. 
118th  Annual — ^Louisville — Deoembes  IOth-Hth. 

Lodges,  594;  membership,  41,071;  gain,  3,025. 

We  approached  this  volume  with  fear  and  trembling;  It  contains 
about  850  pages.  But  a  closer  inspection  showed  that  about  two- 
thirds  of  it  could  be  reviewed  at  the  rate  of  20  pages  at  a  tioie» 
that  is  to  say,  Is  without  interest  to  the  reviewer. 
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Masonic  Temple  continues  a  serious  problem  for  tbose  charged 
with  looking  after  the  finances  of  Grand  Lodge.  Committees  are 
«tiU  wrestling  with  the  question. 

Masonic  Home, — ^We  noted  last  year  that  Kentucky  is  considering 
-establishing  a  village  of  cottages  in  connection  with  the  Home  for  the 
housing  of  the  children,  thereby  not  only  relieving  the  pressure  on 
the  Home  but  more  nearly  approaching  the  conditions  of  home  life. 
We  stated  last  year  we  should  watch  the  development  of  this  idea. 
We  believe  It  is  worthy  of  trial. 

Masonic  Unity, — We  noted  last  year  that  a  distinguished  special 
<x>mmittee  had  been  appointed  to  investigate  the  status  of  world 
Masonry  and  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  practicability  of  bring- 
ing at>out  a  closer  understanding  among  its  various  branches.  We 
have  here  a  lengthy  report  filled  with  valuable  information  which 
must  be  read  to  be  appreciated.  The  only  concrete  recommendation, 
however,  made  was  the  one  we  made  last  year  extending  moral  and 
financial  assistance  to  the  International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs 
at  Berne,  Switzerland.  As  we  understand  this  Committee  is  con- 
tinued and  we  shall  hear  more  from  it  at  the  next  Annual. 

Correspondence. 

Brother  William  W.  Clarke  gives  us  another  excellent  piece  of 
work,  his  fifteenth.  Alabama  1917  is  generously  dealt  with.  Brother 
Clarke,  I  know  something  of  your  good  friend,  John  Oliver  Street, 
but  have  never  met  him.  Did  he  not  marry  a  relative  of  yours?  I 
am  quite  sure  he  is  a  distant  relative  of  mine. 

**Leicis." — Brother  Clarke  takes  no  interest  in  the  revival  of  this 
ancient  practice,  as  was  proposed  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  in 
1917.    We  have  not  yet  found  a  Reviewer  who  does  favor  it. 

Powers  of  Master, — Anent  the  intimation  of  our  Grand  Lodge  that 
possibly  the  grand  master  possessed  the  prerogative  of  issuing  a  dis- 
pensation for  the  admission  of  a  "Lewis,'*  Brother  Clarke  propounds 
these  pregnant  Interrogatories  which  apply  with  equal  force  to  many 
other  questions: 

What  prerogatives  has  the  Grand  Master  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
lias  not?  If  its  Constitution  forbids  initiation  of  a  candidate  yet  a 
minor,  can  the  Grand  Master  violate  it  under  an  assumed  preroga- 
tive? Whence  these  so-called  extra-constitutional  prerogatives,  any- 
way?   Where  did  they  originate,  and  when?    Had  any  past  Grand 
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Lodi^e,  e^  en  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  at  its  first  Conmmnicatkm, 
the  iH)wer  to  endow  future  Grand  Mast^^  of  other  Jurisdictions^ 
themselves  the  creatures  of  Grand  Lodge,  with  powers  alwre  the 
Constitutions  of  the  Grand  Lodges  that  elect  than?  And  wliat  about 
the  obligation  of  installation,  wherein  each  Grand  Master  solemnly 
agrees  and  undertakes  to  maintain  and  support  the  Constitutioiit 
Categorical  answers,  please,  from  those  good  bretliren  who  beliere 
in  mythical  prerogatives  of  Grand  Masters. 

We  do  not  answer  categorically  because  we  fully  agree  with  you  on 
every  one  of  them.  We  venture  that  those  who  disagree  with  you 
will  not  answer  categorically  for  the  very  good  reason  that  they 
can't, 

By-LaivB. — We  pointed  out  last  year  the  very  absurd  result  arisiog 
from  the  failure  of  a  Kentucky  lodge  to  liave  a  by-law  fixing  the 
time  of  its  meetings  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Committee  on 
By-Laws.  The  consequence  was  the  lodge  had  not  held  a  legal 
meeting  in  fifteen  years.  We  criticised  tliis  depriving  of  the  lodge 
of  its  right  to  make  its  own  by-laws.  Brother  Clarke  apparently 
a;;rees  with  us.    He  says: 

There  was  never,  at  least  for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  a  Committee 
of  the  Grand  I^dge  of  Kentucky  on  By-Laws,  and  ought  not  to  be 
now. 

Degrees. — We  did  not  say  that  the  Master's  degree  was  originally 
a  part  of  the  Fellow  Craft's  degree,  but  merely  voiced  a  rather 
prevalent  opinion  to  this  effect  among  Masonic  students.  Many  evi- 
dences point  in  this  direction  but  they  are  too  complicated  to  be  even 
indicated  here.  We  do  not  dogmatize  on  degrees,  their  number 
or  their  origin.  Those  who  assert  that  originally  there  was  only  one 
degree  are  skating  on  equally  thin  ice  as  those  who  say  there  were 
three.  Some  even  contend  that  there  were  seven.  We  have  our 
views,  but  we  don't  know.  Our  belief  is  that  as  early  as  1717  there 
were  two,  and  that  at  that  date  the  ceremonies  of  initiation  embraced 
about  all  of  importance  now  contained  in  our  three  degrees.  Brother 
Clarke  is,  however,  undoubtedly  correct  in  saying  that  originally  an 
E.  A.  was  In  every  sense  a  Mason.  Anciently  everywhere  all  busi- 
ness was  transacted  in  the  E.  A.  Lodge,  and  even  now  this  is  still 
true  in  some  Jurisdictions. 

Military  Lodges. — Brother  Clarke  Is  a  strong  champion  of  the  le- 
gality and  wisdom  of  Army  Lodges.    He  points  to  the  undeniably 
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:great  part  they  perfonned  in  spreading  Freemasonry  throughout  the 
world  and  denies  that  they  are  an  invasion  of  the  territory  of  other 
^^rand  lodges. 

Our  1917  report  is  pronounced  ''admirable  in  every  respect*'  of 
which  so  favorable  an  opinion  we  are  deeply  appreciative.

Lodges,  235;  membership,  20,588;  gain,  1,144. 
Alabama's  representative,  Brother  Charles  E.  Cormier,  was  again 
absent.  We  ask  other  Grand  Lodges  to  withdraw  the  commissions 
•of  their  representatives  w1k>  fail  for  three  years  to  attend  our  Grand 
Lodge.  Why  should  we  not  apply  the  same  principle  to  our  own 
representatives  ? 

Recognition. — We  learn  from  the  list  of  Grand  Representatives 
present  that  Louisiana  recognizes  Masonic  bodies  not  recognized 
by  us  as  follows,  Brazil,  Columbia,  Netherlands,  Neuvo  Leon,  Para- 
guay, Peru,  Sweden,  Hamburg ;  though  in  most  instances  we  are  not 
advised  whether  the  body  recognized  is  Grand  Orient,  Grand  Lodge 
or  Supreme  Council. 

The  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland 
were  recognized. 

Grand  Master  George  T.  Treadwell  displayed  good  Judgment  in 
omitting  from  his  address  details  of  ''visitations  made,  officers  in- 
stalled, and  routine  dispensations  granted."  He  does  not,  however, 
observe  the  same  rule  of  common  sense  when  it  comes  to  "decisions ;" 
he  litters  12  pages  with  these  effusions,  most  of  which  are  without 
the  slightest  interest  or  value.  One  of  his  decisions,  however,  if 
rigidly  adhered  to  by  him  and  other  grand  masters  would  save  lots 
of  good  paper,  ink  and  labor,  and  that  is  one  wherein  he  ruled  that 
he  would  decide  no  ''hypothetical  case." 

Liquor, — He  decided  that  a  manufacturer  of  "industrial  alcohol 
unusable  for  other  purposes"  was  eligible  to  the  degrees  of  Masonry. 
Also,  that  the  Louisiana  law  excluding  persons  engaged  in  the  liquor 
business  did  not  apply  to  a  petition  received  but  not  acted  on  before 
the  adoption  of  that  law. 
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France. — The  Grand  Orient  of  France  wrote  to  Inquire  If  Loolslanft 
would  object  to  lodges  of  the  Grand  Orient  making  Masons  of  soldiers 
from  Louisiana  stationed  in  France.  Grand  Master  Treadw^  replied 
setting  forth  fully  and  clearly  the  American  ylew  as  to  jurisdiction 
over  material. 

Divorce. — Some  brother  sent  In  a  most  absurd  Inquiry,  Whether 
a  Mason,  who  had  been  divorced,  was  guilty  of  living  in  adultery  If 
he  remarry  during  the  life  of  his  divorced  wife.  Of  course  the  grand 
master  answered  in  the  negative. 

Grand  Master's  Powers. — The  elaborate  preparations  of  the  '*Shrin- 
ers"  of  New  Orleans  for  certain  "dedicatory  ceremonies'*  were  dewned 
by  Grand  Master  Treadwell*to  be  In  bad  taste  "during  a  time  of  war."* 
Circumstances  rendered  It  unnecessary  for  him  to  talie  any  action  but 
be  declared  his  belief,  in  common  with  most  of  the  Past  Grand 
Masters,  "that  It  was  the  undoubted  right  of  the  Grand  Master  to 
prohibit  Masons  from  participating  In  the  ceremonies.  If  he  cared 
to  go  to  that  extreme."  We  do  not  think  he  possesses  any  such  right 
or  power,  but  believe  such  action  on  his  part  would  have  been  pure 
usurpation.  No  "bull"  or  ukase  of  a  grand  master  can  make  an  act 
a  Masonic  oiTense  which  Masonic  law  and  usage  does  not  make  such. 
Just  when  all  the  rest  of  the  world  is  getting  away  from  the  divine- 
right-of -kings  idea,  shall  Masonry  alone  continue  to  flounder  In  that 
quagmire?  Get  this  fundamental  idea  in  mind:  A  Masonic  grand 
master  (with  a  little  "g'*  and  a  little  "m")  is  not  an  autocrat  in 
matters  Masonic. 

Welcome  Departure. — Instead  of  having  some  mediocre  man  de- 
liver a  dull  speech,  the  great  oration  of  Brother  Albert  Pike  deliv- 
ered before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  in  1858,  on  "What  Masonry 
Is  and  its  Objects,"  was  read  by  Grand  Master  Treadwell.  An 
example  that  might  be  more  generally  followed.  It  fills  28  pages  of 
this  volume  and  every  Mason  would  profit  by  its  perusal.  We  quote 
this  noble  passage : 

I  mean  to  speak  only  of  what  Masonrj'  teaches ;  and  to  set  up  no 
extravagant  pretensions  In  its  behalf.  That  its  precepts  are  not  fullv 
obeyed  by  its  initiates  in  no  wise  detracts  from  their  value  or  excel- 
lence; any  more  than  the  imperfect  performance  of  its  votaries 
detracts  from  the  excellence  of  religion.  The  theory  and  the  int^- 
tlons  of  every  man  that  lives  are  better  and  purer  than  his  practice— 
T  do  not  say  they  are  unfortunately  so;  for  it  is  one  of  the  great 
kindnesses   of   Providence,   and  a   most   conclusive  proof  of  God's 
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existence  and  infinite  benevolence,  that  the  worse  as  well  as  the 
purest  of  men  has  ever  within  him,  like  a  beacon-light,  which  h^ 
must  perforce  always  struggle  to  reach,  an  ideal  and  exemplar  of 
rarer  excellence  than  he  can  ever  attain  to,  strive  and  struggle  as  he 
may.  It  has  been  well  and  truly  said,  that  even  Hypocrisy  is  the 
involuntary  homage  which  vice  pays  to  virtue. 

Charles  F,  Buck, — One  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  towards 
erecting  a  monument  to  this  distinguished  Mason  and  citizen. 

Mexico. — Correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vera  Cruz  had 
without  formal  action  been  allowed  to  lapse.  It  was  resolved  to 
resume  It  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Yucatan  was  recognized.  We  regret 
that  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  does  not  give  us  the 
information  on  which  these  actions  were  based. 

Masonic  Service  Association,  tentatively  formed  at  a  Conference 
at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  on  November  28,  1918,  under  the  leadership 
of  Grand  Master  George  L.  Schoonover,  of  Iowa,  was  indorsed  and 
financial  support  pledged.  We  have  seen  it  stated  in  several  quarters 
that  Alabama  had  also  taken  similar  action.  This  is  not  quite  accu- 
rate; Grand  Master  Teague  has  only  expressed  approval  in  general 
terms  and  thinks  that  the  great  work  proposed  has  been  neglected 
too  long. 

We  think  the  war  has  proved  the  necessity  of  a  central  organiza- 
tion of  this  kind  to  enable  Masonry  to  act  promptly  and  efficiently 
when  the  emergency  arises. 

There  need  be  no  fear  of  this  organization  developing  into  a  Gen- 
eral Grand  Lodge.  Louisiana  makes  it  plain  tiiat  no  such  movement 
by  the  Association  will  be  tolerated. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

This  report  is  again  from  the  able  pen  of  Brother  Herman  C. 
Duncan.  Alabama  \s  courteously  reviewed.  Brother  Duncan  agrees 
with  Grand  Master  Walter  Smith  that  when  a  quorum  of  the  lodge 
has  met  at  the  time  for  a  stated  communication  and  decided  not  to 
have  a  meeting  and  some  of  the  members  have  left  and  gone  home, 
those  remaining  cannot  convene  the  lodge  and  vote  on  a  petition. 

Brother  Duncan  does  not  approve  of  the  quasi-recognition  given  by 
Alabama  to  French  Masonry  when  we  authorized  mutual  visitation  in 
1917  but  did  not  extend  full  recognition.    He  thinks  our  action  then 
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inconsistent,  but  he  has  no  doubt  learned  ere  this  that  in  1918  we 
did  away  with  such  inconsistency,  if  inconsistency  there  was. 

Grand  Master's  Prerogative. — On  this  subject  Brother  Duncan  sage- 
ly says: 

It  might  be  well  for  all  of  us  to  come  to  some  conclusion  as  to  the 
character  of  the  Masonic  government,  is  it  autocratic  or  democratic. 
Our  own  impression  is  that  it  is  a  constitutional  democracy.  We 
take  it  that  while  during  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  power  to 
override  the  law  is  "almost  unlimited,"  yet  it  has  a  limit.  When  the 
Grand  Lodge  has  spoken  we  take  it  even  a  Grand  Master  can  not 
override  its  decree.  As  we  understand  the  laws  of  Freemasonry 
when  a  Grand  Lodge  proclaims  non-intercourse  with  another  Grand 
rx)dge  no  Grand  Master  has  the  right  to  play  the  Kaiser  and  tell  his 
Craft<!men  they  can  indulge  in  the  freest  intercourse  with  that  Body 
and  its  adherents. 

It  does  not  look  well  to  us  to  observe  a  Grand  Master  encouraging 
the  boys  to  down  a  German  Kaiser  because  he  is  an  autocrat  and  at 
at  the  same  time  make  a  "tin  Kaiser"  of  himself. 

Masonic  Homes. — Brother  Duncan  quotes  Grand  Master  Saunders, 
of  Kentucky,  as  saying  that  "a  single  home  with  several  hundred 
children,  in  it  is  not  a  home"  and  that  "its  training  is  not  the  best  for 
the  highest  development  of  character."  Brother  Duncan  then  com- 
ments : 

We  fully  agree  with  the  Grand  Master  in  this.  But  on  the  whole 
is  not  the  best  home  the  family  home?  And  would  not  the  Grand 
Lodge  do  the  best  for  the  child  by  aiding  the  relatives  of  the  child  to 
train  it  in  the  family  atmosphere?" 

ISinnbolistn. — On  this  subect  Brother  Duncan  expresses  a  thought 
that  cannot  be  too  often  pressed  upon  the  attention  of  the  Mason : 

The  Masonic  student  should  ever  bear  in  mind  that  the  monitors 
are  by  no  means  an  exhaustive  exposition  of  our  symbols,  nor  are  the 
symbols  on  our  charts  an  exhaustive  list  of  symbols  that  may  be 
employed. 
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100th  Annual — Pobtland — ^May  Oth-Sth. 

Lodges,  206;  membership,  33,386;  gain,  933. 
Brother  Gustavus  H.  Cargill  was  present  to  represent  Alabama. 
Grand  Master  Silas  B.  Adams  was  kept  away  by  serious  Illness. 
He  sent  a  brief  letter  of  regrets,  from  which  we  quote  this : 

Bolshevism, — The  traitorous  and  vicious  doctrine  of  Bolshevlkism 
has  made  its  appearance  in  this  free  country,  and  the  pernicious 
activities  of  the  I.  W.  W.  are  threatening  our  free  institution. 

No  organization  is  so  well  equipped  to  combat  the  spread  of  this 
evil  as  is  our  own  fraternity,  and  it  behooves  every  member  of  the 
Craft  to  be  ever  watchful  to  detect  and  report  any  indication  of  Its 
presence  in  our  freedom  loving  state,  to  the  end  that  it  may  be 
stamped  out  and  destroyed  at  its  first  appearance. 

Smoking. — The  following  Standing  Regulation  was  adopted,  with 
which  we  heartily  sympathize : 

Resolved,  That  smoking,  or  the  appearance  of  smoking,  in  the 
lodge  hall,  or  in  the  preparation  room  when  in  use  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  candidates,  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  is  hereby  forbidden. 
Violation  of  this  regulation  shall  be  considered  a  Masonic  misde- 
meanor. 

Stephen  Berry,  Grand  Secretary  Emeritus,  died  during  the  year. 
His  father  and  he  in  succession  filled  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary 
from  1856  till  1917.  He  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  Masons 
Maine  has  ever  produced  and  died  loved  and  admired  by  all. 

France. — A  Special  Committee  appointed  a  year  ago  to  investigate 
and  report  concerning  French  Masonry,  submitted  majority  and  mi- 
nority reports,  both  of  which  were  ''accepted  and  made  a  part  of  the 
records."  The  majority  report  opposed,  and  the  minority  report 
favored,  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient.  Both  are  carefully  pre- 
pared and  afford  valuable  information  and  suggestions  on  this  sub- 
ject. 

Centennial. — The  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Maine  is  to  be  celebrated  at  the  1920  Annual.  There  will  be  music 
and  prayer,  a  historical  address  by  Brother  Albro  E.  Chase  and  an 
oration  by  Brother  Charles  F.  Johnson.  Grand  Masters  of  all  Juris- 
dictions in  the  United  States  are  to  be  invited. 
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Brother  Albro  E.  Chase  gives  us  another  of  his  carefully  prepared 
reports.  In  this  one,  comment  is  almost  wholly  lacking  bnt  there 
are  adequate  reviews  of  the  labors  of  each  Jurisdiction.

Thomas  Jacoh  Shryock, — A  substantial  part  of  this  volume  is  tatoi 
up  with  the  funeral  and  memorial  services  and  biographical  sketch  of 
of  Brother  Shryock,  who,  when  death  came  to  him  on  February  3, 
1918,  was  serving  his  thirty-third  successive  year  as  Grand  Master.  A 
splendid  portrait  of  him  serves  as  a  frontispiece.  It  presents  to  view 
a  strong,  handsome,  benevolent  face  and  a  fine  head.  One  does  not 
wonder  at  his  great  success  both  in  Masonic  and  business  circles 
when  he  sees  this  portrait. 

Enemy  Birth. — A  resolution  prohibiting  the  receipt  of  a  petition  for 
the  degrees  of  Masonry,  from  one  born  in  any  country  with  whldi 
the  United  States  was  at  war,  unless  accompanied  by  due  proof 
of  naturalization,  was  defeated. 

Cabinet. — Following  the  example  set  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Illi- 
nois In  appointing  an  "Advisory  Council,"  Grand  Master  Charles  C. 
Homer,  Jr.,  appointed  an  "Advisory  Committee." 

International  Bureau  for  Masonic  Affairs,  of  SuHtzerland,  was  aided 
by  the  appropriation  of  $100.00.  We  consider  this  a  worthy  cause 
as  we  reported  last  year. 

France.— Grand  Lodge  decided  not  to  alter  its  attitude  toward  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  discussing  this  question  dis- 
misses it  with  only  these  words : 

Eliminate  Deity,  and  patriotism  and  piety  are  divorced.  Masonry 
lowers  its  standard  when  it  begins  to  dicker  and  quibble.  If  the  Su- 
preme Architect  of  the  Universe  is  their  God  and  they  are  willing  to 
say  so,  this  ends  the  matter;  if  not,  what  standing  can  they  bare, 
even  with  the  Deist? 
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We  feel  that  the  large  question  Inyolved  here  cannot  be  thus 
curtly  settled. 

Orand  Master's  Powers  to  suspend  Masons  is  elaborately  discussed 
by  the  Committee  on  Grievances.  It  decides  that  he  possesses  such 
power  under  the  common  law  of  Masonry.  Lockwood's  **Masonic 
Law,"  page  22,  is  quoted  to  the  effect  that  "it  is  the  prerogative 
and  duty  of  the  Grand  Master : 

To  exercise  temporarily  all  the  powers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  during 
the  interval  between  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  subject  to 
its  approval  thereof. 

As  grand  lodge  Is  In  session  from  one  to  three  days  during  the 
year,  it  follows  that  the  grand  master  is  from  120  to  365  times  as 
important  as  the  grand  lodge.    We  are  "from  Missouri." 

COBBBSPONDENCE. 

For  the  sixth  time  Brother  Henry  Branch  presents  this  report 
Alabama  1917  is  courteously  reviewed.  The  address  by  this  scribe 
on  "Speculative  Freemasonry  before  1717"  is  pronounced  a  valuable 
paper.  He  thinks  our  action  in  allowing  visitation  of  French  lodge 
but  not  extending  full  recognition  is  like  taking  a  brother  by  the 
hand  but  refusing  to  "give  it  a  squeeze."  You  will  see.  Brother 
Branch,  that  we  gave  the  squeeze  In  1918. 
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Lodges,  272 ;  membership,  78,282 ;  gain,  2,597. 

This  volume  also  contains  proceedings  of  Quarterlies  of  March  18, 
June  12,  September  11,  nine  Specials  and  one  Stated  Communication ; 
also  of  the  Grand  Feast  held  December  27. 

TJieodore  Roosevelt. — A  portrait  of  this  distinguished  and  much 
lamented  brother  adorns  this  volume  as  a  frontispiece. 

Federal  War  Tarn  was  at  first  held  by  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue  to  apply  to  initiation  fees  in  Masonic  lodges  but  through  the 
efforts  of  Massachusetts  and  other  grand  lodges  a  reversal  of  this 
ruling  was  secured. 
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Master,  Qualificatiotis  of. — Contrary  to  what  had  been  the  common 
practice  and  understanding  in  Massachusetts,  Grand  Master  Leon  M. 
Abbott  held  that  service  as  Warden  for  one  year  in  a  lodge  working 
under  dispensation  qualified  one  for  election  as  Master;  that  it  was 
not  necessary  that  the  lodge  be  a  chartered  one. 

Prosclytinp  persons  to  petition  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry  was 
severely  criticised  by  Grand  Master  Abbott  and  the  traditional  atti- 
tude of  Masonry  on  that  matter  clearly  set  forth. 

Burial  Ritual  of  Massachusetts  was  denounced  by  Grand  Master 
Abbott  as  "atrocious."  A  committee  during  the  year  prepared  and 
reported  a  new  Burial  Service  wliich  was  adopted  but  is  not  printed 
In  this  volume.  We  are  therefore  left  in  the  dark  as  to  what  was 
objectionable  to  the  Grand  Master  and  how  it  was  amended. 

War  Relief  Fund  has  attained  the  very  substantial  sum  of  $135,- 
085.10,  of  which  $90,000  has  been  invested  in  Liberty  bonds. 

Patriotism  was  extolled  by  Grand  Master  Abbott  at  the  March 
Quarterly.  He  pronounced  that  period  of  the  war  as  the  "darkest 
hours  of  great  National  peril."  It  will  be  recalled  this  was  just  on 
the  eye  of  the  great  German  drive  of  March  21,  1918.  We  can  now 
hardly  realize  the  enormous  change  that  has  taken  place  since  then. 

Jeremiah  O'BHen  (1744-1818),  a  Mas-sachusetts  Mason,  who  won 
the  first  naval  battle  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  is  given  an  interesting 
sketch  by  Brother  Charles  T.  Gallagher.  An  excellent  portrait  also 
adorns  this  volume.  The  United  States  Destroyer  "O'Brien"  launched 
in  1000  is  named  for  him. 

Lodije  Histories. — At  the  50th  Anniversaries  of  Faith  and  Palestine 
Lodges  and  at  the  lOOtli  Anniversary  of  Solomon  liodge  well  com- 
piled and  interesting  sketdies  of  these  lodges  were  read. 

France. — (I rand  Master  Abbott  In  one  of  h*s  addresses  saw  "no 
reason  why  his  Grand  Lodge  should  recede  from  the  position  which 
It  lias  repeatedly  taken"  towards  French  Masonry.  lie  deemed  it 
not  n(x*essnry  to  go  Into  the  reasons  for  this  view  further  than  to 
state  that  Massachusetts  does  not  see  its  way  clear  to  recognize  as 
Masonry  any  organization  "that  does  not  hold  to  the  Landmarks  of 
the  Institution."  Now,  there's  the  rub.  This  statement  begs  the 
whole  question.  What  are  the  Landmarks?  Is  the  exaction  of  a 
declaration  of  a  l»ellef  in  Deity  one  of  them? 

Finanees. — To  our  surprise  we  find  Grand  Master  Abbott  betraying 
anxiety  concerning  the  financial  condition  of  Grand  Lodge.    He  intl- 
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mates  he  has  **lo8t  sleep"  over  it  He  reports  that  for  years  the 
margin  of  Income  over  expenses  has  been  very  small  with  a  debt  of 
$188,000  hanging  over  them.  This  condition  we  are  informed  exists 
only  in  the  General  Fund. 

Library, — The  splendid  library  of  the  late  Brother  Samuel  C.  Law- 
rence bequeathed  by  its  owner  to  Grand  Lodge  has  not  been  placed 
in  position  but  is  still  stored.  It  is  stated  that  classifying,  catalog- 
ing and  arranging  it  will  Involve  '*a  very  considerable  expense."  This 
is  one  of  the  greatest  Masonic  libraries  in  the  world  and  should  be 
properly  housed. 

Appeal. — Grand  Lodge  very  correctly  declared  that  no  appeal  lies 
to  the  lodge  from  the  ruling  of  the  Master. 

FrcemasorCa  Half,  where  Grand  Lodge  held  its  sessions  from  1864 
to  1867,  is  given  a  brief  sketch  and  is  illustrated  with  copy  of  a 
photograph  of  the  building  taken  In  1860  and  now  in  the  Bostonian 
Society. 

Lexington, — An  Interesting  Special  Ck)mmunicatlon  was  held  to 
dedicate  the  Hall  of  Simon  W.  Robinson  Lodge  at  Lexington.  Any- 
thing pertinent  to  this  cradle  of  American  independence  \s  Interest- 
ing. The  feature  of  the  occasion  was  an  excellent  address  by 
Brother  Fred  S.  Piper,  giving  a  history  of  Freemasonry  In  that 
town. 

Revised  Constitution  Is  printed  In  full  In  this  volume  prefaced  with 
a  valuable  account  by  Brother  Melvin  M.  Johnson  of  the  origin  and 
growth  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts. 

Ritual. — The  question  whether  and,  if  so,  to  what  extent  printed 
rituals  shall  be  authorized  is  troubling  this  Grand  Lodge.  A  special 
committee  reported  that  it  had  "made  progress  but  asked  for  further 
time,"  which  was  granted. 

Aliens. — Grand  Master  Abbott  boldly  declared  himself  in  favor  of 
not  admitting  to  our  lodges  any  but  native  or  naturalized  citizens  of 
the  United  States.  He  recognized  that  this  was  contrary  to  ancient 
Masonic  usage  and  would  very  nearly  amount  to  a  violation  of  a 
"landmark,"  but  he  thought  our  recent  experience  with  Gernlan 
crooks  in  this  country  (and  he  might  have  said  chiefly  with  the  am- 
bassadorial class)  would  Justify  the  departure. 

Despite  the  deep  shadow  of  disgrace  that  German  and  Swedish 
ambassadors  have  during  the  war  cast  upon  foreigners,  we  have  yet 
to  learn  of  a  single  instance  where  a  non-citizen  Mason  abused  his 
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privileges.  We  should  want  very  clear  proof  of  Its  necessity  before 
we  made  so  radical  a  change.  And  we  would  not  convict  the  whole 
foreign  world  upon  the  lack  of  honor  of  Germans  and  Swedes. 

Mexico. — Stephen  Motta,  Grand  Master  of  York  Grand  Lodge  of 
Mexico,  was  a  visitor  at  the  September  Quarterly.  He  gave  what 
the  Grand  Secretary  pronounces  ''a  most  interesting  and  Instructive 
address  dealing  with  the  political  and  social  conditions  now  existing 
In  that  country."    We  regret  that  It  Is  not  published. 

Lafayette. — The  birthday  of  Lafayette  (September  6th)  was  made 
the  occasion  of  the  delivery  by  Grand  Secretary  Frederick  W.  Hamil- 
ton of  a  most  Instructive  sketch  of  the  life  and  of  the  military  and 
political  activities  of  the  Marquis  de  Lafayette. 

Melvin  M,  Johnson, — This  distinguished  brother  during  the  year 
underwent  a  serious  operation  but  at  the  September  Quarterly  Grand 
Lodge  expressed  **profound  gratitude  and  Joy  of  the  Brethren  at  the 
news  of  his  happy  recovery  from  his  critical  Illness."  Masons  every- 
where will  share  in  this  joy,  because  Brother  Johnson  sheds  lustre 
not  only  upon  the  Craft  in  Massachusetts  but  everywhere. 

We  cannot  linger  longer  with  this  interesting  volume  much  as  we 
should  like  to  do  so.    As  usual  no  correspondence  report 
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Lodges,  440;  membership,  91,854;  gain,  4,461. 

An  inquiry :  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  does  not  claim  to  have 
been  founded  till  1844,  yet  it  lists  three  Grand  Masters  before  that 
date: 

Lewis  Cass,  1826  to  1829. 
Leonard  Weed,  1842. 
John  Mullett,  1843-1845. 

There  is  a  gap  of  13  years  between  1829  and  1842  during  which 
there  appears  to  have  been  no  Grand  Master.  We  suspect  the  Mor- 
gan excitement  was  responsible  for  this.  Then  we  have  an  indistinct 
recollection  that  an  attempted  reorganization  In  the  early  40*8  was 
held  to  be  irregular.    Will  not  Brother  Winsor  briefly  explain? 
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Alabama  was  represented  by  Brother  James  Rowson. 

Grand  Master  Louis  H.  Fead  delivered  a  lengthy  address,  107 
pages,  but  he  very  considerately  omitted  the  reading  of  much  of  it. 
It  is  an  interesting  resume  of  the  year's  work  but  could  have  been 
greatly  improved  by  condensation.  He  begins  with  an  8-page  homily 
on  "What  is  Masonry,"  which  while  excellent  would  be  more  appro- 
priate in  a  good  Masonic  Journal.  He  recurs  time  and  again  to  "war 
work,"  "war  service,"  "war  funds,"  etc.,  in  a  way  that  proves  the 
patriotism  of  Michigan  Freemasons  but  that  confuses  and  tires  the 
reviewer. 

Masonic  Fairs. — Grand  Master  Fead  severely  and  deservedly  cen- 
sures coarse  buffoonery,  gambling  devices  and  other  practices  which 
bring  discredit  upon  the  Craft  too  often  indulged  at  Masonic  Fairs. 

Military  Lodges  were  refused  on  the  ground  that  grand  master 
had  no  authority  to  grant  "a  roving  jurisdiction." 

Les  Majeste. — Grand  Master  Fead  took  great  umbrage  at  two  lodge 
bulletins  for  "criticising  grand  lodge,  the  grand  master,  and  other 
lodges."  He  regarded  such  as  a  violation  of  Masonic  law.  We  think 
that  depends.  We  do  not  think  the  grand  lodge,  the  grand  master 
or  other  lodges  are  above  respectful  criticism.  We  think  the  criti- 
cizer  has  a  right  to  publish  his  views  though  they  may  be  wrong, 
provided  he  does  so  in  a  fraternal  and  respectful  spirit.  It  really 
looks  like  grand  masters  are  striving  to  hedge  themselves  about  with 
the-king-can-do-no-wrong  idea  and  to  intimidate  all  who  would  criti- 
cise thenk  We  are  a  firm  believer  in  freedom  of  thought  speech,  and 
press  in  things  Masonic  as  well  as  in  things  political. 

Research, — Grand  Lodge  declared  it  realized  "the  futility  of  at- 
taining Masonic  knowledge  through  a  general  course  of  Masonic  read- 
ing but  believed  that  a  system  of  simplified  and  interesting  instruc- 
tion should  be  provided  for  the  brethren."  A  committee  was  appoint- 
ed to  take  the  subject  under  consideration  and  report  the  next  year. 

Honor  Roll  of  120  pages  containing  names  of  Michigan  Masons  in 
the  army  and  navy  appears  in  the  volume.  The  list  is  however  not 
complete  says  the  Grand  Secretary. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Lou  B.  Winsor  gives  another  of  his  excellent  digests  of 
business  done  by  the  several  grand  lodges,  but  without  comment 
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or  criticism.  He  very  nearly  breaks  his  rule,  however,  to  pronounce 
our  1917  report  "interesting."  We  would  like  to  see  the  bridle  taken 
off  of  Brother  Lou  one  time  at  least 
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Lodges,  439 ;  membership,  90,403 ;  gain,  4,006. 

Alabama's  representative.  Brother  James  Rowson,  was  again  ab- 
sent. He  has  not  been  present  since  we  have  l)een  discharging  the 
duties  of  Reviewer. 

Grand  Master  Hugh  A.  McPherson  presented  an  address  of  mod- 
erate length,  dealing  succinctly  and  clearly  with  all  essential  mat- 
ters. 

Masonic  Service  Association, — Grand  Master  McPherson  called 
attention  to  this  organization  and  recommended  it  strongly.  It  was 
Indorsed  and  membership  accepted. 

There  was  also  submitted  to  Grand  Lodge  a  series  of  preambles 
and  resolutions  adopted  February  10,  1919,  by  a  gathering  of  return- 
ing soldier  Masons  on  board  ship,  which  recited  that  they  **found  a 
dire  neglect  of  Masons  and  things  Masonic  among  our  brethren  abroad 
and  that  they  believed  the  lack  of  organization  and  co-ordination 
among  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Union  had  been  responsible  for  this 
state  of  affairs,"  and  then  resolved  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  a 
national  body  "to  spread  true  light  in  Masonry  throughout  the  world 
and  to  relieve  our  needy  brethren  in  distress."  The  Masonic  Service 
Association  would  seem  to  meet  the  views  of  these  brethren. 

Flag. — The  proposed  ceremony  for  the  reception  of  the  flag  in 
lodge  was  prepare<l  by  Past  Grand  Master  George  L.  I^sk  and  was 
printed  and  distributed  by  the  Grand  Master.  At  this  Annual  it 
was  adopted.  It  is  not  printed  in  these  Proceedings  and  about  all  we 
know  Is  that  the  flag  is  unfurled  from  a  staff  stationed  on  the  south 
side  of  the  altar. 

CUindcstiniftm. — Warning  was  given  against  fake  Masons  and  or- 
ganizations claiming  authority  as  the  Mexican  National  rite. 

Deputy  Grand  Master  Charles  B.  Eddy,  being  called  away  to 
France  in  "Y"  work  at  the  time  of  his  election  in  1918,  was  not 
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Installed  until  May  22,  1919,  five  days  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term. 

Decisions. — Grard  Master  McPherson  rendered  no  decisions.  He 
referred  all  inquiries  presenting  legal  questions  to  the  Jurisprudence 
Committee,  thereby,  as  he  expresses  it,  saving  "the  proceedings  when 
printed  from  being  encumbered  with  a  lot  of  decisions  which  might 
be  confusing."  He  recommended  that  all  decisions  be  eliminated 
from  the  Blue  Book.  He  does  not  seem  to  value  the  legal  wisdom 
of  grand  masters  very  highly. 

Bolshevism. — He  closes  his  address  with  a  warning  against  this 
sinister  movement : 

We  are  assailed  by  au  enemy  more  dangerous  than  ne  who  is  met 
on  the  battlefield.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  battle  which  will  settle 
the  fate  of  our  national  and  religious  freedom.  The  silent  but  vici- 
ous enemy  commonly  known  as  Bolshevism  is  striking  at  the  very 
vitals  of  the  principles  upon  which  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  is  founded.  I  urge  you  as  Masons  to  study  well  the  poisonous 
doctrines  which  are  being  poured  into  the  blood  of  our  nation  for 
which  our  forefathers  fought  and  suffered  that  there  might  be 
builded  up  a  government  that  stands  out  as  a  beacon  light  to  the 
world.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  the  foundations  so  wisely  laid  are  not 
destroyed  and  by  the  dissemination  of  information  and  unity  of 
action,  we  will  strengthen  and  support  the  structure  which  was  so 
wisely  planned.    Let  Masonry  be  a  vital  force. 

Citizenship. — I'ast  Grand  Master  George  L.  I^usk  offered  a  resolu- 
tion that  would  prohibit  the  admission  to  membership,  either  by  ini- 
tiation or  affiliation,  of  any  person  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 
The  Jurisprudence  Committee  adversed  the  proposition  and  gave 
excellent  reasons  for  its  action.  The  report  of  the  Committee  was 
adopted,  thereby  preserving  an  ancient  usage  which  upon  the  whole 
we  believe  to  be  a  good  one. 

A  New  Constitution  which  had  l;een  drafted  for  consideration  at 
this  Annual  was  overwhelmingly  rejected. 

While  at  refreshment.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Webster,  the  wife  of  Brother 
Charles  T.  Webster,  of  Battle  Creek,  Michigan,  was  introduced.  She 
had  been  commissioned  "a  welfare  worker  of  the  Grand  rx)dge  A.  P. 
and  A.  M.  of  Michigan"  at  Camp  Custer  Base  Hospital,  and  came 
to  give  an  account  of  her  stewardship.  Seldom  have  we  read  so 
gripping  an  address  in  plain  simple  language  with  the  real  human 
touch  in  it.     We  know  tears  must  have  flowed  abundantly  as  she 
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narrated  the  amusing  as  well  as  tbe  sad  incidents  of  her  e^qi^- 
ences.  It  is  evident  that  the  Michigan  brethroi  made  a  good  selec- 
tion. 

English  Jubilee. — Grand  Master  McPherson  and  Grand  Secretary 
Lon  B.  Winsor  were  sent  as  representatives  to  the  Jnbilee  celebra- 
tion of  peace  held  at  London  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  on 
June  27th,  1919. 

COBBESPONDEHCf:. 

Brother  Lou  B.  Winsor  presents  the  sixteenth  of  his  fine  reviews 
of  Proceedings.  He  is  not  allowed  to  comment  or  criticise  but  as  a 
narrator  of  business  done  he  has  no  superior. 

Alabama  191S  is  allotted  seven  pages,  filled  with  liberal  quotations 
from  the  address  of  Grand  faster  Teague  and  from  oar  r^)ort 
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The  frontispiece  presents  Grand  Master  William  N.  Kendrick  in  his 
uniform  as  an  officer  in  the  army. 

Alabama  was  represented  in  the  person  of  Brother  A.  Brandenburg, 
who  appeared  for  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  also. 

Grand  Master  Kendrick  spoke  in  oracular  terms  of  Masonry  in 
the  United  States  being  ^'divided  into  forty-nine  separate  jurisdic- 
tions with  forty -nine  diverse  policies"  and  of  its  having,  as  a  conse- 
quence, '*Iost  one  of  the  greatest  opportunities  that  has  ever  knodied 
at  our  door.'*  He  admonishes  us  not  to  be  "caught  napping  again.'* 
We  do  not  know  whether  this  is  a  plea  for  a  General  Grand  Lodge 
or  merely  for  united  action  in  matters  of  relief. 

Research. — A  committee  on  this  subject  urged  the  formation  of 
"groups,  classes,  or  clubs"  for  the  purpose  of  the  study  of  Masonry. 
The  chairman  offered  to  visit  any  lodge  desiring  to  have  the  plan 
explained.  Only  three  lodges  during  the  year  requested  his  presence. 
The  committee  was  continued  and  $1,000.00  appropriated  for  the 
payment  of  the  "expenses  of  those  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  en- 
couraging Masonic  study  and  research." 
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Physical  Qualiflcationa  were  changed  so  that  one  who  could,  with 
artificial  limbs,  comply  with  the  ritual  is  eligible  to  the  degrees  of 
Masonry.  Grand  Master  Kendrlck  discussed  the  question  at  length 
and  instructively. 

France,— Grand  Master  Kendrlck  also  went  fully  into  the  question 
of  French  Masonry,  concluding  that  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  were  both  entitled  to  recognition.  The  Committee  on  Masonic 
Unity  approved  his  conclusion  and  recommended  their  recognition. 
Its  report  was  adopted. 

Italy. — The  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  was  also  recognized  and  the 
Grand  Master  requested  to  arrange  an  exchange  of  representatives. 

Masonic  Service  Association  was  indorsed  and  membership  ac- 
cepted.   Two  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  to  this  cause. 

Oration. — ^The  Grand  Orator,  Jacob  N.  Nicholson,  delivered  an 
eloquent  address  of  thanksgiving  for  the  happy  termination  of  the 
war,  in  which  he  awarded  a  Just  meed  of  praise  to  each  of  our 
Allies  as  well  as  to  our  own  army. 

Citizenship. — ^A  proposition  requiring  all  petitioners  for  the  degrees 
or  for  affiliation  to  be  "full  citizens"  of  the  United  States,  was  re- 
jected. We  think  this  wise  and  conservative.  Anti-Hun  hysteria 
should  not  lead  us  into  making  hasty  changes  in  the  ancient  laws 
and  customs  of  the  Craft 

Life  Membership. — ^An  elaborate  plan  for  **life  membership"  was 
turned  down  as  "unnecessary  and  unwise." 

Masonic  Veterans. — An  interesting  feature  of  the  Minnesota  pro- 
ceedings is  always  the  Masonic  Veterans  Association.  Its  meetings 
are  characterized  by  interesting  and  instructive  reports  and  ad- 
dresses, and  sketches  of  all  Veterans  dying  during  the  year.  In 
course  of  time  they  will  prove  a  veritable  mine  of  biographical  in- 
formation. 

CORBESPONDENCE. 

This  is  Brother  Irving  Todd's  thirtieth  effort  in  this  field  and,  like 
all  his  work,  is  good.  Few  can  condense  so  much  into  small  space. 
His  comments  or  criticisms  are  few  but  to  the  point,  brief  and  ex-, 
pressed  in  a  fraternal  spirit.  Alabama  1917  is  given  two  pages  and 
our  report  is  pronounced  "readable." 

Topical  Reports. — On  this  subject  he  says  under  Alabama : 
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We  have  been  collecting  and  reading  Masonic  proceedings  since 
1881,  when  we  became  a  member  of  this  committee,  and  claim  to  have 
a  practical  knowledge  of  what  a  report  should  be.  We  never  yet 
saw  one  on  the  topical  plan  that  was  worth  printing  and  when  an- 
other turns  up  in  the  accumulated  pile  we  generally  feel  like  saying 
something.    Occasionally  we  do. 

Panama. — Brother  Todd  doubts  the  wisdom  and  propriety  of  the 
course  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  in  the  Republic 
of  Panama.  He  regards  it  as  "marking  a  new  era"  in  Masonry  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere  and  says  its  effect  cannot  now  be  calculated.

Lodges,  372;  membership,  21,743;  gain,  968. 

Alabama  represented  by  Brother  George  D.  Riley.  Grand  Master 
W.  Laurence  Wilson  delivered  an  address  which  dealt  exclusivelj 
with  local  affairs. 

ObHfjation. — He  ruled  that  a  candidate  in  taking  his  obligation 
could  not  affirm  Instead  of  swear.  His  decision  was  approved  but  we 
doubt  its  soundness.  An  affirmation  in  the  most  solemn  affairs  of 
life  is  deemed  the  legal  equivalent  of  an  oath. 

Vicksbvrg  Lodge. — In  our  reports  for  the  last  two  years  we  have 
called  attention  to  a  law  suit  grand  Lodge  had  with  Vlcksburg  Lodge 
defunct  over  its  lodge  property.  By  Masonic  law  it  escheated  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  but  under  State  law  it  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  • 
that  the  property  belonged  to  the  lodge  as  It  had  been  regularly 
incorporated.  It  forcibly  Illustrates  the  danger  of  a  grand  lodge 
allowing  its  subordinates  to  receive  a  charter  from  the  State.  After 
the  lodge  had  won  its  suit  it  generously  donated  the  property  to  the 
Masonic  Home,  for  which  Grand  Lodge  expressed  its  thanks.  Thus 
was  happily  ended  a  very  distressing  Incident 

Illiteracy. — It  was  held  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  and  ap- 
proved by  Grand  Ix)dge  that  one  who  could  not  read  or  write  was 
ineligible  to  Masonry:  Modern  conditions  may  render  this  rule 
desirable  in  the  view  of  some,  but  In  ancient  times  it  would  have 
been  absolutely  destructive  of  the  Craft  No  doubt  the  great  ma- 
jority of  Masons  could  neither  read  nor  write.    It  Is  doubtless  true 
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tliat  most  illiterates  are  in  tbese  days  undesirable  Masonic  material, 
but  it  is  equally  certain  that  there  are  many  men  who  can  neither 
read  nor  write  who  are  in  every  way  worthy  to  be  made  Masons. 

MctsofUc  Bervice  Association  was  approved,  membership  accepted 
and  moral  and  financial  support  pledged. 

France. — A  very  distinguished  committee,  consisting  of  Brothers 
M.  R.  Grant,  H.  C.  Yawn  and  George  C.  Myers,  was  appointed  "to 
thoroughly  investigate  all  facts  relative  to  the  laws  and  customs  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  especially  as  they  refer  to  the  Holy 
Writings,  and  to  report  their  findings,  together  with  recommendations, 
at  the  next  Annual." 

This  is  an  able  committee  and  we  hope  they  will  make  an*  original 
investigation  for  themselves  and  not  merely  rehash  up  to  us  the 
crude  or  hastily  formed  opinions  of  others. 

Honor  Roll. — This  volume  contains  a  roll  of  all  Mississippi  Masons 
who  entered  the  military  or  naval  service  in  the  Great  War.  It  Is 
now  proposed  to  publish  next  year  the  names  of  all  those  who  died 
or  were  killed  in  the  service. 

Correspondence. 

Brother  George  B.  Power  was  appointed  in  1918  as  Foreign  Cor- 
respondent, but  there  is  no  report  in  this  volume  and  we  find  no 
explanation  as  to  why  there  is  none.

98th  Annual — St.  Louis — September  17th-18th. 

Lodges,  645;  membership,  74,201;  gain,  4,057. 

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  A.  M.  Hough,  was  present  and 
Joined  with  Brother  William  F.  Kuhn  in  a  telegram  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States  pledging  support  of  the  administration  in  all  its 
efforts  to  win  the  war. 

Grand  Master  William  A.  Clark  delivered  just  such  an  address  as  a 
grand  master's  address  should  be.  He  confined  himself  to  matters  of 
business  and  treated  them  without  unnecessary  prolixity. 

Liquor. — He  found  it  necessary  to  render  only  one  decision,  viz., 
tp  the  effect  that  the  By-Laws  were  not  quite  broad. and  clear  enough 
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to  make  it  a  Masonic  offense  to  sign  the  petition  required  for  the 
issuance  of  a  liquor  license.  The  Juiisprudoice  Committee  ap- 
proved the  decision  as  technically  correct  but  a  resolution  was  adopt- 
ed fixing  the  construction  so  as  to  prohibit  the  signing  of  sudi  peti- 
tions. 

France. — Grand  Master  Clark  had  evidently  made  careful  study  of 
Masonic  conditions  in  France  and  reviewed  the  subject  quite  fully. 
Of  the  failure  to  require  the  display  of  the  Bible  In  French  lodges, 
he  gives  this  Information  which  all  who  attempt  to  study  or  discuss 
this  question,  would  profit  to  bear  In  mind : 

We  myst  remember  that  they  were  working  in  a  Catholic  country 
and  that  this  religion  has  always  been  inimical  to  Freemasonry.  The 
Catholics  claimed  that  it  was  forbidden  to  have  the  Bible  in  an 
unconsecrated  building,  which  they  considered  a  Masonic  hall  to  be, 
and  the  brethren  were  compelled  by  this  long-time  enemy  of  Free- 
masonry to  evade  in  every  way  possible  domiciliary  visits  and  pen- 
alties for  having  violated  this  canon  of  the  Church. 

Furthermore  the  Jews  who  were  numbered  in  the  membership, 
claimed  that  if  Masonry  were  entirely  Christian,  then  the  Jews  could 
have  no  part  or  parcel  in  it.  That  the  Christian  Bible  contained 
things  which  they  did  not  believe  and  it  was  proper  that  the  Jewish 
Bible  be  placed  upon  Its  altar. 

As  to  the  charge  of  atheism  made  against  the  Grand  Orient  and 
Grand  Ix>dge,  he  says : 

France  is  the  most  spiritually  alert  nation  on  the  earth  and  I  do 
not  believe  the  Grand  Ix)dge  of  France  or  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  are  atheistic  in  their  belief,  nor  in  their  teachings.  They 
disclaim  it  vehemently  and  after  much  study  and  gathering  together 
of  all  information  possible,  I  find  no  proof  of  it. 

To  the  charge  that  they  engage  in  politics  he  makes  this  conclu- 
sive reply : 

We  have  brought  charges  against  them  of  being  political  Lodges, 
because  tliey  were  somewhat  active  in  the  recent  efforts  to  separate 
the  church  and  the  state  in  France.  I  ask  you  in  all  sincerity,  what 
would  probably  have  been  the  i)osition  of  Freemasons  In  Missouri  In 
such  a  contest  had  they  lived  for  years  under  conditions  such  as 
those  that  had  been  Imiwsed  upon  them  by  the  hierarchy  of  France. 

He  caustically  disclaimed  "any  hysterical  manifestations  In  arriv- 
ing at  his  conclusions,"  which  it  had  been  the  fashion  of  those  oppos- 
ing to  charge  against  those  favoring  recognition  of  French  Masonry. 
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This  portion  of  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  recognition  of  Foreign  Grand  Lodges,  which  took 
sharp  Issne  with  the  Grand  Master  and  Its  report  was  adopted. 

Trials, — Grand  Master  found,  as  has  every  one  witnessing  a  Ma- 
sonic trial,  that  the  present  mode  of  trial  Is  very  unsatisfactory.  He 
said: 

My  experience  with  Masonic  trials  has  not  been  favorable  to  the 
^ntlnuatlon  of  our  present  code.  It  seems  to  me  in  most  Instances  it 
Is  a  trial  of  strength  between  the  friends  and  opponents  of  the  ac- 
cused, most  of  whom  are  prejudiced  at  the  beginning  and  pay  very 
little  attention  to  the  evidence  submitted.  Many  such  cases  are  set- 
tled according  to  the  business,  social  and  fraternal  relations  of  the 
accused  rather  than  on  the  question  of  his  guilt  or  Innocence,  and 
the  trial  is  too  frequently  a  travesty  on  Justice  which  makes  an 
appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  necessary  and  consumes  the  time  In  this 
Grand  Body  that  might  be  more  profitably  used. 

He  recommended  that  a  conmiittee  be  appointed  to  consider  the 
entire  question  and  report  at  the  next  Annual.  This  action  was 
taken.  We  have  heretofore  called  attention  to  the  plan  of  trial  by 
Commission. 

Library. — ^We  noted  last  year  that  a  committee  was  directed  to 
look  into  the  library  resources  of  Grand  Lodge.  This  committee 
reported  that  there  were  books  of  various  kinds,  some  relating  to 
Freemasonry  but  *'notlilng  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee, 
that  would  be  worth  while  tabulating  or  cataloging."  The  commit- 
tee discouraged  the  idea  of  Grand  Lodge  undertaking  to  create  a 
library.  They  looked  with  more  favor  on  travelling  libraries  but 
found  that  "even  these  are  only  used  by  a  small  percentage  of  the 
lodges." 

Grand  Secretary  John  R.  Parson  was  paid  a  high  tribute  of  praise 
by  Grand  Ix)dge  for  his  activity  in  founding  the  Masonic  Home  of 
Missouri  and  for  his  Incessant  labors  in  its  behalf  since  it  was  built. 

Masonic  Temple. — The  Grand  Lodge  has  been  considering  the  ad- 
visability of  erecting  a  Temple.  A  committee  to  consider  the  subject 
submitted  majority  and  minority  reports,  the  former  favoring  build- 
ing a  Temple  and  the  latter  opposing.  The  minority  report  was 
adopted. 

Panama. — On  the  recommendation  of  Committee  on  Recognition 
headed  by  Brother  William  F.  Kuhn  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama  was 
recognized  despite  its  Scottish  Rite  origin. 
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COBBESPONI«NCE. 

Brother  C.  C.  Woods  presents  another  of  his  excellent  reviews.  It 
being  his  ninth.  Grand  Master  Clark  paid  him  a  high  and  deserved 
tribute  in  his  address.  He  declared  that  among  the  Correspondents, 
Mlssonrl  possessed  not  only  "the  Nestor  but  the  Agamemnon  of  them 
all."  Brother  Woods  concludes  this  report  with  eight  pages  of  the 
most  Important  decisions  of  the  year.

Brother  Harvey  L.  Keene,  Alabama's  delegate,  was  not  present  this 
time.    Something  must  have  been  the  matter. 

Governor  S.  V.  Stewart  delivered  an  address  of  welcome  which 
teemed  with  patriotic  sentiments.  He  paid  this  tribute  to  the  Ma- 
sous  of  the  early  days  in  Montana : 

In  the  early  days  of  this  commonwealth,  when  the  men  who  had 
left  the  East,  who  had  gone  out  from  under,  If  you  please,  the  pro- 
tection of  the  strong  arm  of  the  law,  when  these  men  found  them- 
selves isolated  and  surrounded  by  cut-throats,  by  robbers  and  by 
murderers,  when  they  found  that  even  In  their  own  midst  there  were 
men  to  uphold  the  law  and  protect  Its  dignity,  then  it  was  that  the 
men  of  the  square  and  comi>a8ses  gathered  themselves  together  and 
built  the  foundation  for  that  great  citizenship  that  has  characterized 
the  citizenry  of  the  State  of  Montana.  I  say  all  honor  to  those  men 
who  gathered  toiiether  In  the  early  days  of  this  Territory  and  formed 
themselves  into  an  alliance,  not  a  Ix)dge,  if  you  please,  because  there 
were  not  enough  of  them,  but  gathered  themselves  together  for  an 
alliance  with  an  assurance  that  every  man  who  affiliated  himself 
with  that  alliance  was  true  and  staunch;  all  honor  to  those  men 
because  they  were  building  for  the  stability  of  an  organization  In  the 
Territory  and  later  the  State  of  Montana  that  has  within  Its  mem- 
bership a  very  larse  part  of  the  good  citizenship  of  this  State. 

War. — To  review  the  various  utterances  at  this  Annual  on  this 
subject  is  now  like  reading  ancient  history.  We  had  then  been  in 
the  war  only  four  months.  The  brethren  were  cautioned  by  Brother 
A.  L.  Foot,  captain  of  the  machine  gun  company  raised  In  Helena, 
that  the  American  people  did  not  realize  they  were  in  war  and  would 
not  realize  It  "until  the  casualty  lists  of  our  own  boys  begin  to  appear 
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In  our  dally  papers."  He  uttered  the  following  prophecy,  which  was 
fulfilled  to  the  letter  at  Chateau-Thierry,  the  Argonne,  and  many 
other  places: 

Our  soldiers  themselves  do  not  realize  the  task  they  have  under- 
taken, nor  will  they  realize  It  until  they  form  their  battle  lines  on 
foreign  soil.  They  will  go  laughing  and  singing  Into  the  fight  until 
they  receive  their  baptism  of  fire,  or  poison  gas.  Then  they  will 
realize,  they  will  become  in  a  moment  men.  Their  bodies  will  be 
as  iron;  their  nerves  as  steel  and  when  the  moment  conies,  they. 
these  happy,  care-free  laughing  boys,  whom  we  see  today  will  pro^e 
themselves  as  their  fathers  did  before. 

A  telegram  was  sent  to  President  Wilson,  pledging  the  heartiest 
support  of  Montana  Masons  "in  preserving  law  and  order  in  the 
State  and  In  prosecuting  the  war." 

Grand  Master  R.  W.  Getty  delivered  an  address  of  18  pages  in 
which  he  dealt  chiefly  with  local  matters.  He  uriied  every  Mason  to 
give  unfaltering  support  to  our  government  in  its  great  crisis. 

Steps  were  taken  to  suitably  mark  and  preFerve  the  spot  In  Vir- 
ginia City  where  the  first  session  of  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  1800. 
Showing  how  soon  such  things  are  forgotten,  difficulty  was  experi- 
enced in  locating  tlie  spot. 

Nicaragua. — Grand  Master  Getty  decided  that  as  the  Grand  liOdire 
of  Nicaragua  was  not  recognized  by  Montana,  a  member  of  a  lodge 
of  that  grand  body  had  "no  Masonic  standing  in  Montana  and  can- 
not petition  for  affiliation." 

Mormon. — Grand  Master  Getty  also  correctly  held  that  there  was 
nothing  in  Masonic  law  to  debar  a  Mormon  from  membership. 

Military  Lodges  were  also  authorized  with  power  to  admit  by  initia- 
tion only  bona  fide  residents  of  Montana.  The  amount  of  the  fees 
for  the  degrees  was  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Master. 

Flag. — The  display  of  the  flag  in  lodge  was  approved  but  the  opin- 
ion expressed  that  the  place  where  It  should  be  placed  had  letter  I e 
left  to  the  discretion  of  each  lodge.  The  Jurisprudence  Committee 
was,  however,  emphatic  that  *'it  should  never  be  used  for  draping 
the  altar  or  chairs." 

^Vlasses.** — The  reception  of  candidates  in  groups  during  any  part 
of  the  initiatory  ceremonies  was  disapproved. 

A  Oreat  State. — Montana  Is  an  empire  in  itself.  The  representa- 
tives of  seven  lodges  had  to  travel  over  1,000  miles  to  reach  Grand 
Lodge,  the  mileage  of  those  from  Redstone  reaching  1,280.    A  brother 
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who  constituted  three  lodges  on  tbe  same  trip  and  "all  in  the  same- 
section  of  the  State"  had  to  trav^  1,500  miles. 

Washington  MemoriaL — Another  life  membership  in  this  enterprise, 
to  be  known  as  the  "E.  C.  Day  Memorial  Subscription,"  coBtinr 
$100.00,  was  taken. 

Idaho. — Invitation  to  attend  the  Semi-Centennial  Celebration  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho  in  September,  1917,  was  accepted  and  the 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  designated  as  delegates. 

Holland. — The  Grand  Lodge  (Ori^it)  of  the  Netherlands  was  rec- 
ognized and  Grand  Secretary  directed  to  arrange  exchange  of  repre- 
sentatives. 

Honor  Roll  not  having  yet  been  completed  will  appear  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  1918. 

Grand  Secretary  Cornelius  Hedges,  Jr.,  out  of  recognition  of  his 
long  and  efficient  services  as  such,  was  instructed  to  insert  his  photo- 
graph in  this  volume.  Due,  we  doubt  not,  to  the  modesty  of  Brother 
Hedges,  it  does  not  appear.  Reconsider,  Brother  Hedges,  and  let  ub 
see  the  manner  of  looking  man  you  are. 

CORBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  H.  S.  Hepner  for  the  ninth  time  gives  us  a  carefully  pre- 
pared review  of  58  jurisdictions.  He  comments  but  s^dom,  yet  when 
he  does  his  meaning  is  not  left  open  to  doubt 

Shrine. — To  a  Reverend  Brother  who  had  severely  criticised  the 
Shrine  he  thus  replies: 

We  have  no  sympathy  with  his  views  of  the  Shrine;  his  vocation 
makes  him  take  himself  too  seriously ;  we  believe  that  it  is  good 
once  in  a  while  for  ministers  to  mingle  with  the  "gang;"  it  makes 
them  human ;  it  is  true,  that  it  scatters  somewhat  the  halo  over  their 
heads,  but  in  the  long  run  it  does  them  good,  if  the  particular  man 
has  any  sense;  the  Shrine  does  a  lot  of  good;  it  takes  away  for  a 
little  while  our  too  sobermindedness ;  we  have  no  patience  with  the 
*'Holier  than  Thou"  atmosphere  some  men  are  encased  in;  we  love 
all  mankind  and  believe  that  in  the  long  average  one  man  is  as  good 
as  another ;  many  are  better  than  those  who  think  themselves  better 
than  others;  we  certainly  do  not  believe  in  swelled  heads;  at  least 
those  not  caused  by  late  hours,  etc.,  the  night  before.  Here's  to  the 
Arabic  Order  of  the  Xohillty  of  the  Mystic  Shrine;  some  of  the  hap- 
piest moments  of  our  weary  life  have  been  spent  In  company  of  the 
members  of  this  "curse"  snjrgested  by  the  Reverend  Brother ;  dam  it, 
perhaps  we  like  to  be  cursed. 

Alabama  is  given  three  pages  of  courteous  review. 
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1866— MONTANA— 1918. 
54th  Annual — Billings — August  21st-22nd. 

Lodges,  113 ;  membership,  12,481 ;  gain,  1,423.     ' 

Alabama  was  again  without  representation.  Brother  Harvey  L. 
Keene  beinj;  absent 

Graud  Master  Francis  D.  Jones  deliyered  an  address  rather  too 
long  a: id  too  replete  with  details  but  treating  many  interesting  sub- 
jects. 

Idaho. — He  reported  the  attendance  of  himself  and  Grand  Secre- 
tary Cornelius  Hedges,  Jr.,  at  the  Seml-Centennial  celebration  of 
Idaho  at  Bo?se,  September,  1917. 

Military  Lodges,— On  September  8,  1917,  dispensation  was  issued 
for  Montana  Army  Lodge  No.  1,  attached  to  2nd  Montana  Regiment. 
Its  Jurisdiction  was  declared  not  "territoriar*  but  "confined  and 
limited  to  citizens  of  Montana  in  the  serrice  of  the  United  States." 
The  fees  for  the  degrees  were  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  lodge. 
Grand  Secretary  Hedges  reports  that  the  lodge  proTed  a  success  and 
hktt  at  naught  all  the  fears  that  had  been  expressed  coucerning  mili- 
tary lodges. 

Courtesy  Degrees, — It  was  decided  that  no  legislation  was  neces- 
sary to  prohibit  charging  for  such  services,  as  it  is  "an  act  of  brother- 
ly consideration,  not  a  business  transaction." 

International  Bureau  of  Masonic  Affairs,  Switzerland,  was  in- 
dorsed and  the  Grand  Master  authorized  to  donate  to  it  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars. 

War  Work, — ^There  are  exhaustive  discussions  by  the  Grand  Master 
of  the  various  war  reliefs,  war  funds  and  war  activities.  Montana 
Masons  showed  a  fine  spirit  of  loyalty  but  it  would  be  tedious  and 
uninteresting  now  to  give  details.  It  is  astonishing  how  remote 
war  activities  of  only  a  year  ago  now  appear. 

France, — Brother  R.  J.  Lemert  and  136  members  of  Grand  Lodge 
offered  a  resolution  recognizing  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  but 
Foreign  Correspondent  H.  S.  Hepner  moved  as  a  substitute  that  Mon- 
tana Masons  be  allowed  to  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  Masons  of 
allied  countries  and  to  visit  their  lodges.  Lengthy  discussions  ensued, 
whereupon  on  motion  of  Brother  J.  C.  Tope  "the  entire  matter  was 
laid  on -the  table.** 
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Financial. — Grand  Secretary  Hedges  reported  growing  exp^ises  bnt 
only  a  small  increase  in  revenue.  In  1917,  there  was  a  deficit  of 
about  $2,e00.<X>.  It  was  considerably  less  in  1918,  due  to  reduction 
of  some  items  of  expense. 

Roster, — A  considerable  saving  was  made  by  omitting  tlie  roster 
of  lodge  members.  We  have  always  felt  this  a  useless  expense.  Such 
a  roster  might  be  printed,  say,  once  in  five  years  with  additions  and 
losses  only  during  the  interval. 

Reinstatement. — Grand  Secretary  Hedges  is  undoubtedly  right  In 
his  belief  that  an  energetic  and  tactful  lodge  secretary  can  do  more 
than  anything  else  to  overcome  the  complaint  of  non-affiliation. 

Chile. — The  application  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  recognition  was 
postponed  till  **further  investigation  is  had  as  to  its  legitimacy  and 
activities."  We  made,  last  year,  a  thorough  investigation  of  this 
Grand  Body  and  the  results  of  our  study  can  be  found  in  Alabama's 
proceedings  1918.  We  think  no  mistake  would  be  made  in  recognix- 
ing  it. 

Gcrm<itiy. — Recognition  of  the  German  grand  lodges  was  withdrawn 
and  intercourse  with  them  prohibited,  because  of  the  intolerant  and 
uuniasonic  attitude  during  the  war  of  German  Masonry  towards  that 
of  other  countries. 

Social  Hygiene. — The  labors  of  the  United  States  government  to 
stamp  out  the  social  evil  and  venereal  disease  was  indorsed  and  the 
assistance  of  the  Masons  of  Montana  pledged. 

Red  Tape. — Ix>dges  of  Montana  were  forbidden  to  correspond  di- 
rectly with  lodges  of  other  jurisdictions.  This  means  to  require  six 
letters  at  least,  where,  under  a  rule  of  common  sense,  two  would 
suffice. 

CORRESPONDENCK. 

This  is  the  ninth  report  on  this  subject  from  the  pen  of  Brother 
H.  S.  Hepner.  Like  his  others  it  is  ably  and  carefully  prepared.  He 
does  not  comment  often  but  when  he  does  the  air  sometimes  takes  on 
a  blue  tint.    For  example  this : 

Fervent  patriotism  is  at  a  fever  heat  and  woe  unto  him  wlw 
swerves  in  the  least  from  the  path  of  loyalty,  either  by  word  or 
deed ;  and  it  is  right  that  it  should  be  so ;  we  firmly  believe  In  t 
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summary  old-fashioned  hanging  "bee'*  for  anyone  who  partaking 
tiie  benefits  of,  or  even  the  hospitality  of,  this  land  of  ours,  acts  the 
traitor,  or  spy.  All  hearts  and  souls,  minds  and  bodies,  should  In 
an  hour  like  this,  be  attuned  to  the  staunchest  loyalty,  help  and  aid 
of  our  country;  no  mere  favorable  sentiment,  but  acts  and  deeds 
should  tell  the  story. 

Alabama  1917  is  courteously  reviewed  in  two  pages.    We  appreciate 
Brother  Hepner's  complimentary  references  to  our  report.

I^odges,  275 ;  membership,  28,136 ;  gain,  1,551. 

Alabama  was  present  in  person  of  Brother  Alpha  Morgan. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Ambrose  L.  Epperson  fills  20  pages 
with  interesting  matters. 

English  Jubilee. — He  called  attention  to  the  Peace  Celebration  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  to  be  held  June  27th  and  urged  that 
the  incoming  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Secretary  be  sent  to  this 
meeting.  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  suggestion,  but  designated 
Brother  Epperson  himself  and  the  Grand  Secretary  as  delegates. 

Masonic  Senice  Association, — Grand  Master  Epperson  called  at- 
tention to  this  organization  and  strongly  recommended  it.  The  Asso- 
ciation was  indorsed  by  Grand  Lodge  and  membership  therein  ac- 
cepted. 

Cyphers. — Grand  Master  declared  that  the  use  of  unauthorized 
cyphers  or  keys  was  common  and  urged  that  it  be  made  the  **ex- 
pressed  duty  of  the  different  lodges  to  prefer  charges  against  a 
brother*'  violating  this  law.    This  recommendation  was  also  adopted. 

The  Library  of  over  2,000  volumes  and  collection  of  weai)ons  and 
bronzes  belonging  to  the  late  Brother  John  J.  Monell  were  donated  by 
his  widow  to  Grand  Lodge.  Brother  Monell  was  long  a  distinguished 
citizen  of  Nebraska  and  a  most  energetic  and  enthusiastic  Mason. 
An  appreciative  resolution  of  thanks  was  adopted  by  Grand  Lodge. 

Annuity  Plan. — A  special  committee  reported  favorably  on  this 
idea.  The  plan  contemplates  the  gift  by  brethren  to  Grand  Lodge 
of  monies  on  which  an  annual  stipend  shall  be  paid  to  the  donors 
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during  life,  the  principal  to  belong  to  the  Charity  Fund  upon  the 
death  of  the  donors.  The  committee  was  retained  to  formulate  more 
complete  plans  and  report  at  the  next  Annual.  We  do  not  reeali  tliat 
any  other  grand  lodge  has  tried  this  scheme  and  we  shall  watch  its 
results  in  Nebraska  with  interest. 

There  would  seem  to  be  just  two  essentials  to  the  successful  opera- 
tion of  the  plan.  The  first  is  to  find  the  brethren  who  are  willing  to 
place  their  wealth  thus  in  the  hands  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  sec- 
ond is  to  find  a  committee  or  Board  who  are  both  able  and  willing 
to  give  it  the  necessary  skill  and  attention. 

'^Visions.'* — Grand  Orator  J.  Dean  Ringer  delivered  a  lengthy  bat 
eloquent  oration  on  "visions/'  "dreams"  and  other  high  ideals.  It 
does  not,  however,  lend  itself  easily  to  quotation. 

World  Peace, — The  Committee  on  the  Promotion  of  World  Peace 
submitted  a  report  in  which  it  approves  of  **a  more  civilized  method 
of  settling  international  disputes,"  and  says  that  "If  America  can 
now  lead  mankind  in  the  development  of  enforced  world  peace,  our 
country  will  for  a  thousand  years  be  the  leader  of  the  race." 

What  does  "to  lead  in  enforcing  the  peace  of  the  world"  mean?  It 
means  that  the  ITnited  States  must  first  take  the  lead  in  dMding 
who  Is  right  and  who"  is  wrong  in  every  controversy  that  arises  any- 
where in  the  world ;  she  must  then  assume  the  heaviest  burden  in 
compelling  the  party  in  the  wrong,  (or  rather  whom  she  or  others 
decide  to  be  in  the  wrong)  to  lay  aside  its  arms  and  return  to  the 
paths  of  peace,  and  if  it  does  not,  then  to  furnish  more  money, 
more  arms,  more  ships,  more  guns,  more  powder,  more  dynamite, 
more  T.  N.  T.,  more  gas,  more  men,  more  blood,  more  sorrow  than 
any  other  nation.    We  hesitate  to  accept  such  a  program. 

White  Shrine. — Nebraska  has  defined,  by  Masonic  law,  what  so- 
called  Masonic  bodies  Masons  of  that  State  may  join.  The  White 
Shrine  (whatever  it  may  be)  falls  under  this  ban.  Those  who  had 
joined  it  were  given  warning  and  time  to  get  out  before  charges  are 
to  be  preferred  against  them. 

What  is  the  matter  with  the  White  Shrine?  We  are  not  told  why 
one  Shrine  is  tolerated  and  the  other  anathematized.  We  do  not 
know  what  the  White  Shrine  is;  don't  know  that  we  ever  heard  of  it 
before.  But  unless  it  is  an  organization  of  evil  tendencies  we  do  not 
think  grand  lodge  should  attempt  to  forbid  Masons  joining  it 
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COBHESPONDENCE. 

This  report  by  Brother  John  A.  Ehrhardt  is  very  brief,  covering 
only  three  pages.    We  quote  the  following  extracts : 

Bible. — ^Nebraska  Masons  have  ever  held  that  the  Bible  Is  an  in- 
dispensable part  of  the  furniture  of  the  lodge,  and  on  it  all  of  the 
brethren  of  this  jurisdiction  have  been  obligated.  It  being  the  first 
of  the  Great  Lights  of  Masonry,  no  lodge  can  be  opened  and  transact 
business  without  it. 

This  is  equally  true  of  Alabama,  but  that  does  not  prove  spurious 
and  clandestine  all  who  do  not  conform  to  our  views. 

French  Masonry. — ^The  Grand  Orient  of  France  is  admittedly  athe- 
istic, and  for  that  reason  lost  its  fraternal  relations  with  almost 
all  of  the  American  Grand  Lodges  as  well  as  that  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  and  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  British  Em- 
pire. For  more  than  forty  years  French  Masonry  has  gloried  In 
Its  atheism,  and  it  has  only  been  since  we  took  part  In  the  World 
War  that  an  effort  was  made  to  restore  the  relation. 

''When  the  devU  was  sick,  the  devil  a  monk  would  be; 
When  the  devil  was  well,  the  devU  a  monk  was  he." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  France  is  not  atheistic,  neither  is  it  delstlc, 
and  it  Is  an  offshoot  of  the  Grand  Orient  by  whom  it  was  created, 
and  rather  prides  Itself  on  being  agnostic.  Neither  of  these  Grand 
Lodges  is  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  although  some 
of  the  American  Grand  Lodges  have  granted  recognition,  and  some 
others  have  permitted  their  members  to  fraternize  with  French  Ma- 
sons and  French  lodges.  Then  there  Is  the  Independent  Grand  Lodge 
of  France  and  the  French  Colonies,  three  so-called  Grand  Lodges  In 
one  country. 

There  are  some  gross  errors  in  this.  The  Grand  Orient  Is  not 
"admittedly"  atheistic.  This  has  been  charged  but  has  never  been 
admitted  but  is  Indignantly  denied.  That  French  Masonry  has  ever 
"gloried  in  its  atheism"  is  a  very  unjust  accusation.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  France  is  not  an  "offshoot  of  the  Grand  Orient."  There  is 
not  and  never  was  any  connection  between  them.  It  Is  not  true 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  "rather  prides  itself  on  being  agnos- 
tic." No  less  an  authority  than  Brother  Robert  F.  Gould  expressly 
acquits  It  of  this  charge  occasionally  made  In  Ignorance,  or  by^lts 
enemies. 

Christian  Masonry, — Of  the  Masonry  of  Denmark,  Norway  and 
Sweden,  Brother  Ehrhardt  says :

The  third  group  comprises  purely  Christian  Masonry,  tliat  is,  the 
requirement  of  a  belief  in  Christ.  This  is  the  Masonry  of  Sweden, 
Norway,  and  Denmark,  and  one  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Germany. 
With  these  we  have  had  no  fraternal  relations,  not  on  account  of 
their  theology,  although  at  least  one  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Germany 
is  purely  atheistic,  but  for  the  reason  that  they  are  political  in 
their  character  and  have  neither  supreme  executive,  legislative,  or 
judicial  power,  but  are  ruled  by  the  reigning  political  power  of  the 
land. 

Brother  Ehrhardt  seems  to  tliink  that  Nebraska  Masonry  is  the 
standard  by  which  Masonry  in  every  part  of  the  world  is  to  be  meas- 
ured and  tested.

Lodges,  23 ;  meml>ership,  2,070 ;  gain,  47. 

Alabama's  representative.  Brother  David  Aspland,  was  not  pres- 
ent. 

Grand  Master  Thomas  Lindsay  delivered  an  address  in  which  be 
confined  himself  to  his  official  actions.  It  is  brief  but  covers  all 
essential  topics. 

France.— Grand  Master  Lindsay  brought  the  subject  of  Frendi 
Masonry  to  the  attention  of  Grand  Lodge.  Appreciative  mention 
was  also  made  by  Grand  Secretary  E.  D.  Vanderleith  of  the  provi- 
sion made  by  French  Masons  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the 
Masons  of  allied  countries  when  in  the  city  of  Paris.  The  commit- 
tee on  Legitimacy  of  Grand  Lodges  recommended  recognition  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  France,  wMch  was  adopted.  Brother  Vanderlieth 
then  addressed  Grand  Lodge  in  favor  of  the  recognition  of  the  Grand 
Orient,  but  after  reference  to  committee  and  r^;>ort,  the  matter  wis 
deferred  to  the  next  Annual.  Mutual  visitation  was  in  the  mean- 
time authorized. 

Panama  and  Italy. — ^The  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama  was  recogniied 
but  the  entire  question  of  Italian  Masonry  was  deferred  to  the  next 
Annual. 

Funeral. — A  special  committee  was  diarged  with  the  duty  of  revis- 
ing the  form  of  burial  service  to  be  reported  on  at  the  next  Annual 
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Oration,— The  Grand  Orator,  Brother  Louis  G.  Campbell,  deliv- 
ered an  eloquent  and  thoughtful  address  on  the  Subject,  "The  Build- 
ers."   This  quotation  gives  an  idea  of  his  method  of  treatment : 

The  inventor  gives  the  world  a  new  machine,  a  new  device  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  mankind;  he  is  a  builder  and  his  building  lives 
after  him.  A  Beethoven  sees  a  beautiful  vision  and  translates  it  into 
music  to  delight  and  ennoble  his  kind.  He  is  a  builder,  and  his 
building  endures  as  a  monument  to  his  memory. 

A  sculptor  sees  a  great  truth  and  with  patient  chiselling  makes  a 
crude  block  of  marble  proclaim  that  truth ;  he  has  builded  a  mansion. 

A  jurist  establishes  some  principle  of  right  in  human  affairs  and 
he  has  laid  a  comer-stone  in  the  structure  of  jurisprudence  that 
gives  silent  testimony  that  he  lived  and  builded. 

This  Fraternity  finds  Its  symbolism  in  that  thought — that  of  the 
builder. 

COEBESPONBENCE. 

Brother  E.  D.  Vanderlieth  gives  us  his  fourth  Review  and  it  is 
equal  to  his  previous  splendid  work.  He  is  \*ery  courteous  to  Ala- 
bama in  general,  and  to  Grand  Master  Smith,  Brother  Lawrence  J^ee 
and  this  scribe.  He  thinks  Alabama  has  joined  the  "extremists''  on 
the  subject  of  physical  qualifications. 

Bible. — Brother  Vanderlieth  does  not  quite  concur  with  us  as  to 
the  place  and  meaning  of  the  Bible  in. Masonry  and  as  he  charges 
us  with  misquoting  him  we  will  let  him  speak  for  himself: 

We  cannot  agree,  for  we  certainly  do  not  believe  that  a  belief  in  all 
of  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  is  required  though  our  brother  mis- 
quotes us  as  saying  so.  Masons  can  accept  the  Bible  as  the  rule 
and  guide  of  their  faith  and  practice  without  accepting  foot  washing 
as  a  duty  or  Immersion  as  the  only  mode  of  baptism.  If  a  Brother 
Mason  finds  that  "truth"  in  either  or  both  from  his  point  of  en- 
lightenment, the  true  Mason  will  allow  him  his  belief  and  refrain 
from  sowing  seeds  of  discord.  Masonry  does  not  seek  to  deprive 
either  of  the  "truth"  as  seen  by  each,  or  of  the  consolation 
his  belief  affords  him.  The  truth,  as  a  Mason  finds  it  in  the  Bible, 
should  rule  and  guide  him,  and  he  so  believes  in  its  teachings  and  so 
accepts  it.  We  accept  the  Bible  with  him  as  a  symbol  of  Divine 
Truth.  Masonry  cannot  presume  to  reveal  men's  minds  and  con- 
sciences and  therefore  lays  down  no  general  rules  as  to  what  the 
teachings  of  the  great  light  in  Masonry  are.  The  truth  contained 
in  the  great  light  Is  left  to  the  judgment  and  conscience  of  the  Indi- 
vidual as  light  is  given  unto  him  to  find  it,  and  as  we  stated  before, 
and  which  our  Brother  approves,  this  light  can  shine  from  the  Bible, 
the  Pentateuch,  the  Koran,  the  Vedas,  or  any  other  book  representing 
the  symbol  of  the  will  of  God.  We  wish  we  had  both  time  and  space 
to  enter  more  minutely  into  this  discussion,  but  we  have  not. 
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There  is  really  no  material  difference  between  Brother  Vanderlieth 
and  ourselves.  He  concedes  that  any  **book  representing  the  symbol 
of  the  will  of  God"  would  suffice.  We  have  contended  for  no  more  than 
that  the  Bible  is  the  symbol  of  Divine  Truth,  as  the  bee-hive  is  of 
industry  or  the  scythe  of  time.  If  all  Masons  could  get  this  idea 
clearly  it  would  do  away  with  much  confusion  and  mistake  as  to  tbe 
office  of  the  Bible  in  the  lodge. 

France, — Brother  Vanderlieth  entertains  these  liberal  and  tmly 
fraternal  views  as  to  French  Masonry : 

While  we  believe  in  the  Bible  as  the  Mason's  guide  and  in  tbe 
declaration  of  belief  in  Deity  still  we  favor  recognition  of  the  Masons 
of  France.  If  they  are  good  enough  for  our  own  to  Tisit  and  hold 
social  and  fraternal  intercourse  with,  they  are  worthy  of  the  fullest 
recognition.  Let  the  good  work  go  on  and  may  the  universality 
of  Masonry  grow  nearer  as  the  years  roll  by. 

Mission  of  Masonry.^There  is  nothing  of  the  spirit  of  "Me  and 
my  wife,  my  son  John  and  his  wife,  us  four  and  no  more"  In  Brother 
Vanderlieth's  view  of  Masonry's  duty.    He  says : 

In  order  tp  attain  its  highest  usefulness  the  mission  of  Masonry 
must  leave  the  ranks  of  the  Craft  and  widen  to  include  the  world, 
striving  that  all  men  may  live  together  in  harmony  and  helpfulness, 
In  the  name  of  God  and  looking  forward  to  the  day  when  stiall  come 
the  great  Brotherhood  of  Man. 

Belgium. — Brother  Vanderlieth  gives  an  account  of  the  appeal  made 
September  27,  1914,  by  Grand  Master  Charles  Magnette,  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium,  to  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  several  German  Grand 
Lodges  in  an  effort  to  stay  the  atrocities  being  committed  at  that 
time  by  the  German  army  in  Belgium ;  of  the  cynical  and  contemptu- 
ous replies  of  the  German  grand  masters ;  and  of  the  conviction  and 
imprisonment  of  Brother  Magnette  for  having  dared  to  issue  his 
appeal.  It  is  a  narrative  that  casts  a  heavy  cloud  on  the  Masonry  of 
Germany.  Only  one  possible  excuse  for  its  attitude  can  be  offered 
and  that  is  that  they  themselves  were  deceived  by  the  shameless  liars 
who  accompanied  and  followed  the  German  armies. 

Membership,  Duty  of, — ^Brother  Vanderlieth  has  no  sympatliy  for 
the  Masonic  slacker,  the  man  who  dimits  or  suffers  himself  suspended 
n.  p.  d.  He  gives  us  this  useful  information  which  every  Mason 
should  read  and  pondtf :

Brother  De  Wolf-Smith  asks  us  concerning  the  regulations  that 
■every  Brother  ought  to  belong  to  a  Lodge  and  where  we  find  that 
when  Brethren  separate  themselves  from  a  Lodge  they  should  join 
4inother. 

Such  law  and  usage,  my  Brother,  are  written  all  through  the 
ground-work  of  early  Masonry.  As  early  as  1682  we  read  that  it 
was  "agreed  that  for  the  sake  of  their  funds  for  the  poor,  each  Jour- 
neyman who  does  not  belong  to  the  Lodge  shall  pay  the  sum  of  125 
per  annum"  (2  Gould,  22).  Evidently  a  bit  of  penal  persuasion, 
and  in  Nevada  today  we  have  a  regulation  requiring  non-afTiUates  to 
contribute  to  a  Lodge,  Grand  Lodge  or  a  Board  of  Relief  an  amount 
univalent  to  the  dues  of  the  Lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  they 
reside.  In  the  Montagu  version  of  the  Old  Charges,  which  Brother 
Anderson  revised  (1721-2)  we  find  under  the  third  head,  "Of  Lodges," 
"and  every  brother  ought  to  belong  to  one."  It  is  regarded  as  one 
^f  Anderson's  additions,  but  it  is  truly  consistent  with  the  spirit 
-of  early  Freemasonry,  for  under  the  old  installation  charges  regular 
attendance  and  faithfulness  to  Lodge  duties  were  promised,  and  by 
the  Statutes  of  Lodge  of  Aberdeen,  1670,  (2  Gould,  p.  48)  all  Master 
Masons  and  entered  apprentices  vowed  and  agreed  to  own  the  Lodge 
on  all  occasions.  In  the  Old  Regulations  of  1721,  printed  in  1723, 
VIII,  Brethren  separated  must  immediately  join  themselves  to  some 
other  Lodge.  Our  Brother  may  reply  that  this  regulation  concerns 
-only  the  formation  of  new  Lodges  without  authority.  True,  but  it 
concerns  individual  Brethren  as  well  for  if  they  fail  in  forming  the 
new  Lodge  under  warrant  they  must  immediately  Join  "such  other 
Lodge  as  they  shall  like  best."  A  copy  of  Calcott*s  Disquisition, 
1772,  is  not  at  hand,  but  Brother  Grant,  of  Kentucky,  cites  it,  on  the 
4uty  of  membership,  as  to  the  usage  of  Brethren  separated  immedi- 
ately Joining  themselves  to  other  Lodges.  As  we  see  it  Masons  at 
their  initiation  promise  to  conform  to  the  ancient  usages,  and  to 
belong  to  some  regular  Lodge  is  such  a  usage,  established  and  well 
defined.  Mackey  agrees  that  there  is  no  Masonic  duty  more  explicitly 
announced  in  the  Ancient  Charges  and  Old  Regulations  than  this. 
We  trust  we  have  made  ourselves  clear. 

Catholics. — Concerning  Catholics  as  Masons,  Brother  Vanderlieth 
aays: 

We  asserted  that  we  had  known  Roman  Catholics  who  were  Ma- 
sons good  and  true,  and  our  Brother  asks  us  how  a  Mason  can  be 
both  a  good  Mason  and  at  the  same  time  a  good  Romanist  Brother 
Kies,  we  are  not  concerned  about  his  being  a  good  Romanist  so  long 
as  he  is  a  good  Mason. 

Shrine. — ^We  fully  concur  in  what  our  able  Brother  says  about 
the  Shrine : 

The  Shrine,  dubbed  the  play-ground  of  Masonry,  has  its  serious 
aide,  and  the  lessons  it  teaches  are  important  ones  and  are  taught 
earnestly.    As  a  social  factor  it  must  not  be  undervalued.    It  pro- 
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motes  friendship,  strengthens  enthusiasm  and  its  charities  are  far 
reaching 

Individual  ''Shrlners**  sometimes  In  the  enthusiasm  of  their  play 
forget  that  they  are  Masons,  and  bring  discredit  upon  l)oth  them- 
selves, the  Shrine  and  the  Craft.  The  fault  is  the  Individual's  and 
not  the  Shrine's. 

Large  Lodges. — He  also  voices  our  views  better  than  we  coeld  our- 
self,  concerning  large  lodges: 

In  the  large  lodge  personal  acquaintance  and  close  fellowship  are 
unknown.  Time  does  not  allow  for  the  contact  of  the  closer  brother- 
hood. Too  much  energy  is  expended  In  hustle  and  too  little  on 
friendship  and  getting  in  touch  with  one  another,  while  In  the  small 
lodge  there  is  no  trouble  in  getting  nearer  to  the  personal  needs  of 
the  individual  member,  and  this  contact  and  fellowship  are  what 
count  in  the  real  usefulness  of  Masonry.

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  David  Aspland,  was  again  ab- 
sent. 

Grand  Master  Walter  E.  Pratt  delivered  a  brief  but  very  interest- 
ing address.  He  proves  that  It  Is  not  the  longest  G.  M.'s  address  that 
contains  most. 

Alien  Enemy. — Grand  Master  Pratt  ruled  that  a  lodge  could  not 
receive  the  petition  of  an  alien  enemy.  The  Jurlsnrudence  Committee 
report etl  approvingly  and  the  Grand  Lodge  after  discussion  con- 
curred. It  was  earnestly  insisted  that  "the  matter  was  one  solely 
for  the  lodge  to  determine." 

We  agree  with  this  latter  view.  "Allen  enemy"  is  a  technical 
term.  It  means  a  citizen  of  a  country  with  which  the  United  States 
Is  at  war,  regardless  of  what  his  individual  feelings  or  sentiments 
may  be.  An  "alien  enemy"  may  not  be  an  enemy  at  all  In  the  real 
sense;  he  may  be  a  profound  sympathizer  and  well  wisher.  There 
were  many  thousands  of  such  technical  "enemies"  in  this  country 
during  the  war  just  ended.  Indeed,  the  army  of  every  one  of  the 
Allies  had  such  "enemies"  fighting  in  its  ranlcs  against  the  countries 
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to  which  they  owed  a  technical  allegiance.  The  Czecho-Slovak  army 
that  evoked  such  praise  from  all  the  Allied  peoples  were  our  "alien 
enemies." 

It  Is  well  also  to  bear  In  mind  that  "an  enemy"  has  not  always 
proved  the  cruel  and  treacherous  creature  that  the  German  (as  a 
rule)  proved  himself  to  be  in  this  war.  Some  of  the  noblest  and 
most  generous  acts  of  history  have  been  performed  in  war  by  one 
•enemy  towards  another  enemy.  Everlasting  friendships  have  been 
formed  on  the  battlefields  and  that  too  without  either  one  falling  In 
the  least  measure  to  perform  his  full  duty  to  his  country.  If  he  has 
resided  the  required  time  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  lodge ;  if  he  is  of 
""good  report  and  well  recommended;"  if  he  is  otherwise  "worthy," 
then  all  such  cases  may  be  safely  left  to  the  tests  of  the  investigat- 
ing committeee  and  the  ballot. 

Necroloffioal' — It  is  our  rule  not  to  record  such  items,  as  they  are 
usually  sufficiently  noted  by  others,  but  we  pause  here  to  pay  tribute 
to  the  humblest  oflTicer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada,  Brother  Isaac 
Jacobs,  Grand  Tyler,  who  passed  away  during  the  year.  He  had 
served  as  Grand  Tyler  for  twenty  years.  His  brethren  placed  on 
record  the  following  estimate  of  him : 

A  simple  citizen  of  probity  was  he.  In  the  daily  walks  of  life 
he  was  a  noble  and  useful  man.  With  a  faith  as  unquestioning  as  a 
little  child,  he  went  about  doing  good.  He  served  for  the  love  of 
service  and  he  was  found  ready  whenever  it  was  in  his  power  to 
serve.  Wherever  he  went  gentleness,  and  kindness,  and  modesty 
went  with  him. 

He  loved  Masonry  and  labored  earnestly  to  make  himself  worthy 
of  it.  He  was  proud  of  being  Grand  Tyler  and  Grand  Guard  and 
the  craftsmen  throughout  the  jurisdiction  were  likewise  proud  of 
him.  His  cheerful  greetings  will  be  missed  at  the  annual  communica- 
tions and  convocations,  and  his  memory  will  be  cherished  by  all. 

InvestigaHng  Committees. — Grand  Master  Pratt  ofTered  this  sug- 
gestion that  is  worthy  of  careful  consideration : 

Committeemen  hesitate  to  return  an  unfavorable  report  in  writing, 
and  petitions  are  reported  on  as  favorable  and  the  applicant  rejected. 
The  matter  has  been  of  such  frequent  occurrence  as  to  Justify  atten- 
tion. I  believe  the  craft  would  benefit  by  committees  reporting  di- 
rect to  the  master  of  the  lodge.  I  recommend  that  committees  of 
investigation  on  petitions  for  degrees  or  membership  report  secretly 
to  the  master  of  the  lodge,  who  shall  announce  after  the  final  reading 
of  the  petition  before  the  ballot  is  to  be  taken,  that  the  report  of  the 
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committee  is  **favorable"  or  is  **imfaTorable"  or  Is  "divided"  as  the 
case  may  be. 

France, — ^The  Grand  Orlait  was  recognized  and  exchange  of  r^re- 
sentatives  requested.  We  are  confirmed  in  the  correctness  of  oar 
action  last  year  when  we  find  ourselves  in  company  with  such  Masonic 
scholars  as  Brother  E.  D.  Vanderlieth. 

Italy. — A  readiness  to  enter  into  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Italy  was  declared  as  soon  as  *'Grand  liOdge  is  advised 
that  the  invasion  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  American  grand  lodges  by  the 
Grand  Orient  has  ceased." 

Holland. — A  communication  was  received  from  the  Grand  Orient 
of  the  Netherlands  "correcting  false  impressions  restive  to  the 
war  circulated  against  the  Dutch  people  and  their  govemmoit" 

Masonic  Service  Association  was  indorsed  and  membership  therein 
accepted. 

GOBSESPONINCNCK. 

This  is  another  fine  review  from  the  pen  of  Brother  Vanderlieth,  his 
fifth. 

Alabama  1918  is  carefully  reviewed.  The  address  of  Grand  Master 
Teague  is  pronounced  "virile"  and  our  Brother  is  complimentary  to 
our  report  He  thinks  our  action  concerning  Scottish  Rite  Masonry 
in  foreign  countries  places  "Alabama  to  the  fore  on  recognition 
lines." 

Trial. — Of  the  right  of  one  lodge  to  try  and  expell  a  member  of 
another  lodge  sojourning  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  first.  Brother 
Vanderlieth  very  correctly  says: 

The  personal  jurisdiction  of  a  lodge  extends  over  all  Masons  living 
within  its  vicinity.  Resilience  gives  jurisdiction  and  this  Is  on  the 
broad  ground  that  the  reputation  of  the  Craft  must  not  be  permitted 
to  be  endangered.  This  is  Nevada's  law,  and  it  has  the  backing  of 
Mackey,  Weston,  Moore  and  Chase,  as  well  as  that  of  many  jurisdic- 
tions— Missouri,  California,  Texas,  Alabama,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Tennessee  and  New  York,  being  among  them. 

Roman  Catholics. — Brother  Vanderlieth  again  joins  issue  with 
Brother  Wright,  of  Florida,  who  claims  that  a  Roman  Catholic  can> 
not  be  a  good  Mason.    Brother  Vanderlieth  says : 
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We  again  beg  to  differ.  The  treasurer  of  Carson  No.  1,  Oaraon, 
was  a  Roman  Catholic.  He  was  a  good  Mason,  and  a  good  church 
member,  during  his  life,  contributing  to  charily,  to  church  and  lodge 
generously.  When  he  died  he  was  buried  by  the  Masons,  and  his 
priest  said  his  standing  with  his  Maker  was  as  good  as  any  Roman 
Catholic.  After  all  what  concern  is  it  to  Craftsmen  what  his  stand- 
ing with  his  church?  Masonry's  concern  is  not  to  shut  out  a  Roman 
Catholic  if  he  wants  to  come. 

This  breathes  the  true  American  as  well  as  the  true  Masonic  spirit 
Masonry  draws  the  line  on  no  man  because  of  his  religion.  It  is  not 
the  religion  of  the  Catholic  that  Freemasonry  condemns.  It  is  the 
meddling  of  the  Catholic  hierarchy  with  politics  that  we  disapprove 
and  personally  we  would  disapprove  this  as  promptly  and  fight  it  as 
vigorously  in  our  own  church  as  in  any  other. 

Processions. — Brother  Vanderlieth  seems  not  to  approve  the  rule 
which  prohibits  public  parades  or  processions  by  Masons  as  such  on 
occasions  not  Masonic.    He  gives  us  this  bit  of  history : 

Today  the  Masonic  parade  is  seen  in  most  jurisdictions  only  in  dedi- 
cation and  cornerstone  ceremonies,  but  in  early  London  Masonry 
processions  of  Craftsmen  in  gloves  and  aprons  were  common,  and 
we  are  told  by  Brother  Gould  that  when  the  small  armory  of  the 
Tower  of  London  was  finished  King  William  and  his  consort  Queen 
dined  there  in  great  form,  attended  by  all  warrant  workmen,  "dressed 
in  white  gloves  and  aprons,  the  usual  badges  of  the  Order  of  Free 
Masonry." 

Physical  QuaUfloations, — On  this  question  Brother  Vanderlieth 
says: 

The  old  law,  that  an  applicant  shall  have  no  maim  or  defect  which 
will  render  him  incapable  of  learning  the  art,  is  clear  and  specific 
enough  if  left  to  the  Judgment  of  all  of  the  members  of  the  lodge. 
We  firmly  believe  that  a  lodge  is  entitled  to  select  its  own  material 
and  that  it  is  fully  capable  of  doing  so,  under  the  law  so  stated. 

Emblems, — ^Under  New  Zealand  below,  we  quote  what  Grand  Mas- 
ter Herdman  says  about  wearing  Masonic  emblems.  Brother  Van- 
derlieth thus  comments  on  what  Brother  Herdman  says : 

It  depends  upon  how  the  Brother  wears  them.  Medals  worn  by  a 
soldier  for  heroic  deeds  are  nobly  worn.  No  star  shines  brighter. 
And  so  the  Mason,  Brother,  "who  nobly  earns  whatever  crown  he 
wears,"  need  not  be  ashamed  to  wear  his  emblems  of  Masonry." 

•  GL 
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Politics. — Brother  Vanderlleth  does  not  think  that  the  Masonic 
rule  against  dabbling  in  politics  means  that  the  fraternity  must  live 
in  seclusion.    He  says : 

Everywhere  a  higher  citizenship  and  everywhere  Masonry  standing 
openly  for  it.  Masonry  has  been  too  silent  In  the  open  let  Crafts- 
tnen  proclaim  against  evil  in  all  of  its  forms.  Let  them  fight  ignor- 
ance, and  stand  out  for  the  public  schools  and  all  that  concerns 
popular  education.  Let  the  interests  of  mankind,  and  all  questioDS 
akin  thereto,  be  subjects  for  discussion  in  ouf  lodges.

On  January  22,  1918,  the  Semi-Centennial  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Brunswick  was  suitably  observed  at  an  Emergent  Communica- 
tion held  at  Saint  John.  The  brethren  repaired  to  Trinity  Churdi 
where  a  sermon  was  delivered  by  Grand  Chaplain  Archdeacon  Crow- 
foot on  ''The  Mission  of  Masonry."  In  brief  his  idea  was  that  it  Ib 
incumbent  upon  Masons  to  promote  and  practice  liberty.  The  singing 
was  also  an  impressive  feature  of  this  service. 

On  returning  to  the  Lodge  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary 
of  Nova  Scotia  were  received  in  proper  form.  Then  followed  the 
unveiling  of  an  Illuminated  Scroll  containing  the  names  of  the 
officers  chosen  at  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  January  22, 
1816. 

At  the  51st  Annual  held  on  April  23,  1918,  Grand  Master  Danid 
Clifford  Clark,  in  his  address  alluded  to  the  fact  that  this  was  the 
fifth  time  Grand  Lodge  had  convened  under  the  shadow  of  the 
world  tragedy.  His  prayer  that  the  forces  of  righteousness,  truth, 
and  liberty  be  granted  the  victory,  before  another  Annual  Communi- 
cation, has  been  answered. 

Past  Grand  Master  William  Wedderbum,  said  to  be  the  oldest 
P.  G.  M.  in  the  world,  died  on  April  5,  1918,  to  the  great  sorrow  of 
his  brethren.

This  Tolume  also  contains  minutes  of  the  Semi-Annual  and  two 
Lodges  of  Instruction,  all  held  for  the  teaching  and  exemplification 
6t  the  work.  Brother  Harry  M.  Cheney,  Grand  Secretary,  who  is  also 
Foreign  Correspondent,  says  of  the  Semi- Annual : 

The  lodges  available  for  the  best  work  are  selected,  the  geography 
of  the  state,  of  course,  entering  often  into  the  selection.  As  a  builder 
of  proficiency  and  interest  it  excels  and  accomplishes  our  purpose. 

Grand  Master  Eugene  S.  Head's  address  fills  only  12  pages  and 
deals  lucidly  with  local  affairs,  none  of  which,  however,  call  for 
attention  at  our  hands. 

M(i8onic  Service  Association  was  indorsed  and  membersliip  accept- 
ed. Brother  Cheney,  Foreign  Correspondent,  thinks  the  story  of 
Masonic  War  Service  would  have  been  more  creditable  to  the  Craft 
had  this  Association  then  been  in  existence. 

Physical  Qualiftcation. — ^An  amendment  was  proposed,  the  effect  of 
which  would  be  to  render  eligible  to  Masonry  those  who  by  artificial 
means  can  conform  to  the  ritual. 

COBRESPONDENCE. 

For  the  thirteenth  time  this  report  is  the  work  of  "Cheney,  of  New 
Hampshire,'*  the  inimitable  Cheney.  He  feels  that  he  has  been  well 
paid  for  his  thirteen  years  of  hard  work.    Hear  him : 

It  means,  most  of  all,  that  I  have  t>een  the  one  man  in  all  New 
Hampshire  who  has  been  permitted  to  absorb,  from  its  very  source, 
the  great  things  of  our  world-wide  fraternity.  It  means  that  I  have 
been  kept  in  a  splendid  Masonic  atmosphere  all  the  time.  It  means 
that  I  have  been  in  personal  touch  with  marked  Masonic  devotees, 
the  world  around. 

Alabama  1918  is  courteously  reviewed.  He  comments  flatteringly 
on  the  annual  address  of  Grand  Master  Teague,  and  says  that  the 
"side-heads"  we  employ  in  our  reports  aid  very  much  in  locating  any 
particular  matter. 
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War  Service. — ^Brother  Choiey  agrees  with  us  that  Masonry  did 
not  '^measure  up  to  its  full  possibilities  in  the  war."  He,  howeTtf, 
*'bolds  the  United  States  government  as  being  largely  responsible** 
There  is  no  doubt  of  this  but  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  an  extra- 
neous influence  got  in  its  work  with  the  govemm^it  On  this  subject 
Brother  Cheney  further  says: 

Why  that  was  so,  in  one  of  its  aspects,  little  matters,  because  we 
were  "secretly  opposed  and  thwarted  by  influences  hostile  to  os." 
Some  day  all  of  this  will  come  out  of  its  darkness  and  be  known. 

France, — ^Brother  Cheney  is  strongly  opposed  to  recognizing  the 
Qrand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France.  The  matter  has 
become  a  conviction  with  him  and  he  no  longer  debates  it    He  says : 

We  have  no  inclination  here  to  discuss  this  matter,  only  intimating 
our  personal  position  by  saying  tliat  had  we  been  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California,  when  this  came  to  a  vote,  our  vote  would 
have  been  no.  Try  as  we  will,  we  have  so  far  been  unable  to  run 
away  from  the  fact  that  by  this  act  a  thing  tliat  is  not  Masonic  has 
been  recognized  as  being  Masonic 

Several  of  our  brother  Correspondents,  including  Cheney,  differ 
with  us  on  the  propriety  of  recognizing  French  Masonry,  but  not  one 
of  them  has  denied  any  statement  of  fact  contained  in  our  r^wrt  on 
this  subject  last  year,  nor  challenged  the  logic  of  the  conclusions  we 
drew  from  them.

Lodges,  208;  membership,  49,788;  gain,  2,807. 

Again  Brother  Austin  H.  McGregor  was  present  to  represent  Ala- 
bama. 

A  fine  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Herbert  H.  Rorlck  adorns  this  vol- 
ume as  a  frontispiece.  There  is  also  a  cut  shovdng  the  fine  monu- 
ment erected  by  the  Masons  of  New  Jersey  to  their  late  Grand  Secre- 
tary Brother  Theodore  Beekman  Townley. 

Grand  Master  Rorick  delivered  an  Interesting  address  daaliof 
mainly  with  routine  and  local  matters. 
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France, — ^An  interestlDg  correspondence  took  place  between  the 
Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Master  Rorick  concerning  the  right  and 
propriety  of  French  lodges  receiving  the  petitions  and  conferring  the 
degrees  upon  Americans  sojourning  in  France.  In  this  correspond- 
ence the  Grand  Orient  displayed  a  commendable  desire  to  act  in 
accordance  with  the  views  of  American  Masonry. 

Lanffuage, — It  was  noted  in  our  last  report  that  the  use  of  any 
language  in  lodge  except  English  had  been  forbidden  by  New  Jersey. 
All  the  foreign  language  lodges  promptly  and  cheerfully  complied, 
but  a  petition  was  presented  to  this  Annual  begging  that  the  lodges 
of  the  Eleveith  District,  embracing  the  county  of  Morris,  be  allowed 
to  resume  the  use  of  the  German  language.  The  petition  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Ritual  for  report  at  the  next  Annual. 

Now  that  New  Jersey  has  without  serious  difficulty  brought  about 
uniformity  in  language,  we  believe  they  would  make  a  mistake  to 
allow  the  reintroduction  of  any  foreign  language.  We  want  no  racial 
or  language  groups  in  this  country  distinct  from  the  great  body  of 
citizens.  These  two  elements  lie  at  the  bottom  of  every  Insoluble 
political  question  with  which  Europe  is  troubled.  We  have  the  negro 
with  ns.  We  are  threatened  seriously  with  a  Jap  problem,  we  already 
have  several  racial  communities,  they  are  enough.  The  time  to  elimi- 
nate them,  to  make  them  Americans  and  Americans  only,  is  by  the 
process  of  and  during  the  quiet  times  of  peace. 

Masonic  Service  Aaaociation  was  approved  and  membership  ac- 
cepted. Grand  Master  Rorick  and  P.  G.  M.  Watres,  of  Pennsylvania, 
both  dwelt  on  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  this  Association. 

Washinffton  Memorial  was  the  subject  of  an  eloquent  appeal  by 
Brother  Warren  S.  Seipp,  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Maryland. 

COBBE8PONDDrO& 

Brother  Robert  A.  Shirrefs  gives  us  another  of  his  inimitable 
reports.  It  is  his  fourteenth.  He  is  exceedingly  flattering  to  this 
scribe,  of  which  of  course  we  are  duly  appreciative. 

None  can  compress  into  smaller  space  a  more  comprehensive  and 
lucid  account  of  business  done  than  can  Brother  Shirrefs,  and  on  the 
various  topics  he  makes  his  views  and  opinions  felt  instead  of  dog- 
matically declaring  them. 
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His  views  on  foreign  Masonry  generally  are  characterized  by  a 
broad  generosity  that  does  not  seem  to  think  that  all  Masons  and 
Masonic  bodies  and  Masonic  spirit  are  confined  to  the  United  States, 
or  at  least  to  the  Anglo-Saxon  race.

Lodges,  49;  membership,  4,338;  gain,  362. 

This  Communication  should  have  been  held  October  14th,  but  on 
account  of  the  influenza  epidemic  it  was  postponed  till  December  9th. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Richard  M.  Thome  is  cumbered  with 
tiresome  details.  He  was  seriously  ill  much  of  the  year  with  rheu- 
matism. 

Disloyalty. — He  also  held  that  any  Mason  convicted  under  the 
espionage  law  should  at  once  be  brought  to  trial  in  his  lodge. 

What  about  the  following  provision  of  "The  Charges  of  a  Free- 
mason," etc.,  published  in  Anderson's  First  Book  of  Constitutions, 
1723,  and  still  regarded  as  binding  on  the  Craft  where  not  changed 
by  Masonic  legislation? 

If  a  brother  should  be  a  rebel  against  the  State,  he  is  not  to  be 
countenanced  in  his  rebellion ;  however,  he  may  be  pitied  as  an 
unhappy  man,  and  if  convicted  of  no  other  crime,  though  the  loyal 
brotherhood  must  and  ought  to  disown  his  rebellion,  and  give  no 
umbrage  or  ground  of  political  jealousy  to  the  government  for  the 
time  being,  they  cannot  expel  him  from  the  Ix)dge,  and  his  relation 
to  it  remains  indefeasible. 

hypothetical  Case. — Grand  Master  properly  refused  to  give  deci- 
sions on  moot  or  hypothetical  cases. 

France. — Recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  was  refused 
because  it  does  not  require  a  belief  in  Deity  and  a  display  of  the 
Bible  in  lodge.  Nothing  is  said  about  the  Grand  Orient  but  it  would, 
of  course,  fall  under  this  ban.  In  the  conclusion  to  the  general  report 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  Brother  John  Milne  and  Brother  James 
H.  Wroth  discuss  these  questions  in  an  instructive  manner,  though 
we  do  not  agree  with  their  conclusions. 
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COBBESPONDENCE. 

This  is  Brother  John  Milne's  fourth  essay  and,  like  his  others, 
a  good  one.  Alabama  1917  is  allotted  five  pages.  He  comments 
approvingly  on  Brother  Walter  Smith's  address  and  credits  this  scribe 
with  decided  views  which  he  says  are  **to  his  credit"  He  does  us  the 
bonor  to  quote  extensively  and  as  a  rule  approvingly  from  our  report. 

Brother  Milne  thinks  we  are  unjust  in  our  criticism  of  New  Mexico 
and  some  other  grand  lodges  in  demanding  reimbursement  for  relief 
extended  to  indigent  non-resident  Masons.    He  says : 

The  Great  Southwest  is  the  Mecca  of  indigent  "lungers" — and  to 
the  credit  of  that  section  no  one  is  ever  refused  aid,  but  as  an  offset, 
at  least  half  of  their  home  lodges  either  decline  to  aid  their  own 
members  or  ignore  letters  of  inquiry. 

We  have  in  mind  a  few  of  the  many  cases.  In  a  section  of  the 
state  abutting  on  a  great  area  of  grazing  land  there  are  struggling 
lodges  with  a  small  membership  who  are  constantly  called  upon  to 
meet  the  necessities  of  Masons  and  their  families  coming  here  with 
insufficient  means.  These  calls  are  met.  No  one  is  turned  away,  and 
although  the  recipients  are  in  good  standing,  their  home  lodges  refuse 
to  even  partly  help,  and  in  many  cases  to  answer  letters.  One  lodge 
in  particular  has  gone  practically  bankrupt  in  aiding  the  destitute  of 
o^her  Jurisdictions. 

We  are  willing  and  expect  to  grant  Masonic  aid,  but  when  we 
note  In  other  proceedings  the  self  laudation  of  their  charity-glvlng, 
even  to  the  names  of  the  recipients,  and  knowing  what  we  are  doing 
quietly  and  without  any  public  ostentation  for  the  members  of  these 
same  Jurisdictions,  we  are  reminded  of  the  parable  of  the  Pharisee. 

We  have  never  meant  to  excuse  the  Indigent  brother's  lodge  in 
such  a  case  for  not  reimbursing  the  relieving  lodge  if  it  and  its 
members  are  financially  able  to  do  so  and  the  brother  is  worthy.  It 
is  a  discreditable  thing  for  such  a  lodge  not  to  r^mburse  the  relieving 
lodge  and  for  it  not  to  answer  all  letters  is  a  gross  discourtesy.  We 
have,  however,  known  some  very  unjust  demands  made  by  the  reliev- 
ing lodge.  Every  case  must  stand  on  its  own  merits.  Still  we  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  relieving  lodge  has  no  legal  claim  under  Masonic 
law  for  reimbursement  in  the  absence  of  agreement.

Lodges,  277;  membership,  25,980;  gain,  l;988. 

Daring  a  portion  of  the  year  Grand  Master  William  niompaon 
suffered  of  illness  to  the  extent  that  he  was  unable  to  be  present  at 
Grand  Lodge. 

Chain  Prayert  came  in  for  severe  and  lust  condemnation  by  Deputy 
Grand  Master  William  T.  Weame,  presiding  in  the  absaMie  of  the 
Grand  Master. 

Alabama  was  represented  by  Brother  Claude  L^lastrier.  We  note 
the  presence  of  Grand  Representatives  from  Masonic  bodies  not  recog- 
nized by  Alabama  as  follows :  Argentina,  Belgium,  Brazil,  Domiark, 
Greece,  Holland,  Italy,  Norway,  Peru,  Portugal,  Spain,  Sweden, 
Valle  de  Mexico. 

Italian  Red  Oros$  was  aided  to  the  extent  of  about  $120.00. 

Financial. — The  assets  of  this  comparatively  weak  Grand  Lodge 
show  in  excess  of  $500,000.00.  Alabama  in  comparison  makes  a  poor 
showing. 

Honor  RoU. — ^Twenty-eight  hundred  Masons  of  New  South  Wales 
had  enlisted  to  June  90,  1918,  of  whom  230  had  been  killed.  Among 
the  latter  was  the  elder  son  of  Grand  Master  Thompson,  for  whom 
Grand  Lodge  expressed  deep  sympathy. 

Co-Masonry t  a  hermaphroditic  pseudo-Masonic  organization,  has 
invaded  New  South  Wales.  Masons  were  reported  to  be  visiting  its 
meetings.  They  were  warned  by  Grand  Master  Thompson  to  desist 
from  these  visits  at  the  risk  of  incurring  severe  penalties. 

Physical  Qimliflcaiions, — A  proposition  was  submitted  **that  Grand 
Lodge  direct  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  to  frame  a  regulatioo 
for  the  admission  of  deformed  candidates  to  the  Order.*'  The  Board 
refused  to  consider  the  question  and  Grand  Master  Thompson  ruled 
that  in  refusing  it  had  "acted  in  strict  accord  with  proper  Masonic 
practice  as  'it  is  not  in  the  power  of  any  body  of  men  to  make  inno- 
vations in  the  Body  of  Masonry.*"  The  effect  of  this  was  to  h(dd 
that  it  was  beyond  the  power  of  Grand  Lodge  to  relax  the  ancient 
requirement  that  an  applicant  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry  must  be 
of  "able  body  and  of  limbs  whole  as  a  man  ought  to  be."  He  also 
declared  this  question  is  "absolutely  the  prerogative  of  the  Grand 
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Master  alone*'  in  this  jurisdiction.  The  mle  there  established,  and 
which  we  consider  the  correct  and  ancient  one,  is  that  the  candidate 
must  be  folly  able  without  artificial  means  to  comply  with  the  ritual 
observances,  giving  and  receivlDg  the  signs,  etc. 

COBBESPONDBNCE. 

This  able  report  is  by  a  committee  of  five  members,  each  initialing 
his  own  work.  Alabama  1917  is  quite  fully  reviewed  by  Brother 
J.  R.  B.  Campbell. 

AnnucU  Communicationa, — Under  Manitoba,  Brother  W.  Epps  ex- 
presses "wonder"  that  American  grand  lodges  meet  only  once  a  year. 
It  has  "continually  occurred  to  him  when  perusing  the  reports  of 
American  Jurisdictions  how  much  would  be  gained  If  these  gatherings 
were  held  quarterly  instead  of  annually."  He  believes  that  experi- 
ence teaches  "that  the  system  of  quarterly  communications  tend  to 
greater  vitality  and  a  constant  Interest  on  the  part  of  the  members 
of  lodges  and  of  grand  lodge."  We  might  add  that  it  is  a  source  of 
equal  "wonder"  to  us  that  any  considerable  proportion  of  members 
of  grand  lodge  can  be  gotten  together  four  times  a  year.

138th  Annual — New  York — May  6th -8th. 

Lodges,  872 ;  membership,  220,777 ;  gain,  9,503. 

Alabama  was  present  In  the  person  of  Brother  George  E.  Marks. 

There  are  fine  portraits  of  John  J.  Crane,  and  W.  S.  Farmer, 
Grand  Masters  in  1862  and  1918  respectively. 

Grand  Master  Farmer's  address  dealt  almost  exclusively  with  the 
local  affairs  of  New  York. 

Theodore  Roosevelt. — He  paid  an  eloquent,  and  touching  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  Brother  Roosevelt,  from  which  we  quote : 

His  exhaustless  resurgence  of  body  and  soul  literally  overflowed 
Into  a  thousand  channels,  and  enabled  him  to  do  more  things  and 
do  them  better  than  any  other  notable  personality  of  his  day.  Diversi- 
fied as  were  his  attainments  and  objects ;  matchless  as  was  his  sway 
over  men  whether  political  supporters  or  opponents;  Impressive  as 
were  the  adaptations  he  made  to  difficult  and  exacting  circum- 
stances, these  and  all  his  attributes  were  bent  to  one  end;  the  good 
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of  his  country,  aud  the  security  of  her  position  and  vantage  In  the 
earth.  He  was  an  American  who  made  the  title  more  Illustrious 
everywhere.  Investing  it  with  new  strength  and  dignity.  The  last 
years  of  his  strenuous  life  were  passed  in  a  partial  eclipse  of  health 
and  vigor  and  In  the  shades  of  opposition  which  were  not  particularly 
grateful  to  him.  But  he  was  never  so  splendid,  so  truly  a  herald  of 
God  and  of  Righteousness  as  when,  with  failing  physical  powers,  he 
consecrated  himself  to  the  supernal  task  of  arousing  this  nation  from 
its  luxuriant  ease  and  fatuous  neutrality.  His  words  rang  out  like 
a  clarion  of  Heaven,  awakening  the  conscience  of  his  countrymen  In 
the  perils  that  confronted  the  brotherhood  and  virtue  of  mankind. 
To  hlni  more  than  to  any  man  belongs  the  credit  of  the  pioneer  of 
justice  who  rode  ahead  ever  in  the  van,  never  out  of  sight,  pro- 
claiming the  doom  of  a  wicked  and  cruel  dial)olism  and  the  duty  of 
the  nation  to  help  in  suppressing  an  unparalleled  and  wanton  wicked- 
ness. Thus  he  wrought,  and  In  the  midst  of  his  exertions,  while 
stricken  by  the  death  of  a  beloved  son  upon  the  field  of  battle,  he 
also  fell  fighting  valiantly,  a  comrade  of  all  true  men,  a  soldier  of 
the  connnon  good,  a  son  of  the  Eternal  Father.  We  inscribe  his  name 
upon  the  rolls  of  necrology  w^ith  the  solemn  pride  of  those  who 
shared  with  him  the  Communion  of  Masonry,  who  anticipate  the 
bliss  of  reunion  with  him  and  with  all  Masonic  heroes  who  have  made 
the  last  and  complete  sacrifice  during  the  late  war. 

Military  Lodges. — New  York  established  four  of  these  called  "Sea 
and  Field  Lodges.''  The  report  of  No.  1,  is  before  us.  It  shows  36 
communications,  505  initiated,  passed  and  raised,  84  passed  or  raised 
only,  10  killed  in  action,  membership  361 ;  funds  from  all  sources, 
$14,802.73.  Certainly  a  very  fine  record  for  13  months'  work.  It 
almost  persuades  us  that  our  dLsapproval  of  military  lodges  In  this 
war  was  an  error. 

Maaonic  War  t^crvicc. — Elsewhere  in  this  report  we  review  quite 
fully  the  activities  of  the  New  York  Mission  appointed  for  Masonic 
War  Service  and  the  annoying  impediments  thrown  in  their  way  by 
the  War  Department.  It  needs  only  to  be  added  here  that  the  Over- 
seas Mission  finally  secured  passports  on  January  29,  1919,  nearly 
three  months  after  the  war  was  over.  After  the  insulting  excuse  for 
not  granting  i)assi)orts  that  the  War  Department  feared  spies  and 
traitors  would  be  introduced  into  France  through  the  medium  of 
the  Mission,  we  believe  they  should  have  declined  the  passports  when 
tendered. 

We  learn  further  from  the  reix)rt  of  this  Mission  that  its  members 
were  allowed  to  go  to  France  only  in  the  capacity  of  secretaries  to 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  It  is  still  a  mystery  why  the  oldest,  the  strongest 
the  most  loyal  fraternity  In  the  world  should  have  deen  denied  the 
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privilege  of  ministering  even  to  Its  own  members  In  France,  while  a 
sectarian  secret  society  which  owns  an  allegiance  to  the  Papacy 
superior  to  their  duty  to  their  country  wa^  favored  In  every  way 
possible.  Masons  should  never  cease  their  inquiries  until  this  mys- 
tery Is  explained  and  responsibility  for  it  is  placed. 

Masonic  Service  Association  organized  in  November,  1918,  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa,  was  indorsed  and  membership  accepted. 

Language, — An  edict  of  Grand  Master  Farmer  forbidding  the  use 
of  any  foreign  language  In  New  York  lodges  was  approved  and  the 
rule  made  permanent.  Its  wisdom  is  strongly  vindicated  by  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Grand  Master^s  Address.  It  was  declared 
that  "failure  to  comply  with  said  edict  would  be  sufficient  cause  for 
the  arrest  of  the  Charter  of  the  offending  lodge." 

We  heartily  approve  and  have  expresged  our  views  more  fully  else- 
where in  this  report.  Nothing  keeps  peoples  apart  like  difference  in 
language. 

Orand  Representatives, — We  have  often  felt  that  the  "representa- 
tive system"  was  useless  and  a  failure,  but  Grand  Master  Schoonover, 
of  Iowa,  in  address  before  this  Grand  Lodge  was  forced  to  admit 
that  when  Iowa  began  to  cast  about  for  a  visible  means  by  which  to 
evidence  the  establishment  of  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand 
Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  they  were  forced  to  adopt  the 
expedient  of  accrediting  representatives  to  those  Grand  Bodies. 

Honorary  Membership, — It  was  declared  that  a  lodge  could  not  by 
by-laws  make  "honorary"  member  of  its  regular  members. 

History. — Brother  Ossian  Lang,  Grand  Historian,  gives  us  another 
fine  piece  of  work  In  this  volume,  "History  of  Freemasonry  in  the 
State  of  New  York."  The  fourteen  chapters  here  presented  bring 
the  story  only  down  to  the  time  of  the  Morgan  episode  in  1827.  He 
promises  to  complete  the  work  "as  speedily  as  possible." 

Jurisprudence  Committee  reported  "that  no  business  had  been 
referred  to  it."  This  is  certainly  remarkable  for  a  great  jurisdiction 
like  New  York.  While  there  is  a  Judge  Advocate  who  discharges 
part  of  the  labors  usually  performed  by  the  I^w  Committee  yet  his 
report  consumed  less  than  a  page  and  dealt  with  only  three  minor 
questions. 

Calling  the  Roll  Is  becoming  a  serious  problem  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  requested  to  devise  some 
form  of  card  system  to  take  its  place. 
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Recognition, — We  find  the  following  grand  bodies  recognlased  by 
New  York  that  are  not  recognized  by  us,  to-wit:  Grand  Lodges  of 
Sweden,  Zur  Sonne,  Three  Globes,  Saxony,  Electic  Union,  Prussia, 
Netherlands,  Denmark,  Germany,  Zur  Elntract,  Hamburg,  York  of 
Mexico,  Norway,  and  Peru.  Of  these  it  will  be  noted  eight  are  the 
German  grand  lodges  which  during  the  war  severed  relations  with 
all  Masonry  of  the  Allied  countries. 

Correspondence. 

The  Committee,  of  which  Brother  William  Sherer  Is  Chairman, 
announces  that  in  this  report  It  **has  adhered  strictly  to  the  policy  of 
reporting  facts,  being  sparing  In  comment."  Despite  this,  they  are 
charitable  enough  to  pronounce  our  1918  report  "excellent"  and 
"comprehensive,"  and  our  Index  "a  noteworthy  piece  of  work." 

France. — Concerning  the  Masonry  of  France  and  "Latin  countries 
generally,"  the  Committee  says : 

Especial  attention  Is  called  to  the  various  attitudes  assumed  by 
Grand  Lodges  regarding  the  troublesome  questlop  of  what  sort  of 
recognition  should  be  accorded  to  certain  Grand  Orients  and  other 
Grand  bodies,  particularly  In  France  and  Latin  countries  generally, 
which  claim  to  be  Masonic  but  differ  from  us  In  matters  touching 
fundamentals.  Sentiment,  swayed  by  the  excitement  of  the  great 
world  war  has,  in  some  Instances,  dethroned  reason  and  led  to  dis- 
regard of  the  very  laws  which  constitute  the  essence  of  Freemasonry. 

The  Committee  does  not  agree  at  all  with  our  report  last  year 
recognizing  French  Masonry.  It  says  that  our  "chief  argument  ad- 
vanced to  clinch  the  various  arguments  advanced,  by  the  way.  Is  taken 
from  the  propagandist  German  history  of  J.  G.  Findel." 

This  is  positively  the  only  "argument  advanced"  by  Brother  Sherer 
to  prove  the  error  of  our  position.  Frankly,  we  are  puzzled.  The 
only  copy  of  Findel's  History  of  Freemasonry  we  have  ever  seen  Is 
the  "Second  Revised  Edition"  In  English  published  In  1869  by  George 
Kenning,  of  rx)ndon.  If  there  Is  any  later  edition  of  Findel  we  are 
not  aware  of  the  fact  Obviously  any  edition  earlier  than  1877  could 
not  have  any  thing  to  say  on  the  questions  discussed  In  our  report 
on  French  Masonry  because  It  was  not  till  1877  that  the  Grand  Orient 
eliminated  from  Its  constitution  reference  to  Deity.  It  was  later 
still  that  It  eliminated  from  Its  constitution  reference  to  Deity.     It 
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was  later  still  that  it  eliminaed  such  references  from  its  ritual.  How, 
therefore,  Findel's  work  could  be  a  "propagandist  history"  defending 
those  eliminations  we  are  at  a  loss  to  understand.  In  the  copy  of 
his  History  we  have  seen  there  is  no  reference  to  these  questions  for 
the  very  good  reason  that  they  had  not  arisen.  We  should  thank 
Brother  Sherer  to  cite  edition  and  page  where  Brother  Findel  defends 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Orient 

But  why  should  the  fact,  if  it  be  a  fact,  that  a  distinguished  Ma- 
sonic scholar  and  historian  like  Brother  Findel  agrees  with  us,  mili- 
tate in  the  least  degree  against  our  conclusions?  We  should  welcome 
support  for  our  reviews  from  so  eminent  authority.  It  is  surely  not 
possible  that  Brother  Sheter  thinks  that  it  is  enough  to  damn  in  the 
eyes  of  Masons  any  cause  or  any  question  merely  that  a  German 
should  be  found  among  its  defenders. 

Brother  Sherer  quotes  from  a  resolution  of  our  Grand  Lodge  that 
"Masonry  should  be  universal  and  Masons  from  all  climes  and  all' 
countries  should  meet  as  brothers,  vnless  their  organization  be  such 
as  to  make  this  impossible  or  undesirable.*'  He  then  asks  "What  is 
impossible  or  undesirable  when  adherence  to  the  Ancient  Landmarks 
is  no  longer  to  be  considered  as  essential?*'  We  would  ask  Brother 
Sherer,  What  are  the  Ancient  Landmarks? 

Italy, — Anent  the  recognition  of  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of 
Italy  the  committee  reported  adversely  'for  the  reason  that  matters 
Masonic  in  Italy  are  in  a  very  disturbed  condition."  The  opinion  is 
ventured  that  **it  will  be  many  years  before  the  Brethren  of  Italy 
will  recognize  the  true  Masonic  principles." 

As  usual  the  most  interesting  section  of  this  report  is  that  relating 
to  "Freemasonry  Abroad."  Regret  is  expressed  that  on  account  of 
war  conditions  the  Committee  was  not  "able  to  submit  a  more  com- 
plete report  about  foreign  Masonic  affairs." 

Cfrand  Lodge  Alpina. — ^We  learn  that  this  Jurisdiction  boasts  36 
lodges  with  4,204  members.  It  is  announced  that  till  June,  1920,  its 
Proceedings  will  be  published  in  German.

Lodges,  207;  membership,  14,416;  gain,  821. 

This  volume  is  handsomely  illustxated  with  portraits  of  Grand 
Master  Alexander  Lawrence  Herdman  (1918-19),  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter J.  H.  Keesing,  Senior  Grand  Warden  Alex  Veitch  (1910-17),  and 
Junior  Grand  Warden  R.  B.  B.  Willis  (1917-18). 

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  George  Barclay,  being  a  colonel 
in  the  army  was  unable  to  be  present. 

On  account  of  transportation  difficulties  the  1917  Annual,  which 
should  have  been  held  at  Invercargill  in  May,  1917,  was  allowed  to 
lapse  with  the  general  approval  of  the  brethren. 

War. — It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  Communication  was 
held  when  the  war  was  at  the  acme  of  its  intensity.  Grand  Master 
Oliver  Nicholson  referred  to  it  in  these  words: 

It  was  a  matter  for  satisfaction  that  the  Allies  were  still  resolute 
in  their  determination  to  prosecute  the  war  until  victory  crowned 
their  efforts,  and  until  the  world  and  humanity  were  freed  from  the 
tyranny  and  thraldom  of  militarism  as  practiced  by  Prussia. 

It  was  stated  that  more  than  70,0(X)  men  of  New  Zealand  had  gone 
to  the  front,  of  whom  the  Masons  fill  22  pages  of  this  volume,  with 
less  than  two-thirds  listed. 

The  War  Relief  Fund  attained  and  passed  the  mark  originally 
set  for  It  but  efforts  to  increase  it  are  to  be  continued.  It  now  totals 
about  $57,000.00. 

War  Service  In  France  was  gotten  under  way  among  the  New  Zea- 
land forces  as  early  as  February,  1918.  They  established  and  main- 
tained a  "hutment"  under  the  auspices  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  It  seems 
to  have  given  great  satisfaction  and  pleasure  to  the  Masons  In  the 
service. 

Permanent  Offices. — A  proposition  to  locate  the  offices  of  Grand 
Lodge  permanently  at  Wellington,  was,  after  full  debate,  defeated  by 
a  large  majority.  Grand  Lodge  will  continue  to  meet  successively  at 
the  larger  cities. 

France. — One  of  the  most  intelligent  discussions  we  have  seen  of 
French  Masonry  is  that  by  Brother  J.  J.  Dougall  In  support  of  his 
motion  to  recognize  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge.    The 
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motion  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  for  report  at 
the  next  Annual. 

Bi'Centenary  was  suitably  noticed  by  dispatching  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  the  "congratulations  and  good  wishes  of  New 
Zealand  Freemasons,*'  to  which  a  very  cordial  reply  was  received, 
"thus  cementing  anew  the  friendship  between  New  2ealand  and  the 
Mother  Grand  Lodge." 

The  incoming  Grand  Master,  Brother  Herdman,  delivered  an  ex- 
cellent brief  address  at  his  installation.    We  quote  a  few  passages: 

Preferring  a  Mason, — It  is  sometimes  said  that  a  Mason  should 
always  be  given  preference  by  a  Mason — that  when  there  is  a  con- 
test for  some  post  between  one  who  is  a  Mason  and  one  who  is  not^ 
though  the  non-Mason  may  be  the  superior  in  intellect  and  qualifica- 
tions for  the  position  to  be  filled,  still  it  is  the  duty  of  a  Mason  who 
may  have  the  gift  of  the  office  to  give  the  preference  to  his  brother 
Mason.  I  refuse  to  subscribe  to  that  doctrine.  I  believe  that  every 
brother  in  this  hall  tonight  believes  that  a  man  who  is  placed  in 
any  position  of  trust,  if  he  desires  to  be  true  and  faithful  to  that 
trust,  must  see  that  the  person  who  is  best  qualified  for  the  vacant 
post  gets  it,  and  that  it  is  neither  his  duty  nor  his  business  to  prefer 
one  who  belongs  to  the  Graft. 

This  is  well  said  and  is  calculated  to  give  pause  to  those  who 
would  join  the  Craft  for  what  they  hope  to  get  out  of  it. 

Hypocrite. — ^Brother  Herdman  voices  our  sentiments  also  in  these 
words : 

Another  type  that  you  will  meet  occasionally  is  the  hypocrite.  He 
is  rarely  met  with  in  a  Masonic  institution,  I  believe,  but  on  some 
rare  occasion  you  may  come  across  him.  Beware  of  his  unctuous 
smile:  do  not  be  deceived  by  his  oleaginous  manners.  Of  all  the 
detestable  creatures  that  ever  existed  the  hypocrite  is  the  most  de- 
testable. 

Masonic  Charms. — Of  the  ostentatious  display  of  Masonic  emblems, 
he  rightly  says: 

Another  type  of  men  who  do  not  bring  credit  upon  Freemasonry 
is  the  brother  who,  when  he  comes  to  interview  you,  is  decorated 
with  as  many  Masonic  emblems  as  a  soldier  may  be  with  medals. 
There  is  probably  one  on  his  tie,  another  on  his  watch-chain,  and 
another  on  his  finger.  No  Freemason  has  a  right  to  make  a  parade 
of  his  Masonry. 

Correspondence. — Formerly  it  was  the  custom  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Zealand  to  present  a  report  on  Correspondence,  but  for  rea- 
sons of  economy  this  practice  Is  suspended  during  the  war.

The  address  of  Grand  Master  George  S.  Norfleet  got  badly  mixed 
in  this  volume,  part  of  it  being  found  in  the  Correspond^it  RQ;K>rt 
We  managed  to  run  it  down,  however,  and  found  it  a  very  instructive 
document 

Masonic  Cluh  House  was  built  Just  off  the  reservation  at  Camp 
Sevier.  It  was  a  commodious  structure  and  cost  $6,280.00.  It  af- 
forded not  only  club  room  and  a  recreation  center  but  a  hall  for  the 
meeting  of  North  Carolina's  Army  Lodge  A.  It  was  distinctly 
understood  that  the  Masonic  activities  of  tliis  dub  house  were  not 
to  interfere  with  or  duplicate  the  welfare  labors  of  other  agencies 
but  were  to  supplement  them.  Judging  from  the  reports  contained 
in  this  volume,  this  building  and  the  Masonic  labors  there  met  a 
real  need.  It  followed  the  30th  Division  to  the  battlefields  in 
France.  Past  Grand  Master  Claud  L.  Pridgen,  a  member  of  it, 
wrote : 

Army  Lodge  is  doing  her  bit  and  has  meant  much  in  this  Regiment 
We  work  whenever  we  can  stop  long  enough  and  expect  to  mail  our 
returns  after  a  meeting  next  Saturday.  We  are  keeping  strictly  to 
law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  history  of  this  Rogimeit  will  be 
written  in  our  minutes  and  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  don't 
think  that  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  ashamed  of  us  or  regret  our 
existence. 

The  experience  of  Montana  and  North  Carolina  with  their  military 
lodges  seems  to  have  disproved  the  dire  forebodings  entertained  In 
many  quarters  concerning  such  lodges. 

Drewry  Fund, — ^The  late  Grand  Secretary,  John  C.  Drewry,  left  a 
bequest  of  $10,000.00  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  Fund  for  the  b^eflt  of 
Grand  I>odge,  but  Grand  Lodge  could  not  enjoy  the  Income  until  the 
Fund  reached  $20,000.00.  Grand  Lodge  at  once  increased  it  to  tbe 
latter  sum  by  adding  $10,000.00  to  the  bequest 

Italy. — On  July  4,  1918,  felicitations  passed  between  Grand  Master 
Ernesto  Nathan,  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy,  and  Grand  Masttf 
Norfleet 
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Indew  to  Code, — ^A  Oommittee  is  working  on  this  task.  We  hope 
-tbey  will  make  a  better  one  than  the  index  to  our  Code.  Let  us 
suggest  to  this  Committee  to  use  a  single  alphabetical  arrangement. 
Do  not  group  separate  alphabetical  arrangements  under  sub-heads. 
An  index  is  not  a  synopsis  nor  an  analysis  of  the  contents  of  a  book. 
It  is  intended  only  to  aid  in  finding  things.  A  single  alphabet  has 
proved  its  superiority  for  this  purpose. 

MasofUo  Bervice  Association  was  approved  and  membership  in  it 
accepted. 

Major-Oeneral  Calvin  Jones  (Grand  Master  1817-1819),  is  given  a 
most  Interesting  and  valuable  sketch  by  Brother  Marshall  DeLaney 
Haywood,  who  is  both  Grand  Historian  and  Grand  Correspondent.  A 
tine  portrait  of  General  Jones  adorns  this  volume. 

Archives, — Grand  Lodge  gave  authority  that  its  Masonic  "relics 
and  valuable  autograph  papers"  might  be  deposited  in  the  Hall  of 
History  of  the  State  until  Grand  Lodge  could  provide  for  their  safe 
keeping.  Subordinate  lodges  were  authorized  to  take  like  action.  A 
wise  and  prudent  step. 

Enlarging  the  Field  of  Masonry. — Grand  Orator  D.  Clay  Lilly  deliv- 
ered an  eloquent  and  able  address  dwelling  on  the  duty  and  oppor- 
tunity of  Masonry  under  the  new  conditions  produced  by  the  war. 

Robert  H.  Bradley  (affectionately  called  "Uncle  Bob"),  who  had 
served  his  Grand  Lodge  thirty-two  years  as  Grand  Tyler,  died  hon- 
ored and  loved  by  all  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina. 

Grand  Master  Norfleet  on  the  second  day  of  Grand  Lodge  was 
called  home  by  the  extreme  illness  of  his  son.  Grand  Lodge  dis- 
patched to  Brother  Norfleet  its  prayers  and  hopes  for  the  son's  recov- 
ery. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

This  is  the  fourth  report  by  Brother  Haywood.  He  very  modestly 
estimates  his  qualifications  as  Foreign  Correspondent  He  suggested 
tliat  a  Special  Committee  be  appointed  to  relieve  him  of  that  part 
of  his  labors  relating  to  recognition  of  other  grand  bodies,  on  the 
Idea,  as  he  expressed  it,  that  there  was  "no  danger  of  finding  a  com- 
mittee that  knew  less  about  such  matters  than  he  did." 

Lincoln's  Religion, — Brother  Haygood  quotes  several  authorities  to 
prove  that  President  Lincoln  was  what  is  commonly  known  as  an 
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InfldeL  "Infidel'*  Is  a  very  much  abused  word*  sometimes  meaning 
no  more  than  lacking  in  Christian  orthodoxy.  This  is  probably  what 
Lincoln's  views  were.  There  is  not  the  least  doubt  that  he  was  a 
firm  believer  in  a  Deity  who  controls  the  affairs  of  men. 

Joseph  Heices. — Brother  Haywood's  testimony  leaves  no  doubt 
that  this  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  a  Mason. 

Whatever  may  be  Brother  Haywood's  limitations  as  a  Masonic 
writer,  when  he  strikes  a  historical  scent  he  is  like  the  well-trained 
leader  in  a  pack  of  hounds,  he  can't  be  thrown  off  the  trail. 

Boston  Tea  Party, — He  calls  for  the  proof  of  the  oft-repeated  story 
that  the  Boston  Tea  Party  was  an  assemblage  of  Masons  led  by  Jos- 
eph Warren.  He  says  there  is  not  a  particle  of  evidence  that  Warroi 
participated  or  that  the  crowd  were  Masons. 

Masonic  Fiction. — He  thus  condemns  that  school  of  Masonis  Ma- 
torians  who  draw  their  material  from  the  fancies  of  themselves  and 
others : 

If  there  were  just  Some  way  to  weed  out  all  the  fool  fables  which 
often  render  ridiculous  the  noble  Order  of  Masonry,  it  would  be  bet- 
ter for  the  standing  of  the  Fraternity.  No  fault  should  be  found 
with  the  allegorical  teachings  included,  but  when  orators  of  supposed 
intelligence  gravely  tell  the  gullible  multitude  at  Masonic  picnics  and 
on  other  public  occasions  that  Masonic  Lodges  were  in  operatioD 
before  the  Deluge,  that  our  present  Ritual  has  been  handed  down 
from  the  days  of  King  Solomon,  that  there  has  never  been  a  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  who  was  not  a  Mason,  that  all  Signers  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  were  Masons,  except  Benedict 
Arnold  (who  by  the  bye,  was  a  Mason)  it  is  enough  to  make  an 
Egyptian  mummy  laugh.  The  writer  once  heard  a  much  traveled 
visiting  Brother  seriously  declare  in  a  Ix)dge  in  Raleigh  that  he  had 
visited  I^odges  in  India  which  had  records  running  back  six  thou- 
sand years — In  other  words,  these  Ix)dges  worked  many  centuries 
before  Adam  and  Eve  were  created.  Ananias  and  Baron  Munchausen 
were  paragons  of  veracity  if  compared  with  that  Brother. 

Buffoonery. — On  this  subject  he  properly  has  this  to  say: 

When  the  beautiful  system  of  Freemasonry,  with  its  impressive 
ceremonies  and  seriously  wholesome  teachings,  is  made  the  ground- 
work of  any  kind  of  grotesque  buffoonery,  it  is  certain  that  no  good 
can  accrue  to  the  Order. 

North  Carolina  Masonry. — As  to  the  source  from  which  the  old 
North  State  acquired  Its  Masonry,  Brother  Haywood  says: 

The  aforementioned  chart  is  in  error,  however,  in  crediting  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  with  being  partly  of  Massachusetts 
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origin.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  chartered  In  North 
Carolina  a  Lodge  called  "The  First  Lodge  in  Pitt  County"  In  1766, 
and-  commissioned  its  Master,  Bro.  Thomas  Cooper,  as  Provincial 
Grand  Master  of  North  Carolina.  But  the  First  Lodge  in  Pitt  was 
not  one  of  the  Lodges  which  formed  The  Grand  IxKlge  of  North  Caro- 
lina in  1787 ;  and,  so  far  as  known,  Provincial  Grand  Master  Cooper 
never  chartered  any  Lodges  In  North  Carolina.  The  Lodges  which 
organized  The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  in  1787  were  nearly 
altogether,  if  not  entirely,  those  which  held  charters  directly  from 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  England  or  from  Joseph  Montfort,  of  Halifax, 
North  Carolina,  ♦  ♦  ♦  Trovlncial  (Jrand  Master  of  and  for  Amer- 
ica* by  commission  from  the  Duke  of  Beaufort,  Grand  Master  of 
England,  in  1771.  The  Lodge  at  Fayetteville,  which  was  one  of  the 
organizers  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  is  traditionally  of 
Scotch  origin.

Lodges,  115;  membership,  11,233;  gain,  565. 

Brother  Eugene  S.  Flint,  who  Is  supposed  to  represent  Alabama, 
was  again  absent. 

Grand  Master  William  J.  Reynolds  delivered  a  reasonably  brief 
but  altogether  satisfactory  address,  dealing  almost  entirely  with  his 
official  acts,  as  a  grand  master's  address  should  do. 

Minutes. — Grand  Secretary  Stockwell  violates  what  we  conceive  to 
be  one  of  the  prime  requisites  of  a  correct  minute,  namely,  a  record 
of  the  business  transacted  tcithout  comment^  criticism,  or  the  expres- 
sion of  opinion.  He  records  the  Grand  Master's  address  as  "remark- 
able" when  in  truth  it  was  only  a  very  simple,  business-like  document 
He  also  places  it  on  record  that  the  Grand  Master  had  met  every 
situation  of  the  year  "in  an  entirely  satisfactory  manner.'*  Again 
he  pronounces  the  report  of  the  librarian  as  "interesting"  and  de- 
Hares  that  "no  one  longer  doubts  the  wisdom  of  making  the  library 
a  real  educational  force,"  which  may  be  very  true  but  is  out  of 
place  in  the  minutes. 

War. — Grand  Lodge  telegraphed  President  Wilson  that  it  pledged 
"increased  devotion  to  our  country's  cause."  And  Grand  Master 
Reynolds  In  his  address  used  this  patriotic  language: 

I'pon  our  honor  as  Master  Masons,  God  helping  us,  we  promise  to 
redouble  our  efforts  to  help  our  country  win  this  great  war  for 
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Humanity  and  Democracy.  We  will  at  all  times  render  every  pos- 
sible assistance  to  those  agencies  which  mean  victory  for  ri^teous- 
ness  and  our  country.  We  will  never  hesitate  to  act  promptlj  In 
stamping  out  disloyalty  and  treason. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  in  order  to  appreciate  these  words,  that 
they  were  spoken  at  a  very  dark  period  of  the  war.  But  it  all 
seems  very  remote  even  now. 

Lewis, — Grand  Master  Justified  his  action  in  granting  dispensatioDs 
to  receive  the  petitions  for  the  degrees  of  two  persons  under  21  years 
of  age  as  being  permissible  •under  our  By-Laws  governing  a  Lewis,' 
and  by  precedents  which  he  said  had  been  set  by  New  York  and 
Alabama.  We  do  not  recall  any  such  precedent  being  set  by  Ala- 
bama. At  any  rate,  our  Grand  Lodge  at  its  1918  Annual  refused 
to  legalize  the  practice. 

Decisions, — Grand  Master  found  it  unnecessary  to  render  "any 
new  rulings/'  all  questions  were  answered  by  a  mere  refer^ice  to 
the  Code.  Good!  It  is  our  opinion  that  numerous  decisions  are 
often  due  as  much  to  the  egotism  of  grand  masters  as  to  the  ignor- 
ance of  the  Craft 

France, — At  a  Ck)nference  held  at  Fargo,  January  18,  1918,  it  was 
decided  that  as  North  Dakota  had  never  declared  an  edict  of  non- 
intercourse  with  French  Masons,  the  Grand  Master  might  sanctloD 
visitation  of  French  lodges  and  he  accordingly  did  so.  Grand  Lodge 
approved  this  action  but  on  account  of  lack  of  time  postponed  the 
question  of  formal  recognition  till  the  next  Annual. 

Groita. — It  was  ordered  that  **no  Master  Mason  within  the 
Jurisdiction  of  North  Dakota  may  apply  for  or  receive  the  degrees 
offered  or  conferred  by  the  so-called  Grotto,  or  Mystic  Order  of 
Veiled  Prophets  of  the  Enchanted  Realm."  Grand  Master  Reynolds 
admitted  he  had  not  made  "very  thorough  investigation"  but  thoufi^t 
that  there  was  "already  enough  distraction  in  Masonry." 

We  do  not  belong  to  the  Grotto  and  do  not  desire  to  Join,  but  we 
doubt  the  wisdom  of  such  a  prohibition  unless  it  can  be  proved  that 
the  Grotto  is  an  organization  of  evil  tendencies. 

Library. — The  library  continues  to  grow  both  by  gifts  and  pur- 
chases and  the  circulating  library  plan  has  been  put  into  operation. 
A  novel  feature  is  that  the  Librarian  is  a  woman. 

Conditional  Dimit  was  recommended  by  the  Grand  Master  for 
members  proposing  to  participate  in  the  formation  of  a  new  lodges 
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the  dlmit  to  become  void  if  for  any  reason  the  new  lodge  fails  to 
materialize,  thus  avoidlDg  loss  of  membership  In  the  Old  lodge.  A 
plan  was  offered  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  whereby  a  petition 
for  a  new  lodge  or  for  affiliation  should  be  accompanied  by  a  certifi- 
cate of  good  standing  only,  the  dimit  to  be  filed. after  the  constitution 
of  the  new  lodge  or  after  election  to  membership;  and  a  by-law  to 
this  effect  was  adopted. 

Incorporation. — A  proposal  to  iBCorporate  the  Grand  Lodge  Relief 
Fund  was  under  consideration  but  fears  of  legal  complications  caused 
postponement  It  is  a  matter  that  should  be  carefully  considered 
by  the  best  legal  talent.  We  doubt  the  wisdom  of  incorporating 
subordinate  lodges  or  any  of  the  adjuncts  of  grand  lodge.  We  know 
of  a  great  denomination  that  thus  lost  a  great  university  and  an 
incorporated  defunct  lodge  in  Mississippi  held  its  property  against 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

Language. — ^The  Committee  on  Patriotic  Service  made  the  follow- 
ing report  which  was  adopted : 

We  firmly  believe  that  as  a  body  of  citizens  we  should  promote 
the  idea  of  Americanization,  and  to  further  this  plan  we  demand 
that  our  laws  be  so  changed  as  to  prohibit  the  use  of  any  language 
other  than  the  English  In  any  public,  private  or  parochial  school  of 
elementary  grade,  and  urge  our  members  to  see  that  such  action  Is 
taken  at  the  next  session  of  our  legislature. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Grant  S.  Hager  presents  this  report.  It  Is  his  first  essay 
but  a  good  one  and  he  promises  us  better  work  If  deemed  worthy  of 
being  continued  at  this  post.  Suffice  it  to  say  he  was  continued, 
of  which  we  are  glad. 

Cypher  Rituals. — Brother  Hager  is  one  of  the  few  who  do  not 
condemn  the  authorized  use  of  printed  rituals.    He  says: 

We  do  not  concur  in  Brother  Martin's  views  relative  to  the  printed 
ritual.  Our  experience  has  not  shown  it  to  be  an  abuse,  and  we 
might  as  well  have  an  authorized  edition  controlled  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  as  to  have  spurious  copies  covertly  used  by  officers  and 
members  of  our  constituent  lodges.  If  we  remember  correctly,  the 
Grand  Master  of  Illinois  reports  having  gone  to  one  lodge  and  taken 
up  a  number  of  such  rituals  which  were  sold  by  some  eastern  pub- 
lishing house. 

Louis  Block. — Of  this  distinguished  brother  and  his  notable  oration 
before  the  1917  Annual  of  Iowa,  he  says : 
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Realize  that  the  man  who  spoke  these  words  of  patriotism,  wbon 
heart  thrilled  with  love  of  country,  was  the  son  of  a  father  whoee 
ashes  lie  in  Germany.  It  Is  fine  for  you  Americans  who  can  trace 
your  ancestry  back  to  the  Pilgrim  Fathers,  to  the  Dutch  of  the  Hod- 
son  and  Mohawk  Valleys,  or  the  gallant  pioneers  of  Virginia,  to  be 
able  to  speak  with  fervid  words  of  the  splendor  of  our  institutions, 
and  the  glory  of  our  undying  history ;  but  how  much  finer  it  Is  for 
one  in  whose  veins  courses  none  but  German  blood,  to  feel  the  stme 
patriotic  pride  and  voice  the  same  splendidly  loyal  sentiments,  when 
our  Flag  and  our  Country  are  at  war  with  the  nation  that  gave  birth 
to  his  forefathers.

Lodges,  75;  membership,  7,124;  gain,  197. 

Alabama  was  not  represented.  Where  was  Brother  Frederick  S. 
Anderson?  He  has  never  been  present  since  this  scribe  has  been 
reviewing  Nova  Scotia. 

Grand  Secretary  Thomas  Mowbray  has  been  in  ill  health  for  a 
year  and  was  not  able  to  attend  this  Communication.  Brother  Janieg 
C.  Jouea  was  chosen  as  his  successor.  We  regret  that  Brother  Mow- 
bray was  forced  by  his  health  to  retire. 

Prayer. — At  the  opening  of  Grand  Lodge,  the  •  Grand  Chaplain. 
Brother  T.  C.  Mel  lor,  preached  an  excellent  sermon  upon  the  subject 
of  "Life  as  Tested  by  Prayer."  His  text  was  '*Our  Father  which 
art  in  Heaven." 

Halifax  Disaster. — In  this  appalling  accident  1,500  people  lost 
their  lives  and  more  than  three  times  this  number  were  injured. 
Among  the  killed  were  17  Masons  and  48  others  members  of  the 
families  of  Masons.  "Hardly  had  the  echo  of  the  cause  of  the  catas- 
trophe died  away,"  says  Grand  Master  Donald  F.  Fraser,  "when 
offers  of  the  nwst  generous  assistance  and  relief  were  promptly 
tendered  from  Sister  Grand  Lodges." 

**Work."' — After  careful  study  of  this  subject,  a  committee  to  be 
known  as  Custodians  of  the  Work  was  created.  Its  duties  are  to 
prepare  and  submit  a  uniform  work  and  from  time  to  time  propose 
changes  to  Grand  Lodge;  to  prepare  a  Monitor  and  opening  and 
dosing  ceremonies  for  Grand  Lodge  that  will  "lend  at  least  some 
dignity  thereto." 
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Research, — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Lodge  of 
Research  is  printed  In  this  volume,  which  shows  a  large  amount  of 
intelligent  work  being  done  in  this  jurisdiction.  This  lodge  now  has 
in  contemplation  the  establishment  of  a  Masonic  periodical. 

Physical  Qualification. — Grand  Master  Fraser  held  that  a  candi- 
date who  had  lost  his  foot  by  amputation  above  the  ankle,  but  who 
could  freely  bend  the  knee,  was  not  disqualified.  The  Jurisprudence 
Committee  and  Grand  Lodge,  however,  took  the  contrary  view. 
Brother  James  C.  Jones,  Chairman  of  Foreign  Correspondence,  ex- 
presses his  agreement  with  the  Grand  Master. 

Convict. — Grand  Master  Fraser  held,  and  Grand  Lodge  concurred, 
that  one  who  had  "served  a  term  in  the  penitentiary"  was  ineligible 
to  go  to  the  ballot.  This  rule  would  exclude  regardless  of  the  nature 
of  the  offense,  the  clearness  of  the  proof,  or  the  genuineness  of  the 
petitioner's  reform.  We  think  such  a  case  should  be  left  to  the  test 
of  the  ballot. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  James  C.  Jones  carefully  reviews  in  158  pages  62  grand 
Jurisdictions.  Following  his  previous  method  there  is  little  com- 
ment, lie  pronounces  our  1917  report  "exceedingly  interesting." 
Nova  Scotia's  representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  demon- 
strates how  these  ornaments  may  also  be  made  useful.  He  gives 
an  interesting  account  of  the  labors  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
during  the  preceding  year  which  Brother  Jones  incorporates  in  his 
report  instead  of  writing  a  review  of  his  own.  Grand  Master  Frazer 
reviewed  Massachusetts  in  a  most  interesting  manner. 


1808— OHIO— 1918. 
109th  Annual — Columbus — November  26th-27th. 

Lodges,  555 ;  membership,  122,343 ;  gain,  8,050. 

Alabama  was  again  represented  by  that  distinguished  Mason, 
Brother  Nelson  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence. 

Grand  Lodge  should  have  convened  on  October  23rd,  but  on  ac- 
count of  the  influenza  epidemic  it  was  postponed  till  November 
20tb. 
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A  remarkable  photograph  of  Ohio's  "Unbroken  line  of  Twenty-six 
Past  Grand  Masters,"  all  living,  adorns  this  volume.  It  is  a  splendid 
looking  group  of  men. 

Grand  Master  Henry  M.  Hagelbarger  delivered  an  able  address  in 
which  he  discussed  a  variety  of  important  subjects. 

France. — Grand  Master  was  compelled  to  notify  Ohio  Masons  in 
France  that  they  could  not  visit  French  lodges,  but  advised  them 
that  "there  was  no  objection  to  their  accepting  the  hospitalities"  of 
the  Masonic  Club  established  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  at  16 
Rue  Cadet. 

Qerman  Language.— H^wo  lodges  working  a  German  language  ritual 
notified  the  Grand  Master  that  they  had  voluntarily  substituted  one 
in  English. 

Decisions. — Grand  Master  also  reported  that  he  had  rendered  no 
decisions ;  that  he  had  been  able  to  answer  all  questions  by  referring 
to  the  Code.  Our  observation  is  that  the  number  of  decisions  vary 
inversely  with  the  size  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

Large  Contract. — Grand  Master  Hagelbarger  also  committed  the 
Masons  of  Ohio  to  a  big  undertaking  when  he  pledged  to  our  Allies 
our  loyal  support  to  the  end  "that  all  governments  of  earth  may  be 
of  the  people,  by  the  people  and  for  the  people  and  that  righteousness 
may  be  victorious." 

Many  absurd  things  have  been  said  about  what  we  are  going  to 
require  the  rest  of  the  world  to  do  or  to  abstain  from  doing.  If 
we  secure  the  above  blessings  for  ourselves,  about  all  the  help  we 
can  be  to  the  rest  of  the  world  will  be  the  good  example  we  shall 
thereby  set  them. 

Installation. — The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  pro- 
vides "that  the  Grand  Master  shall  not  occupy  his  official  station 
until  he  has  been  installed."  Grand  Master-elect  Isaac  Kinsey  was 
at  the  time  of  his  election  and  when  he  should  have  been  installed, 
sojourning  in  Florida  for  his  health.  The  question  arose  as  to  how 
he  could  be  installed.  Grand  Lodge  solved  the  problem  by  "waiving 
all  the  ceremonies  of  installation  and  declaring  the  Grand  Master- 
elect  duly  installed,"  a  stroke  of  wisdom  surely  comparable  to  that 
which  Alexander  the  Great  brought  to  bear  in  untying  the  Gordian 
Knot. 

P.  M.  Degree. — Ohio  is  one  of  the  Jurisdictions  in  which  a  Master- 
elect  cannot  be  installed  unless  he  has  received  the  Past  Master's 
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decree.  Grand  Lodge  has  now  furth^  prescribed  that  only  a  Dis- 
trict Lecturer  can  conf^  this  degree.  As  no  District  Lecturer  had 
been  appointed  and  the  Grand  Master  was  away  the  question  nat- 
urally arose  how  masters  were  to  be  installed.  The  simple  expedient 
of  ''waving  all  ceremonies"  and  "declaring  them  installed"  did  not 
seem  to  occur  to  the  perplexed  ones. 

Honor  Roll, — On  account  of  the  inability  to  obtain  a  complete  list 
of  those  who  had  been  engaged  in  the  service,  the  publication  of  the 
Honor  Roll  was  postponed  till  next  year. 

Ck>BBESPONDENCB. 

This  report  is  again  the  work  of  that  master  craftsman,  Brother 
Nelson  Williams.  It  is  his  eighth  and  we  regret  that  he  announces 
that  it  is  his  last,  on  account  of  his  voluntary  retirement  He  is 
succeeded  by  Brother  Frank  H.  Marquis,  of  Mansfield,  to  whom  we 
extend  a  hearty  welcome. 

Wmhington  Memorial. — Brother  Williams  is  by  no  means  an  en- 
thusiast in  favor  of  this  project    He  says: 

It  was  our  pleasure  recently  to  visit  the  Lodge-room  of  Alexandria 
Lodge,  and  we  saw  every  one  of  the  "priceless  relics"  that  are  there 
on  exhibition.  We  are  frank  to  say  that  sev^al  of  these  are  of  value 
to  the  antiquarian,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  our  Alexandrian 
Brethren  are  anxious  to  have  them  properly  cared  for,  but  after 
examining  them  carefully,  and  the  Apron  which  was  at  first  said  to 
be  given  by  Lafayette  to  Washington,  but  which  it  is  now  admitted 
was  not  given  by  Lafayette  at  all,  we  are  still  inclined  to  the  opinion 
that  the  great  broad  principle  that  all  Masons  stand  upon  a  level, 
and  that  there  should  hfi  no  distinction  between  them,  should  prevail, 
and  that  Bro.  George  Washington,  while  a  great  patriot  and  a  great 
man,  and  while  he  honored  Freemasonry  by  uniting  with  it  and 
contributing  to  its  success,  should  not  be  singled  out  In  the  great 
army  of  devoted  Masons  who  have  done  far  more  for  the  Order  than 
ever  he  did,  and  have  erected  to  him  as  a  Mason,  a  monument  cost- 
ing three  quarters  of  a  million  dollars. 

Proficiency, — Concerning  the  proposition  occasionally  advanced  to 
deprive  a  Mason  of  some  right  or  privilege  until  he  has  stood  an 
approved  examination  on  the  Third  degree  lecture.  Brother  Williams 
sensibly  says: 

They  are  sticklers  for  ritualism  and  believe  in  crossing  every  "tf 
and  dotting  every  "i,"  and  think  that  the  man  who  can  not  poU- 
parrot-like  recite  the  Ritual  and  give  all  the  lectures,  is  not  a  Mason. 
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But  our  Masonry  teaches  us  that  It  is  the  obllsation  whidi  makes  m 
a  Mason,  and  we  doubt  the  wisdom,  and  in  fact  doubt  the  power 
of  Grand  Lodge  to  stipulate  that  the  mere  commitment  of  a  lecture 
after  the  candidate  has  received  the  decree  should  be  required  to 
give  him  the  elective  francldse  in  his  Lodge. 

''Suppose  the  Brother  commits  the  lecture  and  then  in  a  few  days 
Iforgets  it,  just  as  thousands  upon  thousands  do,  then  what  happois? 
Is  he  deprived  of  his  vote  simply  because  he  lias  not  the  Third  Degree 
Lecture  at  his  tongue's  end? 

Fratwe, — Brother  Williams  is  a  steadfast  opponent  of  the  recogni- 
tion of  French  Masonry.  But  he  has  some  of  his  data  badly  mixed. 
He  says  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  admits  that  it  is  still  ''an  integral 
part  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France."  Brother  Williams  in  some 
way  has  fallen  into  aa  error  here.  There  never  was  any  connection 
between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France 
The  Grand  Lodge  sprang  out  of  the  bosom  of  the  Supreme  Councfl 
of  France  and  became  independent  of  it  in  1904. 

Brother  Williams  falls  into  another  error  when  he  says  that  the 
Grand  Orient  "is  purely  a  Scottish  Rite  institution."  It  was  in 
existence  long  before  the  Scottish  Rite  was  ever  heard  of  and  is  as 
undoubtedly  of  Ancient  Graft  origin  as  is  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio 
itself.  It  is  true  that  after  issuing  from  the  Masonry  of  England 
it  developed  along  lines  different  from  those  of  English-speaking 
grand  lodges,  but  it  is  utterly  wrong  to  class  it  among  the  Scottish 
Rite  bodies. 

He  is  also  greatly  perplexed  as  to  how  can  be  Justified  the  exist- 
ence of  two  or  more  distinct  sovereign  grand  bodies  in  the  same 
Jurisdiction,  all  claiming  control  over  Symbolic  Freemasonry.  This 
is  simple.  The  dictum  of  exclusive  territorial  Jurisdiction  is  of  Ameri- 
can origin  and  has  never  been  asserted  or  recognized  by  Masonry 
on  the  continent  of  Europe. 

8ci88or8, — Brother  Williams  denies  the  use  of  this  favorite  tool  of 
authors.  He  says  he  has  never  mutilated  a  volume  by  clipping  from 
it.    His  rule  is  ours ;  we  copy  but  we  never  clip. 

Politics. — He  "commends"  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  for  reject- 
ing a  resolution  indorsing  a  bill  before  the  legislature  requiring  the 
teaching  of  the  English  language  only  in  the  primary  public  schools, 
on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  "a  departure  from  the  policy  and 
tradition  of  Masonry." 
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^We  can  not  concur  in  this  restricted  view  as  to  the  extent  Masonry 
may  take  an  interest  in  public  affairs.  The  mere  fact  that  legislation 
may  be  needed  to  bring  about  a  needed  change  does  not  make  the 
question  "politics"  in  the  sense  that  Masons  must  have  nothing  to  do 
witb  it 

F'lag, — ^He  believes  draping  the  altar  with  the  flag  is  "absolutely 
contrary  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  Freemasonry/'  and  he 
mi^ht  have  added  violative  of  flag  etiquette.  He  further  declares 
tbat  "the  flag  business  has  been  worked  to  the  limit,"  in  which  we 
concur. 

Bible. — Brother  Williams  makes  a  very  important  concession  in  its 
bearing  on  French  Masonry,  when  he  says  that  the  French  brethren 
'*make  a  good  argument  in  favor  of  the  proposition  that  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  Ancient  regulations  it  was  not  essential  that  it 
(the  Bible)  be  upon  the  altar."  He  admits  that  only  for  a  century 
has  it  been  required  by  English-speaking  grand  lodges.  Then  how 
can  we  outlaw  Masonic  bodies  more  than  one  hundred  years  old 
t)ecause  they  do  not  require  it?

,  Where  was  Alabama's  representative.  Brother  Florian  H.  Nash? 
He  has  not  been  present  since  we  have  been  Correspondent.  Cancel 
his  commission,  Grand  Master.  We  always  look  for  the  name  of 
"Father"  Joseph  S.  Murrow.  He  was  there,  full  of  years  and  honor 
lind  love  of  the  Craft  This  communication  should  have  been  held 
February  20th  but  was  postponed  because  of  a  continuance  of  the 
Influenza  epidemic.  y 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Joseph  W.  Morris  filled  55  pages. 
Too  much  of  a  good  thing! 

War, — Grand  Master  Morris  has  views  as  to  why  the  United 
States  entered  the  war.    Hear  him,  O  ye  people ! 

America  fights  for  the  principles  she  loves  best,  for  the  bleeding, 
oppressed  peoples  whom  she  has  come  to  know  better  and  to  love. 
She  fights  to  strike  their  shackles  from  them,  and  to  liberate  the 
world,  so  that  it  may  be  a  fit  place  for  a  Mason  and  his  beloved  ones 
to  live  in. 
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A  lot  of  bosb  like  this  has  beoi  written  and  spoken.  WiU  we  ncfrer 
cease  pre^ilng  oorselyes  orer  vlrtneB  we  did  not  possess?  A  greater 
than  Brother  Morris  has  more  truly  said  that  we  wore  **drasBed 
Into  the  war  stem  first"  by  the  necessities  of  self-defense. 

Italy. — Grand  Master  Morris  seemed  to  labor  under  the  impres- 
sion that  he  was  the  "whole  cheese"  and  proceeded  without  any  war- 
rant from  Grand  Lodge  to  establish  "fraternal  relations  with  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Italy."  The  Law  Conmiittee  very  plainly  reminded 
the  Grand  Master  that  such  r^ations  "should  only  be  established  or 
restored  by  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge"  and  recommended  that  the 
entire  question  was  referred  to  the  incoming  Grand  Master.  This 
report  was  adopted.  This  was  a  deserved  rebuke  and  should  aoak 
into  the  cranium  of  not  only  Grand  Master  Morris  but  all  other  auto- 
cratic grand  masters  who  feel  that  their  powers  know  no  limitations. 

Masonic  Service  Aaaociation  organized  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa, 
November,  1918,  received  lengthy  treatment  by  Grand  Master  Morris. 
His  idea  seemed  to  be  that  Masonry  is  a  wonderfully  great  institutloD 
but  that  it  does  not  know  it  and  is  doing  nothing  to  prove  it;  tliat 
only  he  and  very  few,  if  any,  others  have  discovered  it  Among 
other  things  he  says : 

All  over  these  United  States  th^re  have  be^  erected  Grand  Lodge 
Temples.  Not  buildings  of  stone  and  steel  and  mortar,  hot  Grand 
Lodge  Temples  of  the  Spirit  It  is  my  privilege  to  have  ^tered 
many  of  them.  I  have  come  to  know  them,  and  I  know  that  ereryane 
is  a  replica  of  pvery  other  in  this  great  land  of  ours.  Some  are 
small,  some  are  large  in  area ;  all  are  great  in  their  high  aims  and 
aspirations. 

There  are  sixteen  pages  like  this.  It  is  no  wonder  the  Law  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  this  part  of  the  address  "be  not  appro?ed 
at  this  time."  However,  Grand  Lodge  indorsed  the  Masonic  Service 
Association  and  took  membership  therein. 

France.— A  year  ago  the  question  of  French  Masonry  was  referred 
to  Grand  Master  Morris.  After  conducting  some  correspondaice  with 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  (which  is  set  out)  he  reeomm»ided  tbat 
the  question  be  referred  to  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
and  the  two  Grand  Wardens.  The  recommendation  was  disapproved 
and  no  further  action  taken. 

Brother  J.  D.  Matlo<^,  Senior  Grand  Deacon  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Alabama,  was  present  and  duly  received  as  a  visitor.    He  was

introduced  and  delivered  a  brief  speech  of  thanks  for  the  courtesies 
extended  to  him,  and  also  delivered  a  greeting  of  "love  and  best 
wishes"  sent  by  Grand  Master  Teague. 

Washington  Memorial  was  indorsed  and  a  subscription  of  $5,000.00 
made,  payable  in  annual  installments  of  $1,000.00. 

Floff. — A  resolution  adopted  requires  each  lodge  to  "display  the 
American  flag  on  a  staff  in  the  east  when  in  session  in  addition  to 
the  flag  on  the  altar. 

Now  does  the  flag  on  the  altar  rest  on  the  Bible  or  the  Bible  on  the 
flag.  If  the  former,  then  Masonic  usage  is  violated  which  allows 
nothing  on  the  Bible  except  the  square  and  compasses.  If  the  latter, 
then  flag  etiquette  is  violated,  which  does  not  permit  the  flag  to  be 
used  as  drapery  nor  allow  anything  to  rest  upon  it 

Cypher  Key, — Grand  Master  Morris  wisely,  as  we  think,  advised 
against  this  innovation.  Brother  Eagleton  moved  that  Grand  Lodge 
declare  it  beyond  its  power  "to  put  the  secrets  of  Masbnry  upon  paper 
or  parchment'*  The  motion  was  lost  and  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a 
report  of  the  Law  Committee  that  Grand  Lodge  "has  the  power  to 
adopt  a  cypher  key  to  the  esoteric  work."  The  question  of  the 
^expediency"  of  such  action  was,  however,  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Work.  A  resolution  on  the  same  subject  was  referred  to  the  Law 
Committee  for  report  at  next  Annual. 

COBBESPONDENCB. 

For  the  eighth  time  this  report  is  the  work  of  Brother  Thomas  C. 
Humphrey.  Our  1918  report  is  pronounced  "instructive."  Brother 
Humphrey  tells  us  he  is  62  years  old  and  has  been  a  Mason  49  years. 
He  was  therefore  received  at  the  tender  age  of  13 !  We  believe  this 
Is  the  record. 

France, — Brother  Humphrey  takes  the  view  that  as  "the  war  Is 
over  it  Is  useless  to  state  the  views  of  distinguished  Masons  on  the 
subject  of  Frendi  Masonry."    What  has  the  war  to  do  with  it?

Lodges,  149 ;  membership,  16,007 ;  gain,  757. 

Alabama's  representative.  Brother  E.  D.  Brlggs,  again  absent  We 
should  get  another. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Frank  W.  Settlemler  posse^es  at 
least  one  admirable  virtue,  brevity  and  directness. 

Deputy  Grand  Master, — ^The  Grand  Master  recommended  that  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master  be  given  something  to  do  or  that  the  office  be 
abolished.  It  was  his  opinion  that  it  was  not  desirable  that  the  man 
who  was  ordinarily  to  become  Grand  Master  should  be  left  a  whole 
year  "out  of  touch  with  the  important  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge.'* 
Good,  sound,  common  sense.  A  proposition,  therefore,  to  amend  the 
Constitution  so  as  to  make  this  official  a  Trustee  of  Grand  Lodge 
was  approved  and  went  over  till  next  year  for  final  action. 

Financial. — Grand  Master  Settlemler  called  attention  to  some 
"high  financing'*  indulged  in  by  Grand  Lodge  at  its  1918  Annual. 
The  record  at  that  time  showed  cash  on  hand  $16,630.72  but  appro- 
priations were  made  aggregating  $43,094.25,  which  included  $13,840.00 
for  the  proposed  Masonic  Home.  Grand  Lodge  was  about  to  r^»eat 
the  blunder  this  year  when  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
renewed  attention  to  the  matter  and  a  proposed  further  appropria- 
tion for  the  Home  of  $11,500.00  being  referred  to  Finance  Committee 
was  rejected  and  the  whole  matter  referred  to  the  Trustees. 

It  is  often  the  case  that  those  engineering  Home  schemes  appear  to 
be  perfectly  willing  to  bankrupt  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  sake  of  the 
Home.  If  a  firm  grip  is  not  kept  on  things,  the  Home  managem^t 
will  frequently  take  control  of  Grand  Lodge  also,  with  consequent 
bankruptcy  for  both. 

Extraneous  Organizations  at  Masons  having  for  their  purpose  the 
control  of  Masonic  affairs  outside  the  regular  and  recognized  lodges 
and  grand  lodges  were  severely  and  Justly  denounced  by  Grand 
Master  Settlemler.  Grand  Lodge  agreed  with  him  that  such  organi- 
zations ''which  maintain  and  set  in  motion  Influences  against  the 
peace  and  harmony  of  the  Grand  Lodge"  should  be  prohibited.  A 
resolution  to  this  effect  was  referred  to  the  Jurisprudence  Committee, 
which  reported  that  as  the  President  of  the  organization  aimed  at 
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liad  "admitted  oflflclal  but  unintentional  Indiscretion"  it  recom- 
mended "no  further  censure  or  admonition  at  this  time''  but  the 
Grand  Master  was  authorized  "to  grant  and  authorize  by  appropriate 
dispensation  the  continuance  and  conduct  of  the  said  association/' 

We  think  this  makes  bad  matters  worse  because  it  gives  a  sort  of 
official  sanction  to  what  the  organization  may  do.  Better  stick  to 
the  time-honored  Masonic  instrumentalities  for  doing  Masonic  work. 

Masonic  Service  Association. — This  organization  was  Indorsed  and 
membership  therein  accepted.  The  Grand  Master,  for  the  time  being, 
was  made  the  representative  of  Grand  Lodge  in  said  Association  and 
he  was  "clothed  with  full  power  in  the  premises  to  act  for  and  In 
l)ehalf  of  Grand  Lodge  in  all  respects  with  reference  to  the  ends  and 
purposes  of  said  Association." 

Anyone  who  will  turn  to  page  184  of  this  report  and  read  there 
^'the  ends  and  purposes  of  said  Association/'  as  there  set  forth,  will 
see  what  a  sweeping  grant  of  power  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon 
confers  on  its  Grand  Master.  If  all  grand  lodges  should  Join  in  this 
movement  and  grant  the  same  authority  to  their  representatives,  the 
Masonic  Service  Association  would  at  once  possess  more  power  than 
that  ever  proposed  for  a  General  Grand  Lodge.  There  is  nothing 
that  could  not  be  done  in  the  name  of  "the  service  of  mankind 
through  education,  enlightenment,  financial  relief  and  Masonic  visita- 
tion." We  presume  none  have  forgotten  that  recently  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Oregon  earnestly  proposed  a  General  Grand  Lodge. 

Masonic  Home. — It  is  proposed  to  build  a  Home  as  soon  as 
^50,000.00  is  In  hand  for  the  purpose.  In  their  hurry  to  raise  this 
flum,  the  Home  advocates  are  about  to  bankrupt  the  Grand  Lodge,  in 
«pite  of  the  efforts  of  both  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Creed  of  a  Mason  was  the  subject  of  an  oration  by  Brother 
William  Wallace  Youngson.  He  says  a  Mason  "believes  in  the  Bible, 
the  one  great  chart  and  compass  of  human  life."  Some  Masons 
l)elleve  in  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  and  some  perfectly  true  Masons 
^o  not.  He  further  says  Masons  "have  discovered  the  Divine  prin- 
ciple of  life  which  gives  us  Masonic  Christianity  and  Christian 
Masonry."  We  do  not  know  Just  what  he  means  by  this  but  if  it  Is 
Intended  to  Imply  that  Masonry  Is  a  Christian  Institution,  we  dis- 
sent. We  have  no  sympathy  with  the  Idea  that  persons  of  other 
Religions  than  Christianity  are  merely  tolerated  in  Masonry. 
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Ritual.—We  are  glad  to  note  that  a  crude  propositioii  to  amend 
the  Masonic  ritual  on  the  idea  that  the  numher  six  la  not  a  sacred 
number  among  Masons  was  rejected.

Brother  David  P.  Mason  submits  his  ninth  report  He  commoits  or 
criticises  very  sparingly  but  gives  an  excellent  digest  of  the  busineflB> 
transacted  by  the  several  grand  lodges. 

Alabama  1918  is  carefully  reviewed  in  three  pages.  He  notes  1,00<> 
Masons  present  at  the  laying  of  the  comer  stone  of  the  new  Postoffioe 
building  at  Birmingham  on  May  15,  1918.  He  is  wrong ;  the  correct 
number  is  10,000.  Our  report  is  pronounced  "an  able  r^)ort,"  for 
which  we  extend  thanks.

133BD  Annual — Philadei^hia — December  27th. 

Lodges,  507;  membership,  131,913;  gain,  5,265. 

This  volume  also  records  the  proceedings  of  the  Quarterlies  of 
March  6th,  June  5th,  September  4th  and  December  4th. 

There  is  an  excellent  portrait  of  Grand  Master  James  B.  Krause. 

German  Language. — Grand  Master  Krause  decided  that  as  the 
Ahiman  Rezon  permitted  the  use  of  the  German  language  in  ritnalls- 
tic  work,  there  could  be  no  deprivation  of  this  privilege  "by  the 
summary  action  of  the  Grand  Master."  He  reported  at  the  Annual 
that  the  German  lodges  ''have  or  are  about  to  conform  to  such  regu- 
lations by  voluntary  action." 

War  Relief  Fund  had  grown  to  the  very  re^>ectable  sum  of 
$96,000. 

Necrology, — ^Among  the  dead  deeply  mourned  by  Pennsylvania  was 
their  Grand  Treasurer  Brother  William  B.  Hackenburg.  He  hid 
been  a  member  of  the  Craft  57  years  and  Grand  Treasurer  11  yeara

Brother  Thomas  F.  Penman  is  again  the  author  of  this  report  la 
the  body  of  the  report,  he  comments  or  criticises  very  sparingly. 
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Alabama  1917  is  allotted  two  pages  and  Brother  Penman  is  charitable 
enough  to  pronounce  our  report  "one  of  the  leading  features  of  the 
volume.*'  There  is  a  brief  Conclusion  dealing  with  the  termination 
of  the  war  and  French  Masonry. 

French  Masonry. — On  this  subject  we  do  not  agree  with  him,  but 
to  give  his  point  of  view  we  quote  the  following : 

No  one  alleges  that  French  Masons  are  all  atheists  or  materialists ; 
or  that  a  great  portion  of  them  are  such.  But  that  some  of  them  are, 
and  that  no  one  is  excluded  on  that  account,  is  not  denied.  Here  is 
where  our  paths  diverge.  No  Pennsylvania  Master  Mason  can  sit 
in  a  French  working  Lodge  without  violating  his  obligation,  so  long 
as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  maintains  its  present  Ck)nstita- 
tion  and  Ritual.  A  petitioner  for  Masonry  in  Pennsylvania  must 
declare :  "I  further  declare  my  belief  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme 
Being."  There  can  be  no  Lodge  opened  in  Pennsylvania  unless  the 
Holy  Bible  lies  upon  its  altar.  These  are  among  the  Landmarks  by 
which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  exists  and  is  governed;  it 
has  put  them  beyond  its  power  to  change;  it  is  the  only  kind  of 
Masonry  that  Pennsylvania  knows  or  can  recognize.  To  conform 
to  that  kind  of  Masonry  efforts  are  proposed  to  persuade  the  French 
Grand  Bodies  to  change  their  Ck>nstitutions.  It  is  a  consummation 
devoutly  to  be  wished. 

It  is  not  a  question  what  Pennsylvania  requires  nor  is  it  mate- 
rial that  that  Grand  Body  cannot  change  its  regulations  on  these  sub- 
jects. The  question  is,  What  did  the  original  plan  of  Masonry 
require? 


1912— PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS— 1919. 
7th   Annual — Manila — January   28th-29th. 

Lodges,  52;  membership,  3,533;  gain,  639. 

We  regret  to  note  that  Alabama's  representative,  Brother  Bruce  S. 
Wright,  was  absent. 

Grand  Master  Manuel  Quezon  was  absent  in  the  United  States  on 
a  mission  relating  to  the  independence  of  the  Philippines. 

Deputy  Grand  Master  Milton  E.  Springer  presided  and  delivered 
the  "AnrlC^al  Message."  He  amply  covered  all  necessary  questions  in 
six  pages. 

Funeral. — Deputy  Grand  Master  reported  the  preparation  and 
adoption  of  a  funeral  service  which  was  pronounced ,  "very  beauti- 
ful.*'

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Oration.— Brother  Theodore  M.  Kalaw  delivered  a  brief  but  very 
interesting  address  on  the  introduction  of  Freemasonry  into  the 
Philippines.  From  this  it  appears  that  the  first  Masonic  Lodge  in 
the  Islands  was  Primera  Luz  FUipkia  founded  by  Admiral  Nunez  at 
Cavite  in  1856.  But  Lodge  Solidavldad,  founded  at  Madrid,  Spain, 
about  1890,  furnished  the  real  progenitors  of  the  Freemasonry  exist- 
ing on  the  Island  at  the  time  of  the  American  occupation. 

Research, — The  Committee  on  this  subject  submitted  a  very  sug- 
gestive report  outlining  a  course  of  Masonic  study  to  be  pursued  bj 
the  lodges  and  their  members. 

Life  Membership. — A  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
relating  to  Life  Membership  not  receiving  a  five-sixth  vote  went 
over  to  the  next  Annual  for  final  action. 

Code. — Brother  J.  F.  Brom field  was  empowered  to  codify  the  laws 
of  the  Grand  Ix>dge  and,  as  its  Constitution  Is  based  upon  that  of 
California,  the  rulings  and  decisions  of  California  are  to  be  given 
careful  consideration.  The  Committee  is  to  confine  Itself  to  qnestious 
that  have  actually  arisen  and  been  decided  and  Is  not  to  attempt  to 
anticipate  questions  that  may  arise.  In  short.  It  is  to  compile  a 
digest  and  Is  not  to  legislate. 

iSons  of  Masons. — A  ceremony  was  suggested  for  the  dedication  of 
the  sons  of  Masons  to  the  cause  of  Masonry.  The  Jurisprudence 
Committee,  to  which  the  proposition  was  referred,  report  that  it  was 
"apparently  new  to  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,"  and  the  proposition  was 
referred  to  the  incoming  Committee. 

We  believe  our  Philippine  brethren  would  do  wisely  to  leave  alone 
all  such  importations  from  other  systems. 

Electioneering. — A  strong  resolution  was  adopted  forbidding  the 
solicitation  of  votes  for  Masonic  office  for  one's  self  or  for  another, 
and  prohibiting  any  nominations  for  office. 

Honorary  Title. — A  proposition  to  confer  on  a  very  worthy  and 
distinguished  brother  the  honorary  title  of  Past  Grand  Master  was 
defeated.  Before  the  vote  the  brother  In  question  asked  that  the 
proi>ositiou  be  withdrawn  but  his  friends  Insisted  on  a  vote. 

We  are  glad  the  matter  resulted  as  It  did.  We  are  opposed  to  the 
conferring  of  such  titles. 

Temple. — This  volume  contains  a  cut  of  the  new  Masonic  Temple 
at  Manila.  It  is  a  beautiful  building  and  does  much  credit  to  our 
Manila  brethren. 
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Ck>BBB8PONDEN0B. 

This  report  is  again  the  work  of  Brother  Newton  C.  Comfort.  He 
gives  an  excellent  review  of  61  volumes  of  Proceedings. 

Alabama  1917  receives  careful  and  courteous  treatment  The 
address  of  Grand  Master  Smith  is  pronounced  "splendid"  and  our 
report  is  flatteringly  referred  to. 

G,  M,'8, — In  1917,  the  Foreign  Correspondent  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Pldlippines  had  stated  "that  the  Grand  Master  is  a 
creation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  with  only  such  powers  as  are  delegated 
to  him  by  that  body;"  a  perfectly  correct  view  we  think.  Brother 
Comfort  takes  issue  with  his  predecessor.  We  believe  it  susceptible 
of  the  clearest  proof  that  there  was  never  a  grand  master,  at  least 
of  the  sort  we  now  know,  that  was  not  the  creature  of  a  grand 
lodge. 


1876— PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND— 1918. 
43bd  Annual — Chablottetown — June  26th. 

Lodges,  15 ;  membership,  919 ;  gain,  38. 

Alabama's  representative,  P.  G.  M.  Donald  Darrach,  sent  a  tele- 
gram expressing  regret  that  absence  from  the  Province  prevented 
his  being  present. 

War, — At  the  time  of  this  Communication,  the  war  was  at  the 
height  of  its  intensity.  Grand  Master  Benjamin  Rogers  naturally 
dwelt  upon  the  subject.  He  uttered  these  hopeful,  even  prophetic 
words: 

Remembering  the  incalculable  moral  influence  of  the  entry  of  the 
United  States  into  the  war  and  the  fact  that  even  now  approximately 
one  million  men,  out  of  her  inexhaustible  store  of  manhood  are  al- 
ready overseas  we  say  to  our  brethren  at  the  front  "stand  fast"  We 
shall  win  out.  it  may  be  this  year,  but  win  out  we  must  and  shall. 

Ujonor  Roll. — There  is  a  roster  of  brethren  who  had  entered  the 
war  from  the  Province.  After  the  names  pf  four  are  the  ominous 
words,  ''killed  in  action.** 

''Work'* — ^The  Grand  Master  refers  with  satisfaction  to  the  in- 
creased proficiency  of  the  Craft  in  tlie  ritual. 
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Constitution. — The  Grand  Master  declares  that  by  the  vice  of  fre- 
quent amendments  to  the  Constitution  a  revision  had  become  neces- 
sary. 

8tate  of  the  Craft  is  pronounced  excellent  in  every  way,  growth, 
spirit,  finances,  etc. 

There  is  no  correspondence  report. 


1875— PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND— 1919. 
44th  Annual — CHABLorrETOWN-r-JuNE  26TH-20rH. 

Lodges,  15;  membership,  980;  gain,  11. 

Alabama  was  present  in  the  person  of  Brother  D.  Darrach.  We 
have  cause  to  feel  honored  in  the  distinguished  Mason  who  repre- 
sents us  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince  Edward  Island.  This  year 
marked  the  50th  Anniversary  of  Brother  Darrach*s  membership  in 
the  Craft.  This  fact  was  taken  note  of  by  Grand  Lodge  and  a  con- 
gratulatory resolution  was  adopted  felicitating  him  ''on  the  attain- 
ment of  his  jubilee  as  a  member  of  the  fraternity,*'  and  placing  on 
record  their  "appreciation  of  his  gifts  of  mind  and  heart,  his  aptness 
in  counsel  and  leadership,  his  eminently  courteous  manner  and  broth- 
erly and  helpful  spirit  and  his  fine  elevation  of  character." 

Grand  Master  Laughlin  M.  McKlnnon  rejoices  over  the  victory  of 
the  Allies  and  the  return  of  peace  in  these  words : 

Victory  has  triumphantly  perched  on  the  banners  of  the  Allies; 
the  principles  of  Freemasonry  have  Issued  victorious  from  the  fray; 
women  and  innocent  children  can  again  dwell  in  safety;  while  the 
blasphemous  cringing  tyrant,  the  author  and  prime  instigator  of  all 
the  carnage  and  slaughter,  is  cowardly  hiding  his  dishonoured  head 
in  voluntary  exile. 

Study. — Grand  Master  McKlnnon  declared  he  had  never  before 
seen  such  anxiety  among  the  brethren  for  a  knowledge  of  "the  real 
meaning  and  intent  of  the  Masonic  rites,  ceremonies  and  symbols.'* 
He  believed  it  the  duty  of  Grand  Lodge  to  satisfy  these  cravings 
of  the  Craft,  and  as  a  step  in  this  direction  he  decided  to  make  a 
two  days  meeting  of  this  Annual.  The  members  were  asked  to  decide 
the  desirability  of  two  days  sessions  without  prejudice  either  way 
but  solely  for  the  good  of  the  Craft 
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Reformatory.— GvsLna  Master  declared  that  It  should  always  be 
borne  in  mind  that  Freemasonry  is  not  a  reformatory.    He  said : 

The  lodge  which  admits  an  unworthy  person,  In  the  hope  of  making 
him  a  good  Mason,  has  as  little  sense,  and  as  little  chance  of  success, 
as  the  foolish  maiden  who  marries  a  rake  in  the  hope  of  making  a 
man  of  him. 

Burial, — There  has  been  no  uniform  funeral  service  and  much 
confusion  had  resulted.  Grand  Master  McKinnon  caused  a  suitable 
service  to  be  prepared  which  he  promulgated  and  ordered  to  be  used 
"at  every  Masonic  funeral." 

Grand  Secretary  W.  P.  DouU  announced  that  for  business  reasons 
he  was  compelled  to  retire  from  office  but  that  "this  would  not  be  a 
retirement  from  Masonic  work  and  interest."  He  liad  served  this 
Grand  Lodge  faithfully  for  nine  years. 

Physical  Qualifications  is  interesting  to  our  brethren  of  Prince 
Edward  Island.  A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  and 
report  at  the  next  Annual  whether  "the  heroes  maimed  in  the  late 
war  for  freedom  and  liberty  are  to  be  debarred  from  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry  on  account  of  their  wounds." 

Library. — Another  question  to  be  discussed  in  the  lodges  and  de- 
cided at  the  next  Annual  Is  the  feasibility  of  "establishing  a  Masonic 
library  and  also  a  Masonic  School  of  Instruction." 

A  List  of  Members  of  Grand  Lodge  is  published  in  this  volume.  It 
seems  aU  Past  Masters  are  members.  Six  are  still  on  the  roll  who 
assisted  at  the  formation  of  Grand  Lodge  forty-three  years  before. 
They  are  with  the  years  they  became  Master  of  a  Lodge,  A.  L. 
Brown  (1863),  John  Yoe  (1864),  Thomas  Adams  (1874),  R.  H.  Mc- 
Donald (1875),  B.  D.  Howatt  (1876),  and  G.  W.  Wakeford   (1877). 

Brother  Yoe  was  the  first  Grand  Master  of  Prince  Edward  Island 
Masons  and  filled  that  position  from  1875  to  1891.  He  is  still  living 
and  a  portrait  of  him  was  unveiled  at  this  Annual. 

Correspondence.— 'Since  the  war,  this  feature  has  been  omitted 
from  the  Proceedings  of  this  Jurisdiction. 
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ISe^-QUBBEO— 1919. 
49th    Annual — ^Montbeal — Fibbuabt   12th. 

Lodges,  66;  membership,  9,244;  gain,  387. 

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  Walter  Nntt,  was  again  at  his 
post.  Grand  Master  W.  W.  WiUlams  delivered  a  business-like  ad- 
dress. He  expressed  appreciation  of  the  "immeasurable  importance" 
of  our  having  entered  the  Great  War  and  recognized  the  inspiratiim 
tliis  fact  gave  to  the  weary  peoples  of  the  Allies. 

Public  Affairs. — He  questions  if  Freemasonry  must  not  as  one 
result  of  the  war  take  a  more  open  interest  in  public  questions,  draw- 
ing the  line  on  those  only  that  are  partisan  in  character.  We  believe 
that  it  may  well  do  so,  and  yet  the  fact  should  never  be  lost  sight 
of  that  Masonry  is  primarily  engaged  in  the  work  of  building  and 
perfecting  individual  character.  The  influence  of  such  men  has 
always  been  and  will  always  be  the  most  powerful  in  correctly  direct- 
ing all  public  questions. 

During  the  year  he  appointed  General  E.  Aquinaldo  as  the  r^re- 
sentative  of  Quebec  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippines. 

Memorial  to  the  soldier  Masons  of  Quebec  who  sleep  in  France 
was  urged  by  the  Grand  Master. 

S etui-Centennial — ^The  year  1919  marks  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
the  existence  of  the  Grand  Ixxlge  of  Quebec.  It  will  be  suitably 
celebrated.  Few  grand  lodges  have  labored  under  greater  diffi- 
culties than  has  that  of  Quebec,  but  it  continues  to  flourish  and 
gradually  increases  its  numbers  and  influence  despite  the  obstacles 
arrayed  against  it. 

Grand  Sccrctarj/. — The  necessity  of  a  permanent  office  for  the 
grand  secretary  and  the  giving  of  his  entire  time  to  the  duties  of 
the  position  are  commanding  serious  consideration  by  our  Quebec 
brethren.  Grand  Master  declared  it  could  not  much  longer  be  car- 
rie<l  on  as  a  "side  issue." 

Physical  Qualification. — ^The  Committee  on  the  address  of  the 
Grand  Master  held  that  if  a  candidate  could  not  physically  comply 
"literally"  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  ritual,  no  dispensation 
could  issue  for  his  reception.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Life  Membership. — A  carefully  prepared  report  was  presoited  on 
this  subject  calling  attention  to  its  dangers,  but  submitting  a  con- 
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stitutional  amendment  which  was  thought  to  guard  against  the  diffi- 
culties. 

Correspondence. 

For  the  thirtieth  time  this  report  is  from  the  pen  of  Brother 
E.  T.  D.  Chambers.  He  discusses  in  his  "introduction"  many  inter- 
esting questions,  among  them,  Army  Lodges,  Physical  Qualifications, 
"After  the  War,"  and  French  Masonry. 

France. — Brother  Chambers  is  strongly  opposed  to  the  recognition 
of  the  Grand  Orient  or  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France,  but  we  do  not 
regard  his  argument  as  convincing  or  logical.    For  example,  he  says : 

The  very  fact  that  Anderson's  Constitution  declared  that  "a  Mason 
is  obliged  by  his  tenure  to  obey  the  moral  law,"  implied  at  once  the 
necessity  for  a  belief  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  for 
whence  comes  the  Moral  Law  If  there  be  no  God,  and  why  should  the 
first  of  the  Old  Charges,  as  published  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land In  1722,  be  entttled  "Concerning  God  and  Religion  ?' 

Latin  Masonry, — ^Brother  Chambers,  agreeing  with  Brother  George 
W.  Balrd,  of  District  of  Columbia,  says  the  Latin  peoples  seem  to  be 
"impossible  as  Masons."  We  are  loathe  to  believe  that  all  Latins 
are  so;  we  can't  but  believe  that  there  are  some  genuine  Masons 
and  Masonic  organizations  among  them.  Our  doubt  is  whether  we 
have  tried  as  we  should  to  understand  them.  Some  of  our  Masonic 
students,  we  know,  halt  in  any  effort  to  learn  the  truth  concerning 
Latin  Masonry  when  they  find  their  reports  and  proceedings  printed 
in  Spanish.

Lodges,  70;  membership,  2,600;  gain,  100. 

In  the  endless  procession  of  proceedings  which  come  to  the  hands 
of  this  Committee,  Queensland's  is  the  first  to  arrive  for  this  review. 
This  volume  contains  the  transactions  of  four  Stated  and  two  Special 
Communications.    Alabama  represented  by  Brother  D.  W.  Coulter. 

Grand  Master  Adolph  M.  Hertzberg,  who  has  so  ably  filled  the 
Grand  Master's  chair  since  1909,  after  a  lingering  Illness,  died  to  the 
great  grief  and  loss  of  Queensland  Masons.  At  the  July  Special 
1917  he  sent  a  most  touching  and  enlightening  Taledictory  address. 
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He  was  prominent  in  business  and  civil  circles  as  weD  as  in  those 
Masonic.  He  was  of  the  Jewish  faith  hut  always  displayed  true 
Masonic  liberality.  Dnring  his  incumbency  he  Tisited  ev^y  lodge 
^itailing  a  trayel  of  oyer  18,200  miles.  Brother  James  Stodart  was 
chosen  his  successor  and  we  wish  for  him  as  prosp^^ns  an  admin- 
istration as  that  of  Brother  Hertzberg. 

State  of  the  Craft  is  good ;  finances  soond  bnt  rigid  c»conomy  neces- 
sary. A  steady  growth  in  lodges  and  members.  The  relief  work 
shows  very  substantial  expenditures. 

Balloting.— 'In  the  "Metropolitan  District*'  that  is  to  say,  Brisbane 
and  vicinity  where  there  are  many  lodges  haying  concurrent  Jurisdic- 
tion, It  is  necessary  first  to  obtain  the  permission  of  the  Board  of 
General  Purpose  to  ballot  on  candidates. 

A  Committee  on  Work  similar  to  our  own  was  created,  the  declared 
purpose  being  ''to  assist  In  attaining  uniformity  of  working.'* 

Recognition  by  Ohio,  Texas  and  Arizona  was  announced. 

France. — Application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  for  recognition 
was  postponed  till  "after  the  war." 

Argentina. — A    communication    from    the    "Supreme   Council   and 

Grand  Orient*'  of  that  country  was  read  declaring  Its  full  sympathy 

with  the  Entente  and  its  abhorrence  of  the  Central  Powers,  their 

methods  and  ideals.    This  action  was  taken  by  the  Supreme  Council 

April  11th,  1917,  five  days  after  the  United  States  entered  the  war, 

and  read  as  follows: 

Wherefore  the  Supreme  Council  and  Symbolic  Power  of  Arg^itine 
Masonry 

DECBEES: 

Art.  1.  From  Ibf  date  hereof  Argentine  Masonry  of  the  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  lUte  solemnly  repudiates  Teutonic  Masonry. 

Art.  2.  Sends  its  enthusiastic  adhesion  to  the  cause  of  Liberty, 
represented  by  the  Governments  of  the  Entente,  North  America, 
Brazil,  Cuba  and  Panama. 

Art.  3.  Prohibits  regular  Masons  and  the  lodges  of  the  obedience 
from  visiting,  holding  relations  with,  or  communicating  with.  Cowans 
or  Masons  dependent  on  the  Orient  referred  to  in  Art  1. 

Art.  4.  Counsels  the  lodges  to  subscribe  to  the  Allied  Red  Cross 
from  benevolent  funds  for  that  object,  and  give  lectures  setting  out 
the  humanitarian  aims  of  that  institution  in  sharp  conflict  with  Ger- 
man barbarism. 

Art.  5.  Sends  a  note  of  felicitation  to  the  Executive  Power  of  the 
Argentine  nation  for  its  worthy  re^)ect  to  President  Wilson,  who 
has  proclaimed  the  right  of  civilization  with  interest  and  virilily. 

No  report  on  Correspondence. 
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queensland  district  grand  lodge  b.  c.  1918. 

We  have  received  four  thin  pamphlets  containing  the  proceedings 
of  Quarterly  meetings  held  June  3,  September  4,  and  December  2, 
1918,  and  of  a  Special  held  September  16,  1918. 

At  the  June  Quarterly  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  inquire  as  to 
damage  done  by  a  cyclone  to  Masonic  Halls  in  North  Queensland  with 
a  view  to  rendering  the  necessary  financial  assistance. 

Relief. — District  Grand  Lodge  not  only  provides  Homes  but  an- 
nuities in  those  cases  where  it  is  not  desirable  to  send  the  beuefidary 
to  the  Home.  Among  other  reasons  given  is  "that  there  are  some 
objections  in  the  North  to  sending  brethren  down  to  a  cold  climate 
like  Sandgate."  It  is  difficult  for  us  to  realize  that  in  Australia  the 
further  one  goes  South  the  colder  it  gets. 

The  September  Quarterly  deals  exclusively  with  local  matters  of 
no  general  interest. 

At  a  Special  Communication  held  at  Brisbane,  September  16,  1918, 
21  lodges  were  reprej'ented,  and  there  was  a  large  attendance  of 
District  Grand  officers. 

The  meeting  was  a  very  important  one;  it  was  called  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Master  of 
England,  authorizing  the  lodges  under  the  English  Constitution  in 
Queensland  to  proceed  with  measures  looking  toward  joint  action  of 
the  English  and  the  Scotch  lodges  for  the  establishment  of  a  sov- 
ereign Grand  Lodge  for  Queensland  "which  could  be  recognized  by 
the  English  and  Scottish  Grand  I..odge8."  It  will  be  recalled  that 
there  is  already  a  sovereign  Grand  Tx)dge  for  Queensland,  organized 
in  1904,  which  now  has  70  lodges  and  2,600  members.  We  gave  a 
somewiiat  detailed  account  of  its  organization  in  our  1917  reijort, 
page  63. 

It  is  to  be  greatly  hoped  that  the  movement  will  not  result  in  two 
grand  lodges  in  that  State.  The  Grand  Lodge  formed  in  1904  was 
regularly  organized,  in  accordance  with  the  recognized  practices  of 
Freemasonry,  and  has  now  been  recognized  by  nearly  all  the  Masonic 
powers  of  the  world.  It  is  not  supposable  that  this  recognition  will 
be  withdrawn.  What  would  be  the  attitude  of  the  various  grand 
lodges  towards  another  grand  lodge  formed  in  a  State  already  having 
one  of  undoubted  regularity  is  a  novel  question. 
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Only  one  criticism  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland  has  ever  been 
made  and  that  is,  it  was  formed  by  only  39  out  of  152  lodges  in 
Queensland  at  that  time.  Due  notice  of  the  convention  was  given 
by  more  than  the  necessary  number  of  lodges.  The  small  response 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  English  and  the  Scottish  lodges  were 
forbidden  even  to  discuss  the  matter  upon  pain  of  forfeiture  of  war- 
rant and  expulsion.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  wise  heads  of  all  the 
Masonic  bodies  will  work  out  a  plan  that  will  unite  all  the  Queens- 
land lodges  under  a  single  Grand  Lodge. 

At  the  December  Quarterly,  however,  the  District  brethren  seem 
resolved  to  proceed  with  their  organization  of  another  Grand  Lodge: 
District  Grand  Master  Alexander  Corrie  reported  as  follows: 

You  are  aware  that  I  have  notified  the  receipt  of  authority  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  take  a  vote  on  the  question  of  the  establishment 
of  a  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  Queensland  by  the  English  and  Scot- 
ish  Lodges.  I  have  endeavored  to  follow  that  up  by  getting  into 
touch  with  the  heads  of  the  Scottish  Constitution  to  discuss  preUml- 
naries.  The  intention  is  to  bring  the  matter  on  with  all  possible 
speed  and  endeavor  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  condosion,  and  prob- 
ably bring  about  a  harmonious  result 

It  is  also  clear  from  this  that  in  launching  the  new  Grand  Lodge 
it  is  proposed  to  ignore  the  one  already  in  existence.

128th  Annual — ^Pbovidence — May  20th. 

Lodges,  37 ;  membership,  10,283 ;  gain.  451. 

Alabama  present  in  person  of  Grand  Master  Hubert  A.  Rice,  of 
whom  a  fine  portrait  serves  as  frontispiece, 

Bi-Centenary. — A  Special  Communication  was  held  Sunday,  June 
24,  1917,  at  Providence  In  commemoration  of  the  200th  Anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  Grand  Master  Rice 
delivered  a  brief  but  instructive  speech  dealing  with  that  historic 
event,  but  the  address  of  the  occasion  was  that  of  Grand  Lecturer 
William  S.  Greene.  His  effort  is  a  really  valuable  addition  to  the 
literature  of  the  subject.  We  can  quote  only  the  following  relating 
to  the  estal)lishment  of  Freemasonry  in  Rhode  Island : 

Robert  Tomlinson  followed  Henry  Price  as  Provincial  Grand  Mas- 
ter in  1736.     Six  years  afterward  Thomas  Oxnard  was  appointed. 
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and  it  was  by  his  authority  that  a  lodge  was  founded  at  Newport, 
Rhode  Island.  December  27,  1749.  Oxnard  died  in  1754,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Jeremy  Gridley. 

Jeremy  Gridley  was  initiated  in  Saint  Johns  Grand  Lodge,  May  11, 
1748.  and  he  was  installed  as  Provincial  Grand  Master  by  Henry 
Price,  on  October  1,  1755.  Gridley  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1767, 
was  Attorney  General,  a  member  of  the  General  Court,  a  Justice  of 
the  Province,  Colonel  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Militia,  and  President 
^of  the  Marine  Society.  He  It  was  who  issued  a  warrant  for  a  Lodge 
to  be  held  In  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  January  18,  1757.  This 
Lodge  appeared  on  the  roll  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  as  one  of 
its  subordinate  Lodges  for  many  years,  and  as  you  know,  is  our 
present  Saint  Johns  Lodge,  No.  1,  Providence.  Saint  Johns  Lodge, 
No.  1,  of  Newport,  is  eighth  on  the  list  of  Lodges  constituted  in  the 
American  Colonies  in  the  order  of  their  seniority.  Saint  Johns  Lodge, 
No.  1,  of  Providence  is  eighteenth. 

A  congratulatorj'  cablegram  was  dispatched  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  I'^ngland. 

Rccofjniiion. — The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Brother 
J.  Ellery  Hudson,  and  adopted : 

That  immediate  steps  be  taken  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence towards  the  official  recognition  of  all  Grand  Lodges,  or 
bodies  exercising  the  i)owers  of  Grand  Ix)dges,  worthy  of  recognition 
by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  a  report  containing  a  complete  list  of 
all  those  now  recognized  and  of  those  that  should  receive  recognition 
be  transmitted  at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

France. — A  brief  but  able  report  was  submitted  by  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence  dealing  only  with  French  Masonry.  From 
it  we  quote  this: 

In  1736  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  was  organized  on  the  foregoing 
principles  of  Anderson's  original  constitution  as  published  some  thir- 
teen years  earlier  and  was  In  due  time  accorded  recognition  as  legiti* 
mate  Masonry  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  by  all  legitimate 
Grand  Ix)dges,  including  our  own. 

With  principles  broad  enough  for  men  of  divers  opinions,  the  plan 
of  the  fraternity  was  fully  humanitarian  regardless  of  personal 
religious  belief. 

England  led  the  way  and  much  of  the  world  followed  after  the 
middle  of  the  18th  century  in  regarding  or  adopting  as  Landmarks  a 
declamation  of  belief  in  the  G.  A.  of  the  U.  and  the  placing  of  the 
Bible  on  the  altar.  It  was  in  1760  that  Preston  moved  that  it  be 
made  one  of  the  Great  Lights  of  Masonry.  France  did  not,  for  nearly 
a  century,  change  its  plan  to  conform  with  England. 

During  all  that  time  there  was  no  withdrawal  of  recognition  from 
France  because  of  the  omission  and  she  contained  in  the  even  tenor 
of  her  way  without  being  considered  either  "godless"  or  "atheistic." 
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The  French  CoDstitutlon  was  later  changed  to  conform  to  that  of  tbe 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  afterward  again  changed  to  the  origi- 
nal idea,  which  Is  the  present  form,  and  which  change  was  proposed 
by  Frederic  Desmons,  a  Protestant  clergyman. 

The  committee  recommended  and  there  was  adopted  a  resolution 
extending  full  recognition  to  both  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France.

182N0  Annual — Chablkston — December  IOth-IIth. 

Lodges,  272;  membership,  19,686;  gain,  1,572. 

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  W.  K.  Livingston,  has  not  been 
present  at  Grand  Lodge  since  we  have  been  discharging  the  duties 
of  Foreign  Correspondent.    Do  we  not  need  another? 

Grand  Master  William  W.  Wannamaker  delivered  an  address  of 
91  pages.  Too  long,  too  long,  too  much  detail,  tiresome,  unreadable. 
There  are  16  pages  of  wearisome  details  of  uninteresting  and  value- 
less decisions  concerning  residence,  jurisdiction,  irregularities  of 
proceedings,  etc. 

France. — Grand  Master  Wannamaker  reviews  French  Masonry  ably 
and  with  a  liberal  spirit.  In  concluding  his  remarks  on  this  subject 
he  says: 

Expressing  a  personal  view,  I  have  come  to  believe  that  Masonry 
can  best  serve  mankind,  advance  civilization  and  assist  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  universal  brotherhood,  with  the  resultant  virtue  of 
peace  on  earth,  by  only  obliging  world  membership  *to  that  religion 
in  which  all  men  agree,  that  is,  to  be  good  men  and  true,  or  men  of 
honor  and  honesty,  by  whatever  denominations  or  persuasions  they 
may  be  distinguished,"  leaving  the  Dogma  to  the  choice  of  the  par- 
ticular Grand  Body.  Unquestionably  such  was  its  character  up  to 
1877,  and  it  is  only  in  this  broad  and  liberal  interpretation  that  it 
can  be  made  world-wide  and  thus  accomplish  the  great  mission  of 
serving  humanity,  for  poor,  weak  humanity's  sake;  of  recognisiog 
every  human  being  as  a  brother,  one  of  God's  creatures,  on  the  same 
journey,  though,  perhaps,  in  devious  paths,  to  that  **undi8C0vered 
country  from  whose  bourne  no  traveller  returns." 

Masonic  Service  Association  was  indorsed  and  membership  therein 
accepted,  but  no  such  sweeping  grant  of  powers  given  as  was  done 
by  Oregon. 
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Mt.  Vernon. — A  gavel  and  box  made  from  materials  taken  from 
W^ashington's  home  on  the  Potomac  was  presented  by  Brother  Charles 
H.  Callahan,  of  Alexandria,  Va.  The  occasion  of  its  presentation 
afforded  an  opportunity  for  Brother  Callahan  to  narrate  some  inter- 
esting facts  concerning  Mt.  Vernon  and  its  rescue  from  dilapidation 
through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Ann  Pamela  Cunningham,  of  South  Caro- 
lina. It  was  this  circumstance  that  moved  Brother  Callahan  to 
make  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina  the  object  of  his  donation. 

Honor  Roll, — The  roll  of  those  entering  the  service  of  their  country 
In  the  Great  War  is  headed  "Martyrs  in  the  Service  for  World  Peace." 
Tills  implies  that  the  United  States  entered  the  war  not  in  her  own 
self-defense  but  to  fight  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  other  nations 
and  foreign  races  from  fighting  one  another.  The  truth  of  history 
is  against  our  claim  that  we  went  in  from  any  such  lofty  (if  lofty 
tbey  be),  motives.  We  were  forced  in  solely  by  the  necessity  of 
defending  ourselves.  It  was  gratifying  to  us  that  after  getting  in 
we  found  ourselves  ranged  on  the  same  side  with  what  liberty-loving 
nations  there  were  in  the  world.  But  that  we  went  forth  as  Cru- 
saders,— ^nit 

COBBEBPONDENOi:. 

This  is  the  tenth  effort  of  Brother  James  L.  Michie,  and,  like  all 
others  from  his  pen,  is  a  fine  product  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
contents  and  literary  finish.  He  reviews  59  Jurisdictions  in  231 
pages. 

Alabama  1917  is  generously  given  four  pages  of  careful  review,  and 
Brother  Michie  is  very  charitable  toward  the  work  of  this  scribe. 

Oospel, — Brother  Michie  prefers  "Minister  of  God"  to  "Minister  of 
the  Gospel."  We  expressed  a  preference  for  the  latter  and  gave 
as  our  reason  that  the  "gospel"  primarily  signifies  "God's  storj^"  or 
"God*s  truth"  and  not  merely  the  teachings  of  Christ  and  his  disci- 
ples. Brother  Michie  contends  the  word  "gospel"  means  no  more 
than  the  "good  story"  or  "good  news"  as  promulgated  by  Christ. 
Standard  Dictionary  gives  its  derivation  thus:  From  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  "godspell,"  from  "god,"  God,  plus  "spel,"  story. 

Past  Master's  Degree. — Brother  Michie  is  a  staunch  defender  of 
the  P.  M.  degree.  His  investigations  disclose  that  50  English-speak- 
ing grand  lodges  require  it  as  a  prerequisite  to  installation  of  a 
Master  and  20  do  not  require  it. 
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Bastard, — ^Brother  Hidiie  does  not  ai^roTe  tbe  mle  in  some  Juris- 
dictions excluding  twstards,  or  rather  those  not  bom  of  '^lioDest 
par^its.**  He  says  such  a  mle  wonld  hare  exdnded  King  Solomon 
liimself,  for  lie  says  David  and  Bathseba  w&e  not  "Inmest"  in  the 
sense  that  this  word  is  sometimes  constroed. 

Masonic  Homes. — On  this  subject  Brother  Michie  says : 

But  as  long  as  Masonic  widows  are  in  a  charitable  institution, 
removed  from  all  their  life-long  associations  and  friends,  everywltere 
and  everywh^i  they  turn  they  see  sometliing  that  reminds  tliem 
*ihat  they  are  such.'*  How  infinitely  happier  they  would  be  in  their 
old  borne  towns,  surrounded  by  their  old  fri&ids  and  acquaintances! 

We  believe  there  are  some  cases  that  can  be  properly  cared  for 
only  in  a  Home.  There  should  be  a  Home,  therefore,  for  this  class. 
There  are  undoubtedly  other  cases  that  can  be  better  and  more 
cheaply  cared  for  among  their  relatives,  fri^ids,  and  associates.  In 
an  ideal  system  of  Relief,  proper  provision  should  be  made  for  them. 


1S75— SOUTH  DAKOTA— 1919. 
45th  Annual — Sioux  Falls — June  IOth-IIth. 

Lodges,  150;  membership,  13,526;  gain,  622. 

Alabama  was  not  represented;  Brother  Amos  E.  Ayres,  although 
residing  In  Sioux  Falls,  was  absent. 

Grand  Master  George  A.  Pettigrew  delivered  an  interesting  address, 
of  medium  length,  covering  all  necessary  topics.  After  twenty-five 
years  service  as  Grand  Secretary  he  was  taken  from  the  floor  a  year 
ago  and  chosen  Grand  Master.  At  this  Annual  he  was  reelected  to 
hLs  old  position  as  Grand  Secretary. 

MaHonic  Service  Association  was  fully  explained  by  Grand  Master 
Pettigrew,  the  same  was  indorsed  by  Grand  Lodge  and  membership 
therein    accepted. 

Aliens. — Grand  Master  Pettigrew,  true  to  Masonic  law  and  usage, 
held  that  there  was  no  law  forbidding  the  reception  of  the  petition 
of  a  German  citizen  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry.  The  ballot  is  the 
guaranty  against  the  admission  of  an  undesirable  alien  of  any  nation. 

Physical  Qualizations  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  Grand 
Ix)dge  and  a  Special  Committee  now  has  the  matter  under  considera- 
tion for  report  at  the  next  Annual. 
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I^uhlic  Schools  were  indorsed  as  the  surest  guaranty  of  an  enlight- 
ened citizenship  and  true  Americanism.  Any  church  or  other  institu- 
tion which  makes  war  on  the  public  school  was  viewed  as  inimical  to 
tbe  best  Interests  of  our  country.  Masons  everywhere  should  see 
to  It  that  the  education  of  the  young  does  not  fall  into  the  hands  of 
any  religion,  church,  or  sect  The  absolute  separation  of  Church 
and  State  is  a  principle  on  which  no  Infringement  or  compromise 
should  be  tolerated. 

I/f&ran/.— This  Grand  Lodge  Is  displaying  an  enlightened  interest 
and  pardonable  pride  in  its  library.  An  appropriation  of  $800.00 
was  made  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

COBBESPONnSNCE. 

A  new  hand  appears  at  the  helm  here,  Brother  Charles  !«.  Brock- 
way,  who  gives  an  excellent  piece  of  work.  Bspeclally  fine  Is  Ills  dis- 
cussion of  French  Masonry  in  a  special  report  consuming  some 
twenty  pages.  He  concludes  that  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  France  both  conform  to  the  original  plan  of  Masonry  and 
that  the  Bible  Is  employed  In  Masonry  as  "a  symbol  or  an  emblem." 
He  refers  to  our  1918  report  on  this  subject  and  says  he  has  found 
nothing  surpassing  It  In  "fullness  and  clarity  of  statement." 

He  recommended  that  "the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Dakota  be 
declared  to  be  In  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France 
and  that  an  exchange  of  representatives  be  requested."  Any  recom- 
mendation as  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  was  withheld,  pending 
investigation  whether  that  Body  had  chartered  a  lodge  In  South 
Dakota,  as  had  been  charged.Thls  entire  report  was  referred  to  a 
Special  Committee  who  reported  as  follows : 

We  congratulate  this  Grand  Body  on  having  received  this  clear, 
logical  and  exhaustive  presentation  of  the  history  of  our  relationship 
with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  we  commend  the  author  for  his 
thorough  and  painstaking  work. 

We  are  in  hearty  accord  with  the  spirit  of  the  report  and  the 
conclusions  of  the  committee.  We  believe  that  this  Grand  Lodge,  in 
the  name  of  universal  brotherhood,  should  recognize  the  Grand  Orient 
of  France;  but  inasmuch  as  this  subject  is  comparatively  new  to  a 
large  part  of  the  membership,  and  in  order  to  avoid  hasty  action; 

We  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  a  special  Committee 
who  shall  report  at  the  next  annual  communication,  and  that  the 
brethren  prepare  themselves  to  act  on  this  subject  at  that  time. 

The  same  committee  was  retained  and  will  report  finally  at  the 
next  Annual. 
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ISGO-TASMANIA— 19ia 
27th  Annual — H<»abt— Febbuaby  28th. 

Statistics  are  not  available  as  to  the  number  of  Masons  in  Tas* 
mania.    As  we  figure  it,  there  are  32  lodges. 

We  have  not  received  the  Proceedings  of  the  Annual  Communica- 
tion held  February  28,  but  only  those  of  a  Special  and  of  the  Half- 
Yearly  Communications,  both  held  August  29.  The  Special  was  hdd 
for  the  purpose  of  confirming  some  amendments  relating  to  the  con- 
stitution ^f  the  Board  of  General  Purpose. 

At  the  Half- Yearly  it  was  stated  that  a  few  weeks  previously  the 
Grand  Secretary,  Brother  John  Hamilton,  had  suffered  a  serious 
accident  but  that  he  had  recovered  sufficiently  to  be  again  at  his 
post  of  duty. 

Queensland, — Hope  was  expressed  that  when  the  war  was  ended 
circumstances  would  so  shape  themselves  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Queensland  could  be  recognized. 

Large  Lodge, — Grand  Master  C.  E.  Davies  does  not  look  with  favor 
on  large  lodges.  He  offered  several  pregnant  reasons  why  they 
should  not  be  allowed  to  assume  unwieldly  proportions.  We  agree 
fully  with  our  brother  on  this  subject 

War. — Grand  Master  Davies,  at  the  date  of  this  meeting,  could 
see  no  **hopes  of  an  early  cessation  of  hostilities,"  yet  we  were 
then  within  two  and  a  half  months  of  the  end  of  the  war.  The 
world  was  almost  as  completely  surprised  by  the  sudden  termination 
of  the  war  as  it  was  in  1914  by  its  sudden  beginning. 

The  receipt  of  the  Proceedings  of  many  grand  lodges  is  acknowl- 
edged, among  them  those  of  Alabama,  but  there  is  no  attempt  at  a 
review.

Lodges,  457 ;  membership,  31,434 ;  gain,  1,178. 

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  B.  L.  Branch,  absent 

Grand  Master  S.  C.  Brown,  after  suffering  a  protracted  illness, 
was  able  to  be  present  and  presided  over  Grand  Lodge. 

Alien  Enemy. — Grand  Master  Brown  correctly  decided  that  a 
member  of  a  lodge  was  not  subject  to  expulsion  or  exclusion  merely

because  he  was  an  alien  ^lemy.  We  have  showed  elsewhere  that  an 
alien  enemy  may  not  be  an  enemy  at  all. 

Ohliffation. — Grand  Master  Brown  ruled  (we  think  correctly)  that 
a  candidate  who  has  conscientious  scruples  against  swearing  may 
affirm  in  taking  the  obligations.  But  the  Jurisprudence  Committee 
held,  (as  we  tlilnk  very  illiberally),  that  he  must  stcear,  giving  as 
the  reason  that  the  Grand  Master  cannot  **allow  a  lodge  to  change 
any  part  of  ritual  in  order  to  suit  the  religious  views  of  a  profane 
who  wishes  to  become  a  Mason/*  Our  reply  Is  that  any  grand  lodge 
that  has  erected  any  religious  barrier,  other  than  a  belief  in  Deity, 
to  any  man's  becoming  a  Mason  is  guilty  of  an  innovation  in  the 
body  of  Masonry. 

Dimit. — In  a  decision  Grand  Master  Brown  makes  plain  the  nature 
of  dimit.  Its  office  is  to  terminate  membership  in  a  lodge  and  Is  not 
Indispensable  to  affiliation;  that,  therefore,  a  Mason  affiliated  with- 
out his  dimit  accompanying  his  petition  is  nevertheless  a  legal  mem- 
ber. 

Trial. — On  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Master  it  was  made  clear  that 
at  a  Masonic  trial  it  was  proper  for  the  brethren  to  discuss  the 
evidence  after  the  accused  has  retired. 

Healing. — A  petitioner  received  the  Fellow  Craft  and  Master  de- 
grees without  having  been  elected.  Grand  Master  healed  the  irregu- 
larity and  Grand  Lodge  approved,  saying  that  "the  power  to  heal 
is  so  securely  vested  in  that  high  office  as  to  be  heyond  all  legisla- 
tion (Italics  ours).  We  wish  to  dissent  from  the  idea  that  a  grand 
master,  the  creature,  possesses  any  power  that  is  beyond  legislation 
by  the  grand  lodge,  the  creator.    The  idea  is  an  utter  contradiction. 

Blackhall, — Grand  Master  Brown  also  correctly  ruled  that  a  Mason 
committed  a  Masonic  offense  by  threatening  to  blackball  all  appli- 
cants unless  his  son  was  elected.  Such  a  decision  does  not  infringe 
the  secrecy  or  sanctity  of  the  ballot  or  conflict  with  that  other  rule 
that  the  motive  for  a  blackball  cannot  be  inquired  into. 

Military  Lodges. — Grand  Master  disapproved  of  military  lodges. 
He  said  in  part : 

As  to  military  Lodges,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  look 
with  disfavor  upon  them.  There  seems  to  be  a  haste  and  a  spirit  not 
in  consonance  with  established  usage  and  Masonic  law  which  leads 
to  confusion  in  conferring  of  degrees  and  is  destructive  of  Masonic 
regularity. 
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lie  declined  to  unite  with  Nortli  and  South  Carolina  in  erecting  tlie 
Masonic  building  at  Camp  Sevier,  and  scrupulously  refrained  from 
requesting  the  North  Carolina  military  lodge  at  that  Camp  to  confer 
courtesy  degrees  upon  candidates  of  Tennessee  lodges. 

France. — A  *  report  of  a  special  committee  was  adopted,  sayin? 
that  **recognition  of  French  Masonry  as  it  is  now  constituted  would 
be  to  surrender  the  very  principles  for  which  this  Grand  Body 
stands."  The  question  was  referred  again  to  the  Grand  Masttf, 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Wardens  and  Committee  on  Fordgn 
Correspondence,  with  the  hope  that  *'the  insurmountable  barriers** 
which  now  separate  them  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  miglit 
be  removed  before  this  committee  is  called  upon  to  report. 

Useless  Officers,  such  as  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Sword  Bearer, 
and  Grand  Steward,  were  recomm^ided  by  the  Grand  Bfaater  to  be 
abolished  as  a  saving  of  needless  expense.  The  Jarlspmdence  Goid- 
mittee  dissented,  holding  that  they  possessed  "an  historic  standing" 
and  were  "universally  with  all  grand  lodges.'*  Alabama  has  no 
Grand  Sword  Bearer. 

Finatwial, — Grand  Master  reminded  Grand  Lodge  that  ft  was  in 
debt.    He  said : 

We  can  get  out  of  debt  if  we  go  at  it  in  earnest  We  should 
provide  a  financial  plan  or  system  of  raising  revenue  sufficient  ta 
cancel  our  present  indebtedness  and  to  keep  us  out  of  debt,  and  at 
the  same  time  amply  provide  for  the  needy  and  distressed  who  are 
entitled  to  our  bounty. 

On  his  recommendation  the  per  capita  tax  was  Increased  from 
$1.00  to  $2.00. 

He  called  attention  that  the  Board  of  Control  had  in  its  expendi- 
tures exceeded  the  amount  placed  at  its  disposed  by  $10,240.99.  The 
Jurisprudence  Committee  justly  rebuked  the  Board  of  Control  in 
these  words: 

The  Board  Is  without  authority  in  law  to  enter  into  any  contractual 
relation,  or  to  incur  any  debt  beyond  the  sums  placed  at  its  disposal 
by  this  Grand  Body.  Moreover,  under  our  usage,  the  Income  avail- 
able for  any  given  year  is  definitely  known  at  the  beginning  of  that 
year,  and  clearly  plain  provisions  of  law  may  not  be  ignored  with- 
out the  danger  of  breeding  a  contempt  for  all  legal  restrictions. 

Your  committee  is  mindful  of  the  magnificent  work  now  pe^ 
formed  for  the  Fraternity  by  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  all  the 
Craft  places  a  Just  estimate  upon  the  personal  sacrifices  involved  by 
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such  service ;  neverthelss,  it  must,  as  a  duty,  sound  the  note  of  cau- 
tion contained  in  this  report. 

The  assumption  of  these  Masonic  Home  boards  is  astonishing. 
Many  of  them  display  a  sublime  contempt  of  grand  lodge,  when 
It  comes  to  financial  matters  and  seem  to  think  the  Home  is  all  there 
is  of  grand  lodge  and  that  It  is  the  bigger  of  the  two ;  that  the  only 
excuse  for  the  existence  of  grand  lodge  is  to  provide  funds  for  the 
Home.  They  should  understand  that  they  are  the  agents  and  not 
the  masters  of  grand  lodge. 

Bolshevism. — Grand  Master  Brown  utters  these  true  words  touch- 
ing the  anarchistic  spirit  abroad  in  the  world : 

But  there  remains  another  t^'rant  that  will  have  to  die  If  good 
government  survives.  His  unruly  and  vicious  hand  is  now  red  with 
blood  across  the  seas  and  our  people  are  not  free  from  his  propa- 
ganj?a.  Anarchy  must  perish.  The  flag  of  civilization  and  the  red 
flag  of  Bolshevism  cannot  both  float  in  God's  pure  air.  Freemasonry 
true  to  its  traditions  will  be  with  the  old  ship  of  state.  Bolshevism 
must  die. 

Wilhins  Tannehill. — We  noted  last  year  the  proposal  to  remove 
the  remains  of  this  distinguished  Mason  from  the  old  Nashville 
cemetery  to  the  new  Mt.  Olivet  Cemetery.  The  proposal  was  defeated 
by  the  objection  of  his  family. 

Washinffion  Memorial  was  indorsed  and  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  recommended  an  appropriation  of  $2,500.00,  payable 
$500.00  annually,  but  we  cannot  find  that  this  report  was  adopted. 

Masonic  Service  Association  was  also  Indorsed  and  membership 
accepted  and  the  Grand  Master  was  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant 
for  $1,000.00  to  meet  any  calls  made  by  the  Association  during  the 
year  1919. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

If  we  figure  rightly  this  Is  the  fifteenth  report  on  this  subject 
by  Brother  Henry  A.  Chambers.  This  year  he  quotes  chiefly  matters 
relating  to  the  war  and  Its  activities,  explaining  that  most  of  the 
reviews  were  written  before  the  signing  of  the  armistice. 

Alabama  1917  Is  courteously  reviewed  In  two  pages,  but  our  Grand 
Master's  name  Is  Teague  Instead  of  "Price." 

France. — Brother  Chambers  attributes  the  action  of  those  grand 
lodges  which  have  recognized  French  Masonry  to  "Impulsive,  sentl-

Lie  .lal,  and  natural  movements*'  (whatever  that  means),  and  he 
seems  not  to  allow  that  Judgment  or  dellt>eration  entered  into  the 
question  at  all.  This  method  Is  quite  the  fashion  with  thoee  who 
can  not  or  for  some  reason  will  not  answer  the  arguments  with 
which  such  grand  lodges  support  their  actions  in  recognizing  Freocb 
Masonry.  One  should  be  prepared  for  any  sort  of  a  finding,  howcTer. 
by  one  who  thinks  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  is  derived  from  the 
Grand  Orient. 

This  is  a  good  report  and  we  would  like  to  note  other  parts  of  it 
but  must  move  on  to  the  next  stopping  place.

Alabama's  representative,  Brother  O.  M.  Longnecker,  present 

Much  of  the  address  of  Grand  Master  John  R.  Arnold  is  takea  op 
with  a  tedious  and  all  too  serious  account  of  mistakes  and  complict- 
tions  growing  out  of  the  many  concentration  camps  in  Texas,  the 
conferring  of  degrees  by  courtesy  and  the  ignorant  invasions  of 
Jurisdiction.  Honest  but  trifling  mistakes  were  detailed  with  ts 
much  gravity  and  circumstance  as  if  the  whole  foundation  of  the 
Masonic  fabric  were  Imperiled.  These  hullabaloos  about  jurisdiction 
are  usually  much  ado  about  nothing.  Where  an  innocent  mistake 
is  made  heal  it,  if  necessary,  and  then  the  less  said  about  it  the 
bettor.  Of  course,  a  contumacious  disregard  of  such  regulations 
should  be  dealt  with  differently. 

Italy. — A  congratulatory  cablegram,  hailing  America's  Independ- 
ence Day,  was  received  July  4,  1918,  from  Ernesto  Nathan,  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy.  Grand  Master  Arnold  answered 
with  a  i)rophetic  cablegram  in  which  he  said,  "Germany  must  salute 
America's  peace  compelling  flag  next  July."  Bear  in  mind, this 
proi)hocy  was  uttered  when  the  Hun  flood  was  at  its  very  crest 

Grand  Master  Arnold  addressed  Brother  Nathan  as  "Grand  Mas- 
ter Masons."  Is  this  not  a  recognition?  Yet  we  do  not  see  the 
Grand  Orient  in  the  list  of  Jurisdictions  recognized  by  Texas.  We 
also  note  that  Grand  Orator  D.  F.  Johnson  in  his  oration  points  with 
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evident  pride  to  the  fact  that  Mazzini  and  Garibaldi  "were  both 
Masons.*'  We  are  willing  to  claim  these  great  men  and  patriots  as 
brothers  and  yet  we  deny  the  Masonic  character  of  bodies  that  made 
them.     Is  there  not  an  inconsistency  here? 

Lodge  Rooms, — ^The  sacrosanctity,  which  some  are  inclined  to 
throw  around  lodge  rooms,  borders  on  the  absurd.  What  possible 
harm  could  result  from  the  use  of  a  lodge  room  by  the  ladles  of  the 
Red  Cross  when  it  is  not  needed  for  Masonic  purposes?  Surely 
nothing  is  desecrated  and  none  of  our  secrets  would  be  betrayed. 
Alabama's  law  leaves  the  question  in  each  instance  '*to  the  sound 
discretion  of  the  subordinate  lodge."  The  hall  of  the  writer's  lodge 
has  been  used  several  times  for  meetings  of  the  County  Medical 
Society,  or  of  the  School  Trustees  without  the  slightest  injury  to  the 
lodge  or  to  Masonry. 

Misuse  of  Masonry, — ^Texas  is  strict  in  refusing  to  allow  its  mem- 
bers to  use  the  word  "Masonry"  or  Its  derivatives  for  business  or 
advertising  purposes.  So-called  Masonic  insurance  projects  again 
brought  the  question  to  the  front  but  Grand  Master  Arnold  firmly 
enforced  the  rule.  On  this  question  we  believe  Texas  is  eminently 
correct. 

An  Oklahoma  Lodge  presented  a  most  courteous  request  to  Grand 
Master  Arnold  that  It  might  be  permitted  to  visit  as  a  lodge  Ranger, 
Texas,  and  there  confer  the  E.  A.  degree  on  one  of  its  own  candi- 
dates, but  Grand  Master  Arnold  refused.  The  reason  assigned  by 
him  was»  that  such  a  precedent  might  "harass  the  future,"  (what- 
ever that  means).  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  Oklahoma  was 
willing  to  permit  its  lodge  to  do  this,  (and  we  see  no  reason  why  it 
should  not),  then  Texas  should  not  have  objected. 

Temple. — A  complete  remodelling  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Temple 
is  contemplated  with  a  view  to  making  it  more  adequate  to  the  needs 
of  a  great  and  growing  jurisdiction. 

Patriotism. — With  this  as  his  topic,  Grand  Orator  D.  F.  Johnson 
delivered  a  stirring  oration,  but  we  do  not  vouch  for  the  historical 
accuracy  of  all  his  statements.  We  should  be  glad  to  know  that  the 
following  is  true  but  would  like  to  be  cited  to  the  evidence : 

There  is  little  room  to  doubt  that  the  plan  on  which  our  National 
Government  is  founded  had  its  origin  among  Masons,  who  met  in  a 
Masonic  lodge  room  and  there  planned  a  great  republican  form  of 
government 
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Masonic  Service  AsaociaHan. — Grand  Master  Schoonover,  of  Iow«. 
addressed  Grand  Lodge  on  this  subject.  The  Association  was  anaiii- 
mously  Indorsed  and  membership  acc^ted. 

Study. — Fifteen  pages  of  this  volume  are  devoted  to  the  impcff- 
tance  of  Masonic  study  and  to  suggestions  as  to  how  It  maj  be  be«: 
prosecuted.  An  interesting  feature  is  a  suggested  outline  for  the 
preparation  of  Lodge  Histories. 

Monitor. — Grand  Lodge  seemed  to  think  that  its  publishers  w«t 
profiteering  In  the  sale  of  the  Monitor.  The  price  had  been  lBcre*«*d 
from  50c  to  $1.50.  Steps  were  taken  to  publish  a  Monitor  at  its  own 
exi)en8e,  if  necessary. 

Library. — A  committee  was  appointed  to  Investigate  and  report  oc 
"what  In  their  Judgment  would  be  the  best  way  to  proceed  to  hmA 
up  an  appropriate  library."  Texas  is  late  starting  but  surely  tb«* 
adage  holds  good  here,  "better  late  than  never." 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

We  welcome  the  author  of  this  report.  Brother  James  D.  Crei.- 
shaw,  of  San  Antonio,  to  the  Circle  of  Correspondent^*,  re^rettiEJ 
at  the  same  time  the  ill  health  of  Brother  Jolm  L.  Terrell,  which 
forced  him  to  give  up  the  work.  Brother  Crenshaw  comments  or 
criticises  sparingly  but  gives  us  a  series  of  carefully  prepared  reviews 
of  business  done. 

Alabama  1917  Is  given  two  pages,  but  Brother  Crenshaw  is  in 
error  when  he  says  that  "Texas  did  not  come  under  our  scrutinizing 
eye  in  1917."    Look,  Brother,  at  our  1917  Report,  page  70. 

Physical  Qualifications. — Brother  Crenshaw  does  not  look  with 
favor  on  our  "liberal"  rule  on  this  subject.  We  do  not  ourselves 
defend  It  to  say  the  least

Brother  James  W.  Cherry  was  present  to  represent  Alabama.  The 
address  of  Grand  Master  Herbert  R.  Macmlllan  fills  only  11  pages 
but  in  this  brief  space  he  covers  all  the  matters  necessary  to  go 
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In  such  a  report  He  records  a  "perplexing  year"  with  the  world 
war  reaching  "the  zenith  of  its  terror,"  "an  insidious  disease  stalk- 
ing through  the  country"  and  then — ^peace,  for  the  latter  of  which 
he  returns  "prayerful  thanks." 

On  the  occasion  of  his  official  visitations  Grand  Master  Mac- 
millan  inaugurated  a  departure  by  addressing  the  lodge  on  one  of 
the  following  topics: 

What  Is  Free  Masonry  and  When  Did  it  Originate. 
Symbolism  in  Masonry. 
Requirements  of  Masonry  as  to  Religion. 
Innovations  in  Masonry. 
Our  Ritual — Whence  and  How  Derived. 
Washington — the  Mason. 

History  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Development  of  the  Three  De- 
grees. 

Physical  Qualifications  were  declared  to  require  "tliat  a  candidate 
must  be  able  to  practically  conform  to  the  ceremonies  of  the  de- 
grees." A  candidate  who  liabitually  used  crutches,  one  who  had 
lost  a  foot  and  another  who  had  a  stiff  knee  were  held  ineligible. 

Restored  Ma$on, — Grand  Master  Macmillan  was  perplexed  as  to 
the  status  of  an  expelled  Mason  who  had  been  restored  by  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.  He  thought  such 
Mason  could  not  be  classed  as  an  ordinary  non-affiliate  and  asked 
the  opinion  of  Grand  Lodge,  but  that  body  so  far  as  we  could  find 
made  no  answer.  We  think  non-affiliate  precisely  defines  his  status 
and  that  he  may  be  tried  by  any  lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction 
the  offense  is  committed  or  in  which  he  is  sojourning. 

Deputy  Grand  Master  Louis  Leroy  Baker  died  during  the  year, 
much  to  the  sorrow  of  Utah  Masons.  A  fine  portrait  of  him  presents 
an  intelligent  and  altogether  prepossessing  face. 

England. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  England  wrote  to  say  that  English 
lodges  would  not  receive  petitions  of  American  citizens  without  first 
obtaining  waiver  of  jurisdiction  from  the  proper  American  lodge. 
This  principle  of  jurisdiction  over  material  is  not  universally  recog- 
nized in  Europe  and  Grand  Master  Macmillan  replied  expressing 
his  appreciation  of  this  fraternal  attitude  taken  by  England. 

Decisions. — The  Grand  Master  reported  none  and  felicitated  him- 
self that  he  thereby  "escaped  the  searching  review"  of  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence.

Masonic  Service  Association  was  indorsed,  membership  accepted 
and  financial  and  moral  support  promised. 

IjObor  and  Capital, — ^This  engrossing  question  was  discussed  bj 
Grand  Master  Macmillan,  who  said  in  part: 

Conflicts  between  the  employers  and  the  employed  are  threatening 
and  disaster  portends.  All  will  be  affected.  What  organizatiozi  is 
better  fitted,  with  its  cosmopolitan  memebrship,  to  withstay  tint 
break  than  is  our  own?  Our  members  come  from  erery  walk  of 
life.  Employers  and  employees  gather  in  our  Temples  and  meet 
with  each  other  on  the  level.  All  have  been  taught  the  ennoblli^ 
virtues  of  justice,  equality  and  charity.  If  in  our  regular  and  spe- 
cial meetings  the  attention  of  our  members  be  kept  riveted  on  thb 
subject  until  they  are  inspired  with  a  desire  and  purpose  to  go 
out  into  the  walks  of  life,  counselling  composure  and  equanimity 
among  their  neighbors,  and  practicing  the  teachings  of  Masonry  in 
their  own  dealings  with  their  fellowmai,  such  an  influence  will  be 
wielded  by  Masons  and  Masonry,  with  its  millions  of  members,  as  to 
render  this  threatened  strife  well  nigh  impossible.  What  a  won- 
derful victory  this  would  be  for  us.  Here  indeed  is  a  great  throb- 
ling  humanitarian  work  challenging  the  attention  of  Masonry.  What 
will  her  answer  be? 

France. — On  motion  of  Brother  Sam  H.  Goodwin.  Chairman  of 
the  Correspondence  Committee,  the  Grand  Orient  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  France  were  recognized. 

Italy. — The  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  was  refused  recognition  l»eoause 
it  "has  chartered  constituent  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  five 
American  grand  lodges."  It  was  thought  that  this  was  •*the  only 
safe  position"  In  order  not  to  create  "discord  among  the  Craft."  The 
committee  was  evidently  conscious  that  logically  its  position  was 
uuj^ound,  but  solved  the  problem  from  considerations  of  exj^ediency. 
The  doctrine  of  "exclusive  jurisdiction"  Is  certainly  not  a  "land- 
mark." Originally  it  was  not  claimed  or  recognized  by  Masons  any- 
where and  now  It  is  almost  peculiar  to  the  Masonry  of  English- 
speaking  countries.  It  has  justified  Itself  abundantly  as  a  wise 
policy  but  it  is  doubtful  if  a  Masonry  can  properly  be  excommuni- 
cated because  it  does  not  observe  it 

Masonic  Home. — A  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  and 
report  to  the  next  Annual  the  "feasibility  of  starting  a  fund  for  a 
Masonic  Home."  We  believe  as  small  a  jurisdiction  as  Utah  would 
make  a  serious  mistake  in  undertaking  to  build  and  maintain  a 
Home. 
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Clubs  were  pronounced  ''commendable  when  intoxicants  are  strict- 
ly exclnded,  gambling  In  any  form  absolutely  prohibited,  when  lo- 
cated in  proper  surroundings,  and  are  not  allowed  to  interfere  with 
the  attendance  at  lodge  meetings.*'    Aye,  there's  the  rub. 

GOBBBBPONDBNOB. 

For  the  fifth  time  this  report  is  the  work  of  Brother  Sam  Henry 
Goodwin  and  a  fine  piece  of  work  it  is.  It  is  impossible  to  give  any 
adequate  idea  in  our  limited  space  of  its  wealth  of  Masonic  knowl- 
edge. It  touches  many  questions  and  enlightens  all  it  touches.  He 
wisely  refuses  to  consume  his  space  with  comer-stone  layings,  visita- 
tions, social  functions  and  other  **toinor  activities,"  but  tries  to  note 
matters  that  are  "really  significant." 

France. — ^Brother  Goodwin's  discussions  of  French  Masonry  are 
among  the  best  to  be  found  in  the  entire  range  of  Masonic  litera- 
ture. No  student  of  the  subject  can  hereafter  claim  to  have  ex- 
hausted it  till  he  has  read  this  report  of  Brother  Goodwin's.  His 
conclusion  is  altogether  in  favor  of  French  Masonry. 

His  discussion  of  the  so-called  "National  Independent  and  Regu- 
lar Grand  Lodge  of  France  and  the  French  Colonies"  is  the  best  and 
most  exhaustive  we  have  seen  anywhere.  It  completely  confirms 
the  correctness  of  our  action  in  refusing  to  recognize  this  Body. 

Consistency, — Brother  Goodwin  thinks  it  is  better  to  be  right 
than  consistent.    He  says: 

We  know  it  has  been  said:  "Consistency,  thou  art  a  Jewel,"  but 
proverbs  do  not  always  carry  absolute  truth.  Consistency  demands 
that,  having  once  spoken,  there  must  be  no  change  in  the  tone  of 
voice;  that  once  having  taken  a  position — right  or  wrong — ^there 
must  be  no  movement  from  it.  The  creed-maker,  and  those  who 
adopt  his  work,  are  consistent,  perhaps,  which  means  the  assumption 
that  a  statement  once  made,  a  position  once  fortified,  must  be  held 
at  all  hazards.  Where  there  is  "consistency,"  there  can  be  no  free- 
dom of  the  individual,  no  growth,  no  progress,  but  Just  ossification, 
death.  No  great  scientist  is  or  can  be  consistent ;  no  teacher  of  true 
religion  is.  or  can  be  consistent.  A  great  thinker  and  churchman 
has  said:  **To  grow  is  to  change,  and  to  be  perfect  is  to  change 
often."  In  place  of  "consistency,"  we  prefer  Emerson's  position: 
"Speak  what  you  think  today  in  hard  words,  and  tomorrow  speak 
what  tomorrow  thinks  in  hard  words  again,  though  it  contradict 
everything  you  said  today."  And  why?  Because  we  believe  that 
*'New  occasions  teach  new  duties;"  and  further,  that  no  divine  flat 
has  spoken  the  whole  truth  concerning  life  or  the  things  which  touch 
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life  most  closely.  Hence,  we  gness,  and  tee^  our  way,  and  dopot- 
tlze,  and  are — "consistent"  We  prefer  to  try,  at  least,  to  •'miie 
each  day  a  critique  on  the  last" 

Catholicism, — Brother  Goodwin  takes  the  position  in  strong  t«m* 
that  a  Catholic  should  not  be  made  a  Mason.  We  do  not  quite  a|7» 
with  our  brother.  Of  course  a  Catholic  who  shares  the  intoleriLt 
views  expressed  in  the  many  papal  bulls  against  Freemasonry  and 
surrenders  the  freedom  of  his  religious  conscience  to  the  CathoUc 
hierarchy,  is  unfit  to  be  made  a  Mason.  But  we  believe  it  is 
entirely  possible  for  one  to  be  a  devout  believer  in  Clirlstianity  ts 
taught  by  the  Catholic  church  and  still  be  in  every  way  fit  for  n^ni- 
bership  in  our  great  fraternity.  Judged  by  this  test  we  believe  th&e 
are  thousands  of  Methodists  and  Baptists  and  Presbyterians  whose 
religious  visions  are  so  narrow  as  utterly  to  unfit  them  for  meiD- 
bership  in  the  Craft 

Mormoniam. — We  also  learn  incidentally  from  this  report  that 
the  Masonry  of  Utah  draws  the  line  on  Mormons  and  that  not  csx 
of  them  has  been  admitted  to  its  ranks  in  more  than  40  years.

Past  Grand  Master  Eugene  S.  Weston  represented  Alabama. 

Grand  Master  David  A.  Elliott's  address  fills  only  seven  pages. 
Obviously  he  dealt  with  general  propositions  and  omitted  needless 
details. 

Ocrmany  and  her  methods  of  making  war  are  thus  indicted  by 
Grand  Master  Elliott: 

The  imperial  dreams  of  conquest,  of  a  nation  gone  mad  with  t 
desire  to  rule  the  world,  and  fostered  and  encouraged  for  half  a 
century  by  subordinating  every  activity,  every  energy,  to  the  sli^f 
purpose  of  preparation  for  the  supreme  ^ort  of  bringing  the  world 
under  its  domination,  found  expression  in  an  unprovoked  and  bmtal 
war.  Fiendish  atrocities  were  perpetrated  with  undreamed  of  crudty 
and  horror.  International  laws  were  ignored  and  brazenly  violated. 
The  recognized  rules  of  warfare  meant  nothing  to  the  barbariiai 
who,  drunk  with  frenzy,  violated  every  dictate  of  humanity  and 
decency.    Noncombatants,  men,  women  and  childen,  were  ruthlenly 
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lau^litered  on  the  slightest  pretext  Hospitals  were  systematically 
ttSLCked  and  bombed  by  those  fiends  In  human  forms.  Shiploads 
f  i^v^oimded  were  deliberately  sent  to  the  bottom  of  the  ocean  by 
Iratlea]  crews  of  bloodthirsty  demons.  Every  horror  that  conld 
^  conceived  by  their  diabolical  Ingenuity  was  put  Into  operation, 
nie  w^orld  stood  aghast  scarcely  realizing  the  horror  of  It  all.  It 
eenied  as  though  the  liberty  and  freedom  of  every  inhabitant  of  the 
;\o\>e  vras  doomed,  but  providentially  right  and  justice  prevailed  and 
iie  power  of  the  oppressor  was  broken,  but  at  what  a  cost  Millions 
>f  lives  were  sacrificed  in  the  titanic  struggle.  The  material  cost 
»r  tbe  -war  coupled  with  the  wanton  destruction  of  property,  run 
Into  figures  beyond  tbe  comprehension  of  man.  Generations  will 
[>ass  before  the  results  will  be  obliterated.  The  one  bright  spot, 
however,  was  the  noble  spirit  of  helpfulness  shown  by  all  classes 
and  conditions  of  men.  Men,  women  and  children,  with  unselfi^ 
devotion  to  duty  sacrificed  their  time  and  means  to  assist  in  allevl- 
ating  tlie  awful  suffering  and  distress  of  those  directly  affected, 
(ilorious  opportunities  for  service  were  presented,  and  wherever 
It  was  shown  that  a  need  existed  the  necessary  aid  was  Instantly 
forthcoming.  Let  us  hope  and  pray  that  never  again  will  such  a 
misfortune  be  thrust  upon  the  world. 

George  F.  Ednmnds,  distinguished  statesman,  lawyer  and  Mason, 
died  during  the  year  at  a  very  advanced  age  and  after  having  been 
a  member  of  the  same  lodge  for  nearly  sixty-four  years. 

Flag. — The  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers  said  on  this 
subject : 

While  we  believe  in  the  greatest  love  and  respect  for  the  Stars 
and  Stripes,  and  believe  in  the  greatest  regard  being  shown  to  Uie 
flag  we  all  love  so  well  and  believe  in  any  salute  that  may  be 
given  In  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  we  do  not  approve  of  any  change  in 
our  ritual  in  order  for  its  accomplishment. 

On  the  same  subject  Foreign  Correspondent  Charles  H.  Darling 
says: 

No  good  Mason,  however,  has  any  objections  to  the  presence  of 
the  Flag  and  undoubtedly  if  there  has  been  any  exuberance  of 
enthusiasm,  it  has  been  fully  justified  by  the  conditions  through 
which  we  are  passing.  As  a  permanent  ceremony,  however,  we  are 
less  opposed  to  it  on  any  Masonic  grounds  than  on  account  of 
respect  for  the  Flag  itself.  Whenever  anything  is  overdone,  it  has 
a  tendency  to  injure  the  cause.  If  the  Flag  were  to  be  displayed 
with  too  much  ostentation  and  with  a  great  show  of  ceremony,  it 
would  lessen  rather  than  sanctify  the  spirit.  Such  display  should 
always  be  avoided. 

Thrift  and  Salvage, — Grand  Master  Elliott  devoted  a  paragraph  of 
bis  address  to  this  subject,  from  which  it  seems  the  Savings  Divi- 
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sion  of  the  Treasury  Department  had  been  Invited  to  send  a  speaker 
to  explain  the  plans  and  "desires  of  the  goveninient  along  tbe^e 
lines."  In  response  to  this  invitation  a  "Major"  W.  A.  Atkinson,  an 
overseas  veteran,  appeared  and  set  forth  "the  needs  of  the  govem- 
ment  and  the  advantage  to  the  country  of  cultivating  habits  of 
*Thrlft  and  Saving.* "  It  does  not  appear  whether  he  was  a  Mason. 
The  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers  rebuked  either  the 
Grand  Master  or  Major  Atkinson  in  these  words: 

As  a  warning  against  innovation  we  call  attention  to  the  remaria 
on  Thrift  and  Salvage  made  in  the  opening  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  The  speaker  was  not  a  member  of  this  Grand  Lod^e  nor  of 
any  subordinate  lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  held  no  official  posi- 
tion that  entitled  him  to  speak  from  the  Most  Worshipful  Gxand 
Master's  station  in  the  East.  Nor  Is  the  lodge  room  a  niarket  place 
or  an  advertising  bureau  and  while  we  yield  nothing  to  any  mtn 
nor  any  body  of  men  In  the  matter  of  patriotism,  this  Is  not  tlie 
place  to  market  the  wares  of  either  individuals  or  the  govenunent 

Frankly,  we  can  see  nothing  in  the  record  of  this  matter  to  wbidi 
the  Ck)mmittee  should  have  objected.  If  Major  Atkinson  said  any- 
thing not  In  good  taste,  the  record  does  not  indicate  it  and  surdj 
there  was  no  impropriety  in  the  Grand  Master  ext^idlng  an  invitt- 
tion  to  a  respectable  brother  to  address  Grand  Lodge  on  so  obvionslj 
desirable  a  subject. 

Ballot. — A  law  requiring  election  of  officers  by  ballot  was  hdd 
to  be  violated  by  a  motion  authorizing  some  one  to  cast  the  vote 
of  the  Lodge  for  some  one  for  office. 

COBBBSPOin>EirCB. 

This  report  is  for  the  third  time  the  work  of  Brother  Charles  H. 
Darling  and  again  takes  the  topical  form.  Brother  Darling  writes 
the  best  report  after  this  form  we  have  ever  read.  He  deals  only 
with  Interesting  questions  and  treats  them  with  ability. 

France. — The  feature  of  this  report  Is  his  fine  discussion  of  Freneb 
Masonry.  It  Is  one  of  the  best.  If  not  the  very  best,  we  have  seen 
taking  the  side  opposed  to  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orl^t  or  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  France. 

Brother  Darling  quotes  the  first  article  of  the  "Charges  of  a  Free- 
mason" as  they  appear  in  Anderson's  Constitution  of  1723,  and  seems 
to  concede  that  the  question  Is  to  be  tested  and  decided  by  that 
article.    He  then  says: 
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By  a  study  of  the  Anderson  Constitution  it  will  appear:  First, 
tbat  It  is  perfectly  consistent  with  American  and  British  Masonry 
AS  practiced  today ;  second,  it  will  appear  that  the  Anderson  Con- 
stitution does  not  support  the  amendment  made  by  the  Grand  Orient 
in  1877.  Anderson  says:  *'In  Ancient  times  Masons  were  charged 
In  every  country  to  be  of  the  religion  of  that  country."  Now  he  says, 
he  would  "obligate  them  to  that  religion  in  which  all  men  agree" 
without  regard  to  "denomination  or  persuasion."  What  does  he 
mean  by  this?  He  doesn't  leave  the  subject  of  religion  out;  he 
doesn't  say  that  he  would  not  obligate  them  to  any  religion,  but  be 
says  he  would  "obligate  them  to  that  religion  in  which  all  men 
agree,"  leaving  them  to  choose  their  own  "denomination  or  persua- 
sion." 

Now  what  is  this  "religion"  in  which  all  men  agree  or  rather  what 
Is  religion  in  its  general  and  most  commonly  accepted  sense? 

The  Century  Dictionary  defines  religion  as  the  "Recognition  of 
and  allegiance  in  manner  of  life  to  a  superhuman  power  or  super- 
human powers,  to  whom  allegiance  and  service  are  regarded  aa 
Justly  due." 

The  Encyclopedic  Dictionary  defines  it  as  "A  rite  or  ceremony 
practiced  in  the  worship  of  God.  A  system  of  doctrine  and  wor- 
ship regarded  by  its  adherents  as  of  divine  authority." 

Darwin  in  his  "Descent  of  Man,"  considers  that  the  feeling  of 
reli^ous  definition  is  a  highly  complex  one,  consisting  of  love,  com- 
plete submission  to  an  exalted  and  mysterious  superior  being,  a 
strong  sense  of  dependence,  fear,  reverence,  gratitude;  hope  for  the 
future,  and  perhaps  other  elements." 

It  is  just  here  that  our  brethren  who  are  unable  to  find  any  differ- 
ence between  Anderson's  Constitution  of  1723  and  the  French  Con- 
stitution of  1877  make  their  mistake.  Anderson  recognized  religion 
and  religion  is  a  recognition  of  man's  responsibility  to  a  supreme 
being  or  power  which,  in  the  English  language  is  called  "God."  This 
Anderson  recognized  and  it  is  this  that  the  Grand  Orient  in  1877 
deliberately  struck  out. 

But  to  go  farther.  What  did  Anderson  in  his  Constitution  of 
1723  leave  to  the  members'  choice?  First:  He  left  the  Mason's 
-denomination  to  his  own  choice. 

Now  the  Cwitury  Dictionary  defines  "Denomination"  as  applied 
to  religion  as  "A  class,  society,  or  collection  of  individuals  called 
by  the  same  name;  specifically,  a  religious  sect;  as  the  Methodist 
^denomination." 

While  the  Encyclopedic  Dictionary  defines  it  as  "A  sect,  a  re- 
ligious communion,  a  body  professing  or  holding  essentially  the  same 
tenets  and  more  or  less  closely  bound  together  either  under  a  com- 
mon government  or  under  governments  of  the  same  type." 

Second:  He  left  to  the  members  the  rights  to  choose  their  own 
^'Persuasion,"  which  the  Century  Dictionary  defines  as  "Way  of 
thinking;  creed  or  belief;  hence  a  sect  or  party  adhering  to  a  creed 
or  system  of  opinions;  as  Christians  of  the  same  persuasion.*' 

The  Encyclopedic  Dictionary  defines  "Persuasion"  as  "A  creed  or 
belief;  a  party  belonging  or  adhering  to  a  scertain  creed  or  system 
of  opinions;  as  "he  was  of  the  Hebrew  persuasion."  Such  was  the 
religious  requirements  of  the  Masons  in  Anderson's  time  and  such 
it  is  in  ours. 
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Brother  Darling's  definition  of  "religion"  or  religions  belief  is 
too  narrow.  One  of  the  recognized  classifications  of  religions  U 
that  denominated  "antitheistlc,"  which  embraces  atheism,  agnosti- 
cism, pantheism,  nature  religions  and  animism.  "Particular  opin- 
ions/' as  regards  matters  religious,  may,  therefore,  range  all  the 
way  from  the  most  refined  and  spiritual  monotheism  to  atheism 
or  to  the  basest  form  of  nature  worship,  or  of  polytheism,  or  of 
fetishism  and  sorcery. 

The  equivocal  meaning  of  the  word  '^religion,"  Dr.  Anderson  se&ns 
to  have  recognized,  and  he,  therefore,  proceeded  at  once  to  give  the 
meaning  with  which  he  employed  it.  First,  it  was  that  ''in  which  all 
men  agree."  Now  obviously  this  is  not  true  of  any  religion,  in  the 
sense  in  which  Brother  Darling  construes  that  word.  There  is  no 
"religion"  in  that  sense  "in  which  all  men  agree."  Dr.  Anderson  knew 
this,  so  he  further  explains  that  what  he  meant  was  "good  men  and 
true,  or  Men  of  Honour  and  Honesty,  by  whatever  Denominations  or 
Persuasions  they  may  be  distinguished."  Now  Brother  Darling  illogi- 
cal ly  construes  this  as  meaning  that  these  "good  men  and  true,"  these 
"Men  of  Honour  and  Honesty"  are  required  by  this  article  to  be  an 
adherent  of  some  "denomination  or  persuasion."  The  language  by 
no  means  forces  this  construction,  which  would  give  to  a  thing  de- 
clared immaterial  a  meaning  of  greater  pregnance  and  significance 
than  the  material  part  of  the  sentence. 

But  if  it  meant  this,  it  would  not  carry  far  to  support  Brother 
Darling's  argument  If  we  further  concede,  as  Brother  Darling  in- 
sists, that  religious  denominations  and  religious  persuasions  are  in- 
tended, even  this  gets  us  nowhere,  for  we  have  seen  that  either  of 
these  may  mean  anything  from  the  most  elevated  form  of  Deism  to 
avowed  atheism. 

But  whatever  may  be  said  of  the  word  "denominations,"  it  is  dear 
that  Brother  Darling  construes  the  word  "persuasion"  too  narrowly. 
One  of  the  meanings  of  "persuasion,"  having  no  exclusive  reference 
to  "religion,"  is  a  "settled  belief;"  another  is  a  "party."  The  "reli- 
gion" referred  to  by  Dr.  Anderson,  therefore,  means  "good  men  and 
true,  men  of  honor  and  honesty,"  men  who  "obey  the  moral  law.** 
regardless  of  their  beliefs  concerning  matters  religious. 

Brother  Darling  seems  to  attach  no  importance  to  the  fact  that 
neither  the  Grand  Orient  nor  the  Grand  Lodge  of  EYance  requires  a 
display  of  the  Bible  in  lodge,  as  in  testing  their  r^ularity  he  does 
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not  discuss  this  circumstance.     Is  it  possible  that  inexorable  logic 
has  driven  him  from  that  trench? 

Recognition, — Concerning  who  may  exercise  the  power  of  recogniz- 
ing another  body,  Brother  Darling  says : 

While  the  practice  of  establishing  Masonic  relations  with  other 
Jurisdictions  has  long  been  recognized,  the  practice  has  been  far 
from  uniform  both  between  different  Grand  Lodges  and  at  different 
times  in  the  same  Grand  Lodge.  It  will  be  found  that  on  some  occa- 
sions the  Grand  Master  alone  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of  recog- 
nizing another  Grand  Lodge  and  entering  into  Masonic  relations  with 
it;  on  other  occasions  the  committee  or  even  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  foreign  correspondence  has  alone  undertaken  such  re- 
sponsibility ;  while  again  the  Grand  Secretary  of  his  own  accord  has 
exercised  this  function.  Undoubtedly,  however,  this  power  rests  solely 
and  exclusively  with  the  Grand  Lodge  itself  and  any  attempt  to 
exercise  it  by  any  person  or  officer  without  authority  or  direction 
from  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  mere  usurpation. 

Where  there  has  been  such  lack  of  uniformity  we  do  not  see  how 
Brother  Darling  can  lay  it  down  so  emphatically  that  "undoubtedly 
this  power  rests  solely  and  exclusively  with  the  Grand  Lodge."  It  is 
clear  that  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  the  Grand  Master  exer- 
cises this  power  as  a  prerogative. 

The  true  rule  that  should  guide  in  determining  the  question  of 
recognition  vel  non  is  thus  stated  by  Brother  Darling : 

In  Vermont  no  rules  have  been  formulated  by  which  the  Grand 
Lodge  will  be  governed  in  recognizing  another  grand  jurisdiction  but 
each  case  is  considered  upon  its  merits  and  passed  upon  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  as  that  body  is  best  advised  under  the  circumstances 
and  in  the  particular  case,  under  the  general  principles  of  Masonry. 

The  impracticability  of  making  and  adhering  to  any  hard  and  fast 
rules  is  well  illustrated  in  the  case  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California, 
which  a  few  years  ago  declared  the  following  test : 

The  Grand  Body  applying  for  recognition  must  recognize  and  sup- 
port the  Ancient  Landmarks,  which  include,  particularly,  the  Three 
Great  Lights,  and  belief  in  God,  and  the  immortality  of  the  Soul. 

Yet  California  was  one  of  the  first  to  cast  this  test  among  the 
rubbish  and  to  recognize  the  Grand  Orient  and  Grand  Lodge  of 
France,  neither  of  which  requires  a  display  of  the  Bible  in  lodge  nor 
exacts  a  belief  in  Deity  or  in  Immortality  of  the  Soul. 
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Anthology. — One  of  the  best  short  collections  of  war  poems  we 
have  seen  is  found  in  this  report,  though  we  do  not  see  what  connec- 
tion they  have  with  Masonry.

Lodges,  225;  membership,  17,126;  gain,  770. 

This  volume  contains  the  proceedings  of  four  Quarterlies,  March 
20,  June  19,  September  18,  December  18,  and  a  Thanksgiving  service 
held  December  2,  1918. 

Alabama's  representative.  Brother  A.  H.  Bowman,  was  not  present 
at  any  time  during  the  year. 

Electioneering  for  Masonic  office  was  condemned  in  no  uncertain 
terms.  The  Board  of  General  Purposes  made  the  following  report 
which  was  adopted : 

The  Board  directed  that  Lodges  should  be  informed  that  the 
Board  has  always  deprecated  the  touting  for  votes  in  any  form,  and 
strongly  disapproved  of  the  action  of  any  candidate  who  canvassed 
for  votes  in  the  manner  indicated. 

Master's  Powers. — The  Past  Masters  of  a  certain  lodge  had  en- 
tered into  an  agreement  among  themselves  the  purpose  and  tf  ect  of 
which  was  to  restrict  the  Master's  powers  "in  a  remarkable  manner" 
and  requiring  that  his  election  should  be  conditioned  on  the  Master's 
assent  thereto.  Such  an  agreement  was  held  to  be  'Hiuconstitutlonal 
and  improper"  and  was  strongly  disapproved.  It  was  further  "em- 
phatically stated  that  the  government  of  a  lodge  is  vested  in  the 
Master,  without  right  of  interference  by  Past  Masters  or  officers." 
This  is  undoubtedly  Masonic  law.  If  the  Master  abuses  his  powtf 
the  remedy  is  by  appeal  to  the  grand  lodge  or  in  a  proper  case 
preferring  charges  against  him  before  grand  lodge. 

Moon  Lodges, — It  seems  that  the  custom  of  meeting  "on  or  before 
the  full  moon"  is  still  popular  among  our  Australian  brethren.  Some 
lodges  had  thought  that  where  the  day  of  meeting  fell  on  the  full 
moon  they  might  meet  on  the  corresponding  day  a  week  before  full 
moon.    Grand  Lodge  held  this  erroneous. 

Masonic  Meetings  on  transports  at  sea  among  Australian  soldiers 
bound  for  the  seat  of  war  in  Europe  are  r^>orted.  At  one  of  these 
meetings  110  Masons  were  present  and  at  another  58.    Account  Is 
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also  giveu  of  the  conferring  of  degrees  in  a  lodge  in  England  by  an 
all- Australian  "team." 

Lecturer. — A  proposition  to  appoint  a  Lecturer  to  "visit  lodges  and 
deliver  discourses  on  Freemasonry"  provoked  much  discussion.  The 
Board  of  General  Purposes  at  the  June  Quarterly  reported  it  was 
*'not  yet  in  a  position  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  merits  of  the 
motion/*  Those  favoring  the  motion  urged  that  such  lectures  would 
add  to  the  interest  of  lodge  meetings  and  thereby  greatly  reduce  the 
number  annually  "resigning."  They  also  claimed  that  Masonry  in 
Victoria  was  not  trying  to  promulgate  ideals  or  to  teach  the  mean- 
ings that  are  behind  Masonic  symbolism.  One  brother  said  that  if 
Freemasons  were  asked  "What  Is  Freemasonry  for?"  A  majority 
would  answer  "For  the  purpose  of  making  Freemasons."  (We 
recognize  true  brothers  to  ourselves  in  the  members  of  the  Craft  in 
Victoria.)  Those  opposed  to  the  creation  of  such  Lecturer  thought 
it  inadvisable  to  give  him  an  official  status  "which  In  effect  endorses 
the  statements  which  he  puts  before  his  audience."  The  Board  of 
General  Purposes  at  the  September  Quarterly  took  this  view  and 
the  proposition  was  rejected. 

This  proposed  Lecturer  was  not  to  instruct  in  ritual  but  to  stimu- 
late a  spirit  of  study  and  research  among  members  of  the  Craft. 
The  mover  of  the  resolution  was  on  the  right  track  though  It  may  be 
doubted  whether  he  chose  the  best  method. 

Physical  Qualifications  were  declared  to  exclude  any  one  "who  is 
unable  to  receive,  practice  and  impart  freely  and  without  artificial  or 
other  aid  all  that  Is  required  by  the  ritual  and  work  of  the  several 
degrees."  There  Is  no  doubt  that  this  Is  the  ancient  rule,  which 
prevails  where  legislation  has  not  changed  It. 

Disabled  Soldiers, — A  careful  plan  was  set  on  foot  to  create  a  fund 
for  the  relief  of  disabled  soldier  brethren  returned  from  the  war. 
The  hope  Is  to  raise  $100,000. 

Thanksgiving  Service. — On  the  evening  of  December  2,  1918,  Grand 
Lodge  held  a  Service  In  the  Town  Hall,  at  Melbourne  to  give  thanks 
for  successful  ending  of  the  war.  There  was  prayer,  song,  music  and 
speeches. 

It  was  a  memorable  occasion  and  Sir  A.  J.  Peacock,  Past  Grand 
Master  delivered  a  notable  address. 

Correspondence. 
No  report  on  this  subject.

Lodges,  326 ;  membership,  28,467 ;  gain,  1,326. 

Brother  John  W.  Kellain,  Alabama's  representative,  was  not  pres- 
ent. A  physician  and  living  beyond  Virginia's  "inland  sea**  he  do 
doubt  had  a  good  excuse. 

Grand  Master  Ernest  L.  Cunningham  delivered  an  exhaustive  ad- 
dress. 

War, — He  devoted  six  pages  to  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  Americao 
army  in  France  and  compared  it  not  unfavorably  to  the  heroes  of  our 
Revolutionary  and  Civil  wars. 

Powers  of  W,  if.— The  Grand  Master  ruled  that  the  Worshipful 
Master  had  the  same  power  to  expend  the  funds  of  the  lodge  that  tbe 
lodge  itself  possessed.  In  Alabama,  they  are  paid  out  "by  order 
of  the  W.  M.  and  the  consent  of  the  lodge" 

Grand  Master  Cunningham  also  ruled  that  the  hour  of  meeting  of 
the  lodge  could  not  be  fixed  by  a  by-law ;  that  this  power  was  vested 
ill  the  Master. 

Physical  Qualifications. — He  also  held  that  a  candidate  must  be 
able  "to  comply  absolutely  with  the  ritual  without  the  aid  of  arti- 
ficial means  or  friendly  assistance." 

Smoking. — He  also  declined  to  approve  a  lodge  by-law  prohibiting 
smoking,  on  the  theory  that  the  Master  could  prevent  it  when  deemed 
advisable. 

Law  and  Order, — The  duty  of  Masons  to  stand  against  all  forces 
of  lawlessness  and  disorder  was  strongly  emphasized  by  him.  He 
said  in  part: 

I  call  upon  each  Masonic  Lodge  in  Virginia  to  stand  like  a  beacon 
upon  a  hill,  or  a  light-house  upon  a  shore,  shedding  light  and 
luster  and  pointing  the  way  at  all  times  to  liberty,  which  can  only  be 
maintained  by  love  of  country,  respect  for  its  Institutions  and  im- 
plicit obedience  to  its  laws. 

Financial, — The  Grand  Master  thought  the  finances  of  Grand  Lodge 
not  "in  just  such  shape  as  the  Masons  of  Virginia  would  desire"  He 
recommended  that  the  per  capita  dues  be  increased  to  $2.00  and  that 
each  initiate  be  required  to  pay  $5.00  for  purposes  of  Relief.  Both 
recommendations  were  disapproved. 
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Grand  Lecturer. — Rhetorical  "bouquets,"  "roeee/'  **vlolet8"  and 
'lilies"  were  bestowed  by  the  Grand  Master  on  Grand  Lecturer  George 
Wright  But  all  this  "flower  garden"  was  declared  not  to  be  as 
fragrant  as  the  love,  esteem,  affection,  and  confidence  the  Masons  of 
Virginia  held  for  Brother  Wright 

France, — Recognition  of  the  Independent  and  Regular  Grand  Lodge 
of  France  was  withdrawn  and  the  same  refused  to  other  French 
Maatmic  bodies  because  they  "do  not  require  a  belief  in  God  and  have 
not  the  Holy  Bible  upon  the  altar."  The  reason  assigned  for  with- 
drawing recognition  of  the  Independent  and  Regular  Grand  Lodge 
was  that  it  affiliated  with  the  old  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France.  May  we  now  expect  Virginia  to  withdraw  recog- 
nition of  Alabama,  Iowa,  Texas,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  and  others? 

War  Relief. — Virginia  decided  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  move- 
ment inaugurated  in  New  York  and  headed  by  Judge  Townsend 
Scudder  to  send  a  Masonic  Commission  to  Europe  to  minister  to  our 
soldier  Masons,  on  the  ground  that  "our  soldiers  there  neither  need 
nor  desire  additional  service  at  our  hands  overseas  and  that  our  civil 
and  military  authorities  forbid  it" 

**Cliff8  of  l£(Monry."— With  this  as  a  topic.  Grand  Master  Cunning- 
ham concluded  his  address  with  a  lengthy  and  eloquent  homily  on  the 
moral  aspects  of  Freemasonry. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Joseph  W.  Eggleston  gives  us  another  of  his  fine  revlewB. 
There  are  few  who  surpass  him  in  length  of  service  in  this  field,  and 
uoue  in  point  of  ability. 

Alabama  1917  is  given  11  pages.  Our  address  on  "Speculative 
Masonry  Before  A.  D.  1717"  is  reproduced  in  full,  with  the  flattering 
comment  that  "all  young  Masons  should  familiarize  themselves  with 
It." 

A  Finished  Product. — Brother  Eggleston  has  clearly  defined  ideas 
as  to  the  impossibility  of  improving  on  Masonry  as  it  now  exists.  He 
says: 

Masonry  is  perfect,  and  not  "a  progressive  science,"  as  some  of  the 
new  Rituals  state.  Our  system  of  perfect  democracy,  choosing  once 
a  year  an  absolute,  unhampered  ruler,  is  the  only  perfect  system 
ever  devised  by  man,  and  there  Is  no  place  in  it  for  "creatures"  of 
anybody's  making. 
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Scottish  Rite. — Brother  Eggleston  believes  he  sees  a  danger  in  the 
use  of  the  Scottish  Rite  ritual  in  our  lodges.    He  says : 

It  will  not  be  long  before  we  hear  of  more  and  more  Lodges  Tislng 
the  Scottish  Rite  Ritual.  Then  begins  a  discord  for  which  the  only 
remedies  are  prevention  now  or  schism  ultimately.  Already  and  toi 
many  yeai*s  we  have  had  two  incompatible  Masonries  in  the  worid. 
Do  not  let  us  have  two  in  America.  The  General  Grand  Lodge  idea 
looks  to  Scottish  Rite  rule  ultimately,  which  would  be  a  system  of 
government  from  above.  A  brotherhood  should  derive  all  power  from 
the  brethren  on  the  ground  floor. 

In  discussing  this  question,  he  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Louisiana  is  "barely  to  be  considered  as  of  our  Rite." 

Investigating  Committees  upon  the  petition  of  candidates  he  pro- 
nounces *'every where  a  failure.**    He  says : 

Better  far  our  plan  of  throwing  the  whole  affirmative  as  to  a  can- 
didate on  his  avouchers  and  making  the  whole  Lodge  the  Judge.  No 
one  then  runs  the  risk  of  making  enemies,  and  the  silent  ballot  ren- 
ders the  verdict.  When  it  is  understood  that  every  member  present 
must  have  satisfactory  assurance  there  are  always  those  who  will 
do  their  own  investigating  and  report  by  their  ballots. 

There  is  in  these  words  something  to  set  every  Mason  to  thinking. 
Virginia  has  no  such  committee  and  we  are  assured  the  plan  works 
well. 

France. — Brother  Eggleston  is  a  steadfast  opi)onent  of  the  estali- 
lishmciit  of  fraternal  relations  with  any  of  the  Grand  Bodies  of 
France. 

Civil  War. — He  enigmatically  expresses  views  on  this  subject  which 
will  be  mainly  concurred  in  now  by  all  men. 

Had  not  this  country  become  by  that  war  a  nation  instead  of  a 
confederation  of  sovereign  States,  who  can  tell  what  conditions 
would  have  been  l)y  now^?  True,  the  South  was  fighting  for  local 
self-government,  and  the  North  for  a  solidified  republic.  Both  wer? 
right  as  they  saw  the  side  of  the  shield  turned  toward  them.  Tech- 
nically, constitutionally,  the  South  was  right;  but  wisdom  was  on 
the  other  side.  Secession  was  then  a  right,  but  to  exercise  it  was 
very  unwise.  Coercion  of  sovereign  States  was  unlawful  and  wronfc 
but  resulted  for  the  best  for  all.  Slavery  was  a  greater  evil  to  the 
owner  than  to  the  slave,  but  its  abolition  was  a  calamity,  the  olti- 
mate  result  of  which  was  a  happy  one  for  all  concerned.  Lincoln 
wisely  said  the  country  could  not  long  exist  half  slave  and  half  free. 

Masonic  Homes. — On  this  subject  Brother  Eggleston  says: 
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Steadily  the  pendulum  of  Masonic  opinion  swings  toward  local, 
individual  care  of  Masonic  orphans,  and  even  more  of  dependent 
Masons  and  widows,  rather  than  Masonic  Homes.  The  latter  plan  is 
a  costly  one,  which  feature  might  be  ignored,  but  it  is  not  satisfactory 
in  other  particulars.  Discord  in  boards  and  among  employees  and 
also  among  inmates  is  a  constant  evil.  It  has  been  said,  "Institutional 
life  cannot  be  happy  life,''  and  as  the  happiness  of  our  dependent 
loved  ones  is  the  one  great  aim,  the  question  of  which  course  is  best 
must  be  squarely  faced. 

We  had  marked  other  parts  of  this  excellent  report  for  comment 
or  quotation,  but  must  desist. 


1858— WASHINGTON— 1918. 
61ST  Annual — ^Tacoma — June  11th-12th. 

Lodges,  212;  membership,  23,900;  gain,  1,327. 

Past  Grand  Master  George  R.  Malcom  was  present  to  represent 
Alabama.  This  communication  was  opened  with  a  Flag  Reception 
and  several  patriotic  speeches.  These  speeches  reflect  the  darkness 
of  the  hour  of  the  war  at  that  date,  because  just  at  that  time  the 
Hun  tide  seemed  about  to  sweep  everything  before  it.  Only  two 
days  before,  at  Belleau  wood,  had  the  Americans  shown  of  what 
mettle  they  were  made;  indeed  that  battle  was  still  raging.  It  all 
now  seems  very  remote  like  a  voice  from  another  world  or  from  a 
past  age. 

Military  Lodges  were  turned  down  by  Grand  Master  I^wler,  assign- 
ing as  a  reason  that  "it  will  not  be  much  more  difficult  for  a  soldier 
Mason  in  France  or  in  any  other  country  (Italics  ours)  to  visit  a 
regular  lodge  and  fraternize  with  regular  Masons  than  it  is  for  a 
civilian  Mason  to  do  so  either  at  home  or  abroad."  One  may  well 
wonder  how  this  could  be  when  Washington  refuses  to  recognize  a 
single  lodge  in  France  as  regular. 

AUuka. — To  Alabamans  Representative,  P.  G.  M.  George  R.  Malcom, 
fell  the  pleasing  task  of  constituting  lodges  at  Seward  and  Anchorage, 
Alaska.  The  trip  was  described  as  delightful  and  as  affording  great 
surprises  at  the  agricultural  progress  of  that  far  northern  Terri- 
tory. 

Study. — Grand  Master  Lawler  called  attention  to  this  subject  and 
urged  that  some  steps  be  taken  to  educate  our  brethren  in  the  deeper 
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meanings  of  Freemasonry.    We  do  not  find,  however,  that  anythfaic 
was  done. 

France, — He  dlscnsses  French  Masonry  at  some  length,  as  does  also 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  with  the  result  that  recog- 
nition is  refused  on  the  usual  grounds.  Grand  Master  Lawler  Mb 
into  at  least  one  gross  error.  He  declares  the  Scottish  Rite  to  be 
''the  root  and  essence**  of  the  Grand  Orient;  this  de^ite  the  fact  thtt 
the  Grand  Orient  is  far  older  than  the  Scottish  Rite  itself.  He  also 
gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  teaching  of  "any  but  the  ttiree  and 
only  degrees*'  proves  any  so-called  Masonic  body  to  be  "clandestine." 
This  is  a  narrowness  of  view  which  one  is  surprised  to  find  at  this 
date. 

Italian  Masonry  is  also  declared  to  fall  by  the  same  tests  as  those 
applied  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  France. 

Panama.^The  New  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama  is  found  to  be  '*not  a 
Supreme  Sovereign  Grand  Body,**  for  the  reason  that  it  has  granted 
to  the  Massachusetts  lodges  in  the  Canal  Zone  the  right  to  receive 
the  petltlpns  of  English-speaking  citizens  of  the  United  States  resid- 
ing in  the  Republic  of  Panama  but  outside  the  Canal  Zone.  In  other 
words,  the  wholesome  but  local  doctrine  adopted  by  North  American 
grand  lodges  of  "exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction**  is  made  a  test  of 
regularity  in  quarters  of  the  world  where  such  doctrine  has  never 
prevailed. 

History, — We  have  here  a  most  remarkable  report  by  the  Grand 
Historian.  He  gives  a  platitudinous  homily  on  Brotherhood  without 
once  alluding  to  the  subject  he  Is  supposed  to  have  in  hand. 

Physical  Qualifications, — Another  proposition  to  discriminate  In 
favor  of  the  maimed  soldier  as  against  the  maimed  citizen  was,  we 
are  gratified  to  note,  turned  down.  No  one  is  more  appreciative  of 
the  sacrifices  and  risks  encountered  by  our  "boys**  than  are  we,  but 
we  should  regret  to  see  them  accorded  a  favored  place  by  Masonry. 
Any  such  discrimination  is  not  only  unmasonlc  but  un-American. 

Enemy  Birth.— On  this  question  also  Grand  Lodge  declined  to  be 
swept  oflF  Its  feet.  A  proposition  that  no  petition  for  the  degrees  be 
received  from  any  person  born  in  any  enemy  country,  unless  accom- 
panied by  proof  of  naturalization,  was  rejected. 

Bolshevism. — Strong  and  timely  resolutions  were  adopted  con- 
demnatory of  "Individuals,  associations,  societies,  or  leagues  that  in 
any  way  stand  for  or  enunciate  principles  looking  towards  disorganl- 
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zation  of  society,  or  the  creation  of  class  antagonisms"  or  which  "seek 
to  destroy  equality  of  opportunity  and  to  foster  economic  and  indus- 
trial animosities  and  conflicts.*' 

G0]iaB8P0in>ENCB. 

This  report  is  again  from  the  pen  of  Brother  Ralph  G.  McAllister 
and  again  takes  the  form  of  a  "review/'  though  Brother  McAllister 
declares  that  he  still  believes  the  "topical"  is  the  proper  form  for 
such  a  report 

Smoking. — Under  Illinois,  he  expresses  surprise  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  pass  a  law  prohibiting  smoking  during  the  conferring  of 
degrees.  He  can  not  "see  how  a  man  worthy  of  being  a  Mason 
could  sit  and  smoke  through  the  ceremonies  which  characterize  the 
conferring  of  Masonic  degrees."  We  might  be  surprised  also  if  we 
bad  not  suffered  so  often  from  the  indifference  of  smokers  to  the 
discomfort  of  others. 

Black  Ball. — He  severely  and  rightly  condemns  the  doctrine  that 
a  grand  master  can  pry  into  the  reasons  that  prompt  a  brother  to 
cast  a  black  ball.  A  grand  master  who  attempts  it  should  himself 
be  put  on  trial. 

Reimbursement  of  Relief,  he  declares,  is  a  "troublesome  question/* 
yet  he  believes  no  lodge  has  a  legal  or  moral  right  to  insist  on 
remuneration.  We  agree  with  him,  yet  the  lodge  whose  member  is 
assisted  should  also  display  something  of  the  spirit  of  charity  in  the 
broad  sense  in  which  Brother  McAllister  employs  that  term. 

This  is  an  excellent  review  but  we  cannot  linger  longer  with  it

Lodges,  151 ;  membership,  21,657 ;  gain,  948. 

Brother  J.  A.  Miller  was  present  to  represent  Alabama.  There  are 
excellent  portraits  of  Grand  Lecturer  William  Taylor  Workman  and 
incoming  Grand  Master  George  S.  Laidley. 

Grand  Lodge  should  have  held  its  Annual  November  11th,  but  on 
account  of  the  influenza  epidemic  it  was  called  off  till  December  11th. 

Grand  Master  Charles  S.  Angel  dwelt  thankfully  upon  the  happy 
and  successful  termination  of  the  war. 
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France, — A  special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence contains  the  puzzling  recitals  "that  there  are  now  four  so-called 
Independent  Sovereign  Grand  Lodges  In  France,  each  claiming  Joris- 
diction  of  that  republic;"  "that  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  has  recognized  two  of  them  as  legitimately  constituted  and 
subsequently  withdrew  her  recognition  of  one  of  them  as  a  mistake" 

If  these  are  facts,  we  confess  we  have  been  "asleep  at  the  switch.** 
Our  understanding  is  there  are  only  two  so-called  Grand  Lodges  io 
France,  (1)  The  Grand  Lodge  of  France  and  (2)  The  Independ^t 
and  Regular  Grand  Lodge.  England  has  recognized  only  the  latter 
and  has  never  withdrawn  that  recognition.  It  is  true  there  are  the 
Grand  Orient  and  the  Supreme  Council,  but  the  latter  exercises  do 
control  over  the  Symbolic  degrees.  The  Grand  Orient  has  symbolic 
lodges  under  its  control  but  it  has  not  been  recognized  by  England 
since  1877. 

The  remainder  of  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  deal  with  routine 
matters  which  show  Masonry  In  West  Virginia  to  be  making  solid 
progress. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

Another  splendid  report  from  the  pen  of  Brother  George  W.  Atkin- 
son greets  us.  It  Is  his  27tb.  Alabama  1917  Is  allotted  four  pages 
of  courteous,  even  flattering,  review. 

Panama. — Of  our  action  in  recognizing  Panama,  Brother  Atkinson 
says : 

It  is  very  desirable  that  close  Masonic  relations  be  established  be- 
tween North  American  Masons  and  the  Masons  of  the  Canal  Zone 
rexUm ;  and  while  Brother  Street  admits  that  the  blanket  had  to  be 
stretched  materially  to  get  around  some  facts,  which  he  had  carefully 
presented,  yet  it  may  be  best  for  Grand  Lodge  to  take  the  course 
it  did. 

Elsewhere  he  dissents  from  the  recognition  of  Panama  on  prin- 
ciples of  regularity,  but  concurs  on  grounds  of  expediency  that  Sym- 
bolic Masonry  sliould  some  way  get  a  foothold  in  Central  and  South 
America  and  that  it  may  be  the  best  way  Is  ••by  waiving  practically 
all  the  shortcomings  and  extending  the  right  hand  of  fellowship." 

France. — Of  our  action  In  authorizing  Masonic  intercourse  with 
French  Masonry,  he  exclaims : 
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Stretching  the  blauket  again!  But  it  may  be  allowable  under 
existing  conditions  "over  there."  Still,  doubts  again  arise  in  my 
mind.    No  reflections,  however,  on  Brother  Street. 

Bible. — Concerning  our  views  of  the  Bible  in  Masonry,  he  says : 

He  contends  that  the  Bible  is  Masonry's  adopted  symbol  of  God's 
divine  teaching,  and  of  his  revealed  will.  Just  as  the  compasses  Is 
tiie  symbol  of  self  restraint,  the  square  t)f  morality,  etc.  Technically 
my  brother,  may  be  correct;  nevertheless  I  adhere,  with  great  tenac- 
ity, to  what  I  said,  or  meant  to  say,  originally  that  an  atheist  cannot 
be  made  a  Mason. 

Those  who  are  interested  in  any  further  exposition  of  our  views 
on  this  subject  may  refer  to  Proceedings  of  Alabama  1918,  pages 

Xational  University. — Concerning  this  proiwsed  project  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  he  says  wisely  (as  we 
think)  : 

Really  L  can  see  no  earthly  reason  for  loading  on  the  Craft  the 
responsibility  of  creating  and  supporting  a  distinctive  Masonic  Uni- 
versity. 

We  expressed  similar  views  in  our  1916  report. 
Origin  of  Speculative  Freemasonry, — On  this  subject  Brother  At- 
kinson says: 

All  the  world  knows  that  modern  or  Speculative  Masonry  had  its 
origin  in  England  200  years  ago,  from  which  all  of  our  Grand  Lodges 
trace  their  origin.  Freemasonry  that  did  not  thus  originate  is  clan- 
destine and  spurious. 

We  believe  both  statements  here  made  are  erroneous.  Speculative 
Freemasonry  existed  centuries  before  1717,  and  there  exist  perfectly 
regular  and  legitimate  lodges  and  grand  lodges  which  do  trace  back 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  organized  in  1717.  We  attempted  to 
maintain  this  thesis  in  an  address  delivered  before  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Alabama  in  December,  1917,  which  may  be  found  in  our  Proceed- 
ings of  that  year,  page  153. 

Topical  Reports  are  anathema  to  Brother  Atkinson.  We  agree  with 
him  fully.  Theoretically  they  may  be  the  correct  thing,  but  practi- 
cally they  are  a  failure.  It  is  impossible  for  such  a  report  to  give 
any  adequate  view  of  the  progress  of  Masonry  throughout  the  world 
both  in  thought  and  action.

Lodges,  282;  membership,  36,386;  gain,  1,509. 

Alabama's  representatiye,  Brother  GharleB  E.  George,  present 

The  feature  about  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Harlowe  is  its  fine 
common-sense.  Matters  are  treated  In  a  straight  forward  concise 
manner,  without  any  attempt  to  magnify  the  perplexing  nature  of 
the  problems  presented  to  him  or  the  weight  of  the  burdens  resting 
upon  him.  There  was  nothing  of  bustle  to  give  the  appearance  of 
being  busy. 

Objection, — Grand  Master  Harlowe  ruled  that  a  Master  should  dis- 
regard objection  to  advancement  made  over  the  telephone.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence  and  Grand  Lodge  thought  it  highly  improper 
to  make  objection  in  this  manner  unless  in  emergency,  but  that  when 
so  made  it  should  not  be  disregarded.  We  think  the  Committee^s 
clearly  the  sounder  view. 

Dispensations. — These  numbered  864.  Some  grand  masters  would 
have  consumed  20  or  even  30  pages  r^>orting  them,  but  Grand  Master 
Harlow  disposed  of  them  in  little  over  half  a  page,  proving  again  his 
common-sense. 

Masonic  Service  Association  was  called  to  attention  of  Grand  Lodge 
by  the  Grand  Master  but  we  do  not  find  where  any  action  was  taken 
with  reference  thereto. 

English  Jubilee. — The  invitation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
extended  to  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  to  attend  the 
Peace  Jubilee  at  London,  June  27th,  was  acknowledged  with  thanks 
and  with  regrets  of  inability  to  attend. 

Forest  Fire. — We  get  here  a  vivid  picture  of  the  terrible  flres  which 
swept  over  northern  Minnesota  on  October  12,  1918,  devastating  L500 
square  miles  and  burning  the  village  of  Moose  Lake  with  a  population 
of  about  1,000  and  the  city  of  Cloquet  with  a  population  of  about 
8,000  to  9,000.  Several  hundred  men,  women,  and  children  were 
burned  to  death  and  the  property  damage  was  estimated  at  $2O,O00;- 
000  to  $25,000,000.    We  read : 

On  the  morning  of  October  12,  a  heavy  westerly  wind  sprang  np 
which  soon  developed  into  a  gale  reaching  about  65  miles  an  hoar, 
with  the  result  that  in  an  almost  incredibly  short  time  the  thousand* 
of  small  fires  had  developed  into  practically  one  immense  seething

wall  of  fire  over  100  miles  long  and  traveling  from  10  to  20  miles  an 
hour,  devouring  everything  in  its  path. 

Throughout  this  area  were  scattered  several  hundred  small  farms 
and  many  small  villages,  including  the  village  of  Moose  Lake,  in 
Carlton  county,  with  a  population  of  perhaps  1,000  to  1,200,  and  the 
city  of  Cloquet,  in  St.  Louis  county,  with  between  8,000  and  9.000 
people,  all  of  which  were  completely  destroyed.  The  awful  situation 
developed  so  'rapidly  that  escape  was  impossible  throughout  the 
sparsely  settled  farming  districts  where  hundreds  of  men,  women  and 
children  were  burned  to  death,  and  were  it  not  for  the  splendid  fore- 
sight of  one  man,  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Stewart,  general  superintendent  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railroad,  the  loss  of  life  would  probably  have  reached 
8,000  or  10,000. 

Anticipating  the  possibility  of  what  did  actually  occur,  Mr.  Stew- 
art, several  days  before  the  great  calamity  occurred,  began  placing 
railroad  cars  on  side  track  at  all  the  stations  along  this  line,  espe- 
cially at  the  city  of  Cloquet,  and  when  the  gale  started  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  fateful  October  12th  he  immediately  ordered  every  avail- 
able engine  out  of  Superior,  the  division  headquarters,  and  by  noon 
had  trains  ready  to  load  with  human  freight.  He  was  none  too  soon, 
the  last  trains  pulling  out  of  Cloquet  being  compelled  to  rush 
through  walls  of  fire  which  actually  set  fire  to  some  of  the  cars. 

In  thL«»  way  nearly  10,000  people  were  removed  Just  ahead  of  the 
wall  of  fire  which  would  certainly  have  destroyed  most  if  not  all 
of  them.  These  trains  started  for  Duluth,  the  larger  of  the  Twin 
Port  cities.  To  reach  Duluth  they  must  pass  through  Superior,  but 
by  the  time  they  reached  Superior  the  suburbs  of  Duluth  were  all 
afire,  the  entire  city  was  threatened  and  seemed  in  great  danger  of 
annihilation  and  the  approach  to  the  interstate  bridge  connecting  the 
two  cities  was  afire,  necessitating  the  unloading  of  all  the  trains  at 
Superior.  All  this  had  occurred  so  rapidly  that  we  of  Superior  went 
to  bed  that  Saturday  night  with  a  general  feeling  of  impending 
danger  but  with  no  definite  knowledge  of  the  real  situation  as  all  the 
telegraph  and  telephone  lines  from  the  burning  district*  had  been  cut 
out  since  early  morning.  This  was  the  situation  at  about  11  P.  M., 
when  the  first  train  arrived.  "Within  two  hours  nearly  10.000  re- 
fugees had  arrived.  The  alarm  was  sent  out  at  once  and  by  mid- 
night practically  every  man  and  thousands  of  the  women  of  Superior 
were  out  aiding  in  the  care  of  these  homeless,  penniless,  burned,  sick 
and  utterly  awe  stricken  thousands. 

Sunday, — Masonic  clubs  inquired  if  there  was  any  Masonic  law 
prohibiting  games  of  pool,  billiards,  and  cards  on  Sundays.  Grand 
Master  replied  that  there  was  none,  but  he  condemned  the  practice 
"as  derogatory  to  Masonry."  He  called  upon  Grand  Lodge  to  express 
its  views  and  this  it  did  by  adopting  the  language  of  the  Grand 
Master. 

Study, — ^Thls  question  was  the  subject  of  an  interesting  and  in- 
structive report  by  tiie  Committee  on  Masonic  Research.  They 
uttered  these  true  words: 
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Many  lodges  fall  to  fully  observe  the  ninth  charge  'to  propagate 
the  knowledge  of  the  mystic  art/*  and  the  young  Master  Mawn  is  too 
often  left  to  shift  for  himself  without  knowing  that  there  is  a  futile 
field  to  cultivate  which  will  yield  bountiful  harvests  of  com  of  nom^ 
Ishment  to  his  Intellectual  life,  wine  of  refreshment  to  his  moral 
standards  apd  oil  of  joy  to  his  spiritual  hopes. 

We  also  find  this: 

Those  on  the  mailing  list  also  received  a  copy  of  Oliver  Day  Streefa 
lectures  on  the  **Symboli8m  of  the  Three  Degrees/'  which  fumlshei 
material  enough  for  several  study  club  meetings. 

COBBESPONDENCE. 

For  the  twenty-second  time  this  report  is  the  work  of  Brother 
Aldro  Jenks.  Had  Brother  Berry  said  this  report  of  Brother  Jenks* 
was  ''the  best  extant"  we  should  probably  not  have  questioned  it 
He  differs  with  us  on  several  questions  but  that  detracts  from  neither 
the  value  nor  the  Interest  of  this  report 

Alabama  1918  is  liberally  reviewed  in  five  pages.  He  notes  that 
237  of  our  lodges  were  not  represented  at  this  Annual,  and  says : 

We  wonder  why.  Does  it  betoken  indifference?  Surely  the  Annnal 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  should  call  for  an  attendance 
from  practically  every  Lodge  within  its  jurisdiction. 

The  infiueuza  epidemic,  which  was  raging  In  many  places,  no  doubt 
chiefiy  accounts  for  the  small  attendance.  Then  the  war  cut  some 
figure. 

Brother  Jenks  pronounces  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Teaguc 
''both  eloquent  and  concise,  a  combination  which  is  not  usually  met 
with."  Our  report  on  French  Masonry  he  says  is  "carefully  pre- 
pared and  is  sincere  and  earnest  in  its  efforts  to  arrive  at  correct 
conclusions."    Which  we  consider  great  praise 

Scottish  Rite. — Brother  Jenks  takes  us  to  task  for  saying  that  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  the  United  States  had  "surrendered"  all  control  over 
the  first  three  degrees.  Technically,  Brother  Jenks  is  right  We 
believe  with  Brother  Albert  Pike  that  it  never  possessed  this  control 
where  there  was  a  regular  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry 
and  could  not  "surrender"  what  It  never  possessed.  We  would  have 
been  more  accurate  had  we  said  it  had  "surrendered  all  claim  to 
control  over  the  first  three  degrees." 
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France. — Brother  Jenks,  while  complimenting  our  report  on  French 
Masonry,  disagrees  with  its  conclusions.  Brother  Jenks  resorts  to 
the  MSS.  known  as  the  *'01d  Charges"  and  from  them  makes  a  strong 
case  that  the  Freemason  must  *iove  well"  not  only  God  but  the  "holy 
(i.  e.  Roman  Catholic)  church."  Undoubtedly  English  Freemasonry 
was,  when  we  first  have  authentic  knowledge  of  it,  not  only  deistic 
but  Christian;  not  only  Christian  but  Roman  Catholic.  Brother 
Jenks  then  quotes  the  following  alleged  to  be  from  Anderson's  Con- 
stitutions (1723)  : 

A  Mason  is  obliged  by  his  tenure,  to  obey  the  moral  law;  and  if 
he  rightly  understands  the  art,  he  will  never  be  a  stupid  atheist  nor 
an  irreligious  libertine. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  this  is  not  exactly  as  Dr.  Anderson  puts 
it.  The  first  "he"  in  this  quotation  should  be  "we."  The  difference 
is  not  trifling.  To  substitute  "he"  for  *we,"  converts  what  Dr.  Ander- 
son gives  as  his  opinion  merely  into  a  most  positive  statement  Most 
of  those  who  attempt  to  quote  this  passage  fall  into  the  same  error. 
But  Brother  Jenks  stops  too  short  in  his  quotation.  The  very  next 
sentence  says  that  "in  Ancient  Times  Masons  were  charged  in  every 
Country  to  be  of  the  Religion  of  that  Country  or  Nation,  whatever 
it  was,  yet  'tis  now  thought  to  be  more  expedient  only  to  oblige  them 
to  that  Religion  in  which  all  men  agree." 

We  do  not  desire  to  repeat  here  what  we  said  in  our  report  last 
year  but  merely  to  call  attention  that  Anderson's  Constitutions  (1723) 
frankly  admit  the  previous  rule  to  have  been  what  Brother  Jenks 
argues  It  was,  and  with  equal  frankness  declare  that  they  establish 
a  new  rule.  The  question  at  this  time  is,  do  we  accept  and  follow 
Anderson,  or  are  we  to  hark  back  to  old  rule?  The  Masonic  world 
has  for  two  hundred  years  recognized  Anderson  as  controlling.  We 
once  occupied  the  very  position  Brother  Jenks  now  does  but  logic 
drove  us  from  it 

Clubs. — On  this  subject  Brother  Jenks  says,  and  we  agree  with 
him: 

A  Lodge  may  maintain  club  rooms  In  connection  with  its  Temple, 
that  can  be  made  a  great  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  Lodge,  where 
the  rooms  are  under  the  control  of  the  Lodge  and  all  members  are 
entitled  to  enjoy  them.  But  to  organize  a  little  inner  circle  in  a 
Lodge  and  call  it  a  Masonic  Club,  to  its  privileges  admitting  some 
favored  few  and  denying  membership  to  others,  would  be  very  cer- 
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tain  to  create  jealoasies  and  discord  in  the  Lodge  and  dioold  not  be 
allowed. 

Steno,  in  Grand  Lodge,— Yfe  again  agree  with  Brother  J^ika  in 
this: 

We  are  not  favorably  impressed  with  a  sag^estion  of  the  Grand 
Master  that  a  competent  stenographer  be  provided  for  the  annual 
aneetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  take  down  in  short  hand  its  proceed- 
ings, together  with  remarks  and  speeches  made  Wherever  this  has 
been  done,  the  record  is  cumbered  with  a  great  deal  of  osdesB  mat- 
ter. 

Topical  Reports, — On  this  subject  Brother  Jenks  says: 

Very  many  new  reviewers  think  to  improve  upon  the  plan  whidi 
time  and  experience  has  proven  to  be  the  best  and  have  attempted 
such  a  report.  Invariably,  they  have  failed  and  have  either  ceased 
preparing  reports  or  have  abandoned  the  plan  for  that  which  is  in 
almost  universal  use. 

Adopting  Correspondence  Report  is  rightly  regarded  by  Brother 
Jenks  as  an  ''impropriety''  and  liable  to  lead  to  embarrassing  conse- 
quences. 

Ballot, — ^Brother  Jenks  thinks  that  under  the  ancient  rule  a  single 
ballot  elected  to  all  the  degrees.  We  are  not  sure  about  that 
Anciently,  the  E.  A.  lodge  was  the  important  body ;  all  business  was 
transacted  in  it  and  the  same  is  even  now  the  case  in  some  jurisdic- 
tions. The  great  majority  of  Masons  in  those  early  times  nevo' 
proceeded  beyond  the  E.  A.  degree.  We  do  not  speak  dogmatically, 
however,  on  this  or  any  other  question  touching  degrees  in  ancient 
times. 


1874— WYOMING— 1918. 
44th  Annual — Labamie — Septembeb  11th-12th. 

Lodges,  34;  membership,  4,087;  gain,  886. 

Grand  Master  T.  Blake  Kennedy  delivered  an  address  of  moderate 
length  dealing  almost  wholly  with  routine  and  local  matters. 

Masonic  Emblem. — Grand  Master  recommended  the  adoption  of  an 
"official  emblem"  and  that  the  matter  be  taken  up  with  other  grand 
lodges  ^ith  a  view  to  liaying  it  uniform  throughout  the  coontry.** 
Grand  Lodge  acted  on  the  suggestion  and  adopted  an  emblem  de- 
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signed  by  a  Utah  brother.  We  do  not  perceive  the  value  of  this 
innovation.  If  of  any  utility  they  can  be  easily  counterfitted  by 
imposters. 

France. — A  resolution  was  adopted  authorizing  mutual  visitation 
among  the  lodges  of  Wyoming  and  those  of  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Orient  of  France."  For  the  life  of  us  we  do  not  know  whether  the 
Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  is  meant  Is  it  possible 
the  author  of  the  resolution  did  not  know?  or  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
did  not  know? 

Prayer, — A  plate  in  two  colors  displays  "A  Prayer  for  Our  Boys." 
It  concludes  "in  the  name  of  Him  who  died  for  us,  thy  Son,  our 
Saviour,  Jesus  Qirist"  We  challenge  the  Masonic  propriety  of  this 
invocation.  Prayer  in  a  Masonic  lodge  should  be  free  from  any- 
thing offensive  to  the  religious  scruples  of  any  of  the  brethren. 

C0BBE8P0in>EN0E. 

Brother  Joseph  M.  Lowndes  again  occupies  the  tripod  and  still 
adheres  to  his  rule  of  •no  comment,  no  criticism.  He  gives  another 
good  review  of  business. 


1865— YORK  GRAND  LODGE  OF  MEXICO— 1919. 

We  again  give  a  review  of  this  Grand  Body  though  we  are  not  in 
fraternal  relations  with  it  Its  59th  Annual  was  held  at  Mexico  City, 
April  17,  1919,  twelve  of  its  fifteen  lodges  being  represented. 

James  C,  Lohse. — ^We  do  not  usually  note  in  our  report  necrological 
items  but  make  an  exception  in  the  case  of  this  distinguished  brother, 
who  died  during  the  year  at  the  ripe  age  of  91.  We  quote  this 
sketch  of  him  given  by  Grand  Master  Stephen  Motta  in  his  address: 

Brother  Lohse,  who  is  the  Founder  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  was  bom 
in  New  York  City,  January  27,  1827.  He  afterwards  removed  with 
his  family  to  Blossburg,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  engaged  with 
his  father  in  the  iron  business.  While  living  in  Pennsylvania  he 
was  made  a  Mason  in  Friendship  Lodge  No.  247,  located  in  Coving- 
ton Township,  Pa.,  on  Nov.  14,  1855.  Shortly  afterward  he  came 
to  Mexico,  making  a  short  stay  in  California  en  route.  Brother  Lohse 
was  instrumental  in  procuring  the  Charters  for  the  Lodges  Union 
Fraternal  No.  1,  Emules  de  Hiram,  working  in  French  and  "Eln- 
tracht"  working  in  German,  which  three  Lodges  formed  the  Grand 
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LK>dge  "Valle  de  Mexico,"  to  which  the  York  Grand  Lodge  of  Hexko 
is  the  legitimate  successor. 

Brother  Lotise  was  also  prominent  in  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  after 
its  introduction  in  1865,  and  was  elected  Sovereign  Grand  Com- 
mander ad  vitam.  But  owing  to  a  controversy  with  some  of  the 
Mexican  brethren  he  withdrew  from  active  participation  in  Masonry 
about  the  year  1872.  In  1914  he  expressed  a  desire  to  affiliate  again 
with  Masonry,  and  by  special  dispensation  of  the  Acting  Grand  Mas- 
ter he  was  received  into  Toltec  Lodge  No.  1,  of  this  City,  as  a  life 
member  without  dues  in  token  of  appreciation  of  his  distinguished 
services  to  the  fraternity  in  years  past 

During  his  active  Masonic  life  Brother  Lohse  went  through  some 
dangerous  experiences,  having  been  assailed  three  times  by  men 
who  tried  to  kill  him;  was  arrested  several  times  and  was  called 
before  the  Emperor  MaxmiUian  to  be  questioned  as  to  his  disposi- 
tion towards  the  French  Intervention.  His  Lodges  were  Invaded 
and  the  papers  taken  and  scattered,  his  property  was  confiscated 
and  placards  were  placed  on  the  walls  claiming  that  he  was  a  dan- 
gerous person.  Through  all  these  troubles  Brother  Lohse  stood  firm 
in  the  path  of  duty  as  he  saw  it,  overcoming  adversity  and  maintain- 
ing the  high  standing  of  the  fraternity,  thus  enabling  him  during 
his  last  hours  to  look  back  over  a  life  well  spent  and  look  forward 
with  Certain  assurance  to  that  welcome  "Thou  hast  been  faithful, 
enter  thou  Into  thy  reward." 

Nothing  in  a  Name, — We  have  often  been  admonished  of  the  wis- 
dom and  truth  of  this  saying  and  yet  how  prone  we  are  to  forget  it 
This  forgetfulness  led  us  In  our  1918  report  to  make  an  unkind  aad. 
we  are  glad  to  know,  an  unjust  intimation  against  our  Mexican 
brethren.    We  said : 

We  have  carefully  searched  for,  but  failed  to  find  a  word  anywhere 
In  this  pamphlet  breathing  sympathy  or  good  will  for  the  United 
States  or  her  allies  In  this  war ;  they  seem  to  be  strictly  neutral.  We 
note  a  generous  sprinkling  of  such  names  as  Ulf elder,  Mohler.  De 
Gress,  Bergman,  Pelzer,  Herlvel,  Braham,  Loevy,  Koffroth,  Galsman, 
Held,  Schroeder. 

In  March,  1919,  we  received  from  Brother  C.  C.  Shanks,  Grand 
Secretary,  a  letter  protesting  against  the  intimation  that  brethren 
of  the  York  Grand  Ix>dge  sympathized  with  Germany.  We  at  once 
wrote  to  assure  him  that  we  would  take  pleasure  in  correcting  any 
false  impression  our  report  may  have  created.  We,  therefore,  talie 
the  liberty  of  quoting  the  following  from  his  letter : 

In  looking  over  your  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  York  Grand 
Lodge  of  Mexico  In  Alabama  Proceedings  for  1918,  I  was  pained  and 
aurprlsed  to  note  that  you  have  us  sized  up  for  a  bunch  of  Hung  down 
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tiere.  Although  bom  in  Kentucky  I  spent  five  years  of  my  youth 
in  Alabama,  having  lived  in  Selma  and  Anniston.  I  used  to  sing  in 
the  choir  of  the  Methodist  church  in  Selma  with  a  Miss  Maple  Street, 
a  charming  young  lady,  who  is  possibly  some  relative  of  yours.  I 
love  the  people  of  Alabama  and  will  never  forget  the  kindness  and 
liospltality  with  which  they  received  a  friendless  boy  into  their 
midst 

Just  to  show  you  how  little  there  may  be  in  a  name  I  beg  leave 
to  give  you  the  following  information  regarding  the  brothers  whose 
names  seem  to  have  attracted  your  unfavorable  attention : 

Ulfelder  was  born  in  New  York,  Mohler  was  bom  in  Pennsylvania, 
DeGress  is  the  son  of  a  loyal  officer  of  the  United  States  Army,  who 
was  wounded  in  the  Civil  War  and  is  all  American.  Bergman  was 
born  In  Mexico,  of  American  parents.  Pelzer  is  of  Russian  origin 
but  is  a  thorough  going  American  and  the  proud  father  of  a  boy 
who  was  In  the  last  drive  that  put  the  Hun  out  of  business.  Herivel 
Is  a  loyal  Britisher  who  would  be  shocked  at  your  imputation ;  Kof- 
f  roth  was  born  in  Louisiana ;  Braham  is  a  native  American ;  Jjoevy 
was  born  in  St.  Louis ;  Held  is  a  Swiss ;  Gaisman  is  a  French  speak- 
ing Swiss  and  loves  the  Huns  about  as  much  as  you  do;  Schroeder 
was  born  in  Indiana  and  is  the  Assistant  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
the  American  Hospital  in  this  City. 

Being  located  in  a  country  that  was  proclaiming  its  neutrality  from 
the  housetops  we  could  not  very  well  adopt  brass  laud  methods  of 
showing  our  loyalty,  but  this  Jurisdiction  furnished  Its  quota  of 
volunteers,  and  more  of  us  would  have  been  glad  to  go  had  we  not 
been  debarred  by  our  age,  from  the  privilege.  My  own  Lodge  lost 
its  J.  W.  Brother  Stroud,  who  left  here  with  the  avowed  intention 
of  '*knocking  the  block  off  of  the  Kaiser"  but  the  poor  fellow  died 
in  training  camp  before  he  had  a  chance  to  carry  out  his  laudable 
desire. 

Grand  Master  Motta  in  his  Address  says  that  Alabama  gave  them 
"the  thrust  that  has  cut  deep."  We  gladly  quote  the  following  also 
from  what  he  says: 

This  shows  my  brethren  that  this  writer  has  no  proper  conception 
of  men  or  conditions,  because  we  are  situated  in  a  neutral  country 
and  had  to  be  careful,  as  you  all  well  know,  in  the  trying  times 
of  the  past  few  years.  We  are  arraigned  because  we  did  not  publish 
what  we  were  doing  and  had  been  doing  for  over  two  years  before 
the  United  States  entered  the  war;  because  we  did  not  publish  the 
names  of  our  members  who  had  gone  to  the  front,  and  some  of  whom 
had  made  the  great  sacrifice  months  before  Alabama  was  called  on 
to  mobilize  a  soldier;  because  we  did  not  with  ostentatious  show 
and  blare  of  trumpets  give  out  the  condition  of  members  of  our  own 
families  or  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  burled  on  foreign 
soil;  this  writer  takes  us  to  task,  even  going  so  far  as  to  publish 
the  names  of  some  of  our  members,  men  whom  we  know  to  be  as 
loyal  Americans  as  ever  drew  breath. 
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Language, — ^The  following  from  Grand  Master  Motta's  Address 
casts  interesting  light  on  the  York  Grand  Lodge  and  its  member- 
ship: 

This  experience  convinces  me  that  this  Grand  Lodge  should  adhere 
strictly  to  work  in  English  for  we  are  a  mere  nucleus  of  Americans 
and  English  here  in  a  foreign  country,  and  we  do  claim  JnriadictioD 
over  all  English  speaking  Masons  in  this  country.  Therefore,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  we  should  so  legislate  that  under  no  consideratiob 
do  we  admit  any  other  than  English  speaking  Lodges  into  our  mem- 
bership. On  the  other  hand  nationals  of  any  language  other  than 
English  wishing  to  start  a  lodge  in  this  country  may  apply  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  their  native  country  for  a  charter,  and  work  undtf 
that  body  and  in  their  native  language,  and  let  it  be  resolved  tbat 
the  granting  of  such  charter  by  any  Grand  Lodge  with  which  we 
are  in  fraternal  relationship  will  not  be  considered  by  us  as  an 
invasion  of  jurisdiction.  In  so  much  that  we  as  American  dtliens 
and  British  subjects  adhere  strictly  to  the  York  Rite  and  KngUsb 
language,  this  le^lation  is  not  meant  to  interfere  with  the  applica- 
tion of  any  native  of  any  country,  when  the  applicant  thoroughly 
understands  the  English  language  and  wishes  to  make  application  ftvr 
membership  in  any  lodge  of  this  jurisdiction. 

State  of  Craft, — ^There  are  16  lodges  with  total  membership  of 
1,018,  loss  of  15  during  the  year.  A  net  balance  of  cash  on  hand  was 
$2,561.35.  Grand  Treasurer  recommended  the  adoption  of  '*a  system 
of  U.  S.  money  or  Mexican  gold." 

CORBXSPONBBNCB. 

Brother  Wayne  A.  White  chides  us  with  'looking  after  the  interests 
of  the  Supreme  Council."  We  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  on  what 
he  predicates  this  unless  it  is  our  recommendation  that  recognitioD 
be  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Chili,  France,  Porto  Rico  and 
Alpina.  We  certainly  hold  no  brief  for  the  Scottish  Rite.  At  the 
same  time  we  do  not  hold  to  the  doctrine  that  Scottish  Rite  origlo 
absolutely  forbids  recognition. 

We  regret  exceedingly  to  note  that  Brother  White  finds  It  uecefl- 
sary,  because  of  failing  health,  to  cease  his  active  Masonic  labors 
and  to  seek  the  salubrious  climate  of  New  Mexico.  We  trust  be 
may  be  speedily  restored  to  perfect  health. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Biate  of  the  Craft. — We  have  not,  as  a  rule,  referred  to  the  rapid 
$n*owth  and  flourishing  condition  of  the  Craft  under  each  jurisdiction. 
Nearly  everywhere  the  story  is  the  same — an  extraordinary  increase 
in  numbers  and  financial  strength.  In  no  instance  that  we  have 
noticed  has  there  been  a  falling  off  in  either  of  these  respects,  except 
Prince  Edward  Island  sustained  a  net  loss  of  1. 

M<isonic  Homes. — These  institutions  are  continuing  to  spring  up  in 
Jurisdictions  not  already  possessing  them  and  the  inmates  of  those 
previously  in  existence  continue  to  increase  in  number.  With  this 
Increase  and  the  increased  cost  of  living,  the  financial  problems  of 
the  Homes  grow  heavier  and  more  perplexing  with  each  year.  They 
everywhere  are  demanding  the  anxious  thoughts  of  grand  lodge. 
Differences  of  opinion  are  still  voiced  as  to  whether  Homes  are  either 
the  best  or  the  most  economical  plan  of  solving  the  Relief  question. 

Bolshevism. — Masonry  has  everywhere  arrayed  itself  against  that 
spirit  which  became  so  threatening  in  1918  and  which  we  call  "Bol- 
shevism.'' Among  the  cardinal  teachings  of  Freemasonry  are  indus- 
try and  providence  and  Masons  are  therefore  steadfast  opponents  of 
any  doctrine  or  practice  which  would  take  from  any  man  the  fruits 
of  his  labor  and  frugality  and  give  it  to  the  lazy,  the  vicious,  and  the 
improvident.  While  this  Immediate  danger  sp«>ms  to  be  on  the  de- 
cline yet  we  should  not  deceive  ourselves  inr-n  »he  belief  that  it  has 
entirely  passed. 

Lal)Or  and  Capital. — ^We  would  not  by  any  means  confound  the 
attitude  and  demands  of  labor  with  "Bolshevism,*'  as  is  sometimes 
ignorantly  done,  yet  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  Bolshevists  in 
disguise  have  crept  into  the  ranks  of  organized  labor  and  are  endeav- 
dring  to  prostitute  it  to  their  ends.  It  is  also  obvious  that  they  are 
making  their  influence  felt  there.  Should  they  triumph  in  their 
efforts  to  control  labor,  it  is  possible  that  they  may  bring  calamity 
on  both  labor  and  capital.  It  is  necessary  for  both  of  these  factions 
to  recognize  that  each  has  rights  and  that  the  public  also  has  rights. 
Means  must  be  devised  to  secure  these  rights  and  to  correct  abuses 
on  both  sides  in  a  just  and  orderly  manner.  Here  is  a  field  in  which 
Masons  may  wield  a  wise  and  useful  influence. 
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PEACE. 

Those  dear,  good  souls  who  fondly  imagined  that  the  war  was  going 
to  change  human  nature  and  that  men  and  nations  were  going  to 
eschew  all  rivalries  and  selfish  ambitions  have  had  a  rude  awaken- 
ing. Perceiving  clearly,  as  they  believe,  the  folly  of  war  they  cannot 
understand  why  all  others  do  not  see  things  precisely  as  they  do. 
They  are  the  same  folks  who  prevented  the  United  States  from 
making  some  degree  of  preparation  before  we  were  "dragged  into 
the  war  stern  first"  as  Brother  Roosevelt  expressed  it. 

We  "wake  up  the  morning  after'*  to  find  the  selfishness  of  human 
nature  much  the  same  as  before  the  war,  a  little  accentuated  per- 
haps by  the  atrophying  experiences  of  the  past  five  year&  Nations 
are  disposed  to  take  advantage  of  each  other  Just  as  before.  Humani- 
tarians who  would  do  the  world  most  good  must  recognize  precisely 
the  sort  of  world  they  have  to  deal  with.  Let's  not  deceive  ourselves 
either  as  a  nation  or  as  a  fraternity. 

TBSNCH   MASONRY. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  our  recognition  last  year  of  the  Grand 
Orient  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  has  called  forth  much  com- 
ment pro  and  con.  On  the  part  of  those  who  entertain  different  views 
from  ours  concerning  French  Masonry,  we  have  been  gratified  to 
note  that  as  a  rule  there  has  been  absent  the  intolerance  with  which 
this  subject  is  so  often  treated.  On  the  other  hand,  those  who  agree 
with  us  have  been  most  extravagant  in  their  approval  of  our  report 
last  year  on  this  subject  and  of  the  resulting  action  of  our  Grand 
Lodge.  Of  course  this  is  gratifying.  On  the  whole  the  discussions 
of  the  year  have  served  to  confirm  our  convictions  as  to  the  correct- 
ness of  our  action. 

We  feel  that  we  can  confidently  assert  that  not  one  of  our  state- 
ments of  fact  touching  this  subject  has  been  challenged  from  any 
quarter.  While  all  have  not  agreed  with  our  conclusions,  we  believe 
that  logic  forces  the  conclusions  from  the  facts  stated. 

SEBBIA. 

Your  committee  has  received  an  appeal  in  the  form  of  a  printed 
Pamphlet  in  English,  entitled  "The  National  Claims  of  the  Serbians, 
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Creations  and  Slovenes,  presented  to  the  Brothers  of  the  Allied 
Countries  by  the  Serbian  Brothers,  Members  of  the  R.  L.  No.  288 
Cosmos."  There  is  a  preface  written  by  Brother  General  Paigne, 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France.  It  is  an  elaborate 
treatment  of  what  our  Serbian  brethren  insist  should  be  the  fron- 
tiers of  the  new  Jugo-Slav  state.  Of  course,  there  is  nothing  here 
to  call  for  any  action  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  is  interesting  only 
as  it  sheds  light  upon  the  political  tendencies  of  the  Masonry  of 
continental  Europe. 

LATIN- AMERICAN   MASONIC  CONFERENCE. 

We  have  received  a  pamphlet  of  64  pages  in  Spanish,  giving  ac- 
count of  a  Conference  of  the  Masonic  Powers  held  at  Buenos  Aires, 
Argentina,  on  May  21,  1918.  There  were  represented  the  Supreme 
Council  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Argentina ;  the  Supreme  Council  of 
tbe  State  of  Rio  Grand  do  Sul,  Brazil;  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
State  of  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil ;  the  Supreme  Council  of  Cuba ;  the  Grand 
Ltodge  of  San  Domingo;  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Nicaragua; 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica ;  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Peru ;  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Honduras;  the  Grand  Lodge  of  San  Salvador;  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Benito  Juarez,  Mexico ;  the  Oriental  Grand  Lodge  of  Yuca- 
•tan,  Mexico;  the  United  Mexican  Grand  Lodge,  Vera  Cruz,  Mexico; 
the  Grand  Lodge  El  Potosi,  Mexico,  and  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Haiti.  All  were  represented,  however,  by  Argentine  brethren  as 
proxies.    There  was  not  one  present  from  any  other  State. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Panama;  the  Grand  Lodge  Occidental  of 
Juarez,  Mexico ; ;  and  the  Grand  Lodge  Cosmos,  Mexico,  signified 
their  adhesion  to  the  Congress  but  accredited  no  delegates.   " 

A  Treaty  of  Federation  was  adopted  and  submitted  to  the  bodies 
represented  to  become  effective  upon  a  ratitlcation  by  two-thirds  of 
them.  Some  of  Its  provisions  would  prove  quite  wholesome,  for 
example,  those  forbidding  one  of  the  adhering  powers  from  invading 
the  jurisdiction  of  another  adhering  power.  But  there  Is  one  provi- 
sion which  we  regard  as  altogether  vicious,  and  that  Is  the  one 
authorizing  invasion  of  the  territory  of  any  Masonic  power  that 
declines  to  join  the  Federation.  This  is  analogous  to  a  declaration 
by  a  minority  of  the  grand  lodges  of  the  United  States,  arrogating 
to  form  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  that  they  would  not  respect  the 
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Jaiisdictlon  of  the  grand  lodges  declining  to  unite  with  their  ^bnnd.^ 
We  would  soon  have  a  nice  scrap  should  such  a  thing  be  attonpted 
here. 

There  are  provisions  in  the  proposed  Treaty  that  would  seriously 
impair  the  sovereignty  of  any  grand  body  becoming  a  member  of  the 
Federation.  We  do  not  expect  anything  of  importance  to  come  of 
this  meetlug. 

IfASONIC    WAB    WOBK. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  soon  after  the  United  States  became  in- 
volved in  the  war,  announcement  was  made  by  the  War  Department 
that  the  Red  Cross,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  Jewish  Welfare  Board,  the 
Salvation  Army,  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  no  other  organiza- 
tions would  be  allowed  to  engage  in  social  or  relief  work  in  the 
various  camps  and  cantonments.  In  >iew  of  the  fact  that  one  of 
these  organizations  is  an  oath-bound  and  sectarian  secret  society,  the 
great  non-sectarian  fraternities  like  the  Masons  and  Odd  Fellows 
keenly  aud  justly  resented  this  discrimination  made  against  them. 
This  resentment  made  itself  so  felt  and  so  completely  proved  its 
justification  that  subsequently  at  a  Conference  at  Washington,  D.  C« 
presided  over  by  the  Secretary  of  War  himself  and  attended  by 
representatives  of  many  of  the  leading  fraternities,  the  offensive  order 
was  rescinded  and  another  issued  providing  that : 

Fraternal  and  benevolent  societies  of  recognized  and  well  estab- 
lished character,  either  independently  or  associated  together,  undtf 
rules  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  to  the  extent  that 
available  ground  can  be  had,  or  available  space  In  buildings  already 
erected  can  be  spared  for  the  purpose,  may  erect,  establish,  or  occupy 
building!s,  or  such  space  in  buildings  already  erected  for  fratenu&l 
and  social  work  and  service  among  the  members  of  such  societieB  in 
the  camps  and  cantonments  of  the  United  States,  after  first  obtain* 
ing  permission  from  the  officer  in  command. 

This  order  was  frankly  stated  to  be  the  result  of  "an  understand- 
ing*' reached  at  the  above  mentioned  Conference.  Masons  naturally 
assumed  that  the  Secretary  of  War  might  be  taken  at  his  word  and 
they  accordingly  began  preparations  for  the  carrying  on  of  sacfa 
activities  on  a  large  scale.  The  Grand  Master  of  New  York  appointed 
a  most  able  and  distinguished  Commission  at  the  head  of  which  wis 
Hon.  Townsend  Scudder,  a  Jostioe  of  tiie  Supreme  Court    Many 
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otlier  Jurisdictions  gave  their  support  to  this  Commissioii  so  that  it 
soon  became  national  In  character  and  scope. 

This  Commission  when  it  undertook  to  gain  admission  to  the  camps 
and  cantonments  according  to  its  own  words  **met  with  little  encour- 
a^ement  on  the  part  of  the  military  authorities.*'  While  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  were  afforded  every  facility,  the  Masons  were  excluded 
on  one  pretext  or  another,  so  that  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to 
learn  they  were  never  able  to  enter  upon  their  work  in  a  single  camp 
or  cantonment.  They  were  forced  to  restrict  tho^r  operations  to  the 
communities  adjacent  to  the  camps  and  to  the  cities  visited  by  the 
men  on  leave. 

But  even  this  poor  boon  was  denied  them  when  our  soldiers  went 
over  seas.  Judge  Scudder  and  his  Commission  sought  permission  to 
do  no  more  than  to  establish  and  maintain  for  all  soldiers,  Masons 
and  non-Masons  alike,  entertainment  and  recreation  centers  in  the 
so-called  "leave  areas'*  whither  and  whither  alone  our  soldiers  on 
leave  were  permitted  to  go. 

When  this  proposition  was  presented  to  the  War  Department,  full 
of  promises  as  usual,  it  assured  Judge  Scudder  that  he  had  the  "full 
support  of  the  War  Department,"  and  again  the  promise  was  ac- 
c^ted  at  its  face  value.  Imagine  their  astonishment  and  indigna- 
tion when,  after  extensive  preparations  had  been  made,  passports 
were  refused  to  the  Commission  and  its  agents  on  the  Insulting 
ground  that  it  might  lead  to  the  introduction  of  German  spies  to  the 
arena  of  the  war.  In  vain  did  Judge  Scudder  point  out  that  surely 
Masons  were  as  loyal  and  patriotic  as  Knights  of  Columbus  or  mem- 
bers of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Finally  the  blame  was  all  packed  off  on 
General  Pershing  who  was  quoted  as  saying  brutally,  when  the  mat- 
ter was  mentioned  to  him,  "Keep  them  away  from  here."  That  Gen. 
Pershing  said  this,  or  at  least  in  this  manner,  we  shall  not  believe 
upon  the  unsupported  testimony  of  Mr.  Raymond  B.  Fosdick. 

Judge  Scudder's  conclusion  upon  this  matter  is  that  the  fraternity's 
efforts  to  engage  in  War  Relief  "were  secretly  opposed  and  thwarted 
by  influences  hostile  to  us." 

Now  that  we  know  that  there  was  never  any  intention  of  permit- 
ting Masons  to  engage  in  war  work,  the  solemn  deliberations  of  grand 
lodges,  Masonic  conferences,  grand  masters,  etc.,  as  to  how  and 
where  their  work  should  be  done,  seem  like  a  solemn  mockery.    In 
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short,  the  War  Department  by  Its  dupUdtous  course  has  "made  nion 
keys"  of  us. 

Whether  it  was  wise  for  Masons  to  undertake  such  service  is  «i- 
tirely  beside  the  question.  Competent  Masonic  authorities  had  de- 
cided to  undertake  it  and  approval  and  promise  of  support  were 
given  by  the  War  Department,  an  approval  and  promise  that  were 
never  frankly  withdrawn.  The  War  Department  merely  evaded  by 
indirection  and  want  of  candor  the  fulfillment  of  its  promise.  Masons 
were  simply  duped.  We  do  not  believe  there  was  ever  any  perious 
intention  on  the  part  of  Secretary  Baker  to  allow  Masons  within  or 
near  the  camps  over  seas. 

We  have  actually  not  had  the  heart  to  review  in  detail  the  weighty 
discussions,  lengthy  homilies  and  elaborate  preparations  of  the  sev- 
eral grand  lodges  of  the  Tnited  States  to  engage  In  War  Ser\ice 
to  their  members  in  the  army.  They  were  brought  so  completely  to 
naught  by  some  unseen  and  sinister  influence,  while  the  authorities 
were  at  the  same  time  professing  thanks  and  good  wishes  for  our 
efforts,  that  it  all  now  seems  like  a  solemn  mockery. 

CEDAB  RAPIDS  MASONIC  CONFERENCE. 

Grand  Master  George  L.  Schoonover,  of  Iowa,  had  conceived  a 
most  ambitious  plan  for  the  formation  of  a  "Masonic  World  Service 
Administration  of  the  United  States,"  the  chief  purpose  of  which 
should  be  "the  service  of  mankind  through  education,  enlightenment, 
meditation  and  relief,  particularly  in  times  of  disaster  and  distress, 
whether  caused  by  war,  pestilence,  fire,  flood,  earthquake,  or  other 
calamity." 

He  accordingly  invited  the  various  grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  United 
States  to  send  delegates  to  a  Conference  to  be  held  at  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa,  November  26,  1918,  for  the  consideration  of  his  plan.  At  the 
time  appointed,  representatives  assembled  from  twenty-two  grand 
Jurisdictions,  not  including  Alabama.  Two  days  were  consumed  hi 
discussion  and  interchange  of  views,  which  culmin&ted  in  the  adop- 
tion of  "The  Outline  of  Tentative  Plan  of  Organization  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Service  Association  of  the  United  States."  The  declared  object 
of  the  Association  is : 

The  service  of  mankind  through  edncation,  enlightenment,  financial 
relief  and  Masonic  visitation,  particularly  in  times  of  disaster  BBd 
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distress,  whether  caused  by  war,  pestilence,  famine,  fire,  flood,  earth- 
quake or  other  calamity ;  and  presently  ^nd  immediately  ministering 
to,  cherishing,  comforting  and  relieving  the  members  of  the  frater- 
nity, their  dependents  and  others  engaged  in  the  United  States 
forces,  in  the  present  great  war,  wherever  they  may  be  stationed  and 
upon  whatever  duties  engaged  in  the  service. 

This  constitution  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  several  grand  jurisdic- 
tions for  approval  and  shall  become  operative  when  approved  by  as 
many  as  fifteen.  The  task  of  this  Association,  so,  far  as  concerns 
the  recent  war,  was  over  before  it  began.  The  remainder  of  its 
program  seems  to  trench  heavily  upon  the  field  of  the  Red  Cross. 
TVe  believe  it  not  wise  to  attempt  to  duplicate  Red  Cross  activities, 
but  Masons  can  render  great  assistance  if  wise  plans  are  adopted 
and  adhered  to.  The  war  has  proved  that  such  assistance  as  Masonry 
may  see  proper  to  render  in  the  cases  outlined  in  the  "Tentative 
Plan"  should  be  done  through  a  single  central  organization. 

One  danger  should,  however,  be  guarded  against  and  that  is  the 
danger  that  the  several  grand  lodges  will  get  the  idea  that  each 
calamity  calling  for  assistance  falls  within  the  duties  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Service  Association.  In  other  words,  do  not  allow  to  spring  up 
the  spirit  of  "Let  George  do  it."
